hope  to  find  it  in  fome  meafure 
acceptable.  But  how  mean  foever 
the  Performance  is,  I  have  ftill  fome 
fair  Profpe<a:  of  the  Vefign;  and  I  was 
almoft  afliir'd,  from  Your  Lordlhip's 
generous  Inclinations,  to  promote  the 
beflandmoflufeful  Parts  of  Learning, 
that  fuch  a  Defign,  cou'd  not,  by  any 
other  Means,  be  fo  acceptable  to  the 
Tublkkj>  as  by  having  the  Advantage 
of  Your  Lordlhip's  Name  before  it.

Others ,  I  am  told,  only  by  the 
Way  of  Jnftitutes,  Reports,  and  Sta- 
tutes, arrive  to  a"  considerable  Fimc 
and  Pra<5tice.  But  fome  there  are, 
whofe  generous  Induftry  carries  'em 
yet  fijrther,  who  think  it  neceflary  to 
fpend  fome  time  in.  the  Roman  Hiftory, 
Claffical  Authors,  Civil  Lav^  and  the 
Pleadings  of  Cicero.  And,  I  need  not 
go  about  to  acquaint,  the  World, 
That'  Your  Lordlhip's  Excellency 
in  all  thefe ,  together  with  Your 
great  natural  Endowments,  and  an- 
fwerable  Improvements,  did  not  only 
give  Your  Lordffiip  very  high  Advan- 
tages over  Others,  ^t  Your  firft  Appear- 
ance, but  in  a  very  (hort  time  rais'd

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THE  \E  areretfmr'dfo  many  Qun- 
Hfications  and  A:compliJhmentsjn  an 
Hiftorian,  and  fo  much  Care  and 
Nicenefs  in  ionttng  an  Hiftory,  thatjome  have 
reckon  d  it  One  of  the  moft  difficult  Labours 
that  Human  Nature  is  capable  of.  Jnd  this 
feems  the  Tmre  probable  from  the  fmall  'N.umher 
of  good  Hijiories  that  ever  yet  appear  d  in  the 
World.  Even  the  principal  Writers  of  the 
Roman  Hiftory,  mho  are  douhtlejs  as  excel- 
lent as  any  in  the  World,  have  not  been  free 
from  Faults,  or  at  leaji  from  Critich,  vho 
have  been  Very  ready  to  mah  their  feveral  (2^- 
marh  upon  'em.  Polybius,  fay  they,  is  a 
Very  good  Atthor,  hut  is  too  much  addiSled  to 
'Preaching.  Dionyfius  Hal.  is  a  Very  great 
Critick,  but  too  morofe,  ani  may  rather  he 
plac'd  among  the  Writers  of  Antiquities  than 
Hiftoiy.    Diodonis  Siculus_//>e«i(  too  much 
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time  in  Fables,  and  is  not  free  from  trifling 
mi  I'M  hut  little  of  the  Roman  Affairs.  Dior 
Caffius,  thy  look  upon  to  he  fickle,  partial. 
a  ^reat  Flatterer,    and  as  ^reat  a  ^eviler. 
Appian  is  very  well  for  Military  Difcipline, 
hut  is  often  out  in  tlx  Roman  Jffairs.  Ca:lar 
mly  wrote  of  fome  of  his  own  letters,   and 
was  fo  Modejl  and  Juji   as  not  to   call   his 
SoS^Hiftory,  hut  Commentaries.     Neither 
will  Plutarch  nor  Suetonius  ^o /or  Hiftori- 
ans,'  they  being  only  Biographers.     Llvy, 
fay  thy,  is  indeed  a  great  Man,  but  h  is  a 
little'  too  yerbofe  and  circuniflantial,  and  too 
much  given  to   prodigies   and  Patavinity. 
SiluA  is  blam'd  for  his  Preface,  which,  they 
fay,  is  not  only  large  enough  for  th  Hifiory 
of  the  World,  hut  might  as  well  fland  before 
any  other   BooA   whatfoever.      Andfomething 
they  have  to  Jay  of  all  the  rejl,  which  I  need 
not  trouble  the  ^ader  withal. 

But  mtwithfianding  thefe  fever al  CenfurcSi 
vwjl  of  chfe  Authors  are  Very  extraor&nary 
in  their  kind ,  and  gemrally  are  excel- 
lent 'Patterns  to  imitate  ;  if  it  he  done  ttith 
fudgment.  !But  how  extraordinary  foever 
they  are,  they  are  either  all  Fragments,  or  elfe 
jo  unfimjl?'d ,  that  1  compleat  Body  of  the 
Roman 
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Roman  Hjflory,  for.  fix  or  feVm  Wndred 
Years,  cm  never  begotten  outofany  one  of 'em. 
So  that  /;e,  who  expels' to  have  any  tolerable 
Acount  of  the  Romari:  Jffairs,  for  fo  long  a 
timey  from  old  Writers,  *"«A  ^^fi^^^  ^^  ^^' 
derfiandmg'the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues,  put 
himfelf  to  a  cmfiderabk  Expence  both  of  Money 
and  Time;  except  he  will  content  h'tmfelf  with 
that  little  he  can  learn  from  Florus,  andfuch 
other  immethodical  and  imperfeH  Epilomies, 
This  ConJiJeration  is  Jufficient  to  vindicate  my 
Defign,  in  this  folhwing  CoUedbion;  and 
I  know  mm  which  is  of  it  felf  more  ufeful 
for  Young  Scholars  or  Gentlemen^  or  perhaps 
more  entertaining.  There  never'  was  any  thing 
of  this  kind  in  our  Language  before,  nor  any. 
thing  relating  to  the  Roman  Affairs;  but  either 
what  has  been  intermix' d  with  much  more  other 
Htfiory,  or  what  has  contain  d  but  a  few  Tears 
of  this  'Paicf.  Of  thefe  I  find  none  of  any 
Note  befides  Raleigh,  Rofs,  Howtl,  the 
jiuthor  of  the  Hiftory  of  the  two  Trium- 
virates, and  Pedro  Mcxia,  Juthor  of  the 
Imperial  Hiftory ;  the  two  laji  of  which  are 
Tranflatitms.  • 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh's  Account  of  /le  Ro- 
mans, begins  at  the  Building  of  the  Ctty,  but 
■     .      -  .  ...  ,  Cf?&;lc 
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corUaim  hut  ^S6  Years,  ending  at  thefecon 
Macedonian  War :  Ani  tho  it  cannot  be  i 
njd  but  the  laji  hundred  Hears  is  mitten  vit 
y>ery  much  Spirit  and  Judgment,  and  i 
of  it  with  as  much  Skill  and  Clearnefs' 
yet,  bejides  the  hcmiveniency  of  being  fo  iii 
termix'd  mth  other  Matters  ^  alt  before  th 
firji  Punick  War,  bear  no  manner  of  'Propor- 
tion with  thereji,  as  tolenph.  Rofs  carrie: 
m  Sir  ^iXtet's  Defign,  but  after  fuch  a  dif 
proportionate  Manner,  either  for  Length  o> 
Vigour,  that  J  need  not  fay  any  more  of  him 
Howcl  is  much  more  exail,  both  for  Methoi 
and  'Proportion  in  the  Roman  Hiftory,  that 
Sir  Walter,  and  does  not  only  continue  it  a; 
far  as  this  goes,  but  above  3  00  Tears  further 
vhich  he  has  done  with  wonderful  fains  and  In 
dufiryi  let  notwithflanding  aUhis  Method,  hi 
has  not  juftly  proportion  d  his  Matter  j  Iik  5; 
lears  'Period,  after  the  Expuljmn  of  the  IQngs 
is  too  long  for  the  rejl  of  his  Hiflory ;  man} 
memorable  zillions,  betvmn  that  and  the  firf 
Triumvirate,  aretoofhort ;  thefirfl  Trium 
virate  it  felf  is  too  Img  in  his  Jecond  Edi 
tion ,  and  too  fhort  in  the  firfi  ;  and  th 
fecond  Triumvirate  is  too  pmrt  in  both 
Sefides,  he  is  of  ten  too  flat  and'mfipid  toaf 
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feU  us  throughly ,  mi  the  JlHons  of  the 
irtyed  Mm  we  rtlated  too  ■  coUly  and  uncon- 
cern My  to  moTue  M  as  they  ought ;  which,  to- 
gether with  his  frequent  Want  of  Tranficions 
aid  Words  of  CpnneiSUon,  and  his  often  mix- 
Big  of  critical  Learning,  makes  him  far  lefs  plea- 
/ant  than  otherwife  he  might  he.  And  what  fliU 
adds  to  thefe  ImferfeBions,  is  the  Ohfcurity  of 
his  Stile,  itihich  proceeds  fometimes  from  his 
mlucky  or  umaturai  Mi/placing  of  his  Words, 
Old  fometimes  from  his  affeiling  a  Shortnefs, 
without  throughly  confidering  and  pre-obferVmg 
the  Dangers  that  attend  that  ufeful  Way  of 
Writing.  His  CoUeftions  inkei  are  ad- 
vurable,  both  for  their  Ufefulnefs  and  Ex- 
aanefs;  his  Decifion'j  1/ery  jujl  and  faith- 
ful; and  his  Learning  VeQi  uncommon  and 
curi(i»s :  hjhort,  we  may  fay,  that  no  Man 
ner  more  truly  and  carefully  brought  together 
the  principal  Matters  of  all  the  Roman  Hi- 
florians,  than  he;  and  that  he  was  an  incrnir 
parable  CoUeibor  and  Compiler,  tho'  at  the 
fame  time  he  was  but  an  indifferent  Hiftotian. 

I  fear  I  haVe  been  too  long  upon  this  lajl, 

hut  fimi  mufi  beg  the  fader's  leaye  to  con- 

fider  the  two  remaining.     The  Hiftory   of

the  French,  and  contains  only  5  o  Tears,  h 
of  the  hujtejl  Time  of  the  Common-aealth. 
is  a  Hiftory  Tery  in^enioujly  writ,  hanJfont 
put  together,  and  faithfully  (olIeBed;  and 
far  more  pUaJant  and  palatahk  f/;(j»_Howel^ 
let  as  few  Tears  as  it  contains,  it  is  manifefi 
too  tedious  in  many  Tlaces,  which  is  occajvmt 
fometimes  from  the  natural  Verhofenefs  of  ti 
French  Temper,  and  fometimes  from  the  Al 
thor'j  defcendmg  too  particularly  to  the  lejfe 
and  more  private  Anions  of  Mankind;  whic 
,  tnahs  him  fall  from  the  Majefly  of  a  Hift< 
rian  to  that  of  a  Biographer.  Jnd,  notwitl. 
jlanding  his  bein^Jo  Very  particular,  he  ha 
wholly  left  out  'all  Casfar'j  Wars  with  tl 
Gauls,  which  gaind  him  fo  much  Glory  an 
'^putation,  and  was  tlie  OriginU  of  all  h 
future  Greatnefs.  Pedro  Mexia  is  a  Tran 
fUiion  from  the  Spanifli,  and  contains  tl 
Lives  of  all  the  Roman  and  German  En 
perors  to  his  own  Time,  which  plainly  Jheu 
him  a  Biographer  ;  tho',  befides,  he  has  man 
excellent  Marks  of  a  Hiftorian.  He  heffr, 
■  almofl  at  tlx  latter  aid  of  this  Hifiory,  and  i 
ejfeU  contains  -net  much  more  than  3  5  Teai 
of  it  i  and  in  that  fhort  Space  he  is  extreaml 
imperfelt  in  one  of  the  mofl  principal  jIBims  i 
,  „_,  ,  Coo,lc     " 
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the  Roman  Hiflory,  namely,  thSellkimnt  of 
the  Roman  Emfire  hy  Auguftiis. 
.  yifter  all  this,  Ifuppofe  it  will  he  exfeBed 
that  my  own  fiece  is  eliery  way  fauldejs,  and 
has  all  the  TerfeHions  that  can  he  defr'd  from 
a  Sook  of  this  Si:zf  or  'Proportion ;  hut  I  will 
net  he  fo  fodifhly  VaiA  as  to  pretend  to  that  ; 
1  can  only  fay,  that  I  ha')te  in  fome  meafure 
endeavour  i  to  ayoid  the  DefeSls  and  Faults 
of  thofe  Writers  whom  I  hme  here  taken 
notice  of,  and  Ukwife  to  imitate  their  Excel- 
lencies, efpecially  thofe  of  the  Jncients,  as  far 
as  the  Compafs  I  have  taken  wpu'd  admit  of,  .

any  uncommon  Story  is  related,  or  myjdoukj 
^oint  is  to  be  decided,     1  have  likewife  be 
obii^d  to  fame  of  our  Modem  Writers,  htt\ 
none  fo  much  <ijHoweI,  and  the  Hiftory  ^ 
the  two  Triumvirates,  both  whofe  accura 
Collc(ftions  have  often/ay'd  me  much  TrouU 
tho'  lexamin'd  the  Originals  from  whence  th 
had'em.     Upon  that  Account  IhtiVe-copyd'ei 
in  many  'Places,   and  that  too  abnoji  yerball 
whenever  J  found  it  both  for  the  Eafe  of  n, 
felf  and  the  Ahanta^e  of  my  fBoik :  For 
am  nefer  cautious  in  Borrowing,  as  long  as 
achtowledge  it ,  and  cm  benefit   mj  ^adei 
whofe  Good  1  always  fludy  before  my  own  Cm 
mendation.

cmyenience  lehett  the  ^ader  mujifeparate  and 
iifUnpafh  the  Matter,  where  the  Juthar  has 
nut  done  it.  Then  to  mA  it  Jiill  more  Qear, 
Ihitve  aU  the  vay  intermix  d  fo  much  Chio- 
nok^  and  Geography,  as  is  necejfary  tt 
^rate  the  Story.  '

of  the  Siiek  feme  places  i  at  leaft  not  Jo  much 
as  Ifhou'djunie  done,  bad  it  been  a  Tranjlatum 
of  any  ancieat  Juthor  j  1  mem  as  to  the  /iici- 
ties  of  our  Toi^ue,  md  the  'PerfeBion  of  periods, 
the  Speeches  art  gaarSy  the  moft  carefully 

dene, 
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done,  tho'  ItmifcaratAe  mfyirhdly,  I 
reafm  of  th  little  Compafs  Iifas  aOmi :  M 
upon  that  account  I  was  forc'd  in  fame  placi 
to  follonr  their  Senfe  at  a  diftance,  which  fom 
that  are  over  nice  will  fcarcely  allow  to 
faithful  Hiftorian.  Jnd  this  little  Cmpaj 
lihunje  hinder  d  me  from  hiMng  all  the  Trai 
fitions  I  cou'd  haVe  defird,  tho'  Itofe  are  .tl 
principal  beauties  belonging  to  the  Way  an 
Manner  of  writing  Hijiorical  Matters. 

To  come  to  the  Ufe  of  this  !Book.i  It  wi 
he  particularly  u/eful  to  Young  Students  an 
'Gentlemen,  by  giving  'em  m  Jnfight  into  th 
principal  of  the  Roman  Cuftoms,  Laws,  an 
Magiftrates  j  1  meanfuch  of  'em  as  cannot  I 
fo  clearly  learnt  from  Rofinus,  and  !Booh  o 
mere  Antiquities.  It  is  the  Hijtoricai  Accoun 
'  of  alt  the  Various  Occajions  and  Circutnjiance 
that  can  hejl  clear  fame  of  thefe  things.  Th 
Tribunes  of  thj  People  may  ferve  for  on 
Jnftanci  of  this;  for  m  Man  can  throughly  un 
derjiand  the  Nature  of  thofe  Magiflrates,  with 
out  reading  the  Hijiory  of  their  Creation,  an 
lihwi/e  their  chief .  Mons  afterwards.  Am 
fiill  that  this  Sook  might  he  as  compkat  as  . 
cou'd  make  it,  I  have  at  the  mofi  conveniem 
"Places  intermix'd  the  Hiftory  of  the  Koman 
-.  Learning 
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Ltatning,  and  giwaa  Jhon  AcouM  ofalithe 
fPrmcipd  Authors,  iti  far  as  this  Hiftory  rea- 
ches.

Thefe  King 

kept  rheirGourts  at  Laurention,  a  City  about  j  Mile 

off  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Tiber ;  and  were  Go 

vernors  of  a  mixt  People :  For  firft,  fome  Felajgian 

■  out  of  Thejfalj  ferried  among  'em ;  foon  after,  SatKn 

iiomCrett,  who  fled  from  his  Son  jfM/JrCT-,  which  oc 

tMini.      cafipn'd  their  changing  of  their  Names  to  Latms,  i 

h.ttndo,  from  his  lying  hid  there ;  next  Bvander  froir 

Arcadia,  then  Hercules  &om  Greece,  widl  tlieir  fcverai 

followers. 
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But  the  laft  who  fettled  in  this  Country,  accord- 
ing to  THot^Jim,  were  fome  Relitfts  of  the  Trofont, 
under  the  Condufft  of  their  Pnnce  t-^ntas,  who  had 
left  his  native  Countiy,  and  his  inrag'd  Enemies,  to 
feek  out  .Foreign  Habitations.  Thele  werg  about 
T200  in  all,  tho' fome  willallow  but  halfdiat  Num- 
ber; and  arriv'd  in  thele  Parts  three  Years  after  the" 
demuifKon  of  Troj^^and  above  400  before  the  building 
of  KwBej  A.  M.  2824.  t/£nt^  at  his  firft  landing, 
was  very  civilly  entercain'd  by  tatinuty  the  King  then 
reigning,  as  a  Perfon  of  great  Renown,  who  not  on- 
ly treated  him  honourably ,  but  gave  him  his  only 
Daughter 'L«f/»i«  in  Marriage.  This  occafion'd  a 
-War  between  him  and  Tumm,  a  Prince  of  the'Rww/i, 
didr  near  Neighbours,  who  had  formerly  made  Pre- 
tenfions  to  her  j  but  thefe  Wars  foon  ended  in  Tur- 
mts  death,  which  did  not  only  free  t,^£neas  from  a 
,  Rival,  but  fecur'd  his  Kingdom,  which  Z-tfwwj  gave 
him  for  his  Daughters  Portion  after  his  deceafe.  e/f- 
km  thus  fettledj  foon  after  built  the  City  of  La-vini- 
im^  inhonour'of  his  Wife,  about  five  or  fix  Miles 
Eaft  cX.Laurmtwn^  where  he  kept  his  Court ;  and  the  • 
more  to  (AUge  his  Subjefts,  caus'd  both  them  and 
his  own  Country-men  to  be  call'd  by  the  common 
Name  of  Lat'mi .-  But  ingaging  In  a  bloody  War  virith 
MexjOUmSf  a  King  of  the  Hetrurimi,  he  was  flain, 
after  a  fliort  Reign  of  four  Years.  His  Subjects,  in 
honour  to  his  Memory,  dedicated  a  Qiappel  to  him, 
imdo:.  the  Title  of  Jupiter  Indices.  f*^! 

Upon  tfie  death  of  v^aa'jhisSon  Afcmlm  focceeded  "**^ 
him  in  the  Throne  J.  but  L^vlnia,  being  left  with 
C3^  by  him,  out  of  fear  fled  to  the  gWoods,  and 
was  there  deliver'd  of  a  Son,'  who  from  the  place  of 
his  Birth  had  the  Name  of  Silvm.  Thirty  Years  af- 
to-  the  building  of  Laviniitmy  Afcanlus  left  it  to  his 
Mother-in-Law,  and  founded  Alba-Longa^  about  iz 
Miles  North  of  it,  which  he  made  his  Seat.  Afiam-

Avaainus  gave  Name  to  Mount  Avent'oe,  one  of  die 
jTeven  Hills  of  Rone. 

.    Tliefe  ware  call'd  the  Kings  of  Alh,  or  of  Old  L*- 
titm,  u^iich  fcarce  comain'd  die  fixth  part  of  what 

Ncw^.  was  call'd  Latiim  in  Augu^ui's  Reign  j  which  then 

num.  comprehended  not  only  the  Old  Latini,  but  alfo  die 
.  Rtaidi,  t^uij  Hemlci ,  Volfd ,  and  Armd.  This 
Kingdom,  tho'  very  Small,  according  to  the  Dimen- 
(ions  b^ore  given  of  it,  was  very  Fruitful,  Populous^ 
and  full  of  Towns ;  and  Alba  it  felf  Was  a  great  and 
flourilliing  City,  and  had  been  the  Mother  df  thir- 
ty Latim  Towns,  when  it  was  deftroy'd  by  Ti^lus  Ho- 
fiilim  the  third  King  ctf  Reme, 

A.  M.  n.  But  jo.comeclofe  to  fda^a  Roman  Story,  Am»- 
g  209.  ^"^  ai^d  Numiier^  the  two  laft  of  thefe  KingSj  were 
Brothers  j  and  it  was  agreed  between  'em,  Siat  JVi^- 
mitor  the  Eldeft,  ihouT^  have  the  Kingdom,  and 
.Amulius  the  Treafure  and  Gold  that  was  brought 
.fiom  Troy.  But  Money  luving  the  Advantage  of 
meer  AudK»:ityj  AmuUus  iooa.  got  his  £todier  out  of 

his 
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liisKingdom:  and,  tofecureittohimfelf  againft  the 
■PretenminsOT  his  Pc^erity,  caus'd  his  Son  Laufm  to 
bte  Murther'd  in  a  i^etended  Huntmg,  and  his  Daugh- 
ter Riea  to  be  made  a  Ve/ial  Virgin.  In  the  fourth 
Year  cf  hflr  Pricfthood,  going  to '  fetch  Warer,  flie 
was  met  and  ravifh'd  •  fc^  fome  Lover,  ot  probably 
by  jitHHlius  himfetf,  ratherj  as  was  fuf^)os'd,  to  ffflre 
ms  other  t>efigns,  than  to  gratifie  his  Luft.  ^ut  for 
the  Honour  of  the  Caufe,  the  FatS  was  laid  upon. 
Mars  J  in  whofe  Grove  it  was  committed,  who  came 
to  her,  as  they  will  have  it,  in  a  moft  dreadful  man- 
ner with  Thunder  and  Lightning.  Rhea  proving  with 
Oiildj  was  deliver*d  of  two  Boys,  and  thereupon 
was  condemn'd  to  Dq^th,  or  perpetual  'Imprifon- 
'  mcnt,  and'her  ChJ!dren  were  thrown  into  the  River. 
But  the  Wind  and  Stream  were  both  fo  favourable, 
that  at  the  fall  of  the  Water,  they  were  left  fafeupon 
dry  Ground,  and  there  happily  found  fay  Faufiuluiy 
jimt^iuss  Herds-Man,  and  uickled  by  his  Wife  Lak- 
rmtUy  who,  for  her  Infamous  Life,  wascall'dZ.«^aj 
and  this  probably  might  occafion  the  famous  Story 
of  their  being  nourifiied  by  a  Wolf:'  The  Names  of 
thefe  Twins  wwtRomulm  and  Rtmus. 

The  Children,  grown  up,  prov'd  At^ve  and  Cod- 
ragious,  fuitabletf?  the Greatnefi of  rfieir Birth;  but 
the  Meannefi  of  their  Education  gave  'em  occafion  of 
felling  out  with  fome  of  rfwMJror's  Herds-Men;  iji 
whi(ii  conteft  Remus  was  taken  Prifoner,  and  brought 
before  the  King.  Upon  which  Faufidus  difcover'd  to 
Rmudm  all  the  Particulars  of  his  Birth  and  hard 
Ufagefiom.^WH/i«u;  begging  him  to  be  affiftant  in 
the  Refcue  of  Remuj.  Remdus  fooh  drew  together 
a  great  Number  (rf"  Herds-Men  and  inferiour  People, 
who  hated  Amulius,  whom  he  divid«d  into  Compa- 
nies, confifting  of  an  hundred  Men  each ;  eveiy 
Captain  carrying  a  fmall  Bundle  of  Graft  and 
Sinibs  ty'd  to  a  Pole.  The  Liniats  call  fuch  Bun- 
.dles  Manipdi-j  fromwhehce  \t.\%,  diat  in  their  Ar- 
■    ■  B'3  ,        itttes 
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lies  they  call  their  Captains  Mamyulares,.  jA 
ainingupon  the  Gcizens  within,  and  Romulus  m 
ig  Attacks  ftora  without,  Amuliiu  not  l^pv 
ifhat  Expedient  to  thinJt  of  for  his  Security,  in 
Lmazement  and  Diftrac3:ion,  was  taken  and  H 
he  Brothers  fettling  their  Grand-Father  Numito 
lis  Throne,  after  he  h^  been  depos'd  forty 
fears. 

The  Affairs  of  Albt  fuccceding  thfls.'prolpCTou 
he  Young-Men,  ambitious  of  Glory,  weie  ^efir 
)f  Founding  a  City  in  the  Place  where  they  w 
ffought  up  ;  which  Defign  was  approv'd  of  by 
jtand-Father,  who  appointed  'em  Land,  with 
)f  his  SubjetSb  as  he  knew  were  of  his  Brother's 
iion;  and  likewifc  gave  free  Liberty  to  all  otha 
vho  were  willing,  to  fettle  thwnlelves  in  this  nei 
Ixilony.  Moft  of  the  trojani  came  in,  (of  whic 
here  reraaind  fifty  Families  in  Cafar's  Time  ,  a 
DioTiyfius  informs  us  )  and  alfo  all  the  Inhalatant 
ibout'the  Valatine-Bill,  where  the  City  was  built 
which  was  about  14  Miles  North-Weft  of  Alha 
ipon  die  River  Tiber.  For  the  more  fpeedy  carry 
ng  on  this  Work" ,  the  People  were  divided  inti 
:wo  Parts,  who  were  to  work  by  way  of  Emulation 
But  what  was  defrgn'd  for  a  confiderable  Advantage 
)rov'd  a  greater  Inconveniency  j  for  it  gave  birth  t( 
:wo  Faiitioiis,  whereof  one  preterr'd  Romulus^  and  tht 
rther  Remus '^  which  fwell'd  'em  with  the  ambitiou 
Deftres  of  Preeminence.  This  loon  appear 'd  in  tliel 
Dilagreement  abopt  the  Place  of  Building,  Romidu. 
xjntending  for  the  Palatine,  wl^ere  they  were  broughi 
ip,  and  Remus  for  the  Jventim-U-M.  Upon  wftich,the 
^tter  wias  brought  before  their  Grand-Father  JV^- 
mtoTj  who  advis  d  'em  both  to  go  apartj  and  ob- 
erve  ^e  flying  of  Birds ;  and  the  moll  Fortunate  ol 
he  twp  fliou'd  be  counted  the  Founder  of  the  Co^ 
ony.  They  bodi  t^k  their  Stations  apon  their  owji 
*         ■  ■      ■       Hill^ 
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Hills,  and  tiemm  firft  had  a  flight  of  6  Vultures, 
but  Remdus  having,  or  pretending  to  have,  dotible 
ihe  NiKnber,  both  were  laluted  by  the  Title  of  Xn^. 
This  widned  the  Breach,  and  the  Contention  grew 
Gt  hot  as  to  come  to  a  Battel,  wherein  Re^us  was 
worfted  and  flain,  with  feveral  others,  particularly 
Faufiultti  and  his  Brother  Plipnus.  But  it  is  likewife 
laid,  that  before  the  Battel,  Remm  gave  his  Brother ' 
nuny  great  Provocations,  particularly  by  leaping 
over  his  Wall,  to  ridicule  him  for  the  Lownefi  or  it. 

Ramulus,  now  fole  Commander  ,  'and  Eighteen 
Years  of  Age,  began  the  Foundation  of  Rome  in  the 
fourth  Year  of  (he  fixth  Olympiad,  according  to 
Farros  Account,  which  was  in  thp  Year  of  the  World 
32J-2,  the  ftxth  Year  of '7oti6.*«w  King  of  7w'^«-&,  and 
the  feventh  of  Fekai  King  of  Ifiaei,  43 1  Years  after 
the  Deftnuaion  of  Tre^,  120  after  die  Building  of 
Carthage,  214  before  the  Banning  of  the  Va-fian 
Empire,  and  7^2  before  Cfo-i^j  And  having  got  ^«- 
gars,  and  fuch  fort  of  People  from  Hetruriaj  he  fet  A- 
Dout  it  with  much  Ceremony,  on  the  2 1  Day  of  J- 
^il,  according  to  Tlutarcb,  which  Day  the  Romans 
Anniverladly  kept  Holy,  calling  it  their  Country's 
Birth-Day.  He  took  in  the  Moimt  Palatine  only,  and 
.with  a- Heifer  and  a  young  BuUock,  plow'd  up  a  Fur- 
.row  where  the  Wall  was  defign  d ;  whicli  Cultom 
■was  afterwards  obferv'd  by  the  Romans,  both  in  the 
tuilding  and  razing  of  Cities ;  and  where-ever  a 
Gate  was  to  be  made,  the  Plow  was  lifted  up,  which 
OCcafionM  it  to  be  Call'd  Porta,  a^tando  aratrmn :  All 
within  this  Line  was  call'd  Pomarium, '  from  Pefi-MH-  Pamaiim  , 
rim,  or  Psw  Mania.  The  City  was  almolt  Cjuare, 
containing  at  ^rft  about  1000  Houfes,  and  wa&  nigh 
a  Mile  in  Conjpafs,  with  four  Gates,  namely  Roma- 
mlfi,  Jtmualis,  Af»ci«»kr,  and  6armemalis\  and  a  finall 
Territory  belonging  10  jt  of  7  or,  8  Miles  long. 
.  Thus  we  fee  Rtme  in  its  Original,  a  fmall  inoon- 
fiderable  b^garly  Place^  with  Donaliuons  fttll  of  le& 
B  4  Note; 
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Note ;  which  yet  from,  this  mean  and  contempdh^ 
Beginning  became  Miftrefs.of  the  Wwldj  bdng 
firlt  founded  and  fu[q>orted  by  its  Kitfgi ,  chea 
ftrengdieged  and  enlarged  by  its  Cmfuh,  and  at  lafi 
brought  to  its  utmoft^Peifedion  by^ts  £«f  erw/.  •  Ab 
ics  the  Am  and  Contrivances^  the  Fdicy  and  Cun- 
ning, the  Strength  and  Valour,  and  the  gradual  Pre*. 
ceedings  j  with  the  extntCH^ihary  'FcH'tune,  which 
contributed  to  make  the  Romans  Mafters  of  fiich  vaft 
and  powerful  Dominionij  thefe  arethe  Subjeft  of 
this  following  Bificry.

Contawing  thej^ace  of  37  Tzars,  . 

U;  C.      1-13  Ontalm  having  thus  Founded  the  Cityof  jRww^, 
I.  CV,  by  his  Grand-Father's  Advice,  left  the  Qkmcc 

j^nt,        of  the  Govq-nment  to  the  People,  who  immediately 
\  made  him  King^  according  to  Dk^fius ;   and  he  re? 

ceiving  it  as  a  Gift  from  them,  his  Power  became 
the  more  plaufible  and  undifputable.    The  Numbw 
of  the  Colony  confrited  of  about  3000  Foot,  an^ 
200  Horfe  J  and  the  firft  Method  he  made  ufe  of  to 
increafe  this  Number  was  his  Building  a  Temple  to 
the  Ajylaan  God,  which  he  made  a  SanAuary  to  all 
Maletatftore  and  difcontented  Perfons,  who  there- 
upon came  in  great  Numbers  from  all  thfe  Neigh- 
bouring Parts.  '  He  divided  the  People  into  three 
rriie        Parts,  which  were  call'd  If-i^/,  that  is  to  fay  TbWds^ 
Cbu,       and  each  Tribe  was  divided  1*0  ten  Cwirf,  which 
were  much  the  fame  as  our  Parijhes,  as  the  Tribes 
y/ere  like  our  Watds^    each  Cirri«  havtOg  its  proper 
-       Tem- 
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TemiJe  and  Sacrifices ,  and  a  Prieft  tall'd  Curio 
over  it,  and  over  all  an  Arch-Prieft  call'd  Cwio  Max;-  • 
mat.  Each  Cttria  was  likewife  by  Remiilm  fubdivided 
into  ten  Decurite^  over  which  were  appointed  diftinft  Dtcwia. 
-  Officere.  According  to  the  number  of  the  Curia,  he 
divided  the  Lands  into  thirty  Parts,  referving  one 
Portion  for  PubHck  Ufes,  and  another  for  Religious 
Cerono^es.  Jn  -all  Matters  of  Importance ,  for 
many  Years,  the  People  gave  their  Votes  according 
Co  the  Curite,  and  to  what  the  major  Part  of  the  Cn- 
Ha  agreed,  was  reckon'd  the  Refolution  of  the  whole 
AffemUyj  each  fingle  Man  having  a  Voce ;  and  this 
made  that  Affembly  call'd  Comtia  Curiata^  GkH^*" 

Romdm  made  alto  another  l3lftin(5Hon  of  the  Peo- 
ple, according  to  tlreir  Honour  and  Dignit}',  which 
v/ii'mtoPatritiartiAn&Tkbeians:  The  former,  as  be- P-^nri*"- 
ing  Elder  ^nd  more  nobly  defcended,  were  to  take  ^'«*''""* 
care  about  the  Religious  Rites,  bear  Offices  of  Ma-    , 
giftracy,  adminifter  Juftice,  and  be  afliftant  to  the 
King  in  his  Government:    The  latter  to  till  the 
Fields,feed  Cattel,and  follow  Trades ;  but  not  to  have 
any  Share  in  the  Govffltiment,  to  avoid  the  Inconve-  -^ 
niencles  of  a  Popular  Power.  To  bind  the  P^ncipa! 
each  to  the  other,  he  recommended  certain  of  the 
Tkhtitms  to  the  Proteftion  of  the  Patritians,  liberty 
bwng  given  to  the  Pieh^ans  to  chule  their  ojyn  Pa-  Fatimi.^ 
trms.    TTie  Duty  of  thefe  Patrons  was  to  advife  their  c/««w. 
Clknts  in  pMnts  of  Law,  to  manage  their  Suits,  to  ■ 
take  Care  of  'em,  abfent  and  prefent,  as  their  own 
Children;  and  by  all' Ways  arid  Mediods  tofecure 
thdf  Peace  and  HappineU.    On  the  other  fide,  ihe 
Duty  of  the  cUems  was  to  help  thdr  Patrims  with  MO' 
ney  upon  many  Occafions^  to  ranfom  them  or  their 
Sons  a  taken  Rifoners,  and  to  bear  thft  Charges  df 
their  Magtftracy,  and  other  honourable  Imploy- 
ments.    "ITicy  were  never  to  accufe  each  other,  or 
fake  contrary  Sides ;  for  if  they  did,  any  one  might 
^awfully  kill  'iisiax  without  Exiaminadon.  So  tiiftt  mis 
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TatTon^e  was  in  Obligation  as  efCe&ual  as  any  C 
.  languiniry  or  Alliance ;  and  it  was  the  Glory  of 
Nobiliry  to  have  a  great  Number  rf  Clients,  an 
treat  'em  civilly.  This  Patronage  had  admirable 
.  feds  towards  ^he  5rm  Union  oi  the  People;^  for  ah 
600  Years  after,  rill  Cmus  Gracchus  broke  the  Pe 
of  the  Gty:  And  becaufe  the  fUbeimu  in  the  C 
receiv'd  fuch  Advantage  imm  this  Confticudonj 
imitation  thereof,  afterwards  all  (^olmies^  C&irf't 
rate  and  Conefucr'd  Cities,  had  their  Tatronsf  to  whc 
frequently  the  Senate  wou'd  remit  liich  Controvi 
lies  as  were  brought  before  '^li,  ^d  ratifie  thi 
Judgment. 

After  this,  Romulm  chofe  100  Men  out  c£  tl 
"Fatritsans  toaflift  him  in  the  Government.      Th 

natt.  number  he  call'd  a  Senate^  either  kora  their  A| 
or  Vertue,  or,  afineudo,  -becaufe  nothing  Wi 
tranlaifted  without  their  Ptrtnijfim.  Such  c«  th 
Fniha-s  as  he  enroll'd  or  enter'd  into  this  VeneraU 

««/   ,   Aflembly,  hecairdPa/TijCtWj'erjpf/,  asI3i(»5(ya«ri^t 

wjciifu.  lyobferves;  and,  to  make  up  this  Number,  lie  choft 
riiree  out  of  each  Tribt,  and  as  many  out  (£  each 
Curia  f  over  all  which  he  placd  a  particular  MagiftratCj 
to  whom  he  committed  the  Government  of  the  Gty 
when  he  was  abfent  in  the  Wars;  and  this  Magi- 

rfjtr.M  flcacg  ^25  call'd PrafSus Urbis.  After  this,  he  imme- 
diate!/proceeded  to  fettle  the  Authorities  of  J&»^, 
Senate,  and  Ptcpk.  The  Kbg's  Office  at  homCj  was, 
To  take  care  of  the  Rellgiout  Rites  j  to  freferve  the  l^nws 
and  Cufiojns ;  to  decide  the  chief  Caufes  betwtm  Man  and 
Marty  and  refer  the  Itfs  Matters  to  tie  Smote ,  into  which 
he  bad  an  JnfpeBion  J  to  call  the  Senate,  ajftmhle  the  Pt(h 
fie,  frj}  giving  ha  trwtt  Ofinim,  then  ratifying  what  wot 
ffprov'd  of  by  the  major  Part :  Abroad,  and  In  the 
WarSj  He  bad  abfolute  Authority.  The  SenaSti  Office 
was.  To  debate  and  re/ikje  about  fuch  things  of  thi  Ksj^ 
,    profos'd,  which  tvert  decreed  by   the  Mt^arity  if  Voices.' 

To  the  People  he  committed  three  Things;  yio"*** 
'  ^^- 
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Magifirates,  make  Laws,  and  refohe  aheut  any  War  that 
was  frofosd  by  the  King  j  yet  ftill  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
die  Authority  of  the  Smate  always  interpos'd. 

The  next  thing  that  Romulus  did^  was  to  take  care 
of  a  Guard  for  his  Perfon  j  and  therefore  he  order'd   • 
the  Cwirf  to  chufe  him  out  ;oo  lufty  young  Men, 
ten  out  of  each;  and  thefe  were  call'dCe/iT-e;,  i  cc  Ctleret. 
lerltate  from  their  Atftivity  and  Readinefs  to  affift  the 
-  King  upon  all  Occafions.     They  were  commanded 
by  a7ri^a»eorColonel,  caXXATribunus'cderum,  three ''«*«»« 
Ce/sttfrimsj  and  other  Inferiour  Officers.     Tiiis  Com-  CfiwJ"*. 
pany,  with  their  Spears,  defended  the  King  in  the 
City ,    and  in  Battfels  wei-e  the  foremoft  Leaders, 
Charging  firft  and  Retreating  laft.     Befidesthefe,  he 
had   for  his  Attendance,  twelve  Li&ors  of  Sergtants,  LiHart. 
who  puniih'd  OiFenders ,    and  executed  his  Com- 
mands; thefe  always  .going  before  him  in  Pubh'ck, 
with  their  Bundles  of  Rods,  caHd  Fafies,  and  their       ^ 
Axts,  Signifying,  different  PuniHinicnts,  according  to 
Mens  different  Crimes.    Thii^  Romulus,  with  all  the 
Induftry  and  Prudence  imaginable,  took  care  to  fettle 
the  State,  being  v'ery  exacft  in  Juftice,    and.  forbid- 
ding all  fordid  Arts  and  Trades,    efpecially  fuch  as 
were  fubfervient  to  I^uxury,  which  being  left  wholly 
to  Slaves  and  Strangers,  the  Remaps  for  many  Years 
fcorn'd  to  be  concern "d  in  'em.     This  is  the  Form  of 
the  ConyAon-wealth,  as  Romulus  firft  eftabli/h'd  it, 
which  in  general  was  fo  excellent,  that  it  was  ad- 
mir'd  by  Dienffius  above  all  the  Conftitutions ,   even 
of  his  own  Country-men  the  Grecians^  and  by  its 
Healtfifulriefi,  and  robuft  Conftitutjpn, '  had  ail  the 
inanifeft  Signs  of  a  thriving  and  long^iv'd  State. 

JI,  RemuJtUy  finding  he  was  encotnpals  d  with  fe-  tr.  c. 
yeral  powerful  Nations,  who,  with  ejivious  Eyes  be-   4. 
iield  die  extraordinary  Growth  of  his  City,  and  ob- 
fervinghowmuchit  wasfill'dbyiFugitives,  who  had 
aoWjv^,  hebethoyghthimfeIiofMeaa5tocontra<a: 
Alliance 
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Alliance  with  his  Neighbours,  and  to  procure  "Wii 
for  his  Subjei^,  which  was  his  fecond  Device  to  e 
creafe  the  City :  Therefore,  by  Advice  of  his  Cran 
Father  Numitor,  and  the  Confenc  of  the  Senstty  I 
proclaim'd  a  Solemn  Feaft  and  Publick  Games,  i 
Honour  of  Neptune,  thro"  all  die  Country  thereabc»ir 
This  immediately  occafion'd  a  great  toncourfe  of  a 
forts  of  People,  who  came  flocking  in^  with  thd 
Wives  and  Children,  from  leveral  Neighbouring  Pb 
ces,  to  behold  thefe  Pompous  Shows,  cogecher  wit! 
the  new  City.  In  the  mid  ft  of  the  Solemnity,  up 
on  a  Signal  given,  the  Romsm,  with  their  drawr 
Swords,  feiz  d  on  fuch  Virgins  as  they  cou'd  raof 
conveniently  catch,  and  by  main  Force  csrry'd  'em 
to  their  Houfes.  The  Number  of  thefe  amounted 
to  68;,  for  whom  i7amj(/Mi  chofe  fo  many  Husbands, 
and  marry'd  'em  after  their  own  Country  Rites, 
making  'em  (igh  a  Covenant  or  Agreement,  with 
the  Ceremonies  of  Fire  and  Water ;  which  Cuftom 
continu'd  among  the  Romam  for  many  Ages. 

This  Aft  was  highly  refented  by  moft  of  thtir 
Neighbours,  efpecially  die  Sahltiei,  wha  were  prin- 
cipally concern'd ;  but  their  fiackwardnefs  in  their 
Preparations  made  the  Cities  Carina,  Jntettma^  aad 
Crajiumium,  begin  the  War  firft.  The  two  former 
(t&ee  or  four  Miles  North  of  Romt^  and  Inhabited 
by  the  Ahorigmes)  Rojmlus  foon  fubdu'd  \  with  the 
X)eath  of  their  King  Acrm,  whom  he  flew  in  a 
iinfile,Combat;  and  afterwards  the  latter,  a  Colony 
pf  Alba,  a  little  way  within  the  Country  of  the  Sd~ 
hlnci.  The  Lands  were  divided  between  fome  of  the 
fitw»«»jand  the  old  Inhabitants,  of  whom  jooowere 
made  Free  of  Rotpe,  without  lofing  their  former  E- 
ftates  J  fo  that  the  FoOt-men  of  the  City  were  now 
much  increas'd.  For  this  Vidory  Romw/mj  firft  Tri- 
umphed, and  bringing  home  the  Spoils  of  King  A- 
croM,  which  the  Romans  nam'd  Ophna  SfoJis,  or  %«/ 
■Spoilsj  he  defign'd  a  Spot  c^  Ground  upon  Mount 
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pwi'ttfijw  for  a  Temple  to  Jupiter  Ferttrim,  fo  call'd  7^'T 
aaxx  iftrmU  to  bear,  w  rather  from  firin  to  ftrike ;  *'"«'*«■ 
and  this  was  (he  Place  where  the  Ctpital  afterwards 
fiood.  Thp  Valour  of  Remulus  and  his  good  Con- 
dma  in  tliis  War,  tt^ether  with  liis  Clemency  to  the 
Cbnquer'd,  had  fo  great  Effe^j  that  not  only  many 
eminent  Mea  went  over  to  him  with  their  Families, 
(amongft  whom  was  CjtliiUj  who  gave  Name  to  a 
Hill  in  the  Oty)  but  fome  v^ole  Nations  commit- 
ted themfelves  to  his  Protedionj  and  receivd  Colo- 
nies &om  Rome. 

This  notable  Succels  was  a  great  Difappointment  U-  C. 
.to  the  5«i»«M,  ■  who  refolving  to  cwreift  ^eir  former  6. 
Candeflhefc  by  double  EMligence,  affemhled  them- 
felves  atCures  their  Metrc^Us,  proclaim 'd  War  againft 
Rome^  and  made  choice  df  Tatiui  their  King  for  Ge- 
neral. On  the  otha:  fide,  Remuha  made  aU  poffible 
I^ovifionfofR^ftaiice,  fortifying  the  C^i/jroluM  and 
.Avmtim  Hills,  and  receiving  Auxiliary-Tro(^,  bodi 
from  Hetruria  and  his  Grand-Father  Numitor.  The  . 
Sahinu  CO  have  the  fairer  Pretence,firft  demanded  Re- 
ftioitic^  of  the  Virgins,  and  to  have  the  Authors  of 
die  Injury  deliver'd  up  to  tbem ;  but  receiving  no 
iatisfadHry  Anfwer,  axh  Annies  drew  out  into  the 
Field,  the  Sabmti,  being  af  ooo  Foot,  and  i  ooo  Hode, 
and  liie  Rjtmfins  aoooo  Poot  and  800  Hoiie  ;  a  great 
Number  for  a  new  built  City.  Tatttii  encampd  be- 
tween the  Capitolftie  and  Qmrmdf .  but  found  'em  too 
w^  fbrtify'd  to  be  attaclt'd:  but  one  Tarfeia,  Daugh- 
tw  to  TirpwWjGovernour  of  the  Cafiteiiae,  call'd  to 
'his  Men  from  above,  and  agreed  to  betray  the  Place 
into  their  Hands,  which  was  in  a  Hiort  Time  ef&ded. 
What  (he  requir'd  of  'em,  as  a  Reward  &x  thisj  was 
what  they  wore  on  their  left  Arms,  meaning  their 
Bracelets  J  but  they  threvv  their  Targets  upon  her, 
whic^  they  wore  on  their  left  Arms,  and  prefs'd  her 
to  Death.  From  hence  this  UiW  was  call  d  Tarpeiits^

Several  new  Feafts  wereinftjtuted  upon  the 
account  of  this  Union,  as  Matrmalla,  Carmmtdafiu^ 
and  a  particular  Refp^  was  had  to  thofe  Women 
who  procur*d  diis  happy  Reconciliation^  and  feveral 
Fiivil^es  wqre  allow'd  'era,  particularly  they  were 
exempted  irom  all  Work  unlets  Spinning  and  ma- 
king of  Clodi.

RomulitSy 
like  a  generous  Prince ,  made  Sadsfadion  to  the 
injured  Perfonsj  and  bury'd  Tmiks  in .

.  HI.  RoHkiuf,  once  more  (ble  Monarch  of  Rww,  u.  C. 
march'd  againft  F»i/e»*,  and  fubdti'd  it,  a  Town  five  jg. 
Miles  off  Rome,  that  had  feiz'd  on  Provifiqns  cqfning 
thither  in  time  of  Famine ;  and  foon  after,  he  took 
Cameria,  ah  Jlian  Colony  not  far  diftant ;  into  both 
wHcti  he  fent  a  fiiffident  Number  of  Ramans  to  in- 
habit 'em,  according  tohii  ufiial  Cuftom.  >  Then  he 
pnnifWd  the  Crufiumini,  who  had  killd  their  Planters 
which  he  hjl  plac'd  among  'em;  and  over  all  thefe 
he  obtain'd  a  (econd  Tri^imph.  ^0  A(fHon  of  R^ 
tmikt  againft  die  Fidmmei  Was  eictremely  rrfented

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"by  the  Vtitntet  their  Neidibours,  who  imiriedidtely 
by  an  EmbalTy  requir'd  the  Romitm  to  withdraw 
'thdr  Garrifijn,  and  reftc»%  the  Inhabitants  to  all 
their  former  Rivil^es.  Thefe  Veiaittt  wer&fme  of 
-the  twelve  Nations  of  Httmria,  n  powerful  Pecpk, 
inhabitir^  a  itrong  City ,  and  (s  extraordinary 
.  Xargenels  3  fituat^  upon  a  cxaggy  Rodt  about 
twdve  Mites  Nbrrfi  of  Ramt.  Tmr  Demands  be- 
ing nsjedscd,  they  b^aa  their  A&s  of  Hoftility,  and 
b&th  Armies  met  at  iWrs-e;  where,  after  two.Jharp 
Engagements^  Ramulm  became  Conqueror.  The 
Vtimtes  were  now  forc'd  to  betake  the^D&lres  to  £n- 
Q-eaties,  and  fo  entered  into  a  League  with  ^  Sm~

-afterwards  peftmatod  by  an  old  Man  in  all  *  Tri- 
,  umphs. 

This  WDS.  the  hi&  War  manag'd  by  Rarmdust  who 
after  that  imjdoy'd  moflof  his.Tinie  in  fettling  the 
Cx>venunent,  and  facing  it  tqxm  the  fureft  Founda- 
tions. He  nude  many  good  and  profitable  Laws, 
moftof  which  were  unwritten.  Particularly  he  made 
one  concMniiig  Marriages^where  the  Authority  of  the 
Husband  wu  fo  weU  and  conveniaotly  fetd'd,  that  for 
f  zo  Years,  a  Divorce  was  not  known  in  Rome,  He 
gave  Fathers  abfolute  Power  over  dieir  Sons,  to  fell, 
,.imprifon,  fcoui^,  orkill'em,  tho'in  never  fo  great 
an  Office,  and  that  as  long  as  rfiey  Uv'd.  He  appcnnted 
410  Punifiinient  for  real  ParridJe,hii.t  call'd  all  Murder 
by  tliat  Name ;  thinking  the  latter  a  deftable  Crime, 
but  ttieother  impolSble :  And  it  was  a  indeed  Crime 
never  known  in  Rtme  for  6oo  Years.  For  the  Peoples 
-Way  of  Living;  he  enjoyM  two  Courfes  of  Ijfe, 
If^arfare  ind  Husiiandr/f  equally, dividing  the  lands. 
Slaves, 
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Slaves,  and  Money,  taken  from  the  Enemy  j  he 
appointed  a  Market  Once  in  nine  Days,  which  from 
thence  was  call'd  Nmditue.  When  any  Town  was  NkhJo*. 
'  taken,  he  fufler'd  no  Prifoner  of  Man's  Age  to  be 
flain  or  fold,  or  their  Lands  left  untill'd,  but  order'd 
a  Colony  from  Rone  to  cultivate  them,  and  fome 
of  the  Strangers  to  be  admitted  to  die  Freedom 
and  Privil^es  of  the  City ;  and  this  was  his  tlurd 
Contrivance  to  encreafe  the  City.  As  to  Controver- 
iies  that  might  arife  upon  any  Injuries ,  he  immedi' 
ately  decided  'em,  or  rrferr'd  'an  to  others,  infil- 
ling fpeedy  Punifliments  according  to  the  Nature 
of  me  Crime.  Finding  pubjick  Spedlacles  to  have  a 
great  Influence  upon  the  People,  he  fet  up  his  Judg- 
ment-Seat in  the  moft  conipicuous  Place  in  the  Fo- 
nww,  where  his  Guard  of  300  Celeres,  and  his  twelve 
U&ars  with  their  Rods  and  Axes,  in  view  of  all  the 
'People,  fcoui^g  or  executing  Malefedor?,  occa- 
iion'd  an  extraordinary  Awe  and  Refped. 

In  the  latter  end  of  his  Reign,  whether  fwell'd 
with  .the  Imagination  of  his  former  SuccelTes  and 
mefent  Security,  or  carry'd  away  with  ibme  pleafuig 
Notions  of  Arbitrary  Government,  he  b^an  to  grow 
very  Tyrannical,  inbwging  his  RBrc^ative  beyond 
diofe  Bornids  he  had  formerly  fet  to  it,  an<i  making 
u(e  of  the  Senate  only  to  ratifie  his  Commands. 
Tho'  he  was  extreamly  belov'd  by  the  common  Peo- 
ple, yet  thefe  AAions  gain'd  him  the  Hatred  of  the 
N(^)ility  and  Senate,  and  brought  him  to  an  untime- 
ly Death  j  he  being  torn  in  pieces,  as  is  generally  be- 
liev'd,  in  the  Senate  Houfe,  the  Senators  carrying  his 
■  Body  out  by  Piece-meal  under  their  Gowns  to  pre-  - 
vent  Difcovery.  The  Senators  took  an  occafion  frotn 
the  Sectefie  of  the  Fai^,  and  the  Concealment  of  the 
Body,  to  perfuade  the  Multitude  that  he  was  taken  ■ 
up  among  the  Gods ;  and  Julius  Troculus,  one  of  the 
chief  of  the  Nobility ,'  did  almofl:  put  all  out  of 
doubt  by  fwearing'folemnly.  That  Romulus  appear'd  .

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CO  him,  and  told  him,  II  ovas  the  Fleafure  of  the  Imjftcr 
tal  Gods  to  have  him  continue  ttrncng  Mankind,  till  be  bt:gti 
feuTideia  City  whofc  Empir^.  ,intl  GU'fJhou'dfar  furpa/s  ^uC 
ethers,  Hehd  hifufir^VJcll,  and  teU  ha  Suhje^i,  that  iy 
their  firitf  Exiraft  (fTemperance  and  Fcrtiiuile,  no  bum^m 
Power  Jfiou'd  e'er  withjf and 'the  Roman  Jrms^  and  h^ 
Tt'oa'd  always  he  a  frofiTioi4S  God  to  'em,  under  the  Name  of 
i^i/im.  Qutrinus.  The  Day,  in  which  he  was  faid  to  be 
taitoi  up,  was  kept  atrer  that  as  a  great  Holy-Day  ; 
and  a  Temple  was  biiilt  in  Honour  of  him  on  one 
of  ti:ie  Seven  Hillsj  from  him  call'd  by  the  Name  of 
Qt^rmalh. 

He  reign'd  ;  7  Years,  in  wliich  fpace  he  very  much 
advanc'd  the  State  of  the  City,  leaving  in  it  4^000 
Foot  and  1000  Horfe ;  a  happy  Increafe  fof  fo  fborc 
a  time.  After  his  Grand-Father  Nurr.itor^s  deceafe, 
the  Kingdom  of  Alha  fell  to  him,  which  he  govem'd 
by  Deputies ;  and  the  more  to  pleafe  that  People^ 
he  allow'd  'em  the  Privileges  of  a  Free-State,  which 
probably  occafion'd  the  Senate  to  bear  his  Encroach- 
ments the  worfe.  So  now  tlie  Roman  Dominions  con- 
fifted  of  a  confiderable  p^rt  of  the  Sahints  Country, 
a  finall  part  of  Hetruria,  and  a  mix'd  part  of  Latinm. 


CHAP.    n. 

From  the  Death  of  Rotrjulus  to  the  Death  of 
Numa  Pompilius,  the  Second  IQn^  of 
Rome. 

Contaming  the  Space  of  j^^Teart, 

V.C.       ^-¥3  Owk/;w  being  dead,  or,  as  fome  are  pleafed  to 
J  3.  JTV  believe,  taken  up  j  the  City  was  gi:ear!y  di- 

vided about  the;  Eleflion  of  another  Kingj  but  left 

thefc 
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the&  Difcon^  Hiou'd  occafioa  Anardiy  and  Confusi- 
on in  the  Common-wealth,  the  Senate  agreed  to  di- 
vide themfelves  into  Decays  or  Tens,  and  that  Deaoy 
■which  was  diofen  by  Lot  Ihould  exercife  the  Regal 
Authcwity  fiw  fifty  Days,each  Man  governing  in  liis 
Turn  five  Days,  the  Authority  then  filling  to  another 
T>fcury^  and  diis  they  call'd  an  htter-reg»am.  This  tmtntt. 
Government  ccmtinu'd  a  whole  Year,  tS  the  People 
at  laft  b^an  to  murmur,  laying,  //  was  a  Trick  of 
fime  fan  who  intended  to  get  the  Vower  into  their  oivn  - 
Handsy  and  that  for  one  pretended  Tyrant  they  had  nw  got 
aoo  real  ones ;  theiefore  they  refolv'd  that  a  King 
ftou'd  tw  cbolen.  In  the  EleAion  great  Contefts  a- 
rofe  between  the  Romans  and  Sab'mes^  each  believing  it 
reaibnable  to  have  one  of  their  own  Country  j  'till 
at  length  they  came  to  this  Conclusion,  That  the  Par- 
ty which  eledfid  fliou'd  chufe  one  out  of  the  Body 
cf  the  other,  foby  fliat  means  the  elei?ted  Prince 
might  be  obKg'd  to  favour  both  Parties,  one  for  their 
Votes,  and  the  orfier  for  their  Allianee.    It  falling  to 

-  riie  jRw»«t/ to  chule,  d\e  Fatritians  fixd  upon  Numa 
Fompliat,  a  Sahim,  a  Perfbn  of  about  forty  Years  of 
Age,  who  by.theConfent  of  the  People  was  elei5ted 
King.  Numa  then  refided  at  Curei,  being  a  Perfbn  of 
the  greateft  Veitue,  Knowledge  and  Abilities  of  that 
time,  and  had  withdrawn  himfelf  from  the  Noifes 

,  and  Troubles  of  the  Worid;  therefore  Ambafladqrs, 
one  a  Rjiman,  and  the  other  a  Sahine,  were  difpatch'd 
to  him  to  ofier  him  the  Kingdom. 

The  Ambaffadors  finding  him  with  his  Father  and  , 
Kinfinan  Mardus,  hy  their  Speakers,  Froca/iw  and  Vale- 
J»i,told  him  the  occafion  of  their  coming:  To  whom 
the  ele<fted  King  made  this  philofophical  and  moddl 
Anfwer :  Since  every  Alteration  of  a  Man's  Life  is  gene- 
rally hazardcusin  the  Attempt,  as  Well  at  dangerous  in  the 
Coiifeifuence ;  it  ivoud  he  the  highefi  Jndifcretion  fat  one, 

-  vho,  in  bit  awn  Opinim,  it  fu0cievtly  Bappy,  to  tndea- 
vsur,  vr  admit  ef  any  Charge  ;  tho   there  were  nothing 
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mrein  it  than  the  freferrmg  a  turhulent  trndtmcenain 
Ijfe,  before  a  cer^ant  Quiet  and  certain  Security.  For  my 
fart  J  Romans,  /  mujt  freely  teU-you^at  I  am  mt  mly  dij- 
courag'd,  but  even  deterr'dfrom  acatftingyoar  generous  in- 
fers, even  by  ■what  u  commonly  reported  rf  your  famous  Ro-. 
mulus,  who  was  tut  onlyfuJpeBed  of  contriving  Tadus'/ 
death,  but  was  likewife  fuppos  d  to  fall  k'mf^lf  ^  the  Rage 
of  the  Senate.  Jna  if  Komaius  himfef,fprung,  as  thtj 
'  vfly  prefiri/d,  a 


Jay,  from  Divine  Race,  miratdoufl) 
ractdmijly  brought  up,  lahourd  under  juch  vafi  Tneenvemen- 
cies ;  how  fuccefsfd  can  J  hope  to  be,  begotten  by  a  mere  M/r- 
tal,  and  brought  up  the  ordinary  WfPfJi^hen  I  come  to  firuggle 
wilbfuch  injuperMe  Difficulties  ?  Eefides,  you  much  mtfiake 
your  Ferfon,  as  -well  as  forget  your  Intertjt  and  Glory,  when 
ycu  think  1  can  be  amy  ways  ferviceable  to  you :  For  mj 
Ttmper  naturally  leads  me  to  Teace,  to  Books,  and  the  Wor~ 
Jhip  of  the  Gods'j  but  you  Romans  require  a  vigorous  and 
aifive  King,  who  may  diligently  cherijh  that  WarUbe  Hu- 
mour which  your  late  Succejs  has  excited :  And  therefore  fucb 
a  Frince  as  Jhoi^d  come  to  inculcate  Veace,  Jt^ice,  and  Re- 
ligion into  the  Minds  tf  a  Martial  Nation,  m»^  of  necef- 
fity  appear  not  only  fir ange  and  ridiculous  to  the  World,  hut 
alfomean  and  dejpicable  to  bis  SubjeSs. 

Tlie  Romans  were  much  furpriz'd  at  this  Ajifwer, 
but  ftill  were  very  urgent  with  him  to  accept  of  the 
Kingdom ;  in  which  diey  were  not  a  littleaflifted  by 
his  Father  and  Marcius, v/ho  retum'd  him  this  Reply : 
"Tho  you  remain  contented  with  yostr  prefent  fortune,  and 
court  neither  Riches  nor  Vower-y  yet  you  may  reafonably 
imagine  that fuch  large  Talents  of  Jufiice,  Moderation,  and 
Piety,  were  never  given  you  by  the  Gods  to  He  ujeiefs  and 
conceal  d :  And  you  arefenfible  thefe  are  Vertues  that  can  ne- 
'ver  have  agreater  Influence  upon  Mankind,  than  when  thgr 
fo  puhlickly  appear  in  the  Perfon  of  a  King.  Tatius,  tho' 
a  Foreigner,  was  highly  efieem'd by  the  Romans,  andthe 
Memory  o^Rcmulus,  wasfo  precious  to  'em,  that  after  hit 
dectaje^fhey'voted  him  Divine  Honours :  And  if  the  AffeiH- 
tns  of  the  teople^eud  break  oiff  into  afitrtm  P^Jire  (f^»ry 
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what  can  better  mam^e  the  Reim  of  that  Tajjim  tbanfuch 
a  nuJeratiTig  Hand  as  Tours  ?  Andivho  ifKrws  but  that  the 
"Peoflcj  bang  ever  Vtlforiom,  may  be  fatiated  -wifb  tbe 
Spmls  a^Trofbies  tbeji  bavegiund,  and  gladly  entertain 
a  mild  and  feactftd  "Prince,  who  being  a  lover  of  Jt^iu 
,  MtdEquitfy  may  fettle  tbe  City  in  a  firong- and  infeparable 
Umm,  and  in  a  furt  and  tafiing  Hapfmefs?  TheieRea- 
ibns  and  Perfuafions,  together  with  the  Ambafladcu^ 
Entreaties,  at  Uft  prevail'd  upon  Numa  to  accept  of 
the  Kingdom;  and  after  a  folemn  Sacrifice  he  went 
for  Rime.  He  was  met  by  the  Way  by  the  Senate 
and  People,  who  with  a  general  Conlent  invefted 
him  with  the  Regal  Authority;  and  fo  univerfal  was 
the  Joy,  that  they  ieem'd  not  ib  much  to  receive  a 
Kii^  as  the  addition  of  a  new  Kingdom. 

U.  Ni^a  being  a  perfbn  of  extraordinary.  Wif-  ^-  C. 
dom  and  Policy,  as  welj  as  Devotion,  thought  it   4°* 
moft  convenient  to  raife  and  ftrengthen  that  City  by 
whol^MneX^wSj  and  Religious  Cultoms,  which  hap 
been  fcHinded  upon  War  and  Bloodlhed :  judging  if 
asneceflary  to  employ  a  People  well  at  home,  as  to 
exercife  'em  abroad.     The  firft  thing  he  did  was  to 
disband  the  Royal  Guard  of  the  500  Celtresy  Idl  the 
Maintenance  of  fuch  a  Force  might  feem  to  argue 
a  Diffidence  of  them  that  chofe  him,  faying.  That  be 
.tvou^d  not  Rule  over  that  Teofle  of  whom  he  conceivd  tbt 
lea^  Difiri^,     Next  he  built  a  Temple  to  Ja^us,  3"^- 
which  wasalways  to  ftand  open  in  timeof  War,and  to 
be lliut  in  time m  Peace,  asit  continu'dall  hisReign; 
which,  as  .feme  obferve,  never  hapned  but  four  rimes 
from  Us  Reign  to  that  erf"  Tiberius  Cafar.  To  the  two 
Flamats  or  High-Priefts  of  Jupiter  and  Aiars,hs  added 
A  third  of  Quirinui  or  Remulus ;  and  to  this  Prince  aUb 
is  afcrib'd  the  bringing  in  of  the  Powjj5cej,whereof  he  Fmtifiai. 
himfelf  was  one,  and  officiated  accordingly.     He  . 

alfo  ordain'd  the  V^al  Virgins,  beii^  four  in  Num-  ^^^''" 
ber,  to  whom  he  gave  very  great  Privil^es;  par-"^ 
C  J  ^  ticularly 
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ticuUrly  when  riiey  went  abroad  they  had  the  Jvs 
,  carry'd  before  'em,  and  in  dieir  Walks,  ff  they  r. 
with  a  Malcfortor  leading  to  Execution ,  they  t 
the  Power  of  treeing  him  from  Death,  upon  O; 
given  that  the  Meeting  was  meerly  AccidencaL  ] 
alfo  Inftituted  the  Orders  of  the  Salii  and  the  Fcciat 
Pricft^  devoted  to  AUrs ;  the  former  were  to  car 
thole  Sacred  Shields  caird  Ancilia,  and  the  latter 
judge  of  the  Equity  of  War,  and  proclaim  it  wii 
much  Ceremony. 

This  Prince,  the' naturally  averfe  to  all  Wars,  y< 
confider'd  that  Peace  and  Security  might  too  mud 
ibften  and  degenerate  the  Minds  of  the  Muldrude 
therefore  he  usd  his utmoft  Endeavours  to  imprini 
on  their  Minds  the  Notions  of  Religion  arid  Vertue, 
and  the  due  Reverence  of  God  :    And  to  gain   the 
more  Credit  and  Obedience  to  his  Conftitijcions,  he 
pretended  he  had  often  and  immediate  Converfe 
with  the  Goddefs  Egcrhi,  and  wou'd  be  often  telling 
them  that  Itrange  Vilionsand  Apparitions  were  feen, 
and  Prophetick  Voices  heard  ;    which  Stories  had 
great  and  remarkable  Effeds  upon  a  People  fo  fliper- 
iiitioully  inclin'd.    Yet  his  Religion  was  of  a  refin'd 
>.ature,be!ng  much  like  that  offythngcras  afterwardsj 
and  as  he  taught,  Tbat  the  Trinci^le  of  all  Things  was 
not  to  be  pirrei-v'd  by  Sivce,  nor  was  liable  to  Motim, 
bat  was  Invljible,  ImmcTtal,  and  to  be  afSrebitided  by  tht 
UndcrfiandingahmyioNuma  forbad  the  Remans  to 
ufe  the  Jmage  of  any  God,  which  reprefented  him 
under  the  Form  of  a  Man,  c«-  any  other  living  Crea- 
ture :  And  this  was  ftrictly  obferv'd  in  all  their  Tem- 
ples and  Sacred  Places,  for  170  Years  at  dieleaft; 
they  holding  it  a  great  Crime  to  liken  fuch  fuperiour 
Beings  to  Things  lb  much  below  'em. 

F6r  the  Encouragement  of  Jgriculturt,  He  divided 

tjiofe  Lands  which  Romulas^^d  gain'd  in  War  among 

the  poorer  fort,  cauiing  his  Subjects  to  apply  them- 

fclves  to  Husbandry,  and  by  fuch  kind  of  Employ- 
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ments  to  cultivate  their  Minds  as  well  as  the  Earth  : 
-  Then  he  divided  all  the  Lands  into  feveral  Parcebj 
to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  P^p,  or  Boroughs ;  puiu. 
and  ovCT  every  one  of  thefe  he  ojdain'd  a  Chiet,  or 
Arbitrator  injudicial  Caufes.  And  that  he  might 
take  away  all  DiftintSion  of  Rorfian  and  Sahine,  which 
threatn'd  the  State  with  endlefs  Fa<3:ions  and  diinge- 
rous  Divifions,  he  divided  all  tlie  Inh^itants  accord- 
ing to  their  feveral  Trades  and  Occupations^  making  e- 
very  Art  a  particular  ComPrnj  and  Society, xaA  appoint- 
ing to  evciy  one  dieir  refpedive  Courts  and  Privile- 
igesj  and  this  was  his  Matter-piece  ill  Politicks.  He 
much  abated  the  Rigour  of  that  Law  made  by  Romu- 
lus concerning  the  Power  of  Fathers  over  their  Chil- 
dren^  making  it  unlawful  for  'em  to  fell  their  Sons 
after  Marriage,  becaufe  it  wasvery  unjuftthata  Wo- 
man who  had  marry 'd  a  Free-Man  Ihou'd  be  con-' 
llrain'd  to  Hve  with  a  Slave.  He  alfo  prefcrib'd  Rules 
.  concerning  Mourning  j  a  Oiild  of  Three  YeajrSj  and 
ib  upwards  to  Ten,  was  to  be  mourn'd  for  fo  many 
Months  as  it  was  Years  oldj  and  the  longeft  time^of 
Mourning  fgr  any  Perfon,  was  not  to  exceed  the 
term  of  Ten  Months :  Which  alfo  was  the  Time 
appointed  for  Widdows,  before  wliichj  they  cou'd 
not,  without  great  Indecency,  marry  again  j  but  in 
cafe  Circumltances  were  fuch  as  not  to  admit  of 
fo  long  a  Term,  th*y  were  firft  to  faciifice  a  Cow 
with  a  Calf  for  Expiation  of  their  Fault. 

One  of  the  principal  Things  done  by  tliis  Prince 
was  the  Reformation  of  the  Year,  which,  in  Romditii 
Time  was  much  out  of  Ordo",  feme  Months  having 
more  than  5  y  Days,  and  fqme  fewer  than  twenty. 
Nmia  fia^g  the  5o/«r  Year  to  exceed  ihc  Lunar  by 
deven  Days,  doubled  thefe  eleven  Days,  and  every 
other  Year  inferted  a  Month  afeer  Fekuto-j/^  conlift- 
ing  of  22  Days,  which  was  by  die  Romans' a^A 
Mercedmias,  becaufe  it  was  the  luual  ume  for  paying  JWrnedb* 
of  Wages.  He  likswife  chang'd  the  Order  of  the  «*•• 
C  4  '    .      _  MontfB, 
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Months,  making  'January  and  Wekuary  the  firft  and 
fecond  Months,  which  were  the  two  laft  in  Rermilm's 
The  Days.  January  had  its  name  from  Ja^us,  the  moft 
Mpotbf.  ancient  God  or  King  in  baly.  February  was  fo  call'd 
from  the  Expiations  which  us'd  to  be  in  it,  fignify'd 
by  the  wor'd  Febrm.  March,  fo  call'd  from  A^trs^ 
the  fiippos'd  Father  of  Romtdus,  which,  upon  that 
account,  had  been  plac'd  firft.  Afril  from  Afbredite 
or  Venus,  becaufe  of  the  Superftitious  Woriliip  which 
was  perform'd  in  It,  when  the  Women  were  crown'd 
with  Myrtle.  May,  fo  nam'd  from  il^(««,  the  Mother 
(X  Mercury,  to  whom  this  Month  was  made  Sacred,. 
June,  from  Juno,  or  as  fome.  will  have  it,  from  Ju- 
•oentus^  becaufe  die  Seafon  is  warm,  and,  as  it  were, 
Juvenile.  The  reft  had  their  Names  fitam  thdr 
Order,  asQmntilu,Sextilu,  Seftembcr,  OSlol>er,Nevem- 
her,  gnd  December  j  Oljy  Qmnlilu  and  Sextilis  were 
afterwards  turn'd  into  July  and  Augu^,  by  the  Em-  : 
pwors  JuliMs  Cafar  and  At^ufiut. 

.  Numa  was  many'd  to  Tatia,  KingTatitw's  Daugh- 
ter, by  whom  he  had  one  Daughter  nam'd  Pemfilia  ; 
and  attera  Reign  of  4;  Years,  being  above  80  If  ears 
old,  he  dy'd,  and  was  bury'd  with  great  Honour 
^  and  Solemnity.    He  forbad  his  Body  to  be  burnt,  as 

it  was  ufual  in  thofe  d^iys,  but  was  bury'd  in  a  Stone 
Coffin,  imder  the  Hill  Janiculum  j  and  the  Books  of 
his  Ceremonies  were  laid  by  rftm  in  another,  .being 
Twelve,  written  in  Latin,  and  as  many'in  Greek: 
Thefe  were  taken  up  about  400  Years  after  j  and 
becaufe  it  was  thought  a  piece  of  Impiety  to  com- 
municate fudiMyfteries  to  the  MultitudejWere  burnt 
by  Order  gf  the  Senate.  He  kept  the  State  in  fuch  a 
conftant  Peace,  by  his  pnident  Managen^nt,  as  did 
Very  much  contribute  to  the  Strength  and  Security 
of  the  City,  and  he  much  improv'd  and  poliih'd  the 
fough  Gtnm  of  the  Rom^a  People. 
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CHAP.    in. 

From  the  'Death  of  NumOj  to  the  Death  of 
TuUus  Hoftilius,  the  Third  iC/ng  of 
Rome. 

Containing  the  /pace  <^  3  3  Tiart. 

I.  TTPon  the  Death  o?  Nima,  the  Government  ^'^  C. 
\Jl  once  more  devolv'd  upon  the  Senate,  and  82. 
after  feveral  Interrem  y  TuBus-  Hojlilim  Was  created 
King  by  the  univeilal  confent  of  all  People.  He  was 
Giandion  to  the  famous  Hofiiliusy  who,  in  Romulus^ 
Days  had  behav'd  himfelf  very  Valiantly  againft  the 
Sahinfi  in  the  Citadel,  and  had  Marry'd  the  Daifgh-  , 
ter  of  Herfilia.  He  was  of  a  bold  and  fiery  Temper, 
and  one  who  often  fought  and  greedily  embrac'd  all 
Occafions  of  War  j  led  to  it  partly  by  his  own  proper 
JnClinatioHj  and  partly  by  the  Glory  and  Renown 
of  hisGrand-Fadier.  As  he  thought  the  Love  of  his 
Subje^  the  moft  neceflary  thing  to  carry  on  the  De- 
figns  of  a  Warlike  I'rince ;  fo  in  the-  beginning  of 
his  Reign  he  purchas'd  the  good  Opinion  of  the 
Poorer  lort,  by  dividing  to  them,  Man  by  Man,  that 
Portion  of  Land  which  his  Predeceffors,  the  _two 
former  Kings  had  kept  to  bear  their  Charges^  layings 
iTjat  his  own  hbtritame  was  fi^cient  for  his  <m>n  Ex- 
fences.  That  none  of  thefe  might  want  Room,  he 
enlar^d  the  City,  and  took  in  the  Hill  C^/itw,  where 
he  alJK)  had  his  Palace  j  and  all  fuch  as  had  now 
gotten  Ground,  and  wanted  Habitations,  built  upoa  - 
it  J  fotheCityencreas'dinaUkerayday. 
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U.  C.  It  was  not  long  before  this  IMnce  had  a  fair  Qp- 

41;  portunity  of  Waroffer'd  him,  for  Cliiilius,  Govemour 
or  DUiator  of  Alba,  envj'ing  the  Growth  of  Rmnt, 
■  had  procur'd  fooie  Perfons  to  Rob  and  Pillage  in  the 
Roman  Territories,  knowing  they  wou'd  revenge  the 
Injury  J  which,  when  they  did,  he,perfwad^  the 
yilbans,  that  they  had  recdv'd  a  great  Aflront,  and 
caiis'd  'em  to  take  up  Arms :  But  diat  there  mi^t  be 
feme  Appearance  of  Reafon,  and  for  the  greater  For- 
mality, Ambaffadors  were  fent  to  Rome  to  demand 
Reftitution.  Hofiilius  prefencly  perceiv'd  the  Defign,  - 
and  well  knowing  chat  they  who  firft  refus'd  SadC- 
fedion,  wou'd  bear  the  greateft  Blame,  by  nobly 
treating  the  Ambaffadors,  cunningly  delayed  ^ving 
Anfwer,  till  he  cou'd  fend  to  demand  Reftitution  at 
Alha.  His  Ambaffadors  receiv'd  a  (harp  RepuHe  from 
Clullius  at  Alba,  upon  notice  whereof,  Hoplius  gave 
■  .  Audience  to  the  Alban  Ambaffadors,  telling  diem. 
How  he  had  receivJ  Juch  an  Anjv^f  from  Alba  ax  ar- 
Zf^  the  League  broken^  whereupon  he  proclaimed  a. 
juft  and  neceflary  War  againft  the  Jlbans,  which  he 
wou"d  carry  on  to  the  utmoft.  Both  Parties  made  all 
poflible  Preparations,  and  drew  out  their  Forces  a- 
bout  live  Miles  from  Rome,  to  a  Place  afterwards 
call'd  Cluilius  Ditch ;  wherq,  when  they  expe<Sed  to 
have  decided-the  Quarrel,  ClmUus  was  fcnun^  dead  in 
his  Tent,  but  whether  by  a  natural  or  violent  Death 
is  uncertain.  In  his  Place  wps  chofen  Metim  Fuffecius^ 
A  Perfon  who  had  no  other  Qualifications  to  recom- 
mend him  to  this  Office,  befides  his  turbulent  Spirit, 
and  his  being,  as  great  sn  Incendiary  as  his  Prede- 
ceffcM", 

At  the  fame  time  tiieKi^ittw  and  fVotfw,  who  in 
Romultff's  dxys  liad  fubmitted  to  die  Solans,  aod  in 
Numa'sKeign  were  preparing  and  feeking  for  a^  Op- 
portunity to  Jhake  off  dieir  Yoak,  had  now  drawn 
thtir  Forces  tc^dier  at  fidena,  with  Defign  to  faW 
upon  both,iio)wi»w  und  Albans,  after  they  had  weak- 
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ned  themfelves  in  BatteL  The  News  of  thefe  Prepa^ 
rations  ac  firft  put  ^  Armies  to  a  ftand,  and  made 
'emboth  decline  Fighting  for  a  while  i  rillatlaftJ'^ 
faiui  fearing  tbefe  People^  and  Hcfiilius  desiring  to  pu- 
niih  thenij  came  both  to  a  fort  of  an  Accomodati- 
on; agreeing.  That  &r  the  Sefe^  of  both  Nations j  the 
Quarru^mtd be  deciMd  hy  a  Combat  of  three  Perfitu  on 
ta^Jidei  and  the  Conquering  Party  Jhou'd  ebtaiti  the  Preemi- 
nence and  Command  over  the  other.  .Xhefe  Propc&ls 
were  no  fooncr  ratify'dj  but  many  Valiant  Peribns,^ 
ambitious  of  the  Honour  of  ferving  their  Country, 
o&r'd  themlelves  to  be  the  Combatant$,buc  cou'd  not 
be  aixepted  ofj  others  being  before  agreed  upon :  For 
ichapned  that  one  Seg-vimm  of  Alba  liad  formerly 
two  Daughters,  one  marry'd  to  Curiatim  an  Mbmtj 
and  the  other  to  Haratius  a  Roman,  who  being  both 
with  Child  at  the  iamc  time,  were  deliver'dof  Three 
Sons  at  a  Birth.  Now,  to  thefe  two  Ternions  of 
Brothers  was  this  great  Combat  committed,  as  being 
of  equal  Years,  Strength,  and  Courage ;  and  all  Mat-  ' 
teis  of  Conianguinity  and  private  Afl^ons  diC- 
penc'd  wthaL 

Now  was  the  Fate  of  Rw»»e  to  be  decided  by  Sii: 
'  Perfons  only,  which  rais'd  all  Peoples  Hopes  and 
Fean  to  a  more  than  ordinary  Pitch :  The  Lifts  were 
prepared  between  the  two  Armies,  Judges  were  ap-, 
pointed,  and  the  CcMnbac  per6»tn'd  wiSi  extracffm-' 
nary  Pomp  and  Solemnity,  and  with  as  much  Cou- 
rage and  Refolution  on  both  Sides.  TheCjinotw  were 
in  a  fhoft  time  all  wounded,  but  -two  of  the  Horatii 
v/&e  ilain  downright,  and  the  third,  unhurt,  left 
to  oppofe  three  Adverfaries.  At  this  the  Albani  gave  a 
'great  Shout ;  but  he,  not  the  leaft  daunted,  cunning- 
ly retreated  as  tho'he  Iiad  wholly  tied,  and  dra^ping 
'em  out  feverally,  fo  as  co  have  buj  one  againft  him 
at  once,  he  flew  'em  all,  and  Rome  became  Con- 
queror. At  his  retunno  the  City,  his  Sifter  met 
him  ^yicfa  maoy  proYoking  and  r^>roach&l  Words, 
.  .      -   ■  .  -fi»   , 
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for  imbruing  his  Hands  in  the  Blood  of  his  Cjaxjo. 

Germains,  whereof  one  was  contrafted  to  her  ;  ii 
on  which  Hermius,  elevated  with  the  Honour  of  ii 
Conqueft,  and  tranfpated  with  the  Love  of  h 
Country,  flew  her  upon  the  Spot  For  which  Fa<S 
when  he  was  accuied,  Hafiilius  avaded  giving  Judg 
ment  himfelf,  but  hereupon  oeated  dirae  Officers 
DimiiiMri.  call'd  Duumviri,  for  Capitel  Pumihmcnts,  and  thc^ 
Condemn'd  hitn ;  But  riiere  lying  an  Appeal  from 
«  thefe  Officers  to  the  People,  they  gave  him  his  life 
at  the Requdl  of  his  Famer,  who  eftccm'd  ic  as  a 
great  and  HercMck  Ad,  and  gave  his  D^ghter  Igno- 
minious Burial,  for  a  JrtaJpd  Example  to  aU  ivio  pre- 
.  ferrd  Trivate  RefftB  hefore  the  fuhUck  Good.  Ho- 
fiilius  dealt  very  gendy  with  the  Miamsy  but,  not- 
withftanding,  for  the  Advantages  gain'd  ores' 
them,  had  a  Triumph. 

17.  C.  II.  The  Ftdmattt  and  Vaentti ,  findif^  diat  they 

8  J.       were  like  to  be  call'd  to  an  Account  for  thdr  treadio- 
rous  Pradices,   now  broke  into  (wen  Rebellion; 
and  Fuffaius  enrag'd  at  the  Event  of  the  late  Com- 
bat, and  hoping  to  free  himfelf  fiom  ^z  Rmtan 
Power,    privately  encoirag'd  'em  with  large  Pro- 
mifes  of  Afliftance  if  they  itood  in  need  of  it.  The 
Romans  and  Alhns  now  made  up  one  Army,   and 
were  advancing  towards  the  Ftdetuttei  and  Vaemtt ; 
but,  upon  their  nigh  ApfHoadi,  Fuffetius,  who  had 
kid  all  hk  Defigns  before-hand,   drew  off  all  die 
Alha  Troops   on  one  fide  ,    with  a  Relblution  of 
joining  -with  the  prevailing    Party.     The  Rimmu, 
apprehending  the  danger  of  their  Separation,  and 
fearing  fome  Treachery,  were  greatly  difcourag'd 
at  it ;  but  Hofiilius,  tho'  latisfy'd  <M  the  Villany,  im- 
mediately gave  it  out  as  publickly  as  he  cou'd,  That 
-  it  ai/aa-  dom  iy  bit  Order,  and  wot  eS,  a  Stratagem  to  fur~ 
frife  the  Entmy :  At  this  unexpeded  Report  the  Fidmms 
and  their  Companions  were  quitsdiiheartaed,  upon 
Sufpi- 
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a  Sufpidon  of  rfidr  Friends  Infiddicy^  and,  inaffiOFt 
Of  time  were  put  to  the  Rout  by  the  Romam  j  fc»-  which 
i  Viftory  H^ilius  triumph'd  a  fecwid  Time.  After  the 
b  Battel,  Fi^etiui  join'd  with  the  Romans  again,  like  one 
i  diat  had  done  notiiing  amifs ;  but  Hofiitius,  aiTem-  ' 
1^  bling  the  whole  Body  of  the  Albam,  and  then  laying 
s  bi^re  them  all  his  treacherous  Pradices  and  villa- 
e  nous  Designs,  caus'd  him  to.be  torn  in  pieces  by 
I  Horfes ;  having  before-hand  fent  Marcus  Horatita  to 
i  Alba,  who  utterly  demoUfli'd  riiat  Gty,  and  tranf- 
planted  the.  Inhabitants  to  Rome.  Thus  fell  die  City 
1  of  Alba,  once  fcmous  for  its  Riches  and  Number  m 
,  Inhabitants,  after  it  had  flouriflied  487  Years. 
j  Rome  grew  much  in  Strength,  Riches,  and  Gran-. 

(  deur  out  of  the  Ruins  of  Mb'a^  Mount  Callus  being 
;  appointed  for  the  InhaWtants  that  came  from  rfience ; 
and  the  King  allowing  'em  all  the  Roman  Privil^es. 
He  chofe  the  Nobility  of  the  Albans  into  the  Senate, 
particularly  the  TuHii,  StrvlliijQmntii,  Gigami,  Curiatii, 
and  the  CUliU  and  that  he  might  out  of  thofe  new 
People  make  tome  Addition  to  the  Strength  of  eve- 
ry Order,  he  chofe  ten  Troops  of  Horfe  out  of  the 
;  Albans :  In  Confidence  of  this  his  Strength,  after  an. 
intire  Reduftion  of  the  Fidmates,  he  declar'd  War 
againft  the  Staines,  who  before  had  cohunitted  feve-  ^-  ^* 
ral  Robberies  upon  the  Romans  that  traded  with  'era.  88. 
■  He  met  'em  at  the  Wood  call'd  AlalitfofaSyha,wheKf 
efpedally  by  the  help  of  his  Horfe  who  broke  all 
'•  their  Ranks,  after  a  Short  Engagement,  he  entirely 
defeated  'em,  forang  'oti  to  beg  Peace ;  over  whom 
he  obtained  a  third  Triumph.  The  Latiaes  were  not 
yet  quiet,  refiifmg  to  pay  Obedience  to  the  Romans, 
which  occafion'd  feveial  Conteflsj  but  this  War 
was  ;manag"d  with  great  Moderation,  no  Battel 
being  fought,  no  Town  taken  or  plimder'd  befides 
Medallia,  which  Hofiilius  puniJh'd  for  an  Example, 
becaufe  it  had  receiv'd  a  ^man  Cotony'  in  iiown- 
Imi  time.  , 
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This  War  lafted  moft  of  the  reft  of  his  Days,  and 
in  the  latter  end  of  his  Reign,  Rome  was  mud\  in- 
.  feAed  with  Plagues  and  Famines ,  and  as  much 
fiightn'd  with  Prodigies.  Then  Hofiitius  began  to 
think  of  bringing  in  the  Religious  Ceremonies  of 
Numa,  which  he  had  all  this  time  took  tittle  Notice 
of;  but  foon  after  he  died,  after  a  Reign  of  52 
Ye^rs;  feme  fay  by  Lightning,  with  his  whole  Fa- 
mily, tho'  more  probably  by  fome  treafonabte  Pra- 
ftices.  In  this  Reign,  the  500  Celeru  were  again  re- 
alTum'd,  which  had  been  dif-us"d  in  the  laft ;  and  the 
City  was  very  much  increas'd,  tho*  the  Dominions 
were  little  different  from  thofe  inRemuluj's  Days,  on- 
ly they  feem'd  to  have  a  furo*  Footing  in  fome  Places 
than  before. 


CHAP.    IV. 

From  the  t>tath  0/  Hoftilius  to  the  Death 
of  Ancus  Marcius,  the  fourth  K^ng  of 
Rome. 

Containing  the/pace  of  34  Tears. 

'v.  C.      I-   A  ^"^  ^^  Death  of  tuBus  Hoftilm,  the  State 
1 1  (■.  xl  fell  into  an  Interregntsm,  as  formerly ;  and  in 

a,fliort  time,  Ancm  Marcius  was  made  King  by  the 
Inter-Rex  and  Senate,  and  was  confirm'd  10  t^  the 
People.  He  had  his  Surname  Ahcus  from  his  crooked 
Ann,  which  he  cou'd  not  ftretch  out  in  length,  as  Fe- 
fifti  has  it:  He  was  Grand-Son  to  JV«»»</,  the  fecond 
King  of  Rome,  by  Vomplia  his  Daughter,  and  Marcius 
hisKinfman,  who  was  the  Son  of  that  A/^«i«  who 
had  perfuaded  Numa  to  accept  of  the  Kingdomj  and 
after  Nunids  death  hadkill'd  himfelf  becaufe  he  did

not  fucceed  him.  This  Prince  was  much  of  the 
feme  Temper  with  his  Grand-Father  J<luma^  and 
conftderiiig  that  much  of  die  Religion,  and  many  of 
the  Ceremonies  had  been  n^leifted  inthelaft  Reign> 
he  fet  himfelf  to  reftore  them  to  their  former  Ufe. 
For  that  reafon  he  infinuated  to  the  People,  that  the 
Dileafes,  PeftUence,  and  other  innumerable  Calami- 
ties whidi  had  lately  betallen  the  City,  tc^ether  with 
the  diiafterousEndof  Ko///i(«,  proceeded  from  want 
of  Devotion  and  a  N«gleft  c&  their  Gods.  He  highly 
commended  die  Orders  and  Inftiturions  of  Numa, 
and  wou'd  be  often  ftewing  the  great  Bleflingsof  the  . 
State,  and  how  much  it  flourifii'd  under  that  happy 
Reign;  advifing  his  Subjefe  to  return  to  their  Hut 
bandry  and  more  peaceable  Employments,  and  to 
lay  a/ide  all  Sorts  of  Violence,  and  all  Profit  that 
ames  from  War  and  Bloodflied. 

The  State  thus  feded,  he  expeded,  as  his  Grand-  ^-  *-• 
.Father  had  done,  to  pajfs  his  time  free  from  all  Wars  ^*^* 
and  Troubles  j  but  he  foon  found  his  Defigns  crofs'd, 
and  was  compell'd  to  be  a  Warrior  againft  his  Will, 
and  was  fcarce  ever  free  from  publick  Perils  and  Trou- 
bles. He  had  fcarce  b^an  his-Reign,  and  modatl'd 
the  Commonwealth,  when  the  Latimt  contemning 
him  as  a  fluggiih  Prince,  and' unfit  for  Military  At- 
fairs,  made  Incurfions  into  the  R/maa  Territories. 
Upon  which,  he  was  obtig'd  to  make  all  neceifary 
Preparations  fi)r  a  War,  proclaiming  it  according  to 
the  Ceremmifj  appointed  by  his  Grand-Father  Numa. 
Firft  an  Ambaflador  was  fent  to  the  Frontiers  of  the 
Agreffor's  Country,  who  in  a  Woollen  Shafh,  and  a 
peculiar  Drefs,  and  likewife  in  a  folemn  Form  of 
Speech,  demanded  Satisfadion;  which  not  being 
granted  in  ;  5  Days,  after  a  Confulcation  with  the  5^- 
nare,  thi  Feclales  ov  Heratddsweve  immediately  fent  f'-"''^'"* 
in  thdr  proper  Habits,  with  Javelins  headed  with , 
Iron,  or  all  bloody  and  burnt  at  the  end;  where 
in  the  Prefence  of  three  young  Men  at  Icaft,  they  in 
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th^Name  of  the  Gods  and  Pw^le  of  Jlnw,  (blemo- 
ly  pnxlaim'd  War  with  that  Country,   and  then 
threw  their  Javelins  into  their  Confines.    This  Ou- 
fiom  was  brought  in  by  Numa^  die  Rules  whereof 
were  uken  from  the  t^uicoli,  a  very  ancient  Pecmlei 
Jncut  began  this  War  with  good  Succefi,  and  hrft 
took  VeUterium  by  Storm,  a  Town  of  the  Latines,  x  4 
or  I  f  Miles  Soudi-Eaft  of  Rmte ;  the  Inhabitants  of 
whic^,  according  to  the  ufual  dmom,  he  tranfplan- 
ted  to  Rome,  allowing  them  the  Privities  of  Free 
Odzens.    And  whereas  the  old  Roimmt  inhabited 
the  Palatine,  die  Sabinei  the  Cafitolme,  and  the  Albams 
the  Cation,  he  granted  die  A-vaaine  Hill  for  the  JLa^ 
tines  to  poffefsi  the  number  of  whom  were  encrea- 
ledj  upon  the  fubduing  of  Tellent  and  Ficama,tvio  La~ 
(we  Towns  nigh  Potitariitnt,  which  he  took  foon  af- 
ter.    He  in  a  litde  time  likewife  nx^  MeJaliia,  a 
Place  of  confiderableStrengthj  and  alfo  PoUtorium  a- 
gain  J  for  the  Latinei  finding  it  empty  had  polTels'd 
themfelves  of  it,  which  made  Ancus  intirely  demolifli 
it.    The  LatiiKs,  inrag'd  at  their  LolTes,  made  ^^atcr 
Preparations  for  the  next  Campaign ;  but,  atieveral 
times,  he  ruin'd  their  Defigns,  broke  their  united 

U.C.  Forces,  forc'd'em  tob^  Peace,  and  obtain'd  a  Tri- 
117.  umph  over 'em.  Not  long  afte^ie  fubdu'd  the  KJ1^- 
n/ttes,  Velentei,  and  the  Veljci,  wife  had  fallen  out  with 
him ;  and  likewife  fuch  of  the  Sahines,  who,  not  ha- 
ving felt  the  ftrengrh  of  Rome;  had  fmely  rejrin'd  at 
the  exceeding  Growth  of  an  upftart  City.    Thefe 

jj  Q^       latter  he  overthrew  again,  and  obtain"d  over  them  a 
fecond  Triumph.

II.  Ancus  did  not  only  perform  many  great  Afe 
abroad,  but  alfo  did  many  noble  Works  at  home : 
Firft  upon  the  Account  of  the  Succds  of  his  Anns, 
he  re-built  the  Temple  of  J«piter  Feretriiu  after  a 
more  ftately  and  /magnificent  manner  than  before. 
He  fortify'd  the  Hill  Janiculumy  on  the  other  fide  of 

the 
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the  River  Tiher^  for  the  greater  ilrcngthening  of  the 
City,  and  to  prevent  its  being  a  Refuge  for  EnemieSj 
uniting  it  to  the  City  with  a  wooden  Bridge  over 
that  River.  He  likewife  nude  a  large  Ditch  cali'd 
Fcjfa  Quiritium,  wliich  was  no  fmall  Defence  againft 
fuch  as  came  fiom  the  Plains.  And  now,  the  City 
having  receiv'd  a  vaft  Increafe,  feeing  that  fuch  Mul- 
titudes of  People  of.  all  forts  cou'd  not  but  produce 
many  Criminals,  he  built  a  large  Prifonfos  Male- 
favors  in  the  Heart'  of  the  City,  juft  facing  the  Fo- 
rum j  to  be  a  Terror  to  their  growing  BoldnSs.  He  ' 
did  not  only  enlarge  the  Pomarium  oT  the  City,  but 
likewife  its  Dominions;  for  having  taken  &omthe 
Vaentes  the  M^fian  Foreft^is  Territories  reach'd  to  the 
Sea,  upon  which,  at  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Tther,  ^-  C. 
he  built  a  Town  caW'd  Ojiia,  nigh  ten  Miles  Soudi  ^*7» 
of  Rowe,  to  fecure  the- Advantages  of  Trade  to  his 
Subjeds ;  for  thither  Commodities  being  brought  by 
Ships,  were  in  lefler  Veflels  convey "d  up  the  Tiber 
to  this  City;  and  about  this  Town,  many  Salt-pits  , 
were  made.  '■..,■ 

Ttus  Prince,  as  wisll  as  his  Predeceffors,  was  very 
ready  and  carefiil  to  incourage  Strangers;  and  by 
realbn  of  the  frequent  Advancement  of  fucli,  and 
the  great  Privil^es  they  receiv'd,  many  came  daily 
hither,  and  often  fuch  as  were  of  good  Note.  Among 
thele  iMcumm  an  HetrwioM  was  one,  a  Perfon  of  great 
AccompliJliments  as  well  as  large  Poflelfions,  who 
came  hither  from  Tar^uinia  in  Hetraria,  with  his  ^Wife 
'  Tana^ml,  and  feveral  Followers.  He  was  Son  to  De- 
maratui  a  rich  Merchant  of  Corinth,  who  had  left  his 
Country  upon  riie  account  of  the  Troubles  at  that 
time,  and  fettled  in  Tar^uirtia,  where  marrying  a  no- 
ble Matron,  he  had  this  Son,  befides  another  who 
died  Childlefs.  Lucumon  finding  no  Incouragemeht 
in  his  own  Country,  being  the  Son  of  a  Foreigner, 
remov'd  to  Rome,  where  by  his  Hofpitality  and 
Bounty  he  foon  became  known  to  the  King  \  having 
D  now 
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now  taken  upon  him  the  Name  of  Lacius^dSmg  that 
ofT^-ffciww/from  the  Placeof  his  Birth.  He  was  ho. 
nourably  treated  by  y4»ciUy  to  whom  he  generoufly 
(^er'd  his  whole  Patrimony  for  die  Publick  Good, 
and  by  that  means  obtain'd  Freedom  for  himfdf  and 
'  Jollowers,  with  Lands  both  for  Building  and  for  Sa- 
ftenance.  Ancus  in  a  little  time  chofe  him  into  the 
Senate,  for  he  was  greatly  efteem'd  by  the  King,  and 
as  much  beloved  by  the  People  j  no  Man  being  m«e 
"hardy  in  War,  or  more  pnident  in  Councel. 

jbKU)  beftoVd  moft  of  his  latter  Time  in  inridi- 
inghis  Subjeds  and  improving  the  City,  and  at  the 
end  of  24  YearsRetgn  hedied  j  a  Prince  not  inferior 
to  any  of  his  Predeceflbrs ,  either  for  die  Glory 
he  gain'd  in  Peace  or  War.  He  left  behind  him  two 
-SonSj  both  under  Age,  which  he  committed  to  the 
Guardianship  of  the  foremention'd  Lkcius  Tarquimus, 
as  the  fitteft  Perfon  he  cou'd  emplt^  in  fuch  an  CX- 
lice.  The  Rjman  Dominions  were  now  encreas'd 
beyond  what  they  were  in  the  laft  Reignj  by  a  Ur- 
ger  Part  of  Hktrma  taken  from  the  Veimta,  aiwl  a 
much  better  Footing  in  Latimn.

U.  C.      I-    A  -N™^  being  dead,  the  Smate  receiv'd  Power 

a^S.  -ii-  from  the  People,  to  order  the  Affairs  of  the 

Commonwealth,  and  created  certain  Ititerregej^  as 

fonnerly.    In  dm  Ihort  ifffflTf^ww?,  Ziffgwwwas  ex- 

tremdj! 
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tremely  bufie  about  die  EleAion  of  a  King,  having 
great  hopes  c£  it  himfelf ;  Therefore  to  remove  aO 
Obftacles  to  his  Deijgns,he£ent  Anci^'svfro  Sons  out  a 
Hunting,  the  eldeft  being  then  nigh  14  Years  of  Age, 
and  allembling  the  People ,  he  made  a  plaulible 
Speedi  to  'era,  wherdn  he  plainly  begg'd  the  King- 
dom, urging  the  Examples  of  Tatius  aid  Numa-^  the 
frfi  an  Enemy  as  well  at  a  Stranger ^  and  the  ftcond  -whoU 
fy  imacquMnted  with  the  City ;  vbertas  he  himfelf  was  fo 
great  a  Iriend  to  the  City,  that  he  had /pent  aU  his  Riches  , 

i^oH  it  J  and  jo  well  acquainted  with  it ,  that  he  had  been 
Ptuf^d  u^  fever  d  Tears  both  in  Civil  and  Military  Affairs 
mdtr  their  King.  Then  he  cunningly  inHnuated  his 
paft  Services,  and  infiiling  more  than  ordinary  upon 
his  Liberality,  he  obcaind  die  Kingdom,  being  the 
firft  who  obtain'd  it  by  his  own  ambitious  feeking. 
At  the  be^nning  of  his  Reign,  the  better  to  gain 
the  Love  of  the  Common  People,  he  chofe  out  100 
of  the  Vlebums,  who  for  Valour  or  Wifdora  were 
moft  Eminent,  and  added  them  to  the  Smatey  which 
made  up  the  Number  ;oo;  thofe  of  Somidus's  Crea.- 
rion  bemg  call'd  Patres  Cmfcripi;  thefe  were  call'd 
V^ares  minorum  Gentium  j  that  is.  Senators  of  a  Imver  Pans  mi- 
Rank.  He  likewife  encreas'd  the  Number  of  ff/?«/''.'""»G'»: 
Virgins  from  four  to  feven ;  but  Pliitarch  lays  there """" 
were  but  two  before. 

His  firft  War  was  \vitb  the  Latines^  fiom  whom  he  C7".  C. 
took  feveral  Towns,  among  the  reft  CoUatia,  a  Place  139- 
five  Miles  North-Eaft  of  Rome  ;  over  which  pe  plac  d 
his  Nephew  Arms  Tar^mnitu  for  Govemour,  the  Poft- 
humus  IlTue  of  his  Brother,  fumam'd  EgeriHsiroin  his 
want  of  Patiimony,  and  CoUatimis  from  the  Place, 
which  Surname  continu'd  to  his  Pofterity.  Notwith- 
flanding  the  Latines  ^eat  Supplies  from  Hetruria,  he 
foon  forc'd'era  to  beg  Peace;  and  then  turn'd  his 
Arms  againft  the  Sahines,  who  had  again  rifen  up  a- 
gainft  Rome.  Both  Armies  met  upon  the  Banks  of 
Anio,  where  the  Remans  made  de  of  a  Stratagem,  by 
,  D  2  Tending 
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lending  a.  Party  of  Men,  to  bum  a  great  Heap  of 
■  Wood  that  lay  by  the  River-fide,  and  to  throw  it  in  ; 
which  being  driven  forwards  by  the  Wind,  much 
of  rfie  flaming  Wood  got  hold  on  the  Wood  rf 
the  Bridge,  and  fet  it  on  fira  This  not  only  terri- 
fi'd  the  Sahittes  while  they  were  ^gaging,  but  when 
they  were  routed,  hinder'd  their  Flight,  thdr  Bridge 
being  burnt  down ;  and  therefore  many  of  'em,  aa 
they  efcap'd  the  Sword ,  perilh'd  in  die  Wato-  j 
whofe  floating  Arms  bebg  carry 'd  down  the  7»i<r  to 
Same,  difcover'd  the  Vitflory  there,  alraoft  before  the 
News  cou'd  be  carry'd.  Ta-^uia  proceeded  to  mardi 
•  into  the  Sahine  Territories,  where  the  Sahmi^  the* 
with  fmall  Hopes,  met  him  with  an  undifdpUn'd  Ar- 
my ;  and  being  defeated  a  fecond  time,  they  were 

"•^r      forc'd  co  beg  Peace.    Over  the  Sabints^  Tar^mnda- 

'  »43-       tain'd  his  firft  Triumph. 

Soon  after  the  Sab'me-yffu  was  finifli'd,  all  Uetnris 
(or  rather  the  Neighbouring  Parts)  oombin'd 
againft  him,  upon  the  Account  of  his  detaining  fome 
Prifoneisof  theirs  whom  he  had  taken  among  the 
Sabim's.  They  had  made  a  Law  among  tbemSve^ 
That  whatever  Taam  r^us'd  to  join  aga'tnfi  the  Romans, 
pMtd  not  be  accomted  of  their  Body  ;  and  they  foon  after  ^ 

EolTefs'd  themfelves  of  Bdma,  a  Roman  Colony.  But 
e  was  fo  fuccefsfiil  againft  'em,  as  to  overthrow  'em 
in  feveral  Battels,  and  upon  his  preparing  for  another 
Campaign,  they  were  humbled  ,  and  to  purchafc 
Peace,  they  own'd  him  for  their  Prince  j  andj  in  to- ' 
kens  of  Allegiance,  fent  hun  all  the  Enfigns  of  So- 
vereignty which  their  Kings  were  ufually  adom'd 
with:  Thefe  were  *i  CrnyM^GoW,  an  Ivory  Chair ^  a 
Sceptre  -ifith  an  Eagle  on  the  top,  a  -Furpk-Coat  •un'ougbt 
with  Gold,  and  a  Purple-Gown  pink' d,  almoft  like  me 
Robes  of  the  Verfian  and  Lydian  Kings,  only  it  was 
not  four-fquare,  bat  of  a  ferai-^ircular  Figure.  From 
hence  alfocame  the. Robes  and  Coats  us'd  by  the  ^«- 

ffe-s  axid  Heralds  J  with  many  of  their  Omanieacs  us'd 
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in  Rome  afterwards ;  the  Axes  they  had  before,  dio' 
now  tRey  reaiv'd  'em  again.  Over  thefe  People  U.  C. 
Tarefuin  triumjJi'd  a  fecond  tima  This  War  finiJh'd,  i  yj* 
which  conrinu'd  nine  Years,  he  fell  a  fecond  time  up- 
on  the  Sabifiety  who  now  alone  contended  with  the 
Rmnam  for  Superiority,  over  whom  he  obtaih'd  a 
third  Triumph  ;  and  providing  for  another  Expedi- 
rion,  they  yielded,  whom  he  recdv'd  on  the  lame 
Terras  with  the  Hemtriatu. 

n.  Tar^m  was  nolefi  mindful  of  ftrengthnii^ 
tJieCkyat  home,  than,  of  enlaipng  his  Domini- 
ons abroad;  for  when  he  found  leifure,  he  built 
rfie  Walls  or  the  City,  which  betbre  were  patch'd 
ap  in  hafte,  with  large  fquare  Stone,  each  confilHng 
of  a.  Load  Weight.  Then  he  took  care  of  the  pthw 
publick  Buildings  of  the'  City,  adorning  the  Forum 
with  lofty  Tartkot,  GalltrUi^  and  Shop,  being  a  Prince 
much  delighted  with  ftately  Buildings  and  noble 
Sights.  He  likewife  made  many  Cioaca  or  Comrnott-  CUact. 
Sewert,  to  drain  the  City,  and  carry  tbeFildi  of  it 
juto  the  Tiier ;  a  Work  of  fuch  vaft  Charge  and  La- 
bour, that  when  they  were  afterwards  ftopp'd,  the 
Cenfors  fpeiit  a  Thoufand  Talents  only  to  clear  'em  j 
a  Work  likewife  fo  admirable,  that  Dimyfius  thinks, 
that  from  the  Magnificence  of  thefe,  as  well  as  their 
Af^uixduSs  and  High-wajfs,  tlie  Grandeurtof  the  Roman 
Empire  appear'd.  In  the  CircM  Maximum,  that  vaft 
Place  for  Games  and  Exercifes  between  the  Palatine 
and  Aventim  Hills,  he  caus'd  Seats  to  be  rais'd  for  the 
Spei3ators,  with  great  Skill  and  Charge;  and  like- 
wife  diftinguilK'd  all  their  Places  according  to  their 
fcveral  Ranks  and  Dignities.  In  the  Sahine  War  he 
vow'd  a  Temple  to  Jupiter,  Jttno,  and  Minerva,  if  he 
got  the  Vidpry  j  for  that  reafon  afterwards  he,  widi 
wonderful  Coft  levelled  the  Rock  on  the  Capitoline^ 
and  form'd  a  Plat  for  building  it,  but  liv'd  nM  to  go 
on  with  it  any  furdier ;  and  this  was  the  b^;inniiig 
t£  the  Capifd.  D  }  Tarqum 
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Tartjmn  had  defignM  after  thefe  dungs,  to  have 
added  three  Oaituries  of  the  Celeru  to  thofe  three 
Inftituted  by  RoTmdusj  but  was  forbidden  fcy  JBiiu 
Ntevhu  to  alter  the  Cdnftitutions  of  that  King ; 
therefore  widwut  creating  of  new,  Centuries ,  he 
doubled  the  Number  cf  me  former.  This  N^evuu 
was  the  moft  famous  jit^ar  that  Rome  ever  knew ; 
and  TVyaw)  onetime,  to  try  him,  askd.him,  J/^wiirt 
he  bad  in  ba  Thougbt  might  be  dene  \  he  aiifwering  in 
the  affirmative,  Tar^uin  Jeeringly  told  him.  He  thei^bt 
(f  cutting  a  Wbetpme  with  a  R^/>r :  Navius  bad  him 
ftrike  hard,  and  he  cut  it  thnwgh.  Thisfeuch  en- 
hanc'd  the  Reputation  of  ^*g«r^  efpecially  of  Navi- 
m's  Skill  therem;  but  his  being  mddenly  miG'd  foon 
after,  was  a  gxat  Prejudice  to  Tarifuin:  For  the  two 
Sons  of  Ancus  Miircius,  grud^ng  him  their  Father's 
Throne,  accus'd  him  to  the  People  of  the  Death 
of  this  4i^ur  J  but  his  Son-in-Law  anfwer'd  their 
pbjeAions,  and  clear'd  him  of  that  Scandal  MiC- 
fine  their  Defign  j  they  pretended  Repentance, 
and  were  eafily  receiv'd  into  Favour ;  but  three  Years  ■ 
after ,  they  difguifed  feveral  of  their  Companions 
like  Shepherds,  and  appearing  in  Court,  pretended 
a  Quarrel,  and  demanded  Juftice  of  the  King.  Tar^uih 
appealing,  they  fet  upon  him,  and  kill'd  himj  but 
were  foon  caught,  and  receiv'd  their  juft  Reward. 

Thus  fell  Lucius  Tar^u'snius,  for  diftinftion  furnam'd 
Trifcmj  after  the laft  Tan^uin had  obtaind  the King- 
dran,  intheEightieth  Vearof  his  Age,  after  he  had 
Reign'd  38  Years,  and  done  many  "and  great  Ser- 
vices to  the  Common-Wealth.  The  Rtman  Great- 
nefs  and  Magnificence  began  to  appear  much  more 
in  this  Reign  than  in  the  former ;  and  this  King  wa^ 
the  firft  that  ever  Triumph 'd  in  a  Chariot :  Like- 
wife  the  Roman  Dominions  were  much  encreas'd  in 
this  Reign,  by  a  larger  Authority  in  the  Sabines 
Counay  ,  and  by  fome  confiderable  Additions  in 
Hetrtpria  aa^  Z^tium. 

CHAP. 
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CHAP.     VI. 

Vrwi  the  "Death  of  Tarquiriius  Prifcus,  to 
the  Death  of  Servius  TuUius,  the  Sixth 
j^jag  of  Rome. 

Containing  the  Space  ef  j^  Tears, 

I.  "^Ar^ulnius  Trijcus  being  dead,  Savlui  TuSiut  his  ^'  ^• 
X  Son-in-law,  fucceeded  him :  which  TuSiia  was  ^7^- 
Son  to  Ocrifia,  a  confiderable  Woman  taken  Prifbner 
by  Tartfuin  at  Corniculum,  a  Town  in  Latinm,  and 
given  to  his  Wife  Tana^uil  j  where  fiie  was  deliver'd 
of  Tidltus,  furnam'd  Serv'tus,  in  remembrance  of 
her  Bondage,  her  Husband  being  flain  at  the  taking 
rf  the  Town.  Tullius  being  an  Infant  in  his  Cradle, 
a  Flame  of  Fire  is  did  to  have  appear'd  and  encom- 
pa£'d  his  Head;  which  rais'd  great  Expedations  in 
Tanaqml,  a  Woman  much  efteera'd  for  liich  kind  of 
Knowledge.  She  brought  her  Husband  to  fo  good 
an  Opinion  of  him,  that  he  both  gave  him  Educa- 

"  rion,  and  in  time  made  him  his  Son-in-Law.  When 
the  King  grew  old,  he  manag'd  his  Ptiblick  Affairs 
fcr  him  both  abroadand  at  home,  withthat  Valour, 
Prudence,  and  Integrity,  that  he  gain'd  the  highell 
Efteem  ot  all  People.  Taramnm  having  no  Sons, 
bat  only  two  Grand-fons,  both  Infants ,  Tanaquit 
much  defir'd  that  ■  Tullius  mou'd  fiicceed  him,  there- 
fore flie  kept  his  Death  private  for  a  while,  pretend-  t 
ing  he  was  only  dangefoufly  wounded,  nil  Tullius 
liM  prevaU'd  with  the  People  to  banifli  the  Mardi. 
Being  thus  fecure  ttf  that  FaiSion,  he  carr/d  out 
Ti^ifuin  as  newty  dead,  to  be  bury'd  j  and  as  Tutor 

or  Guaniliaa  to  die  young  Children,  "executed  the 
D  4  Office 
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Office  of  King ;  which  Tana^uil,  out  of  die  Window, 
had  told  die  People  was  her  Husband's  WiU,  when 
fee  feign'd  him  ftill  alive.  The  Vatritians  wcrs  mudl 
concerned  at  this,  not  knowing  how  to  come  to  an 
EleAion,  llnce  they  perceiv'd  the  People  wou'd  not 
approve  of  their  -Choice,  but  wou'd  be  all  for  Ttii~ 
liuj ;  fo  they  thought  it  better  to  let  him  Reign  in 
an  unlawful  Manner,  that  they  might  ever  have  a 
juft  Pretence  againft  him,  tlian  by  Itirring  to  procure 

■    him  a  legal  Tide. 

IjtUius  difcbvering  all  their  Defigns  and  Praftices, 
immediately  aflembled  the  People  iji  the  Ferumy 
yhere  appearing  with  his  Mother,  Mother-in-Law, 

.  the  two  Children  ,  and  all  his  Kindred  ,  in  deep 
moumingjand  all  the  utmoft  (igns  of  forrow,he  Jhew'd 
the  People  bow  fad  and  laminiahle  hit  Condition  -ivasy 
through  the  Cofitri-vames  of  the  Patrkians  agai^  btm^ 
which  be  had  710  eibtrwife  defert/d  than  by  hu good  Servicts 
to  his  Country.  That  they  had  defignd  to  recall  the  Mardi, 
ivho  bad  treafonahly  A/Hr(/«rV  Tarquin,  and  to  exj^je  the 
Pofierity  of  him  whofe  Memory  ought  to  be  fo  precious  to 
'em,  as  well  as  himjelfy  tothejame  Cruelty:  But  if  it 
ac/a-  the  Fleafure  of  the  PeopUy  heivou  d freely  gi-ve  up  aU 
Tretehfions'j  and  rather  than  offend  them,  undergo  thefe- 
•verefi  Hardpips.  A  great  Clamour  immediately 
arofe^  mix'd  with  the  Prayers  and  Tears  of  thofe  who 
befbught  him  to  retain  the  Government  j.  and  fome, 
who  were  provided  before-hand,  began  to  cry  out. 
He  was  to  k  chofcn  King,  and  the  Curiae  iiiere  to  be  calTd 
to  the  Vcte^  which  thing  was  inftantly  refoly'd  by  the 
Multitude.  He  thank  d  'em  very  heartily  for  being 
mindful  of  the  Benelia  receiv'd  fr6m  him,  and  promi- 
fed  to  pay  their  Debts,  and  divide  the  publick  Lands 
among  fucli  as  wanted,  if  they  woud  eleft  hiniKingj 
and  thereupon  he  appointed  a  day  for  the  Affembly. 
^tthtComitiaOiriata-,  hewaschofen  King  by  the 
Votes  of  em  all,  in  fpite  of  all  the  Oppofition  of  the 
Senatf,  who  refus'd  at  lall  to  coafirm  the  Choice,  as 
their  Cuftom  was.    '  ■     '   ^    '       •   ■  ■  -       jj_  j^^j

II.  Not  long  after  his  Settlement,  acctwding  to  his  U.  C.  ■ 
promife,  he  divided  the  publick  Lands  among  the  j^. 
poorer  Scat;  and  in  the CwrwfaCowiria,  preferr'd  fifty 
feveral  Laws  concerning  Contrafts  and  Injuries,  He 
very  much  enlai^'d  the  City,  taking  in  three  Hills  to 
the  four  formerj  namely^  the  Quirlnd^  the  Vimmdy 
and  the  Efyuiline  J  on  the  latter  of  which  he  dwelt 
himfelf,  and  compafi'd  the  whole  Seven,  with  a 
ftately  Wall:  Some  lay  the  Walls  were  never  ex- 
tended further,  tho'  vaft  Suburbs  were  afterwards  ad- 
ded. After  this,  he  divided  the  City  into  four  Parts, 
and  initead  of  three,  made  four  Trihes,  which  he 
Call'd  by- the  names  of  Vdatma,  Suharma,  CoUitia, 
and  Efquilina.  As  Rotnalus^  according  to  theiL'  Seats 
and  Communions  in  Sacrifices,  diftiqguifli'd  the  Peo- 
ple into  Tiihes  and  Curia ]  (6  Tullius,  according  to 
their  HUtes  and  Riclies,  diitinguiih'd  *em  into  fix 
Ranks  call'd  Clajfei.  His  principal  Defign  was  to  know  CUffet. 
how  many  were  tit  to  bear  Arms,  and  what  Trea- 
fnre  might  be  fupply'd  for  Wars  and  other  Ufes.Thefe 
Clajfes  were  eacli  divided  into  Centwits  (the  Word  here  CMmitt, 
.  fignifying  fuch  aparticular  Divifion,andnot  loo  Per- 
ibnsj  which  made  lip  193  inall.  The firft  confifted 
offuchas  were  worth  iioooo/4J/e/,(eachanfwering 
to  obi  of  oiir  Money)  and  contain'd  98  Centuries,  the 
Equites  or  Knights  being  reckon'd  in :  The  fecond  ya-  . 
lud  at7fooo  Ajfet,  containing  22  Cwrwn'M,  taking 
m  Artificers^  the  third  at  ^qqqo  Ajjes,  containing 
likewife  22  Ctnturiti  j  die  fourth  at  2  joob  4S*'>  con- 
taining 20  Cmturits'y  the  fifdi  at  iiooo  Affes,  con- 
taining ;o  Centuries  \  and  thefixth  confifted  of  the 
reft  of  the  poorer  Sort  and  Multitude,  excepting  Ser- 
vants and  Slaves,  which  made  up  but  one  Century. 

The  conftant  way  of  levying  Men  and  Money,  <^fii'' 
was,  for  the  future,  according  to  thefe  Centuries^  each 
Century  fudi  a  quantity  j  fo  that  die  middle  Rank 
having  fewer  Centwhs,  and  yet  more  Perfons  than 
"■"--.'  ,      dw 
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the  richer,  went  to  War  by  Tarns,  and  paid  but  lit- 
tle Tribute  J  and  the  poorer  Sort  fcarce  bore  any 
ShareataU.    This  feera'd  very  juft  to  him,  that  they 
who  were  moft  concem'd  wu'd  take  mc^  Pains, 
and  bear  the  greateft  Charge  j  rfie  Romam  at  that 
rime  maintaining  themfelves  in  the  Wars  without  any 
Pay  from  the  Publick.    But  to  the  richer  Sort,  who 
fultain'dnioftofthe  Charge  and  Danger,  the  King 
made  aJufficient  Recompence,  by  giving 'em  much 
the  larger  Authority  in  die  Government,  which  he 
Politickly  brought  about  this  way:   Formerly  the 
Matters  of  the  greateft  Concernj  namely.  Tie  Creatim 
tf  all  Magijtrausy  making  gr  repealing  ofljruJiy  and  dc 
crteing  of  Peace  ondH'arj  viei^  all  voted  in  the  Comttia 
Cwiata ;  where  every  particular  and  private  Peribn 
having  an  equal  Vote,  the  P/e^<?»j  being  moft  nume- 
rous, had  in  a  manner  the  whole  Power  in  thdr 
Hands.  But  Tullius^  upon  thefe  and  the  like  occafions, 
aflembied  the  People  according  to  their  C«««rj«, 
Comhia     which  were  call'd  Comitia  Centuriata,  where  the  P/e- 
CMwiMa.  ygi^^  jjjy^^  of  ncceflity  be  out-vpted ,  having  litde 
more  than  the  Shadow  of  Authority ;  which  they, 
formany  Years,  were  fufficiendy  fatisfyd  withal; 
either  for  that  they  perceived  not  the  Defign,  or  ra- 
I       tfaer,  becaufe  they  were  thereby  freed  from  die  great- 
eft part  of  the  Charges,  Troubles,  and  Dangers  of 
the  Publick. 
After  the  Cenfus  or  Tax,  Tullius  firft  inftittited  the 
LM^Km.    LnJhi4m\o  be  Celebrated,  (b  call'd  a  lutmlo,  from 
U.  C.      Paying.     On  a  certain  day  after  the  Valuation  or  Ceit- 
187-      ffS;  he  ordaind  aU  the  Citizens  to  meet  in  the  Cam^ 
pus  Martins,  all  in  Armour,  each  Man  in  his  proper 
daft  and  Century  j  where,  by  folemn  Sacrifices,  the 
City  was  Expiated  <x  Lnfirdted.  This  great  Solemniw 
was  caird  Saliratirilia,  or  rather  SuovetOMriUa,  because 
■  a  H^,  a  Sheep,  and  an  Ox  were  there  Sacrific'd. 
"Xhele  diings  perform'd ,  the  Lujhum  was  finifli'd, 
which,  becaufe  oS  the  continual  Change  of  Mens  £- 
^  ftatesj 
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ftates,  he  oider'd  fhou'd  be  reiterated  erery  five  Years  •  ^ 

{a  that  the  dd  and  proper  Lu^um  contain'd  five 
Years  compleat,  which  was  as  often  as  this  Tax  or 
yduatim,  call'd Cn^w,  was  made:  tho'  afterwards 
the  Jdtan  Ij^mm  contain'd  but  khit.  Tulllus  held 
the  Ijtjtrum  (our  times  in  his  Reign,  and  at  the  ifirft 
were  found  84700  fie&Citizens;  but,  to  encreafe 
their  Number,  hebrought  in  the  Cuftom  of  malting 
Slaves  Free  of  the  Common-wealdi,  either  for  thar 
Money  or  their  Deferts,  who  being  Manumitttd,  he 
diftributed  into  the  four  Tribes  of  the  City.  Slavts, 
as  was  hinted  before,  had  never  any  Vote  in  the  Go- 
vemraait,  Mid  thefe  were  eithei-  made  or  born  fo  j 
the  former  fort  were  taken  in  War,  thence  properly 
call'd  Mmtcipis^  and  the  Utter  fort  came  of  Parents  Man^iU. 
who  were  fuch,  or  of  the  Mother  only. 

Bolides  the  Divifion  of  the  City  it  felf,  this  Prince 
took  an  extraordinary  Care  about  the  Roman  Domi- 
nions, dividing  the  whole  Territory  into  26  Parts, 
wbidi  he  likewife  call'd  by  the  name  of  Tribes ;  and 
thefe  he  again  diliinguiJh'd  into  their  feveral  P<^, 
appointing  for  em  their  relpeftive  Officers  and  Places 
ot^Worihip,  as  Nimta  had  done  when  the  Dominions 
were  much  finaller.  In  his  way  of  judging  of  Con- 
troverfies,  he  gave  away  much  of  the  Kingly  Prero- 
gative ;  for  whereas  the  former  Princes  caU'd  before 
themfelves  aU  Controverfies ,  and  took  Cc^mzance 
of  Crimes  oMnmitted  againft  private  Perfons,  as  well 
as  the  Publick,  he  feparated  their  Caufes,  making  him- 
felf  Judge  only  of  fuch  as  refpeited  the  Common- 
wealth, referring  the  (parrels  of  parricular  Perfons  to 
others,  to  whom  he  pracrib'd  Laws  and  Rules  to  go 
by;  and  if  any.  Controverfie  arofe  between  particu-^ 
lar  Towns„it  was  ttj  be  decided  by  the  Judgment  of 
others.  Aiter  he  had  thus  order'd  the  Common- 
wealth, he  caus'd  the  Latines  tobuildaTempleto 
biaaa.  ujpoa  iiiG  Ai>entine-tiSi,  at  which  place  they 
'   Jhou*d  meet  and  f  eaft  every  Year,  and  fa  preferve 
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thenrfelves  as  one  Body  Politick  in  Unity  and  Con- 
cord. To  all  thefe  things  we  may  add,  that  he  was 
the  firft  who  Coin'd  Money  in  Rome,  ftamping  it 
with  the  Image  of  a  Sheep,  whence  it  had  the  Name 
Vtcma.  of  PecHTua^  whereas  die  RmanJ  before  this  rime  us'd 
it  in  a  rude  Lump  or  Mafi. 

III.  At  the  lame  rime  that  Tulliut  was  fettling  and 
ordering  the  Affairs  of  the  Common-wealth  at 
home,  he  was  often  employ  d  in  many  and  confide- 
,  rable  Wars  abroad ;  For  the  Hetmrians  looking  upon 
him  as  an  obfcure  Man,  and  a  private  Perlon,  re- 
fusd  to  pay  him  Obedience,  and  renouncd  the 
League  made  with  his  Predeceffor  Tarauin.  He  had 
Wars  with  'em  fcr  20  Years  fucceffively,  overthrew 
'em  in  many  Battels,  and  Triiimph'd  over  *em  three 
feveral  times;  the  firft  rime  in  the  Year  182,  the 
fecond  in  181^,  and  the  third  rime  in  188.  And  at 
lalt  he  fo  w'eakned  and  harras'd  them,  that  they 
werewilling  tob^Peaceof  him,  which  he  granted 
'em  upon  the  fame  Terms  that  Tartjuin  before  had 
impos'd  upon  'em ; .  cmly  from  three  of  the  twelve 
Nations,  namely,,  the  re;«jf«,  ti:i&Careta)tes,  and  the 
Tdrquimi^  which  had  been  Principals  in  the  Revolt, 
he  took  part  of  their  Lands,  and  divided 'em  among 
fuch  as  were  lately  made  free  of  Rome.  At  the  fi- 
nifliing  of  thefe  Wars,  he  built  two  Temples,  both 
dedicated  to  Fartime,  one  to  FortuiM  Bona,  and  the  o- 
ther  to  Forttma  Vtrilis.  In  the  latter  end  of  his  Reign 
he  defign'd  to  haVe  laid  down  his  Office,  and  refto?d 
abfoiiite  Liberty,  with  the  Care  of  die  Common- 
wealth to  the  People,  and  was  preparing  a  Model 
for  that'  purpofe,  but  liv'd  not  to  perorm  it  j  &>r  be- 
ing old,  and  not  far  from  the  natural  Period  of.  his 
Lite,  he  was  flain  by  .his  Daughter  and  Son^in-Law., 
after  this  manner.  , 

Tidlius  had  two  Daughters,  whom  he  marry'd  to 
Tarijuitis  Grandfons,  Xmcius  Tar^aimtis  and  Arms  Tar- 
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^HMm.  Thefirft,  of  a  proud  tp-amical  HataiC,  had 
a  very  modeftgood  Wifej  and  the  lalt,  of  a  mild 
fweet  Temper,  had  a  haughty  wicked  Woman.  Im- 
Wwinrag'd  at  Ti^lius  for  poffefling  his  Grand-Father's 
Thronej  and  finding  his  Brother's  Wife  of  a  fiery 
Temper,  and  rather  more  cruel  than  himfelf,  agreed 
with  her  to  change  Husbands;  both  promifing  todi- 
fyatsh  their  CoiuortSj  wWch  they  ibon  effafloi,  and  ' 
were  marry'd  tt^ether.  After  rfiis,  th^'refolr'dthe 
utter  Ruine  of  the  King,  raifing  what  Fadaons  they 
cou'd  againft  him,  alledging  his  illegal  Title,  then 
cldm'd  the  Crown  as  Heirs  to  "far^aiTi,  But  TuUius 
by  im  great  Modefty  and  prudent  Management,  de- 
bated all  their  Defigns,  and  came  off  with  great  Ho- 
nour, both  with  die  Senate  and  the  People ;  whidi 
brought  Z«c««  toafeign'd  Repentance  on  his  fide, 
and  3iat  produc'd  a  real  Reconciliarion  on  the  King's. 
!*««(,  cover'd  with  this  Difguife,  took^n  opportuni- 
ty' one  day,  when  moft  of  the  People  were  out  of  the 
City,  to  g(i  to  the  Senate-Houfe,  with  the  Robes  and 
Royal  Enfighs  as  King  j  and  getting  together^fucii  of  ■ 
die  Fathen  as  were  his  fpecial  Friends,  he  boldly  took 
Poffeffion  of  the  King's  Throne.  Tulliui  unadvUed-  -  • 
ly  with  a  few  Followers  haftned  thither,  and  going 
to  thruft  him  out,  Lutius  threw  him  down  the  Stairs. 
The  old  Man,  hardly  recovering  his  Spirits,  was  led 
homewards  in  great  Diforder,  when  LiKim's  Wife 
coming  to  fee  the  Event,  falutaJ  her  Husband  King, 
and  advis'd  him  to  fend  after  Tullius^  and  difpatch 
him  i  which  was  immediately  perform'd.  In  her  Pat 
fcge  home,  coming  to  the  Place  where  the  Body  lay, 
weltring  in  Blood,  and  as  yet  almoft  gafping,  her 
Charioteer  flood  ftill,  rtanl'd  and  amaz'd  at  the  In- 
humane Speftade,  not  having  Room  to  pafs  by  it : 
Whereupon  flie  in  a  Rage  tliri;w  her  Footllool  at  his 
Head,  and  in  a  barbarous  manner  fore  d  him  to  drive 
her  over  it;  the  Place  which  before  was  cairdC//>ri(K 
Vkm,  was  after  diisA<it  call  dSce/ff-dfH/. 

This 
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This  was  the  End  ofServius  Ttdlius,  a  Prince  of  c-. 
minent  Juftice  and  Moderation,  after  a  profperous 
Reign  of  44  Years  j  but  the  lefi  pjty'd  upon  the  Ac- 
count oi  hu  undue  AdraiSion  to  the  Oown,  which 
made  mcrft  of  the  Patritiam  efpoufe  his  SucceiTor's 
part  J  efpecially  fince  he  was  about  altering  the  Go- 
vernment, which  wou'd  have  proir'd  the  Weakning, 
if  not  the  Ruine  of  their  Authority.  He  left  the 
Raman  Dominions  in  much  the  lame  Condiuon  as 
they  were  in  the  laft  Reign,  oily  he  got  a  larger 
Footing  in  Hetrma. 


CHAP.    VIL 

"From  the  Death  of  Servius  TuUius,  to  the 
Sanipjment  of  Tarquinius  Supcrbus,  the 
Seventh  ^ng  of  Rome,  which  causd  the 
Diffohttion  of  the  Regal  State. 

Containing  the  Jpace  of  1%  Tears. 

I.  T  Ucius  Tar^uimas^  having  barbaroufly  murdered 
JL-/  his  Father-in-Law,  obtain'd  the  Kingdom  by 
meer  Force  and  Violence ;  and  by  his  Tyrannical 
and  Imperious  Carriage,  foon  got  the  Surname  of 
Superhm,  as  that  cf  Prijcui,  for  dillini5tion  fake,  was 
given  to  his  Grand-Father.  He  woud  not  permit  the 
King's  Body  to  be  publickly  interr'd ,  left  the 
People  Jhou'd  rife  and  caufe  fome  dangerous  Difhir- 
bances,  he  alledging.  That  Romulus  riy  d  without  Bu- 
rial. He  murder 'dfuch  as  he  fufpeAed  to  be  of  Tul- 
lm\  FaAion ;  and  fearing  the  natural  Confequences 
of  his  Tyranny,  he  kept  a  ftronger  Guard  than  or- 
dinaiy  about  his  Perfon.    AU  Controvafics  whatfo- 

ever 
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ever  he  decided  himlelf ,  afEfted  by  his  indmate 
Friends ;  and  executed,  baniih'd^  and  fin'd,  aU  at 
his  own  Pieafure.  He  endeavour'd  to  eftabliih  his 
Tyranny  with  the  more  Security,  by  great  Alliances, 
marryujg  his  Daughter  to  oaaviw  Mmilim,  the 
greateft  Man  among  die  Latitut,  being  defcended 
irom  TekgoHHs  the  Son  of  Ufyfesby  Cine ;  and  by  Ws 
fclfe  Accuiations  and  a  cunning  Device^  caus'd  'enj  ' 
to  ftone  Turmi  HtrJmiuty  Who  ^d  difcover'd  to  'em 
his  Bafenefi  and  Villany.  He  neidier  confider'd  the 
Confent  of  the  Smate  or  People  j  but  much  dimi- 
niJh'd  the  Authority  of  the  fiDrmer  by  the  Murder 
c£  many  of  die  higher  Rank ,  whole  Wealth  he 
feiz'd  on  for  his  own  ufe,  refolving  to  chufe  no  more 
in  thdr  Places,  that  thdr  Power  might  d««afe  in- 
Jenfiblyj  and  in  time  be  worn  out. 

Among  thofe  whom  he  murder'd  for  their  Eftates, 
Marctujtmiut  was  onp;  a  moft  eminent  Man  among 
the  Romans,  defcended  from  the  Companions  of  */*- 
neat, and  marry'd  to  Tarauina,  Daughter  to  Tarqu'miat 
Prifcm,  by  whom  he  had  Lucius  Jmtus.  This  Luciat 
was  nobly  educated,  and  had  an  admirable  Wit  and 
Knowledge,  with  a  profound  Judgment  and  Under- 
ftanding;  but  after  Tar-juin  had  privily  murder'd  his 
Father  and  his  eldeft  Brother,  the  better  to  faire  him- 
feff  and  revenge  his  Father,  he  counterfeited  him- 
felf  a  Fool,  and  thence  had  the  Surname  of  Brutus. 
Tarqmn  thinking  his  Folly  real,  delpisd  the  Man; 
ana  having  polleG  d  himfdf  of  his  Eftate,  kept  hipi 
as  an  Ideot  in  his  Houfe,  fufFering  him  to  converfe  -  a 

with  his  Children,  not  out  of  any  Relpect  as  a  Kinf. 
flianj  but  to  make  'em  Sport  by  his  ridiculous  Words 
and  A<ftions.  It  hapn'd  in  the  time  of  a  great  Pefti- 
lence,  he  fent  his  two  Sons  Sextus  and  Ttius  to  con- 
Cilt  the  Oracle,  and  with  theip  Brutus,  as  a  Compani-  ' 
on  for  thear  Diverfion.  The  Sons  were  well  pleas'd 
with  his  Company,  and  laugh'd  very  hearrily  to  f^ 
him  of&r  a  wooden  Stdff  to  AfoJk,  wherein  he  had 
fecredy 
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fecredy  convey'd  Gold.  The  young  Men  having  ex- 
.  ecuted  thdr  Father's  Commands,  enquir'd  of  the  O-  , 
racle,  Which  of  them  Pom' J  he  Prince  of  Rome  ?  It  was 
anfwer'd.  He  who  firfi  Jhoud  kifs.  hit  Mother ;  which 
the  Sons  raiftmderltanding,  agreed  to  do  it  both  at 
theirreturn,  and  reign  jointly  together.  But  Brutus^ 
knowing  the  meaning  of  the  Oracle,  asfoonas  th^ 
arriv'd  at  Italy y  pretended  to  fall  down  by  chance,  and 
kifs'd  the  Earth,  which  is  the  common  Mother  of 
all  Men.  After  this,  he  ever  made  it  his  Bufinefs  tb 
find  Opportunities  of  ruining  the  Tyrant,  and  re- 
ftoring  the  Liberties  of  iiowe;  all  whidi  he  carry'd 
on  by  a  profound  Secrecy  and  a  wonderful  Diflfimu- 
/lation. 

II.  Tarejuin  being  a  Warlike  Prince,firft  march'd  a*- 
gainft  the  Sabinesy  who  refus'd  to  pay  him  Obedience,  : 
and  icon  reduc'd  them  to  Submiffion;  over  whom  he 
V.C,  obtain'd aXriumph.  Soonafter, hebe^anaWar with 
123.  th&Volfciy  a  People  bordering  on  Latium,  which  con- 
tinu'd  with  fome  little  Intermiffions  above  200 
Years :  From  thefe  he  took  Suejfa-Vometia,  a  confidc- 
rableGty  about  26  "Miles  Sotith-Eaftof  iiowe,  where 
he  found  great  Spoils  and  Plunder ;  and  over  tliem 
he  obtain'd  a  fecond  Triumph.  Next  he  fell  upon 
17.  C.  Gabii,  a  City  of  great  Note,  lo  or  n  Miles  Eaft  of 
22  J-  Romey  which  had  taken  part  with  Suejfa-Fometia  :  He 
invelted  it,  but  meeting  with  great  DitEcuIties,  he 
caus'd  his  eldeft  Son  Stxtus  to  counterfeit  Defertion, 
upon  Pretence  of  barbarous  Ufage  from  his  Father; 
who  being  honourably  ra:eiv'd  by  the  Gabimsj  by 
his  cunning  and  infinuating  Behaviour,  got  to  be 
their  Governour.  After  fome  time  he  fent  to  his  Fa- 
tlier  to  know  what  Meafdres  to  take ;  Tar<^uin  took 
the  MefTenger  into  the  Garden,  and,  in  imitatipn  (tf 
Thrafyhulus  the  Milejiatj,  cut  down  the  talleft  Fopjaes 
before  his  Face,  then difmi£'d  him  withpiitany  o- 
ther  Anfwer.    Sextui,  knowing  the  meafiing  01  all ' 

that' 
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that,  put  to  death  the  mpft  principal  Citizens,  arid 
eafily  becray'd  the  Place  into  his  Father's  Elands.    Af-  U-  C» 
ter  this,  tVj/aw  made  a  League  widi  the  e^j«i,  a-2;2.  ' 
neighbouring  People  between  the  Folfci  and  the  Sa- ' 
Imesj  and  renew'd  that  with  the  Hetrurians. 

Tar^um,  having  gain'd  great  R  iches  and  Spoils  frbm 
SueJ/»-Pemetia  ,  roolv'd  to  fet  about  the  Temple  his 
Grand^Father  had  defign'dj  and  when  he  foundforae 
Reipitefrom  War,  heemploy'd  a.great  number  of 
Workmen  about  it.  At  their  digging  to  lay  the  U.  Ci 
Foundation,  a  Man's  Head  was  found  bleeding  a-  24=. 
frefii,  belonging  to  one  Talui,  flvhichgave  the  Name 
of  CrfP/TOL  to  the  Building.  It  wasfeatedupon'"*'"* 
a  high  Crag  or  Rock  on  Mount  CapiioUntf  which . 
from  Romiuut'i  time  had  been  call'd  MmsTarpeiMs,  ahd' 
before  that  Satwnius.  It  was  eiglit  Acres  in  compafs, 
200  Foot  long,  and  as  many  broad  wanting  i  j  i^oot,* 
its  hdght  being  equal  to  its  length ;  a  moft  magni,-, 
ficent  Building,  dedicated  to  Jupiter  in  Chief,  hut 
containing  three  Temples  within  the  fame  Walls,  the 
middle  belonging  to  Jupiter,  and  the  other  two  lo 
Juno  and  Mntr'oa,  all  under  the  lame  Roof.  It  had. 
a  noble  Front,  looking  towards  the  Soaih,  tO  die' 
grand  Faramj  the  moft  irBquented  part  of  the  whold 
City.  It  had  alfo  a  ftately  Porch  or  Gallery,  with 
three  Rows  of  PillarSjCach  fide  having  a  double  Row  j 
and  to  this  they  afcended  by  an  hundred.  Steps, 
widi  large  Spaces  between  leveralof  'em.  To  carry 
on  this  great  Work,  Taraum  employ'd  much  of  the 
PdiUck  Money  and  Stock,  and  likewjfe  the  Labo.ut 
of  the  Common  People ;  but  the  Building  was  not 
flnifli'd  tUl  two  Years  after  his  Banifhment. 
_  The  Building  of  the  Cfl^/fo/  was  not  only  counted 
a  great  Ornament  to  the  City,  in  refpe*^  of  Magni- 
ficence, .  but  was  Ukewife  look'd  upon  as  a  very  great 
BleflSng  upon  die  account  of  Religion :  And  in  the 
lame  Reigir«Kothcr,  as  great  in  their  Opinicttij  hapned 
Itkewife  to  the  Ramans^  which  was  this.    A  csrtain 
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ftrange  Woman  came  to  the  King,  oferlng  to  lell 
SiSyl>  him  iiine  Books  of  die  Sihyllim  Oracles.  He  refii- 
s«t''  ling  to  buy  'em  at  her  Rate,  fhe  departed,  and 
burning  three  of 'em,  retum'd,  demanding  as  much 
for  the  fix  remaining.  Being  Uugh'd  at  for  a  M^d- 
Woman,  fhe  again  departed,  and  burning  half  of  'em, 
rbturn'd  with  the  other  three, .  ftill  asking  as  much  as 
at  fiift.  Tarqian,  furpriz'd  at  the  Strangenefi  of  the 
Xhing,  immediately  fent  for  the  Augurs  to  know  her 
Meaning ;  who  mtich  blam  d  him  for  not  buying  the 
nine,  and  advis'dhim  to  buy  the  tliree  at  the  lame 
Rate.  The  Woman,afcertheSaleandDelivery,  ad-  ■ 
.  .  vifing  him  to  have  a  fpecial  care  of  'em,  vanifli'd, 
and  was  never  after.feen,asDio«)»yw*relates  theStory. 
Jar'jujn  chofe  two  Men  out  of  the  Nobility  to  keep 
them,  to  whom  he  allow'd  two  Publick  Servants  j 
but  afterwards,  in  the  time  of  the  Cornmon-wealdii 
they  were  kept  v/jtli  the  greateft  Care  imaginable, 
fifteen  of  the  liioft  eminent  Perfons  of  the  Nobility 
Ijeiug'  chofen  and  appointed  to  keep  'em  in  a  Stone 
Chelt,  in  a  Vault  under  the  Cafml^  and  thefe  were 
esempted  from  all  other  Burthens  both  Military  and 
Civil;  and  fo^  them  only  it  was  lawful  to  look  in 
'im.  Theft:  Magiftiates  from  their  Number  were 
>  Q^indt'  afterwards'  call'd  Qiiimhcemviri.  Thefe  Oracles  were 
cemviti,  confulted  by  the  Stnm%  Decree  in  times  of  Sediti- 
ons, Plagues,  and  any  Publick  Calamities  j  and  were 
kept  here  till  they.perifh'd  wuh  the  burmx^g  of  dw 

Z\C.       .  III.  The  People  being  lb.mucKemploy'd  for  fi)ur 
244.       Years  together  about  the  building  of  tlie  Capitol,  be- 
gan to  make  fome  Complaints  J  but  Tar^n,  toli- 
tisfic  'em,  but  efpecially  to  recruit  his  own  Coffers, 
pjociaim  d  War  againit  the  JiwfiV;,  a  People  joining 
■   to  the  Lai'.TKs,  the  Vol^ci,  and  the  Sea,  pretending 
t)iey  hadreceivd  and  entertain'd  fome  i^jwow Exiles; 
and  upon  diat  account  he  iavefted  Jr  dm  ,their  Me- 
tropolis,. 
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tropt^,  a  Cky  16  Miles  Soutb-E^fi  of  Ronu.  Whife 
heky  before  this  Place,  his  Son  Sextns,  wirti  Tar^ui" 
niui  Co3atimii,ihs  Son  of  E^srius  Prifcus's  Nephew^and 
femeof  the.  Principal  CourtierSj  were  drinking  togfr- 

.  flier  in  the  Camp ;  where  there  hapned  a  I>ifo>uife 
concerning  their  Wivcsj  each  Man  praifing  his  own. 
to  a  very  high  D^ee,  which  occafion'd  a  Jcind  of 
a  QuarreL     Collating  told  'em,  it  -was  in  vain  to  talk^ 

,  when  their  Eyes  might  fo  fom  cm'vince  'em  bow  much  his 
txiCrv^dn^excell'J  the  refi,  ifjht/  -ivouA  hut  tmrndiately 
fctt  *f  fo  a  Trjali  whereat  ^ey  all  cry'd,  Ciwe  ow,  and 
bdt^well  heated  with  Wine,  they  cook  Horfe  with- 
out Delay,  and  pofted  for  Rome^  From  which  Place 
Aey  rdd  to  CoUatia  to  fee  Lncretia,  where  coming  late 
at  night,  they  found  her,  not  like  the  reft  of  rfieif 
Wives,  ipendinghenTimeinEafeandldlenefs,  but 
in  the  midftof  her  Maids  hand  at:  Work.  Her  Godd- 
neis  and  Modefty,  as  well  as  her  Shape  ^d  Beauty, 
fo  charm 'd  'em  all,  that  they  unanimoufly  gave  her 
the  Preferrence.  •  Here  Cp/Zuf/Wj  made  a  noble  En- 
tertainment for  his  Guefts,  and  the  next  Day  iwur- 
ned  wirfi  'em  to  the  Camp.    .  ■         .       , 

SextHS.j  now  inflam'd.by  IJiteretias  Beauty, and  the 
hipre  by  the  Reputition  of  her  fem'd  Chaftity,  was 
re(blv'd_to  enjoy  her  upjin  any  Terms  j  then^re, 
within  lew  days  aft^r,  he  went  privately  with  one 
Servant  to  CjllM^,*jhsxz  he  was  kindly  entertain  d  by 
hcf,  aiid  wjcnoucany  fufpicion,  lodgd  in  theHoute. 
At  Midnight  he  foiind  Means  to  convey  himfelf  into 
her  Bed-Chamber,  approach'd  her  Bed-fide  Vidth  his 
drawn  Sv7ord,  and  rudely  laying  his  Hand  onhet 
'R^aftjthreamed  her  with  preient  Death  if  Ihe  offer  d 
to  ttiror  fpeafc.  The  poor  Lady,affngh^cd  out  of  her 
Sleep,  ■  and  feeing  Death  fo  nigh,'  was  in  the  greateft ,  ' 

confufion  imaginable  J  but  ^wto-atfirll,  with  all  the 
Prayers  and  Increaties,  told  her  tlie  Violence  of  his 
Patfion,  withalj  endeavour'dtocorrupt  her  with  the 
glittering  Promifes  of  Empire  and  a  Crown,  but  all . 
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in  vain.  At,laft  he  told  her^  If  ^  wou'dnot  yield,  'i$ 
■woudjirp  kill  her,  then  iay  bit  (wn  Slave  deadby  her  fide^ 
and  report  it  was  for  forprizing -her  in  Adultery  with  him^ 
by  which  means  lie  (wjtain  d  his  End ;  and  in  the  . 
Morning  he  departed.  Lucretia,  inrag'd  at  this  bar^  ' 
barousUfage,  immediately  fent  for  her  Father  from 
Rome,  and  her  Husband  fitrni  the  Camp ;  defiring 
them  to  £ring  with  them  fame  particular  and  fpecial 
Friends,  for  a  weft  dreadful  Mijchief  and  that  of  the 
vnjlefi  Importance,  had  hrfaS'n  her.-  With  ha:  Father 
Lucretius  came  Puhlius  Valerius,  and  with  nCT  Hus- 
bandj  LuetHs  Junius  Brutus,  formerly  mention'd ;  who 
finding  her  jn  her  Chamber,  in  a  moft  lamentable 
and  defperate  Condition,  JJie  told  *em  the  whole 
Matter,  and  rejetaing  all  Thou^ts  of  Comfort,  /he 
moft  folemnly  adju'r  d  'em  all  ^ith  the  moft  power- 
ful PerfWafions  imaginable,  *  revenge  her  Caufe  ta 
tbeutmofi,  ^d  immediately  with  her  Kmfe  Jtabb'd 
her  felf  to  the  Heart ,  as  the  tnieft  Inftance  Jhe 
cou'd  give  of  her  real  Chaftity. 

The  whole  Company  were  ftricken  with  a  Mixture 
of  Siadnels  and  Amazement  at  the  Gr^tnefs,  as  well 
as  Strangenefs  of  the  Aft ;  but  while  they  were  la- 
menting over  the  dead  Body,  Brmus  catching  at  this 
Opportunity,  now  tlirewotthislong  Difguife,  ^vii^ 
them  to  iinderftand,  Hmvfar  different  he  was  from  the 
Terfcfi  they  always  took  him  fir  ;  and  further  fliew'd  'em 
moft  manifelt  Tokens  of  the  Greatnefs  of  liis  Spirit, 
and  the  Depth  of  his  Policy.  He  told  'erii.  That  Tears 
-  and  Lameniaiions  cou'd  never  he  heard,  whilji  Vengeance 
cry'djo  loud'j  thereupon,  in  a  great  Rage,  going  to  the 
Ik)dy,  and  drawing  the  bloody  Kniie  from  out  the 
Wound,  fwore  by  Mars,  and  all  the  Celeftial  Powers, 
above,  Utttriy  to  extermivate  Tarquin  with  his  Impious 
Wife  md  Frr,giny,  to.pyofeciite  them  and  all  their  Friends 
with  toe  utmoji  Rage  of  Fire  and  Sword,  and  never  ajitr 
^0  j'^'tr  the  Tarquins  er  any  other' to   reign  in  Rome. 

Tlicn  he  deUver'd'  the  Knife  to  the  reft,  who,  3!! 
wonder* 
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wondring  at  fo  extraordinary  a  Change  in  Brutajy 
iwore  as  he  had  done ;  and  turning  their  effeminate 
Sorrow  to  a  mafcniine  Fury,  they  refoWd  to  follow 
his  InftnufUons,  and  extirpate  Kingly  Government. 
Bnaia,  as  foon  as  he  could,  procur'd  the  Gates  of 
the  Gty  to  be  fliut,  that  all  might  be  kept  fecret 
from  Tari^mn^  till  fuch  time  as  the  People  i^ight  be 
aflembled,  the  dead  Body  expos"d,-and  a  publick  De- 
cree for  Tartjums  Banifhment  procur'd. 

Th^nate  being  aflembled,  all  ftiew'd  their  Wil- 
Ungnemobanilh  Tar^wn,  blit  at  firft  had  very  diffe- 
reht  Opinions  concdfming  thp  new  Modelling  of  the 
Government,  which  probably  might  make  it  a  tedi- 
ous Bufinels.  Brutus  reprefented  to  'em  the  abfolute 
Neceffity  of  a  quick  Difpacchj  and  immediately  pre- 
fcrib'd  *em  a  Form  of  Government;  fliewing  them. 
That  htfure  TarquinV  violating  bis  own  aad  ha  PriJt- 
(^ers  Oatby  Rome  bad  htm  iapfy  and  famous ,  both 
far  ber  ASi  abroad^  and  her  Confiiturienr  at  borne  i  and 
that  the  R^al  Power  had  at  lafi  bem  dangerous,  and  aU 
mofi  defirafU'Oe  to  the  Seqtrity  of  the  State,  and  the  Safety 
0f  the  Feoflej  and  therefore  was  not  to  be  triced  in  one 
Aran's  hoMs,  hut  two  were  to  be  chofen,  ivbo^oud  govern 
with  e^ual  Authority  and  Command.  Tbm,  becaufe  Namef 
alone  were  offenfive  to  many  People  ,  he  thought  that  of 
-  Kingdom  wot  to  be  left  off^  and  the  ether  cf  Common- 
wealth tb  be  afj'um'd-f  and,  injlead  of  the  Title  of  King 
and  Monarch,  fome  mere  Modefi  and  Popular  was  to  be 
inveraed'y  as  likewife  wire  fome  of  their  Enfigtis  to  be  laid ' 
-afide,  and  others  to  be  retain  d.  That  the  main  and  onfy 
■thing  to  keep  theft  Mi^firates  in  Order,  was,  to  prevent 
.theirperpetualPrnver-jOndifth^wert  Annual,  after  the 
manner  of  A^sxiS,  each  might  team  both  hwtobe  Sub- 
jeB,  ana  haw  to  Govern,  laftly.  That  the  Namt  of  King 
might  not  be  whoBy  lofii  theTitlewattobegrvtntoonewho

^^^ottkeTasqmmiJhaulJheimMlh'd  with  all  their  Off-  . 
jfringy  and  that  itjheM  ht  Cafitalfi/r  a^  me  tejfeak  tr 
ilSfvr  their  Return. 

Srntii  having  procur'd  thus  much,  the  Comiria  were 
Uniiiiiedjately  allembled  t^  hitn,  and  dte  Body  of  Lu-- 
cretla^  all  difmally  Uopdy,  brought,  and  fet  thov  for 
apitci&l  Spedacle  to  aJI  the  Peop^  There  Bntfaj, 
to  their  great  Surprifcj  difcovo-'d  bimfelf,  tflkng  '-esi 
tbQ  Reafons  c^  his  loag  afid  ftrange  DiiEtnulatioi^ 
and  the  great  OccaHon  of  their  prefent  Meeting, . 
withal  Jhewing  'eqi  the  Senates  Decree.  Then  he 
feU  to  wiumerating  all  the  feveral  Crimes  and  ViUa- 
nies  of  Tar^n,  particularly^  That  he  had  Vmfond  har 
<m/»  Brother,  Strangled  bit  fflfe,  Murder  i  hx  lawftd  So- 
wrtigu,  and  fiWd  Ditches  and  CommoihStwers  vitb  the 
Bodies  of  the  Nohility  :  That  he  came  to  the  Eingdom  an 
Ufiirper,  and  cotttinu'd  in  it  a  Tyrant  j  ie«g  trtacherotu 
m  his  gMate^  Friends,  'and  harharaus  to  ail  Mankind :  Thai 
his  three  Sens  were  of  a  Temper  as  Snfolem  and  Tyrataical 
«s  himfe^,  effewUj.  the  Eldefi,  ef  which  thiy  nffiv  had  a 
fyd  and  daltftH  Infiance  hefore  their  Syes.  That  fintx  the 
King  was  abjet^,  and  the  Patnciaos  aH  refih'd^  neither 
Men,  Mmey,-  nar  Foreign  Aid  Pmd  he- wanting  to  'em^ 
had  they  hi(t  Courage  fcr  the  Entcrpriiu.  Urging  Wllhal, 
that  it  wof  ajhame  to  think  of  Commanding  the  Vollcv 
Sabines^  and  ]S^ims  abroad,  and  he  Slaves  to  others  ap 
htmiy  and  fo  maintain  Jo  many.Wiars  to  Jh-vs  the .amhiti~ 
tm  Ends  of  a  Tyrant,,  and  net  imdertake  one  far  their  tnun 
.  Jiiiet^-  AvA  tha/t  as  far  the  Army  0t  the  Siege,  their  awn 
httereji.  in  all  Baf^its  weu'd  ohfige  'em  la  joyrt  in  what  evr 
.  W^^^i^f^  f^vn  in  the  City, 

,   The  Mvlatiide,,TirattfpoEted  with  the  Hopes  of  Li-   . 
bdrty,  and  cliarc^'d  with  the  pjerfon  and,grace&l 
3e)uviour  of  Briam,  with  .loud  Acclamadons  gave 
iKv  Affwta  acd  vmae^axslyk  eaUU%  Mms.    Lit 
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cram  was  appointed  hter-rtx  for  holding  the  Com'ith, 
whoftrait  adjoum'd  it  to  the  Camfiis  Martim,  whei-e 
Magiftrates  were  ele«fted  in  their  Armour.  These  he 
norftittated  Brutus  and  CoUat"mt4s,  to  exereife  the  R^gd 
PAw,  as  they  before  had  agreed  on  among  them- 
felTcsj  and  the  Cenrwiet  confirm  d  'em  by  tiieir  Suf- 
frages. In  the  mean  time,  Tan^uln  having  heard  , 
fomething"  of  ehefe  Tranfa(ftionsj  came  ridirig  in  all 
hafte  to  the  City,  with  hisSon5,and  feme  of  his  moft 
trafty  F^pnds.to  prevent  the  Mifchiefs  that  threacned 
Km;  butfinding  the  Gates  faft  ihut,  and  tlie  Wails 
full  of  Armed  Men,  in  great  Grief,  he  return  d  to  the 
Camp.  But  Brutus  forefeeing  his  fudden  Coming, 
had  induftriouQy got  befoie hnn  to  the  Army  anotlier 
Way,  and  acquainted  theni  with  the  Decree  bodi  of 
Senate  alnd  PeoplCj  pretfing  'epi  hard  to  a  Kevolr. 
Immediately  their  Sufirages  wefe  call'd  over  accord- 
ing to  th^T  Centuries,  and  they  unanimoully  agreed 
to  do  exa(^y  as  their  Friends  in  the  City  had  donej 
fo  that  when  Tar^iSn  retum'd,  they  refus'd  to  admit 
him.  Thus  ftuftrated  of  his  Hopes,  he  went  to  Ga^ 
Ini^  cm  toCare  in  Hetrwia,  now  Grey-headed,  iiaving 
reign'd  2f  Years.  Ha-irtimiltinAtierat'Ms,<JxitiCx>m^U.  C. 
mandersof  the  Army,  made  a  Truce  with  the  Ene-  i4y- 
my  for  i  y  Yeare,  aiid  railing  the  Siege  before  Ardta, 
.retum'd  to  Rome  with  all  their  Forces. 

IT.  Such  Ivas  the  End  of  the  Regal  State  of  Rome, 
24f  Years  after  the  Building  of  the  City;  inthefirit 
Year  of  the  68/^,  Olympiad,  A.M.  5496,  51  Years 
deer  the  Ruine  of  the"  Bafylomaft  Empire,  and  the' 
letting  up  of  thcPerJiaft,  i-^f)  before  the  beginning 
of  die  Atoce<i»i(fl»,  and  5-07  before  our  Saviour  CAr/jHf, 
occafion'd  by  a  Man  who  knew  neither  how  to  go- 
vern accordiqg  fo  the  Laws,  nor  yet  to  reign  againft 
diem.  The  Rmm  Domiruons  now  contained  moft 
of  CMd  Latitim,  with  the  greateft  part  of  the  S^inu 
Countiyi  a  confiderable  pair  kA  Betrma,  particii-  . 
E  4  ■  laily       . 
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larly  of  the  Veientts,  deretaaes,  and  Tir^uinii,  befides 
.&)me  finall  Pares  of  the  f^olfci  and  t/f  jjw  ^  being  much 
about  40  Miles  long  and  3  o  broad  j  a  Spot  of  Ground 
fiot  fo  large  by  a  fourth  part  as  either  the  Dukedoms 
of  Moikna,  }-avmay  or  Manfua^  and  not  mu^h  latger 
?han  the  Territory  of  the  Commonw^lth  of  L»ctf : 
ib  that  this  was  rightly  term'd  by  Hiftorians,  the 
Infancy  of  Romty  efpedaliy  fince  moft  of  thefe  Parts 
were  both  able  and  ready  to  Revolt  upon  every  little 
Occalion,  as' the  Remans  often  found  afterwards; 
fo  that  it  cott  'em  many  Years  trouble,-  and  many 
hazardous  Wars  before  they  cou'd  wholly  fiibdue 
'em,  and  much  enlarge  their  Dominions. 

If  we  look  upon  the  Gty  itXelf  at  diis  time,  we 
may  find  it  encreafed  afttr,a  far  greater  PrpporuMi 
than  formerly,  and  its  Urge  Extent,  its  numerous 
Inhabitants,  and  its  magmiicent  StruAuresi  were 
happy  Fore-runners  of  its  fiiture  Grandeur  and  Em- 
jjire.  And  thtfe,  together  with-  the  wife  Inftituti-" 
ons  of  its  Prince,  and  lite  ^eat  Prudence  arid  Gra- 
vity of  its  Senate^  were  the  m^un  Supportei^  and 
Prefervers  of  it,  in  the  midft  of  fo  many  envious 
Neightours  and  powerftl  Enemies ;  tho'  indeed 
the  Inhabitants  diemfelves  were  an  extream  rough 
and  unpolilhd  People,  httle  acquainted  with  Know. 
kdge  and  Learning,  and  far  unlike  their  Succeffors  in 
Skill  and  Condm^:  Iheir  Engagements  were  more 
like  fo  many  Tumults  than  real  Battels,  whereOb- 
ftinacy  in  lighting  generally  fuppiy'd  the  place  of 
Difc^iplinein' War:  only  they  had  the  good  fortune 
to  deal  with  Neighbours  who  ha^  inbre  Barbarity  and 
Ignorance  than  themfelves.  In  iliort,  what  may 
truly  beaffirm'd  of  thei  old  Romans,  is,  they  were  a 
People  of  moft  extraordinary  CourageandPierceneis, 
,  a  PeopleofprodigiousHardmefsandAufterityofLife, 
a  People  of  indefatigable  Induftryjand  wonderful  Lo- 
vers of  th^r  Country ;  and  from  thefe  main  Springs 
afterwards  pr9ceedea  many  gr^t  and  noble  A<Sion5,. 
■ '  Before 
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Before  the  Condofioa  of  this  Firft  Book,  to  make 
the  Romm  ITtfiory  as  clear  and  inteltigible  as  poffible,  - 
it  may  be  convenient  to  ^tc  a  Hint  of  the  feveral 
Countries  the  tima»i  afterwards  became  Matters  o£ 
Firft  Gaul,  which  was  then  inhabited  by  an  uncivi- 
Jiz'd,  tho'  a  Warlike  Pecqple,  was  broken  and  divided 
into.a  great  number  of  petty  Goremments.  Sfam  ' 
and  Germany  was  much  in  the  fame  Condition,  add 
Britain  not  much  better,  as  likewife  was  Dacia  and 
IByricum,  Greece  was  in  a  moft  flouriihing  wealthy 
Condition,  under  feveral  Monarchsof  Ronbwn,  aiwl 
po*CTfiil  Common-wealths,  tiuf  not  long  after  be- 
came fubjeA  to  the  Macedmiaa  £m{Hr&  ^Jia  Adiner 
was  almw  in  the  lame  Condition,  then  fubjeded  to 
the  Terjiani  and  ijext  to  the  Macedonian  Empires,  but 
at  laft  partly  fteed  fiom  the  latter.  Armenia  was  a 
confiderable Monarchy.  Syria^Cbaldea,  Affyriaj  and 
MefoWtamia,  were  all  powerful  States,  biit  fuccefjive- 
ly  fubjeA,  to  rfie  Per^ati  and  Mattdonian  Enroires,  the 
ftrfl  of  which  iax)v'd  a  fiparate  Kingdom.  Judaa  was 
a finaUbuirnoble Kingdom.  Egjft  wasalfb.aflou- 
riihing  Kingdom,  fubjeft  to  its  own  Kings.  Africa 
was  a  powerful  and  growing  Cominon-wealth,  who  '  ^ 
had-Sfcf^inagreatmeafure.  As  for /r^^  it  felf,  that 
was  divided  among  many  petty  Nations  and  People, 
as  was  dderv'd  in  the  beginning.

op  that  of  Ctatfds.^  1]^  High  OffiCen  were  two  in  c«/k/« 
'  ■       '  Num- 
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Number,  firft  call'd  PrrfTori  ,  next  j^Mi/cM,  And  ^er- 
-wards  Cmfulsy  a  Cvtifalendo,  from  CounfclUng  or  Con- 
fulting  die  Common  Good  of  the  People:  They 
were  yearly  ele<fted  by  the  People  in  the  Centuriata 
Cumitia,  out  of  the  Patricians,  being  Perlbns  no  lefs 
than  43  Years  old,  or  nigh,^  and  ot  excelknt  Qua- 
iifications;  as  long  as  there  was  little  or  no  Corrupti- 
ons.    The  Confuiar  Power  was  at  firft  equal  to  the 

,  .  ■  Regal,  till  in  a  ftiort  time  Poplicola  brought  in  the  li- 
berty of  Jffealing  to  die  People :  Yet,  after  this, 
their  Authority  was  very  large,  iatthcy  -ivtrt  the  Heads 
'  if  the  People  ^nd  Senate,  fuperieitr  to  all  other  Magifirates,  , 

•  govtrtid  the  State,  difpos'd  of  the  Vublkk  RevsnMS,  ad- 

I  'tninijlerd  Jt^'ice,  coll'd  and  dijmf'd  the  Senate,  and  all 

Caseral  Ajj'emblies ,  had  all  tie  Laws  exailcd  in  their 
Names,  led  Armies,  appointed  Officers,  treated  -ivith  all 
Foreign  Princes  ojidAmhaffadors,  and  tranfaBed  many  o- 
iber  Things  in  ihelr  invnNai^es.  Tliey  had  alfo  the  Roy- 
al Ornaments  us'd  by  die  Kings^  as  the  (ioUm  Crown, 
Sciptre,  Purple  Robes,  fVhite  Robes  the  twelve  lifforjj 
with  the  Axes  and  Fafces,  the  Jvcry  and  Curide  Chairs  j 
only  to  prevent  the  People  sJea!oufies,the  Crowns  and 

■  Sapires  were  never  us'd  but  upon  extraordinary  Days 
of  Triumph ;  and  commonly  one  was  attended  by 
the  Axes,  and  the  other  ty  the  Rods,,  changing  each 
.Month.  The  firft  Confuls  were  £.  Jamui  Brutus,  and 
LTarijuinius  CcUatinm,  who  had  been  the  Authors  of 
this  Settlement ;  and  they  immediately,  revivd  the 
l.awsof,5ervwjTi«///<*,cMicerning'Publick  Meetings 
and  Affemblics,  with  other  things  that.conducd  to 
the  SatisfaiSion  of  the  common  fort ,  who  look'd 

■  upon  their  ancient  Rights  as  newly  recover 'd. 

Before  Affairs  were  peifeaiy  fetded  in  the  Com- 
mon-wealth, feme  AmbalTadoi-s  from  Hetruria  arriv'd 
at  Rente,  in  behalf  of  the  late  King  Taiit^mn,  who  was 
*  now  fo  mortifi'd,  and  fo  fenfibte  of  his  Mifmanage- 
ment^  that  he  made  very  large  Promifes  of  obferving 
all  regular  Admiiiiftration  for  4he  future,   If  tbn 

wend 
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wou'd  receive  him  as  their  l/twfid  Kh^.  When  thisPro* 
pola!  cou'd  not  be  heard  ,  the  AmbafFadors  only  de- 
iit'd,  "that  be  might  have  bu  Goods  return  d  him,  at  leafi 
fuch  as  -were  his^and-father  Pfifcus'i,  ivbo  had  defer-u'd 
no  111  at  their  bands.  But  Bfutui  very  violently  opposd 
that  Demdnd,  as  being  almdl  as  dangerous  as  the  o- 
ther,  heefteeming  it  no  good  Policy  to  ftirnifti  an  E- 
namy  with  Money  againft  themfelves;  however  bis 
ball^ue  Collatine  molt  readily  cornplyd  with  it,  but  . 
patting  it  to  the  Vote,  it  pab'd  in  the  Negative,  the 
Vmces  being  very  nigh  equaL  The  Ambafladors 
meeting  witn  no  Succ^,  according  to  their  Inlh-oiiti- 
ons,  made  feveral  plaufible  Excufes  for  tarrying  in 
Rome  longer  than  ordinary ;  aad  inthat  time,  by  their 
cunning  Management  and  fcirpromifes,  found  means 
to^aw.overlbme  of  CoUatine'%  Family  to  the  fides, 
namely,  twoofthe^»7i(,  and  three- of  their  f^rt//«, 
whether  with  Brutus'%  two  Sons,  Titut  and  Tihtrias. 
Thefe,  with  fome  other,  all  join'd  in  a  Confpiracj', 
keeping  their  private  Meetings  at  the  Houfe  of  the-' 
A<^ilii,  there  to  confult  about,  and  manage  their  Pe- 
figns,  which  were  to  kill  both  the  Cmjds,  and  to  en- 

■  deavour  to  re-inthrone  Tarefwn. 

Thefe  Conltjirators  cou'd  not  'bng  conceal  their 
Pra^ices,  but  were  difcover'd  by  a  Slave  call'd  f  7»- 
^/(w,  who  had  accidentally  hid  himfelf  in  the  fame 
Roon^  fearing  to  be  found  there,  and  not  having 
time  to  come  out.  Now  Vindidus,  fearing  to  dilco- 
verthis  ftrange  Accident  to  either' of  the  Coiifuls, 
upon  the  Account  of  fuch  a  nigh  Relation,  went  dr- 
redly  to  Valeriui^  afterwards,  call'd  Pe^licola.  a  great 
Affillant  in  this  Revolution ,  and  laid  open  the 
whole  Plot     Valtrius  was  much  ftartUd  at  the  Dif- 

■  joivCTy,  therefore  to  proceed  warily,  he  firft  fecurd 
the  Slave  to  have  him  in  readin^fi ;  then  fending 
his  Brother  Marcus  to  beiet  die  King's  PalacCj  and 
Watch  all  the  Servants  there,  he  himfelf,  with  his 
Friends  aqd  Cli^ttt&went  to  the  Houfc  of  the  /.efuiliiy 

where 
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"w^ere  lie  feiz'd  on  feveral  Letters  writ  to  7<wf«iB  by 
AefeConipiratws.  Tlie  ^^w/h  being  abroad,  met 
'em  at  the  Gatfe,  where  they  endeavour'd  to  recover 
.  the  Letters  by  force  of  Arms  j  but  Falerius,  by  the 
help  of  his  FoUowcRj  violently  dragg'd  'em  to  the 
Foramf  where  he  found  fome  or  the  King's  Servants 
with  other  Letters^  who  had  been  Ukewiie  forcM  thi- 
ther by  his  Brother  Marcus.  The  People  thrraig'd  Km 
all  fides,  but  theGonful's  Sons  drew  the  Eyes  of  the 
whole  Multitude  upon  'em  ,and  fereral  Tumults  were 
like  to  arife,  till  both  the  Confuis  came,  and  afcend- 
'  Ing  the  Tribunal,  appeas'd  al!.   . 

Findlcius  was  immediately  fent  for  by  Vder'tuhQfr- 
dcr,  and  coming  before  the  Conftils,  he  related  the 
•  whole  Story  at  large,  and  for  a  neater  Proof  agajnft 
*em,  theLetters  were  read  publickly  before  all,  BrHtta 
all  rile  vrfiile  inwardly  burning  with  Rage  and  Fiiry. 
The  Accufed  Parties  pleaded  nothing  fw  th'anfdves, 
but  all  flood  wondferfiiliy  aftoniJh'd,and  in  a  profound 
Silence;  till  at  laftlbme,  to  flatter  firAWw,  propos'd 
Banifliment  as  a  fufficient  Punifhment,  and  Colatme's 
Tears,  with  Valerius'^  Silence,  gave  the  Prifoners  great 
Hopes  of  Mercy.  But  Brutus  at-laft  rofeup,  with  a 
■ftern  Majefty,  and  a  Refolution  to  do  fomething  that 
the  WprldJhoti'd  wonder  at ,  he  call'd  aloud  to  both 
his  Sons,  Canji-  tib:  thcu,0  Titus,  »£irfA£i»jTiberius,»Mi« 
any  Vtfmce  agaittj}  theft  Crimes,  nmif  laid- to  jetir  chergi  ? 
This  Queftion  he  put  to  them  three  feveral  times,  and 
receiving  no  Anfwer,  heturn'd  himfelftoche  Lid»rs 
and  Executioners,  faying,  Wow  'tis  your  Tartto  ftrfgrm  ■ 
therefi.  Jlor  could  all  the  Sentiments  of  Paternal  Pity, 
nor  alt  the  fad  pleading  Looks  of  the  People,  nor  yet 
the  Umenrab'e  Complaints  of  the  unhappy  Youths, 
move  the  Firmnefs  of  his  Refolution  j  but  prefently 
die LiAors  feizd  on  the  two  Young  Men;  and ftrip- 
ping'cm,ty'dth$irHands  behind 'em,  then  tore  their 
Bodies  with  Scourges,  and  prefently  after  beheaded 
'em ;  BrutHs  all  the  time  gazing  on  the  cruel  Spettacle 

with 
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widi  A  mc^Aeady  Look  and  wi^ker'd  Couiittnance, 
while  theMuIdtude  look'doa  wuha  ftra^  Mixture 
of  Pi^  and  Amazement.  Ar«r<»  after  diis  Execudc^ 
iaunediatdy  departed  out  of  the  Aflembly,  leaving 
the  relt  of  &e  Crinunals  to  the  Difcr^on  of  hia 
CoU^ue. 

.  Co&»m\  Backfi^ardnds  in  puni/hing  the  Prisoners, 
encourag'd  the  A^mlll  to  defire  iam&  time  to  anfwer, 
and  to  have  their  Slave  Vi»dicmi  delivered  up  to  'em, 
and  not  to  continue  in  the  hands  of  their  Acctifers. 
CoSatm  was  ready  to  do  bodi,  and  to  diimiis  the  AC- 
femblVj  whan  y^eriM,who  had  the  Slave  in  his  hands, 
wou'd  ncitha  deliver  him,  nor  fufer  the  People  to  _. 
bc«ak.up  without  cenfuring  the  Accufed;  but  imme- 
diately laid  hands  on  ;be.<^7/(,  and  fent  for  £r»ftfj, 
exclaiming  agaioft  CoBatine'$  partial  Dealings,  wher»- 
opoa  the  Conful  in  a  Rage  commanded  th^  li&a^ 
to  take  away  Fipdkiuf,  who  laying  hold  on  him  by' 
Viokace,  were  aflaulted  by  Vderiuh  Friends,  the 
PwpleaU  the  while  crying  out  hv  Brians.  Uponhis 
appearing,  Silence  beii^  made,  he  told  the  Feople,//a 

iy  bitji^ie^  »  hit  Sonit  imdltfi  the  other  Dtlmjitani  to 
them,  pv'mg  U^ve  to  tv^y  A^m  to  /peak  freely.  They 
iaunedtately  put  it  to  the  Vote,  and  condemn  d 'em 
to  be  beheaded,  which  was  prdTenrly  executed.  CoA- 
WfM  finding  the  People  lb  enrag'd  at  him,  partly  for 
ifae  fake  of  Us  nkh  Relation  to  Tar^utn^nd  partly  foe 
his  pofortunacc  Bdiaviour  in  this  fiufmeis,  willingly 
reOgn'd  his  Pla^,  and  departed  the  Gty.  Vtderim  was  ' 
ftraii:  ctofen  Conful  in  hisrooms  who,to  reward  ^m- 
iidm,  made  him  Free,aUowin^  him  fome  Privil^es 
ab^i^totmcrFyaeJA^y  andframhim  a  perfetftand 
'  &U  MaDumifQip  was  afterwards  calld  Vindi^a.  This  Vii^tBd. 
done,  die  Comuts  divided  Tarijmn's  Goods  among 
die  People,  demoliiK'd  his  Palace,  and  laid  the  C<»»^«f 
Martinfj  which  he  had  kept  to  himfelf,  open  as  be- 
ffiK,  Vfh&e  happening  to  be  Corn  which  had  been  ' 
newly 
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ns*lyfiut  down,  thty  threw  it  into  the  River;  and 
.ittc;  tnlf  ilpe  Trees  that  gfeW  there,  which  faftning 
in  the  Grounds,  and  ftoppirig*ihe  Rubbifli  that  was 
bi-ought  down  by  the  Stream,  at  laft  grew  into  an 
hfiili  So-  Jfland,  which  rfiey  call'd  hftda  Smra. 

V.  C.  IhTartjutn  now  finding  all  his  Endeavoars  inefF»fhi- 

146,  al,  drew  together  a  conliderable  Aj^Y  ^  HetruritmSi 
and  advan^  towards  Reme.  The  Confuls  likewife 
^  drew  out  theirs  to  oppofe  him,and  upon  their  joyningj' 
the  two  Genera!s,^rw»j  the  Son  of  Tarqmn,  and  JSf  iff«f 
■  the  Conful,  imj»Tidendy  fingled  out  each  other,  and- 
fighring  with  more  Zeal  and  fury  than  Condud  and 
iSfcretitMi,  were  both  Skin.  A  very  bloody  Battel 
follow'd  between  both  Armies ,  which  ttie  Ni^t 
parted,  but  with  fuch  equal  Fortune,  that  neither  Par- 
ty had  much  reafon  to  boaft ;  but  in  the  Night-time, 
,  either  from  a  Voice  out  of  a  Grove,  as  the  common 
Story  goes.  That  the  Hetrurians  hak  Ufi  me  Man  mare 
than  the  Romans,  or  from  fome  other  extraordinary 
Fright,  the  Enemy  abandon'd  thdr  Camp,  and  bfr* 
ingfeUenuponby  thejRw»<i»j,wereijigh  fooo.takwi 
Prifoners,  having  loft  iijoo  in  the  Battel  before. 
'  For  this  ViAory,  FaUrius  mamph'd  at  his  return  to 
the  Gty,  after  a  more  magnificent  Manner  than  ajiy- 
befbre  him  j  whofe  Example  was  always  t^ferv'd  by 
Pofterity'.  Soon  after,  he  buiy'd  his  CoUegue  Brutus' 
with  grent  Honour,  he  himfeli  making.a  Funeral  O- 
ration  in  his  Commendation  j  and  this  Cyftom  was 
continu  d  in  Sjme  for  the  tiiture,  upon  the  Death  o4 
all  great  and  memorable  Perfons.  There  wasfiich  an 
univerfa!  Coi\cern  through  all  the  City  for  Brutass 
Death,  that  the  Women  by  general  oonfent  moirfn'd 
for  him  a  whole  Twelvemondi ,  fl^ich  was  two 
Months  more  rhan  N«w«  had  appointed. 

Valerius  now  folc  Governour,  deferr'd  the  Elet^ion' 
of  another  Conful,  that  he  might  the  more  eafify 
fettle  the  Common-wealth  him^lf  J  but  the  People 

com- 
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compUining,  and  fearing  another  T«r^'»>  hefoonlee 
'em  fee  their  Miftake  by  his  Courteous  Behaviour  and 
ready  Compliance  with  all  their  Defires,  even  to  the 
demoli/hing  his  own  Houfe,  tvhich  they  thought 
too  large  and  ftately  for  him.  His  courteous  and 
obliging  Carriage, *afld,hM  Bowing  to  the  Peqple 
in  the  Aifembly ,  got  him  the  name  c£  Poplit^. 
He  firft  fill'd  up  the  Senate,  which  wdnted  164  Per- 
Cms;  then  made  leveral  Laws  in  favour  of  the  Peo- 
ple, and  for  the  Retrenchment  of  the  Consular  Power. 
By  one,  he  allow'd  an  Apftd  from  the  Confuls  to  the 
People  By  anorficrj  he  made  it  Death  for  any  Man 
to  take  any  Magiftrate's  Office  without  the  Peoples 
Conftnt.  A  third,  gave  ReUef  to  poor  Grizens,  by  ta- 
kii^  away  the  payment  of  Tribute.  Another  punifh'd 
Dilobedience  to  Confuls,  and  appointed  a  Penaln'  of 
five  Oxen,  and  two  Sheep ;  a  ^k^  being  in  thole  days 
Valu'd  at  ten  Oboli ,  (each  Obdiu  id.  i  <j.)  and  an  Ox 

.  at  a  hundred.  Another  Law  gave  Power  to  any  Man 
to  kill  the  Perfbn  unheard,  wio  affeded  the  Supreme 
Power,  if  he  cou'd  demoi^ate  the  Crime.  The  laft 
Law  was  for  the  Oearion  of  two  Quaftm-s  or  Pah-  Bg^r. 
lick  Treafiirert,  Who  Were  to  take  care  of  the  Publick  . 
Monies  and  Contributions,  and  appcnnted  die  Tem- 
ple of  Saturn  for'the  tySrarium  or  Treafury.  Thelc 
Officers  were  fo  nam'd  a  tfuarendo^  becaufe  the/  en- 
quir'd  after  the  PubUckMoney,and  likewife  after  Ma- 
K&tSxM^  Some  lay  Romulus  and  Nunta  had  their  Qua- 
fim,  but  then  they  were  for  Punifliment,  fuch  as 
were  afterwards  the  Triumviri,  for  Capital  Matters., 
THs  (^afiorjhip  was  the  firft  Itep  to.  the  Offices  of 
Magiftracy,  and  they  were  likewife  to  keep  the  Mili- 
tary Enfigns  in  the  Treafury,   to  fell  Plunder  and 

-  Booty,  lodge  and  carry  out  Ambafladors,  and  feve- 
rtl  other  things  of  the  like  Nature.    Their  Number 
Was  afterwards  very  much  encrcas'd,  till  in  the  tim^ 
of  Juliut  Cafar  they  came  to  forty,  fome  being  us'd,         '% 
for  the  Armies,  am  otfwrs  for  ^e  Provinces.    Of 

F  ,  *rhi8tt      , 
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whichj  thefe  two  <S  fht  firft  Creadon  were  termed 
Urhtmif  the  reft  ProviticialeSf  and  Milttarei. 

Foplicoia  having  thus  feckd  Affairs,  held  an  ASian- 
bly  tor  the  Eletfhon  of  another  Conful ;  wha«  Lu' 
crttius,  the  Father  of  Lucretia,  was  chofcn,  to  whom, 
as  being  the  Elder^  ToplUola  granted  the  F^ceiy  or 
Bundle  of  Rods,  which  refped  of  Age  was  ever  ob- 
fov'd  by  their  Succeffors.  Lwcrrt/n/ dying  a  fcwdays 
after  his  Creation ,  was  fucceeded  by  M  Haratius,  in 
whofe  time  the  Cn^iro/ was  liniJli'd,  and  the  Dedica- 
tion of  it  fell  to  Hor0tiusy  much  againft  PoplkoWs  will, 
who  was  forc'd  to .  be  abroad  in  the  Wars  at  die 
(ame  time.  This  was  perfbnn'd  with  great  Pcmp 
and  Solemnity,  and  with  as  great  a  Concouiw 
of  People  of  all  forts.  In  the  lame  Year  was  the  fii^ 
leagCK  made  between  the  Romans  and  Carthagimtmtt 
according  to  Volyb'nu ;  wherein  ic  was  provided,  that 
'  the  Rormmi  flwu'd  not  Sail  beyond  the  Fair  VromotOaj^ 
which  lay  before  Carthage  towards  the  Nartb^  but 
were  allow'd  to  Traffiek  in  all  diat  Part  of  ./^c» 
on  this  lide  the  Vrotmntaryy  as  alfo  in  Sardima^  and 
that  part  of  Sicily  that  was  then  under  the  Cartbagi- 
tUms.  From  whence  it  appeais,  that  the  Cartbafftu- 
ans  look'd  upon  Africa  and  Sardima  as  all  their  own,. 
but  Sicily  only  in  part ;  but  the  Romans  included  in 
this  JLeague  otiiyLatitm,  making  no  mention  of 
the  reft  ^  Italy,  which  was  not  then  in  their  Pow- 
er. In  a  litde  time  after  Horatiius  Election,  die 
dve  coming  for  new  Confuls  to  be  made,  Pefliada 
was  chofeh  a  fecond  dme,  and  with  him  Lm-etii^ 
Tridfithus,  in  wbofc  time  a  (^mfm  being  porfcMin'd, 
j;oooo  jwere  cds'd  and  valu'd,  befides  Widows 
am  Orphans. 

JJ.C.  ni  Before  Poplicolas  fecond  Confulftip  was  cxpir'd, 

247.       TWja/s  after  his  laft  Defeat,  had  betaken  himfelf  to 

the  Clujini,  one  of  the  twelve  Nations  of  Hetntria, 

and  h^  procur'd  Vmfina,  King  of  Chfium,  and  of 

great 
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great  Power,  to  undertake  his  QuarreL  Poflmla  to 
appear  as  magnificent  as  this  King,  founded  the  Gty 
Sieliucia,  or  rather  Signia,  while  he  was  approaching, 
which  he  fortify "d  with  great  Expence,  and  planted 
k  with  a  Colony  of  700  Inhabitants.  But  Porfena 
march'd  diredly  to  Rome,  laid  a  clofe  Siege  to  it,  and 
made  a  furious  Attack  upon  the  Place ;  in  whidi 
Conteft  the  two  Confuk  with  much  difficulty  repui- 
fing  die  Hefntrianiy  were  both  wounded  and  carri'd 
offi  Upon  which  the  Remims  were  much  diijiearten- 
ed,  and  flying  in  great  Diibrder,  were  clofely  pur- 
fu'd  by  the  Enemy  to  the  Bridge,  who  wou'd  allt? 
nhdoubtedly  have  enter'd  the  Town  with  'em,  had 
not  Hort^iusCoecUs,  wiril  only  Herm'mius  and  Lanius. 
moft  valiantly  oppos'd  *cm.  CouUs  defended  the  Paf^ 
&ge  with  a  wonderful  Bravery,  till  his  own  ParQ^ 
found  time  to  break  down  the  Bridge,  then  catt 
himfelf  arm'd,  as  he  was,  info  the  River,  andfwam 
Over  to  his  Friends,  having  receiv'd  a  Wound  with  a  ■'. 

Spear  in  his  Paffage  over.  Voflkola,  to  reward  him  for 
this  extraordinary  Piece  of  Service,  gave  him  feveraj 
great  Privileges,  and  appointed  a  Statue  to  be  erefted  ■ 

to  his  Memory  in  the  Temple  of  Vidcan.  Parfena 
held  the  Siege  a  long  time,  and  reduc  d  the  City  to* 
gtat  Straits  ;  but  Voflicolaj  now  exerciilng  his  third  . 
Confulfliip,  togerfier  with  his  laft  years  CoUcgup, 
drew  out  his  Forces,  ei^ag'd  the  King,  overthrew 
Mm,  and  kfll'd  cooo  of  his  Men. 

NeverthelelsjttieSi^continu'd,tillMtf/(ff,  a  Man 
rf  a  moft  undaunted  Courage,  refolving  to  attempt 
the  Life  of  Porfena,  tho'  amidft  his  own  Soldiers,  piit  oij 
a  Tw/c-m  Habit,  and  irfing  that  Language,  came  into  j 

the  Camp,  where  by  a  Miftake  he  itabb'd  the  King's 
Secretary,  who  lat  nigh  him,  inftead  of  the^King 
himfdf  Beittg  apprehended,  and  ready  to  be  exa- 
min'd,  he  like  a  Perfon  more  dreadfol  to  others  thaxi, 
fearfiil  himfdf,  toW  'em,  TliaT  he  was  a  Roman,  aad 
hntv  as  weB  bnv  tofi^er  at  to  aS.     Upon  which  he 
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,  conra^oufly  thruft  his  Right-hand  into  the  Fire,  in- 
tending to  puniih  it  for  fo  great  a  Miftake ,  all  the 
while  beholding  Forfena  with  a  fteady  and  angry  - 
Countenance,  who-ibuckand  amazd  atthegreat- 
neG  of  his  Refolution,  difmifsd  him  with  mudi 
AppUufe,  and  reach'd  him  his  Sword  back  from 
his  Throne.  Mutius  taking  it  with  hb  Left-hand 
(  whence  he  had  the  Name  6f  Sca^ola  )  told  the 
King,  That  the  NohUnefs  of  bis  Gettfrofitj  had  more  vath- 
^uipid  him  than  ail  the  Terrors  if  bu  Threats  ^  and  that 
in  requital  he  woud  reveal  a  Secret  to  him^  -which  no  Tar- 
meMt  Jhou'd  ever  have  extorted  from  him  :  Ihat  Tbrte 
hfoutred  Romans  in  the  Camp  ■were  noli'  ivait'ttigfer  his 
'  Life;  that  the  firfi  Attemp -was  appointed  far  bim^  bta 
nmf  hew  as  extreaml/  fatt^'d  that  he  badfo  hapfilj  tmjs'd 
killing  a  Perfon,  whofe  Magnanimity  better  entiti'd  bitn 
to. the  FrienJJhip,  than  the  Hatred  of  the  Roman  Natiem. 
Tcrfena  hearing  this,  was  immediately  inclin'd  to  an 
Accommodadonj  not  out  of  Fear  of  the  ;oo  Men, 
but  in  Admiration  of  the  Rom/rn  Courage.  Voplicola 
was  well  pleas'd  with  the  Propolal,  and  agreed  to 
make  him  Arbitrator  between  Tarquin  and  the  I*eo- 
ple  ;  but  Tati^uin  refolutely  refiis'd  to  admit  of  any 
.Judge J -much  XdiVarJena^  ?f^,  as  hefcid,  had  ^c~ 
■misQhim  Aidy  and  miv  haftiy  falfify'd  his  Word.  Por- 
Jepa,  angry  at  this,  immediately  made  Peace  with  , 
tTie  Romans  upon  thefe  Articles,  Tlat  the  Romans 
pioud^uit  thofe  Tufcan  Lands,  which  tbty  had  taken 
fltmthe  VeienteSj  revere  all  Prifoners,  and  receive  all  their 
befmers.   . 

,  For  the  ratifying  this  Peace  ^QRomant  depos'd 
Twenty  Hoftages,  Ten  young  Men,  and  as  many' 
.VirginSj  among  which  was  Valeria,  the  Daugl>Eer  of 
Teflcola.  All  Afts  of  Hoftility  ceafing,  CUlia,  a  bold 
Virago,  and  one  of  the  HoftageSjgot  from  her  Keepers, ' 
and  at  the  Head  of  the  reft  of  the  Virgins,  fwam  over 
the  River  Tiber,  amidft  the  Darts  oT  the  Enemies  j 
and  being  all  got  Irome,  they  prefented  themfidves  be- 
'  ,  fore 
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fore  Topticda  j  out  he  fearing  the  dangerous  Confer 
quences  fuch  an  Ati  might  occafion,  lent  them  all 
back  to  Ferfmai  which  Tarqum  onderftanding,  laid 
an  Ambufcade  for  them  and  their  Convoy,  but  they 
wererelcu'd  by  Arms,  Porfenas  Son.  Pofeaa^xarai- 
nii^  them,was  fo  nmch  taken  with  the  extraordinary 
Courage  and  good  Behaviour  of  CUlia,  prefented  her 
with  one^of  his  own  Horfesfumptuouflyequip'd,  and 
gave  her  Vovrer  of  difpofing  of  a  fee  number  of  the 
Htrftages,  which  Ihe  did  with  mnch  Difcretion,  cha- 
fing out  the  Youngeft,  as  being  lefs  able  to  bear  In- 
juries and  Hardlhips.  Then  to  give  a  further  TeiU- 
mony  of  his  great  Refpcct  to  the  Romans,  befides  other 
pieces  of  Magnificence,  he  commanded  all  his  Soldi- 
ers to  leave  the  Camp  with  only  their  Arms,  deliver- 
ing to  the  Remans  his  Tents  well  furnifhd  with  Pro-. 
vifionsand  Riches.  On  the  other  fide,  thcRemamto 
flww  dieir  Gratitude,  and  to  preferve  his  Memory,  , 

ereded  a  Statue  for  him  by  the  Senate  Houfe  j  and 
another  to  CUlia,  as  Livy  relates  it,  which  was  a  Maid 
m  Horfehack  ,  in  the  Street  call'd  f^ia  Sacra ;  giving 
likewife  to  A^tius  a  Field  beyond  the  Tiier  ,  after- 
wards calL'd  Mittia  Vrata.  Thus  ended  the  Hetrwiaa 
War,  much  to  Tar/juini  Diifatisfaiftion ;  and  foon 
iSxss  Htrmmius  snA.  Lartlus,  who  had  fo  bravely  d&- 
fended  the  Bridge,  were  together  chofen  Can/Wx. 

IV..  A  Year  Or  two  afier,  the  Sahmi  began  to  beU".  C. 
very  troublefome,  making  Incurfions  into  the  Roman  249. 
Territories.  A/',f*i/e?-(»«  being  one  of  the  Confuls,  by 
the  Inftrudions  of  iiis  Brother  Poplicola,  obtain'd  great 
Honours,  overthrowing  'em  twice,  the  laft  rime  kil- 
ling 13000,  widi  little  or  noLirfs  to  the  Romans.  Be- 
fides  Ws  Triumph,  he  had  the  additional  Honour  of 
a  Houfe  built  for  him  at  the  publick  Charge.  The 
Year  following,  when  Peplicola  was  Conful  the  fourth 
time,  the  whole  Nation  of  the  St^mes  joyn'd  in  Con- 
federacy with  the  Latines  againft  Rome  ^  ]^)iz  Afpius 
V  i  '  -  Claufus, 
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0auft/s,   an  Eminent  Man  amoi^  the  Sjfenex  ^*' 
Riches,  Valour,  and  Eloquence,  being  much  againft 
die  War,  firft  retarded  their  PreparatioiB,  then  after 
a  fhort  time  came  over  ro  die  Ramans  widi  yooo  Fa- 
milies of  his  Friends  and  Dependants.    Thefe  had  a 
.  oonfiderablequantitycf  Land,  and  large  Priviledges 
alldw'd  'em,  befides  their  Freedom,  efpedally  Ciauljn 
hitpfelf,  who  was  made  alfo  a  Saiator  j  and  thcClM^ 
flMdii.    afterwards cali'd  ClauJli,  became  asgreat  a  Family  as 
Tribesfli-  sary In. Revfe.    Soonafterthis,riie7riAejof  thejRw»«i 
•     ?'"!/''-*    State  were  encreas'd  from  Four  to  One  and  twentyj 
™"^'  and  one  of  the  four  jn  the  City  wascall'd  TrihusCUi^ 
dia,  from  the  foremention'd  ^ppius  Claudius  ^  and  this 
ranarkable  Change  happ'ned  in  the  zjodi  Year  dt 
this  Chy,  but  upon  what  Account,  and  by  whofc 
Means  it  was  effedod,  Hiftorians  are  very  fiknt. 

The  Sa^mes  having  niade  all  neceffary  Reparations, 
a<3vanc'd  with  a!!  the  Troops  to  fiM/CT>(«,laying  an  Am- 
bufcade  of  200  o  Foot;  whereof  Po^/ieo/**  having  fom? 
Notice  by  Deferters,  he  divided  his  FcMtes  mto  three 
Parts,  and  taking  theadvanuge  of  aMiftj  fell  upon 
the  Enemy  on  fo  many  Sides,  that  only  the  m^h  Di-r 
fiance  of  i-i'/^atfiav'd 'em  from  being  all  cut  oil  i  the 
Remans  obtaining  Urge  Plunder,  andPtplicoU  a  noble 
Xriumpli,  Not  long  after,  TeflkoU  having  ended 
his  CbnfulflBp,  dy'd.i  and  the  People,  as  well  upon 
the  account  of  his  Poverty,  as  to  mew  theirRefpe<St 
toifo  great  and  ferviceablea  Perfon,  decreed  lie  flrou'd 
tw  bury'dat  the  Publick  Clui^,  and  by  a  favour  pe- 
culiar to  thatFanjily  alone,  within  the  City.  This 
was  perfbrm'd  with  an  equal  Mixture  of  Pomp  and 
SoiTOw^  the  Women,  by  a  gener^Confent,  mourn- 
ing for  liim  a  whole  Year,  as  they  had  before  done 
l^  p.  Sar  Brutus.  In  theiime  Y<ar,  Vcfthwnim  and  Menmm 
251,  being  Confiali,  the  5<!i^;wei  once  more -drawing  toge- 
ther a  numerous  Army,  march 'd  up  atmoft  to  -riic 
Walls  of  Rome.  As  the  ConfuJs  advanc'd  towards 
fern,  Tcfihtviuj  fd\  into  an  Ambufcade,' loft  matiy: 
■      .       ■        ■■'■-.  of 
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of  his  Men,  and  narrowly  efcap'd  himfelf  j  which 
uti£>rtunace  Diladvantage  puc  tlia  Citizens  'm.tx>  lb 
great  a  Conit^nacion,  due  they  ran  back  with  all 
Ipeed  to  their  Walb^  cxpec^iiig  when  the  Enemy 
ihou'd  attack  the  City  :  But  the  Enemy  making  no 
fiich  Attempt,  theymarch'd  out  again,  refolving  to, 
redeem  tlieirloft  Credit;  and  Vt^humiui  more  con- 
cero'd  dian.the  reft,  b^v'd  himlelf  nc^ly,  and  to- 
getha-  with  his  CoUegue,  obtain'd  a  not^e  Victory, 
which  had  been  finifli'd  with  the  entire  Rnuie  of  die 
Sabiftesy  had  not  die  Night  interposed. 

For  the  .greatnefs  (£  this  ViiStory,  the  Senate  de- 
creed AieBeniui  a  fUU  Triumph ;  but  PtfihimiiHj  by 
reaibn  of  bis  ill  SucceG  in  the  beginning,  had  only 
an  inferior  one,  which  the  Romans  call'd  O-vatim,  loovtum. 
nam'd  from  the  Letter  O,  as  it  is  faid,  which  the  $cA~ 
diers  in  way  c£  Joy  were  wont  to  eccho  at  their  re- 
.  turn  from  Vidory,  whereas  in  Triumphs  they  cri'd 
£>  Triumfhe !  Now  an  Ovation  differ'd  from  a  Triumpby  '^"i"'^ 
frop&rlyio  call'd^  in  thefe  Particulars;  namely,  that  - 

in  an  Ovation,  the  General  enter'd  the  City  on  foot, 
and  not  in  a  Chariot ;  that  he  was  met  only  by  the 
Knights  and  Gendemen,  not  by  the  Senators  in  tlieir 
Robes ;  that  he  himfdf  had  only  the  fraexia  togs, 
the  ordinary  Habit  of  Confuls  and  Pnctors,  and  not 
the  Robe  interwoven  with  Gold:  And  laltly.  That 
he  had  not  a  Sceptre  in  his  Hand,  but  had  only  Lau- 
rel, and  a  Wreath  of  Myrde  on  his  Head.  The  Year  XJ.  C. 
following,  Cafys  and  Vtrginius  being  Confuls,  die  252. 
Sttbines  receiv^  ^nodier  great  Overdirow  at  Curti, 
lo^oo  being  kill'd,  and  400a  taken  Pn£)ners; 
whoch  Defeat  forc'd  'em  to  b^  Peace,  and  pur- 
chafe  it  with  Com,  Money,  and  part  of  their  Lands. 
While  Ca£iiu  did  tlus  good  Service  againft  the  Staines, 
his  CollegueJ^^ifMavTubdu'd  the  Camarmaam,  'who 
bad  revolted,  and  having  executed  the  Ring-Leadet^, 
hefoldtherdl,  and  demolilh'd  theOty:  And  thus 
ended  (he  Contefts  with  the  SaHna  for  a  while- 
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V.  C.  V.  Tarmm  ffiU  iwfflefe  an^  unlatis^'d,  by  the^- 
:f  54-  fiftance  ot  Mamilius  OBavimsy  his  Son-m-Law,ftinr'd 
up  the  whole  Body  of  the  Laritus  to  declare  War 
againft  Romf^  and  moreover,  hid^mcux^d  Fideiie  to 
revolt.  But  the  Senate  prudently  decUn'd  makJxig 
War  with  all  the  Latiwes,  well  knowing  that  many  c* 
*eni  were  rather  inclin'd  to  live  in  Peace ;  therefore 
.  at  firft  they  block'd  up  FiJena,  which  had  receiv'd " 
Comaof  Tarauini  Forces.  Tartjuin  meeting  with  no 
greet  Succefs,  now  endeavour^  to  accon^lflh  his  De- 
^nsamoree^fieWay^byfomendngDinerencesand 
Quarrels  between  the  Rich  and  Poorer  fortof  iifiiiw;' 
for  the  efFefting  of  which,  he  happen'd  on  a  very  con- 
venient OppCMtunity  for  his  purpofe.  For  about  this 
time,  the  common  People,  who  wwe  burden'd  1^  U- 
fury,  were  much  diflatisfi'5  with  the  prcfent  State  <jf 
Affairs,  efpecially  with  the  unreafonaMe  Severity  pf 
Creditors, who  generally  feiz'd  upon  the  Body  of  their 
Debtors,  and  us'd  'em  worfe  than  Slaves.  Tar^mn 
being  fenfible  of  all  this,  fent  certain  of  his  Friends 
with  good  quantities  of  Gol'd,giving  'em  fome  inhand, 
and  promifing^  more  after  the  King's  Reftoration,  and 
,  thereby  procur'd  a  Confpiracyof  many  popr  QtiEens, 
and  difcontented  Slaves.    But  the  whole  Matter  was 

-  foon  difcover'd  to  Sulpkius,  one  of  the  Confuls,  who 

-  after  he  had  return'd  a  very  dvil  Denial  to  th?  Latin 
AmbaiTadors,  then  prrtTent  about  Bufmefi,  by  a  Wile 
drew  the  Confpiratois  into  the  Forim ;  where  tncom- 
pafling  *em  about,  he  put  'em  all  to  tht  Sword. 

Thefe  dangerous  Stirs  being  thus  allay'd  for  a  time, 
the  Confuls  of  this  and  the  following  Year  look'd 
abroad,  and  in  no  long  time  Fidma  was  yielded  to 
Largias  h'lainui.  Th^  Latltia  now  inrag'd  at  the  Lofi 
of  this  Town,  began  to  cornplain  of  their  principal 
Men ;  which  Opportunity  Tar<fum  and  MamtUus ioxax 
improv'd,  as  to  procure  all  the  Latin  Cities,  24  in 
number,  to  declare  War  againft  the  jRws«*jj  widi^ 
•  yjga- 
-  .  .  Li^iiizccbvCoogle  " 
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inga^g  them,  that  none  /hou'd  forfake  die  Intcreft 
c^  the  Aflbciates,  nor  make  any  fcparate  Peace, 
which  they  feal'd  with  dreadful  Oaths  and  Curfes 
againft  diem  who  fliou'd  break  the  Confederacy,  who 
were  to  be  held  as  Enemies  by  allthe  reft.  The  Latines  U.  C. 
made  extraordinary  Preparations,  as  likewlfe  did  the2;f. 
Romans  ,  but  the  latter  cou'd  procure  no  Auxiliaries  ' 
abroad,  therefore  were  forcd  to  rely  all  upon  their 
Domeftick  Strength,  which  Neceffity  made  the  bet- 
ter fort  more  coura^ous  and  valiant.  But  in  levy-  - 
ing  Men,  to  the  great  furprize  of  the  Confuls  and 
Senate,  die  poorer  fort  and  Debtors,  which  were 
very  namerous ,  reflis'd  to  lift  theiraelves,  except ' 
di^  Dd)ts  were  all  remitted  by  a  Decree  of  Senate; 
nay,  Ibme  began  to  talk  of  leaving  the  City,  Jmee 
tbtj  ceudhave  no  happy  Life  while  they  were  there.   ■ 

'ThsPatritimj  endeavour'd  toappeafe  the  Multitude 
by  gentle  words,  but  all  in  vain ;  upon  which  the  Se- 
nate fell  into  a  ferious  Debate  about  this  weighty  Mat- 
ter. There  are  fome  for  a  free  Remiflion  of  all 
Debts,  as  the  lafeft  and  fecureft  Method  at  that  Jun- 
<5turej  others  urg'd  the  dangerous  Confcquences  of 
this  Condefccndon,  adriring  'em  to  lift  fuch  as-wou'd 
givein  their  Names,  and  flight  the  reft.  Betweenthefb 
two  Extreams,  leveral  odier  Methods  were  propds'd  j 
but  at  length  diis  Order  prevall'd.  That  all  Suits  and 
Trocejfes  cmcemit^  Deksjhoud  ceaft  tilt  this  War  was  jE- 
pi^'d.  This  Expedient,  thoi'  in  fome  meafure  ufeful, 
had  not  the  intenled  Effwft  upon  the  unruly  Minds 
of  the  Muldtude,  therefore  the  Senate  was  put  upon 
another.  Whereas  by  the  Laws  of  Po;'/»«/«,  the  Con- 
fidar  Authority  was  much  reftrain'd'  and  diminifli'd 
by  the  Appeal  to  die  People,  fo  that  no  Man  cou'd  be 
oblig'd  to  go  into  the  War  againft  his  Will ;  therefore 
they  found  it  neceflary  at  this  time,  as  wellasupm 
the  accomrt  if  the  Pfars  abroad,  as  the  Trouhles  at  home, 
to  create  a  particular  Maaftrate,  'from  whom  iliou'd 
lie  ao  Appeal^  and  who  for  a  fet  Time  Jliou'd  be  die 
'  fide 
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foleGovemour.    This  Supream  Officer  was  call'd 

ViBttor ;  Largitu  Flavins  was  the  firil  that  was  crea- 
ted by  ^e  Senate  j  and  this  was  the  faft  Intermiffioq 
of  the  Confular  Power,  about  ten  Years  after  tfadr 
fiift  Creation,  and  afterwards  prov'd  the  Ruine  of 
the  Popular  State,  and  the  brining  in  of  Manarcby 
a  fecond  time.

Vrom  the  Creation  of  th  fhrft  Diftator,  t<t 
the  great  (^trerKhment  of  the  Confulat 
Power  h}.  th  Tribunes  of  the  People. 

Coataitti/rg  tbejpace  of  5  Tears. 

pic.  i.  I.  TVJO  W  was  theConiiilar  Powar  for  a  while  laid 
U.  C.  i\  afide,  and  another  Officer  made,  who  had 
25-j'.  more  Power  than  bodi  die  Confuls;  ibnam'd  J<^ 
Bamie,  ^m  dieting  or  commanding  what  was  to 
be  done/  He  was  ^fo  call'd  Mapper  Vopidi,  and 
J'ratar  Maximas ,  and  was  always  created  in  the 
Nigh't'time.by  the  5'e7ttfre*s  Order,  and  Nominadon 
of  the  Confuis  without  the  People;  and  was  gene- 
fally  made,  eitlier  upon  fomc  m^ent  Occafion  of 
War  and  Sedition,  or  iji  the  times  cf  Plagues  and 
Famines,  or  for  the  Celdn'ation  of  icRDe  particular 
Games,  or  whenever  eHe  these  was  need  of  a  fudden 
and  estraordinary  Command;  and  this  was  cen- 
times a  Means  en  prefervitK  the  Rimaii  Commcm- 
wealdi  from  Ruine.  His  Authority  was  ^{cdute, 
jie  had  Power  (f  Feace  and  War^  to  lety  Forcts,  to  Itad  'em 
out,  to  dis^atu'eni}  iwd  to  aB  ad  tbingt  accorMtig  to  hit 
FUafwty  withaia  rtf erring  them  to  the  Sautte  ;  ana  upon 
his  Creation,  all  other  MagiQraKs,  except  the  Trmmes 

<f 
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^  the  PeotUf  hid  down  their  Offices,  and  the  whole 
Government  W2^  left  in  his  Hands.  He  had  24  Bun- 
dles of  ReJt  cany'd  before  him,  with  as  many  AxtSj 
and  he  punifli'd  as  he  pkasd  ».witfiout  any  Appeal  j 
hence  this  C^ce  came  to  be  fo  terrible,  that  the 
EdiA  of  a  DiSaer  was  obferv'd  as  the  Command  of 
a  Deity.  But  then  this  estraordinary  Power  was  H- 
mitted  bodi  by  Time  and  Place ;  for  the  Office  waS 
never  to  continue  above  fa.  Months  j  nor  was  the 
DiBatar  allow'd  to  march  out  of  Jr^^,  nor  ever  oa 
Hoifeback  without  leave,  to  ihew  that  the  Roman 
Strength  lay  in  the  Infantry.  The  DiHator  upon  his 
Creation,  uways  made  choice  of  another  C^cer, 
one  that  had  either  been  Ctmful  or  Trator^  to  aflift 
him  J  this  Officer  was  call'd  Magifier  E^uitwrtf  who  Mapfitr 
had  chief  Command  over  the  Hone-men,  as  the  Di-  E^vitum. 
Btnor  had  over  the  Roman  People.  In  die  Diiiator  s 
Atfence,  this  .^^/er  of  rAeflbr/e  executed  his  Place  in 
the  Army ;  if  preaent,  he  Commanded  the  Horfe,  yec 
foas  to  be  obedient  to  the  ZJ;i??^fcr's  Orders,  and  never 
to  fight  dither  contrary  to,  or  without  his  Commands. 
L^piu  Fla^iuif  one  of  the  Confuls  for  this  Year, 
beine,as  was  iaid  before,  madeZ>/V/<i«r,  chofe  Sf.  C^- 
^  Iw  his  Mafiir  tf  the  Horfe,  who  had  been  Conlul 
in  -the  Year  2  p,  and  immediately  appear'd  inPublick 
widi  his  24  ^xes  and  ReJs  before  him ;  which 
feon  diang'd  the  Face  of  Aifairs  in  the  Oty.  Ha- 
■  vine  with  thefe  and  othw  Enfigns  of  Power  terrify'd 
and  ikipp'd  the  Seditious  Murmurs  of  the  Multimde, 
tie  b^an  the  Ce^usy  after  the  Pattern  of  Serviiu  Td- 
liiu  the  fixth  Kir^,  according  to  the  Trihes,  taking  the 
Namee  and  Ages  of  fudi  as  were  cefled,  and  of  Oiil- 
dr«L  In  a  ftwrt  time,  the  Few  of  Iding  Freedom 
and  Eftates,  ib  far  prevaii'd,  that  1 50700  of  full 
Age  gave  in  their  Names,  wliich  he  diftributed  into' 
tour  Parts,  taking  one  for  himfelfj  catering  a  fecond 
for  his  A^tr  ef  the  Horfey  and  the  two  remaning  to 
two  PerfonsCoiaputSoned  on  purpofe,  one  <£  which 

'  ■ waj 
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was  to  conrinue  in  the  CAty  for  the  Defence  of  it. 
Affairs  thus  fetled  ,  he  fent  fome  private  Minifters, 
who  dealt  privately  -with  feveral  Latim  Ciass,  and 
procur'd  'em  to  fufpend  the  War,  and  make  a  Truce 
for  one  Year,  nctfwithftanding  the  great  Oppofitions 
made  by  Tar^mn  and  Mamtlius,i(x  whofe  ukes  they 
undertook  the  QiaireL  Upon  this,  iJr^/«xreturn*d 
home  with  his  Army,  and  before  his  fix  Months  were 
out,  he  laid  down  his  Office,  and  the  Confular  Pow- 
er took  place  again,  no  Gtizen  being  puiufh'd  ei- 
ther by  Death  or  Banilliment,  or  cruelly  us'd  in  all 
thattime;  and  this  Carriage  wasimitatedby  his  Suc- 
ceflcffs  for  many  Ages  j  and  notwithftanding  the 
Vaftnefs  of  this  Authority,  it  was  very  rarely  abus'd ; 
nor  was  the  Commonwealth  any  ways  prejudic'd  by 
ir,  till  Sylltii  time. 

When  the  Truce  between  the  Romans  and  iMiwt 
was  at  an  end,  both  Parties  prepar'd  to  take  the  Field, 
die  former  chearftilly,  and  the  latter  unwilHngly.  The 
Latins  were  fo  ftrong,  that  the  Remans  thought  it 
Die.  il  convenient  to  create  a  Diiiator,  and  accordingly  Vir- 
V.  C.  gitiius  the  Senior  Conful  nominated  Vofihumim  his  Col- 
257.  Tegue,  who  c\io{z  Ehutius  Hel'va  for  his  Mafierif  ihe 
Horfe  J  and  haftnine  his  Levies,  divided  his  Troops  in- 
to four  Parts,  refervingone  tohimlelf,  affigning  the 
fecond  to  f^fjiw/w/j  the  third  to  fiWiK^,  and  the  fourth 
to  Semprofjiui,  who  was  to  defend  the  City.  Upon 
Intelligence  that  the  Latines  had  taken  the  Fidd,  Poy?- 
humius  advanc'd  with  all  fpeed  to  the  Lake  Regiius, 
■  T  4  Miles  Eafi  of  Romt  by  Tufcidum^  where  he  fortifi'd 
himfelf  againft  the  Enemy,  who  as  yet  were  not  all  u- 
nited,  but  exjicifted  Aid  from  the  Volfci.  The  Romatu 
divided  themfelves  into  three  parts,  and  were  focon- 
''  veniently  ported  as  to  cut  off  all  Provifions  from  the 
Larine  Camp,defigning  to  Itarve  'em ;  but  the  News  of  . 
the  March  of  the  fo/jii.alter'd  thdr  Meafures,  making 
'em  refolve  to  engage.  Tlie  Roman  Army  confifted  of 
24000  Fooc,and  xooo  Horfe,and  die  Enemy  of4oooo 

Footj 
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Foot, and  jooo  Horfe,  Tartjiims Son  Titus  command- 
ing the  main  Body,  his  Brother  Sextm  the  Left  Wing, 
and  Mamilius  the  Right :  foftbumiui  ftood  againft  7;- 
tusy  Ehaim  againft  i'fxfoF,  and  f^irgimus  againft  Mami- 
hm,  and  fo  began  a  bloody  Battel.  'Florm  fays  that 
Tofthumiuj  caft  one  of  the  Enfigns  among  the  Enemy, 
that  his  Men  might  be  the  more  eager  to  fall  upon 
'em  and  recover  it ;  and  that  Ebtttiui  commanded  the 
Bridles  to  be  taken  off  the  Horfes,  that  they  might 
Charge  with  the  greater  "Violence  and  Fury.  The  Vi- 
&.oTy  at  laft  fell  on  the  Romant  fide  ;  and  the  Battd  . 
was  fought  with  fo  much  Bravery  and  Courage,  that 
it  was  reported  that  the  Gods  themfelves  were  pre- 
^t,  particularly  C<^or  and  PoOia  mounted  on  milk 
white  Steeds.  The  Latines  loft  Mamilius  and  Stxtus, 
and  were  fo  broken,  that  fcarce  a  fourth  Part  of  *em 
^cap'd ;  and  from  the  Place  (rf"  this  Viiftory,  Poji- 
bumus  obtain'd  the  Sirname  of  Rbegillenfis  ;  ma- 
ny others  likewife  gaining  great  Honour,  particular- 
ly Caius  Marcius,  aftorwards  call'd  CorioUmu. 

After  the  Battel  was  over,  the  Volfci  arriv'd  at  the 
Cwnp,  wherpof  one  Party  was  for  attacking  the 
Romans  now  weary;  but  another  Party,  willing  to 
ingratiate  themfelves  with  the  Conquerors,  prevail'd 
to  fend  to  the  DiHator,  to  let  him  underftand,  Thia 
rhg  came  to  hit  AJj^ance.  But  Pofihumiui  convinc'd  'em 
of  their  FaUhood  by  their  own  Letters  which  he  had 
intercepted ,  and  giving  leave  to  the  Mefienger 
to  return,  whom  the  Multitude  wou'd  have  pulW  in 
pieces,  refolv'd  to  fall  on  'em  the  next  Day  j  but  in 
die  Night  they  abandoned  their  Camp  and  tied.  The 
LatintSj  now  in  a  very  bad  Condition,  fenc  in  the 
humbleft  manner  imaginable  to  beg  Peace  of  the  S^ 
mans}  and  their  Ambalfadors  with  fo  many  Teai^ 
and  lubmiCGve  Intreaties  laid  all  the  Blame  on  the 
Nobility,  that  the  Motion  of  Largim  prevail'd  in 
their  b^alf  for  the  former  League  to  Be  r^new'd. 
Thus  ended  aU  the  Wars  made  upon  the  Tarcj^n^  ac- 
count,    , 
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ojant,  which  had  been  carry'd  on  for  i;  Years.  As 
iovTar^H'm  hitnfelf,  the  only  Perfon  lot  of  all  his 
Family,  now  abandon'd  by  the  Latines,  Httrurians, 
Sablnes,  with  the  reft  cS  the  Neighbouring  Peoj^e, 
who  all  refus'd  to  harbour  him,  he  went  into  Cam~ 
paniato  Jrifildttms  Prince  of  Cmta,  where  he  ftiortly 
after  dy'd,  being  about  90  Years  of  Age,  and  die 
laft  King  that  i^w  ever  uw< 

U.C.  n.  upon  the  finifhing  of  this  War,  Po^bumius  kid 

2j8.  down  his  Office,  and  y^^piui  Claudius  ^c  Ssiinej  and 
Serviliut  Vrifcus  were  made  Confuls  for  the  Year  fol- 
lowing ;  and  now  the  Cotiits  of  Juftice  were  again 
open'd,  and  Proceff^s  againft  Debtors  reviv'd.  This 
caus'd  great  Difturbanccs  among  the  Omimon  Peo- 
ple, the  Tkbetans  alledging  their  Inability  of  paying 
rfieir  Debts  upon  the  account  oi  their  LoITk  by  the 
Enemies  Incurfions,and  their  want  of  Tillage  j  whidi 
Plea  their  Creditors  likewife  made  ufe  of,i]iewing  that 
thefe  Lofles  were  fuch  as  made  the  remitting  of  that 
Debts  impoffiblej  which  occafion'd  many  Tumults 
and  Quarrels.  The  Confuls  endeavour'd  to  divert 
thefe  threatning  Mifchlefi,  by  making  War  againft 
the  Volfci,  who  had  lately  aflifted  the  Latinti  j  but  none 
of  the  Pltheians  wou'd  Lift  themfelves,  making  grie- 
vous Complaints  againft  the  intolerable  Severity  of 
their  Creditors,  and  declaring.  That  thg  bad  mmu/i 
their  Lives  top-efmre  the  Uherty  <f  the  State  abroady  and 
in  recital -were  made  Slavts  hy  their  Countrymen  at  borae. 
Now  Servilius  was  willing  to  comply  in  lome  meafure 
with  the  Poor,  but  ^ppius  very  hotly  oppos'd  it  as  the 
moft  dangerous  Remedy  in  the  World  j  and  the  Difa- 
greement  of  the  Confuls  added  much  to  the  com- 
mon Calamity.  However,  die  Senate  atlaftwas 
forc'd  to  have  recoude  to  die  Pbpubrity  of  5(rw-  ■ 
liusj  who  with  fair  Words  and  Promifes  perfwaded 
the  People  into  the  Field  j  where  when  he  had  by  hU 
good  Services  deferv'd  a  Triumph  ,  the  Honour  was 
deny'd 
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deni'd  him  by  the  Infinuatron  of  his  Coll^oe  Appiuti 
who  repFcfenced  to  the  Senate,  72<tf^^4ri>^  andcom^ 
ffyitig  with  tbt  Mdtitudei  be  had  impaiT'd  the  Vinitj^ 
to  Order.  The  People  now  expediiig  the  Peiror- 
piances  of  Serviliuj's  Promiles,  were  wholly  di&p- 
p(»nted  by  Afpiui%  Contrivances,  which  doubled 
rfidr  Rage,  and  made  'em  carry  all  things  by  open 
Force,  refcuing  their  Comparaons  out  oithe  hands 
of  the  Serjeants ,  holding  Secret  Obals ,  denying 
ever  to-  touch  a  Weapon  till  their  Burdens  were 
remcv'd. 

l^efe  dangerous  Stirs  put  the  Senate  to  a  great 
ftaild ;  Appius  ftill  urg'd,  That  aothing  wgbt  to  be  granted 
to  the  Rabble  j  and  die  b^r  to  quelJ  tfee  Difturbances, 
procur'd  a  DiBater  to  be  created,  which  mofl  fuppos'd  -D/e-  iit 
wou'd  behimfelf:  But  the  prefent  Confuls  made^/.C. 
chmce  of  M.  Valerius,  a  pc^ular  Man,  fuppofing  that  2  59* 
die  Terror  of  the  Office  alone  wou'd  perform  the 
Work,  and  that  a  Perfon  of  a  mild  and  moderate 
Temper  wou'd  beft  manage  it.  Valerius  chofe  Servilius 
die  late  Conful  for  his  Majter  tf  the  Horfe  ,  and  he 
minding  the  Pleafure  of  the  People  more  than  his 
own  Authority,  told 'em,  That  if  th^-waiid  freely  foU 
Inifhim,  rut  ady  what  they  jujllyrtquir'd  conceming  their 
Dtks,  hut  other  Rewards jhoud  he  granted' em ;  by  which 
means  he  procur'd  ten  Legions  to  be  lifted.  With 
thefe  he  march'd  againft  the  Volfcl,  t^ui,  AndSabines, 
,  who  were  all  up  in  Armsj  and  having  reduc'd  'era,h9 
divided  fome  Lands  he  had  taken  from  the  ^/c>, 
amor^  the  Soldiers.  At  his  return  he  rcquefted  tha 
Senate,  that  his  and  their  Promifes  might  be  mads 
good,  but  was  check'd  for  his  too  great  Compliance 
widi  the  Multitude ;  and  becaufe  he  was  an  old 
Man,  above  Seventy,  unfit  as  he  laid  to  contend,  and 
unwilling  to  fliew  his  utmoft  Authority,  he  imme- 
diately laid  down  his  Oifite.  This  more  inflam'd  the 
commtti  People,  who  now  had  their  private  Con- 
fultaCions>  dehgning  to  feparate  themielves  from  the 
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Tatrltians  j  which  when  Ae  Senate  perceiv'dj  order 
was  given  to  the  Confuls  not  to  disband  the  Army, 
pretending  that  the  Si^ints  and  v^»i  had  new  Defigns 
againft  Ronu.  Now  the  Soldiers  being  ihiiftly  boimd 
by  their  Oath,  call'd  Sacrammtim,  at  their  firft  Lifting, 
coud  not forfake  their  Standards;  but  the  Confuls 
having  their  Camps  nigh  each  other,  by  the  Advice 
of  one  Sicinius  Btlidui,  they  all  remov'd  to  one  of 
them ;  and  then  taking  away  the  Enfigns  and  Stan- 
dards frorti  the  Confuls,  they  retir'd  to  a  Mountain 
afterwards  call'd  Mom  Sacer,  three  Miles,  North  of 
Romt  by  the  River  Amo,  now  call'd  Taverone. 

Upon  this  News,  the  whole  City  was  in  a  ftrange 
Confternation  apd  Tumult ;  infomuch  that  the  ?<a- 
trifiahi  feard  leaft  CivU  Wars  fliou'd  infue,  for  the 
,   TUbtians  growing  extream  high,  many  of  'em  left 
the  Town  and  flock  d  to  the  Army,  tho'  the  other 
\  hinder'd  it  as  much  as  poffible.    The  Fathers  had 
great  Contefts  among  themfelves,  fome  pleading  ioc 
the  Multitude,  others  urging  nothing  but  right  down 
Force;  rill  the  former  Tort^revail'd  to  fend  a  MeC- 
fige  to  the  Armies,  defiring  'em  To  return  bomCi  and 
dtclare  their  Dtmcnds-,  withal  promifmg  'em.  To  far- 
dgrt  their  Crimes,  and  to  reward  their  good  Services.     But 
this  Meffage  was  received  with  difdainful  Words,  and 
violent  Complaints,  intermix "d  with  threatning  Lan- 
guage ;  which  the  more  fenfibly  afflidrd  the  Fathere, 
as  not  knowing  which  way  to  procure  a  Reconcilia- 
tion, fince  they  cou'd  no  longer  keep  the  People  in 
the  City  from  going  over  to  the  Army.    Now  was 
the  rime  for  bleding  of  new  Confuls  at  hand,  but 
CtJitii-      the  Stirs  were  fo  violent,  that  no  Candidates  (fo  cal- 
^otet.       led,  becaufe  they  fu'd  for  the  Place  in  -ivhlte  Gar- 
ments) wou'd  ftand  for  the  Office,  nor  any  accept 
of  it_i  till  at  laft  the  Confuls  by  their  fole  Authority 
U.  C.       apf«amted  Pdfibumius  Qminius,  and  Sp.  CaJJatt,    who 
260.       ^^^  been  Confuls  before,  and  were  equally  in  favour 
with  the  Nobility,  and  Commons. 

L,.,i,z<,.t,CoogK: 
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Tlie  Confals  immediately  call'd  the  Senate,  and 
OMifulted  'em  about  the  Return  of  the  Commons* 
Jgrippa  Mmmius,  a  very  difcreet  Perfoiij  and  a  great 
(Sator  in  thofedays,  urg'd  tht^iat  NeajJUyofa  Cem- 
f^nre,  and  a  CianpliatKe  ivith  IM  Vtoflt,  Jmce  the  Ro- 
man Dommiens  cou  d  tuttber  be  encreas'j,  nor  yet  frefcrvd 
iifilhatt  the  hfirior  firti  Valerius  the  laft  Pitiatario- 
conded  him,  and  upbraided  the  Senate/nr  not  believ- 
ing him  Tnhen  be  forttold  tbefe  Difiemfers ;  that  now  they 
(mbt  to  heal  the  Wernid  before  it  vat  gone  too' far  ^  that 
tetre  were  feveral  Reafons  the  Roman  Peojile  had  tofef  orate 
themfelvesjrom  the  bitter  fort^  aU  ■which  bad  great  and 
^at0le  Appearance!  ef  Jufiict.  But  Appias^  accord- 
ing to  his  ufual  Manner ,  violently  declaim'd  a- 
gainft  the  Infolence  of  the  Mob,  and  the  Imprudence  of 
the  Senate  in  aiyfort  ^  Qwtpliances  ^  that  if  they  granted 
thefe  Tbirvt  when  Enemies,  which  they  refus'a  when  Friends^ 
they  woudnot  re^  here,  Ivt  require  a  Conmutnication  <f  all 
Honour t J ,  and  what  not  ?  So  that  at  la^  the  whole  Vower 
if  the  State  woud  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Rabble,  This 
Speech  fo  pleas'd  and  traniported  lome  of  the  young- 
er fort  of  his  Party,  that  nothing  cou'd  be  determi- 
ned by  reafon  of  the  Heats  on  bodi  Sides.  This  put 
die  Coniiits  upon  difiniiling  the  Senate  for  that  time, 
admonifiiing  the  younger  fort,  to  carry  themfehes  men 
wadefiljfar  ihefiaure,  or  eife  they  woud  pr^tr  a  Lav;  to 
,  limit  a  certain  Age  for  Senators ;  exhorting  likewife  the 
graver  fort  to  Concord,  letting  them  know ,  "That 
they  had  a  Way  to  endtbeControverJlejlg  referring  the  Mat- 
ter to  the  Veople,  who  had  a  Right  to  judge  of  it,  as  a  Cafe  of 
Feace  and  War.  Upon  which,  the  Senate  broke  up.    - 

At  the  next  Meeting,  the  Senate  almoft  unam- 
moufly  agreed  to  treat  with  the  People,  tho'  Appiut  o^ 
pos'3  it  what  he  cou'd  j  and  Menenius  with  nine  others 
were  Commiffion'd  with  full  Power  to  eomjofd  the 
IMfferences.  At  tharfirft  arrival  at  the  Camp,  their 
Propofals  cou'd  not  be  heard  through  the  Inftigations 
of  two  cunning  and  turbulent  Fellows,  Sicimwand 
Q  iateiui 
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hadut  Jumus,  vpho  out  of  Concek  had  Skewife  afl&- 
fted*  the  Name  of  Bmftw ;  but  by  degrees  they  were  lb 
fcr  appeas'd  as  to  lifteri  to  the  Commiffioners.  Mmtnius 
finding  the  Rage  and  Violence  of  the  People  too  p-eat 
to  hearken  much  to  Rhetorickj  bethought  himielJt  rfa 
more  effedu^  Way^  and  fiidi  as  was  more  Bfccly  to 
make  Impreffion ;  thatfore  laying  afide  his  ftmner  - 
Way  of  Speeches  antJOratoryj  atteraflKst  Promife 
or  two  of  dtfcharging  aU  dilabled  DebtOTs,  he  in  a 
plain  and  femiliar  Way  began  thus :  Once  ipm  a  time, 
tbeMembcTs  and  Vartj  of  MvnsBodyftUoutiDitbthe'Bel- 
ly,  aUedgmg,  that  tbey  ■were  aU  farci  to  toil  and  moil  to 
frovide  Nrcelfaritsfor  the  BeSy,  -wbilfi  that  U-v'd  idle  and 
lazy  in  the  ABdj}  of  the  Sedj,  and  did  nothing  hut  enjoy 
its  Vkafures.  Whereufm  they  refoh'd  that  the  Hands jhou'd 
mt  lift  the  Meat  to  the  Mouth,  nor  the  Mouth  recei'vey  ner 
yet  the  Teeth  chew  it  j  ^  which  Meant  while  they  endea- 
vour^dtofamijh  the  Belly,  they  themfelves  and  the  wb(^ 
Body  were  a&fiarudfvr  want  of  the  Neurijfmtnt  they  re~ 
ceiv'd  from  it.  This  Story,  and  his  home  Applicati- 
on, of  it,  had  fo  great  art  EffcA  upon  the  Pec^e, 
that' tfiey  arianJtnoi^y  cry'd  out.  He  poud  lead  'em 
home  wsthout'lhli^,       ' 

TheMpftitade  were  fo  well  latisfi'd,  diat  they  were- 
ready  to  depart  with  no  -other  Security  thwi  the 
bare  Words  of  theCommiffionersj  butj-wwiw  Brutus 
before-mention'd ,,  kept  'em  from  that,  alledging,  . 
Tbartbo'  they  were  gratefully  «  acknowledge-  the  kind  Of-  , 
ftrsof  the  Senate,  yetjcme  Vcrfmi  of  revengeful  Temfers 
might  notwithfianding  refcrifl  'their  ^^tgtr  far'  a  more 
.  convenient  O^pbrtunity'^  emd  that:  therefore  it  wot  neceffary 
for  the  Security  of  the  Commons,  to  have  certain  Officers 
created  Tearly  CH^  of  their  o^n  Body,  whofe  VowerpKu'd 
lntv-gi*ve'Relieftojuch  Kclwians  at ■W.ere'ifijitr' d,  andf^er 
.  .  ttonetv'h'defraudedeftheir  Rights.  This  was  ff^ztly  xp- 
proy'd  of  fcy  die  Multitude,  and  clofely  infilled  on 
and  urg'd  to  Memhius  and  his  Fellow  Commiflioners; 
who  thought  it  not  proper  to  yield  to  a  Matter  ot 

diat 
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rfiat  great  Confequence  without  leave  from  the  Se- 
natCj  but  demanded  time  to  know  their  Pleafnres. 
Upon  the  Debate  of  this  Matter  in  the  Senate  Houfe, 
Valerius  thought  the  Favour  was  to  be  granted  to  the 
Commons,  but  Appiut  moft  violently  oppos'd  it,  in-, 
voking  the  Gods,  and  truly  foretelling,  ff^at  vaft 
Trituhles  and  Calamities  the  Granting  it  luou'tl  certainly, 
bring  upon  the  Common-vealth ;  yet  the  Majority,  wea- 
ri*d  out  with  the  prefent  Misfortunes,  and  defiring 
Peace,  gave  it  in  Favour  of  the  People^  and  Com- 
miHioners  were  immediately  difpatch'd  to  em  with 
the  Refolution  of  the  Houfe.  The  -Commons  by  , 
the  Advice  of  Menenius,  firit  fent  to  have  a  Religious 
Confirmation  of  this  Privilege  from  the  Senate,  and 
afterwards  in  the  Affemblyof  the  Cw/iC,  or  Curiata 
Comitia  ,  ele(fted  J,  Brutus  and  Sicinita  BeHulie,  to 
whom  they  afterwards  join'd  C.  and  F.  Uciniusj  ^nd 
tcilius  Ruga,  which  made  five  in  all. 

Thefe  Officers  were  call'd  Tribunes  of  the  People,  ei- 
ther becaufe  they  were  elected  by  the  Trihs,  or  be-  tributi 
caufe  they  were  firft  made  out  ot  the  Tribunes  or  Co-  p^'*"- 
lonels  of  the  Soldiers.  They  were  firft  five  in  Num- 
berj  57  Years  after,  five  niore  were  added,  and  this 
nimiberofTenfocontinti'd;  and  they  were  always 
eleifted  by  the  PkbeiansjUnA  ever  out  of  their  Body,  ex- 
cept once,  and  mbft  commonly  of  the  lower  fort,  till 
by  a  Law  made  afterwards,  they  were  order "d  to  be 
created  out  of  fuch  of  the  Plekians  as  were  Senators. 
They  had  the  Power  of  Interpfmg,  dnd  the  Dqlignof 
that  Power  was  to  relieve  the  Opprefled,  and  to  be  a 
Shield  to  keep  ofFall  Evil  and  Mifchief.  They  null  d 
all  fuch  Decrees  and  Commands  of  the  Senate  and  Con- 
fuls  as  they  reckon 'd  unjuft,  and  of  all  other  Magi- 
ftra^es,  except  the  Z>;r/«rov^;  and  to  fiiew  their  Rea- 
dinefsto  proteft  the  meaneit,  their  Doors  rtood  open 
Night  and  Day  to  their  Complaints.  They  at  firft  had 
their  Seats  plac'd  before  die  doors  of  the  Senate-Houfe, 
tho'  afterwards  they  enter'd  in,  where  examining  the 
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DcCTces  of  the  Fathers,  they  either  interpos'd  by  the 
word  Veto  or  Vetamas  folemnly  pronoimc'd,  or  elfe 
fign'd  'em  with  the  Letter  T,  which  made  'em  pais. 
They  procur'd  themfelves  to  be  accounted  SacrofanBij 
foas  by  a  Law  made  they  were  free  from  all  manner 
of  Compulllon,  and  were  inviolablej  eirfier  by  Word 
or  Deedj  and  fevere  Penalties  laid  on  fuch  as  broke  it  j 
and  left  the  People  fiiou*d  afterwards  repeal  this  Law, 
,  they  made  all  the  Citizens  talie  the  moft  folemn  Oath 
imaginable  to  preferve  it  intireand  untonch'd.  As  for 
the  Enjigns  of  their  Office,  they  had  no  Toga  Tretextaj 
Lidori  or  Curule  Cbair,hut  only  a  fort  of  a  Beadle,  call'd 
/'7ijfor,went  before  'em.The  want  of  thefe  Attendants, 
their  not  entring  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,and  their 
not  laying  down  their  Office  upon  the  Creation  of  a 
VitUicr,  made  fome  hold  'ehi  to  be  no  Magifirates^hut 
rather  a  Curb  and  Reftraint  X/o  all  others.  Jjotwith- 
ftartding  the  difproportionate  Greatnefiof  thefe  2ri- 
hma  Power,  it  was  confiderably  limited  by  thefe  two 
Things,  which  they  fcarcely  perceived  at  the  Begin- 
ning; The  firftwas  their  Confinement  totheOty. 
Walls,out  of  which  they  had  no  authority ;  neither  was 
it  lawful  for  'em  to  be  abfent  from  the  City  a  day,Z)«w 
■laysnotan  hour:  The  lecond  was  their  Number,  for 
any  one  of  the  ten  had  a  Negative  Vote,  and  this  was 
the  only  eiFcftual  means  to  moderate  the  Power  which 
they  atterwardsaffum'd;  the  P<im;<<n)/ generally  pre- 
vailing with  one  of  the  ten  to  be  of  their  fide,  whidi 
was  fufficient  to  hinder  the  Defigns  trf  all  the  reft. 

This  was  the  firft  great  Retrenchment  of  the  Cmfa^ 
larTawtr,  belldes  what  had  been  caus'd  by  Feplicoia 
before ;  and  now  the  Commonwealth  was  turn'd  from 
an  Jrifiocract  to  a  Democracj,  or  at  leaiV  to  a  Mixture 
of  both.  The  Awe  which  this  SacrofanB  Magiftracy 
had  upon  moft  People,  gave 'em  occafion  afterwards 
to  enlarge  their  Power  and  Authority,  and  to  be- 
come moft  extravagantly  Imperious,  aftembling  and 
diCnifluig  the  Senate,  imprifoning  Ae  Confuls,  and 
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the  like,  as  fhall  be  more  particularly  flie*n  after- 
wards :  So  that  they  often  prov'd  the  Caufe  of  many 
dangerous  Seditions  and  Tumults,  and  were  the 
greateft  Diftiirt)ers  of  the  Peace  of  the  Common- 
wealthj  infomuch  that  they  were  by  fome  Authors 
call'd  Pefies  Reifuhlica.  This  remarkable  Innovation 
oa  the  Government  hapned  in  the  260th  Year  of . 
the  Oty,  46  after  the  Ruine  of  the  Babylonian,  and 
the  fit^inniiw  c&  the  Perfian  Empjrej  and  in  the 
diird  Ye^  of  the  71/  OlymptaJ. 


CHAP.     III.  • 

From  the  Creation  of  the  Tribunes  of  che 
People,  to  the  Second  JntermiJJion  of  the 
Confular  Power,  hy  the  Decemviri. 

Containing  the /pace  of  ^z  Tears. 

I^TTp HE  Commons  having  got  a  Confirmation  of  [/_  c. 
A.  the  Office  of  7ri^«««  from  the  Senate,  ob- 260. 
tan'd  fhrther,  that  they  might  yearly  chufe  two  out 
d  their  own  Body,  to  afiift  thefe  Officers.  Thefe 
were  firft  calfd  Minifiers  and  -JJJi^aTUt  of  the  Tribunes, 
but  afterwards  t/f(///ej,  ah  z/^dibusctiranda,  becaufeone  ^^^, 
part  of  theirOffice  was  to  take  care  of  the  Repairing 
the  Publick  Buildings,  Aqueduifts,  and  Common- 
Sewers,  efpecially  the  Temple  of  Ceresj  where  all  the 
fUbifata  or  Ordinances  of  the  Commons  were  kept, 
of  which' they  had  an  Overiight.  Befides  the  care  of 
the  Publick  Buildings,  they  were  by  the  Permiffion 
of  the  Tribimts  to  determine  fome  particular  Con- 
troverfies;  to  look  after  fucJi  as  held  moreLand  than 
dw  Laws  allow'd  'em  ;  to  accufe  fuch  Matrons,  as 
liv'd  Scandaloufly  j  to  puniih  exceflive  Ufurers,  and 
G  3  ExtOT- 
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Ext(Htiohers ;  to  reftrain  T  ipUng  and  Gaming-houfes  ; 
to  tine  Peiibns  for  lewd  and  uncivil  Words  or  K&x- 
ons  J  to  Corre<a  felfe  Weights  and  Meafures ;  to  pro- 
vide Bread-Corn  and  Oyl  in  the  tiine  of  Famine,  and 
"  to  fee  that  the  fame  was  not  hoarded  up,  nor  the 
Markets  foreftall'd  ;  as  alfo  to  take  care  that  neceffa- 
ry  Proyifions  were  fent  to  the  Armies,  and  the  like. 
At>out  127  Years  after,  were  added  twomoreoutof 
the  Patriltans,  caW'd  t/£dila  Curulet,  who  fiiall  be 
ipoken  of  in  their  proper  Place. 

,After  the  Commons  had  obtain'dthefe  Officers,  and 
what  elfe  they  defir'd,  they  readily  lifted  thenifelves  to 
eo  againft  the  Folfci,  under  Pojihamius  the  Conful.  He 
loon  took  Longtda  and  Polufiia  from  'em,  then  invefted 
Corioli,  a  ftrong  City,  and  the  Metropolis  of  the  Nati- 
on ;  but  the  Antiaies  mardiing  to  its  relief,  he  lefi  par? 
of  his  Army  under  T.  Ltir^ius,  and  with  the  oth^r  ad- 
vsnc'd  to  give  the  Enemy  Battel  Largius  in  the  mean 
time  attempting  to  Storm  the  Town,  the  Befieg'd  re- 
ceivd  him  with  fo  much  Courage  and  Vigour,  that  . 
the  Remcim  were  driven  back  to  their  Trenches  in 
great  Diforder;  hut  Caim  Mardui,  a  valiant  P<»n-if«j» 
formerly  mention'd,  with  a  fmall  Party,  moft  coura- 
gioully  Itood  the  Enemies  Shock,  and  with  a  wonder-  ' 
tul  Bravery  forc'd  em  back  into  the  Town,  whorah^ 
follow'dfo  clofe  at  their  Heels,  that  he  went  in  with 
"em :  By  which  the  Befieg'd  were  fo  terrifi  d,  that  nQt 
foniidering  their  own  Numbers,  they  fled  to  the  con- 
trary part  of  the  City,  fuffering  him  to  let  the  reft  of 
jhe  Army  into  the  Town,  which  they  foon  poiTefi'd 
theinfelves  of  Which  done,  Marciui  wou'd  not  per- 
mit the  Soldiers  to  ftay  for  Plunder,  but  haftned  'era 
fa  joyn  the  Conful  with  all  Speed ;  ^d  whilft  thjg 
.Armies  w^e  approacliipg,  defir'd  leave  of  Pojibamius 
to  engage  in  the  main  Body  with  his  Paity^  where 
the  chief  Strength  of  the  Enemy  lay j  apd  having 
pbtain'd  that  Poft,  he  behav'd  hinciielf '  widi  that 
^dnjir^ble  Courage  andConduiSt,  that  the'^nemy 
■■  ■  ■  >^?™ 
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were  foon  overthrown.  The  Conful  gave  him  extra- 
wdinary  CommendationSj  ownii^him  lobe  thechief 
Caofe  6£  the  Vi<5tory,  and  ofier'd  him  a  large  Share 
.rf  the  Booty  b^xe  the  Divifian'  among  the  Soldiers. 
But  he  qjodeftlyrefiis'dallbutonefingleHcMfe,  which 
gain'd  him  greater  Honour  among  me  Soldiers,  and 
caus'd  Po/ifdWHw  to  beftow  the  Surname  of  C(jr;(!/j»«f 
upon  himj  for  his  incomparable  Valour  fiiewn  at  Co- 
rieli.  The  Volfci  by  this  Overthrow  were  forc'd  to "  , 
Submiffion,  a^  nude  their  Peace.  This  fame  Year 
Was  the  League  of  Confederacy  renew'd  with  the 
iMtmiiand  likewife  a  third'  Feria  or  Holy-Jay  appoin- 
ted by  the  Senate  ftw  the  Union  of  the  Nobility  and 
^  Gammons,  the  firft  being  for  the  Conqueft  cS'Hetrur 
ria  in  the  fifth  Kings  Reign,  and,  the  fecond  for  the 
Baniflimqnt  ofTV^ww.  Thb  Year  alfo  dy'4--''^^'''- 
iw,  whom  the -People  out  of  Gratitude  bury  d  at  the 
piilick  Ct^g^j  becaufe  he  dy'd  Poor,  and  Money 
was  beftow'd  on  his  Childi^.  Now  likewife  was  the 
Ct^m  perfqnuy  and  i  la^ap  Heads  were  ceffed. 

II.  The  Year  followiiig,  tt^cre  \ya6  a  great  iFamine  in  u.  C. 
the  City^  occafion'd  diiefly  by  the  want  of  Tillage  261. 
diu-ing  the  lateSeparation.  This  put  the  Senate  upon 
Ending  to  Sicily,  and  (everal  Parts  of  Italy  to  buy  Corn; 
but  notwithftanding  this  Care,  the  Common  fpct, 
now  extreamly  piach'd  with  Want,  grew  very^\ir- 
bulent,  laying  all  the  Blame  upon  the  Patrititau.  .  Thu 
Advantage  the  VUfii  endeavour'd  to  improvq^bi^  were 
divK'tedby  a  grievous  Plague,  whidiibrag'^^Biong 
'em,  thitVelitraa.  Nt^Ie  City  of  that  Countr)[  being 
.exhauftedof  its  Inhabitants,  they  begg'd  of  thgiio- 
mms.  to  fen^  a  Colony  thitl^er,  .  Whidi  occafion'd 
many  of  die  Romans ,  tho'  unwillingly,  to  be  fenc 
riiither,  and  allb  to  Narha,  a  Lat'me  Town.  Upon 
whichthereft  were  foinrag'd,  imagining  it  4  Defign  % 
to  deftroy  'em,  that  they  Call'd  the  Tribunes  into  the 
Qmitiim,  wh^  they  and  the  ConfuU  had  a  violent 
0  4  Con- 
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Conteff;  which  ocbafion'd  a  Law  to  be  made,  ThM 
IK  ManjhouJ  Jare  to  ivtarupt  the  TriBunes,  vbert  the^ 
[poke  to  the  People.  This  ffill  bred  greater  Aniniofttjes 
■  between  the  Senate  and  People  ;  but  the  Confuls  to 
divert 'em,  ^nd  to  eafe  their  Wants,  ofFer'd  to  lead 
*em  into  the  Enemies  Country  j  but  few  or  none 
wou'd  Lilt  themfelves ;  fo  that  Marcius  Cariolatms 
wirfi  fome  Patritians  J  and  a  few  c£  their  Cluntf, 
made  Iricurfions ,  and  retum'd  home  laden  with 
Booty ;  the  Knowledge  of  which  put  the  pofflier  fort 
into  a  frefli  Murmuring  againft  the  Tribm^j,  who  had 
diiTwaded'them  from  the  Expedition.  So  that  now 
t.  the  City  was  almoft  all  in  a  Flame  and  Confiifion, 

but  more  from  the  Infirmity  of  the  Govemmentj 
thin  the  Difpofition  of  the  People. 

Thefe  Tumults  and  Difturbances  were  coufidera- 
bly  app?as'd  by  the  liappy  Arrival  of  great  Quantities 
or  Corn  from  SicUy,  which  was  bought  at  a  cheap 
"Rate,  and  half  given  in  by  -Gelm  of  Skily.  Now  the 
Patritians confideringat-what  Rates  to dapOfe of  the 
Corijj  Cmolams,  incens'd  at.,the  Behaviour  of  the 
CommOrtSjCOunfell'd  'emteiffp  it uf  at aUgb  rate,  attd 
tofijew  m  'Fm;oWj  nor  gi-ve  any  Ineouragimmt  to  the  Jnfo- ' 
lence  of  the  Tribunes  and  the  Rabbk'j  but  vhoUyto  take 
•away  the  Tribunc-^i/i  in  the  e?tly  Way  to  remedy  the  T>if- 
crUers  of  the  State.  .IJpbnNoficeof  this,  the  Multitude 
ilia  mad  Fiiry  wou'd  have  fall'n  upon  theSenate,  but 
were  ft^p'd  by  the  Trihunes,  who  laid  all  the  Blame 
"upon  Cerklavtis,  ind  fent  the  tyidiles  to  apjM^end  hinij 
andbriiigliiriibeforethePet^le.  TTiee-*<if/M  going  to 
^ecutfc  then- Office,  wererepuls'd  and  beaten  by  the 
ydung  PatriiiaHi,  who  were  gather'd  about  Ceridanm. 
•THIs  puc^U  in  ^  greater  Flame  than  eter,  and  die 
whole'  City  mmulruouflyaflembled  together,  where 
th«  iribwus  decreedj^hat  Coriolanus  jliou'd  immediate- 
•  !y  be  caft  down  headlong  from  the  Tarpeitm  Rock. 
iTie  t^diles  &Tak  feiz'd  on  him,  and  the  Patritians  a- 
gain  relcu'd  him,  and  th«re  was  noduiig  but  Tu> 
mults 
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mults  and  Uproars  in  all  Places;  But  the  Senate  by 
felling  of  Com  at  low  Rates,  and  by  good  Words  and 
EntreatieSj  fo  far  appeas'd  'em,  that  the  Tritmei  null'd 
their  former  Decree,  and  fet  him  a  Day  to  Anfwer 
for  himfelf  before  rile  People,'  The  Confuls  finding , 
their  Authority  wasiike  to  be  much  weakned,  after- 
long  Debates  and  much  Difficulty,  procur'd.  the  Tri- 
himes'tofue  out  this  Octree  from  the  Senate,  which  was 
granted ;  and  the  third  Market-day  after  was  appoin- 
ted for  his  Tryal.  Coriolanus  demanded  of  the  Tribmet 
what  they  wou'd  lay  to  his  Charge ;  who  after  fome 
Confulation,  told  him,  The^  intenJed  to  accufe  him  cf 
Aiming  at  Sovereignty  artdTp-anfrfy  whereupon  he  chcar- 
fuUy  put  himfelf  upon  Tryal,  notrefiifing  thefevereft  ' 
Puniiliment  if  they  cou'd  prove  that  againft  hJm"^ 

When  the  appointed  day  wascome,all  perfohs  were 
fill'd  with  great  Expe(ftations,and  a  vaft  Concourfeof 
Country  People  early  in  the  morning  had  plac'd  them- 
lelves  in  the  Forum,  and  the  Tribunes  aflembled  the  Peo- 
ple,feparating  the -Tf/^w  from  one  another  with  Cords, 
and  ordering  them  to  give  their  Votes  according  to 
their  Trihtt^A  not  according  to  their  Cfwf«r/«j  which 
Innovation  the  Vatritians  much  complain 'd  of,  but  af- 
ter fbme  Debate,  admitted  it.  Minucius,  the  Conful, 
began  firft.  Declaring  the  great  Worth  (f  the  Perfen  to  be 
try  djfigmfjing  that  the  Senate  became  Tetitimcrs  i»  hit  Be-  > 

Half,  anddefiring  the  Tribunes  th.it  they  woud  keep  wbotty 
W  their  firfi  Jntpeacbment,  namely,  Ajjf  aiming  afSoveraign- 
n,  which  they  promis'd  to  do.  Sidniut,  one  of  the  Trt- 
iKwe^jCnviouiiy  urg'd  all  he  cou'd  imagine  would  make 
for  his  Purpofe,  putting  the  worft  Conftruftion  upon 
all  his  Aftions :  But  when  Coriolanus  came  to  fpeak, 
his  Aifair»'£bon  leem'd  to  be  in  a  more  favourable 
Condition^  for  his  graceful  relating  all  his  great  Servi-  , 
ces  to  the  State,  his  fiiewjng  his  Scars  receiv  d  all  over 
his  Body,  and  die  Cries  and  Lamentarions  of  fuch  as  ■ 
he  had  Jav'd  in  the  Wars,  made  fuch  a  powerful  Im- 
preffion  upon  the  People,  that  they  generally  ciyd  ou  t. 
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He  was  to  he  releasd.  But  Dedm,  another  of  die  7ri- 
huttes,  a  cunning  and  ^tefui  Fellow,  ftood  up,  al- 
led^ng.  That  he  woud  wave  aS_  IVords  and  Expr^wnt, 
and  ir0  m  bis  ABtms,  whieh  wouU  make  good  the  Charge 
of  Tyratmy  :  There  was  a  certain  LaWj  that  all  Booty  and 
Tlundergaind  in  fVarJhoud  be  appropriated  to  the  VMiek 
Ufe,  and  he  given  into  the  Hand  ^'the  Quaeftor,  mteiich'd 
hj  the  Gmeral.  Naw^  whereas  that  Law  had  ever  hem 
look'd  upon  aj  inviolahle,  Coriolanus  had  wilfidly  broke  it  / 
For  in  the  late  Incwfion  into  the  Territories  ^  Andum,  ' 
where  he  had  got  great  plenty  ^  SlaveZjCatttly  andVrovi- 
fions,  he  neitherMiverd  theje  thiius  to  the  Qox&or,  nor 
paid  any  Money  into  the  Tret^my,  uit  divided,  the  Booty  a- 
mvng  his  Friends j  which  was  a  manifefi  Argument  that  he 
defignd  to  Enjlave  his  Country ;  it  being  the  am/ant-  Pra~ 
iiice  of  all  that  offeB  Tyranny,  by  fuch  Means  to  procure 
themjehes  In^riCments  for  their  Purpefe.  Coriolanus  was 
ftrangely  furpriz'd  at  fo  unexpeaed  a  Charge;  and 
the  Conjds  and  Patritiant  being  Ukewife  utterly  to  feek 
for  an  Anfwer,  the  Tribunes  immediately  nam'd  per- 
petual Baniihment,and gathcrd the  Votes ofthcTribes, 
where  only  nine  of  the  one  and  twenty  clear'd  him, 
fo  he  ftood  condemn'd  by'the  Majority,  This  was 
the  firft  Sentence  pafsd  by  the  Pet^le  uponany^  Pa- 
tritian,  and  henceforth  phe  Tribunes  uCmuy  fet  aX>ay 
to  whomlbever  they  picas 'dj  whereby  the  Power  ot 
the  Commons  was  very  much  entarg'd,  and  thelnte- 
reft  of  the  Patritlans  more  and  more  diminifii'd. 

Coriolanus,  accompany "d  home  with  the  S^hs  and 
Tears  of  a  great  many,  took  his  leave  of  his, Mother, 
Wife,  and  Children,  who  all  made  laroentaWe  Conv- 
plaintsj  but  he,  like  a  true  iioww»,  with  fmall  Ap- 
pearance of  Concern,-  bad  'em  bear  all  chearfuUy, 
and  departed  the  City  without  any  thing  to  bear  his 
Cliargesj  attendedonly  by  a  fewof  hisC/ieWi.  Thus 
he  went  to  Jntium,  ^  apply'd  himfelf  to  TuSkj  At- 
tiut,  a  Man  of  great  Note  among  the  Vdfdj  ,  of  a 
Magnanimous  Spirit,  and  a  Viol«u  En^nyof  the 
SMiutnSf 
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hmans,  where  throwing  hiipfelf  at  his  Feet,  he  begg'd 
of  him  «  Revenge  hit  Coimvkj  Lejfei  by  hit  Death ^  or  hit 
own  Wrongs  by  Rome'j  DefiruBion,  which  by  her  urmatu- 
talCarriage  towards  him,  had  noiv  forfeited  aU  that  Duty 
and  Service  Jhe  might  have  jttftly  exftiied  at  his  Hands, 
Ttdluf  moft  readily  efjwus  a  his  Quarrd,  and  by  his 
Advice  fent  many  of  the  Volfd  to  Rome  upon  pre- 
tence of  feeing  fome  Solemn  Games  at  that  time  ce- 
y)rated,  but  with  Defign  to  make  a  Breach  between 

.  die  two  Nations.  Theie  Volfci  pnxur'd  a  Perftm  to 
go  to  the  Confuls,  and  accuie  the  Strangers  of  having 
tome  dangerous  Defign  againft  the  City,  which  im- 
mediately occafion'd  an  (>der  from  the  ConfulSj  That 
all  Stra»zeri]houd  depart  by  Sun-fit.  This  Order  Tul^ 
lus  repreiented  to  his  Country-men  as  a  Breach  of 
the  Peace,  and  fo  aggravated  me  ^latte^,  tiiat  he  pro- 
cured 'em  to  fend  to  Rome,  to  demand  all  the  Towns 
and  Territories  which  the  Romans  had  takenfrom  'eip. 
The  Senate  receiv'd  this  MefTage  with  great  ScotiJj 
telling  them,  Thatifthe  Volfci  -were  tbefrft  that  took  uf 
Arms,  the  Romans  ivoud  be  the  lafi  that  pwud  lay  'em 

■  down.  Upon  which  Anfwer,  the  Volfci  made  all  ne- 
ceffary  Preparations'for  a  War. 

Coriolanus,  together  with  ?«//««,  was  made  General  ^' ^• 
of  the  Volfci,  and  accordingly  invaded  the  Roman  Ter-  ^^  J* 
ritories,  ravaging  and  laying  Wafte  all  fuch  Lands  as 
belonged  to  die  Plebeians,  but  not  fuffering  thofe  oS 
the  Nobility  tobeinjur'd  in  any  pare  This  rais'd  new 
Commotions  between  the  Nobility  and  Commons  j 
the  former  upbraiding  the  latter  with  Ingratitude  to 
£>  confiderable  and  deferving  a  Perfon }  and  the  lat- 
ter charging  the  other  with  Treachery  to  their  Cotm^ 
try,  and  faying.  It  was -by  their  Trocwremem  that  be 
hrvaded  their  Dominions.-  CvUlarw  returning  with 
his  Men  richly  laden  with  Booty,  was  fent  out  (bon 
after  with  the  Ible  Command  of  half  the  Forces,  and 
takii^  Circaum,  a  Roman  Colony,  he  then  fell  upon 
^eLatines,  who  immediately  fent  to -Kowe  for  Suc- 

'  .       .  COUTi 
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cour;  but  the  Commons  Averfenefi  to  the  Wars,  and 

the  approaching  End  of  tfie  prefent  ConfuU  Office, 

render  d  their  Meflage  of  no  Effta.    But  Coriolanui 

'■    ftill  proceeded  with  great  Succefs,  taking  To/er^ow, 

-  Ltmici,  Pes,  and  Bolaj  all  by  Storm,  plundering  them, 
and  making  the  Inhabitants  Prifoners  of  War.  Such 
as  yielded  he  treated  mildly,  others  he  put  to  die 

-  Sword;  indthsVelfci  now  lb  admired  his  extracM^i- 
nary  Courage  and  Condua,that  they  left  their  Towns 
bare,  flocking  in  great  Numbers  to  him,  and  pwhing 
him  for  their  fole  Commander.  At  Kowie  there  ,was 
nothing  but  Confufion  and  Defpair,  and  all  the  Peo- 
ples Satisfadion  was  by  venting  their  Rage  againft 
one  another ;  but  foon  afrer^  when  News  was  brou^t 
that  irfij/w/ffm  was  invefted,  the  Commons  all  cry'd 
out,  Ti>at  Coriolanus  was  to  be  refiord,  and  his  Banijh- 
mmt  rtfeal'd.  The  Saiate  utterly  refiis'd  to  affent  to 
this,  either  out  of  Defire  to  oppofe  the  People  in  all 
Things,  or  out  of  Scorn  to  have  his  Reftoration  a- 
fcrib'd  to  the  Commons,  or  elfeoutofa  juft  Indig-. 
nation  agAinft  Ccrw/anaj,  who  was  now  become  an 
open  Enemy  to  all.  his  Country  in  general. 

Coriol.ivus  underftanding  the  Diflontions  of  the  Ci- 
'        ty,  immediately  rofe  up  From  before  La-viniumj  and 
advancing    towards    Rome ,    Encamp'd  at  Cluliu/s 
Ditch,  five  Miles  from  the  City.     This  (truck  the  Re- 
,     mans  with  fuch  a  Terror,  that  now  both  Senate  and 
'  People  unanimoiifiy  agreed  to  lend  Ambafladors  to 

him  with  Propofals  of  Reftoration.  The  Ambafladors 
behav'd  themielves  with  all  poffible  Refped  j  not- 
withftanding  which,  and  their  being  Vamtiam,  and 
his'  Choiceft  Friends,  he  reoeiv'd  'em  vwth  all  the 
Sternnefs  and  Severity  of  a  moft  Injur'd  Pafon ;  and 
in  a  Council  of  War  made  Anfwer,  That  iftb^  hofd 
for  Peace,  they  mufi  immediattly  refiore  ail  the  Towns  and 
Territories  taieti  from  the  Volfci  j  and  make  'em  Free  <f 
the  City  as  the  Latines  iiiere\  a^  for  that  he  ■wou'd  gi've 
-Urn  thirty  Days  to  confider,  of  it.    And  tbu-ke  fpoke  of  be 

.  avar 
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wot  General  of  the  VoUci,  a»d  net  as  hi  wai  a  RoDjan, 
mtgratefullj  usd^  and  harbaroujly  treated  hy  bit  own  Coim- 
^y-men.  This  Space  of  Time  he  employ'd  in  fubdu- 
ing  Seven  great  and  ftrong  Towns;  and  at  the  end 
of  itj  ano^er  Ambafly  was  difpatch'd  to  him,  de- 
claring. That  thej  wtreJHU  Romans,  and  that  neither 
Conjhaint  nor  Fear  fiou'd  influence  their  Souls  to  fioop  to 
my  Thing  that  is  Safe,  but  dejir'd  him  to  draiit  off  hit 
Trtop,  andcmfuk  in  Cemmen.  Jnd  that  if  he  thought  the 
VoUci  ay«-e  to  hegratifd,  they  woudyieUto  him,  provi- 
ded they  v^oud  lay  down  their  Arms.  Coriolanus,  a  Ht- 
de  more  moderate,  repli'd.  That  n(w  be  behoT/d  him- 
felfnot  as  General  of  the  Volfd,  bia  asa  Roman  G/«ieH, 
and  defird  that  having  a  Reffeit  to  httereft  and  Modera- 
tion, they  wou'd  return  in  three  Days  with  a  Grant  of  hit 
former  Demands,  or  elfe  be  mi^  proceed  in  bis  Enter friz^. 
The  Senate  being  reduc'd  to  this  Extremity,  their 
Courages  began  to  fail  'em,  and  as  their  laft  Remedy, 
order  a  all  the  Pontifices,  Friefts,  Govemows  of  Religi- 
ous Houfes,  and  Auiurs,  all  in  their  proper  Ornaments 
and  Habits,  to  go  m  Solemn  Proceflion,  and  humbly 
to  beg  for  an  Accommodation.  But  this  Pbmpous 
Train,  with  all  their  eamefl:  Prayers  and  Supplications 
did  hot  in  the  leaft  move  Coriolanus ;  he  ftill  infifting, 
Tliat  thefjhoud  either  accept  of  bit  Propofals,  or  elfe  they 
mafi  expeit  the  utmo^  Severity  of  ffar  and  Bloodjhed, 

Upon  the  Return  of  the  Priefts,  the  whole  City 
was  full  of  Tumults,  Trembling,  and  Amazement,  the 
Men  nmning  in  Diforder  to  the  Walls,  and  the  Wo- 
men in  Conmfion  to  the  Temples,  eipecialiy  tothatof 
Jupiter  in  the  Capitol.  Among  which,  was  Valeria^ 
Poplicola'sSiRer,  who  put 'em  in  mind  of  going  to  Ve- 
turia,  Coriolanus's  Mother,  with  his  Wife  Pblumnia,  to 
get  them  to  intercede  for  their  Country.  Veturia  was 
very  ready  to  undertake  fo  pious  a  Work,  tho'  with 
little  hopes  of  fucceeding ;  and  thereupon  fet  forwaid, 
accompani'd  with  many  of  tfiefe  Ladies,  her  Daugh- 
ter-ia-Law,  andhertWo  Grand-Childrea  Coriolanus 
difcover- 
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difcovermg  this  Mournful  Company^  fully  refolv'd  to 
give  'era  a  Denial ;  but  perceiving  Ws  Mother  among 
'em,  immediately  defcended  from  his  Tribunal,  and 
went  to  meet  her  j  courteoufly  receiving  her  widi  his 
Wife  and  Children,  and  carefully  liftning  to  her  Peti- 
tion, which  flie  urg'd  wirii  all  the  Skill  and  Rhetorick 
flie  cou'dj  from  the  Confideration  of  the  impeadir^ 
Rttine  of  ha  Comtry,  and  of  the  certain  infamy  which  bt 
wmd  incur  ifVicloriouSj  and  the  tmavoidalne  Vt^tmour  be 
•ivoiid  receive  if  ht  were  Succefsleft  in  his  Attemps.  But 
this  not  prevailing,  flie  put  him-  in  mind,  Hiav  much 
the  Sacred  lies  of  Nature  and  Religimf  tt^ether  wHb  her 
mofi  tender  Education  of  him  in  her  ffidewhood,  badirtga^d 
him  to  Obedience,  or  at  leafi  to  a  Comfliance :  Declaring 
likewife.  That  hejhoudnotfiir  ene  Foot  towards  the  tread-- 
ing  down  of  hit  Country ,  without  firfi  trampling  ufon  the 
dead  Body  if  her  who  brought  him  info  the  World.  And 
in  Conclufion,  with  his  Wife  and  Children,  cafl  her . 
felf  at  his  Feet,  Embracing  and  Kifling 'em  j  which 
with  the  lamentable  Sighs  and  Tears  of  the  fair  Train, 
lb  far  oiov'd  his  great  Spirit,  that  lifting 'em  up,  and 
embracing 'em,  hs  cry' d,  O  Mother ,  you  have  gain  d  the 
ViUary,  mofi  fortunate  for  my  Country,  hut  mofi  defiruBtve 
to myjelf;  and  accordmgly  drew  otfthe Voljhi into  thdr 
own  "Country.  7«//w,  who  now  envy 'd  his  Glory, 
reprefented  this  AtTt  to  the  Volfci  as  the  higheft  Piece 
of  Treafon  againft 'em,  and  procur'd  him  to  be  cut 
in  Pieces,  fcarce  allowing  him  to  fpeak  for  himfelf, 
as  Dienyjius  relates  it.  This  was  againft  the  Confent 
of  the  greateft  Part  of  the  P^oljci,  who  bury'd  him  ■^ 
Honourably  J  adorning  his  Tomb  with  Arms,  and 
Trophies  as  a  Great  General,  and  a  Famous  Warrior, 
and  the  Roman  Women  theraielves  were  permitted  to 
mourn  for  him  r  oMonths,all  acknowledging  him  to  be 
the  moft  valiant  and  moft  couragious  Man  in  this  age. 

If.  C.  III.  Great  and  many  Publick  Rejoycings  were 

266.       made  at  Rome  for  Cariolamh  Retreat^  and  the  Senate 

depreed 
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decreed  to  grant  die  Women  what  Honours  they 
wou'd  demand  j  but  they  only  defir'd  to  have  a  Chap- 
pel,  dedicated^  to  Woman  s  Fartme,  built  in  the  fame 
Place  wiiere  they  had  deliver  d  their  Country,  which 
was  done  at  the  PuMck  Charge.  "Die  Conliils  foon 
after  took  the  Fie^d  with  a  confiderable  Army,  but 
had  no  occaiion  to  ufe  it  j  for  the  VolfcVsRA  t/£<jid 
jjoyning  ForceSj  had  fuch  violent  Contefts  about  a 
Gener^,  as  they  aTmoft  ruin'd  each  other.  The  ^year 
following  the  New  Confuls,  A^ilius  and  Sicimus,  o- 
Terthrew  one  the  Mermci,  and  the  other  the  P^olfii,  a- 
mong  whom  fell  TuUut  their  General.  The  next 
Year,  the  Confuls,  Vtr^nius  attd  Cajfms  took  the  Field, 
the  e^w(  falling  to  the  fonner,  as  the  Volfci  and  Her- 
met  did  to  the  latter :  But  die  yolfci  immediately 
be^d  Peace,  having  loft  their  beft  Men  in  the  lalt 
Battel ;  as  ibon  after  did  die  Hcrmci,  who  now  re- 
fused any  longer  to  contend  with  the  Romans  for  Su- 
periority. Gajfms  having  receiv'd  Money  and  Provi- 
fions  from  'em  asPerfons  whoown'd  themfelves  Con- 
quer'd,  made  a  Truce,  but  referr'd  the  Articles  to 
the  Senate.  But  the  Fathers,  after  refolving  to  ac- 
cept of  their  Alliance,  left  the  Conditions  of  the 
L^gue  to  Cajfmi%  Difcrction ;  who  now  affe(9ing  So- 
vereignty, and  defiring  Popularity,  granted  'em  equal 
Privileges  with  the  Latinej,  which  tc^ether  with  his 
-Triumph  lately  ofatain'd  without  performing  any 
thing  for  it,  procur'd  him  much  Envy  and  Hatred. 

Cajjius  now  grown  Infolent  by  his  three  Confullliips,  U.  C. 
and  his  two  Triumphs,  was  refolv'd  to  pu/h  on  his  268. 
Defigii  of  Sovereignty ;  and  the  more  to  gain  the  Fa- 
vour bf  the  People,  propos'd  the  Divifion  of  fome  late 
conquer'd  Lands  among  the  Meaner  Sort,  together 
widi  fuch  Publick  Grounds,  which  through  the  Neg- 
lect of  the  Magiftrates  had  been  £eiz"d  onbytheRich. 
Then  he  recounted  to  the  People  his  many  Services 
to  the  State  under*  his  three  Confulfliips,  inilnuating. 
That  bis  extravrdhary  Care  and  wife  Manapmmt  in  tboft 
TimeSf 
.ooylc 
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Times,  hadjheifn  him  no  lefs  than  feW  Governour  i  and 
that  fmct  be  bad  already  taken  Charge  (f  the  Common^ 
wealth,  it  was  bttijufi  and  reafonable  ^  ^oiid  continue  to 
do  it.  This  Speech,  tho'  fo  ftrongly  favouring  of  Ty- 
ranny, wou'd  have  been  £ir  more  ferviceable  to  hun, 
■  had  he  not  brought  in  the  Latmes  and  the  Htrmci  as 
Sharers'  in  thefe  Lands,  which  he  did  to  gain  their 
Favour,  the'  with  the  weaknii^  his  Intereft  with 
the  Gommon  People.  This  Propoial  concerning  the 
Lands,  met  with  many  Oppqiitions  in  tlie  Senat^ 
created  Fears  and  Jealoufies  anjrong  CDme,  and  caus'd  , 
various  Difcourfes  among  others  i  But  the  Commons  . 
Forwardnefs,  and  the  Difturbances  that  were  like  to 
follow,  cnus'd  the  Senate  after  many  Debates,  to  pub- 
lish their  Refolutionfor  di'vidmg  (he  Lands  among  the  Com* 
monsj  withal  excluding  all  new  Mies  and  Ajjbciateiy  as 
having  no  Reafon  to  expeB  a  Share  ^  what  waigaind  he- 
Lex  Apa  fire  their  Times.-  This  was  the  famous  Jgrarian  LaW, 
^w.  which  afterwards  occafion'd  fuch  Mifchiefe  and  Di- 

fturhances ;  but  at  prefent  the  Promife  of  it  appeas'd 
the  People,  and  ruin'd  Cafm's  Defigns :  For  the  year 
after  his  ConfuUMp,  the  Qifxprs  fa  a  day  to  him  to 
anfwer  to  the  Charge  of  Aiming  at  Tyranny,  before 
the  People  ;  where  he  was  accus'd  of  a  Multitude  of 
Crimes  of  that  Nature;  and  notwithftanding  his 
premeditated  Orarions,  his  many  Services,  and  the 
Interceffion-of  all  his  Friends  and  Clients  in  Mourn- 
ing, h?  was  condemn'd  to  be  thrown  down  the  Tar- 
peiaf)  Rock,  and  was  ftraight  executed  accordingly.  ^ 
Soon  after  his  Death,  the  Commons  were  very  ur- 
gent for  the  Execution  of  the  Agrarian  Law,  which 
Cajfius  had  fet  on  foot  j  but  the  S:nate  bang  refolv'd 
ro  divert  it  as  much  as  poflible,  caus'd  theConfuls  to 
prepare  for  an  Expedition.  The  Plebeians  inrag'd  at 
their  Difappoincment,  and  the  Lots  of  a  Perfon, 
whom  they  expetSted  to  have  been  fo.  ferviceable  to 
'em,  refus'd  to  Lift  themfelves,  the  Tribunes  always 
proteding  'em  from  Punifhment  j  but  the  Name  of 

'  L,..,i,z<..t,CoogIc- 
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!  a  DtBaoTy  and  thdr  fu^eding  Affiiu  to  be  the  Man, 
■  fiion  frighted  'em  into  a  Compliance  j  fo  Cornelius, 
:  wieof  the  Confuls,  wafted  the  TerritOTies  of  the  F«- 
tntu,  as  Fahim  the  other,  did  thofe  of  the  t^ui.  Not 
!  loi^  aftK-j  the  Commons  refafing  to  Lift  diemfelves, 
I  die  Confiils  found  means  ro  fit  in  the  Camfm  Martiut, 
out  of  the  Oty,  where  the  Trihmies  had  no  Authori- 
ty; andthere  they  feverely  punifti'd  and  fin'd  fuch 
as  did  not  appear,  to  the  great  McH'tification  of  the 
f  (^alar  Faftioh.    A  third  time  the  ConfuU  gain'd 
dieir  Defigns  by  getting  over  one  of  the  Tribunes  to 
rfidr  fide  J  a  way  they  were  often  forc'd  to  make  ufe 
cf  afterwards.     In  the  mean  time,  they  had  feveral 
Wars  abroad  with  the  Volfiiind  t^ai,  and  foon  after 
Ae  Vaerttes  j  there  being  many  Ravages  on  both  fides, 
with  fome  Battels,  but  of  no  great  Note  or  Confe- 
quence.  At  home  were  greater  Contefts  and  Quarrels 
between  the  Confids  and  Tribunes  concerning  this  Agra- 
»*«  Law;  the  former  alwa)^  declining  the  execution 
of  it,  and  the  latter  as  conftandy  urging  it,  but  with 
:  no  other  efe<9:  than  the  blowing  lip  of  Diflentions, 
and  the  increafing  of  Fajftions.  And  this  was  the  trou- 
Mefome  and  unhappy  State  of  Rome  for  about  five 
Years  tc)gether,  as  may  be  feen  at  large  in  Dimjjius. 

IV.  In  the  midft  of  thefe  Troubles,  when  Fa^ius  tr.  c. 
and  Virpnius  were  Confuls,  two  Years  after  Xerxes's  ^ja. 
Expedition  into  Gr««,  the  Vtimtes  by  the  Afliftands 
of  other  of  the  Hetmrimsy  march "d  with  a  powerful 
Army  againft  the  Romotts,  Virginius  oppos'd  'em  with 
another,  but  was  fo  overpower'd  by  'em,  that  he  had 
loft  his  Army,  had  not  Fablus  came  from  the  t/fow 
with  timely  Succour,  and  brought  him  off  Upon  the 
Raman  Retreat,  the  Veientes  made  Incudions  altnoft  C6 
the  Walls  cXRomt,  to  the  great  Injury  and  Diftionoiir 
rftheCity;  and  what  added  more  totheirlnconveni- 
encies,  was  the  lownefi  of  the  Treafury,  and  the  Dif- 
sontents  of  the  People  about  the  ^^ar(«»  Law,  This 
H  re- 
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icduc'd  the  Seii^to  very  g^c  pstremitieSj  till  at  laft 
the  whole  Family  of  iheFahii,  a  noble  Stock,  ^ene-. 
TOuQy  pfier'd  their  Service  to  be  a  cqoftant  Guard  to 
the  FrtMitiers,  without  anyChaige  to  the  Publicic, 
whidi  was  gratefoUy  accepted  by  the  Senate..  They 
were  in  Number  ^06,  wmch  with  their  Clients  and 
Friends,  made  up  4000,  all  commanded  by  Marcm, 
thelaft  years  Conful;  and  to  them  was  afterwards 
fent  another  Company  under  Faliiuj  the  prefent  Coo- 
fuL  ThefebraveAdvenmrersfortifi'd  themielves  ina 
CaftlCj  whidi  they  call'd  Cremera ,  as  Handing  upon  a 
River  of  the  fame  Name,  nigh  the  Frontiers  of  the 
Veiaites,  from  which  they  made  great  Incurfions,  and 
extrearijy  annoy'd  the  Enemy.  ThefoUowingYear, 
the  Veimtes,  Vdja,  and  t^uiy  all  agreeing  upon  an  In- 
vafion,  great  Preparations  were  made  by  the  Senate; 
%/fmilius  one  Comiil,  led  an  Army  againn  the  Veiaffa, 
with  whwn  was  join'd  Bxbius,  as  Vre-Cmfid^  ServiUtu 
the  other  Conful,  led  another  againft  xhaVolfd^  and 
Furius  a  third,  agaioA  the  b/^i.  The  latter  foon 
linilh'd  his  Work j  Servilius  wasforc'd  to  draw  out, 
the  War  at  length;  but  t^^tilim  engag'd  the  Vatii- 
tes  arid  dieir  Allies^  and  overdirew  'em  ;  then  fal- 
ling upon  their  Camp,  forc'd  'em  to  beg  Peace ;  the  , 
Conditions  of  which  being  left  to  his  Difcredon 
fc^  the  Senate,  he  nu^e  ^  League  with  'em  upcm  ' 
Terms  fo  litde  Advantageous  to  the  Remansj  mat 
they  gain'd  him  much  Hatred,  and  loft  him  the 
Honour  of  a  Triumph;  which  fo  enrag'd  him,  that 
heimmediately  disbanded  his  Troops,  endeavouring 
Aill  more  k>  inceace  the  Commons  agaioft  the  Se- 
nate. 

The  Year  following^  when  Haratlus  and  Adeacnlm 
were  Confuls,  eleven  Ciries  of  Uttruria  dedar'd  againft 
the  Vtimtts  for  mailing  Peace  without  their  Confent, 
and  forc'd  'em  to  break  it.  Their  Pretence  againft 
Rome  was,  that  the  Fabli  were  not  drawn  off  from 
Otmtraj  upon  which  they  advanc'd  towards  'em  widi

cutoff;  tho'  atfirft  by fo-^uQa.ihemfclves  JntQ.* 
Wedge,  diey  gain'd  the  top  <*a.;HiU,  ancii  ^WW 
though  wholly  encompaffed ,  ^njadg  an  incre^hte 
Slaughter  of  the  Enemy.  iJ^  fays,  Tliat  nqn?  oft/,  c.'

wprfted  The  Romans  quitted  their  Camp,  and  fled 
in  fiich  Diforder,  that  had  the  Veiaaes  been  mitidfui

'em-dL  The  next  day  diey  anter'd  the.  Roman  Terr 
ritories,  and  pdrels*d  themielves  of  the  Hill  Jaoim- 
huy  two  Miles  from  R^m,  to  the  great  pamag.e  4^4 
Du^ce  of  the  City :  But  Haratius,  the  other  Con- 
di, returning  from  the  Volfcii  overthrew  'emivtice,

ty; forattiifensxtCei»/«  there af^r'd tc»  be  jioooo

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Mefl  of  ripe  Agfej  and  three  rimes  as  many  Women, 
Ouldrenj  Slaves^  Merchants^  and-  Artificers.  The 
People  were  ready  upon  every  Owoitunity  to  faze 
dn  the  Stores  of  the  Rich ;  and  the  Goniuls  endea- 
voui^d  to  appeaft  'em  by  buying  what  Com  they 
cou'd,  and  caufmgfuch  as  had  Gem  to  cxpofe  it  to 
Sale,  rill  their  Levies  and  Troo|>9  were  compleated. 
Wheh  diey  had  rafe'^a  fufficient  Number  ot  Men, 
Onfe  Nfeltt  they  drew  tot  their  Troops  from  the  City, 
icowidr*  the  Enemy,  and  paffing  the  River  before  day, 
\  laiexpcdedly  fell  upon  'em,  entirely  routed 'em,  and 
■  cleared  the  Hill,  they  retiring  in  great  Diforder  to 
tfieir  own  Territories.  This  Campaign  ended,  Matf 
»«u,  the  laH  Years  Conful,  was  calra  to  an  Account, 
and  feverely  fin'd  for  fiiffering  the  Fahii  to  be  cut  off, 
whom  the  I^et^le  fo  g|ratefolly  elteem'd ,  that  they 
plac'd  the  day  of  their  D^at  among  dieir  Nefap^  or 
iiriliicky  days,  whereon  no  Workof  great  conlequence 
was  to  be  undertaken.  The  War  was  ftill  carry'd  on, 
and  within  two  years  after,  the  Veiaaes  were  io  over- 
power'd,  having  been  ovariiiown  in  Battel,  togethet 
ivith  their  Confederates  the  Sabintj,  and  now  dofely 
hem'd  in,  that  theybegg'd  Peace  oi  the  Remani:  And 
having  purchas'd  leave  to  fend  to  the  Senate,  with  a 
whole  Years  Pay  for  die  CotTuIs  Army,  and  Money 
fix- two  Months  Provifion,  they  pbtain'd  a  Truce  fiw 
Forty  Years.  Thus  ended  the  War  wid»  the  Feim- 
Wy  !&st  Seven  Yean  Qnitefis  on  both  fides.

Seedier,  and  iipon  iasr^fing,  diey ordered  l^m' to 
beftripp'd  and  fcourg'd.  But/^e  fled  torfieTi**- 
(mkj,  who  proceded  him,  and  riolemly  61x1^1X1'^  a- 
gainft  the  Tyranny  of  the  Cwifuk  This  diverted 
the  Peoplefiromthethoughcsof  Lands,andrais'd>new 
Quarrels  concerning  Priviledges  and  Liberty.  'And 
the  Year  aiter,  Volero  getting  to  be  one  of  the7r(Ai«« 
bimfelf,  the  more  to  retrench  the  ConfulaJrPoweTj 
jxt^os'd  a  Law  for  holding  the  Altemblies  of  Triies  . 
inftead  of  that  oiF  the  Ciiriai  call'd  Comtia  Curiata '; 
idiich  was  lb  contriv'd  as  to  uke  in  greater  Num- 
bers, and  to  ^ve  the  Commons  much  more  Privi- 
l^e  and  Power  than  foimerly.  This  Proposal  was 
much  uig'd  by  the  Vkbtims^  butfo  ftrongly  oppa'd 
by  die  FatritiMu,  that  Velero  cou'd  not  accwnpUlh 
,his  Designs  before  his  Time  was  expir'd. 
*  The  next  Year,  VoUtq,  by  his  mighty  Promifes,  pro- 
ciur'd  faimfelf  to  be  ma<k  Tribme  a  iecond  time ;  and 
die  Senate  to  balance  him,  got  Affiut  ClaudiiUf  the  Son 
of  Appiiunow  abfent,  to  be  made  Conful,  tho'  againft 
his  Will,  and  with  him  Qmntius  CapitelimSf  who  hapn*d 
to  be  of  a  contrary  Temper,  ^ppitts  ii^  a  Publick  At 
fwnbly  oppos'd  the  Common's  Defigns  fo  body  and 
violently,  and  fo  fiiarply  rq)rimanded  them  for  thdr 
mde  Aftions  and  Seditious  Pradices,  that  the  Tri- 
tmes  faudly  commanded  him  to  ii/span  the  Affemblyj 
md  upon  his  Refuial,  to  be  fent  to  Prifon.  Ttus 
l^ece  of  Boldnefs  was  fo  furpri^ing  to  the  Fathers, 
diat  all  were  ready  to  rife  up  in  Arms,  and  the  JJ^ors 
were  beaten  back  that 'went  to  lay  HandB.qnhim) 
he  being  defended  by  a  Company  of  ftow  ypuog 
Men,  an  unfeemly  Conteft  enfu'd,  whiijh  beginning 
with  Railings  and  Joftlin^,  proceeded  to  Blows  and 
dmjwing  of  Stones.  But  Quintfin,  the  other  Conful^ 
by  his  Xntreaties ,  and  throwing  himfelf  ipw  the 
Hi  Middle, 
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Iffi^dle,  anabS^^tiibtiblpof  the  Graver  Senawrs, 
wcvehtiid  the  "I^thult  fronj  proGeeduig  to  any  fiir^ 
fecr  ilriecriiveniencies ,  which  was  ended  Ihratly 
<^ft-by  theNight'.  But  alllHfturbance  did  not 
ti^~  here,,  for  wirfiin  a  few  Days  afierj  the  Tribunes 
irid  the  PeOT)Ie  (Hz'd  on  the  Capitol,  and  there  for- 
tifi'd  themielves  agamft  the  Tatrltians.  This  migltt 
Jiaye  been  <£  the  moft  dang^us  Confequence,  had 
hot  Quintius  by  his  mild  Intreaties  and  fair  Promi-

CamUU  This  was  caird  the  Cofnitia  Trihuta;  where  sXi  the 
Tribm<  f  i^ge  Remans  voted  according  to  thdr  Tribes :  Where- 
as in  the  Cemitia  Curiara,  none  cou'd  Vote  but  Inha- 
Ktanrsof  iJowej  in  the  Cwwiria  CwfwwM,  the  Rich 
■Men  had  the  advantage,  by  reafon  of  their  Num- 
ber cSCemuriti ;  but  in  this  Cemitia  Tributa,  there  was 
no  Relped  to  ttther  cX  thefe  Qualifications,  but  all 
Free  Romam  in  or  witliout  the  City,  Poor  or  Rich, 
'might'have  Voices.  Anothra-  DiiFerence  between  this 
and  the  Cwiata  Cemitia,  was  the  Place  of  AiTembly ; 
that  being  ti'd  to  the  Comitimn  in  the  Forum  RomO' 
rtum,  and  that  with  the  Superftitious  Obfervations  of 
Krds,  call'd  Jujpiciai  but  this  Tributa  was  ti'd  to  no  fet 
Place,  being  auembl'd  in  a  great  many  feveral,  with- 
out any  Obfervation  of  Birds.  But  the  moft  mate- 
'  rial  Di&rence  between  thefe  two  Comitia's,  was 
thisj  in  the  Curiata  fuch  things  were  treated  of,  and 
confirm'd  by  the  Suffrages  oftheC«-/>,  as  the  ^owre 
had  firft  decreed ;  but  in  the  Tribttta,  all  Things  w«e 
manag'd  without  any  confiilting  of  the  Senate,  and 
were  wholly  determin'd  by  the  \^tes  of  the  Tri^  ga- 
ther d  apart.

VL  Still  the  2l«w«M  had  Wan  with  the  t/ffw,  Sa-U.C. 
bints,  and  Vdfci,  and  had  generally  the  Advantage.  284. 
Prom  the  yeljciwss  taken  Antium,  3  confjderaUe  City 
(m  t\&  Sea,  28  Miles  Soutb-Ea^  of  Rmu,  wliich-they 
made  a  Sman  Colony.  For  nine  Years  tc^edier,  none 
of  thefe  got  any  conJlderable  Advantage  ov^  the  Re- 
Buw;  tho'in  the  midftof  thefe  Wars,  there  hapned 
a  moft  grievous  Plague  in  Rome,  which  fwept  away  ^ 
an  innumerable  Company  of  the  Slaves^  a  fourth 
Part  of  the  Senators,  both  the  Confuls,  and  moft  of 
the  Tribrnti.  The  Jftfta  and  Voifci  were  at  laft  much 
weaknedj  their  Territories  greatly  wafted,  andLwcr^ 
tint  And  Veturius,  the  Confuls,  obc^'d  one  a  Triumph, 
and  the  other  an  Ovatim  over  them.  The  Year  af- 
ttt  diis,  and  of  the  City  292,  Volimmiu  and  Csmeri' 
WW,  the  Coijfuls,  having  no  A<ftion  Abroad,  em- 
{^*d  themfelves  at  Home  againft  the  exorbitant 
PowK-  of  the  Tr'thmes,  who  were  now  got  to  thaC 
hftghrh  of  Boldnefi  as  to  aifert.  That  the  Citizens  ought 
aH  to  have  t^ual  Ftwer  in  the  Govertiment  ^  they  like-  ^ 
wife  made  great  Cwnplaints,  that  the  Roman  Laws  .^ 
woe  yet  unwritten;  and  diereupon  propos'd  a  Law 
to  have  Ten  Men  chofen  in'  a  lawful  Affembly, 
to  publiffi  Laws  bodi  concerning  all  Private  and 
Publick  BuffncG.  The  young  Vgtritiam  furiouQy 
t^pofi'd  their  Ddigns,  caftmg  ^  meaner  Sort  like 
^v«s  out  of  d^  Fvnm,  Amoi^  athefe ,  C*c/^ 
H  4  QuintifUf 

,  JiOOglf 
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QmtttiuSi  the  Son  of  Qmntim  Cincimiattis,  was  Piind-. 
palj  a  Perfbn  of  great  Courage ,  whom  the  Tribimei 
refolv'd  to  make  an  Example  to  all  young  Men,  and 
therefore  let  him  a  Day  to  anfwer  for  his  Lite  be- 
;  fore  the  People,  which  caus'd  new  Stirs  and  Cora- 

motions.  Cap}  being  admitted  to  Bail,  fled  into  Ht- 
truria^  whereuponhis  Fatherfold  almoft  all  his  Eftate 
to  reimburfe  the  Sureties,  and  then  retreating  to  a 
Cnall  Farm,  and  a  litde  Cottage  beyond  the  Ttier, 
liv'd  retir'd  from  the  World ,  labbrioufly  working, 
for  his  Living. 

The  Tribmet  were  much  deceiv'd  in  their  Expofta- 
dons,  and  the  young  Fatritims  fo  hotly  oppos'd  'em, 
that  diey  cou'd  aft  nodiing  of  Comequence  this 
Confulftup.  The  next  Year,  die  lame  TrlhuMs  b^ 
ing  chofen  again,  they  caus'd  various  Rumors  tobe 
ipread  abroad,  that  many  <f  the  Senators  and  Patnti- 
-  ans  haJ  fon^d a  Plot,  andcmfpird  to  Murtber  tbtTn- 
y,  bunes,  and  Ruim  all  the  Autborm  tf  the  Plebeians.^  This 
Contrivance  was  defign'd  to  fright  the  Senate  into  a 
Compliance,  but  had  no  other  Effeds  than  the  cau- 
fing  ^eat  Tumults  and  Diftuihances  among  the 
Commons.  Thefe  Troubles  were  fo  grea(  as  to  give 
U.C.  Otxufion  to  Herdtmius,  zSt^ine,  with  4000  Men  to 
^93.  feize  on  the  Capitol^  calling  in  the  Slaves  to  their  U- , 
berty,  which  put  the  whole  City  into  a  great  Con- 
fternarionjall  being  in  a  Confufion.  Valerius  and  CIom- 
dius  were  then  Omfuls,  and  the  Trihmes  perfuaded 
the  Multitude  not  to  Fight  ^  except  the .  P-*"''*'**' 
wou'd  engage  by  Oath  to  create  Ten  Men  for  ma- 
king of  I^ws,  and  fuffer  the  Commons  to  have  e- 
qual  Priviledges  with  them.  Clau^us  wou'd  have 
wholly  flighted  their  AlEftance,  but  Valerius  findii^ 
fuch  prelung  Neceffity  for  em,  promis'd  upon  Oath 
to  endeavour  to  latisfy  the  Defire  of  the  Commons 
when  the  War  was  ended.  Whereupon  Claudius  was 
appointed  to  look  to  die  City,  and  Valerius  valiantly 
attad^d  tb£  Cafitel  on  all  Gdes,  and  took  it  by  Stormy 
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but  with  the  I^  (^  his  Life ;  die  ^ves  bdng  pu- 
ni/h'd  accordii^  to  their  De&rts^  and  the  reft  made  ' 
Prilbnra^crf'  W^u-. 

TliisWar  finilli'd,  ^eTril»mtsKqaii'dCla«diMsto 
makegood  thePrcHniie  of  hisdeceas'd  Collie;  but 
he  alledg'dj  He  coa'd  do  methit^  himfelfy  and  appoint- 
ed the  Comitia  for  the  chuTing  a  new  ConTiil.  The . 
Fathersj  the  better  to  Cipport  their  Intereft,  refolv'd 
upon  Qumtius  CindnmOuij  Fatho*  to  Cafo  lately  fled;  , 
and  immediately  fent  for  him  to  the  City.  The 
MeiTengers  found  him  hard  at  Flow,  only  in  his 
Truls,  and  a  Cap  on  his  Head  j  but  bdng  told  of 
thmr  coming  by  a  Viater  rfut  ran  before,  he  prefent- 
ed  himfelf  in  a  better  HaKt.  Being  ialuted  by  the 
Name  of  Conful^  inverted  with  Purple,  honourd  by 
die  Fafces  and  other  EnJ^  of  Magiflxacy,  he  was  de- 
fir'd  to  begin  his  Journey ;  but  after  a  little  Paufe  he 
anfww'd  with  TearSj  Then  fir  this  Tear  mj  foar  little 
fUld  Tm^  go  tmfawn,  and  iveJhaS  be  in  dat^er  of  Want, 
After  this,  taking  his  leave  of  his  Wife,  he  departed 
for  the  City.  There  (^mntiuj  partly  by  Cunning,  and 
pardy  by  Threats  reftrain'd  the  Tribunes  from  prefer- 
ring the  Law ;  and  carry'd  himfelf  fo  as  to  be  a 
Terror  to  the  Multitude  whai  ever  they  refus'd 
to  Lift  themfclves ,  and  their  greateft  Incourager 
when  their  Behaviour  was  fuch  as  deferv*d  it 
He  perform'd  his  Office  with  that  Prudence  and 
Juftice,  and  likewife  with  that  Civility  and  Cour- 
-  te(ie,  that  the  Commons  were  now  of  Opinion, 
that  they  ftood  in  no  need  of  new  Laws :  Then 
having  nniih'd  his  ConfulJhip,  he  to  the  Concern 
of  tiie  whole  Senate,  betook  himfelf  to  his  little 
Cottage,  and  his  fixmer  laborious  Courfe  of  life. 
The  Year  following,  the  tAqtu  furpriz'd  Tufculum^ 
but  were  worfted  by  the  Romansy  together  with  their 
FrKnds  the  Volfd,  and  were  forc'd  to  beg  Peace ; 
And  in  this  Year,  there  were  found  1 19000  Free 
Citizens^  according  to, EutroftHs.   '

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In  the  next  ConliiUtup,  the  t^m  and  Vtlfci  wete 
drawn  to  revolt  by  Graedim  CUUmsy  a  ruling  Man  a- 
mong  *«n,  who  by  his  Indulfay  fo  henun'd  in  and 
blocii'd  up  the  Rmun  Anny,  that  it  was  in  great  dan- 
ger of  being  loft.    This  put  die  City  into  a  great 
Gonfteraadon,  fo  that  they  were^lad  to  have  recourie 
THcvT.   to  ADiBnter^  and ^oitiiw GwcwiwfKf  was  immediate- 
K  c.      ly  refolv'd  upon.  TTie  Meffengers  found  him  fweat- 
s^f*      i"g  ^"d  labouring  as  before;  but  he  fedng  himlelf 
made  DiSater  by  die  i^  Axei^  die  I^irple,  the  Hotfes, 
and  other  Royal  £»/^,  was  fo  far  from  being  pleas'd 
■     widi  die  Honour,  that  he  faid  with  great  Ccaicem, 
"This  years  Crof  wiU  alfo  be  lefi,  and  my  poor  Famly  vn^ 
he  Srarvd.    At  his  entring  the  Giy,  he  encouragd 
the  Feople  what  he  cou'd,  and  chde  Tar^umm  tor 
\asMafier^tbeHorfe\  then  drawing  out  ms  TroopSj 
he  fell  upon  Clalius  and  ftm^'d  him  into  his  Intrendi- 
menc; and Befieginghima.wlule;  brought  his  whole 
Amiy  to  his  Mercy,  who  were  forc'd  to  yield  at  Dif- 
creriOn.  They  were  all  made  Prifonersra  War;  and 
in  token  of  Servitude,  Qmntius  made  'em  pais  under 
/njKM.     the  Jmrnif  which  was  two  Spears  fet  up,  with  a  third 
crofs,  like  a  Gallows:  and  likewife  made  'em  deliver 
ap  Caryio.   He  ordered  die  dioiceft  Plunder  for  Rmtt 
^  and  the  reft  to  be  given  to  his  Soldiers ;  then  retum'd 

to  the  Gty  with  a  more  Magnificent  Triumph  dian 
any  before  him,  having  defeated  a  powerful  Army, 
and  plunder'd  and  forafy'd  a  City* of  theEnany 
withm  Fourteen  Days  after  his  Creadon.  He  im- 
mediately refign'd  his  Office,  and  when  the  Senate 
and  his  private  Friends  wou'd  have  inrich'd  him  vrith 
publick  Lands,  Plunder,  and  Contributions,  he  ut- 
terly refiis'd  all,  betaking  himfclf  flgiin  to  his  Cot- 
tage, and  his  old  Courfe  of  Life ;  wmch  is  one  great 
Iifiance  of  the  Abftinoice  of  the  Kmiam  at  that 
time.  The  Year  following  the  Sabims  with  the  *^~ 
fwi  retook  Corhio^  againft  whc«n  when  Levies-  were 
to  be  made,  the  Trilntawj  who  were  all  created  a 
Foyrth

prove  the  moft  probable  Means  to  divide  *femi  but^9'5> 
■  then  with  rfiis  Prow/e,  as  Lityiays,  That  tbey  Jbou'd 
never  cbufe  the  fame  Trhtmss  twice.    This  done.  Le- 
vies were  made,  ahd  a  fuccefifijl  War  was  carry'dota 
againft  the  Sahines  and  t^^/jui. 

VII.  The  Domeftidt  Troubles  feem'd  for  a  while  u.  C. 
to  be  allay'd,  but  in  a  Years  time,  the  Trihmtes  um-  297. 
ting  all  together^  made  farther  Incroadiments  thiih 
ever,  and  ventur'd  fo  far  as  to  Affemble  the  Senate 
by  tlieir  own  proper  Authcaity;  moreover  requiring 
Mount  Aventine  for  die  People  to  build  on,  whim 
being  a  Mile  and  an  half  in  compais,  was  not  yet  ful  • 
ly  inhabited,  but  Common,  and  full  of  Wood.  The 
Senate,  after  moft  violent  Quarrels  on  both  fides,  out 
of  hopes  it  might  be  a  Means  to  fupprefs  the  A^m- 
an  Seditions,  granted  thofe  Parts  thafwere  Ccmimon, 
to  the  People,  who  fpent  the  remaining  part  of  the 
Year  in  Building,  to  die  confiderable  Encreafe  of  the 
Gty.  This  Grant  (atisfy'd  the  Commons  but  for  a 
fliort  time ;  for  the  next  Year  their  fiDrmer  Complaints 
were  renew'd,  and  carry'd  on  with  all  the  violeftt 
Heats  und  Animofities  that  cou'd  be  tmagin'd,  oftdti 
proceeding  to  Blows  J  tillatlaft  theTi-i^HWJ,  having 
thrown  off  all  Re^eit  and  Reverence,  infolently  fet 
a  Day  to  the  Coniuls  themfdves  to  aftfwer  before  the 
People.  But  this  appear'd  fo  odious  tb  many,  that 
they  were  prevail'd  upon  to  let  fuch  a  Matter  fall, 
as  being  moft  dangerous  both  to  them&lvei}  and  the 
whole  Sute  ^  ^me.    But  at  riiefiriittinie  thw 
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«        ^ntule  a  firm  Refoludon  to  prefer  die  ^arian  Lawj 

vdiich  they  agreed  to  do  in  die  next  Auemblyj  and 

(or  dut  Reafbn  diey  appointed  a  day  apart  tor  die 

Cmitia. 

,  -At  diis  Affembly  were  gather'd  tt^edier  great 
Nombers  of  all  Ranks  and  Qualities;  where  the 
Trihaet  having  ^loken  very  largely  on  that  SubjeA, 
levoalof  the  Pkirearu  rdated,  what  good  Services 
they  had  done  die  Omimonwealth,  and  how  Htde 
Reward  di^.had  for  thdr  Puns;  Among  which 
was  Siam  Dtmatasj  a  Man  of  adimrable  Shape  and 
Courage,  ;8  Years  of  Age^  and  well  fumiiliM  widi 
Military  Eloquence  for  a  Sedidous  Attempt  ^  who 
told  'etnJJe  badfervd  bis  Country  in  the  fTari  forty  Tearj^ 
had  been  «n  Officer  thirty ^fi  a  Centia-im^ben  a  Tnbuhe  j 
hadfiugbt  one  hundred  and  twenty  Battels,  in  wbicby  h 

.  the  Farce  cf  bit  fingle  Arm,  be  bad  fav'd  many  Patriti- 
ans  Idvesj  recover  d  fevertd  Standards^  ferfmnfd  maty 
ff eat  and  dangerous  Exfluti,  gatnd  14  Ci'vick  Crowns, 
3  Moral  Crowns,  and  8  GoliSti  Crowns ;  hefides  8  J  Get- 
den  Cbainsj  60  Golden  Bracelets,  18  ptre  Sfears^  and 
23  Horfe-Traffings,  wbere(f  9  were  fir  hilling  Enemies 

■  eh^^ef^d  to  (ingle  Combats  \  moreover  be  bad  receiv'd  ^^ 
Wounds ,  mI  before  and  none  behind,  fartiadarly  twehje 
in  that  Day  the  Capitol  wot  recover  d :  Tet  mtwith~  ' 
fianding  be  had  fot^bt  fo  manji  Tears,  ferv'd  info  maty 
Epepeditiens,  receivd  fo  many  Womds,  belfd  to  gain  jo 
ma^  large  Territories  for  bis  Country,  and  bnd  ffof'd  no 
Cefi  or  Labour,  nor  r^us'd  any  Danger  or  Difficulty ;  yet 
neither  be,  nor  anjf  of  bis  FeSmv-jharers  in  hit  Dangers,  bad 
reuiv'd  the  leafi  Portion  ef  tbofe  Ltmdi  tbey  bad  gaind  by 
their  Swords,  but  that  they  were  fejfifs'd  by  others  who  baa 
mt  the  leafi  Title  or  Merit  to  fiew  for 'em  ^  andtofucbtoOf 
wh^e  private  Attempts,  andfinifier  Defigns,  better  entitled 
'em  to  a  ^fgrac^  Funijbment,  than  to  any  Fi^lick  Re- 
ward,   "^ele  Particulars  he  uig'd  at  large,  withal 

_  accufing  the  Pattitians  of  many  Defigns  againft  the 
Privik^  of  di9  People,  and  the  Publick  Peace  cS 

the 
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die  ^ty ;  which  he  did  widi  fuch  Rhetoick'  and 
-  Cunning,  that  the  Commons  were  almdl  tranfpoit-' 
ed  with  the  Man.  Yet  ftill  the  Fatritims  by  their 
.wonderful  Prudence  and  cautious  Management^  tho* 
with  extream  Hazard  to  themfelves,  fo  tar  defeated 
their  Defigns,  that  the  Law  coii'd  not  be  pafi'd. 

Thefe  Diftiirbances  were  a  litde  diverted  by  the 
Enemies  March  as  far  asTufiulum,  againftwhom5ic- 
dus  went  as  Volunteer ,  where  the  Cftnfuls  put  him 
upon  a  mod  delperate  Attempt, which  gain'd  him  the 
hjgbeft  Honour,  inftead  of  procuring  his  Ruin,as  diey 
imagin'd  it  wou'dhave  done.  A  naable  ViAory  was 
gaiird  over  the  e^w"  by  his  Means,  and  he  revenged 
himfelf  upon  the  Confiils,  by  preventing  their  Trir 
umph  this  Year,  and  by  getting 'em  fin'd  the  next, 
when  he  himfelf  was  made  one  or  the  Trikiaei.  Upon  ^'  *-• 
which  a  Law  pafs'd  in  the  Centuriata  Comitia,  That  all  *99* 
Mapfirattt  fixit'd  have  Vmver  to  pmifh  Jiicb  at  violated 
their  Authority  (which  before  was  only  die  Priviledge 
of  the  Coniuls  )  Bta  not  by  any  Fine  exceeding  two  Oxen 
or  thirty  Sheep  ^  which  Law  was  long  obferv'd  by  the 
Romans.  This  new  Law  pleas^  the  People,  and  all  , 
now  being  alittle  more  moderate,  the  whole  Body  of 
Rarne  began  to  consider  of  Ways  and  Methods  to  fet- 
de  die  Government  more  firmly,  and  to  prevent  ^ 
dangerous  Feuds  for  the  Future  J  thereupon  it  Was  i- 
greed.  That  Ambaffadors  (hou'd  be  fent  to  the  Greek 
Cities  in  Itafy,  and  to  Jthem,  to  bring  fuch  Laws 
frwn  thence  as  were  moft  excellent,  and  moft  con- 
venient for  the  good  of  the  Commonwealth.- 

For  this  great  Defign,  Pojihumius,  Sulpidui,  and 
Manlius  were  fix'dupon,  andGallies  affign'd  &r  their 
life,  fuitable  to  rfie  Majeijy  of  the  Einman  People.  The 
Year  following,  there  hapned  a  great  Famine,  and  a 
moft  ^evousPIague,  to  the  great  Dama§p  of  the  Ci- 
ty :  And  the  Year  after,  the  AmbaiMors  retum'd  out 
a  Greece-  with  their  Laws,  jaelendy  after  which 
the  Tribunet  reqoir'd ,  that  Law-makers  mi^t  be 

ap-

appoiiltsd ;  ai^  a^  many  ^ve  and  jHiident  De- 
bates, and  fome  Oppofidon,  it  was  Granted.  The 
Method  that  ^ey  aU  agreed  upon  was,  Ibat  Ten  Mot 
cut  ^  the  Chief  of  the  Senate  pmd  be  ele&ed,  wbofe  Titw- 
er  cmtimtingfir  a  TeOTj  jHdtid  be  tbt  fame  with  that  <f 
Kingi  and  Ctrnfuls,  and  that  without  amy  A^^ed  j  tint  a& 
ether  Mt^i^acies  fimd  lay  dtnvn  their  Authmtiti  tiU 
tb^  might  be  rgtuw'd  according  to  the  Laws.  This  was 
agreed  on  by  the  Senate,  and  confirra'd  by  the  Peo- 
ple ;  and  the  Copfuls  ^ed,  immediately  religning 
their  Office,  were  made  part  of  the  Decemvirate^ 
and  alfb  the  Tribmesj  t/Sdilts^  Qifafieri,  &C.  u^v 
i^vefied  of  all  Power  and  Authority.  This  was  a 
moll  remarkable  Oiai^e  of  Government,  as  great  as 
diat  from  Xings  to  Confuls,  and  was  the  fecond 
fort  of  Interimffion  of  the  Cmfular  Feeder,  which 
hapned  in  the  fecond  Year  of  the  8a^.  Olympiad,  301 
Years  after  the  Building  of  the  Gty,  57  after  die 
Baniihment  of  Tarqtun,  jo  after  JUrxa's  Expeditioti 
into  Greece,  and  450  before  our  Saviour's  Nativity. 
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Frow  the  Creation  of  the  Decemviri,  to  the 
Hjtrd  IrUermigion  of  the  Confulai  Power, 
i>  the  Military  Tribunes. 

Cofttaimng  tbejpace  of  8  Tears, 

V.  C.  I.'^HE  ten  Perfbns  chofen  by  the  Centariata  Cet/U' 
J02.  X    *w  for  this  high  Office,  were -^ppiw  and  Ge- 

maiMSj  the  lareConfulsele<fti  Tofihumius,  Sidfieius,zn^ 
0*ttmwi.  ManUhs,  the  three  Ambaffadors ;  Sextim  and  Bm»- 

UtUy  former  Confuls  j  with  Julius,  Vetwius,  and  Horit- 

tiusf  all  Senators.    Thejje  being  iavefted  with  ahnoll 
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.drfynte  Power,  ag^  that  mly  one  d"  'cm  at  one 
time,  ihou'dliave  the  Fafas  and  other  Confular  Eit- 
j^iUf  to  which  they  were  to  fuccced  by  Turns,  fora 
ceitdn  limitted  Time,  till  the  Year  came  abotit.  And 
he  whofe  Turn  it  warfbr  the  time  being,  affembled 
die  Senate^  condrm'd  the  Decrees,  and  did  all  other 
Things  tlut  belong'd  to  a  chief  Magtftrate  to  do ;  tha 
reft,  to  avcad  Envy  and  Sufpicion,  diiler'd  little  in 
Habit  from  private  Perfons,  having  only  an  Accmjiu, 
or  a  fort  of  a  Beadle  going  before  'em.  Thefe  great 
Men  for  a  time  manag'd  all  things  with  fuch  Ju- 
ftice  and  Moderation,  that  the  Commonwealdi 
fean'd  mc&  Happy  under  them ;  and  Afpius  above  - 
die  reft  grew  exceeding  Popular,  carrying  aWay  the 
diief  Praife  from  die  whole  Colledge,  having  in- 
deed greater,  and  more  fecret  Deigns  than  the  reft: 
At  length,  having  made  a  Model  out  of  fuch  Laws 
as  were  brought  m>m  Greece^  and  their  own  Countria 
Cuftoms,  diey  expos'd  'em  to  the  View  of  all  Men 
in  Ten  Tables,  that  any  one  might  make  Exceptions. 
When  all  were  approv'd  of,  a  Smaius  Cmjultum  pafc'd 
Ntmine  cmtradkentCy  for  the  ratifying  of  thefe  Laws; 
and  the  Queftion  being  put  to  the  People  in  the  Cm- 
tmata  Comitia,  they  were  molt  Religioufly  and  Ce- 
remonioufly  confirm'd  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Pmifi- 
m.  Augurs,  and  Friefis-y  then  they  were  ingraven  in 
Brafi  (Ibme  iay  Ivory)  and  plac'd  for  publick  View 
in  die  moft  compicuous  Part  of  thz-Fcrum. 

The  Year  b«ng  ahnoft  expir'dj  the  Decemviri 
moT*d  the  Senate  for  a  Continuance  of  this  Office; 
and  after  a  great  Debate,  it  was  refoVd  by  them,  k> 
hare  the  lame  kind  of  Magiftracy  for  the  following 
Year,  becaufe  fomething  fcem'd  yet  Wanting  to  the 
new  Model ;  but  efijecially  becaufe  this  OiK^  Suf- 
pended  the  7r;i«jw-ri)ip,  which  had  been  an  intole- 
rable Burden  to  the  State.  A  Cmtiia  was  appointed 
on  purpofe,'  where  the  moft  Ancient  and  Honoura- 
ble-pf  the  Fadiersftood  for  this  Office,  fearing  if  it 
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fell  into  the  Hands  cS  turbulent  Petlons,  it  inight 
prove  very  dangerous  to  the  Peace  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Jfj>ius  had  now  gain'd  the  Hearts  of  the 
People,  and  his  Behaviour  and  A»Sions  were  extoU'd 
to  the  Skies,  therefore  they  labour'd  eameftly  to  retain 
him  in  his  Place ;  but  he  cuimingly  defir'd  to  be  ex-- 
cus'd  the  Undertaking  fuch  a  troublefome  and  un- , 
grateful  Work.  But  at  laft,ov6rcomeas  it  were  by  the 
Intreaties  of  the  People,  he  plac'd  himfelf  among  the 
Ctmdtdateii  where  By  a  crafty  Infinuation  of  his 
own  Services,  and  a  malicious  Accuiat:on.of  the  o- 
ther  Fatritianij  as  owing  him  a  Spight  for  his  publick 
Spirit,  he  not  only  made  way  for  himfelf,  but  for 
his  Friends  too.  He  procur'd  to  be  chofen  with 
himfelf  Fahiutj  afijrmer  Conful;  Corw/w,  Servili- 
us,  A£nucius,  JntimiuSf  and  Rahulius,  all  famtianti 
and  Petflius^  I>utlUus,aiiAOffiuSfSSi'Plebeians\  whom 
he  took  in,  the  more  to  Ingratiate  himfelf  wirfi  die 
Rabble ;  iaying.  It  was  -ueryjufi  that  the  Commons ^md 
have  a  Share  in  that  Magifiracy,  which  ■wot  to  Govern 
•    and  Command  aU.,  _ 

On  the  firft  Day  after  tlieir  Creation,  they  all  made 
tiieir  Appearance  with  Regal  Enfigns,  which  exceed- 
ingly terrify'd  the  People,  efpecially  the  Axts  now 
added  again  to  the  Reds^  which  Poplicela  had  laid  a- 
fide  to  prevent  the  Difl&tis&(9ion  of  the  Common 
Sort.  The  firft  thing  die  Decemviri  did,  was  thdr 
promifing  each  other  by  Oath,  To  he  of  one  MW; 
to  rettUH  the  Vvurer  in  their  ovm  Handt  j  to  be  ofe^ud  Au~ 
thmity  among  themfelvetj  and  to  admit  none  into 
their  Number  j  never  to  make  ufe  of  Senatus  Conful- 
tum'j  and  PlebifcifuxhV  but  in  Cafe  of  Necejjity,  ABii^ 
mofi  Tpin^s  h  Vertue  <f  their  own  Paver.  Thefe  things 
diey  oWervM  Mfith  great  Exadnels;  nodiing  valuing 
die  Roman  Senate  and  People ;  and  exercUmg  thdr 
Authority  with  all  Licentioufhefe:  By  whidi  Means 
it  came  to  pafi,  that  they  being  both  Legillators  and 
Judges,  many  Qtizens  were  unjuftly  put  to  Deaths 

and 
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and  others  Ulegally  depriv'd  of  tlwir  Eftares;  whole 
Cauies  they  all  form^ly  judg'd,  that  they  might 
make  the  greater  Shew  arid  Pretence  of  Juftice;  Ac- 
cfifers  werefbbborn'd  out  of  their  Dependents,  each 
one  afFording  all  Affiftance  herein  to  his  CoUegue ; 
and  ftich  private  Perfons  as  had  Suits  depending,  had 
no  other  way  to  fecure  their  Caufes,  but  by  join- 
ing themfdves  with  the  Judges  Party,  fo  that  in  a 
fliort  time  moft  bf  the  Citizeiw  were  alfo  Corrupted. 
And  (uch  as  were  moft  oifended  at  the  Extravagan- 
cy  of  the  Decemvirei  Aiftions,  withdrew  th^iiifelves, 
waiting  for  a  new  Creation  of  Magiftrates.  -     . 

One  very  memorable  Thing  was  done  by  'em  this  U".  C. 
Yeaxj  which  was  theiradding  two  TablesofLawto  JO}' 
the  ten  that  were  made  the  Year  before ;  whereof 
one  forbad  all  Marriages  between  the  Vatrltiatti  and 
Tleheians.  Thefe  two  together  with  the  other  ten,  al- 
ways went  by  the  Name  of  the  Laws  of  the  Tvjelve  ^"^^ . 
Tables,  being  much  talk'd  of  by  many  Authors,  and  t^^ics. 
extrearaly  commended  by  Ckct-o,  as  containing  Mat- 
ters of  the  greateft  P<dicy,  and  excelling  the  Libraries 
trf'all  the  Philofophers.  They  were  divided  into  three 
Parts,  whereof  the  firft  contain'd  what  belong'd  to  the 
Religionof  theRow^^;  the fecond,  what  concern'd 
the  Publickj  and  thethirdjthe  Rights  of  private  Per- 
fons. Thefe  Laws  being  eftablifti'd,  it  neceflarily  fpl- 
low'd,  that  Difputationsand  Controverfieswou'd  ar 
rile,  which  requir'd  the  Interpretation,  and  Determi- 
nation cS  the  Learned ;  Now  this  Interpretation,  or 
this  unwritten  Law  fram'd  by  the  Learned,  was  cali'd 
by  the  common  Name  of  i^wjC/w'/e,  OTdvilLaw.  Be- j"*^^"'' 
fides,  certain  Cafes  were  compos 'd  out  of  thefe  L^ws 
almoft  at  the  lame  time;  which  Cafes,  leall  (;h9  Peo- 
ple fiiou'd  make  'em'  at  their  Pleafure,  were  to  be  cer- 
tain and  folemn;  and  this  part  of  Law  was  calld 
Armies  Jwis,   or  Cafti  at  Law  ■■   So  that  almoft  at  the  ^^'»"" 
iame  time  arbfe  thefe  three  forca  of  Law  :  Namely,  ^'^''' 
ihs  Lawiof  the  Twelve  Tables^  call'd  barely  Lfge^j  th? 
I  Civil 
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Civil  Imv,  and  the  Cafes  at  Loiv.    The  reft  of  tfie 
Roman  Laws,  that  were  either  before  or  after  thefej 
according  to  Vompmiusy  were  of  thefe  forts ;  namely, 
Fltbifd-    a  Tlehifcitum,  made  by  tiie  Commons  without  the  Au- 
'"*•         thority  of  the  Fathers ;  or  an  EdiB  of  a  Magiftrate 
Jilt  Mm-  call'd  Jus  Honorarium  ^  or  an  Ordinance  of  the  Se- 
^Senltm      "^"^  ^^  ^^^"^  ^^  Aumori^y,  call'd  Smatas  CoTtfultum  ; 
cJjuttam.  orLaftly,  diat  call'd  FrincipaUt  Confiitmioy  which  was 
Fritapd-  Enaifteq  by  the  Prince  or  the  Emperor. 
Ik  c»fli-      But  to  return  to  die  Decemviri,  who  now  neither 
"""■         regarded  the  Approbation  of  Senate  nor  People  j 
but  in  a  meet  Arbitrary  Way,  continu'd  theralelves 
in  Powerfbr  the  Year  following,  which  was  the  third 
oS  the  Decemvirate.    Iliey  fo  manag'd  the  Affairs^ 
rfiat  in  a  flwrt  time  even  die  moft  confiderable  of  the 
Citizjsas^atritians  and  otherSjWere  either  Murder'd  or 
forc'd  to  quit  the  City.  At  the  lame  time  the  Sahimt 
and  t/fipa  began  to  invade  the  Rstman  and  Laiine  Ter- 
ritories, which  did  not  a  httle  ftartle  the  Decemviri,  be- 
caufe  diey  found  no  means  of  Refiftance  without  firft 
afTembling  the  Senare,  which  had  been  laid  aHde  for 
Ibme  coniiderahie  time.    At  this  prefSng  Juodure  a 
Senate  was  at  laft  call'd,  where  ^]>pius  in  a  preme- 
ditated Oradon  propounded  die  Bufinefs  of  die  War : 
Upon  which,  Wtfiw theGrand-Son  of  PDp//cD/«,  firft 
ftood  up,  and,  tho'  jifpitis  commanded  him  to  for- 
bear, violcntiy  exclaim'd  againftthe  Tyranny  of  the 
prefent  Ufurpers.-  He  being  forc'd  to  Silence,  was  fe- 
Conded  by  Marcus  Horatius^Grand-fbn  to  Peflicola's  Col- 
i^ue,  who  having  expreis'd  great  Indignadon  againft 
the  Dtctmviriy  threatned  to  have  him  caft  Headlong 
down  the  Tarpian  Rock.    All  die  Senators  exclaim'd 
againft  thjs,  as  the  higheft  Breach  of  their  Prlviledges, 
and  an  intollerable  piece  of  Injuflice :  Whereat  the 
Ten^  a  litde  rependng  this  Railmefi,  b^an  to  excuie 
themfelves,  faying.  The/  binder'd  none  if  tht  Uberty  ^ 
ffeaking  to  the  Matter  frefounded^  but  tiherrufted  aS  Sedi- 
tfoui  OratintUf  which  thty  might  do  by  tbttrPavir  ef  Cs»> 
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fuls  and  Tribunes  recei'vdjroTn  the  Feofle,  tut  fir  a  Tear^ 
er  any  limimd  TtnUj  but  tiU  the  great  Work  (f  the  Lmvi 
Pca'd  hefinifii'd^  until  jvhicb  they  ivererefoki'd  to  AH,  and 
woud  then  give  an  Account  of  their  Adminifiration, 

The  Defign  of  Tyranny  and  Slavery^  top  openly 
appear'd  under  this  Veil  j  whereupon  Claudius ,  Affiui  s  ■ 
Uncle^ood  up,and  very  handfomely  expos'd  die  Ar- 
bitrary, and  Tyrannical  Carriage  of  his  Nephew  and 
nine  CtMnpanions  j  plainly  demonftratingj  that  diis 
War  was  folely  occafion'd  by  the  prefent  Diftem^rs 
of  the  State ;  withal  adviiing  the  Senators  to  refolve 
nothing  till  the  accuftom'd  Magiftrates  were  firft 
Created.  Many  of  the  younger  Sort  were  of  Opi- 
nions that  the  prefent  Ui^ency  requir'd  the  War  to 
be  comtnitfed  to  the  Management  of  the  Decemviri  ; 
and  others  were  for  creating  a  DiBator,  which  Opi- 
nion had  the  moft  plaufible  Appearance  of  any  :  So 
that  the  Houfe  was  very  much  divided ;  many,  out  cf 
Fear  either  of  the  Decemziiri,  or  the  Enemies,  having 
altered  their  firft  Intentions.  Appiuj  took  Advantage 
of  thele  DivifionSj  and  lotA'd  upon  his  own  Parries 
Votes  as  a  fiifficient  Determination;  whereupon  he 
immediately  commanded  the  Clerk  to  draw  up  a  Se- 
natui  Confultum,whcveby  fiiS  Vomer  if  Levying  forces^TU 
Commanding  them,  was  ei-ven  to  the  Decemviri  ;  and 
flraight  the  Senate  was  diTmifs'd,  to  the  great  Diffatisfa- 
Aionof  many.  This  new  way  of  Proceeding  made 
Horatiui  and  Valerius  ftand  upon  dieir  own  Defence, 
gathering  together  their  Clients  and  Dependents; 
and  caus'd  Claudius  to  go  over  to  the  Sahines,  where  he 
Uv^d.  And  notwidiftanding  all  the  Care  and  ProvJ- 
fion  of  the  Decemviri,  great  Multitudes  foUow'd  his 
Example,  living  their  Native  Scats,  with  their  Wives 
and  Oiildren,  and  went  into  a  voluntary  Exile. 

II.  The  Decemviri  divided  thdr  Army  into  three 
Parts,  whereof  one  contina'd  with  Appiui  and  Oppiut 
la  the  Gty  j  and  the  other  two  were  commanded 
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by  tlieir  Collegues,  one  againft  the  tSp4i,  and  the  o- 
ther  agzioR  the  Sahines.  Thee^ai  forc'd  the  Ro- 
mans to  abandon  their  Camp,  and  fly  fliamefiilly  ; 
which  caus'd  great  Joy  in  Sowe  among  the  Enemies 
of  the  Decemviri :  So  thar  Af^ius  fearing  fome  At- 
tempt, wrote  to  his  Collegues  m  theArmyj  todeftroy 
their  known  Adverfaries  by  any  Means,  which  was 
Bffetfted  upon  feveral.  But  at  Romiy  amoi^  many  o- 
thers  Siccitis  Dentatut,  die  Roman  AchiUes^  as  he  was  cal- 
ledj  blam'd  the  Comnianders  as  Cowards  and  Unskil- 
ful ,•  whereupon  Appiui,  to  fecure  him,  with  good 
Words  perfwaded  him  to  go  as  Lieutenant,  or  Lego- 
tus,  to  the  Army  then  lying  at  Crufiumeria  againft  the 
Sabines.  Siccius  without  any  fuipidon  or  diffiruft,  un- 
icjaf**.  dertook  the  Employment  J  for  the  Office  of  Le^^fw 
was  moft  Sacred  and  Honourable  among  the  Rimam^ 
having  the  Power  and  Authority  of  a  General,  and 
the  Inviolablenefii  and  Veneration  of  a  Prieft.  Upon 
his  Arrival  at  the  Camp,  he  was  fent  out  with  a  Party  ■ 
of  I  oo  Men,  who  had  ftriA  Orders  to  Murder  him  j 
where  he  ihew'd  fudi  incredible  Stren^h  and  Valour, 
that  he  kill'd  fifteen  of  'em  himfeli^  and  wounded 
twice  as  many,  as  Dimyfius  relates  it ;  fo  that  at  lei^h 
they  were  forc'd  to  throw  Darts  and  Stones  at  him, 
^  keeping  Ibme  diftance,  and  by  that  Means  eflfefted 
their  Defign.  The  Affaffinates  gave  out  that  he  fdl 
into  the  Enemies  hands  j  but  the  Soldiers  eafily  per- 
ceiving the  Villany,  began  to  grow  very  Mutinous  j 
and  the  Deamviri  to  appeafe  'em,  gave  Sicdus  a  very 
Honourable  Burial,  which  wasperrorm'd  with  much 
Ceremony,  and  an  univerlal  Sorrow  among  the  Sol- 
diers, who  from  that  time  thought  upon  nothing  but 
a  Revolt  ;  which  the  other  Aimy  lying  at  Algedum 
againft  the  t^«/,  foon  after  found  a  fair  Opportu- 
nity to  effed;. 

It  was  occafion'd  dy  one  Vtrginius  a  Plebeian^  who 
had  a  Daughter  of  moft  admirable  Beauty,  and  of  as 
eminent  eiialUty,  whom  ^;'i«  (aw  by  chance,  and 

was> 
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was  fo  extteamly  fmitten  with  Her,  that  nothing 
cou'd  allay  his  violent  Paffion.  His  own  Laws  had 
6)rbidden  him  Marrying  her,  as  being  a  Ttebelan  ^ 
nor  cou'd  he  hope  to  enjoy  her  any  other  jKVay,  but 
by  procuring  Ciaudius,  one  of  his  Clienu,  to  challenge 
her  for  his  Slave ;  fo  tliatthe  Matter  being  hrbughtbe- 
fore  him,  he  might  judge  h,er  to  be  fo.  Claudius, .Acoor^ 
dingtohislnftnidions,  laid  Claim  to  her;  and  bring- 
ing the  Matter  to  a  Tryal  before  4pfius,  he  affirra'di" 
Thatpe  -was  natural  Daugbter  to  his  Sla've,  procitr'd  hj 
Vir^mus' J  M^ift)  bang  Barren  and  n<m>  Dead^  and  brought 
tif  for  her  ffivn -y  a  thing  though  known  to  others,  asiveUat 
h'mfelfy  he  had  no  offortttnity  till  wiv  to  make  it  appear. 
This  Pretence  was  fo  Impudent  and  Groundlefs,  that 
it  rais'd  the  Indignation  of  all  unconcern 'd  Perfons  f 
and  Numitor  the  Maids  Uncle,  with  Idlias  who  was 
Contraifted  to  her,  fijfficienrly  pfov'd  the  Falfi^.  of 
the  Affertion:  But  Affiui,  refolutely  bent  upon  his 
lultfiil  and  bafe  Defign,  wou'd  hear  no  Reafon,  nor 
mind  any  Proof;  till  at  laft  the  loud  Cries  and  Mur- 
murs of  the  Multitude,  prevail'd  with  him  to  deferr 
liic  Matter  tifl  her  Father  cou'd  be  fent  for  from  the 
Camp  .to  defend  her  Caule,  for  which  he  wou'd  al- 
low but  one  Day.  He  immediately  wrote  to  Algedum 
K  the  Camp  to  confine  Virginius ;  but  Numitor  and  I~ 
«liui'i  Brother  intercepted  the  Letters,  and  Virginius 
I^erending  the  Dearii  of  a  near  Relation,  got  Leave 
toleave  the  Camp,  and  come  polling  to  the  City. ' 

"Hie  next  Day,  Virginius  appear'd  at  the  Place,  to 
Ae  great  Surprize  of  Affius,  he  and  his  Daughter  both 
W  Mourning ,  accompany'd  with  feveral  weeping; 
Matrons,  and  a  numerous  Train  of  Advocat£^,'the, 
whole  Oty  crowding  into  the  Foruttj.  Virginius  prov'd  ■ 
Ae  Maid  to  be  his  own  Daughter  j  but  Afpius,  ax-' 
tiupted  by  die  Greatnefs  of  his  Power,  and  in%m'd, 
with  the  Heat  of  his  Luft,  neither  conli^er'd  the  juft 
Defence  of  the,Father,  nor  the  bitter  Tears  of  the 
PoorVirginj  but  wasinrag'daf  thePityof  theStatl- 
I  }  ders 
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den  by,  thinking  himfelf  a  greater  ObjeA  of  Pity, 
who  endur'd  more  for  her  Beauty's  lake  than  fiie  her 
/  felfdid.  He  interrupted  all  that  pleaded  in  her  behalf. 
Commanding  their  Silence^  and  (hrait  judg'd  Claudl- 
*»  to  be  right  Lord  and  Owner  of  her.  Great  Out- 
cries and  Lamentations  bang  made,  as  well  by  odiers, 
as  the  Virgin  and  her  Relations,  all  knowing  ihe  was 
doom'dto  the  Tyrant's  Lufts,  Api>iui  commanded  all 

I  to  depart,  and  order'd  Claudius  to  take  PoiTefiion  pf 
his  Slave.  Vimnias  finding  no  relief,  defir'dhe  might 
£peak  a  Word  with  his  Daughter  before  he  parted 
from  her;  which  being  Granted,  he  drare'd  her 
hanging  about  hinPto  a  Butcher's  Stall  hard^,  and 
pitifully  bewailing  her  deplorable  Condition;  where 
catching  a  Knife  m  his  Hands,  he  laid.  Daughter^  I 
iviUJmd  thee  to  our  /incefieri  both  Free  and  Unffotted,  fir 
tie  MerciUfi  Tyrant  wiU  fvffer  thee  to  be  neither  bere^ 
and  thereupon  ftabb'd  her  to  the  Hearts  Then  caft- 
ing  his  angry  Eyes  up  to  the  Tribunal,  he  cry'd  out, 
Afpias^  thou  Tyrant,  with  this  Blood  I  deem  thee  to  certain 
Death!  With  the  bloody  Knife  in  his  Hand,  in  a 
great  Rage  and  Fury ,  he  ran  throu^  the  City, 
wildly  cafling  upon  the  People  in  aH  Places  to  regain 
their  Liberty  j  and  coming  to  the  Gate,  rod  Poff  to 

.  the  Army,  a  Company  of  400  P/e^«<n»j  following 
him. 

In  this  Pofture  Virginia  arriv'd  at  die  Camp,  with 
^e  Knife  and  his  Qothes  all  Bloody ;  where  with  all 
his  Rhetorick  and  P-athetick  Reaibris  he.perfuaded  'em 
to  revolt  from,  the  Ten,  and  redeem  their  finking  Country  j 
fliewing  'em  likewife.  That  their  Sacramentum  or  MiU' 
tfiry  Oath,v/as  no  ways  binding  in  this  Cafe,  htcaufe  the  Oath 
ftt^osd  the  Commanderi  to  he  made  according  to  Law, 
which  th^Ten  were  not  J  having  XJfftrfdtdl.the  Power  and 
Authority  they  cou'd  ^etendto.  The  Army,  ready  enough 
£br  fiS:n  a  Defign,  immediately  decamp'd,  fome  few 
Centuriont  only  remaining,  and.  took  their  Station  on 
Mount  Avaitine  \  and  die  n^  day,  fortifymg  their 
Camp, 

L  ,i,.<..t,Coo^^Ic 
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Camp,  dio&TenCaptaifis,  whereof  one  0«>iMf  was 

Chief;  And  £bon  after  came  great  Parties  from  the 
o^er  Army,  who  were  much  Offended  at  the  Mur- 
der of  Sicauff  and  join'd  them  j  and  this  was  the  fe- 
cond  Separation  of  the  Commons.  Afplus  in  the  mean 
time  having  endeavour "d  by  Force  to  fupprefi  the  Di'- 
fturbances  he  had  rais'd  in  the  City,  was  lb  over- 
power'd  by  the  Parties  of  Vahrius  and  Hcratim  for- 
merly mention'd,  ^t  he  Was  forc'd  to  keep  himfdf 
to  his  Houfe.  Opiuti  one  of  die  Decttrntiri,  aflembled 
the  Fathers,  and  urg*d  the  Pumfliment  of  all  Defert- 
as;  but  the  Senate  was  lb  fenfible  irf  the  threatning 
Dangers  and  Miferies  of  the  State,  that  they  were 
glad  to  come  to  any  Agreement  with  the  Soldiers; 
Therefore,  to  compole  all  Differehcesj  they  imme- 
diately diyjatch'd  Meflengers  fo  die  Army,  which 
had  lately  remov'd  to  this  Holy  Jl^mni,  as  they  had 
once  done  above  40  Years  before.  Where  the  Peo- 
ple demanded  10  h(iv.e  ihe.  fame  Form  of  Govern- 
ment as  Was  feded  before  the  treation  pf  the  De- 
tmrviriy  which  was  readily  Granted  'em,  the  People 
all  returning  home  to  the  City^'  Thus  in  lefe  than 
three  Years  time,  ended.the  famous  Decemvirate. 

in.  Valerius  and  Horatm  were  for  riieir  Services  17,  c, 
made  Confuls  for  die  remaining  part  of,  the  Year.

Thefe  prefecr'd  divers  Laws  in  favour  of  the  Com- 
mons, to  the  great  Regret  of  the  Fatritiani ;  where- 
of on«  was^  Tiaifuch  L(vws  as  the  Commmi  enoBed  in 
the  Comitia  Tributa,  J/jo«V  have  the  jame  Force  -w 
ibofe  made  jp  tie  Comma.  Centiiriata;  which  was  ». 
great  Advantage  to  the  People-  After  this,,  the  TrU 
bmts,  whereof  Fjj^imtfi  was  one,  thought  it  conv&. 
luent  to  call  tbA  Deamviri  to  an  Accouhc.  A^pus 
Was  Committed  to  Prifon,  no  Bail  being  allow'd 
him  J  but  before  his  Tryal  was  found  Dead,  but  by 
what  means  is  uncertain.  Opfluiy  die  next  to  him  in 
QuiU,  was  accus'd  j  and  being  Cwdemn'd,  dy'd 
I  4  -  the 
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thpfameday  in  Prifon  By  his  own  H^nds. .  The  o- 
dier  eight  baniHi'd '  themfelves,  and  C/aW/rij  the  pre- 
tended Mafter  ofK;r^(»/«,  was  driven  ouf  after 'em; 
with  Which  Jnftice.the  Sfate  was  fatisfy'd,  and  In- 
demnfty  granted  to  all  Others.  Aifair>  thus  fetled, 
the  Corifiils  took  the  Field  againft  the  i^^ai,  Voljci, 
and  Shbives,  and  fo  fuccefsfiiUy  as  to  deferve  a  Tri- 
umph; but  the^natp  gave 'em  a  Repulfe  for  making 
Lawsfo  much  in  favour  of  the  Commons,  and  fo  dil- 
advflhtageous  to  the  fdtrH'ian  Priviledges. '  The  Con- 
itils  api>^i'd  tothfe  I^ecjpl^,  and  compTaining  much

"which  w^re  carry'dcfri  -Ct^th^Jiq  gr^al;  Vigour,  by 
yeafbn  bf  ."^htfreqdent  ^jSfc'utes 'between  fbe  Senate 
and  PeopleJ'^  till  th!eYe^r.j68,  tlie'Eiiemy  ma;- 
kihg  Ravages  and  IftC^^^ii^h5  to  the  Walls-of^^Kofwc, 
put  the  People  upon'  'cbnfidering'  thi  Common 
,  Safety  of  die  State,  and  under  the  command  of 
^miits.am  Furiusthe  Confuls  for  this  "Year,  they 
pbtain'd  a  ^lorable  Viiaory  o?er  them.  This  Viiftory 
was  attitided  Widi '  a  remarkable  Deterttiijiation  of 
the  Rerfjans /httwecn  the  Inhabitants  of  ArJta  and 
Jrkiay  who  had 'frequent  Con terts.  about  certain 
Lands,  .and  had  left  it  to  ^iMfe  to' he  Judge.  One 
Scaptius,  an  old  Commoner  of  84  Years  old,  flood 
tip,'  and.declar'd,  that  thefa  very  Lands  by  Right  he- 
tm£d  formerly  to  Cx>no\i,  .4»d.  ccnfequehrly' to  ihe  Ro- 
mans, wbo'MHgBt  to  have  'em.  The  Senate  Were  a- 
flum'd  to  determine  the  Thing  this  way,  becaiife 
it  had  been  left  to  them  to  be  Judges ;  but  the  Peo- 
ple, ready  to  make  ufe  of  any  Advantage,  caus'd  it 
to  be  Voted  in  the  Cmiiia  Tributa  j  where  the  Lands 
'  '  '  '  "  '.'■'  were 
•  .       ■  .....  Coo^ilc' 
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were  adjudged.  To  he  thtVublkk  PoffeJJionof  the  Ro- 
man Veofk,  to  the  great  Surprize  of  the  Ardeans  and 
Aridans,  who  were  forcM  to  return  home  as  well  f^- 
tisfy'd  as  they  cou'd. 

IV^  TTie  Tritiums  noW  grew  morcand  more  turbu-  U.  C. 
ientj  and  nothing  wou'dTatisfie  the  Commons  but  a  509. 
Share  in  the  higheft 'Offices,  and  Places  of  greateft 
Truft  ;  and  for  that  Reafon  they  propos'd  two  Laws, 
one  to  permit  the  Marriages  oiPatritiaas  with  Plebei- 
am  J.  and  the  other  to  make  the  VUheians  capable  of 
die  Confulftip,  which  they  never  were  before.  The 
Senators  took  thele  Propofals  moft  hainoully,  feeing 
their  Priviledges  in  danger  to  be  ruin'd,  and  weie  - 
refotv'd  to  endure  the  utmoft  Extremities  rather 
than  pals  thele.  Laws;  but  finding  fuch  violent 
Commotions  in  the  State,  they  pais'4  the  Law  about 
Marriages,  iii  hopes  that  wou'd  fatisfie  the  People, 
and  make  them  not  infift  upon  the  other.  This  ap- 
peas'd  the  Commons  for  a  fliort  fpace;  but  foon  after, 
when  the  <i^tjui  and  S«bims  made  great  Ravages  in 
the  Roman  Territories,  they  took  the  Advantage  of 
"theft  Troubles,  and  utterly  refus'd  to  Lift  them- 
felves,  dll  they  were  made  likewife  Partakers  of  the 
ConfuWhip,  nor  cou'd  they  be  prevail'd  upon  to  de- 
fer the  Matter  till  the  War  was  over.  Upon  this, 
the  Confuls  were  forc'd  to  hold  a  private  Conference 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Senators,  where  after  fome  De- 
ltas, Claudius  propos'd  an  Expedient  as  the  moft 
feafonable  in  this  prefiing  ConjuntEture.  He  advis'd 
'em  hy  "0  '''tans  to  fi^'tr  the  Confuljhip  to  come  into  the 
Hands  of  the'  Plebeians,  bta  to  creatt  certain  Gover- 
nors in  the  room  of  Confuls,  Six  or  Eight,  wherecf  one 
half  at  leafijhoud  be  Patritians :  For  fy  tbu  means  they 
piou^dfiem  net  to  take  too  much  Power  to  tbtrnfelves,  and 
yet  retain  aS  their  Prerogati-ve.  This  Projeift  extreamly 
pleas'd  the  whole  Meeting ;  and  that  nothing  might 
feemtobe  def^'dbefere-hand,  they  agreed^  Tliac 
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at  the  iwxt  Meetit^-of  the  Senate,  the  CorJuIs  fhou'd 
not  ask  the  Senioi^  Opinions  tirft,  as  the  Cuftom 
was,  but  the  Yoiuiger's,  and  fuch  as  were  moft  Po- 
pular. And  Gmaiust  the  Conful's  Brother ,  was 
iix'd  upon  to  propound  this  way  of.  Reconciliation, 
purely  as  his  own  private  Opinion. 

Upon  the  AiTembling  the  Senate,  Camdeiiu,  the 
TrihtuKj  upbraided  the  Confuls  with  holding  of  fecret 
Meetings^and  of  managing  dangerous  Defigns  againft 
the  State.  The  ConlSs  on  the  other  fide  protefted 
dieir  Innocency,  and  to  demonftrate  this  more  clear- 
fy,  gave  leave  to  any  (rf  the  younga:  fort  to  ^wak 
raft,  who  cou'd  not  be  fuppos'd  to  be  acquainted 

■  with  any  private  Contrivances,  and  to  Vakrim  in 
particular.  Vderius  advis'd  the  Farfiers  to  favour  the 
Commons,  who  hadfo  VJeli  deferv'd  both  in  gaining  of 
Domimorts,  and gettit^  and  frefervitig  the  Lihertj  of  the' 
City  J  and  urg'tf  further,  Tiat  the  City  coud  mt  be  Free 

,  tiS  there  was  an  Eeptalhy  of  Right.  HoratiuSt  and  o- 
Aers,  bang  next  ask'd,  feconded  him  j  and  after 
that,  Claudius  being  defir'd  to  fpeak,  the  better  to 
conceal  his  Delign,  according  to  his  old  way^  broke 
out  into  bitter  Invedives  againft  the  Commons,  and 
advis'd.  That  the  Law  might  not  fafs^  neither  then  nor 
ever  after.  This  caus'd  feme  Diflurbance,  but  at  lall 
Genutius  was  ask'd  his  Opinion,  who  as  it  was  before 
deilgn'dj  propounded  this  Expedient  to  the  Senate 
and  People,  That  Six  Governors  jhoud  ke  thafen  with 
Cor^ular  Authority ^  three  Patritians,  and  three  Plebeians; 
and  when  the  time  of  their  Magifiraiy  ^ud  he  e^tpir'Uy 
then  the  Senate  and  People  might  -  rejel-ve  whether  tb^ 
woiid  home  the  fame  O^ee,  or  that  of  Cenfulifor  the  Tear 
foSowing. 

This  Projed  was  gladly  embrac'd  both  by  the  Se- 
nate and  Commons ;  and  leave  was  given  to  any  PU- 
helan  to  ftand  for  this  new  Office :  Yet  fo  Hv.kle  were 
the  Minds  of  the  Multitude,  and  fo  pleai'dwith  the 
bare  Novelty  of  tJie  diing,  drnt  tho'  many  Plebeiant 
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flood  for  dus  Office,  they  thought  none  of 'em  wor- 
thy of  that  HonouTj  but  beftow'd  it  upon  Emiaent 
Patritiam  only,  who  appear'd  as  Candidates.  This 
was  the  third  Intermillion  of  iheConfular  Tewtr,  dio' 
die  Authority  was  equivalent;  and  likewifethe  third 
^ea.t  Change  in  Rme,  which  hapned  fcarce  eight 
Years  after  the  fecond,  inthe  ;ioriof  the  City,  65- 
Years  after  the  Expulfion  of  the  Kings,  and  442  be- 
fore our  Saviour  Chrift*s  Nativity.

CohtainiRg  thejpace  tf/  54  Tears. 

L  ^W^  H  E  Cmftdi  being  for  once  more  laid  alide,  V.  C. 
X    thcfe  new-mention'd  M^iftrates  fucceeded, ;  10. 
being  call'd  by  the  Name  of  Tribtmi  Militian,  or  Mi-f'^^ 
litary  Tribmej^    three  fatritiant  only  being  chofen,  **'''"*• 
namely  Stmp-mlus  Atratinus,  Cl^Uus  Sicidusy  and  At- 
tUius  tungui.     Thus  at  firft  they  were  but  three  in 
Number,  afterwards  they  were  inqeas'dm  four,  and 
at  length  to  Six.    And  tho'  thefe  had  the  Power  and 
Enfigns  of  Cmfidsj  yet  their  Number,  together  with 
the  Mixture  of  Tkbeims  which  afterwards  prefi'd  in, 
made  their  Priviledge  and  Dignity  feem  ibmething 
Different  and  Infenor :  Whence  a  Tribune  of  the 
People  afterwards  in  way  of  Contempt,  call'd  them 
a.Vrocmfular Imager  andManlius  the  Diitator,  fliew- 
ing  chat  a  Mafier  of  the  Horfe  was  inferior  to  a  Conjul^ 
compar'd  his  Power  to  that  of  thefe  Magiftrates. 
-Thefe  Ml^arj   tribmtt  having  held    their   Of- 
fice 
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fice  almoft  eight  WeelB,  were  conftrain'd  to  lay.it 
dowiij  for  that  the  At^wi  found  fome  Fiaw  in  thar 
Eleaion,  and  Cmfuls  were  created  afrefti,  Semfronius 
being  one:  So  that  in  Seventy  three  Days  here  was 
■  another  Change  of  Government,  the  Old  one  pre-  ■ 
^vailing  over  the  New. 

The  following  Year  they  procar'd  Conftds  again  to 
be  eledied ,  and  not  Military  Trihtma ,  who  were 
Gegitniui  and  Quintim,  who  had  both  been  Confuh  bc- 
,  c.  -fore.  In  this  Year  the  Confuls  finding  the  Publick 
1 1.  Bullnefs  to  increafe,  to  eafe  themfelves,  procur  d  two 
B/of  X,  new  Magiftrates  to  be  created,  call'd  Cenfors,  fo  nam'd 
becaufe  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Cenfus,  which  had  been  in- 
ftituted  by  Sewius  T/tllius  the  Sixth  King  o£Rome,  was 
one  great  part  of  their  Office.  Thefe  MagiftratK  at 
fidtmade  no  great  Appearance,  but  in  aThort  time 
they  became  Perfons  of  extraordinary  Dignity  and 
Power,  having  all  the  Ornaments  and  Knfigns  of. 
Confiils,  except  Liclors.  At  the  beginning ,  they 
were  created  for  five  Years,  which  ipace  was  call'd 
Luflritm,  as  was  formerly  obferv'd  j  but  foon  after, 
their  time  was  (hortned  to  a  Year  and  half,  but  ftiU 
they  were  chofen  but  once  in  five  Years,  the  CmTw 
being  no  oftner  perform'd.  Their  Power  was  very 
,  Jarge,  and  their  Office  very  extenfive ;  for  tho'  at  firit 
they  only  perform'd  the  Cenfus,  making  an  Eftimate 
of  Men's  Eftates,  diftributing  them  into  their  feveral 
Ciajfes  and  Centuries,  taking  tlw  Numbers  of  the  Inha- 
bitants, e^c.  yet  inafiiort  time  they  became  Publick 
Infpedors  of  Men's  Lives  and  Manners,  and  were 
therefore  frequently  call'd  Magifiri  Morur»i  and  took 
upon  'em  to  degrade  Senators  upon  Mifdemeanon!, 
to  take  away  Horfe  and  Ring  from  Etjaites  or  Knights, 
and  to  turn  Vkbeians  out  of  their  Tribes,  and  put  'em 
into  a  Lower,  and  many  other  things  of  the  like 
Nature,  The  two  firft  CenforswerzPapirius  and  Sem- 
frmlus,  both  Patritiam,  and  the  two  laft  Years  Con- 
fuls  J   and  thefe  high  Officers  were    for  nigh  loo 
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Years  chofen  out  of  the  Patricians,  and  only  fuch  ns 
were  Eminent  and  Famous,  and  had  formerly  been 
Cmfids,  till  ths  Pleiftiatis  found  the  way  to  this,  as 
diey  did  to  all  other  Offices.  Afterwards  the  Reman  ' 
Colonies  had  their  Magiftrates,  call'd  Sub-Cenforsy 
who  gave  an  Account  to  thefe,  of  the  Number  of 
Inhabitants,  and  their  Wealth,  which  was  immedi- 
ately regifter'd  in  the  Cmfor's  Books. 

TheFathers  were  extreamly  fatisfy'd  that  they  had 
got'tliefe  Ma^ftrates  created  out  of  their  own  Body, 
and  the  Tribimei  efteeming  their  Power  to  be  incon- 
derable,  were  willing  enough  to  agree  to  it.  In  this 
lame  Year,  the  Aryans,  as  Jieine  Allies,  fent  to  the 
Rsmansiot  Succour againft  the  y3fci,who  werecall'd 
in  by  ibme  dangerous  Fadions  among  themfelves, 
and  had  reduc'd  them  to  great  Extremities.  The  Ro- 
titatu  were  ready  to  ferve  thePerfons  they  had  fo 
lately  injur'd  "about  their  Lands,  and  immediately 
Giganius,  the  Conful,  was  fent  with  a  confiderable 
Army  againft  the  Vi>lfci,  and  he  foon  reliev'd  the  Jr- 
Jtans,  and  clear'd  the  Country  of  the  Enemy.  This 
Viiftory  was  very  memorable,  and  the  Conful  had  a 
noble  Triumph,  Cluliitf^  the  Vdfcian  General,  being 
led  before  the  Chariot.  Ardea  had  now  been  fo  dif- 
peopled  with  die  Fadions,  and  the  late  Ware,  that 
diey  were  willing  to  accept  of  a  Roman  Colony, 
which  the  Senate  fent  foon  after ;  and  to  fliew  a 
fiu-ther  Piece  of  Generofity,  reftor'd  all  the  Lands 
,  tfiey  had  before  adjudg'd  to  die  Publick  Ufe,  tho' 
with  the  great  Complaints  of  many  of  the  Com- 
mons. 

n.  The  Heats  of  the  Commons  were  ftill  kept 
aUve,  but  forfome  time  were  of  no  dangerous  Coa- 
fequence,  till  three  Years  after,  Sf.  Melius,  a  rich 
Knight,  incourag'd  upon  thefe  Contentions,  by  his 
large  Bounty  to  the  Ptrarer  Sort  in  time  of  a  greafr  Fa- 
mine, began  to  afFed  Popularity,  and  by  that  means 
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to  a^^ire  to  die  Sovereignty.  IBs  Defigtis  were  foori 
guel^d  at,  and  he  was  accm'd  of  this  by  Mtntuiusy 
, . .  wiio  had  the  care  of  the  Provifions ;  which  dung  in 
thefe  unfettled  times  fo  ftarded  the  Senate,  that  by 
advice  c^Qmmiwj  the  Conful,  they  order*d  a  DiSator 
to  be  immediately  CTcated,  the  Tumult  hourly  increa- 
DU.v.  fing.  Quintfui  Cinclrmatus,  now  80  Years  old,  was 
XJ.C.  '  the  Penbn,  who  chofe  Servilitu  Ahala  for  his  Majier 
314.  of  tbeHorfe.  The  DiiJafor  prefently  fummon'd  Aialius 
to  appear,  who  being  wdl  back'd  and  fupported  by 
die  Mobj  refiis'd  to  obey,  now  breaking  out  into  o- 
pen  Rebellion;  w4iefeupon  Jhala  fet  upon  him  in. 
die  Forum,  and  kill'd  him,  and  was  juftifi'd  by  ^m- 
tius,  who  commanded  his  Goods  to  be  fold,  and  hk 
Houfe  to  be  demolilh'd.  The  Tribtaui  inrag'd  at  the 
Death  of  their  great  Friend,  Malius,  procur'd  Mili- 
tarj  Trihmet  inftead  of  Omjuls  to  be  created  for  the 
fijlowing  Year,  now  fix  Years  after  their  firft  In- 
ffitudon,  hoping  that  fome  Tkbeia»  might  get  into 
the  number  of  Six,  which  might  give  'em  an  Op- 
portunity of  revefiging  his  Death  ;  But  Three  only 
were  created,  all  Pairitiam  too,  and  their  £xpe^ti< 
on  wholly  unanfwer'A 

llie  following  Year,  Confiils  were  created  again, 
and  in  the  lame  Year,  ftdma,  a  Raman  Colony,  re- 
volted to  7(>Aw»»i«(,  King  of  the  Veientes-y  and  to  in- 
hance  their  Crime,  by  his  Znftigation,  diey  treache- 
roufly  murder'd  the  Ambaffadors  fent  thither,  who 
dying  thus  for  die  Publick,  the  Senategeneroufly  ap- 
pointed Statues  to  be  ereded  in  their  Honour.   This 
War  in  the  beginmng  prov'd  fo   dangerous  and 
threatning  to  the  Romans^  that  they  were  forc'd  to 
Die.  yt.    create  a  DiSlater  to  manage  it,  Mamercui  t^^nilius  be- 
17.  C.      ing  the  Pafcn,  who  made  dioice  of  QuiniHus  Cm- 
316.       cimatits,  an  Eminent  Youdi  of  the  City,    for  his 
'    Mafier  of  the  Borfe.     tj^milius,  the  DiBfier,  obtain'd 
a  great  YiAcxy  over  the  Enemy,  in  which-  Battel 
CirwlmOJfiUt  s.Trikim  in  ths  Amy 3  flew  King  7«>- 
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liamim  with  Ws  Own  Hands,  and  by  Aat  means  qb- 
tain'd  the  Honour  of  die  Ofma  Sfolia,  or  Reyd  SpoiUy 
which  were  die  only  Spoils  of  diat  Nature  fince  riie  / 
Reign  of  R^multu.  Thefe  Spoils  were  a.  great  Grace 
to  t./£millia\  Triumph,  and  a  great  Honour  to  CoJjUsj 
they  being  widi  extraordinary  Pomp  and  Ceremo- 
ny conlecrated  to  Jupiter  Feretrius. 

Two  Years  after  thiSj  there  hapned  a  great  Pl^e 
in  the  City,  and  the  Fidenatts  arid  Veitntes  preG'dfo 
hard  upon  the  Romans,  that  thpy  were  forc'dto  have 
recourfe  to  another  DiHater  j    and  Servilitis  trifcus  Die,  viL 
was  created,  who  chofe  t^utius  Eha  for  hb  Ma-  jj,  c. 
fitr  of  the  Horfe.     Serv'd'tus  was  fo  fuccefifid,  as  not  518. 
only  to  drive  the  Enemy  back,   but  to  take  the 
Town  of  Ftden/e,  which  he  did  by  a  Mme.    The 
taking  of  Fiden'a  was  fo  difadvantageous  to  the  E- 
nemy,  that  the  Vtientes  fent  to  all  their  Neighbours 
about  for  Succour,  threaming  no  leii  than  entire  De- 
ftruAion  to  Rome.    Thefe  formidable  Preparations- 
put  the  ROTBimj  upon  creating  another  D<i?tffw,  a  lit- 
tle above  a  Year  after  the  laft,  which  was  v^^milius.  Die.  viii 
who  had  been  Dictator  three  Years  before,   and  he  17.  C. 
chole  Tbfihumim  Tubertus  fw  \m  Mafier   of  the  Herft,  319. 
In  a  ftort  time,   the  Romans  found  that  the  Veientes 
cou'd  procure  no  Aid,  fo  the  DiSator  had  little  Em- 
ployment abroad ;  but  refolving  to  do  fomething  at 
home,  he  caus'd  the  Cenforjhif)  to  be  reduc'd  to  a  Year 
and  a  halfi  which  was  eight  Years  after  its  firft  In- 
ftitution,  and  then  laid  down  his  Office.    The  Cen- 
jws  from  riiis  took  an  Occaiion  to  remove  him  out 
of  his  "tribe,  which  fo  inrag'd  the  People,  that  the 
oeit  time  they  procur'd  MtUtary  Tribunes  to  be  brought 
in  again,  aiter  there  had  been  Confuls  four  Years: 
And  in  diis  Eleftion,  notwithftanding  the  great  In- 
duftry  of  the  Tribunes  of  die  People,  they  cou'd  not    . 
get  in  one  of  the  Commons,  wWch  was  a  great 
Moreification  to  the  Muldnide. 
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At  two  years  end,  the  Senate  took  occafion  from 
the  Wars  of  the  e^w  and  Volfci  to  bring  in  Cfflifuls 
again;  and  partly  tor  the  Enemies  great  Preparati- 
ons, and  partly  ■for  the  violent  Humour  of  the  Tri- 
bunes of  the  People,  a  Diilator  was  likewife  created. 
Die.  ix.    tho'  againft  the  Cmfuls  Confent.     This  was  Feflhimi- 
U.  C.       HI  Tubero,  wb  o  had  Julius  Voftfcus  for  his  Mafter  of  the 
522.        Horfe,  who  having  finifii'd  this  War  fuccefsfiiUy,  tri- 
umph'd  and  laid  down  his  Office.    !For  four  Years 
after  this,  they  had  Cmfuls,  in  whidi  fpace  little  was 
aded  abroad  or  at  Hbme  ;  then  the  Commons  pre- 
Mil-  Tri.    tfaii'd  to  have  Military  Tribufies  again  created,  wfich 
cw^j"^  was  now  the  fifth  time,  and  they  had  four  in  Num- 
0  Q  '     ber,  but  ftiU  they  cou'd  not  bring  about  their  De- 
-  jg  *      figns.   In  this  Year  FiJena  revolted  again,  and  joyn'd 
'        with  the  Veientes  j  whereupon  three  of  the  Confular 
Tribunes'were  fent  againft  the  Enemy,  and  the  fourth 
left  to  govern  the  City.   When  they  proceeded  to  an 
Engagement,  one  of  the  Tribunes  cry'd  Charge,  another 
cry'd  Halt,  all  three  being  of  a  feveral  Mind,  till  there 
was  fuch  Confiifion,  that  the  Romans  betook  diem- 
felves  to  their  Heels  and  fled  j  which  fuffidently  con- 
vincd  'em  of  the  Folly  of  having  feveral  Generals  in 
one  Army.    The  City  upon  this  was  put  into  fuch  a 
Conftemation,  that  immediately  a  Diilatcr  was  crea- 
Dicx.     ted,  which  was  ^/^milius,  a  third  time,  whochoie 
U.C.      CoJJiis,  who  had  obtain'd  the  laft  Ojjjwtf  Spo/;tf,  for  his 
3  27.       Mafier  <f  the  Harfe.    By  the  Prudence  and  Valour  of 
thefe  two,  the  V'eimtes  were  overthrown,  and  Fidota 
once  more  taken  and  plunder 'd  :  Then  t^miltus  re- 
,    turning  to  Rome  in  Triumph,  laid  down  his  Office, 
after  he  had  held  it  but  17  Days. 

For  two  Years  after  this.  Military  Trihams  conti- 
nu'dj  at  the  end  of  which,  the  Senate  took  Occafion 
from  the  War  with  the  Volfci,  and  the  Abfence  of 
thofeMagiftrates,  to  bring  in  Cok/h/j  again,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  TribunesoixhQ  People  oppos'd  it  as  much 
as  pofEble.  But  Semprmiaiy  one  of  the  Confuls, 
mana- 
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mana^g  tfiis  War  very  carelefly,  the  Trihmtt  from 
thence  took  advantage^  and  A£l/tarj  .Tribunes  were 
a^ted  agaib  the  next  Year.     This  was  for  one 
YeaVj  at  the  end  of  which,,  the  Senate  procur'd  Cen- 
fids  to  be  mide  again ;  and  Cafitelhws,  one  of  'em, 
gain'd  advantage  enough  over  the  t/^uij  to  procure 
iam  an  Ouaiion.    When  this  Year  was  expir'a,  there 
hapned  To  great  a  Contention  about  two  Quaflars  or 
Treaiurers,  whom  the  Commons  wou'd  have  created 
out  of  their  Body,  that  the  State  fell  i^to  an  hter- 
rtgtutm.     Fafiriut  beihg  hitfirex,  for  a  Compofure, 
pitx:ur'd  Mititarj  Trtbimti  to  be  again  admitted,  and 
torn-  Quajiart  (which  was  two  more  than  formerly)  Os^wr 
to  be  created  either  out  of  the  Patritians  or  Tkbdansj  ^^ 
as  the  PeOTiIe  fliou'd  thmk  nioft  proper  in  their  Csmttia.    '    ' 
Notwithftanding  this,  tho'  many  of  the  Commons  '*'' 
ftriv'd  for  it,  not  one  of  'em  cou'd  get  to  be  either 
Military  Tribune,  or  fo  much  as  Quteftor,  which  much 
iqcens'd  the  People.    In  the  fecond. Year-after  this. 
Military  Tribunes  ftill  continuing,  the  Slaves  confpir'd 
to  Fire  the  City,  and  feize  on  die  Capitol ;  but  the 
Plot  was  timely  found  out,  and  die  Diicoverers  great- 
ly rewarded,  llie  following  Year,  the  t^ui  joyn'd 
widi  the  People  of  Lavicmt,  prefi'd  hard  upon  the 
Rtman  Territories,  and  the  Cenfular  Trihmtt  quarrel- 
ling among  themfelres  for  tho  Superiority,  chey  got 
great  Advantages  ;   infomuch,  diat  a  Ditlator  was  Die.  XL 
created,  which  was  Servilius  Trffcm,  a  iecond  rime,  XI.  C. 
who  chofe  his  Son  AxiSa  for  his  Mafitr  if  the  Horje.  JJf* 
Serviliw  foon  di^atph'd   his   Bufinefi,    and  laid 
down  his  Office,    after  he  had  kept  it  but  eight 
Days. 

After  diis,  for  four  Years  fucceffively,  were  Militfi- 
rxTri^wjsiinftead  oiCenfids,  tilt  new  Contentions arl- 
fing  between  the  Parritians  and  Plebeians,  tho'  partly 
from  old  Heart-burnings,  and  efpecially  upon  the  ac-  ' 
count  of  the  Agrarian  Law,  the  State  fell  again  in- 
to an  hterrepium.     Fahius  being  Interrex^  brought  in 
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Cer^uls  again,  whJth  Government  continu'd  for  five 

Yclrs  longer,  in  which  Ipace  of  time  not  very  much 

was  traniadted  either  abroad  or  at  home.    In  the 

fifth  Yearj  the  Commons  being  crols'd  in  their  De- 

ligns  of  bringing  in  Military  Tribunes,  beftirr'd  them- 

felves  fo  much,  a,s  to  procure  diree  of  the  Quafigrs  to 

be  created  out  of  their  own  Rani:,  who  were  the

34J.        mention 'dj  who  appointed  Servilius  Abda  fiM"  his 

Mafttr  of  the  Hcrfe^  and  march'd  aeainft  the  Enemy, 

overthrew  'em  in  one  Battel,  waited  thdr  Country, 

and  then  return'd.    Two  Years  after,  the  Vatritiam 

and  TUbeians  Were  in  fome  meafure  reconcil'd  by 

means  of  the  great  Plunder  of  Anxttr  or  Tenadna^ 

taken  from  the  Volfci^  but  efpeciaUy  by  a  Decree  of 

the  Senate  for  the  Publick  Pay  of  the  Army  with 

Brafs  Money,  before  which  rime  every  Soldier  bore 

hisownChargesinthe  War,  aswas  hinted  formerly; 

and  this  was  the  firft  time  of  the  paying  of  Soldiers  in 

Rcme,  which  hapned  in  the  x^-jth  Year  of  the  City. 

The  raking  of  Anxm;,  and  fome  other  Places  from 

the  Voi-ci,  in  a  fhort  time  brought  'em  to  a  Peace  j 

■    and  now  the  Kdmm  Dominions  were  confiderably  in- 

creasd. 

^'  C.  Ill,  About  the  iame  time.   War  was  proclaim'd 

■J47*  .igainft  the  Vdmres  with  that  Refolution,  andcarry'd 
on  with  that  Vigour,  that  it  was  evident  that  one  rf 
the  two  Cities  muft  fall.  Veii  was  an  exceeding  large 
ftj^ong  and  wealthy  City,  and  had  not  only  been  a 
Rival  to  Rcme  for  many  Years,  but  had  always  been 

fo 
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fo  perfidious,   that  a  fuU  Revenue  was  neceflaiy. 
The  Sjimant  ifivefted  the  Cityj  but  it  bdi^  {eated 
Dpon  a  craggy  Rockj  they  foon  found  it  wou'd  coft 
'em  feveral  YearsSi^j  fo  that  they  were  conftrain'd 
to  carry  h  on  both  Winter  and  Summer,  Ae  Soldie« 
lying  under  Beaft-sktns.    At  this  the  Tribwm  of  the 
People  began  to  repine,  as  a  thing  wholly  new  and 
dangerous;  complaining  likewifecrf'  the  Payment  of 
Soldiers  as  an  Innovation,  and  an  unjuft  Artifice  to 
mine  the  eommons.    And  the  ami  Year,  they  got 
the  Number  of  the  Military  Trihunes  to  be  increafed  MiL  Tri- 
froni  four  to  frc,  as  it  was  at  firft  defign'd,  but  ftiti  •»■"«*■■ 
cou'd  not  procure  one  Vkbtim  to  be  eleAed  j  and  this  Tj"fS'    ^ 
Number  continu'd  always  fiar  the  fitilre.    New  Srirs    '  g ' 
daily  arofe,  notwithftanding  the  great  Diverfion  by  "  ' 
'  Warjfiwnetimes  upon  the  account  of  the  little  Succcts 
againft  K«(,  the  Trihimts  blaming  the  Commanders, 
and  mihibiting  the  Taxes  which  had  been  laid  upon 
the  City  crer  fince  the  S«Afers  had  receiv'd  Pay, 
About  Jix  Years  after,  they  renew'd  their  ancient  ' 

Conteft  about  the  A^arian  \jx>ffy  and  carry'd  it  on 
fo  far  as  to  get  it  promulg'd  amor^  themfelTCs,  tho' 
not  in  the  Senate  :  And  in  the  fame  Year,  after 
much  Trouble  and  Pains, '  they  procui'd  on&  Phkian  Ml.  2Wi. 
tobeefctaed  into  the  Cor^dar  Trilntaei,  LiciniusCal-^^- 
vut  being  the  Perfon.    They  extreamly  applauded  ^"  *'* 
thenrfdves  for  this,  it  being  the  firft  time  that  the3J3- 
Commons  cou'd  make  themfelvcs  /liarers  in  the  high- 
eft  Offices  J  and  now  they  moft  readily  permitted 
the  Pay  of  the  Army  to  be  gathered,  all'Stirs  being 
for  a  white  laid  afide. 

The  Siege  of  Veii  was  (till  carry'd  on  from  Year 
to  Year,  but  with  various  Succsfs,  and  under  divers 
Commanders  ;  -fomedmcs  all  the  Befieger's  Works 
were  dettroy'd,  and  the  Men  driven  back  with  great 
Lofi  by  Sallies  from  the  Town ;  Then  the  Fdifcii  one 
of  the  twelve  Nations  of  Hetruria,  joln'd  with  the 
Ktitmes,  and  very  much  annoy "d  the  Romms   fomc- 
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times  to  the  great  hazard  (£  thai;  whole  Aimy.  Bo- 
fides,  the  tioman  Forces  were  mudi  diverted  by  the 
Velfci,  who  fuddenly  took  Anxur  j  and  tho'  in  no 
long  time  it  was  retakeh,  yet  IHU  it  was  a  great  hin' 
derance  to  die  Siege  of  Vm.  In  the  third  Year  of 
ttus  Si^e,  FMriut  CamlUiUy  a  Perfon  extraordinary 
&r  Courage  and  Valour,  as  well  as  other  Excellencies, 
was  made  one  of  the  Cenfon.  He  finding  the  Wars 
Uy  heavy,  caus'd  the  Batchelors  to  many  the  Wid- 
dows  of  fuch  as  had  Joft  thar  Lives  for  their  Coun- 
'tryj  and  likewife  wasthefirft,  who  oblig'd  O^ajw 
to  pay  Taxes.  Two  Years  after,  he  was  made  one 
of  tiie  Military,  Tribunes^  but  litde  fell  to  his  Share 
then.  Three  Y-ears  after  that ,  which  was  the 
eighth  Year  of  the  Siege,  he  ^vas  a  fecond  time 
made  Militarj  Tribune,  in  which  time  he  march'd  a.- 
gainft  the  Falifii  and  Capnates,  both  Confederates 
of  the  feientes,  and  great  Difturbers  of  the  Romans 
in  the  Siege,  and  forc'd  them  all  into  dieir  Towns  of 
Defence. 

The  tedioufnefs  of  the  Siege,  made  the  Ranatu  re- 
folve  to  carry  it  on  with  the  utmoft  Vigour ;    and 
T>ic.  idii.  for  that  reafon  they  created  CamiUus  DiStator,  and  he 
17.  C.       appointed  Cormtius  Scifio  for  his  Mafier  of  the  Horfe, 
3  yy.       CamiUus  drew  out  all  the  Forces  he  cou'd  raife,  and 
made  a  folemn  Vow,  that  if  he  took  Few,  he  wou'd. 
dedicate  die  tenth  Part  of  the  Plunder  to  AfoUo ; 
Then  marching  into  the  ODimtiy  of  the  Falijci,  he 
overthrew  'em  in  a  great  Battel,  together  with  the 
Cafe}iates  their  Confederates  j    and  aStts  that ,   he 
mrn'd  all  his  Forces  agaioft  Veii,  all  People  greatly 
expcAing  the  Avent  of  this  important  Siege.  Camit- 
lut  iinding  it  very  hazardous  to  attempt  the  Horming 
a  Place  iA  that  Strength  both  by  Art  and  Nature, 
fecretly  wrought    a    Mine  into  it  with  vaft  La- 
bour; and  fintKng  the  City  incapable  of  Relief  fent 
to  the  Senate,  who  order'd  all  who  had  a  defire  to 
Jhare  in  the  rich  Spoils,  immediately  to  repair  to  die 
Army, 
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Amry,  which  caus'd  great  MuIritucJes  of  all  Ranks 
to  go  thither.  Camilhu  at  an  appointed  time  ordcr'd 
a  Party  of  Men  to  enter  the  Mine,  who  with  eafc 
became  Mafters  of  the  Gty,  to  the  great  Amaze- 
ment of  *the  Befieged.  Thus  was  die  nch  and  liroi^ 
Gty  of  Veii  taken,  like  a  fecond  Troy^  after  Ten 
Years  Siege ,  which  enridi'd  the  Remans  with  vaft 
Plunder.  As  for  Camillus  himfelf,  he  tranfported 
witfi  die  Honour  of  fubduing  the  great-  Rival  of 
Ko>w«,  triumph'd  after  a  more  magniticent  Manner 
than  ordinary,  having  his  Chariot  drawn  by  four 
Milk-white  Steeds  J  a  thing  which  the  itow«i/look'd 
upon  as  Sacred  and  peculiar  to  the  King  and  Father  of 
t^Gods,  and  thereforetheywCTe  much  offended  at 
his  Carriage :  And  indeed  no  Man  either  before  at 
fince  him  ever  affom'd  fa  much  Honour  to  himfelf 
■  Soon  after  the  taking  of  Ke«,  the  Trihww  of  ths 
Pet^Ie,  who  were  ever  reftlefs,  propos'd  a  Law  to 
divide  the  Senate  and  People  into  two  Parts,  where- 
of-one ftiould  ftay  at  JRoJwt,  and  the  odier  remove 
to  Veii,  and  there  fettle ;  this  Separation,  as  they 
Htaagin*d,  being  a  ready  means  for  the  enriching  of 
both  by  die  Poneffion  of  two  fuch  confiderable  Ci- 
ties. The  Tkbeiansy  now  Rich  as  well  as  Numerous, 
fH>efs'd  hard  for  this  Divifiori  j  but  the  Pan-itiims  judg- 
ing it  wou'd  prove  the  Ruine  of  the  Stare ,  as  ear- 
neftly  oppos'd  it,  betaking  ihemfelves  to  Camillm, 
who  by  prudently  employing,  and  varioufly  dwert- 
ing  the  Mulrituae^  with muoi difficulty  put.it  ofi; 
but  with  the  Hatred  of  many  of  the  Commons;  . 
But  not  long  after,  diere  hapned  a  g?-eater  and 
tnore  apparent  Caule  of  their  Hatred  to  t^m,  occafi- 
on'd  by  his  n^leding,  either  through  Buhncfi  or 
FoEetfiilnefs,  while  he  continu'd  DiHatcr^  to  offer 
thfne  Tenths  of  the  Spoils  of  Veii,  which  at  the  be* 
ginning  of  iiis  Expedition  he  had  vow'd  to  Afidlo. 
Whcm  oiM-efore  he  nad  laid  down  his  Office,  he  mov'd 
the  People  to  reftore  the  Tendis  of  what  they  had 
K  3  receiv'd  j 
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ncav'di  ind  the  Priefts  aUb  reported  ttucaU  th? 
Sacrifices  ponsnded  the  Anger  ot  die  God^  vfiatit 
oiuft  be  appeas'd  by  Gifts.  SothattbeSoldiCTs,  who 
had  already  fpent  what  they  had  gain'd  upon  their 
peoeflary  Occafions,  were  forc'd  upon  Oxth  to  r&- 
ftore  die  tenth  Pair  to  Ajmllo,  which  was  look'd  upon 
asa  very  hard  Injuni^on,  and  caus'd  great  Murnm- 
rings  anwng  the  Peofrfe.  Now^  becaufe  there  was 
little  Gold  in  die  City,  die  Ladies  freely  contributed 
dieir  DreBes  and  Ornaments,  which  amounted  to 
dght  Talents  in  G<Ad.  And  the  Senate  in  requiuil 
of.this  generous  Aift,  decreed  that  Wcwnen.  iaoa'd 
for  the  Kiture  have  the  Priviledge  and  Honour  of 
Funeral  Orariotis,  which  befinx  had  never  been  al<- 
low'd  'em. 

The  Commons  ftill  grew  more  turbutoit  and 
^Uneafie,  and  moving  again  for  a  Separadcxij  the 
War  with  the  Falifxi  h^pilv  fell  out;  Co  divert  them  5 
for  -which  Camilltts  was  nude  A&licary  Tribme  a  diira 
U.  O.  time.  He  foen  inwfted  FAlerii,  the  chief  Gty,  a 
}£o.  hrgeimd  ftrong  Place,  zj-  Miles  almoft  Nortb^fi^ 
of  Rome,  where  die  School-Mafta:  rf  the  Town 
drew  out  his  Boys  into  the  Roman  Trenches,  and 
pffer'd  hira  to  betray  the  Town,  by  delivering  up 
the  Sons  of  the  Nofaffity  and  MagiflratK.  CamiStits 
noble  Spirit  wouU  not  permit  him  to  hc*ken  to  fuch 
Ba&neu,  but  oui;.of  an  extraordinary  Gireatnefs  of 
Mind,  he  iuinie(^at£ly  order'd  the  ^bool-Mafter  to 
be  ibipp'd,  iiis  Hands  ty'd  behind  him,  and  in  diat 
^'  ignominious  Sdanncr  tp  be  whipp'd  into  die  Town 
by  his  own  Boyj.  The  Magillrates  were  fo  affeAed 
with  the  great  Gcnerofity  of  die  RMrmn,  that  they 
MBHiediateiy  yielded  j  and  the  Senate  leaving  dw 
Conditions  to  Camiliutj  he  only  fin'd  them  a  Summ 
cf  Money,  and  receiv'd  'em  widi  all  the  Fal^d  into 
FrJcndflup.  But  ilie  Soldiers,  who  expeded  great 
Plunder,  were  eitttcamly  diiguftSd,  and  from  that . 
Ipftaat  fought  his  Ruine.    This  S&m  Year,  the  Sfr* 
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nate  with  much  difficulty  procur'd  Confuls  to  (>e  cho- 
fen,  inftead  of  Military  Tribunes^  after  an  Intermif- 
lion  of  I J  Years.  And  the  Year  foHowingj  Confuti 
aUb  were  chofen  again ;  but  in  the  third  Year,  MiUiary 
Tribunes,  in  which  time  the  trlbimes  of  the  People 
mov*d  again  for  a  Separation,  but  were  fo  fliarpty 
op^'d  by  CamiSuSy  that  in  Revenge  they  accus'd 
him  of  fraudulent  Praftices  in  thePlunderof  the  late 
Wars.  Camilim  finding  the  Multitude  exafperated 
againft  him  for  feveral  Reafons,  and  that  they  weie 
now  ready  to  condemn  him,  left  the  City  j  but  firft 
lifBng  iip  his  Han9s  towards  the  Capitol,  he  prny'd, 
Tliat  if  bis  Banipjment  were  tmjufi,  and  meerly  the  ef- 
ftU  tf  the  Rage  and  Malice  of  the  Multitude ,  tbey  , 
tmghtfuddmly  refent  it ;  and  that  it  might  vijihly  ap- 
pear to  tbe  ifbrld,  hoiv  much  the  Roipans  Tvere  obligd 
ly  hjs  Miiotis,  andfioodin  need  of  bit  Prefence.-  Thus, 
fike  AcblSesy  leaving  his  Imprecations  on  the  Citi- 
zens, Ije  went  into  Bani/hment,  being  fin'd  ifooo- 


IV.  Ahout  this  (ame  time,  many  thoulands  of  the  U"-  C. 
Caids  finding  their  own  Country  too  narrow  for  J^j. 
them,  and  defirous  of  removing,  under  the  Condmfl 
of  Brenniu  their  King,  broke  into  Hetruria,  and  in- 
Tcfted  Clufum,  a  City  in  Alliance  with  Rome.  Xhefe 
were  the  GaSi  Smones,  a  very  numerous  and  war- 
like People  inhabiting  moft  of  that  Part  of  Italyj 
which  now  goes  by  the  Name  of  tombardj,  and 
which  the  Hetrmans  had  been  Mailers  of  before, 
ihemj  a  People  vaft  in  Body,  rud?  by  Nature,  bar- 
barous in  Conditions,  and  wandering  as  Rovers 
tjver  many  Countries.  The  Inhabitants  of  Clufutm, 
much  af&ighted  at  their  great  Numbers,  and  dread- 
fij  Looks,  fent  immediately  to  Roms,  begging  that 
State  tp  interpofe  by  fending  AmbalTadors  and  Let- 
ters to  dilTWade  thefe  unjuft  Aggreffors  from  pro- 
reeding  in  their  Enterprize.    The  S<ftute  willing  to 
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perfonn  diis  friendly  Part,  difpatch'd  Atnballiadors 
to  the  Gadtj  chufing  .out  three  of  the  Family  of  the 
FaUi,  Perfons  of  the  greateft  Quality,  and  the  moft 
Hononrable  in  the  City,  for  that  Office.  The  Gads 
at  firft  receir'd  'em  courteouQy  ^ough ;  and  coming 
to  a  Corierence  with  'em,  the  Ambafiadors  de- 
manded the  Reafon  of  this  their  prelent  Undarta- 
kingj  and  what  Injmy  the  Clttfims  had  done  them  : 
Bmmi  made  anfwer  fomewhat  ihai^ly.  That  tbejr 
had  much  injur  d  'em  by  rtfujwg  to  part  with  Jeme  of 
their  Lands,  when  they  tad  mare  than  they  themfehves 
coud  eafily  majtage  j  and  this  v^ta  nothing  "lore  than 
ivhat  the  Romans  themfehes  had  done  to  the  Albajis^ 
the  Fidenates,  the  Ardeatcs,  the  Veientes,  and  may' 
ether  People  that  they  made  War  -with.  ITiefe  RefieAl- 
ons  ib  enrag'd  the  Ambafladors,  that  they  immedi- 
ately ftirr'd  up  the  Inhabitants  to  make  a  Sally  a- 
gaintt  the  Beliegers,  they  themfelves  heading  'em. 
It  hapned,  that  in  the  midft  of  the  Fi^t,  fabius 
Ambufiusy  one  of  the  Three ,  killd  a GmI  of  huge 
Bulk,  and  was  difcover'd  while  he  was  difarming  of 
him ;  whereupon  Brenntu  mov'd  with  a  juft  Indig- 
nation ,  immediately  broke  up  the  Si^e ,  and 
march'd  direftly  for  Rem'e. 

Brermus,  that  he  mielit  not  feem  to  do  any  thing  . 
meanly  or  unjuIHy,  tent  firft  to  Rome^  demanding 
theAmbafTrfdorsto be delivei^d iip,  ashaving broken 
the  Law  of  Nations,  But  Favour  fo  far  prevajl'd 
above  Equity,  that  the  Matter  being  rderr'd  from 
the  Senate  to  the  People,  no  Satisfaftion  cou'd  be 
bad  froih  either;  Nay,  further,  the  AmbaffadM^ 
themfelves,  were  wirh  three  others  created  Military 
Tribunes  fbr  carrying  on  the  War.  The  Gdtds  hearing 
this,  in  ii  great  Rage  haftried  their  Mar(^,  Iweathing 
Out  nothing  but  Revenge  andDeftnitfHbnto  Jicwe. 
ThePlaces  through  which  they  march'd,  were  lb 
terrify'd  with  their  Numbers,  the  Fiercenefe  of  their 
Namres,  and  their  dreadful .  Preparations  oS  War, 
■■    ■  ■;    ■"   •   '■  thit 
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that  they  g^ve  their  Countries  for  Idl.  But  contrary 
to  thdr  Expedations,  they  did  no  Injury  as  they 
march'd,  crying.  That  the  Romans  *»/?'  u>ere  tbm 
Enemits,  and  that  tbtj  took  all-  ethers  for  their  Friends, 
The  Sjmtaiis  met 'em  at  the  River  MUny  11  Miles 
torn  the  City,  with  an  Army  of  40000  Foot,  but 
moft  of  'em  raw  and  unskilful  Men,  and  what  was  V.  C. 
more  dangerous,  under  the  ConduAof  feveralCom-  J''4* 
manders.  In  this  Condition  theyengag'd  theG<W', 
without  either  Order  or  Difcipline,  or  fcarce  any 
Courage,  and  were  miferatly  defeated.  The  Left 
Wing  was  immediately  driven  into  the  River,  and 
there  intirely  cat  off:  The  Rightefcap'd  better,  tho* 
with  great  Lofs,  Ibme^ropping  into  Rome ; .  the  reft, 

,  as  many  as  efcap'd,  ftole  by  Night  to  i^e«,  giving 
iipmefor  lolt,  andallthat  wasinicfbrruin'd.  This 
Day  was  ever  after  brapded  for  an  unlucky  Day  by 
die  Romans,  wherein  no  Work  ■  of  Note  was  to  bs 
done,  Slid  was  cali'd  AlUenfis  in  their  Kalmdar. 

Never  was  Rome  in  the  like  Confternation,  as  at 
the  News  of  the  lofiof  this  Battel,  and  the  fudden  Ap- 
proach of  the  Enemy :  Nothing  but  miferable  Rowl- 
ings and  Lamentations  were  heard  on  all  Parts,  fome 
leaving  the  City,  othfers  creeping  into  Holes,  Priefts 
Wding  their  Reiielt,  Women  running  like  d!ftra<aed 
Peribns  with  their  Children  in  their  Arms,  and  every 
one  Ihifting  for  himfelf ;  fo  that  Rome  became  aban- 
don'd,  ana  was  laft  opea  to  the  Rage  and  Fury  of 
the  Enemy.  For  they  who  refolv'd  to  ftay  at  RettUt 
quitting  the  reft  of  the  City,  betook' themfelves  to 
die  Cafitol,  which  they  fortify'd,  in  order  to  hold  out 
a  Siqga  Only  fome  of  the  Fontifices  and  Priefis,  and 
.the  moft  ancient  of  the  Stmaorj^  fuch  as  had  been 
honoiir'd  with  feveral  Confulflips  and  Triumphs, 
who  cou'd  not  endure  to  think  of  leaving  the  G^, 
put  on  all  their  Robes  of  State,  pUc'd  themfelves  in 
the  Forumon  their  Ivory  Oiairs,  refplving  fince  they 
h^d  Uv'd  in  Honour,  to  die  in  State,  aiioin  that  no-

Oo  die  third  Day  after  the  Vidory,  (he  Eaiinefi 
cS  whidi  much  amaz'd  the  Gaalst  £r»mu  appeared 
with  aH  his  Forces  before  the  City,  and  finding  the 
Gates  wide  open,  the  Walls  unguarded,  and  all  mings 
de^ceiefi,  began  to  fufpe<ft  at  firft  fome  Stratagem 
of  the  Romms^  but  after  a  little  Confideration,  he 
'  encer'd  the  City,  and  marching  into  the  Forum^  he 
was  mme  furpriz'd  than  ever ,  to  find  lb  many 
Men  fitting  all  in  that  reniarkable  Order,  and  pro- 
found Silence,  like  fo  many  Statues.  Thdrfplendid 
Habits  and  Ornaments,  their  fteddy  Unconcern'd- 
nefe,  their  Majeftick  Gravity,  their  venerable  Looks, 
EOgetherwidi  that  Air  of  Greamefs  which  appear'd  in 
'em,  made  the  Gttuls  imagine  'em  to  be  an  Affemb\y_ 
of  the  Gods,  or  at  leaft  foniewhat  more  dian  Hu- 
man; till  one  Bolder  than  the  reft  ftroaking  Va^h-i- 
«j's  Beard,  was  Ibuck  by  him  with  his  Ivory  Staff, 
wlrereupon  he  immediately  kill'd  the  old  Man.  Up- 
on wiiich  b^an  the  Slaughter,  the  reft  of  the  Gauls 
fcrflowing  his  Example,  1«  upon  the  reft,  and  kill'd 
'em  all  without  Mercy  or  Dfftinftion :  and  continu- 
ing their  Rage  and  Fury,  difpatch'd  all  that  came  in 
their  Way.  In  this  Manner  the^  proceeded,  Sadc- 
ing  and  Plundering  the  Hoafes  for  many  days  whe- 
ther ;  then  fetting  the  whole  City  in  Fumes,  burnt 
down  every  Houle  to  the  Ground.  • 

Thus  was  the  famous  City  of  Rome  laid  all  in 
Aftics,  except  the  Capitol  j  occafionM  by  rfie  Komau 
manifeft  Breach  of  JuftJee,  and  the  Laws  of  Nati- 
ons. Tliis  ha^ied  564  Years  after  it  Was  firft  built, 
aig  after  the  ExpuHitm  of  the  Kings,  /(»w  AA»- 
^  jfiif,  in  the  third  Year  of  the  97;*  Ohmftad, 
60  Year«  beftw*  the  Ruine  of  the  ferjlm  Enqjire, 
and  the  fetting  up  <^  tlie  Mactdonian  by  Axtaa- 
4tr  tb€  Great,  and  388  brfora  our  Sariouf  Cin/'s 
Naivity.

Fr9m  the  ^Surning  of  Rome  by  the  Gauls,  rt 
the  War  with  tfx  Samnices  j  wUn  the  Ro- 
mans began  much  to  extend  tkir  Conquejis. 

Containing  the  ff  ace  of  46  Tears. 

1.0  Owienowjfelttheutmoft  Afflidions -andSeve-blC. 
JlV  rides  of  Fire  and  Sword,  and  was  the  true  564. 
Scene  of  all  kind  of  Miiery  and  Delblation  ;  dia 
Town  deferted  by  its  Inhabitants,  and  all  its  (htely 
Buildings  a.  heap  of  Rubbifli  j  no  hopes  being  left 
bat  in  the  Ca^td,  which  was  now  clofely  belieg*d 
by  tiie  Gads,  and  in  the  Banifh'd  Camillusy  whoie 
R'efence  was  now  heartily  vn&fd  for.  While 
the  Gadi  lay  before  the  Cafitol,  they  fent  out  many 

.  JPardes  to  Forage  in  all  the  Country  about,  who  ra- 
vag'd  and  deftrary'd  all  the  Towns  and  Villages  thw 
arriv'd  atj  and  that  with  thegreattft  Carclefiieft 
and  Security  imaginaUe,  conceiving  no  fort  of  Op- 
pofidon,  or  any  manner  of  Dat^er.  But  the  great- 
eft  and  beft  order'd  Body  of  theu-  Forces  approach- 
its  jirJeOf  CatHiSus,  who  had  Gv'd  there  a  retjr'd 
Z^  baganroroufehimfelffrom  the  fuUen  Relent- 
ments  ot  his  Wrongs,  to  the  moving  Ccmfiderations 
of  the  Bfcliferies  (rf  hii  Country  J  and  by  a  brave  and 
mcouraeing  Speech  perfwaded  all  the  Ar  Jeans,  that 
vere  aUia  to  bear  Arms,  to  fa\\  upon  t4ie  Enemy  in 
the  Nighttime;  which  was  done  loeffe'fhially,  that 
Csirce  any  v^  left  to  carry  the  News  of  rtie  De- 

!•  feat.    The  Fame  of  this  Vi^My  began  to  revive  the 

timing  Spirus  of  the  Rtrmam,  who  now  foimd  that 

fh^drcaool  People  wei&aoc  invulneratdej  and  the 

Remms 

..oogic 
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Remans  who  lay  at  Veli,  now  finding  CamiSu^s  rea- 
dinefi,  immediately  fent  to  him  to  bi  their  General ; 
b^ging  of  him  to  forget  all  former  Iti^uriesy  and  fitc- 
ceur  hu  dijireffed  Comtry.  He  objeiied  hit  l>a- 
nirti'd  Condition  J  and  refiis'd  to  Aft,  unlefi  by 
CommiiSion  from  thole  in  th?  Capitol ;  whcxn  He 
confider'd  as  the  true  Body  of  the  ftirvivii^  Roman 
State.  This  raodeft  Anfwer  was  extreamly  well  ta- 
kai)  biic  they  cou'd  not  imag^e  by  what  means  to 
fend  to  the  Capitol,  while  the  Enemy  was  in  fiill 
PoffefliMi  of  the  City. 

But  for  the  Undertaking  this  dcfperate  Attempt, 
one  Pomius  Cominius  ofFcr'd  his  Service,  which  being 
kindly  accepted  of,  be  thus  perform'd :  Putting  on 
a  poor  Garment ,  canning  Corlcis  underneath,  he  * 
went  for  iieww,  and  arriv  d  at- the  City  whan  it 
was  dark :  The  Bridge  he  cou'd  not  pals  by  reafon 
of  the  Guards,  but  taking  his  Cloariis  and  binding 
'em  about  hii  Head,  he  fwam  down  the  Tiker  upon 
liisCor^s.;  and  Jvoiditw  thofe  Qiarters,  where  he 
perceiv'd  the  Enemy  to  be  awake,  which  heguels'd  at 
by  the  Lights  and  Noife,  he  got  into  the  Gty,  and 
from  thence  to  the  Capital,  climbing  up  in  the  fteep^ 
eft  Place  with  eitream  Danger  and  Difficulty.  The 
Befieged  were  much  furpriz  d  at  the  Greatnds  of  the 
Attempt,  and  prefently  giving  him  his  Inftraftions, 
fait  him  back  the  lame  Way  he  came ;  and  this  part 
of  his  Expedition  he  perform'd  with  die  fame  good  ' 
Succefs  that  he  had  done  the  odier,  and  upon  his 
Return  delivered  to  Camilltis  an  Order  of  the  Senate 
Z>ic.siT.  to  make  him  DiSiator.  Cemillus  diofe  Valtrim  Potiiut 
U-  C.  for  his  Mafier  of  the  Herfe,  and  getting  together  an 
i^4^  Army  of  above  40000  Men,  he  prepar'd  to  march 
^ainlt  the  Enemy.  In  the  mean  while,  at  Reme 
lome  of  the  Gauli  hapned  to  difcover  fome  Foot-lttps 
and  Prints  made  by  Pontius  at  his  climbing  tht  Hill, » 
which  being  (mvately  told  to  Brmnm  their  King,  he 
prder'd  a  fefeft  Party  of  Men  in  die'dead  rf  Night 

to 
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a)  d^b  up  the  lame  Way,  and  take  tfie  Capitol  by 
'  Sorpiize.  Thefe  Men  perform'd  their  Office  with 
CTcat  Difficulty,  and  much  Time,  not  any  of  the 
Dogs  appointed  for  the  Watch  percxiving  it  j  never- 
thelels  it  fo  h^ned  that  {birie  Sacred  Geefe  which 
were  tEept  by  the  Temple  of  Jum,  by  their  Gaggling 
and  clapping  their  Wings,  diicover'd  them.  The  Ro- 
mans every  one  fiiatching  what  Weapon  he  cou*d,  did 
thdr  utmoft  on  this  fud^  OccaPion ;  and  Mmluu,  a 
Tatritian  of  great  Course,  was  the  firft  that  made 
Head  againft  'em,  boldly  roountinjg  the  Rampier, 
and  prelaitly  tumbling  down  two  of  the  Enemy  at 
once.  Others  foon  came  in  to  his  Affiftance,  and 
drove  down  all  the  reft,  not.  a  Man  efcapmg  j  and 
(he  next  Morning  ^e  Captain  of  the  Watch  was 
thrown  Headlong  down  the  Rock,  and  Mml'tHi  re- 
warded as  well  as  Circumftances  wou'd  permit. 

Hence&rwards  the  Ailairs  of  the  Gads  were  in  a 
worfe  Condition,  firft  wanting  Provisions,  then  in- 
feded  with  the  Plagucj  which  rag'd  much  among  'em ; 
but  flill  the  BefiegS  cou'd  have  no  Relief,  being  re- 
duc'd  to  a  languiiaing  and  defponding  Condition  for 
Want  of  Pcoviliom  and  NecdTaries.  So  that  after  a 
feven  Months  Si^e,  they  were  forc'd  to  Capitulate, 
and  it  was  agreed.  That  the  Viomanifaying  dawn  looa 
PwW  weight  of  Geld,  the  Gauls  ^uld  immediately  tjuit 
tieCitjr  oadTerriteriei.  This  Agreement  being  cqp- 
firm'd  by  Oath,  and  the  Gold  brought  forth,  the  Cauls 
out  of  Covetoufiiefius'd  falle  Dealings  in  the  weigh- 
ing, pulling  back  the  Balance  as  they  thought  fit ;  at 
which  the  Romans  complaining,  Brtmus  caft  in  his 
Sword  and  Belt  into  the  Scales,  fcoffingly  crying,  Fa 
ViSit,  Woe  to  the  Vanqiiijb'J,  which  afterwards  became 
a  Proverb.  Whilft  this  Diference  lafted,  CamiUus  was 
arriv'd  with  his  Army,  and  haftnine  with'  a  choice 
Party  of  Men  to  the  Place  where  the  Gold  w$s  a 
weighing,  he  came  bqldly  and  took  it  out  of  the 
ScaleSj  telling  the  Gads,  that  it  wot  the  Ctt/lom  of  the 
Roman& 
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Romans  to  deliver  tktir  Comtty  with  Irm,  net  with  Geid : 
Therefore  he  null'd  the  Compact,  hgcai^t  made  witbvut 
bis  CJmfait,  vho  almty  as  init^  then  their  Didator,  had 
the  file  Power  <^  making  Veace.  Upon  rius  there- 
fore  a  Fight  immeducelyenlii'd,  wherCj  afteramdft 
bloody  Conteft,  the  Gaids  were  intirely  routcdj  and 
fuch  great  Exectition  done  upon  'em  in  the  purfuit, 
that  all  the  Ranum  T^tones  Were  in  a  /hott  time 
clear'd  of  'em.  -  Thus  was  Rami  unexpectedly  taken^ 
and  in  feven  Months,  as  unexpeftemy  recover'd  ; 
Camiliui  for  his  exdelLent  Services  having  a  nobU 
Triumph ,  being  now  defervedly  took'd  upon  as 
th^  fecond  Romdus, 

XJ.  C.  n.  After  dais  War  was  finifti'<k  the  trihwut  cS  tiie 
%6<i.  -Peoplebe^an  to  urge  once  moretw  the  removing;  to 
Veli,  which  caus'd  the  Senate  to  rwocure  CamiUus  to 
hold  his  Office  of  Difiator  for  a  whole  Year,  which  was 
fix  Months  longer  than  the  ufual  time.  CamiSm  with 
kind  Words  and  gende  Language  appe^'d  the  Multi- 
tude, ihewing  'em,  Hmv  umvorthy  Mid  dljhonowal>k  * 
7ii»g  it  wou'd  bt  for  'em  to  ft^fa/u  the  'vaurailc  Stat  «jf 
ibeir  Anctftbrs^  and  all  their  Sacred  Rita,  which  wert  af- 
jrrefriated  to  this  Place,  to  inhahit  a  con^ur'd  and  in/lav'd 
City.  Upon  this  therefixe  Rime  was  order'd  to  be  re- 
built-with  all  Diligence,  and  all  PeHbns  were  em- 
ploy'd  about  it;butitwascarry'd  on  with  that  Hafie 
and  Hurry,  that  the  City  wanted  much  of  its  fttrmer 
Beauty  and  R^ularity ;  and  the  Water-courfes  for- 
merly laid  in  the  Streets,  now  ran  for  the  mbft  part 
£j-^^^y_  under  privare  Houfcs.  When  CamiSus's  fecond  fix 
jj^  Q  '  Mondis  were  out.  Military  Trihunes  were  chofen  ;  and 
,5^'  inthe  fame  Year  the  */£;»,  Velfd  and  Hetrwians  all 
took  up  Arms  and  invaded  die  Reman  Territories. 
The  Military  7rji»»«  were  foon  block'dup  by  the  E- 
nemy  J  and  were  brought  to  fuch  Straits,  that  the  Se- 
nate made  C.»n;i/%f  D;f/inor  a  third  time,  and  he  cho& 
ServiliujAhelakahiiMalieroftheHBrfe.  CamHtuover- 
....  threw 
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threw  both  «^i»'  and  Betrmms,  and  forc'd  the  VoU 
fei  to  yield  themfdves,  after  the  War  had  condnu'd 
for  feventy  Years  j  for  all  which  he  had  a  third  Tri- 
umph. Three  Years  after  this,  CamillHi  being  Military 
Tritme^  overcame  them  again,  together  with  the  Htr- 
mci  and  Latimsy  the  latter  of  which  till  now  had  been 
£iithful  ever  (ince  the  Battel  at  the  Rhtgi3an  Lake  a- 
bove  a  hundred  Years  before :  And  from  the  Hetrwri- 
ms  he  recover'd  two  Towns,  which  they  had  taken 
from  the  Allies  of  Romt-    The  Year  followii^  four ''"'*'' «"■' 
Tribes  were  added ;  namely,  the  SttiUtine,  the  Ner~  ^j^J^    * 
metaiiuj  the  Sahbatititj  and  die  Amian  ;  which  now  rimr. 
made  ^e  whole  Number  twenty  five.  U.  C. 

About  this  time  Manliui,  who  for  his  great  Services  3  69* 
in  (aving  the  Cafiro^zd  now  got  the  Sirname  of  Ca- 
yiWwHWj  oegan  to  pww  veiy  hauelity  and  ambitious  j 
and  by  his  ingratiating  himfelf  with  the  common 
Sort,  ms  paying  their  Debts,  and  his  railing  at  the  No- 
bility, it  was  apparent  that  Sovereignty  was  his  Aim. 
The,  Numbers  tfiat  he  got  over  to  has  Party,  together 
with  the  War  renew'd  with,  the  Volfd,  made  the 
Senate  procure  a  DiBator  to  be  created  j  who  was  Cer"  Die.  vru 
ntliutCeJfusj  who  made  chtnce  o1  QmmiusCafitoUnutU.C. 
for  his  M^er  of  the  Horft.  Ct^us  foon  overthrew  the  5  69. 
Enemies,  and  returning  home  in  Triumph,  call'd 
Madius  to  an  Account,  and  put  him  in  Prifon.  But  the 
Multitude,  extreomly  aiBided  at  this,  put  on  Mourn- 
ing Garments,  and  made  fuch  dangerbus  Diihirban- 
ces,  that  after  fome  time  he  was  fet  at  Liberty,  and 
foon  after  Cejj'us  laid  down  his  Office/  But  MatUiui  ftill 
growiag  more  infolent,  holding  private  Cabals,  and 
filling  t£e  whole  City  with  Faftion  and  Sedition,  the 
Senate  remitted  hb  Bufinefs  to  the  Care  of  the  Milita-' 
y  Tribunes^  whereof  CamiUm  was  one,  and  a  Day  was 
let  him  to  anfwer  for  his  Life.  The  Place  of  his  Try- 
al  was  right  over-againft  the  Capitol^  where  when  he 
was  accus'd,  he  often  pointed  to  it,  and  with  weep- 
ing Eyes  and  moving  Voice  let  the  People  know,  what 
a  Not/U  ficct  if  Service  he  had  dent  there.

the  Tarpeian  Rock,  the  Place  both  of  his  higheft  Ho- 
nour and  greaKft  Infamy :  And  it  was  decreed  diat 
none  of  the  Mn»/«  afterwards  ftiou'd  becall'd  Mar- 
cut,  Thus  jealous  was  Rome  of  her  Libeny,  that  no 
Deferts  ecu 'd  atone  forprefuming  to  offer  at  that. 
U.  C.  About  three  Years  after,  Camillus  waschofai  MiU- 

172.  f^  Tribune  a  fixth  timCjtho'  much  againft  his  Conlent, 
and  march'd  againft  the  Voljci  j  where  Ludus  his  Col- 
l^ue,eager  to  engage  the  Enemy  when  Camillus  judg'd 
it  dangerous,  waspermitted  to  Fight  alone,  CamiUut 
being  left  weak  in  hisBed.  -^Jwyi  wasfoon  worfted, 
and  his  Army  almoft  routed,  wnen  Cdmlilus  rtrafing 
himfelfjwasprefentlyhelp'd  up  on  Horfeback ;  where 
making  his  Way  through  them  that  fled,  he  drove  fii-. 
rioufiy  to  oppofethe  Purfuers^  which  Biddnefc  fo  in- 
couragd  the  Soldiers,  that  they  all  rally'd  again,  re- 
Iblviag  never  to  forfake  a  General  fo  famous  for  his 
Actions,  and  fo  venerable  for  Age :  By  this  the  Enemy 
were  foon  ftopp'd,  and  the  next  day  indrely  routed, 
loiing  Bag  and  Baffiage,  and  the  greateft  part  of  their 
,  Mea  TheYearfollowing,  great  Stirs  were  rais'd  in 
the  City  about  the  Creditors  and  Etebtors,  which  gave 
an  Opportunity  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Pramfiei  a 
Iowa  oi' Latittm,  with  its  Dependents,  tomajteln- 
curfions  and  Devaftarions  to  the  Walls  of  Rome,  to 
the  great  danger  and  damage  of  the  City.  This  and

^hrtly  he  of  the  fume  Dimity  as  her  Stfien.     Froifl  thac 
dme  ^erefore,  he  confulted  with  Lic'miits  ^tolo  her 
HujI^d,  jM  L.  Sefiius^  about  preferring  a  Law  for

Pii/^jo/ttaAj  again  into  the  War,  wherein  the  ^e/?j»»,to- 
gether  with  theii'  Allies,  were  alfo  ingaged. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  War,  great  Commdtion? 
happen'd  inthe  Cit)s  occafion'd  by  one  Papiriuj,  who 
had  given  up  himfelf  as  Slave  to  P»*fe/i«jj  a  levare  Ufu- 
rer,  to  work  out  his  Father's  Debt.  PapiriM  bane 
both  Young  and  Beautiful,  Vuhlius  attempted  to  abute 
him  after  a  filthy  Manner,  and  upon  his  Krfiifal,  moft 
cruelly  fcourg'd  liim.  In  this  Condition  Papirius  fled 
to  the  People,  who  were  fo  affe<il:ed  with  liis  tsut*-

The  following  Year,  the  Fefiini  were  overthrown  by 
£nitus  Scava,  theConful,  and  two  Towns  Mken 

bom 
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from  'em.  His  CoUeguej  Fwius  Camil!ui,\xin^  Sick  at  Dk.  xL 
Samnium,  nsaad  Pafiriui  Curfar  for  li^ii^tor, the  moil  U.  C, 
famous  Commander  in  thole  times,  who  ^pointed  4^8, 
Fabw  SuliioTatsSjThkMjfieroflhe  Borft.  Pflpiriits  bc~ 
ing  encamp'd'tiigh  the  SamniteSf  was  fbrc'd  to  return 
to  Rome  to.  renew  his  Aufpicia,  leaving  a  mpft  Ibid 
Command  to  Fabim  not  to  ftir  out  of  his  Trendies  in 
his  -abfence :  But  Fabiat  finding  a  gfeat  Advanrage,- 
engag'd  the  Enemy,  and  made  a  great  Slaughter  of  'era. 
The  DiSator  in  a  great  Rage  returned  to  the  Camp, 
and  wou'd  have  put  him  to  Death,  but  the  Army  ro-' 
fcu'd  hini  ;  whidi  caus'd  Paph-iusto  make  great  conx- 
plaints  to  the  Senate,  withai  urging  the  abfolute  Ne- 
ceffity  of  a  &nA  Difapline  and  AHthoiity.  But  at  iaft, 
the  Intreades  of  the  FatherSj  with  the  Coramorions  off 
.theTri^aw/  and  People,  prevail'd  with  him  to  fpat« 
his  Life.  This  Severity  oiPapiriui  fo  alienated  the 
Hearts  of  the  Soldiers,  that  it  almoft  coft  him  thelofs 
rf  a  Battel  fpon  after,  which  conftrain'd  him  to  be 
more  Popuiai' for  the  future;    after  which  he  over-

)  Vere  fo  weakenMj  that  they  fent  ah  their  Prifoners 
and  Plunder  to  Rome,  together  with  the  dt:ad  Body  of 
the  Author  of  the  Revolt,  who  had  kii.M  himfetf  to 
.  avoid  being  deliver  d  up,  £nJ  all  to  pLTchafe  Peace. 
The  Senate  only  reedy  d  tb-j  Men,  wiih  fuch  Goods 
as  were  particularly  cliaileng  J,  and  dem'd  'cm  Peace, 
iarag'd  at  tHs,  Pmtiui,  the  chief  Man  among    em, 
.  drew  out  the  Sanmitei  to  a  Placeycali'd  C(?«<^w-Wj  ar;d 

■  putdng  ten  Sddiers.  in  the  Habit  of  Shepherds,  he  fent   -   . 

em  to  C3»i«ft'«  where  the  CWm/jIs^,' with  Infhru«ai6ns 
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fb  report  that  the  Sarmites  were  now  in  Apulia  before 
Luceria,  and  had  almoft  taken  it.  'The  Confuls  belie- 
ving dus  Report,  made  all  ipeed  to  relieve  the  Town, 
left  dKir  Allies,  the  AfuUant  nright  be  dblig'd  to  join 
Aviththe5<w«*(rtj.  Now  the  Roswjm  had  but  two  Ways 
.    to  March  to  Luceria ,-  one  larce  enough;  but  far  a- 
bout;  theodio-  a  narrow  Paflage  through  the  Straits 
tSCauJiumj  a  Place  incompafs  d  widi  hi^  Mountains, 
land  extream  di^kmlt  and  dangerous  to  pafi,  if  an  Ene- 
my were  nigh.     The  Conlub  leading  their  Aimy 
tteou^  this,  werfc  immediately  block'd  ap  on  all  fidtS 
by  Fmrw,  who  had  poiTq&'d  himfelfof  all  the  Defiles. 
The  Samnites  having  got  the  Romans  at  this  great 
Advantage,  immediately  lent  to  Hermmus,  Tofitias  s  Fa-

Strength.  Butthis  prudent Counfel  wou'd  notbeheardj 
ft)  the  Romans  had  thefe  Articles  allow'd  'an :  Firft,

■     Carmenti,  having  frfi  in  Token  of  Slat;ery  fafsd  ander  the 
Jtlgata  or  GaSows :  Secondly,  TheyPoudwhoByattitaB 
Samnium,  and  remove  all  their  Cotmits :   And  Thirdly, 
B<ab  Roman  and  Samnite  poud  livt  under  the  fame 
Termi  tf  Confederacy  and  A&ianct.     The  Romans  wert 
conftrson'd  to  fubmit  to  thefe  diigracefiii  Articles,  and 
with  wonderful  Shame,  Anger,  and  Confiilion,  re- 
-cum'dco  Capua  diiarm'd  and  half  naked,  and  mUn 
thence  to  Rome.    The  whole  City  was  moft  fcnfibly 
affliiSed  at  this  fliameful  Difafter,thdr  generousBlood 
boiling  in  th^r  Veuis,  and  nothing  but  Fury  intf  Re- 
venge appear  d  in  their  Faces.    The  Confuls  refiifed  to

But  inftead  of  an4J2, 
Ele;(5tion  of  Confuls,  the  State  for  a  while  fell  into  an 
Interregiiitmy  there  bang  nothing  but  Qrief  and  Vexa- 
tion in  all  Placesj  and  the  whole  City  piit  into 
Mourning. 

But  the  Year  following,  Confuls  were  chofen,  P*. 
firius  Cmfor  and  VuhliUusVhilo  being  the  Perfonsj  and 
the  Senate  being  aflembled,  Tofihumius,  one  of  the  laft 
years  Confuls,  generoully  offer'd  himfelf  to  be  deli- 
ver* d,  together  with  his  Coll^ue  up  to  the  Enemy,  and 
ib  to  "break  the-  CauSnie  Treaty,  umng,  itat  only  th$j  ' 
two  were  ohligd  to  obfervt  the  Articks,  and  net  the  Stattf 
which  "was  altogether  I^torant  (f  whafwas  done.  This  was 
gratefully  acospted  of,  but  Pontms  refus  d  to  receive 
'^m,  greatly  exclaiming  againft  the  PerfidjpijfneG  of 
the  Remans.  But  fhaAmiy  ibon  march'd  againff  them 
under  ther  Condudpf  Faph-iutj  and  fuffidently  re-  ., 

veng'd  themfelves  of  all  former  Affronts,  oveftlirow- 
ing  em  in  fereral  Battels,  making  "era  all  pafs  under.

But  however  fuch  Refiftance 
was  made  as  they  thought  jt  neceffary  to  have  a  Z)/- 
Qator,  which  was  Jim'iHi  Eubulcus,   who  chofe  MiTi-  /)^;  j^ 
tifiius    foT  Hs  MaHir  of  the  Herfe,    and  in   Eight  daysf/^ 
fime  return'd  in  Triumph.    In  leis  than  a  Year  af-  /,jj  ■ 
ter,  the  Fame  of  the  Hetrifrians  joyning  with  t\\sUm- 
hrims^  People  on  the  North  cf  them,  and  the  Sabinesj  ' 
occafionM  the  creating  of  anotiier  Diil(iti)r,vvhtch  \vas 
Valerius  Maximus,  who  appointed  i/€mUmi  Taultts  for  Dh.  U. . 
his  Maiier  of  the  Hmfe.     This  DitUror  jntirely  brofee  U.  C. 
the  Power  of  all  the //€;r»j-/.j)»j,  reducing  all  theirTer-4j2, 
ritories  to  the  Roman,  Subj'etftion  ;  which  happen'd  a- 
boye  4io  Years  after  the  firil  Wars  with  thofe  Peo- 
ple.   The  Unibriam.  wqjp  likewife  much  weaken  d  , 
■and  loft  a  conllderable  Part  of  thdr  Country  ^  the  .,  • 

Romans  ftill  extending  their  Dominions  on  all  SideSj 
and  conrinualiy  Increaling  their  Strength. 

During  fome  fon  of  Intermiffion  abfoad,tbc  Com- 
'mons  began  to  fall  into  their  former  dilfatisfi'd  Hu- 
mour, and  the  Tribmts  much  complain'd  that  all  the 
Tritiis  and  Augur t  were  created  out  of  the  Palritians, 
pndurgdthgt  the  P/e^«((»j  might  alfo  partake  of  thofe 

I  Offices.  The  Senate  made  no  great  Oppofitions,  as 
being  liiffidently  accuftom'd  to  yield  in  Mattery  of 
rgreater  Moment :  So  thw  whereas  at  prefent  there 
were  but  Four  Chief  Friefijj  and  as  many  Augurs,  an- 
fwering  to  the  Four  Tribes  in  die  Qtyjnow  Four  more 
were  added,  and  to  thofe,  Five  more  out  of  the  Body 
pfthe  Commons.  And  in  this  fame  Year,  yaUrim  ^  _ 
the  Conful,  preferr'd  a  Law  of  Apffeal  more^rarefully 
jaiadcd ;  which  was  the  third  rime  this  Law  was  con- 
■  finnd  fmce  the  ExpuUion-of  the  Kings,  and  always 

'  occafion  d  by  the  feme  Family.    The  fame  Ccnful 
fell  upon  the  i^^ui,  who  were  now  in  Rebellion,and 
in  a  little  time  they  had  notKng  left  em  of  their  An- 
<ieat  Fortunejbut  the  Stputne£  of  their  Tempers.  The  ■

X7.C.  *  Thirty  three.  TheCitywasalfo  much  increas'dj  for 
4f4^  at  the  nea  I^JTrw'Wjfive  Years  jifterjthercwefeeeis'd 
no  left  than  262^2  free  CitiMns.  -  ' 

Within  a  Year  after  this,  the  Sarmiieij  after  lis 
Years  Relpjte,  broke  thdr  League  with  the  Romans , 
and  with  them  were  fought  feveral  Battels,  the  Sam^ 
mtes  bang  almolt  always  Lofers.  But  the  moft  Me- 
morable was  that  about  three  Years  after  this  laft 
■  preach,  when  they  had  got  the  TJmbriam  and  Gatdt ,  • 
with  fome  of  the  Hetruriatis  to  affift  "em,  and  recdv'd 
a  moft  dreadful  Overthrow  by  the  Confuls,  Fahjia 
Maximus,  and  Dtcius  Mus.  In  the  midft  ()f  this  Rgjit, 
J>tcim  feeing -his  Party  retire,  and  in  danger  of  being 
defeated,  hefoUowd  the  great  Example  of  hisFa-' 
thcr  above  Forty  Years  before,  and  moft  foleninly 
devoted  himfelf  to  the  Gods  j  then  rdhing  into  the 
midft  of  the  Enerny  with  an  extraordinary  Fury  and 
Courage,  he  recover  d  his  Army,  but  with  the  fois  ctf 
his  life.  ■  About  two  Years  after,  Papmus,S<in  to  the 
•  former,  got  a  noble  Viiaory  over  cm,  took  above 
I  j-ooo  Prifoners,  gain'd  feva^  Towns,  and  obtain'd 
a  fplendid  Triumph. '  But  the  following  Year,  the 
Samnites  ventur  d  another  Battel,  and  had  better  Ftnf- 
tune,  pvenfo-owing  FnhiuKtn'ges,  the  Coriful,  which 
put  the  Senate  upon  removing  of  him.

'vvas  at  laft  granted  em,  and  the  League  wasfenewd

Free  Citizens  were  Cefi'd.    Three  "Years  after  that  ^ 
tfie  CommonSj  by  reafon  of  thdr  defperate  DdKSj'and 
violent  Ccntefts  between  fliem  and  the  Fatriciaits , 
withdrew  thenifelves  into  the  Hill  Janiculum ;  whic^  * 
W*s  the  Aird  Separation  aS  the  PUkeiapi,    Th^  Se-  j^-^  _^

■of  the  South-Eaftem  parts  of  balj)  were  not  able  to  , 

■OTpofe  the  extra6rdinary  grpwing  Powei"  of  the  J?o- 
fXOT/j  bitt  wpre  in  a  Ihorf  tijnelo  diftrefi'd^t  they 
were  forg'd  to  fend  for  Tjirrhut  King  of  Epirui  tp 
come  -over  and  Affift  'eriii.

^f  C*  Vfynh-hus  was  mudi  SoKcited  by  the  Tartnthtes  to 
47J.  X  -  come  into  Italy ^  whOj  in  the  Name  of  many  of 
^z  Italians,  made  many  large  Prefents  to  him,  figrii'- 
fying,  Hcnv  much  they  fiood  in  need  ef  a  Generalyfi  Emir 
ntnt  both  for  Abilities,  and  the.  reputation  of  hii  Arms. 
Tyrrbus  bdng  of  a  generous  and  ambitious  Temper  , 

{Jromis'd  'em  to  come  over  with  an  Army,  and  ihort- 
y  aftet  difpatch'd  Civeat  a  Thtjjdian,  an  excellent  O- 
rator  and  Scholar  of  Demohhtnes^-vnsii  ;ooo  \fen  for 
Tarentum.  Soon  after  him,  he  put  to  Sea  with  20  E-" 
iephants,  goooHorfe,  20000  Foot,  2000  Archer5,and 
yoo  Slingers  ;  but  meeting  witti  a  great  Storm,  his 
Ships  were  much  difpcrs  d,  and  Jbme  loft;  fe  that  hb 
arriv'd  at  Tarmtum  but-wdth  a  fingll  part  of  his  Ar- 
my. When  he  enterd  the  Towh,  he  rcfus'd  to  aiS 
;•  Without  dieii-  particular  Order,  till  the  reft  of  his  Aii 

iny  were  Arriv'd  5  then  obferving  how  the  Inhabi- 
tants applyd  themielves  chiefly  to  Eathing,  Feafting, 
and  their  Ple^fures,  he  ihut  up  the  Pub'ick  Meeting 
Places,  r^raind  them  from  Drinking  andGames,ana 
called  them  to  Arms,being  very  fevere  in  liftingMen' 
fit  for  Action  and  Service.  He  now  receitf  d  Intdli- 
genc&,  that  L^evitms  the  Rmm  Coniiil  was  upon  his 
■  *  ■  March' 
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Marcii  wuh  a  numerous  Army,  wafting  Lvcama  as  he 
pafs'd;  and  tho  thefe  Confederate  Troops  were  not  all 
arriv'd,  he  drew  out  his  Aony  againft  him  ,■  bat  be- 
fore the  Amdes  oou'd  joyn,  he  fent  to  La^intn,  offe^ 
ring  a  Mediation  between  the  Ramans  arid  their  Adver- 
faries.  But  Lav'mus  return'd  Airf^r,  That  he  neither 
ejleem'd  him  at  a  Afcdiator^  mrfeM-'d  him  as  an  Enemy: 
and  taking  his  Meffengers,  he  order'd  'em  to  be  led 
thiou^  the  rtiidft  of  the  Camp^  and  bad  them  go  uU 
their  Mafier  -wbattbey  bad  feen.- 

P/rriMjadvanc'd,  and  encamp'd  on  the  Plain  be- 
tween Vandojla  and  ffy^aclia  •  and  perceiving  the  Ro- 
f»ms  lay  on  the  other  fide  of  the  River  Lyris  in  good 
iOrder,  he  Plaijted  Men  all  along  the  Bank  to  oppole 
dieir  Paflage :  But  the  Romans  hafining  to  prevoit  the 
coming  up  of  thofe  Forces  he  expcAed  Attempted  the 
Paflage  with  their  Infantry,  where  it  was  fordablej  ■ 
the  Horfe  getting  over  in  feveral  Places  j  fo  that  the 
jGrwiJjfearingto  beheran'dinwere  obljgd  to  retreat^  .  ' 
iittle  way  which  Tyrrhus  percdving,  drew  up  his  Men 
in  Battalia,  himfelf  at  the  Head  or  em,  and  began  the ' 
Charge.  He  was  very  remarkable  for  the  Finenefi 
snd  Richnefi  of  his  Arms,  but  more  for  the  Bravery 
and  Ndblends  of  his  Afe ;  ■  managing  rfie  Battel  with 
3  great  Steadiriels  and  Prdfence  of  ^told,  and  perfor- 
rmng  the  Drudgery  of  a  common  Soldier,  as  well  ai 
the  Office  pf  a  general.  In  the  midft  mthepi^it, 
Tyrrhus  s,  Horfe  was.kill'd  mider  him,  wl»ch  obliga 
him  to  oiange  Armour  with  one  near  him,  who  being 
^takcn  for  the  King' was  flain,  and  his  Armour  taken. 
This  Armour  being  carri'd  about  by  the  Romans  iij 
token  of  his  Death,  ftruck  fuch  a  Terror  into  his  Sol- 
diers," that  it  had  loft  him  the  VititoFy,  but  tiiaE  he  ■ 
feafonably,  and  with  much  Labour  made  himfelf 
faiown.  Whilfrthe  Battel  feem  d,  doubtfal,    the  Ele-  '"' 

phants  were  fent  in  among  the  RomaTisy  and  the  Sur- 
prize they  were  in,  tpgetlier  witli  tlieir  Horfes  not 
ind^iring  the  Smcii  and  iignefi   of  thofc  Creatures^

eiher  fide  loft  ijooo,  asP/(tf^ciobfenres  outofZ);*-  .

Vprku  us'd  theRw«M»  Prifbners  withextraordtnaiy 
Civility  and  Courtefie,  and  geheroufly  bury "d  thdr 
Dead  j  rfien  taking  a  view  of  their  Bodies,  and  obfer- 
ving  that  they  were  all  wounded  ijefore,  and  what 
noble  and  Aern  Coumenances  they  had,  he  lifi  up  his 
Eya^  and  Cry"d,  O  hnv  eafiiymi^  I  Conquer  the 
rVerid,  Ttfere  IMafier  (ffucb  Soldiers!  After  this  BaftgL  ■ 
Pyrrbuj  being  joyn'd  with  the  AuxiUa/y  Troops  of 
the  Stmniiei,  iMcani  and  &riatiy  direded  his  March 
towards  Jlowe,  and  advanc'd  as  far  as  Vr^nefie,  laying 
Vafte  all  be^re  him.  TheRow^w.us'dall  neceflary 
IHligence  to  recnut  their  TroopSj  and  to  make  new' 
Levies^  Stirring  up  their  Courages  as  much  as,  pofli- 
tly,  FahriciuJ  ZPiiTritiim  infinuating,  Tiaf  tie  LoJstvm 
Kot  through  want  of  Valour^  but  CaitJull^  end  that  tbf 
Grcdans  had  tut  overcome  the  Romans^  }m  Py  rrhus  bsi ' 
Conquer  d  Licvinus.  Vyrrhus  finding  the  Ranans  very 
diligent  and  expeditious  in  thdr  Recruits,  conlider  d 
k  ^^a^  more  Honourable  to  Treat  with  'oh  after  his 
\\£bxy,  lince  he  had  but  £nall  hopfs  of  fubduing' 
them,  and  for  that  purpofe  lent  Cineof  to  find  out  their 
'Indinatipns,  a  Man  fo  powerful  iii'Rhetorickj  that 
the  King  acknowledg'd  him,.  To  have fiormd  more 
Xmimt  by  his  Toague,  than  he  evir  did  by  his  Arms. .  Cineas. 
very  clofely  apply 'd  Wmfelf  to  feveral  oftJie  Jjobili- 
ty,  with  Prelents  for  themfelves  and  tHdr  Ladies  as 
^om  his  Mafter ;  but  he  found  eip  fb  Steady  and 
nnmov'd,  that  not  a  fingle  Perfbn  wou  d  receive  anyj 
auid  both  Men  and  Women  anfwer  d,  Tiar  ifa  Treor 
ij  Tvere  fuhUckly  comluded,   Tb^  thenptgud  bt  ready  t9 
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pKW  all  Refpeli  and  Service  due  to  /p  great  a  Man  as  the 
King  was. 

Cineas  finding  thefe  Methods  ineffa^ual,  proceeded 
tohisBuJinefs  rpore'publiekly,  and  being  cdme  into  the 
Senate,  he  Hud  the  moft  foit  and  obli^i^  Things  in 
the  World/  likewife  oifering  in  his  Mafters  Name,  to  * 
return  all  that  was  taken  in  the  Battel  without  Ranr- 
'  fom,  and  Fromirmg  all  the  Afliftance  ^atcou'dbe 
"expeifted  for  the  Conquering  all  Italy ^  only  asfeing  for 
his  Mafter  andthe7V»if»»ei  their  Fnendmip  and  Al- 
liance. Thefe  feirPromifesat  firft  made  theSenate 
foniewhat  inclih-d  to  a  Treaty,  till  Affius  Claudiai, 
how  blind  and  very  andent,  was  brought  into'the 
Sehate-Houle,.  who  by  a  ftirring  and  ineoura^g  O- 
ratioD,  fo  warm'd  the  al&mbly,  that  Cineasy  cou.d  bo 
hear'd  no  more,  but  was  difinifi'd  With  this  Anfweri 
Tljat  i»ben  Pyrrhus  had -ujitldrawn  hu  Farces  from  Italy, 
then  if  he  fUay  d  thty  wmd  Treat  vitk  him  about  Frit?jd- 
J^ip  and  Allianct^iut  tiH  then,  they  refolvd  to  carry  on  tht 
War  w,ith  the  utmo^  Vigom;  tho  they  met  with  never  fi  , 
many  Defeats.  Citteas  at  his  Return,,was  ask"d  by  Vyrrhus, 
'  what  he  thought  of  Rome,  he  told  him,.7^«r  the  Senate 
appear^ d  to  him  as  a  venerable  AJfemhlyoffe  many  Kitigs^ 
emdtheFeo^le  hi  thought ivere  like  the  Hydra,  inicfe  Num- 
bers increas'd  the  more  for  the  Defeat}  for  the  Conful  bad 
dreday  raisd  fwice  as  peat  an  Arrrvj^  and  there  were  fiiS 
far  ^eater  Numbers  hehtnd,  ' 

Soon  after  Cmeas'%  Return,  the  'Romans  fent  to  Fyr~ 
rhus_  about  Ranfoming  of  Prilbners,  among  others,  C. 
Fabricius,  a  Perfbn  eminent  for  his  great  Vermes,  and 
remarkable  foi;  his  profeis'd  Poverty.  Fyrrhui  receiv'd 
him  with  an  Extraordinary  Gvility  and  Ki«incfs, 
likewife  olTer'd  him  Gold,  alluring  Mm,  It  was  no  o- 
therwife  than  an  Hofpitahle'Refpeifto  a  Ferjim  of  his  Excel- 
lencies ;  but  all  this  had  no  Lfiei^  upon  the  Steading 
of  Fabricius'i  Temper.  The  next  Day,  Pj^iia/ trying 
dl!  Methods  to  diicompofe  him,  comjnanded  one  w 
*l]tt  largelt  £lefjiatus,  eompleady  Ann'dj  to  be  plac  d 
.  ■  bebiod 
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behind  thciHangings,  and  in  the  mSdft  of  thar  DiC- 
-  courfe,  upon  a  Sign  given,  the  TapeftryTivas  drawn 
-afide,  and  the  huge.Elephanc  raifing  his^Tninli  over 
Fabriciusi  Head,  made  a  hideous  Noife.  Fahrkius^ 
thohe  had  never  feen  this  Creature,  was  not  at  all  a- 
fraid,  but  gendy  turning  tdwut,  and  Smiling  laid, 
Neither  yew  Gold  Tefier3ay^  rwyoit  Jreadfid  Beafi  to  Day 
eon  make  any  Im^efften  ufon  me.  Tyrrbui  amaz  d  at  the 
Greatnefs  of  his  Mind,  rdeas'd  die  Prifonen,  intru- 
ifling  'em  to  him  alone,  with  nothing  but  a  Promife, 
■     -  ybat  if  the  Senate  accepted  Hoi  ifVeact,  they  ^md  returH 

to  blmi  which  accordingly  ihey  did,  bong  comman- 
ded to  do  it  by  the  Senate  upon  pain  of  Death.  In  the 
fame  Year,  CorHncanlia,  L.te-viMus  s  Collogue,  Tri- 
uroj^'d  over  fome  of  die  HctrurioBs  who  had  revol- 
ted j  .and  likewife  this  "Year  die  iw/rww  brang  p6r- 
form'd,  278222  Free  Citizens  were  Cefi'd.. 

XJ.  C  H.The  Rtimatt  Army  being  now  recruited,  Sutfi- 

^~,         ettit  SgyerrJo,   andI)<;««J  Af«J,  theCDnlulsfortbfi  fol- 

r   lowing  Year,  werfe  fent  againft  ^prhits.    Thz  Remans 

had  nowl  earji'd  not  to  fear  the  Elephants  (b  much  as 

fonnerly,  and  were  very  earful  in  crfjferving  and  un- 

•^derftanding  Tyrrhui%  Art  and  Condutft  in  Battel.  Both 

\Annies  met  about  the  City  i£jfculum,  and  PyrrW 
was  incommododby  a  Woody  Country  very  inconve- 
nient for  his  Cavalry,  anda  very  fwifb  Current  of  the 
River,    that  the  Elqjhants  for  want  of  fure  Footing 

"ceu'd  not  get  up  with  the  Infantry :  But  after  many 
wounded  and  killed,  the  Ni^t  put  an  End  to  thfr 
Engagement.  "ITie  next  Mornmg,  fyrrhus  deiigning  to' 
Fight  on  even  Ground,  and  to  nave'the  Elephants  in' .

were  fo  prefid  upon,  efpeqaUy  by  t& mighty  Fore© 
of  the  Elephants  and  the  Gadan  Cavalry,  ^id  lb  over-' 
powerd,  that  they  retreated  to  their  Camp  widi the 
loisof  <^poo  Men,  the  Enemy  having  loft  nigh  4000. 
f  his  Battel  is  varioully  rdat^  but  mis  is  the  truelt

Afief  this  En^gement,  'tis  &id,  Tjnhits  rmyd  to  .  " 
a  Gentleman  who  congratulated  him  for  his  Vidory, 
Ifteeovtremte  the  Romans  another  fimtj  we  are  iCterlf 
riiinJ._  For  by  this  time,  he  had  loft  a  great  Part  <^h»

■  Tyrrhus  made  a  ftria  inquiry  into  tlus  JPlot,  ttod  ex- 
,  ecuted  the  Kiyfidan ;  and  that  he  might  not  be  ex- 
ceird  in  Generofity,  he  immediately  fent  to  Romt  alt 
6ie  ?rifoners  without  Ranfom,  and  again  employ  "d 
Cmeaf  to  Negotiate  a  Peaee  with  'em,beang  now  more 
defiroos  of  their  Alliance  than-  ever :  But  whrther  the 
Rsmani  believ'd  thar  fenmng  hofffc  io  many  PriC*. 
nets,  too  great  an  Obligation  from  an  Enemy,  or  too 
greats  Reward  for harely  not  doing  Bl,  they  wbud 
hot  Jfcceft  cS  'em  Gratify  hat  immed&atdy  releas  d  as 
many  of  rfie  Taranines  and  Stnamtes :  ana  wou'd  ad- 
mit of  no  Debate  of  AlUance  dr  Peace  wtdi  Pjrrhus, 
till  he  had  withdrawn  his  Forces  from  Italy  and  Sail  d 
badt  to  EjBOTu  in  the  fame  Ships  that  brou^t  him  over.

'Whereupon  a 
Coundl  of  War  bang  call'd,  while  they  were  in  de. 
bat«^  and  ac  the  breaJc  of  day  his  Approach  was  tU^- 
cpver^d  by  the  Romans  as  they  march'd  down  the 
>iilh,  whidi  pnt  dior  whole  Camp  into  much  Diibr-^ 
der  and  Fear;  but  recovering thamelTes,  Curius  drew 
*  .  out  his  Troops  in  hafle,  and  falling  in  with  die  Vane- 
guard  of  TyrrbHi,  put  him  to  fi^t,  killing"  many 
Men,  and  taking  fome  Elephants.  This  Suc^ls  very' 
much  dlfcoiir^'d  the  reft  caPynhus'&  Troops,  andC»-' 
yim  defcending  into  the  Plain,  join'd  Battel  with  the' 
whole  Army.  In  one  Wing  be  r^uU'd  the  Eneoty, 
in  the  other,  by  the  VioIeiKe  of  the  Elephants,  be 
Was  born  back  to  his  TrendKs;  where  calling  fortli 
tJiole  who  guarded  'em,  they  from  the  high  Places  fo 
I^y'd  the  Beafts  with  Darts  and  fired  pitch  and  Hraip, 
that  rfiey  ran  back  upon  their  Friends,  bearing  dowijj 
and  breaking  ill  their  Kanks,  fo  that  the  Vidoiy  fell 
to  the  Romans,  Tyrrhtis  having  loft  2jooo  Men^  ac-' 
cording  to  Eutrafiuj-. 

Tyrrb»s%  Camf)  was  aHb  taken,  which  was  not  on- 
ly admir'd,  but  likewife  prov'd  of  very  great  Ufe  af- 
terwards: for  anciently  the  Romans  and  the  Nations 
about  'em  were  wont  to  pitcli  thdr  Tens  without . 
Order,  after  the  manner  of  Booths,  in  the  midft  of 
didr  i^veral  Battalions:  but  Tyrrhus  meafuring  out" 
his  ground,  encamp'd  his  wlxjle  Army  witffin  a 
Trench.  By  his  Example  the  Rgmaiu  receiv'd  great 
light  and  Experience  as  to  Warlike  Affairs,  and  afc-' 
terwaids  addbg  fuch  thin^  as  they  found  neceflary, 
diey  attained  to  the  moft  abfolute  Skill  in  Encam- 
ping, in  fucceeding  times.  Cwius  Dewr^^w obtained  a" 
molt  folendid  Triumph  for  this  Vitftory,  being  graced 
with  four  Elephants,  1 200  Prifonfers  ^feveral  Nati- 
ons, with  feveral  Impleinentsof  the  Tanntine  Laianyj 
and  Raiiaa.  A  few  days  after,  his CoHegue  cri-. 
:  umph'd' 
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mnf^'d  over  the  Sarmites  and  Lueanl :  and  this  year 
was  remarkable  for  rfie  Cmforjhip  df  F:rBrkms:  and 
t/Emilius,  \vho  reiaoT'd  Rufinus,  and  whcr  hidbeea 
twice  Cwjy«/  and  once  Di&aror,  out  of  the  Senate,  for 
having  ten  pouhd  of  Silver  Plate  for  die  IJfe  of'his 
Table:  and  in  this  i<(y?r«wi  171214  Free  Citizetisweife 
Cefe'dor  poU'd.  As  fop  PyrrA*/,  he  bore  his  Defeat 
with  an  und^mted  Mind,  and  receiving  Letters  frorii 
Greece  and  ^Jia,  hecall'd  the  Efirotj  andTartnttTies  to- 
gether,  tdling  tSiaii  that  Affiftands  woa'd  foon  come; 
Vviuch  Report,  k^  the  Ramans  jn  thdr  Camp:  and 
fo  taking  this  Advantage,  the  Night  foilowmg  he 
pa^dundiftttrbdinto£^/r»xwith8ooo  Foot  ana  )Oo 
Hcoie,  firft  leaving  a  Garnfon  in  Tarenttm,  which 
was  mtwe  to  prcferve  his  oWn  Reputation  than  for  any 
odier  Ufe.  Thus  iii  about  fix  Years  ended  the  Wars 
With  the  fomous  Vyrrhus,  a  Perfon  efteem  d  the  ableft 
Commander  of  all  the  Kings  in  that  rime,  both  for 
Military  E^^^rience  and  Perfonal  Valour:  but  be, 
knew  betterhow  to  Conquer  dian how  to  KeflJ)^  and 
from  him  the  Romans  did  n6t  only  improve  the  Art 
^Encampingj  but  Ukewife  learn  d  to  avoid  Plains, 
and  better  tphil^in  the  Shock  of  a  diicipliii'd' Caval- 
ry, wluch  before  they  had  defpis'd. 

IV.  The  Raman  Name,  which  before  had  been  fe- 
Bious,  was  now  become  fcwmidable,  after  the  Over- 
dirow  of  fo  great  a  Man  as  Vyrrhui^  which  made  way, 
for  ferther  Cohquefts,  and  the  EftabliJhment  of  die

Bdors  to  Egyptj   where  they  weire  moft  courteoufly 
Becav'd,  and  lent  home  laden  with  Gifts  and  Pre- 
&its.    The  following  year,  die  "7irewr;ne/ not  being', 
able  to  remove  the  Garrifoh  fyrrhtts  had  left  under' 
N  J  .  Mifo,' 
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JifSIOf  deflr'd  AM  of  the  Cartbfpm*as ;  and  whh  Aem 

aring  Battel  to  the  Romans j  wen  overdirown.  MUa 

fed^e  how  unable  he  was  to  refill,  by  lcav€  (rom 

&&  Confiil  7apirim,  de[Kiited  with  his  Meiu  and  qiiit- 

tsA  the  Caiue,    which  the  Romans  poiTefung^  eafiiy 

.became  Mafters  rf  Ae  City,  the  Walls  whereof  thw 

^wUlh'd.    Feape  and  Liberty  were  granted  to  m 

i&a  Otizens ;  and  this  year  die  two  Coniuls  triiunph'd, 

baTJng  finiihMbwhtheTtffmfwe  ahd  Satm'ttt  Wars  in 

die  year -48 1.    The  latter  of  thefe  had,  withfome 

l^termif^onSj  continu'd  feventy  one  years ;  and  over 

Aefe  the  Romans  triumph'd  thirty  dmes,  namely,  Ca^ 

fuls  twenty  fix,  D/^arortwice,  and  Pre^mjuista  tbiny. 

Now  the  Romatts  grew  much  too  powerfiil  for  their 

Ndg^bours,  for  the  greateft  Part  of  Tr«^  was  i»w 

conquei:'dj  an  Acceffion  being  made  not  only  of  the 

iTaTtntmes  and  Samnites^  but  ca^lMOtttUm  aifo,  and 

.  not  long  before,  of  the  Hir/nrMu.    After  this,  the

The  folToWing  Year j  both  the  Confuls  were  or- 
der'd  for  Sicily,  with  all  thtir  Legions.    And  they 
'  managed  Ae  War  fo  fuccefsfiillyj  that  going  to  invert  - 

5/r«c«/%  it  felf,  Hiero  was  affHghted  Into  Obedience, 
perceiving',  that  the  Romans  moft  probably  wou'd  be 
Cbnqueroursj  and  fo  he  made  Peace  upon  tbefe 
Terms,  To  r^art  all  their  Trifoturs  without  Ranfom,  and 
t&faya  bt^ilrtd  TnUnts  (f  SHytr.  Tha  Ramaks  more 
i-eadily  embrac'd  the  Alliance,  bocaufe  the  Cariimi- 
•'  ^ians  being  Mafters  at  Sea,  they  cou'd  not  ftfdy  fup^ 
ply  the  Armies  with  Provifions  and  Neceffaries,  ex- 
pelling "that  .he  ftiou'd  chiefly  take  care  about  that  ^~ 
fair.I^aliritu,  oneofttus  Yeir's  Confuls,  from  Aftj/«»w» 
bad  the  Sifnarae  of  Mijfaky  who  alfo  having  takca 
tatana^  carr^'d  from  thence  a  new  Sua-Dial  to  Romi, 
Fafirias  .Cw/or  having  ;b  Years  before  fet  up  the  firft

Thfe  RmuMj  by  the  AlUance  with  iC«-o ,  found 
diemfclvcs  fo  eas'd  of  the  Buirden  of  the  War,  rfi^ 
the  foUowing  Year  they  foit  but  two  Lerions  to  SU 
cily;  at  whidi  time  Jgrigmttm  was  invefted  by  the  S^- 
ma«s^  and  Anmbal,  ta^  Cgrtbagmim  Admiral  who 
canje  to  relieve  it,  was  overthrown  by  Pofihumius  and 
MamiUm  the  Confuts  at  land  j  fo  after  a  long  Si^  \z  •• 
W3S  taken.  The  news  of  diis  was  very  grateful- 1^ 
the  Citizens  of  Awwr,  who  npw  began  to  tlunk  of  n<^ 
thing  lefs  thijn  the  clearing  erf  Sicil^y  and  the  Cotipr 
ouelb  of  that  Iflandj  and  to  diat  they  directed  aR  -  ■ 
thear  Counfels.  On  Land  indeed  they  feem'd  fuffigi- 
eotly  proQjerous,  for  the  two  fucceeding  ponfiils 
pianag'd  the  War  with  good  Succefi  j  but  the  Cxrtbs- 
ginians  Without  Controverlle, being  entire  Mgftets  ac 
Sea,  by  that  means  procur'd  the  Maritime  To\frns  to 
revolt  to  them:  fo  that  the  War  was  not  only  bal- 
lanc'd  between  tiie  two  Interefts,-but  Italy  was  a'5» 
gfievodly  infeJ^  with  ih&^Cartb^pKliai  Fleet,  whilj:  ^ 
jfifrick  was  out  of  ^  Dttngor.  Ine  Confiderations 
caus'd  'em  diligently  to  apply  thqsiielves  to  Sea  At 
fairs,  of  which  they  were  wholly  ignorant  before j 
thereforethf^  found  ka  Matter  otextraordinaryrDif- 
ficulty  as  well  to  build-Veflels  as  to  tnake  uCeof 'an;

Sea-men.  Having  throughly  obferv'd  a  Canbaghutn 
■^Veflel  or  two  drivisn  a  Shore,  they  fet  about  log  Vet

■riiey  fitted  out  as  well  as  they  cou'dj  afcer  an  odd 
way  teaching  their.

In  pdrfuaitce  of  this  Viifery,  rfiey  made  a 
DeCient  upon  Jjrick,  whofe  nigheft  Part  was  about 
200  Miles  from  Skih,  and  )1iortly  after  had  Clufttt 
fiurender'd  to  'em,  a  City  feared  upon  the  Promomo- 
ly  Hermaa.  TTiis  done,  they  March'd  into  the  O^- 
try,  laying  wafte  all  before  'em,  which  they  ^d 
withom:  C^pofition  ;  but  foon  after  cHct  rei:»v'd  In- 
ftrmftions  from  the  Stnatty  that  Rt^idits  ritould  remaiij 
in  jifrici,  in  Charader  of  Vro-Confuly  with  40  Ships  j 
lyooo  Foot,  and  yoo  Horfe,  and  Miad'ms  fliotild  re- 
torn  to  Remt  with  the  remaining  Forces.  Rfgulus  en- 
camping upon  the  River  Bagraaa^  was  forc'd  to  en- 
gage a  Mpnftrouis  Serpent  of  Miraculous  Bignefej 
wffich,  with  the  great  Trouble  of  his  Army,  and  by 
the  Hdp  of  Battering  Engines,  he  flew,  fending  its 
Skin  to  Kemej  whichwas  120  Foot  Ipng,  according  to 
J^fM- and  Cellius.

Or  Tunji  in  a  ftort  Q)3ce  was  taken  by  Rfgaias.  But 
the  Carthaginians  having  procur'd  XaTiiippiit,  a  brave 
ZaeeJamoman,  for  their  General,  ioon  after  gave  F^ 

film  a  dreadful  Overthrow,  he  himlelf  bang  taken 
.  rifoncFj  and  moff  vsf  Hs  Army  cut  off,  the  reft  efca- 
cririg  to  C%e«.'  "Bw  Xa^miu  mat  with  more  BaK> 
fcarous  ana  Ungfatefiil  Ulage  rf^'  Septlsi ;  for  the 
Carthaginians  pifetertifing  to  coriduft  him  "feme  Ho^,-  , 
nourably,  commanded  Ae  Sea-men  to  throw  him  arid 
his  Companions  over-board,  leaft  fo  great  a  Yidsary 
Jhou'd  be  alcrib'd  to  the  LactJ^rnmi/vrf,  aS  jippiatt  re^ 
lates  it.  The  Romans  were  Befi^d  in  C/upea,  till  ihdr 
Enemies  perceivjng  the  finall  pn^bility  of  reducing 
'cm,  broke  up  ±e  Siegej  and  made  ail  PrcfSaratioM 
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for  the  oppoiin§;  the  Succours  lent  under  tj^tmUmt. 
Paalus:  and  Fahm  Nobilwr,  the  following  "Years  Con- 
iiils.

for  Five  Years  rime.  This  fame  Year,  wWch  was 
the  T4th  of  this  War,  Scifio  arriv'd  at  ^frick  with  a 
brave  Fleet,  where  Mafinijfa  King  pf  Numidia,  who 
had  joynd  with  hirn  in  Sfain^  came  in  to  Ws  Afljftr 
ance. 

^cifto  was  not  long  ia  ^/ci  without  EmploymeM, 
for  in  a  ftiort  iime  Harnio  oppos'd  him,  and  was  (lain 
hiralelf  wkh  ;qoo  pf  his  Men ;  which  fo  encoitrag'd 
Scipo,  that  he  immediately  Invelted  Utkn :  but  Sj-. 
■phax  King  of  Numidia,  who  had  -  di^flels'd  Mafantfr 
fa  of  his  Kingdpm,  Marching  with  die  Carthaginians 
to  relieve  the  Place,  Scipio  brofee  up  the  Siege,  and  d&r 
parted  to  his  Winter  Quarters.  But  in  the  Winter  he 
again  Livefted  Utica  j  and  underftancyng  that  the  pT  - 
nemy  was  encamp*d  not  fjr  off,  he  fent  his  ^left 
Soldiers,  in  the  Habits  of  Slaves,  with  his  Commiffior 
ners,  to  view  their  Camp.

Ntighbours  i^tUguriMts'.  but  they  were  not  much 
burdoiibme  to  the  State,  nor  fuch  as  hinder'd  the 
Progrds  of  Learning  in  the  Cky.  For-abotit  thistima 
Tiatttui  had  many  Plays  aiSed  at  J?owe  with  grea  Ap-" 
planfej  and4ie  it  was  that  brought  Comedy  to  its  Per-i 
Kdionin  this  Qty,  being  a  Prafen  of  a  great  Geni-^ 
KS^and  a  cornpleatMafter  ofthe  Latin  Tonguej  which, 
lilo*tt  was  not  arriv'dtoits  utmoft  Purity,  had  even 
tiieft  a  maicuUne  Strength  and  Energy  which  Was  ve- 
ry excellent.

Year  was  Remarkable  for  the  Death  of  Two  other

Greece,  and  Hatmilial-  the  lattctof  whidi  had  fled  to 
ieveral  Places  to  efcape  (ailing  into  die  hands  of  the 
Remans,  and  at  !aft  to  Prufias  King  of  Bitbynia,  whtf, 
out  of  Fear,,  was  ^xmt  deliirering  him  up,  when£&». 
niial  took  Poyfon,  which,  'as  faid,  he  cany'd  attoat 
him  in  his  Ring,  firft  Iwvohra  tbe  Gods  i^mf^dity  ms 
mtnejfa  tf  the  Vitdated  FaitbfKitig  PrufiaSyW  upbraid^ 
v^  the  frefm  Romans  with  degenerating  froiu  tbeir  An^ 
tefiorsjwbo  bad  bmourahly  prevented  tbe  Mivder  of  tbeir 
Mortal  Emmy  Pyrrfius,  whereat  tbefe  bad  bafelr  fent  to 
ymfiaste  Murder  bis  Giu/}  and  R-iend. 

The  R^ani  were  for  about  12  Yean  afterthis. 
chiefly  employ'd  in  Wars  widi  their  Neighboure  the 
■Lignriam  and  Ifiriam,  with  the  Sardinians  and  Corficans, 
and  Ukewife  with  the  Cekiherians  in  Stain,  all  which 
diey  reduc'd  to  Subjedion.  In  which  fpace  of  time 
the  Works  of  J^uma  PemfUius,  the  Second  King  of 
Rme,  after  they  had  been  Buried  in  a  Stone  Cheft

J<»J-  Senate;  and  in  a  Luftration  nof  long  after,  272244 
Free  Cinzens  were  CefcU  About  Two  Years  afta 
thtt  P«y;w  King  of  Macedon,  die  Son  of  Philip,  invi- 
ted  by  his  Fadiers  Preparadons  before  his  I>»th,and 
pleas  d  with  his  own  Strength  and  Imaginary  Sucoet 
fo,  renoiaicd  dis  League  made  widi  ti&  ii«*nw.and 
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lo  began  the  Second  Mactiman  War,  2f  Years  after 
the  finUhing  of  the  tirft,  and  1 8  after  that  with  Ant'w 
cbus.  Upon  this,  Siuntus  Mareiui  and  others  waie  ■ 
lent  into  Greece  to  fecure  and  eftablifii  the  Confeden 
rates  in  thdr  Fidelity ;  which  made  Terjem  h^n  to 
reflet  upon  what  he  had  done:  and  underftanding 
the  Motions  and  Preparations  of  the  Romans^  hfl-a[H 
ply'd  himfelf  to  Marcius  about  a  Treaty  for  Peage,i»- 
lym^  upon  the  Ancient  Friend/hip  between  their  two 
Families.  The  Ambafladors  were  well  (atisfy'd  wiA 
this  Opportunity,  and  to  divert  him  from  Ai^n., 
granted  him  Truce  tiSl  he  might  fend  to  Rime ;  foe 
without  this,  he  might  have  began  the  War  mudi  to 
the  Difadvantage  of  the  Rmnans^ysho  had  neither  Ar- 
Iny  nor  Commander  yet  arriv"d  in  Gtecct. 

Tlie  Senate  den^'d  him  Peace,and  Attilius  theCon- 
ful  was  lent  to  feize  upon  Larijfa  the  Chief  City  of 
Thejfaly  :  Whereupon  ?erfeus  drew  all  his  Forces  to- 
jgedier,  having  gather'd  together  a  greater  Army  diaa 
any  of  hisPredeceffors  were  Malters  offince  AUxtm- 
der  the  Great.  He  took  in  fbme  Towns  i^xMx  his  Froi*. 
tiers,  and  Licinm  the  Conful  led  fuch  a  raw  undiCi- 
{din'd  Army  into  Macedonia,  and  through  fiidi  diift<  • 
cult  and  almoft  ImpaiTable  Places,  that  had  firfetu 
made  his  Advantage  of  this  Opportunity,  he  m^hc 

.  eafily  have  deftroy'd  ic  After  mis,  he  fent  to  ZJciair 
US,  offering,  to  ooferve  the  Articles  to  which  his  Falbtr 
PhiWp  had  fubmitteJ,  by  faiing  the  Trihutt,  end  leaving 
the  Cities  to  their  Liberty  ;  but  could  not  obtain  PeaCf 
to  be  granted  him  upon  ch^e  Terms.

■  Thehet,  and  Aleartus  were  taken  by  Lucretius  the  Trg- 
tor  i  and  the  Conful  having  had  the  Advantage  in  V 
nother  Skirmifh,  poifefs'd  himfelf  of  fopie  Towm,and 
took  up  his  Winter-Quarters;  mean  while  AffmsCUi^ 
dim  loft  many  Men  in  lIlyricHm.  The  Year  follow- 
ing, Hoitilius  the  Conful,  who  was  to  manage  thi? 
war,  perform  d  blit  little  of  moment^  befides  redudng 
his  Men  to  that  Anden:  Difdpline  which  his  Prede-

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■  ceffor  had  too  much  n^lfiiaed.  Mamas  Tbilippu  €110 
ceeding  him,  ^  his  fim  Entrance  into  his  Proraice 
migte  nave  cafily  been  defeated,  had  he  met  w'lth  a 
Prudent  snd  Eiqjert  Enemy,  the  Ways  being  fo  diffi- 
cult and  dangerous  to  pais,  that  his  Soldiere  could 
"fcarce  hold  their  Weapons  in  their  Hands,  by  reafbn 
.of  their  Wearinefi.  And  after  he  had  enrer'd  the 
Plains,  he  might  as  eafily  have  been  block 'd  up  and 
ftaiv  d,  had  not  ferfeui,  fmick  widi  a  CToundleG  Feary 
rttreated  to  Tydna,  and  left  all  the  PalTes  open  tohim. 
Yet  Marclm  aiSed  nothing  of  Confequence,  leaving 
all  to  be  perform'd  by  his  Succeflbr  t^milms  Vaulus , 
who  had  been  Conful  17  Years  beforejand  was  a-v*^ 
■ry  Experiencd  Commander. 

t-^W/«y  very  skilfully  manag'd  the  War,andcaus'd 
dieEclipfe  of  the  Moonto  beforwold  to  his  Soldiers, 
Idl  they  ftould  be  dilcourag'd  by  it,  which  much 
■terrifi''d  the  Enemy  that  knew  nothing  of  the  Natural 
X^auie.  He  kept  ms  Men  from  Fighting  when  th^ 
were  faugu'd,  tho' the  Officers  were  defirous  to  En- 
gage :  But  the  Armies  lying  Encamp'd  on  each  fide 
-the  River  E»«eK/,aBeaft,by  diance, pafEngover  &om 
the  Reman  fide,  was  fdz'd  on,  and  being  reicu'd,  by 
•  d^rees  drew  both  Armies  to  an  Engagement,wherdfl 
P«-/«« loft  theDaVjand  with  it  hisKingdom;  Hefiy- 
Ing  into  the  Ifle  of  Cr/rc^when  all  abandon'd  him/ur- 
render'd  himfelf  into  tl«:  Hands  of  Cn.  OSfa'vius.  t/£-^ 
milius  feverely  Chaftis'd  the  £pn-of/,  who  hadjoyn'd. 
with  Verfms,  Plunderingand  Demolifiiing  about  70  rf 
^dr  Towns,  whereby  liich  a  great  Booty  was  gain'4 
Aat  each  Footman  had  200  Denarii  (above  7  £w//p 
•Pounds )  and  every  Horfeman  twice  a?  much.^  ^ut

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fore  Ws^Triumphftl  Chariot.  And  the  fame  Year  Cn. 
O&av'tHs,  the  Prxter  at  Sea, Triumph'd,  and  L.  Anldus, 
before  whofe  Chariot  was  Led  Gtntim  King  of  the 
lUyrians,  who  bdng  a  Confederate  of  Perfeus,  was  ob- 
lig'd  to  yield  l^felf  Prifoner.  -  Thus  ended  the  $e^' 
,oond  MacedomoH  War  in  three  ^ears  time,  and  with. 
it  the  MaceJoniari  Kingdom,  after  it  had  continud  if<? 
"Years  after  Alexamier  s  Death,  and  feveral  Hiindrafe '  " 
pf  Years  before  ;  tA-'miliui,  by  this  Con'queft,  bring-' 
ing  200  Millions  of  Seftercra  into  die  Treafiife,  ac- 
cording to  PaterciilifSf  '     t 

IV.  Now  die  Raman  Grandair  began  to  dilplay  it '  f.  C. 
fclf  throu^  all  Countries  and  Nations,-  many  Kings  'f86, 
jmd  Potentates  became  humble  Suppliants  to  the  Se- 
nate, bdng  all  at  their  Difpofal  ,•  and  Learning  now  ' 
flourifti  d  much  njofe  than  ever,  bdng  much  forward- 
ed by  the  Remam  Converfe  and  Familiarity  wida  the 
Gracians^  whom  they  had  lately  conqusr'dj  and  f'^udi 
encourag'd  by  SeifU  and  Latitu^  me  two  noble  Pa- 
irons  of  Eloquencej  Poetry,  and  all  Arts,  and  the 
wordiieft  and  moft  aocompuih'd  Gentlemen  in  Rome. 
The  former  c^  diefe  was  t/£militu  the  Cbnful's  Son  , , 
adi:^)Kd  by  the  Son  of  Jfrieamn  ;  and-the  other  was ' 
Son  to  LaUitSj  who  formerly  did  great  Service  in  A- ' 
fncn.  In  this  time  flouriHi'd  the  ramous  Comedian; 
Terence Jwho  Writ  with  extraordinary  Correftnels  antf 
Accaraey,  and  help'd  to  bring  the  Roman  Tongue  to 
a  great  Perfe^ionjas  to  Purity  and  Propriety,  his  firft 
Play  bd|ig  a.&^  one  Year  after  theConqucft  of  Afo-, 
'  «Jlw»  and  Pff/«i«,Ajid  not  only  theLeaming,Rich^ 
and  Dominions  of  R(mt  were  encreas  d,  but  likewite  - 
die  Inhabitants,  tor  in  a  Luftrarion  about  this  time  , 
there  were  ;  12081  Free  Citizens  Ceiled.  For  17  or 
18  Years  die  Remans  were  eraploy'd  in  moreinferiour' 
Wars,  fudl  as  thofe  with  the  Ligurianf,  Corjicam^  Dal~ 
tUMtiam^  and  Spaniarjj^  and  Ukewife  theMaceJoniant ,

Thefe  Wars  were  fcarcely  finiife'dj  when  the  J!<j- 
mani  found  a  Pretence  to  b4;ia  the  Third  Cartbagim- 
an  War,  which  wps  thdr  being  in  Arms  aeainft  Ma- 
fiftijfa,  a  Reman  Ally,  tho'  they  had  fufficteat  Juftice 
cm  idieir  fide.  The  Reman  AmbafladorG  who  were 
fenf  to  Carthage,  finding  the  City  very  Rich  and  Flou- 
ri/faing  from  their  Fii^  years  Peace,  at  their  Return 
infift^  much  on  the  Danger  wi)ich  threatned  Rame 
from  that  ^te  j  e&ecialfy  Cato,  who  never  came 
Into  the  Senate,  but  after  his  Speaking  to  any  Publick 
Bufinefi ,  conduded  with  Dtlmda  efi  Carthago ;  Car- 
thage K  tobe  Defiroy'J.  He  w^s  often  oppos  d  by  5ci- 
fio  No/tea,  who  Urg**!,  That  upett  tbe  Removal  of  fe 
fmeerful  a  Rival,  Stcurity  vtudcaufe  tbt  Rum  and  D'if~ 
folution  of  the  Roman  Cmimm4Vealth,  as  it  aftraward^ 
prov'd  :  But  C«rs's  Reafon's,  drawn  from  the  preJ 
lent  Danger^  I9  Ovw<ul'd  Scipto'^  Forecaft,  that  thd 
Senate,  now  haviM  a  Pretence  of  an  Open  Breach 
of  Articles,  Order'dWar  to  be  Proclaim'a  agaiaftrfiC 
Cartbagmmu,  and  both  the  Confuls  were  fent,  with  i 
full  Refolurion  utterly  to  deftroy  Carthage.  The 
Carthagmiani  affrirfited  at  die  Romans  Pr^ttradons  ; 
immediately  Coaqemn-d  thofe  who  had  broken  die 
Eeague,  tad  mofl  humbly  ofier'd  any  xeafonable  Sa- 
risfiraion.  Anfwer  was  recurn'd  to  'ftn  ,  Thit  tb^. 
^oudtnicy  aU  as  formerly,  p-evidtd  thgi  ftnt  ?ot)  J&fia-; 

5es  «^  tie  Chief  of  the  City  within  ;  o  days  tc  Sicily,  a»d 
idwbat  the ConJulsfiKu'dfuriherCommjtid'em.  TMCar~ 
rhagimanjj  defiring  nooilng  more  than  Peace  ,  feoC; 
their  Children  within  the  hmiced  titoej  and  the  Con- 
suls Landing  at  Utka  toon  after,  t^ey  fent  ilidr  Com* 
miHioners  to  wait  upon  them  and  know  didr  Ptea-i 
{life.  Ctnforifms  the  Conllit,  commeoding  tiidr  Ditt-' 
gence.  denunded  all  thor  Arms,  wh^,  wkbout  uiy 
fraudj  were  deUv«-'d  up.  Now  the  Cmbt^ms  im*- 
^odng 
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floricE  Mercy,  with  many  Tcais,  and  all  poflSjIe 
ubmiffion  ,  opfir^d  to  knofr  their  laft  Doom ;  the  ; 

Confuls  told  'em,  7i«r  they  were  Commandfd  to  ^uit 
their  City  ,  which  they  had  ffeeial  Orders  to  Level  with 
the  Growtdy  and  build  another  any  where  «  their  ewnTer- 
ritories^  fi  it  were  but  lo  Miles  from  the  Sea.  This  fe- 
yere  Command  they  receiv'd  with  all  the  Concern 
and  Rage  of  a  DcffMiiring  People,  and  refolv'd  to  fuf- 
fer  the  Greateft  Extremities  rather  than  abandon,  or 
yield  to  the  Ruin  pf  thdr  Ancient  Seat  and  Habita- 
|ion.  ,  ' 

The  Confuls  were  very  backward  in  banning 
(ie  War,  iipt  dcmbting  but  eafily  to  become  Mafters 
of  the  Cky,  now  in  tius  Naked  and  Defencelefi  Con- 
dition ,  but  they  found  it  far  otherwife  ,*  for  the 
Inhabitants  zBong  by  a  defperate  Rage  and  Fury , 
both  Men  and  Women  fell  to  Working  Night  anq 
Day  i(i  the  Defence  of  the  City ,  ana  makbg  of 
Arms :'  And  where  Iron  and  Brals  were  wanting, 
diey  made  ufe  of  Gold  and  Sflyer,  the  Women  free- 
ly cuitihg  off  the  Hair  oS  dieir  Heads  to  -fupply  the 
gacp  of  Tqw  or  Flax,  jifdmbal,  whbhad  latdy  been 
ond^mn'q  upon  the  Accountof  the  RomanjjWas  now 
made  their  General,and  Govemour  of  the  City, where 
he  had  already  a  good  Army ;  and  fuch  Prepari(tion!^ 
were  made,  that  when  the  Confuls  came  before  the 
.  City,  they  found  fuch  notalHe  Refiftance  as  mudi 
difcouragd  diem,  and  as  much  encreas'd  the  R^ltt- 
rion  pf  the  Befi^ed.  The  Confuls  engag'd  feveral 
times  to  thdr  Difedvantage,  and  might  have  been 
great  Lofers  had  ^^^  ^  Army  been  lecur'd  and 
briMght  off  by  the  great  Wifiiom  and  Courage  « 
Scipio  ty£miliat»Hi  formerly  mention'd,  who  drew  (j- 
ver  Phameat  Maftej-  of  the  Carthaginian  Horfe  to  h» 
fide  J  which  atSHon  gain'd»him  great  Fame  and  Ho^- 
iiour.  Tim  Year  dy  d  MafaniJJ'a,  90  Years  old,  leav- 
-it^  Ws  Kingdom  and  a  young  Son  to  Scipic's  Difcre- 
ucmi.  And  the  ^e  Tfear  dy  d  Cato  in  Rome,  in  the 
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•     8fdi  Year  of  Hs  Age,  who  tfd  not  five  to  fee  die  too 
jnudi  defir'd  Ruin  of  Carthage. 

iMXc  was  peiform'd  by  die  Confuk  in  rfie  fpUow- 
ing  Year,  for  they  only  mvefted  Clu^a  aoH  Hi^fo^ 
without  taking  of  dther :  ^ot-ntRomt  all  N^ens  eyes 
were  fix'd  upon  Scifio,  looking  upon  him  as  the  Per^ 
fon  deftin'd  to  end  the  War  j  and  whereas  he  fonghc 
only  for  the  tj^diU^if,  the  People  beftow'd  the  Con- 
fu^ip  upon  lum,  ^^wnfing  «ath  his  Age  and  other 
_  filial  Qidlificadons.  '  Sdfioibon  let  'em  khoV,  that 
•  their  Honours  were  not  ill  beftow'd^  for  having  re- 
ftord  IMlciplinej  which  had  been  too  much  negle(9;ed 
by  the  foregoingConfuISjhe  ibofi  after  took  that  part 
ijE  Cartbage  call'd  Mtgara^  and  drove  the  Inhabitants 
into  the  Citadd  or  Byrfa,  TTien  fecuring  the'  Ifihma 
wiuch  led  to  the  City,  he  cut  off  all  Provifions  from

dilpofing  of  the  Couiftfy^  Thefe  order'd^thac  none 
of  Carthage  fhou'd  be  left ;  and  that  it  irt^t,;fl|^r 
be  Re-bmlt,  ihey  daiounc  d  iieavy  Curfes  on  any 
that  flibu'd  offer  to  do  it.

U.C.  Il^OW  Jidwr  began  to  Pride  bcr  fdf  toahighdC 
<o  .  JLN  degree  dian  eyer,  having  px&ee  frtmi  her  E- 
nanies  that  Aie  moft  fear'd  and  pioft  hated,  her  Do- 
ninions  bdng  extended  to  a  lai^  Circunrference, 
and  the  Common-wealth  encteas'd  to  a  noble  Hei^ 
of  Qory,  but  to  a  more  dangerous  Degree  of  Securi? 
ty  in  refp&a  of  Ndgjdx)iire,  which  in  not  many  Years 
proT'd  the  DiiTolotiQn  of  the  prefcnt  Govbrnmait 
However,  the  Power  and  Conqucfts  erf"  die  State  ffiU  ' 
daily  encreas'd,  and  this  fatas  Year  Cajmb/ms  of  the 
tjd^/^  Cities  in  Greece,  ftifbnn'd  die  iame  Face  wUi 
Cartbagf,  bang  leveU'd  with  ihe*Qpund.  The  Oo- 
caTion  was  ^ven  by  the  Aebamt  themfelves,  who  not 
'  only  affronted  the  Raman  Ambafiadours  fent  to  dif 
iblye  the  Confederacy,  and  K> -leave  the  Citie  to  the 
iGovernment  of  their  own  peculiar  Laws,  but  likewif^ 
joyn'(l  with  others  in  a  War  againft  the  Lattd'ammi' 
■  tmi  the  Allies  of  Rome.  Upon  thefe  Grounds  the  Se- 
nate decreed  Wac  againft  'ein,and  MtuUvt  now  in  Ma- 
eedmia  undertook  if ;  who  drawing  down  his  Army 
throu^  Thejjidy  into  Baoila,  overthrew  Crttolaui,  thai 
took  TSe^^f  and  Megara,  about  whidi  time  Mmnmnt 
the  Conful  fuccceded  him  in  his  Province.  And  thii 
Mummiiu  overdirew  Dkus  the  Acb/eao  General,  a&cr 
which  he  ex&Qr'd  Corinth  and  dcmoliih'd  it,  becauft 
there  the  AmbafTadours  had  been.  Afironted.  Ar^ 
as  Scifioy  who  deftroy'd  Cartbagtj  lijce  the  former  Sci- 
fjfff  had  the  Surname  of  Jfricimid,  and  MaeBm  for  ip- 
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dtidng  MacMmia  diat  of  Macedmiau  }  lb  MumtntttSj 
for  his  Succefs  this  Year,  bbtain'd  the  Surname  of  A^ 
chaicMj,  becauie  he  reduc'd  thoIe'Pans,  and  all  Grttce^ 
with  Epiruj,  into  the  Form  of  a  ProTinoe^c^'d  aftet^ 
wards  by  tlje  general  Name  of  Achaia. 

It  wasnow74  Yearsfince  the /IwaHuenter'd'S'pdw  U,C. 
in  a  Hoftiie  manner,  and  many  and  frequent  Strug-  goo " 
Kngs  had  been  made  by  that  People,  elpedally  fmce 
the  Departure  of  Scifie  AfrUauus  theHder:  At  this 
time  was  Viriatut  up  m  Arms,  who  from  a  Shq>henl 
liecame  a  Robber,  and  from  a  Robber  a  Gmeral  orei' 
^  ^Numerous  Party  of  fuch  as  himlelf,  which  created 
die  Ritmam  mudi  Trouble  for  lc»ne  time.  And  J^ 
^t  the  Brother  of  Sci^  dw  Younger,afier  fome  Suc- 
cels  ag^dnft  him,  was,  ac  laft,  ig&xcA  to  &ch  £^re- 
mides,  that  he  was  oblig'd  to  acce^  of  Peace  upon 
equal  Terms,  which  Co^io  die  following  Years  Con- 
ful  refus'd  to  ftand  to,  seeeiving  new  Oders  frmn 
iSoR  Senate  JO  pro&cute  the  War.  Cafio  attemp:?e(t 
^  ifeftroy  VwiMut  by  Sorprize,  hit  he  e&ap'd,and  looa 
fliter  fending  Ins  AmbalTadouis  to  Treat  (^a  Peace, 
Cafio  fi»  wrou^t  upon  'emt,that  di^  Murder'd  him 
in  [lis  Bed  at  thdr  Return,  to  thai-  own  ^ame,  and  i 
the  Cof^'$  great  E^ftooour.  Bur  the  moft  difficuk 
atid  dangerous  pait  (4^  this  War  was  at  Nimmtia,  a 
Town  ol  no  great  Bigneis,  but  Peopled  with  Inha- 
Uttaats  of  exiraoidbiary  Vdour.  Bdfore  Vmatm'i 
Death  they  had  fpil'd  Q\Tmftms-^Cxmi\i\  Several 
times,  and  likewlie  his  Suoce^or  MaricJatms,  who  were 
eo&Ai^'d  to  make  diftidnourable  Treaties  widi  'em, 
but  afterwards  fu^dent  Pretences  vi&e  found  to 
bseak  em,  Manaamu  bdng  delivo:^)^  ijip  b6(iUid'  to 
the  Enemy.  A&er  this  hrutus  defied  many'i^hoU- 
£uids  <£ ^Lufitatkant,  and  overthrew  the  C<itfiecMM/* 
but  LefiJiu  die  Pn><«n£il  was  far  Ids  fuccef^I,  fq/r 
letting  upon  the  Voccitiy  a  harmlefs  and  quia '  Peo^ 
-lie  ptthQ  hubermoft  Sfm^  he  was  iotirdy  Hefeate^' 
»y  an.  ^ 
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Thefe  Misfortunes  fo  terrify  d  the  Roman  Sddieis, 
that  they  were  ready  to  tremble  at  the  fightof  a  Spa-r 
fiiarJ ;  and  this  oblig  d  the  Citizens  of  J?OT»e  to  chufe 
Stipio  Jp-icanus  Cohful  a  fecond  rime,  ?s  the  chief 
Hope  and  Bulwark  of  their  Countr)'.  Scim  at  firft 
rcftor'd  DifiaplJnej .  die  want  of  whidi  haa  been  the 
Gaufe  of  all  their  fonner  ill  Succefi ;  but  coming  tt> 
engage,  he  foiled  the  Courage  of  the  Enemy  fo  ei- 
traordinafy,  that  he  refolv'd  to  fight  no  more,  but 
^y  a  clo^  Siege  tp  l^umanuayViYaidti  he  did  with  all 
poflible  C^re  gnd  Diligence.  At  laft  the  Bcfieged 
'p'ere  fo  ftraitned,  that  they  oiFer'd- to  yield  upon  rea- 
fonable  Terms,or  to  Fight  if  they  mi^t  have  Bat&l 
-  aven  'em,  notwithftanding  thp  great  Inequality  of 
dwir  Numbers  :  But  neither  of  thefe  being  allow'd 
*em,  they  all  drsnlt  -itrong  liquors  purpofely  to  E% 
fiaine  themfclve^ ,  and  tt^  fell  upon  the  BeHegers, 
widi  fych  a  defperate  Fury,  that  die  Kanans  had  all 
&dyhad  any  other  General  but  SH^  Commanded 
'em.'  The  Befi^ed  finding  ibere  was  no  avoiding 
being  matfe  Prifoflers,  Fir'd  the'City  over  their  own 
tieads,fcarce  a  Man  being  l£ftu>  be  led  in  Tfipmi^ 
This  Fambus  City,  feared  in  Galiacia^  had  foir  14, 
V^rs  together  withAood  40000  Roman$  with  only 
40ppMen,often  putting  "em  to  great  Lofi  and  Shame: 
And  that  it  might  be  no  longer  a  Trouble  tQ  'em,5«- 
jpio  deftroy'd'it,  after  a  Si«c  of  Fifteen  Mojtths ;  i  % 
Years  after  he  had  deftn;>y  a  Caniumy  Maius  Scavdat 
■  9nd  Calf  untiuj  P(/o,ix5th  Learned  Men,b«ng  Confids. 
Scifio  gain'd  a  great  Name  both  by  deftroying  Car- 
thage and  Nmttamiiiy  the  fi>nner  bemg  a  Terror,  and 
the  latter  a  Reproadi  to  the  Romans.  All  Sp^in  was 
npw  brought  to  a  more  entire  Subje^ion  than  prer, 
being  noF' many  Years  before  divided  into  the  direer 
Provmces  Q^Terracmaifis,  Ev'ica,  and  iMfkanica^  twij 
Trators  bdng  yearly  lent  thither  for  its  better  Go-^ 
T^rr^neIft.  At  this  time  flouriih'd  Lucilius  the  Famous 
Siatyrifi,  the  firft^  leaft  ofNoe  of  that  Jdad  iaSime- 
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^- this- feme  Yeariff as  a  Servile  War  in  5jfi^,-|)ia: 
the  Slaves  were  ih  i  ihoit  time  inurely  broken  and 
diipers'd.

and  Luxury .-  For  the  ji^n  Expeditions  and  Tri- 
umphs leaving  brought  in  £xcd!s  and  Riot,  and  die 
Ruin  oi  Carthage  taken  away  all  Feari  Idlenefi  and 
-Security,  as  well  as  Avarice  and  Ambidon^by  deuces 
ftole  inugon'em,  andalmoft  aGencrd  jCorrnj*[^' 
began  to  mix  with  t^e  State.  For  tho'  a&er  this  dine 
many  a  P^weifiil  .People  were  fubdu'd.  Arts  and 
teaming  daily  encreas'd  and  flourifli'dj  and  Ckeat 
Glory  was  obtained  aBroad,  ytt  it  was  often  flain'd 
and  fully'd  with  inglorious  JciBkmSj  Sediuous  J^ 
lou^e;  and  Contentions  at  Home,  fometimes  to  tb^  - 
{hedding  of  one  anothers  Blood  j  of  which,  that  of 
Tiheriut  Gracchus  was  the  firft  Remark^le  InftancQ. 
This'  Perfon,  being  the  Elder  //r/c«jM«'s-Grandfon ,' 
and  of  a  iHtring  and  ai^ve  S|nrit,  had  a  ^iliflre  m^ 
Mandnuii  dhhcuourable  Treaty  in  Spam^  for  whicli' 
being  Reflet^ed  on  by  the  Senate  ( who,  not  with-, 
our  tn;u{tice,  had  broke  it )  and  thereby  bcuh  Sham'd 
and  Affrighted,  he  endeavour  d  to  make  himfeif  J?o- 
pular,  by  reih-^ning  the  Injuil  Pppref£ons  of  the  No- 
bility, -which  ^yez'e  now  ^  mQte  notorious  than  for-' 
merly:  And  t^refore  procuring  himfelfto'bechofbi 
TriliitiUy  he  ptMerr'd  a  Law^  foAidding  any  Man  to 
poffds  above  roo  Acres  of  the  Publick  Lands,  and 
ordering  the  Overplus  ro  be  divided  among  the  Poor. 
For  it  was  oiftomary  for  the  JRopum  to  divide  tbofe 
CiOids  wbich  were  taken  from  their  Enemies  among 
dieir  own  Citizens,  if  Arable  j  if  not,  they  Fann  d~ 
"an  out  .by  the  Catfon  to  the  Jrii/i«ff/,;or'the  ordinary  ' 
fort  of  RmtoHj,  upon  condition^  that  if  they  Plow  d 
'am,  dicy  fiiou'd  Pay  die  Tenth  part  of  the  Com;, 
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and  die  Fifth  of  other  Fruits  i  bat  if  they  diH  not 
■Plow  them,  they  paid  t  certain  Rent.  '  But  Corrup- 
tions daily  increalbg  in  the  State,  t^e  poor  Husband- 
men were,  by  d^rees,  thruft  out  of  dieir.Arident 
Pol&lEoQS  by  the  treat  Oppreffions  and  UcentiouC- 
iiefi  of  die  Rich,  who;  by  Purdiafing,  and  odier  Me- 
^ods,  got  t^efe  Lands  all  into  their  ovra  Hands,-  fb 
A«  die  PubHck,  by  this  Means,  was  defrauded  erf  its 
Rdvtnues,  ittd  tht  P6or  of  their  livelyhooda 

For  dw  Reformation  of  tliefe  AbnfesjGriirc^/ toolc 
^reat  care;  snd  whereas  die  Lex  Lhhiii  and  Sempro- 
^ih  were  formerly  Ensued  for  reftrajning  the  Avarice 
irfthe  lUch,  he  ftrengthen'd  the  former  by  adding, 
leoft  the  Lmt  ftou'd  be  wreftpd  ,  That  me  half  pott  d 
•he  iwtH  to  the  CbiUrm,  md  the  rt^  druiied  amoftg  fuch 
fear  us  hud  fwthhtr  ,•  And  leaft  any  fliou'd  go  about 
,lo-enlaree  thdr  Portions  by  Purchafe,  Triwt»vtrij  or 
Three  Men ,  were  Yearly  appmnted  to  Jut^  what 
lands  were  Publick,  and  what  were  Private.  Thefe 
Matiws,  tho'  at  firft  carry'd  on  wiA  fiiffident  Mode- 
rttkm,  extrramly  di^ufted  the  Nolnliry  and  Richer 
fcit,  who,  by  Vertne  of  this  Law,  were  to  part  with 
mudi  of  dieir  Eftates;  and  for  that  Reafon  they  fre- 
qB««ly  infinuited  to  die  People,  itat  Gracchus  bad 
mtrodncd  th'tt  Laiv  tvitb  a  De/i^  tm^  to  dtHnrb  tbe  Co~ 
vertimtnt,  and  to  put  aS  things  into  CMtfuJim.  f  Ut  Crac- 
i^  bong  a  Pznotx  of  great  Ablltties  and  Eloquence, 
«afily  wip'd  off  riioie  A4>erfions,  s«d  in  a  Publick 
SpCem  toW  die  Pec^ile,  That  ivbde  the  Savage  Beafis 
and  Deftnyert  vf  Mankind  wanted  not  tbetr  Vlects  of  Re- 
fofe  and  Refi^,  thofe  Men  who  enferd  their  Lrues  for 
their  CBmttrks  werf  forbidden  all  'Enjeymmts  but  the  open 
^ir  ^md  Sn»^hrne.  That  their  Commanders  before  the  Bat*  • 
ttliridicaleHfiy  Eocberted  'em  to  Fight  for  their  Tfemples 
and  Altars,  and  their  Anceftors  Seats  I  when  they  had 
Mone  if  tbefe  to  defend  or  care  for.  They  had  the  Honour  in- 
^ed  if  £«wwr  Urge  and  rich  'Dommmtf  but  bad  *ct  tbe 
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frefit  ^  e^efii^  tie  fiiuSeJt  and  memefi  Taftgiau  :  miU 
iihtrnfe  bad  the  Uoaour  ef  beh^  HyPd  Lor^  of  the  U- 
VaTCS{k,bm  hdd not  the  Command vf  au  Foot  d Land.    ... 

This  Speech,  and  fome  others  of  his,  had  great  Ef." 
fcAs  upon  the  common  People,  wfio,  before,were  fbp- 
ward  enough  in  promodi^  a  Ldw  ib  very  adraott^ 
geous  to  ^emfelves  j  but  Gnfccbiu  meetiogwith  mnch 
Oppofition  OR  one  Hde,  as  welt  as  Encouragement  on 
the  odier,  began  now  to  proceed  with  greater  Heae 
kid  Violence  j  and  being  oppos'd  by  O&avimy  oneof  ■ 
bis  CoUegueSj  he  fo  mSnagfd  him  both  t^  Cunning 
and  Viol^ce,  as  he  Was  ^c'd  to  quk  Us  Office ;  in^ 
to  whofe  Ptace  he  die&  MummiUy  one  of  i&  own 
Faftion.  Tliis  AiSion  of  his  bdng  wichoiu  all  Pre- 
cedent, mudi  alienated  the  Minos  of  many  of  the 
Multitude  ;  and  his  own  Party,  who  judg  a  he  us'd 
|oo  Gnzata  Freeclom  with  the  ^wro/d»ff  Office  of  the 
Triktaepiip.  Gracebut  percdring  this,  firft  made  #Tft. 
ry  plauuble  Defence  i  and  the  more  to  ingradate 
iunuelf  widi  the  People^^  ^  offerd  to  prefer  a  Law 
for  diftribudng  the  Money  c&  Jttalms  King  of  Tm-ga- 
tmu,  whidi  he  had  lately  I^,  togedier  with  his  King- 
dom, to  the  People  of  Rome.  This  caus'd  Greuer 
Difturbanas  among  the  Senate  and  NoWlity  than 
beforehand  all  Things  were  carry  d  on  widi  more  vio- 
lent Feuds  than  ever  j  fo  thatGwccAw's  Deadi  b^n 
now  to  be  dKmght  on  and  defign'd,  as  the  fureft 
Means  to  quiet  all  DiftuHiances,  and  to  oompoie  all 
Differences. 

The  Sen^£  bong  aflbnbled  to  eonfuk  the  moft 
proper  Method  in  this  Jundure,  and  all  being  of  Opi- 
nion that  Mutius  Scavola  the  Cot^ul  fhou  d  defend 
th^  Commonweiidth  by  Anns,  he  refus'd  to  a(%  any 
tiung  by  Forca  Whereupon  5cyw  Wiyfe*,  Gracchus  s 
Kinunan,  taking  up  his  Gown  under  lus  Lett-arm, 
held  up  fus  Right-hand  in  great  Paflion,  crying,  Since 
the  Cotifid  regards  tut  the  Stfetj  of  tie  Comttmi-wtakb^ 
let  tverj  Mm  tbat  w&  d^tni  the  Digmty  and  Jtttberitji 
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if  the  Lawt^foJkw  me!  Upon  this,  he  went  direflJy 
up  to  the  OigitDlf  bdgMccompanied  with  mo^ofws 
^|enate,  many  S^iiii^Bnd  fome  Commoners,'.ann'd 
"«wiih  Clubs,'  Staves,  anif  fuch  like  Weapoosi  who 
knocking  down  all  that  rriifted,  open'd  their  Wa^ 
into  the  Capitel,  where  Grace f»ts  was'fpj^king  to  the 
People,  and  endeavouring  to  be  chofen  Tribme  for  the 
following  Year,  In  which'Place  they  fell  upon  both 
him  and  his  Hearers,  of  whom  they>kU|'d  ^oa,  toA 
with  thj*ii  himfelf  with  a  piece' of  a  Seat,  as  he  was 
endeavouring  Ho  fdve  biipfelf  by  Flight.  Xhis  was  the 
Arft  InfurroSon  among  the  Romnns,  that  ended  with 
Efilifion  of  Blood,  fince  the  Abrc^ation  of.  Kingly. 
Government;  for  all  former. Seditions  tho'  many  of 
'em  w««  yeiy  great  and  lifting,  were  conftantly  e«-^4;jl^ 
ded  by  the  tvH>  Parties,  yieldii^  to  one  another;  and  '  * 
fiibmitting  .all  to  the  Giod  ofthe  PubKcfe ;  for  then. 
Kidhes  and  Privsite  tncereft  were  not  underilood  a- 

mong  the  Remms.  ^ 

,  At  this  dmethere  were  fome  Rifings  at  Athens  and 
at  Delotf  bdng  as  Sparks  of  that  Fire  kindled  by  the 
Slaves, .hi  .5k'^  the  Year  bqfo%^which.\yithfpm«t- 
Trouble'  were  exringuiJh'd;  neitlier.  was  JrAf^it  fell, 
altogether  Ixee  from  them.  But  a  greater  War  en-, 
fud  about  the  Kingdom  of  ,^/a  j  for  Attains  King  of 
Tfrgamus  or  Afia,  by  his  Jaft^  Will  had  left  the  Peopje' 
oi  Rerm  his  Hd/,  3&  was  before  obferv'd-  But  afieaa 
his  Deceale,  Arifionicus,  his  Baftard-Brother,  fdz'd 
on  the  Kingdom  as  his  own  Inheritance  andKi^L  .  . 
LicinmCraJut  the  Confut  was  firft  fent  againft  i)mt,'. 
but  was  mudrfimately  overthrown  in  the  hrft  Battel*' 
andbring,  takeii  Piifonerj  ftriick  one  of  the  Soldiers 
onxheEye,  on  purpofe  to  provoke  him  to  kill  him, 
which  be  did.  ,  He  thus  mifcarrying,  tho'  with  ihe 
AfGftancis  of  feveral  Kings,  his  SucceffQr  ferfemra. 
halted  into '  Afia,  fet  upon  Arifionkus  unawares,  be- 
fore he  was  recover  d  of  his  Security  contratfted  by  his^ 
Viiitory,  firft  bveithrew  him  in  Battel,  th«»  beftcg'd 
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'  GM«W9l}eaA^andlns.R«»imandin^tfaeMiiltimc|ti 
fer  bdng  diffarisfy'd  wriitt.  But  fc*  was  his  For* 
-  tuiie^  that  kdnK  one  }«fi^t  mired  to  his  Chandxr^ 
to  in&fitate  of  ibmcthing  to  fyeak  txs  "the  peoplo  tjie 
"next  Day,  in  the  Morning  he  wsti  found  ^ead  %  his 
'Bedj  not  without  Su^don  of  Treachery  r&om  hi* 
W^  and  Mother-in-taw,  ihe  litter,  of  whidi- was 
Mothar  to  the  <3TMchi,  Nevcrtbetefi,  hang  then  in 
-no  ftroitr  widi  tliePeojrftej  Kttle  oiqiiiry  was  madef 
afia  his  Deadly  thoQgJi  he  was  a  Perfen  tafrextraor^- 
nary  Merits,  and  had  been  juIUy  eftedfi'd  the  Bul-^ 
waHe  of  ^c  State.  '    " 

The  Owners  tJ  the!  lithd  ftill  made  t>elays  in  tbe 
Divi/ion/ and  footc  bcHev'd  that  the  Partakes  c^  the 
'  Dividendr  fticmld-lilEewife  have  AeFreedottt  of  tha 
Ci^  ;  -whicti,  irowcTcr  lik'd  of  by  others^,  was  hi^y 
■d!Q)l«rfing  to  die  Senate.  While  the  People  ware  va- 
rioiiflyducoutiing  of  thefe  Matters,  Caiui  obcain'dtbe 
'  Tribune^p,  and  bearing  a  great  EnndtV  to  the  Se- 
irtRe,  ho  Found  •  feir  Oj^itunity  tb  mew  it.  Ho 
-preferr'dfeveral  Laws,  am<mg  the  reft,  one  foridiid--' 
*fif^  the  piiWick  Com  to  every  Man  Mraidily,-  in 
wwdi  laws  he Acwd  hanfdf^rathpr  more  Ihrring 
■and  aiftivci,  and  more  dextrous  than  his  Brodier.  Then 
proGUifeig  his  Oflroe  co  be  condnu'd  to  lam  anodier 
■'Year;  he  began,  more  ftri(^,to  infpaa  into  the  laar 
'  Cofraptions  of  die  Senate ;' ludi  as  their  taking  &t^3^  , 
didrfeffidgofOfficeSj  Snd  fuch  like  unjuft  Proceed- 
ings :  Whereupon  he  found  Means  to  tratsforr  the  . 
•  powef  of  judgijig  corrupt  Officers,  from  rfie  Senators 
to  riiefi^aifw  or  Kn^btf,  wiuch  gave  die  latter  an  ex-* 
trabrdinary  Authoi%,4nd  nMide  a  remarkable  Change 
and'Alteraion  in  the  Whole  Government. 

Thefe£^OTirej  werefiri^inftmited  by  .R«»«iw,  and 
thooghdiey  were  ori^nally  in  the  Common-Wealth, 
yet  they  had"  no  pardoilar  Authority,  ftdnk  tor  Or- 
der, dtl  this  I^w  c&GracchKT,  by  which  it  waseirtft- 
ed,  3W  tbefe  Juipnmts  .Jhould  he  fKuliar  to  ti^n.  Sa 
•  that 
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,  endeavoured  ftill  more  to  ingratiate  himfdf  with  the 
People  by  othernew  Laws.Parricularly,  he  proposed 

■  that  a  Colony  of  Hbman  Citizens  mightbe  lent  to  die 
teople  «f  lireKtum,  and  that  all  the  laatmes  ftiould 

i-  enjoy  thp  fame  Privileges  with  the  Citizens  of  Sowe. 

But  the  Senate  dreading  the  Effeds  of  Cow's  Power, 
forbid  the  Launa  tt*  come  near  ihe  City,  at  fuc^i  time 
■  -  as  they  knew  his  Laws  would  be  propos'dj  and  the 
better  to  fatisfie  and  pleafe  the  P^plc,  they  gave 
Leave  to  the  fending  of  1 2  Colonies.  Caim  thus  fru- 
ftrated  of  his  Defighs,  departed"  into'  Jfrkk,  \nth 
flaccus  his  Colleguel,  intending. to  plant  i.  Colony 
where  Carthage  ftood,  calling  it  Junonia ;  but  there 
he  alfo  met  with  a  Difappointmentj  the  Bound  Marks 
of  the  intended  City  being  continually  ranov'dinthe  ' 
Night  time  by  Wolves,  as  fome  Authors  relate  it;' 
whereupon  the  Auzta-s  and  •South-fayert  pronooncd 
;  the  Defign  unlawml. 

Caius  having  been  twice  T'rlbtine,  ftood  for  it  a 
third  timCj  ana  had  m^y  Votes,  but  his  Collegues, 
.  ^ffended  at  his  violent  Carriage  at  this  time,  procur'd 
Minuciui  Rufus  to  be  chofen  into  his  Place,  who  be- 
gan to  abrogate  many  of  his  Laws  ^  wherein  he  was 
ieconded  by  Opmius  the  Conful,  *ho  was  a  profeft 
Enemy  .to  Ciiwj,  and  endeavoured  to  find  feme  Co- 
lourable Pretence  to  put  him  to  Death;  Whereupon 
CV  «f,  at  the  InftigariOtt  of  his  Friends,  elp&aally  Fd- 
viui,  refolv'd  preiently  to  raife  Forces  ■'  and  at  aij  Af- 
fembly  in  the  Capitol,  he  and  many  of  his  !^riends 
went  tliither  privateiy  arni'd.  It  happen'd  that  one 
Jntiliuj  a  Serjeant,  coming  down  from  the  Cafitol, 
(ty'doutto  Fw/i/ia/ and  his  i^riends,  Te  fe&iotts  Citi" 
Z.ens,  make  -way  for  htmefl  Min  !  whereupon  they  im- 

■  mediately  flew  him.  This  Murther  caus  d  a  great 
Difturbancein  the  ATembly,  and  Caiw  himfelf  was 
very  angry  with  thofe  of  his  Party,  for  ^ving  his 
Enemies  fo  much  Advantage  againft  him,  and  eiweS- 
vour  d  to  excufe  himfelf  but  could  not  be  heai-d  by 

*  realbn 
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realpnof  thp  Tumult;  fo  together  with'  his  Friends 
and  Confederates,  he  retir  d  ^ome,  the  Conful  keepr- 
ing  ftri<a  Watch  all  Night  in  th«  City.  The  next  day, 
Antilitfss  Corps  wgs  brought  upon  a  Bier  through  the 
Foruvi^  and  expos 'd  to  opai  view  iuft  before  th&  Se-  , 
nate  Houfe,  with  defign  to  ftir  up  the  People  to  a 
Revenge.  The  Senate  inverted  Opimm  with  nn  ex- 
traordinary Power,  and  all  the  E^uitei  were  order  d 
tdbein  ArmSjWhichfbrc'd  CiR»^and  alibis  Friends  to 
betake  themfelves  to  Mount  Avtnti-ne,  where  they  for- 
dfy'd  themfelves  offering  ^Liberty  to  all  Slaves  that 
Jh6u  d  (^ome  is  to  them.  '  ' 

The  Conful  prefe  d  hard  uppn  CaUis,  and  Piwla- 
^■marion  was  made,  that  vhocijtr  fiiofi'd  krmg  the  HiM 
either  of  Caius  or  Fulvius,  Jhou'4  receive  tbur  Weight  in 
I  Gold  for-  a  Rsii/ard,  Cuius  finding  himlelf  in  no  Con- 
dition for  a  long  Defence,  jn  a  Inort  time  fled  into  a  ■ 
Grove  beyond  Ttber,  and  procur  d  his  Servant  to  kill 
him,  'who  immediately  after  kill'd  himfeif,-and  felt 
down  dead  upon  his  Matter.  One  S(ftimuleins,  car- 
rf^  his  Head  to  Opimius,  and  tjs  fiid,  that  to  riiake' 
it  weigh  the  heavier,  he  took  out  .the  Brains  and  fill'd 
the.  SkuU  with  Lead.  Fuhius  flying  to  a  Friends 
Houfe,  wasbeu-ay'd  and.fiainj  and  by  the  Severity 
o^Opimiusj  no  lelsthan  5000  Perfons  of  tliis  Party 
were  put  to  Death.  Thus  fell  Caiin  Gracchus^  abbve 
10  Years  after  his  Brother  Tiheriui  Gracchus,  and  iix 
after  he  began  to  aft  much  in  the-  Common-wealth. 
Thefe  Gracchi  had  fo  far  chapg  d  the  Cbnliicutionsof 
-  the  Common-wealth,  and  the  publick  peace  was  now 
fo  broken,  parricularly  by  the  Difunion  of  -Vatrms 
and  Clients^  that  the  Romcfi  State  became  very  Uiifet-  • 
■  ded,  and  more  liable  to  any  new  RevotutiQn  than  e~ 
Ver;  and  though  Reformation  might  be  their  Deligr, 
yet  'it  might  well  be  feared,  that  Ruin  won  d  be  tie  . 
Effeftof  luch  Difturbancesin  a  Comraon-yvealth  now 
fo  corrypced  with  the  Greatnefs  of  their  Kijlies,  ai 
welt  as  tiie  Greatnefs  ot"  their  Powet     c>;b/s  Death

(he  Dejtth  of  Caiui  Crecchui;  and  ibon  after,  a  I,aw 
was  made  th^  ?ny  one  might  fell  his  Lind,  wluch 
the  Senior  Gracchi^  had  forfadden;  by  wbtoi  mea^ 
the  Poor,  partly  by  Pimdaafe,  and>,partdy  by  Con- 
ftraint,  were  again  difpoffeis'd.  After  that,  tije  Law 
for  Div'ifion  of  Lands  was  fully  abn^ated  by  SorcWy 
and  die  Grounds  left  to  their  andenr  ^Owners,  with 
9  yrc/vjfo  to  pay  a  Tribute  to  the  Pepple  out  pf  'em. 
Bet  not  long' after,  the  Tribute  was  liicewtfe  all  ta-

This  War  was  occafiqn'dfiril 
f>y  the  Salitt^  a  People  of  Gaul  beyond  the  Jlpi,  who 
invading  the  Maplians,  AViies  of  Rome,  were  dia- 
i^'dhy Fulviti,^ndC\ibda'd  by Sqct/fiQihiKia.  Teuto- 
ntalus  their  King  Hying  our  of  the  Battle,  was  receivd 
(uid  proteAed  by  the  Allchrogtt,  who  Uitewiie  invaded 
the  HtJui,  Allies  alfoof  Ro«e,  and'drew  into  Confe- 
deracy the  Ar^emi.  The  jiSohrogts  were  firft  oTer-, 
(lirown  by  Domaiiu  ty€mharhHs^  who  kill'd  20000 
of 'em,  and  took  ^  000  Prifoners,  whiiiJi  great.  Vlfto- 
y,  was  owing  chiefly  to  his  Elephants.  Alter  him, 
•abiut  Aiaxitmu^  Grand-Son  to  Pattlut  t/£mtiuty  and 
adopted  into'  the  Fabian  Family,  defeated  em  with 
the  Arvtmi  and  Suteiti,  in  a  raoft  Woody  Battel, 
where  120000  w^rc  reported  to  be  Qain;  and  more- 
over, taking  one  of  their  Kin^  Prisoners,  he  (^tain'd 
the  Surname  of  MohroTicm.  Aliout  whicli  time  Galiia 
i^nrhonenp  was  reduc'd  into  a  Province,  in  the  Year 
6^6.  Not  long  after,  the  ^cori^fyt;  a  people  of  Gaulijh, 
Or^ni^,  inhabiting  TB-ace^  defeated  the  Komm  Army 
imwr  Cato  the  Confui,  yet  were  afterwai-ds  driven 
back  into  their  own'  Country  hy  Didiut  the  Vr,stor, 
and  the  Confui  Di-ffjK^j  and  after  this  they  gave  oc- 
cafion  of  a  glorious  Triumph  to  Minutitu,  of  which 
Honour  J^etellus  alfo  had  a  Share.  Soon  after  thefe- 
Wars,  in  a  LM^ration,  194?  ;6  free  Citizens  were 
pofl'd  in  Romt,  which  Number  was  very  little  dif- 
rferrait  from  thaf  in  the  Lupum  five  years  before. 
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V.C.  U.  ^ome  hadnot  very,  much  Atftlon  abroad  for  a 

643.  ^vhile,  but  in  no  long  rime  begdn-a  sonfideraWe  War 
in  i^umUu't  caird^tne  'Jmgurttim  War.  It  was  oc- 
cafion  d  by  J«^"rib,  Grand-fon  to  the  faman^  Mafa~ 
h'tJla,  the  Rotnavi  old-Friendj  whp  murder'd  his  Cou- 
fin  Hietnffel  to  get  fiisKJngdoin,"  and  attempted  ^ 
dodie  fame  to  his  Brother  Aiherbul,  bpt  he  made  his  * 
efcape,  and  fled  to  the  Komms  for  Saccoiir.' '  Where- 
upon Juturtb  bein^  fpnfible  how  tnuCh  Avarice  an4 
Injufticehad  crept  into  the  City,  he  ferft  his  Ambat " 
fcdors  wirfi  large  Preieots  to  Uomt,  whidi  had  flich 
Effetas  upon  the  SenatCj  chat  they  decreed  him  half 
the  Kingdom,  and  fent  ten  Commifitoners  to  divide 
k  between  him-and  Adherbal.  The  Comrfliffioners 
thinking  they  migliHawfully  imitate  their  Mafters  m. 
the  Senate,  were  alfp  brib'd  to  beftow  the  mpft  rich 
and  populous  Part  upon  Juiurtk;  but  he  iHU'unlatis- 
fy'dj  feH  fuddenly  upon  Adhtrhal,  befieg  d  him  in  Cirta' 
and  getting  him  into  his  Hands,  Hkewife  murder'd 
him.  tor  this,  \Var  was  decreed  asakri^'JugurtB, 
and  committed  to  the  ManSgcment  oxCalfumiusBefiia 
the  Cpnfutj  who  fhortly  after  invaded  Numidia  with

At  the  famQ 
tim&w^s  one  Majfiva  in  Rtrn!  Jugurth's  Coufin-Ger-: 
mfflh,  who  had  fled  from  j^/iri  formerly.  This  Per- 
fon  was  parfWaded  by  Albipus  the  Conful  to  beg" 
the  Kingdom  of  the  Senate,-  but  Jugwtb  havingfome 

i  i  Intelligent  pf  the  Defigji,  procur'd  him, to  be  aifaffi- 
nated  and,convey'd  the  Murderer,  avray  to  NitmUia. 

.-Herei^)(?h,  .widnn  a  few  Jays  he  was  commanded  to 
be  gonej  and  being  out  of  the  City,  he  look'd  upon 
itift-ith  1:^5  Hands  lift  up,  ayin§^  0  Romsifthar  woitWfi 
ke  fold  thy  Self,  were  there  hit  a  Chafman  for  thet!  So 
extreamly  wo-p  che  Inhabitants  degenerj/^  frqm  thdr 
former. Fidelity,  Modefty  and  AbfHnenc?,  whuii  af- 
terwards brought  upon  ",emthe  greateft  Mifenes'  ifUat 
ever  befell  any  State.  'Albinus  follow- d,  Irnn  with  an 
Army,  which  after  he  himlelf  had  been  {pmetinw?

&  Doundlefi  Ambition,  and  a  Former  of  vaftDefigns. 
This  King,  by  feveral  AAions,  bad  gaiad  the'Eimii- 
iy  of  Rfimef  particulariy  by  procuring  T^rdwx  King 

'  of  jirmerm,  to  Declare  againfi  the  Reman  Statt,  anq  ' 
by  his  QTer-running  his  Neigliboor^,  the  Bahynians, 
VbrypMij  Myjias,  Lydtmsy  Vamfhyliimi,  and  other  Al- 
lies of  Rome.  And  which  was  more  Provoking  than 
■U  ^  reft,  he  had  taken.  Q.  Of/mt,  and  J^nUifts,  the 
Utter  of  which  he  kill'd,  by  pouring  Moted  Gold 
down  hfa  Throat,  continually  upbraiding  the  Romaitt 
with  Avarice  and  Cormpdon.  Upon  all  thefe  Ac- 
COuncSj  the  Romans  Prodium'd  War  ^ainlt  him  ;  and 
SySa^  and  Pomftim  Rt^m  bdng  Confuls,  it  fell  to  ths 
former's  fiure  tb  Undertake  it.

The  Senate  extremely  dreaded  the  effefts  of  SylUs 
Ronirn,  well  knowitigit  would  befatal  to  many^  and 
ev«i  (o  fome  who  had  unwillingly  join'd  with  Ma- 
rius  j  theiefore  they  fcnt  ,to  treat  with  him,  offering 
all  tlieir  Endeavours  for  his  Sadsfe<9ion,  if  he  would, 
quickly  make  known  his  Demands.  And  that  there 
might  be  the  lefs  B!ood-flicd,  they  order'd  Ciima  to 
difcontintie  liis  Leviesj  but  he  .finding  there  wasno 
Way  of  fupporting  his  Intereft,  but  by  Arms,  only 
return'd'em  a  plauflble  Anfwer,  and  prooseded  to' 
,  raife  Soldiers,  defignfeg  to  hiake  himfelf  and  his  Col- 
'  legue  Carbo  Confuls  for  the  following  Year  that  there 
might  be  no  Koceffity  of  returning  to  Romt  fi>r  anew 
Biedion.  He  fent  over  part  of  hk  Troops  into  iW- 
teatia,  thereto  meet  Sylla^  but  thofe  behind  were  dri-

Armj(  of  t^ftrs  Countriea  conliffing  of  140000  Foot 
i'go»9  Horicj  by  whMi  he  in  a  fliort  time  Pqfle&'d 
hMni^pf  all  fifi^sM,  whk^.Nuai»e^the.Iate  King 
iM^^y^.  by  bs  WiU  to  the  iSntaww.  Lmmm  iMcidUu 
sa^^elids  Qtna  being  Confuls,  the  fonner,  a  brava 
Cdoei^j  wa«i.  ffiot  againfl  Mithriiates.  He  found  ttbc 
l^i^tK30re.^_7|i:4c«ja  City  o£prefmti^  where  he  plac'd 
1:^'M<^  with  Co  much  skill  as  to  ^fiege  the  Befic 
e^,  9J^  reduc'd  ABtkridetts  to  fuch  ExtremitieSj  that,  ^ 

diiqqugbL  Famipe  he  was  hzcdy  &^  to fenc^  away  his

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faiin^  having  cadnn  in  all  JBith^  and  PapHj^ma  in 
.   inh^W^jand  das  was  his  fu-ft  Yean  E:i^>e5ick)n. 
A^hriXiru  nude  all  poffiUe  Preparations  for  Refi- 
fianoe,  lenduig  to  Tkrants  and  ocheis  for  Aid  j  and 
I  widiin  diefiaceofa  Year  heeot  together  40000 Foot 

and  4000  Horfe,  with  whidi  lie  once  or  twice  gdn'd 
ibme  Advantage  over  the  Romans,  and  ftnick  ibme 
Terror  into  the  Soldier.  But  LUtuUus  found  Means 
to  cut  off  moft.of  his  Cavalty,  which,  with  the  Lofi 
of  a  Battel  ibon  afosr,  lb  teirttyd  him  that  he  quit- 
ted his  Kingdom,  and  fled  into  Armenia  to  T^anei^ 
who  entertain'd  him  like  a  King,  but  refbs'd  to  admit 
him  to  his  Prefence.  All  Pwftw,  except  a  few  Places, 
yi^ed  to  L«adlm  in  a  Short  fpacej  and  AUei^iu, 
fang  oiBofphorus  fent  this  General  a  Crown  c£(kMy 
by  wluch  his  purchased  the  Tide  of  his  Friend  and 
Allie.  This  was  the  fourth  Year  of  hisExpc^dwi, 
in  which  Year  alio  was  hapfMly  finilh'd  the  War  with 
Spartacus  the  Gladiator  in  Itafy.  This  Perfon  with 
leventy  four  of  his  Companions  having  broken  out 
■  of  thdr  Fencing  School  at  Ca^ua,  flea  away;  and 
wandting  through  all  the  Country  round,  and  vaftly 
encreafing  in  their  Numbers,  coinmenc*d  a  dangerous 
War  in  Ital^.  They  at  laft  had  gathered  togedSer  an 
Army  of  about  70000  Men,moft  vagabonds  and  fiidi 
Icind  of  People,  and  all  preffinders  to  Liherty,  ^nd  had 
befldes  overthrown  many  of  the  Roman  Commanders, 
and  two  of  their  Confab ;  till  at  laft  they  were  Con^ 
qtier'd  and  defpers'd  by  Licinius  Crajfut  the  ProconfiJ 
in  Jfulia  a  P6rfon  of  great  Notality  andRidies,and 
after  rriany  Troubles  and  Calamities  in  Italy,r^Q  War 
was  ended  b  die  third  Year  by  him.  About  the  fama 
rime  aiwy^'-HOT  being  perfortn'd  in  Stwe, 4^0000  Fre« 
Citizens  were  PoU'd,  the  City  ftill  encreafing  in  Bulk 
and  People,  and  the  InhaKtants  in  Lfcaming  and  Po- 
liteneG,  as  well  as  Corruption  and  Patrons. 
tr.  e.  Lucidlmt^  having  ftill  die  Management  of  d»  War,

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ifing  to  Tig^ams  King  of  that  Country/,  to  liemand;' 
him.  Tiffrants  was  a  veiy  powerful  Monarch,  havii^ 
lat^  G^uer^d  leveral  Nations  and  Kin^^.  whi(^ 
made  him  lo  intolerably  Proudj  that  when  he  rode 
idiroad  he.woQld  have' four  of  his  Subdu'd  Kin^  run 
hy,  bis  fide  like  Lacgueys,  and  when  he  fat  on  his 
Tiirbri^  to  ftand  before  ium  with  folded  Hands  ia 
token  of$ubie&iaa  77pr«w/ being  now  abroad  iii 
redudng  Fbamcifi,  ZjutMits's  Meifenger  found  Op^ 
.Dortaiiity  to  draw  oyer  many  to  his  fide^  who  had 
beea^uchdi6ad^'d  at  hi^prbud  and  inlultirig  C^- 
iiage.  ,  Tfp-itwi  tit  his  raurn  refus'd  to  deliver  up 
pftt}>ri4at'*»  ^d  Ukewiie  to  acknowledge  IjuhIIus  as 
k  Get^rd^  becaufe  he  had  not  given  Ium  the  Tide  of 
KiKif  K«>£i'  Whereupon  LucuSm  fuddenly  pafi  d 
^elUr^  %iph-iUu  wit^  two  L^ons  and  about ;  o  oo 
Hoiie^  wliiai  did  nbt  a  little  furprize  Ttgramsj  who 
firft  h^ng'd  die  Melienger  of  the  News  as  a  Difturber 
of  the  Peace,  qnd  ibon  after  fent  MHbroharcanes  with 
3opQ  Hor{e  to  Incommode  his  Falfage^  leaving  A/tm- 
katu  to  cover  the  C415'  Tmamcma  which  he  had  late- 
ly _.built,  arid  went  himielt  to  Levy  Forbes.  \^Iehe 
w^,  drawiDg  together  a  vaft  Army  of  2^0000  toot, 
an^  f  opoo^one  againft  the  Romansy  MitbretazMia 
\y/ifs  r^B'd^  and  Maacaitsdnyekkom  tiic  Cover  of 
die'Qty^  and  the  Place  immediately  Invefted.  Mi- 
thri^tt .  upon  diis  advis'd  him  pot  to  hazard  all  in  a 
feattpl,' but  rather  to  ftarvethe  Jfom-nij,'  but  he  fligh- 
ted this  Mbdonj  and- contemn'd  the  Smallne:(s  of 
th^  .l^iimbers',  faying,  Tlia  if  the  Romans' war  ^S 
jiptVajJaituirs  tbtt  wife  a  grfM  mar^y  but  ifSetdiers,  vi- 
J7/iraV  pretendmg  td  bver-run  *em  witn  ^^at  Fdci-  ■ 
Uty. '  j^ot  Lucuilm  to^aag  himfdf  upMt  a  Hill,  fent  his  ' 
Cavalry  to  provoke  and  draw  out  the  tnGFtty  fo  as  •  ■ 
he  might  tir^  di^Aariksi^  and  thtn  fetting  fipoii  - 
tiieCaxrl!teeBeitil«/-nifucce£fidlycamM'emm  ■ 

ihfei^.Fo6rntbtigtfieir  'Horfe,  that  great  Confiifiod 
Ibnti^d  W^  ^  drSidfitf  Sli^&shw  cottcmu'-d  all  tte-  ^ 
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daji  andTi^anocerta  Was  furrender'd  by  means  of 
certain  (Bflatjsfy'd  Gr«4/  iij  the  Pla«, 

After  thefe  Deieats,  another  great  Arniy  was  tais*d|,' 
and  committed  tO  the  Condutft  of  Mkbridatts.  They 

■  both  endeavourM  to  hem  in  LucuSut,  but  were  difap> 

■  pointed  in  dieir  Defi^  by  his  extraordinary  Viffllancy; 
and  thus  both  Sides  continu'd  with  little  A<9ion,  till 
want  of  Provifions  conftrain'd  'em  to  remove,  Ti^a- 
wi  Marching  farther  into  his  Kingdom,  and  Muhrl- 

■  d^tei,  into  his,  with  LucuUus  not  far  beWnd  him.  fa- 
hiuj,  who  had  been  left  in  Pmtus  by  LucuUuiy  was  o- 
verthrownfay  AficBrUates,  and  after  him  Trimtu^  who 
imprudently  Engag'd  with  him,  and  loft  7000  of 
his  Men.  Soon  afwr,  Misk-idutes  taking  with  hiih  all 
the  Neceflaries  he  cou'd  carry,  and  deftroying  die 
reft,  March 'd  into  the  LdTer  Armmta,  LucuUus  WOU*3 
'gladly  have  foUow'd  him,  and  mignt  have  put  an  End 
to  the  War,  but  that  now  Ac'dhis  Ghhrio  this  Years 
Confulj.by  G/fli-iW^  the  7r(^«we's  Procurement,  was 
appointed  to  carry  it  on  in  his  Plaw.  This  being 
known  in  the  Army^  iaCT^iVw^  was  (lighted  by  his 
■Men,  and  Mithrldates  and  Tm-atKs  began  to  be  mwe 
■Succefiful  than  formerly.  In  a  ftiort  time,  Glabrto 
arriv'd  at  his  Provinte,  and  lent  about  to  ^ve  Nonce 
That  tbeSoiatt  being  di/pltai'd  -mith  LuCullus/Jir  prolong- 
ghg  the  JVar^  had  dhhnded  hss_Army,  and  wottd  Con- 
]ifcate  the  Efiates  of  fitch  ai  jhoud  difobey  its  Ordtr.     Up- 

,  on  which  all  his  Army  abandon'd  him  except  fome 
few  poor  Men,  who'  had  no  great  Gaufe  to  fear  any 
lofs  of  Eftaresj  and'<:Luciilius  being  out  of  his  Com- 
mand, Mithridates  racbverd  almoll:  all  his  Kingdom, 
and  did  much  Damage  to  ■  Cappadocia,  Ghhrio  not  fo 
much  as  coming  to  his  Army,  outlying  idle  in  .BifAj^ 
»iV.  Tills  hapncd  in  the  feventh  rear  after  Lucuiiut 
had  undertaken  the  War.

Occalion 
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Occafion  of  (Hewing  his  great  Abilities  in  War,  whicli 
Was  diis:  The  Pirates,  who  had  been  firft  employ  d 
fcy  M'abrijatesj  finding  their  Profit  fo  great,  had  now 
got  together  many  thoufands  of  feveral  Nations,  ma- 
lungchoiceof C//i«»fortheir  Rendezvousjand  feeing 
that  the  War  continud,  they  thought  it  more  W^ 
dom  to  damnify  otherSj  than  lofe  thdr  own  Eftates. 
They  were  now  grown  fo  Numerous  and  Powerful, 
that  there  was  no  fecure  paffing  the  Seas  nor  dwel- 
ling upon  the  Coaftsj  for  they  not  only  took  and  . 
rorod  ShroS  by  Sea,  but  alfo  whole  Provinces  on  the 
Land.  They  had  likewife  defeated,  feveral  Romans 
Tratorsy  and  were  grown  fo  impudent,  that  they  lan- 
ded in  Italy  it  felf,  carry'd  away  feveral  Women  of 
Quality,  and  more  than  that,  two  Armies  with  thdr 
"Enligns.  Thefe  great  Affronts  very  much  enrag'd  the 
People  oiRomtj  and  1  Law  was  preferr  d  by  Gabhim 
the  TrihttJiej  That  feme  Perfm  Jhou'd  be  created  Admiral 
■31/ith  fMll  Ttywer  agalnft   the  Pirate  for  three  Tears,  who 


"iUdhot^Pafe  the  Senate,  who  now  began  to  grow 
jealous  ^Pampfy's  Powers  for  to  him  was  the  Affair 
commuted,  and  he  had  fuU  Power  given  him  over 
all  Perfons  upon  the  Sea,  and  fifiy  Miles  diftant,  whe- 
ther Kings  or  others,  ro  oblige  them  to  afiift  him  in 
liis  Enterprize.  The  Senate  alfo  permitted  him  to  ,  ■ 
tiiufe  fifteen  Lieutenants  out  of  their  Body,  to  take 
'  2  00  Stiips,  and  raife  what  Men  he  cou  d ;  But  he  ob- 
tain'd  greater  Advantage  of  the  People,  namely  ^oo 
Ships,  120000  Foot,  and  ^ooo  Horfe,  6000  Jitick 
Talents,  itnd  the  Power  of  appointing  jt  yice-gtnnts 
but  of  die  Senate,  and  Two  Qnafiers;  fo  difficult  it 
appear'd  to  deftroy  fuch  numerous  Fleets  as  the  Pi-  . 
rates  had,  in  a  Sea  that  had  fo  many  Places  of  Retreat 
and  Refuge. 

,  Pomfey  with  great  Skill  and  Judgment  diftributed 

his  lieutenants  throu^  the  feveral  Bays,  Havens, 

StreifihtSj  illld  Windings  <;S  th&  A^editerraman  Sea,  fur- 

T  a  ni^g 
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tuHung  them  \nch  convenient  Sbippiif  and  Forces  ^ 

that  fo  the  Pirates  being  rous'd  oat  dT^Oai  liuiing 
Holes  by  fome,  might  be  itceav'd  by  btfiere,  and 
chaf'd  by  &&  next,  and  nonS  might  be  obliged  to  £dl 
too  hi.  While  he  himfelf,  like  a  King  offo  man^ 
Kings,  fail'd  up  ind  d6wn  ohferring^  viJiting,  di-- 
reding,  iiifbu^ng,  arid  oVerfeeing  wtth  tiiat  ^gu- 
lar  Art  and  Diligence,  that  in  forty  Days  he  fcoura 
all  the  Seas  i^\j.t^frick,  Sardinia^  Cerjica  and  Sialyl 
and  all  the  Pirates  that  efcap'd,  flock'd  to  CUicia  as 
their  Common  Receptacle.  He  ibon  follow'd  'em 
with  60  Galleys  j  and  tho'  they  had  prq>ar'd  thetn- 
felves  to  give  him  Battel,  yet  upon  die  Tight  of  his 
Fleet,  they  fubmitted  to  his  Mercy  j  and  ib  much  hai| 
the  Greatndi  of  his  Name  terrify'd  thein,.d^t  iiifor- 
ty  Days  more,  he  reduc'd  Cilicia  to  die  RsmanCh^ 
cUencej  Such  of  thefe  Pirates  as  remained,  beahg  3f 
fcove  2c6oo,  he  was  linwUling  to  kill,  and  to  let  'im 
return  to  thar  old  Habiiadons  was  not  fefe:  There- 
fore he  rembvd  'em  to  Places  ferdier  diflant  from 
the  Se«,  where  he  ^ve  'em  Land  fuid  H||fes>  fiir- 
niJhing  thdrSe^  with  new  Inhabitants,  ^nus  after 
the  taking  of  ni§^  400  Ships,  ^d  120  Forts,andthd 
killing  M  10000  Men,  he  finifti'd  the  War  in  thred 
or-foor  Months,  ufing  the  Conquer'd  with  more  Cle- 
mency than  ^  Mtt^Hs  did  thofe.ih  Crettt  which  ha 
fiibdu'd,  and  thereby  obcain'd  befides  a  Triumph,  •■ 
the  Sitname  of  OttUus. 

This  Expadirion  iHU  added  much  to  Vempej%  Re- 
putarbn;  and  it  was  fcaice  at  an  End,  when  Mm' 
Hut  tht  Trihme  prcfend  a  Law,  That  all  tb<  Armks  the 
Romans  bad  m  any  Place,  together  with  the  GovenmuHt 
if  all  Ada,"  avd  the  Management  of  the  War  agamfi  Mi- 
.  -  tnridates  and  Tigranes,  might  be  committed  ta  hi^  alau. 
This  he  did  to  curry  Favour  with  fo  great  a  Man  ^ 
W<tmpy,  whom  he  lud  diipleas'd  not  long  before  by  a 
Law  of  his,  which  gaVe  equal  Privil^es  to  fras'd 
Slaves  with  didr  Mailers  thacmade 'ei9'£}."The 
NobiUty 
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Nolnlity  were  extreamly  diflatisfied  at  this  new  Law, 
not  only  for  die  manifeft  Injury  done  to  Luatlliu  and 
Glahrioi  by  remoring  diem  &CBn  their  Places  tmt  a!fb 
<mt  of  a  high  jealoufie  of  Powpy's  growing  Greacnefij 
as  being  in  a  manner  gbfoUa?  Monarch  or  the  Romam 
Emirire,  by  Iraviljg  rfiefe  Pitmnqes  added  to  his  for- 
mer, widi  the  lame  Power  of  Peace  and  War;  and 
whidi  was  more  rfian  all  the  reft,  a  Jurifdiiiion  o- 
ver  all  Armies  whatfoever;  wWch  Things  had  never 
before  been  onferr'd  upon  any  one  fin^e  Pcrfon. 

But  the  Commons  were  very  hot  for  the  Law,  be- 
ing niuch  indted  by  Cicero  th^  renowned  Orator,  now 
frater^  ^hq  in  a  PubUck  AflenJbly  made  a  nphle 
Pradctfi  in  Cpnungndadon  of  Pomfty,  fimving  not  tmfy 
tpv  tifry  eomnnittfl  ft  was  for  the  Good  tftbe  Common 
Wadth  to  have  a  General  ivitb  fo  large  a  Pm>er  j  kttt  like~ 
wife  how  abfelately  vtce^ary  it  wai  to  chufe  him  above  ^ 
ether  Aim  in  the  World,  <«  heir^  ineomfarahlj  eTtipitntfor 
tbofifow  great  Acconi^ifiunents  repair  d  in  an  Abfoiut* 
'  ^Idkr.  (^tduS,  CoMfage,  Atttbarity  and  Sitccefij  which 
i»d  al}lsxa  i^imdanth  affarnt  qt  thpfe  ^Hmtrousand  won- 
iafud Extlatt  he  had aireaJy  ferforrnd  itifo  maty  Parti  ■ 

if  the  World,  lliis  had  fo  gwa  an  EfTea:,  diat  when 
die  Law  came  to  the  Scrutiny^  It  pafs'd  with  litde 
Qroofition ;  and  C.  Julius  Capr,  lately  Stu^j  is 
(sad  to  have  liicpwife  fevour'd  it,  chiefly  widi  Dcfifflt 
diat  ^erwards  the  People  might  be  the  more  inclin  d 
^  CMnmit  the  like  estraordlnary  Power  to  frimlelE 

Pmtfey  having  made  what  Preparations  he  thought  K  C. 
convenient,  in  a  (hoit  time  undertook  his  £:q>edition,  £88. 
}n  whtdi  he;  pro^'d  great  Honour  and  Renown  to 
(rinjlelf.  Yet  he  firft  fent  to  Mitbridarei,  oflering  him 
good  and  reafohable  Terms,  which  the  <xher  rSufed 
in  Expeiftation  of  the  Afliftance  cS  Phraatet  King  of 
ParthCfi  bur  hearing  th^t  a  League  was  madebetween 
tum  ana  the  Raiums,  he  Ihonly  after  fent  to  defire  a 
Peace.  Pomfey  commanded  him  to  lay  down  tus 
ArmSj  and  deliver  up  all  Defers;  whicfa  occafio- 
^  T  3  ned 
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ned  fuch  a  dangerous  DJfturbance  and  Mutiny  ia 
'MhhrUami  h:.-my,  that,  he  immediately  receded, 
faying,  He  cvly  fent  to  make  an  Efpfal,ir\d  eriadingthe 
Articles  by  fwearing,  that  be  wmld  never  he  re'concit'4 
to  the  RomanSj  hecauje  tf  their  infdtiabk  Jvarice.  Pomfty 
marching  into  Galat'ia,  there  met_  with  LucuSui^,  and 
a  violent  Conteft  was  rais'd  between  'em.  The  lat- 
ter affirtn'd  the  War  to  be  already  finifh'd,  and  tiiat 
the  Commiffioners  from  iRome  were  to  decide  itj  and 
when  TcTKfey  would  not  barken  to  this,  he  upbraided 
him  with  an  unjuft  Amfaitionj  fem^y  retorting  die 
Charge  ttf  immoderate  Defire  of  Gam  upoii  LucuUus. 
LuctiUus  ftill  gave  out  Commands  in  his  own  Name, 
but  Tomfy,  by  his  Edifts,  forbad  'em,  nuU'd  all  Ms 
K&s,  and  at  laft  drew  away  the  greater  Part  erf"  his 
Army:    Yet  LhcuUm  at  his  Renim  was  recaved  widi 

freat  Honour  by  the  Senate,  carryingwithhim  among 
is  great  Booty,  many  valuable  Books,  with  which 
he  fumifhM.  a  Tibrary,  that  always  flood  open,  tQ' 
Greeks  efpecially.  He  much  advanc'd  the  Raman  Lux- 
ilry  as  to  Btiildings,  Furniture  of  Houfes  and  exceC 
■  iive  Feaft,  and  alto  was  the  firft  that  brought  the 
'  Chen  y-Tree  out  of  Totitus  into  Italy. 

MhrhiJates  had  now  garfier'd  to|:cther  a  very  con-r 
fiderable  and  numerous  Army;  and  Powpy  hnding 
,  how  he  had  walled  ail  the  Country  to  hinder  the  Sobr 
iiftance  of  his  Army,  march'd  into  the  leiTer  Jrminia^ 
fubjeA  to  MithriJaes,  who  fearing  he  might  become 
Mafter  of  that  Country,  follow  d  him  rfiither.  Here 
Mlihridatei  was  in.hopes  to  ftarvehim,  but  was  difap^ 
pointed  with  confiderabie  Lofsj  and  to  his'  great  Sur- 
prize was  furrounded  by  Pompey  with  an  Intrench^ 
^  ment  of  above  eighteen  Miles  Circuit.  Whereupon 
hearing  that  Marcim  was  join'd  Pompey,  he  bctooJj 
himfelt  to  Fliglit,  having  firft  killed  all  fuch  as  werq 
fick  and  ufelels  about  him.  But  Pompey  purfud  hini 
fo  clofe,  that  before  he  cou'd  pa6  the  River  Eupbra-,

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The  Moon  being  very  low,  and  on  the  Backs  of  the 
Romtms,  fo  lengthen'd  their  Shadows,  that  the  Ene- 
mies thinking  em  nigher  than  leally  they  were^  /hot 
moft  of  their  Arrows  without  doing  Execution.  Here 
Mitbridatet  loft  many  Thoufands  of  Mcii  i  but  he. 
himfelf  broke  thioudi  with  J^  oo  Horic,  of  which  on- 
ly 500  ftay'd  with  Mm.  Then  forfowfuUy  wandring. 
iJirough  the  Woods  with  his  Horfe  in  his  Hands,  hff  ' 

acddentally  met  with  fom'e  Mercenariesj  and  about 
3000  Foot,  by  whofe  Atfiftance  he  wasconvey'd  in- 
to" a  Caftle  where  he  had  laid  up  much  Trcafure. 
From  hence  he  lent  to  Tlgrtmes,  who  now  refiif^d  to 
recdve  him,  alleddng  that  his  Son  upon  his  Account 
had  n^Jell'd  aminft  him.  Whereupon  Mithridntes  fled 
to CoUbuy  wrach  hehad  formerly  cotiquered,  and 
7ot*ipe^  followed  him,  thinking  he  would  not  have 
ftirrd  thence;  bnt  he  immediately  pafled  into  Scythla, 
where  partly  by  Force,  and  partly  by  PerfWafions, 
he  oblig'd  the  Princes  of  that  County,  to  be  ofWs 
Party,  beftowing  his  Daughters  in  Marriage  lujon 
'fome  of  'em,  having  ftlll  vaft  Defigns  in  his  Mbd,  Cr      - 
-ven  of  palling  through  Thrace,  Macedonia ^  fannoniay  and 
fo  over  the  Alpes  into  Italy  it  felf 
Tompy  in  a  fhort  time  left  Cokhk ;  and  getting  clear 
of  the  Ambufcades,  laid  for  him  by  the  AlbanjamzvA 
Jberlins,  dircifted  his  March  tp   Armenia   againft  Ti~ 
granes,  who  now  rcfolv  d  not  to  fight, .  upon  the  Ac- 
count of  the  Rebellion  of  his  three  Sons  he  had  by 
-^ithpdatess  Daughter,  two  of  which  he  had  executed, 
and  the  third  after  an  Overthrow  had  fled  to  Tomfey, 
77£rn»fj's  AmhaiTadors  coming  to  dcfire  a  Peace,  this 
"Son'fo  far  prevaii'd,  tliat  they  cou'd  not  be   heard 
-     fhortly  after  Tpm'py     inverted  the  City    Jriaxata, 
which    Tigraries  ■  unmediately     farrender'd ,    and 
-fhortly  after  came  himfelf  into  Vompy'^  Camp,'  ma- 
iling liim  Mediawr  between  him  and  his  Son  who 
"wou'd  nof  fo  much  ?s  rife  up  to  his  Father,  or  (hew 
lilmanv  Refpea  whatfoever.    But  fm^y  received

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-  him  wth  excraordinary  Civility,  allowing  trim  die  I 
greateft  Part  of  lus  former  DominicMis,  and  his  Son

was  ftill  Tcty  re&aAoiT}  refufing  Obex&aaaSt  and 
threatning  the  Death  01  his  Fatfer,  for  which  be 
was  fliut  up  in  Prilbn  by  Tempey,  and  referr'd  for  ^ 
Triumj^j  and  not  long  afterwards  he  was  put  w 
Death.  Tigrmei  bdng  now  recondl'd  «>  the  Xmimw, 
paid  more  rfian  his  Fine,  and  made  Pre&nts  to  every 
Officer  and  Soldier,  for  which  he  was  efteem'd  a 
Friend  and  Allie  of  the  Momans.  fimm  rfftor'd  C*^ " 
fadocitt  to  jtrieiarcan'tt,  ^nti<t  lum  a^  GordieiM  and 
Sofhen*  widi  ■  CiAda  a  City  of  Cilkim^  and  ojfiCT  Pli^ 
ces;  after  which  widi  ^»ne  Oppof!tion,J»e-Gbnftrab'oj 
the  Albanians  andlherians  to  DCg  Peace.

theai  Enemies.  Whereupon  Thraata  Kingof  P«rfi«i 
who  had  been  call'd  into  Gordiena,  by  Tigrmet's  Son, 
terrify 'd  at  his  great  Exploits,  fcnt  to  \xs  Peace  (A 
him,  which  be  granted  not,  but  lent  Afr^ms  into, 
Into  Gordiena  to  eqwl  his  Forces,  and  reftore  d«f 
Country  to  Xfiranes.  Thraatti  'Upon  this  invading  At' 
tHtnia^  Tivrams  fent  to  Tomfty  for  Succour,  who  be- 
ing unwilling  to  commence  a  War  wirfi  Pir«tfr«  widi- 
out  pofitive  Orders 'from  ^ome,  lent  three  Commif- 
iioners  to  make  an  Aoommodatton.  But  iotAioit- 
thusy  to  Whotn  I-MctiSus  Jiad  granted  Syria  for  his  Xq- 
iieritance,  he  firif  intended  to  betake  himfelf  td  the

ThbTvcasAaxfomfey  was  proceeding  in  diefeSuc* 
ce^ll  Expeditions,  Mitbridatts  &nt  to  him  to  delire 
Peace;  but  bdng  (vder'd  to  come  to  him  himfelf  )w 
fJHs'd  it,  an^  proceeded  in  las  Pr^arations  &r  War; 
Aiter  whii^hmJany  of  bis  places  revolted^  and  many 
of  his  Friends,  widi  onp  of  fos'Sons,  were  exeoued 
iipon  that  Account.  Ya  (till  be  del^'d  to  ^a&  ui- 
to  Ewopty  dine  to  jcun  with  die  Gauh^  sni  inrade 
Iit«^;butthe  Unwillingnefi  of  his  Soldiers  to  this  dif 
fioUt  Ei^edipon,  and  the  RdieUions  Deligns  of  his 
Srai  fbdrmctSf  caus'd  his  Army's  Revolt,  and  Ins 
Ruine,  his  Son  bang  fliortly  after&luted  King.  AC- 
ibridatii,  now  under  Coniinement,  fcdngthis  from 
an  Uwer-Room,  &nt  to  his  Son  to  ask  leave  to  de- 
part. Dot  in  vain,  who  bidding  his  Father  Die,  he 
tay'd  oitt  with  many  bitter  linprecations,  Tliat  he 
might  one  Hay  bear  the  fame  Warns  frtm  bit  vum  ChiU 
Jrm!  Then  coming  down  tp  ius  Wives,  Dau^ters, 
and  Concubines,  he  gave  *em  aWPcrifon,  and  fea- 
ring to'be  delivered  up  to  the  Romans^  he  took  feme 
himfelf  J  but  having  niuch  us'd  his  Body  to  Antido- 
tes, particularly  to  that  Sort  which  Itill  goes  by  his 
Name,  the  Poilbn  wou'd  not  operate,  whereupon  hfe 
wounded  himfelf,-  bu[  chat  not  dilpatching  him  foon 
tti6u^,  he  call'd  to  one  Bitausa  Gauly  who  got  irt 
dUot^  the  fooken  Wallj  and  by  hi$  i^ds  he  dyU 


Thus  feJl  Miihridatts;  a  Man,  who  {bmetunes  ia  For- 
tune, and  at  all  times  in  Courage  was  of  the  higheft 

'  Rank  j  in  Diredion  a  skilful  Commander,'  in  Esecn- 
idon  a  great  Soldier,  and  in  Hatred  to  the  Remans  a, 
fecaad  K»>»fW,' having  made  longer  OppoHdon  than, 
he.  And  thus  ended  the  Mithriiiatici  War  after  twen- 
ty fire  Years,  and  eleven  fince  it  laft  broke  outi  a 
War,  which  in  the  B^jinning  happened  to  be  dange-. 
ious  to  the  Roman  State,  as  creaong  c^er  MQIchi^ 
txi^  inthe  End  prov'd  very  glorious  and  advantage- 
ous to  it,  by  the  Addition  new  only  of  all  Adithridates'^ 
Bonunions,  but  likewi&  of  many  other  rich  Coun" 
friesin-^ 

,  Pcmpy,  when  the  News  of  Mihridaus's  Death  wa? 
brou^t  to  him,  was  near  Jericho,  marching  towatds 
JerujaUm  againft  Arifto^ulm  King  of  JWfff ,  who  had 

.  dqxK^d  his  eHer  Brother  I^canus,  -and  ufiup'd  his 
Kingdom.  .^£<n»u  complain 'd  of  his  Brother  to  Few^ 
f^  at  Dam^cusy  who  likewife  came  tbidier  to  vindi-' 
cate  Wmfelf.    Pw»/jg'.  treated  'em  both  very  civilly, 

promifing  'em  to  copu  into  their  Ceimtru/md  fettle  Me- 
ters hefwtm  '«w,  «^rtr  he  bad  Jifhatched  fame  other  ftecef- 
farj  jiffaks.  Having  therefore  in  a  fliort  Time  fettled 
the  Affair  d£SyrU,  andreducd  ?<mtHt  into  a  Rjma» 
Province,  he  return'd  to  Judea,  bang  much  incenT^d 
againfl  Arifii^ului.  He  mft  dted  him  to  appear  be. 
tore  him,  and  deliver  up  all  his  fortify,'^  Places,  which 
he  did  with  much  Regreet  and  Anger,  withdrawing 
himfelf  to  JtT^falem^  to  make  Prepararions  for  a  War. 
Tomfey  fiifpeding  h^  Defigns,  immediately  mardi'd 
after  him,  whioi  Arlfiohttlus  underft^uding,  went  out 
to  meet  turn;  and  tbo'  the  City  wa;  enter  d  without 
Oppoficion,  his  Soldiers  foitify'd  tl^  Temple  and 
helditoutagainft  Pv^^jwbichcaus'd  Avifiobdus  fo  be 
■tiiken  into  Cuftody.  The  Tcniple  being  voyftrong 
by  Situation,  made  a  vigorous  Defence;;  faut  after 
(hree Mwidi's Si^,.W3s  withijiuchDifJiculty ^jCa- 
jhoitf  taken,  and  ixqoo  pf  thejfw^  cut,inHeces,  the

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Pns&s  not  negle^g  to  offei  Sacrifices  all  that  "Xkan. 
Pompey,  withGut  ?ny  Feaij  cnter'd  the  Holj  of  Holies 
wknmany  Followers,  looking  on  thefe  things  which  • 
wcreunlawfiill  for  any  biitthePriefts  to  behold,  how- 
jever  he  fliow,  fo  much  Veneration  for  (he  Place,  that, 
h?  forbore  touching  any  Thing  diat  was  there.  Ho 
reftor'd  Hp-canus  to  Us  Priefthood  and  Government, 
but  with  a  Command  never  to  wear  a  Diadem,'  and 
took -4r(j?oWj<j  with  him,  making  all  y*^  trawtary 
to  Rome.  This  hapned  in  the  niird  Year  of  his  Ex- 
pe^on,  and  6 1  Years  before  our  Saviour"*  Nativity. 

IV.  While  Vomfey  thus  proceed  In  lus  noble  Ex-., 
ploits  abroad,  Rame  it  fdLT  was  in  great  li^zard, 
and  very  nigh  its  Ruine,  occafion'd  by  oae  of  the  moft 
dangerous  Conlpirades  that  had  been  ever  known  in 
the  City.  It  was  begun  and  carry'd  on  by  Sergius 
CatiUn€,  a  Tatrician  by  Defcent,  but  rfa  very  profli'- 
,  gate  Lite,-  a  Perfon  daring  in  lus  Attempts,  crafey  in 
his  Defigns,  greedy  of  other  Men's  Properties,  prcdi^ 
gal  of  his  own  j  one  who  had  been  accas'd  of 
pebaudung  a  VeHal  Virgin,  and  fulpeded  of  raurde- 
rine  his  Son  for  the  Love  of  another  Woman.  This 
Penon  having  contrafted  vaft  Debts  by  the  Loofe- 
nds  of  his  Life,  grew  defperate,  and  fought  for  no- 
thing but  Power  and  Authority,  and,  if  it  were"  pot 
ipble,  the  Soveraignty  over  all  ,•  but  his  Defigns  being 
fufpaSed,  he  twice  receiv'd  a  Repulfe  in  ftandiiig  for 
'Hie  Confulpip.  This  laft  time  it  was  carry'd  from  hiia 
by  Ci«ro,  wnom  he  therefore  fcurrilouflyabus'd  as  an 
Upftart  and  Foreigner,  as  being  but  of  the£fl»f/?ri«a 
Order,  and  born  mJpiUa^  and  oiTer'd  toktli  him  in 
fheCi»»in>.  The  mimng  of  his  Defigns,  drove  hiin 
into  the  utmoft  Rage  and  Fury,  and  biouglit  him  into, 
that  Plot,  in  which  he  had  formerly  been  engag  (^ 
with  Plfo,  for  the  Defrrmftion  of  his  Country,  ^tire- 
iiur  Cctta  and  ManliusTjr^ttaius,  who  before  had  mil's'd 

of  the  ConfulJIiip  for  want  of  competent  Bribes,  alfo 

join'<^ 
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JtnnM  widi  ham,  and  a&efh  plotted  die  Rmi^  of  the 
Ce^s  andSauae,  die  Bummg  of  AiCTCky,  and  the 
4!>Terthrow  of  the  Scate^  as  liken^efdnl  Lmtdtu,  Ce- 
ihepuj  and  maay  other  ii^^ipr  pmbas  of  debwch'd 
and  m£unou5  live;.  Cethenu  and  Lmhthu  were  bodi 
Trittorsi  and  the  latter,  wHo  fonnerly  had  been  Cm^ 
ftj,  vrh  nwv'4  to  this  ppfi^  by  a  vain  Confidenci 
he  had  in  uio  SiiySnu  Orada,  whidi  he  6id  porten- 
dedj  That  the  Sovtnagn  Fmverfimd  he  in  the  Hanit «/ 
ihrti  Gomelii,  namely,  Sylla,  Cinna,  <W  ISmfelf. 
'  TWs  Coni^racy  *as  camy'd  on  with  the  greateft 
Secrecy  imasnable,  didr  Numbers  daily  encreafu^ 
among  wW(S  were  ieveral  Women,  who  byprofb-. 
niting  thonfelves  had  been  maintained  after  a  prodi,-

heard,  not  the  Crimes  he  had  conucittedj  but  impru- 
dently reladng  all  to  one  Fulvia  his  Couftelan,  Hie 
difcover'd  it  to  Cicero  who  was  now  Cotiful.  Cieero 
by  examining  of  theie  two,  found  out  die  whole  Nto- 
ter,  how  <^en,  and  where  they  met,  and  what  De*. 
figns  they  had  in  Hand  Mrriculariy  his  own  Deflxu*^ 
on  to  be  brought  ^)OUt  by  Vafguntews  ^  Senator^ 
atidConelius  a  K«ight,  under  Pretence  qfq  Friendly 
Vifit.  Cicero  with  gf?at  Diligence  and  Care  appointeq 
.  Guards  in  fevewl  Pans  of  die  City,  and  immediwdy 
after  caU'd  the  Senate  co  the  Temple  oiCmcord  to  con^ 
fult  what  was  beft  to  be  done  in  this  Time  of  Danger. 
Great'  Rewartk  were -proniis'd  to  any  who  fliou'd 
make  any  ferther  Difcovery  of  riiis  black  Con^iira- 
cy,  and- the  whole  City  was  in  a  ^^tConftemation, 
ell  in  a  Hiirry,  all  in  a  Fear,  not  knowing  whom  to 
tnift,  or  where  to  be  fecure,  ddier  in  War,  or  Peace; 
but  erety  one  meafiuing  his  Danger  by  ho  Feats.  '

Up- 
on his  fitting  down,  CiuilitAy  Well  prepard  widi  ul

Fadiers  nvr  iytr-rajfjly  to  credit  vain  Reports  coMnifig 
him'i  tier  te  helieve  that  a  Perfon  tfhu  Sank,  wbofe  ew» 
tmd  whi{t  jinafiori  Service!  bad  bemfo  remarkMhly  btik^ 
fcudj  fiiod  inneedaFa  rmnd Common-wtahb ;  COfldu- 
diug  vnth  many  {oirrilous  Refleftions  upon  Ciceroi 
whidi  nqc  bang  hearkned  to  by  the  Senate,  he  left 
the  Hode.in  a  great  Rage,  breaching  out  Ruine  and 
.D^tra&ion  to  all  his  Enomes.  He  left  the  City  late 
atNi^t  widi  ;oo  Attn*dMen,andL(&n-«widi./^K(T  : 
and  Fafsti  before  him  like  i  Maeifinfce,.  and  retired 
into  Httntria,  gathering  together  Boldiert  all  the  Way, 
intending  to  return  to  me  City,  which  he  had  orderd 
Laitiiitt  and  Cethegut  60  lay  in  AAies  at  an  a^^inted 
lima' 

In  the  mean  dme  die  Aii^>ailadois  of  the  ABebrnges, 
tiow  in  Town,  were  alfb  perfWaded  to.ftir  up  the  GWj 
againft  theCnnmon-weakh;  but  declaring  their  De- 
iigns  to  Fahim  Sawa  their  FatFoh,  it  came  ihortly  t6 
Cicer^s  Ear,  and  To  was  prevenisd.  llie  Day  after 
eeiilint'i  Departure,  Ciem  fiimown'd  tbs  People,  and 
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iriade  a  iccond  Oration  to  *em,  where  hecongramla- 
ted  the  People  and  Common-WeSldi  for  being  freed 
fix^fb  infamous  a  Perfon ;  and  oioooraged,  'etn,  by 
Tqnvfendoedift  Forces  of  diat  Rdiel  as  bodi  fmall  and 
Inconfiderable.  Upon  this  the  Senate  judged  Catiline 
an  Enemy  to  &s  State,  and  likewile  Afaitliui  who  had 
jotn'd  him  in  Utruria  j  Lattidiu  alfo  was  depriv*d  of 
liis  Office  of  Tr^toTj  by  whenn  the  AmbalTadors  had 
"been  perfwaded  over,  who  confe&'d  that  they  had 
.often  Heard  him  make  his  Con je^ures  from  the  SibyU 
Im  Oracles.  Cktre  ftortly  after  fumraon'd  the  People 
again,  and  made  another  Oration  to  'em,  wherdij  ' 
"he  reported  the  Particulars  of  the  Difcovery,  with  ther 
An^gnment  and  Convidion  of  many  of  the  Confpi- 
rators.  Lentulm^  Cetbeffts,  Statilha^  Ca0iu^  and  feveral 
Others  being  now  fecur'd ,  Cicero  afll'd  the  Se- 
nate, and  propounded  to  the  Fadiers  to  coofider  what 
was  to  be  done  with  the  Prilbners :  But  while  the 
Senate  was  fitting,  great  Difturbances  arofe  in  die  Ci-' 
ty  J  for  the  Slaves  and  Dq>endents  oiLentuluj  and  Ce- 
tbegus  had  gather'd  together  a  great  Number  rf  Artifi- 
cers and  Rabble,  whoendeavourd  tobreak  inuponthe 
back-fide  of  the  Orator's  Houfs  and  refcue  the  Prifo^ 
■ners.  Upon  Notice  of  this,  Cicero  left  die  Senate-- 
Uoufe,  and  appointing  a  Watdi  andluffident  Guards,- 
raum  d,  asking  the  C^inions  of  die  Senatots. 
.  Now  a  great  Debate  arofe  concerning  the  Punifti- 
'ment  of  the  PrifiHiers :  Snanui,  defign  d  Gonial  for  the, 
next  Year,  being  firft  ask'd  his  opinion,  according  ta 
Cuftora,  was  for  putting  'em  to  Death,  as  were  lev&i 
Tal  otliers,  'till  Nero  dilCwaded  it,  and  Julius  Cafar 
ftanding  up,  in  a  plaufible  Speech  pleaded  much  for 
Mercy,  and  difapprovM  ofDeathas  anirreguUrWay 
of  proceeding,  Ipeaking  to  this  effaSt :  Ifon-f  PiPiiJn-: 
TKtvt  might  be  found  to  etjualiz^e  their  Faults,  then  I  fjou  d 
<iffrove  your  Defign  i  butifthe  Vapufs  of  their  Crimes  fur-'^ 
^.-iJJ'es  aU  our  h'viirniont^  ive  ought  to  make  ufe^fuch  or

Capital  Off^mder's  ofith  EicSliy 
ive  ought  not  to  bring  in  ImovatioTU}  for  certainly  thtk 
WifJom  and  Verttte  -was  greater,  tvbo  rai/dfo  vaB  an  Em- 
■fire  from  fucb  fmall  Btginningjy  than  okrt  who  can  ht^d-  ■ 
Jy  freferve  what  they  fo  kravely  Won.  Cafat^s  Advice  was 
likely  enough  to  have^  takeii,  till  pordns  Cato,  Grand- 
.  fon  to  die  great  Moralift^  nood  wp,  and  with  feme 
■HeJtt  oppos'd  him,  (aying,  Tliat  he  had  never  fardon'd 
'in  himftlftbe  leafi  Error  efhij  own  Thoughts^  and  iherefart 
^coiid  not-eafihfargfve  the  Mifdtmeansrj  tf  a  tttrhulettt  Paf- 
fion  ahd  Ambition  in  others.  That  among  the  Ancitvt  Ro- 
'mans  Manlius  Torquatus  had  cau^d  his  own  Son  to  he 
-pat  to  Death  only  for  fighting  the  Etxhty  contrary  to  hit  Com- 
mand j  And  ^that  valiant  Touth  war  fo  feverely  chaJH/d 
for  bis  over-hafiy  Couragty  Jhall  the  prefent  Generation  hefi- 
tate  what  to  decree  againfi  the  mofi  bloody  ef  Parricidei,  and 
thegreater  Monfiers  of  Mankind! 
■ .  Cicero  after  tliele  Speeches,  made  one  himfelfj  which 
was  his  fourth  upon  this  Occafion,  wherein  he  with  a 
cunning  ibrt  ofMildnefi  and  Ambiguity  inclined  to 
Ofo's  Side,  telling  them.  That  his  Eamejhuft  didna 
'proceed  from  any  Malice  or  Anger  hut  from  aftngidar  Ten- 
demefi  and  Comfa£ion:  That  they  ought  to  conjidor  that  it 
Wat  not  T.  Grachus,  who  retjuir'd  a  fecond  Tribunt^if^ 
jwr  C.  Graixhus,  who'  claim'a  the  PnblickLandjy  nor  yet 
Saturninus,  who  flew  Memmius,  that  wot  to  be  caWd  in 
i^ejiion^  but  Burners  if  the  City,  Murderers  of  the  Feople^ 
and  AJJijtatits  if  Catiline  himftlf:  And  likewije  that  thit 
Mifcbief  was  already  diff'tis  d  ever  all  Italy,  and 
beyond  the  Alpes,  and  therefore  impffible  he  crt/Jh'd 
with  Forbearance  and  Delays.  By  Cicero's  Speech  the 
Senate  were  indue  "d  to  put  'em  all  to  Death,  which 
riie  Conful  faw  Executed  before  theHoufe  arofe; 
Jmt  Cafat  's  Nfildtie£>  and  Pcculi^f  Management  iit 
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dits  Affifir.  msdb  ierasl  fufied  He  himfelf  had  £>ffle 
aaai'masOStSpbwey..  AsS^CatHmlatDS^^bs 
wa>  fhordy  afier  oratakea  bjr  c.  ^cmm;  Cinn't, 
CoU^o^  ni^  the  ^/er,  as  bewaspaffing  imoOMf 
iO  eomdeat  ms  Levies  j  whacen^^g  mcMftbbfti^ 
iuuety  he  was  flain,  bat  his  Men  ddperacely  fou^  it 
oat  to  die  laft ;  and  Icaite  any  of  era  remamd  m 
lie  taken,  or  were  founc(  out  pf  dKir  Visaxs  whm 
dead.  Tlius  was  thu  moft  dangerous  Ca^kacf. 
qualh'di  diieftj^  by  the  Vi^antx  and  Dil^eme  of 
C»^o  the  C«^  Publick  llianifi  wetcavta  him

fiddier  Catilhu's  Defeat  nor  Deapi  was  fi^dent  to' 
fettle  the  City  in  a  firm  and  lafHng  Peace,  hut  fliU  Ike 
lay  81^'d  to  the  Anifter  Defigns  whk^  &me  more 
AmbntiQus  Senators  dian  the  reft  M'tre  always  fortor 
ing  aeainft  her  JL^Krty  :  I^r  cou'd  didr  bicHiuui- 
.  ons  <^  that  kind  0eez  with  Greater  Temfttatidos^nnce 
ths  Gaining  of  this  otily  Cky  muft  cany  widi  it  fi> 
Great  a  Part  of  the  World,  And  now  it  wai  thn 
Cafar  b^an  to.  make  a  Greater  Appearance  in  Smm 
dun  ever,  bong  this  Year  made  Vrasor.  He  had  be- 
fore ^one  throi^  the  two  C^cesof  Qujtfior  and  t/£~ 
dilty  m.  the  latter  of  whtdi,  by  his  Ma^u^cence  id 
Shews  and  Buildings,  he  had  iu:qmtted  himfelf  wbdb 
much  R.eputadon,having  alfb  the  Adv^tige  of  being 
defended  from  one  of  the  moft  Illaftrious  Families 
in  Rome.    He  afterwards  flood  for  die   Hhh-Prie/- 

hndt  and,  by  his  GreacIiboraUty^  carry'd  it  bomtwo. 
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of  cha  moft  Powerful  Men  in  Rome^  and  his  Seniors  j 
and  fcarce  any  Man  in  the  Ciry  was  more  Remarka-  ' 
bte,  ather  for  the  Freenefi  of  I^is  Prefents^  or  the 
Laigenefi  of  his  Bribes.  He  was  now  alfo  arriV'd  to 
a  very  high  degree  in  Learning,  as  well  as  an  Admir 
rable  Skill  in  Eloquence,  having  already  difputed  the 
Prize  with  the  mofl  famous  Orators,  and  Icarce  any 
thing  appear'd  iirq)ol£ble  for  bis  Great  Geifiiis  td  un-  . 
dertake.  litde  was  perfonn'd  'by  hint  during  diis 
Time  of  his  Pratorjhip,  befides  compofmg  fome  Di- 
ihjrbances  OdCdfion'S  by  one  Clodiui,  a  young  Man  of 
a  Noble  Fannly,  but  of  a  Scandalous  Ijfe,  who  being 
in  Love  whh  C^far's  Wife  Pompeia^ad^  a  Woman  s 
Hafat  enter'd  his  Houfe  in  the  rimeof  a  particular  Vc- 
ffiv^.,  when  only  Women  were  permitted  to  be 
pre(ent.  This  brou^t  Clodius  into  much  Trou- 
ble and  Danger,  for.  Prophaning  thofe  Sacred  In- 
ftitutions  y  and  caus'd  Cajar  ,to  put  away  his-  Wife 
privately  :  who,  being  Ask'd  the  Reafon,  faid.  He 
did  not  belUvi  htr  Citilty,  i»;Ca4ar's  Wifecnght  tepre- 
ftrvt  htr 'felf  from  the  Si^picimyaj  weU  as  the  Guilt  of 
the  Crime.  _  .  . 

The  Violent  Hea'tSj  and  the  Parties,  with  the  Fa- 
luns and  DiviTions,  upon  this  and  other  Occafions  ^ 
fuffidently  ihew'd,  thi«:  the  State  was  ready  for  a 
Change,  and  liable  to  become  a  Prey  to  Men  of  the 
Greateft  Power  and  Ambition-This  Cafar  well  knew, 
and  thought  of  Nothing  fo  much  as  the  Greatnefs  of 
Tampejy  and  of  futpafling,  or  a£  leal^  ^ualizing  hint 
in  the  Honour  of  his  Exploits.'  Therefore  npon  the 
expiring  of  his  Praicrjhify  he  procurd  the  Govern- 
raenc  of  Sfain  ;  but  having  contra<aed  extraordinary 
Debts  by  his  too  Bountiful  Way  of  Living,  he  was  re- 
tarded in  his  Journey  by  the  Protecution  of  his  Cre^ 
ditors..  Whereupon;  be  was  fbrc'd  to  apply  himfelf  to 
trajfuijz  Perfon  of  Vaft  Riches,  of  Great  Wit  and  E-  " 
Kr^pv&icAs^  dud 6f  no  cooKojptib'e  Valour,*  who  be- 
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ing  wrought  upon  by  the  Xmpominides  of  has  Wife 
TtTttiUaj  one  who  no  le^  Lov'd  Cafar^  than  Clodm 
didPoMMM^becameSecurity  for8;o  Talents.  Itwas 
in  this  GoTemmenc  thtt  Cafar  viewing  die  Stawe  oS 
jUxandtr  at  Cades,  Wept,  to  think.  That  be  bad  dent 
none  mthing  Great  and  Mtmorahle,  at  art  /ige  •uiberan 
that  J'rince  bad  Ctm^uer'd  the  World.  And  he  gave  in- 
deed fuffident  Marls  cS  his  Bravery  and  I^ire  of 
Qiory  j  for  inflead  of  ipending  ms  lune  in  bars 
Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  he  jaerc'd  Wth  hts 
Arms  fardier  into  the  Country ,  "Cibduing  feie* 
ral  Nadons  before  iKitouch'd,  and  coUe<£tea  tt^e' 
ther  fo  vaft  a  Treafure  to  himfelf,  in  die  Name  of 
the  Common-Wealth ,  as  enabled  him  afterwards 
CO  imitate  chat  Akxander,  wh<»n  he  £>  jafUy  ad- 
(ntred. 

Shortly  after  Cafar's  Deparnire  for  Spain,  Pomfty , 
after  a  Five  Years  Expedition,  remmd  to  Ratie,  co- 
vcr'd  with  Glories  fiir  his  misery  Exploits,  and  Great 
Conquefts :  He  had,  upon  his  Arrival  in  Italj,  fent 
back  his  Troops,  to  prevent  iiidi  Suljncions  as  might 
irife  from  his  appeanng  at  the  Head  of  an  Anny,  fo 
■  that  he  obtain  d  the  Honour  of  Triumph  with  a  Ge^ 
neral  Applaufe;  and  with  £0  much  more  Splendor  and 
Magnificence,  in  r^ard  that  he  nowTriumph'd  over 
another  Third  Part  of  the  World,  after  his  rcodving 
xhe  £une  Honour  for  die  Conqueft  of  Two  Parts  m 
it  before.  The  Triumph  lafted  Two  Days,  and  ya 
they  were  much  ftrei^tned  for  time,  and  therein  were 
cxpos'd  the  Names  ot  i^  Conquer  d  Kingdoms,  and 
,  Sco  Cities,  with  the  Re-peopling  of  ?y,  and  1000 
Caftles.  Anion§  the  Prifoners  led  in  Triumph,  ap- 
pear'd  the  Son  ot  Tigraaes  King  of  Armenia,  with  tm 
Wife  and  Daughter  ^  as  alfo  Zez.ma,ihe  Wife  of  King 
Ttgranet  himfeltjaiid  Ariihbulm  K.  o{  Judaea  ^  the  Si- 
fter of  King  Mithridatet,  with  her  Five'SonSjand  fome 
Ladici  of  Stjitbk^    Th^  were  litwwife  th$  Hoftages 
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tS  the  Mhofiakt  ind  Ihrians,  vrith  diofe  of  the  Kng 
qf  Coiii0giifa  ,»  hcfida  a  vaft  Nun^ier  of  Trophies^n- 
fwering  diredrly  to  eadi  pamcular  Bated  wherein  he 
was  C^i^uej-or.  The  Gold,  Silver  and  Jewels  that 
made  up  Part  of  this  Publick  Pomp,  iimounced  to  the 
Value  or"  20000  Talents,  whidi  is  ^740600  Pounds 
of  our  Money:  He  made  it  appear  by  aa  Accounc 
phinly  Anted,  that  he  had  advanced  and  improv'd 
the  whole  Revenue  of  the  Common-Wealdi 
110C03  Talents,  bdng  above  one  Third  Partj  by 
this  £:g)edidon.,  widwut  mentioning  thOle  large 
Sums  he  had  difi:ribueed  among  his  Men,  where- 
bf  the  mcaneft  Soldier's  ihare  was  nig^  Forty 
Pounds. 

Ptmpejfj  tho'  he  had  obtan'd  v^  Hanburofthe 
fienaoe,  yet  was  much  fear  d  and  hated  by  many,  as 
*I5)e»'d  fay  die  great  ORJofidon  he  met  Widi  Short- 
ly afi^j  in  his  demanding  a  Confirmation  o£  idl  that 
lie  had  tranfaifted  in  ^y2a,and  certain  Lands  for  a  Ro- 
ivard  for  his  Soldiers:  He  had  already  prevaii'd  by 
bis  Credit  in  the  Eletaion  of  both  the  Confuii,  Metei- 
ius  Cnticui  ind-Aframuty  but  in  a  Aiort  Time  found 
fcimfelf  miftaken  in  his  Choice  :  For  jifrtmiui,  being 
frhplly  given  to  his  Pleafiire,  never  acquired  much 
Authority  in  tbe  Senate  j  and  MeteUut  canccll'd  all 
former  Obliganons,  upon  the  Acojurit  of  the  Dit 
grace  that  wifc  dtme  to  his  Sifter  Mum,  whom  ?om- 
fty  had  put  away  upon  Sufpidon  of  her  totf  grea  Fi^ 
fltilianty  with  C<xfar.  .  CetOy  on  the  other  lide,  fet  aU 
im  Power  ^ainft  tiw  Interefts  of  Tomftj,  and  Lucul- 
its  did  the  like,  deflring,  and  obtaining  of  the  Senate, 
ihac  &ioih  Decrees  cS  hu  which  Vomfey  had  formerly 
repeald  might  be  in  Force,  and  that  mofe  made  in  re- 
ference to  Che  Conquer  d  Countries  might  be"  null'd, 
ind  withal  flopped  Ius  intended  Law  for  rewarding 
his  ScSdiers.'  ,  ¥imf^,  upon  this  UJage,  apply  d  him- 
teMvailbsTriilimtii  (which  OSiod  hd  andC^/srhai^ 
'    I?  z  »= 
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reftor'tf  a&«r  SjHnhiA  put  it  down)  one  of  which,  by 
Name  Flavius,  propos'cl_the  Law  for  the  Reward  of 
the  StJdiers.  MaiUus  the  Craiful  opposed  it  very 
ftiarply ,  til!  the  Conteft  riling  even  to  Blows  and 
Eloodihed ,  the  Trihtme  caus'd  MeteSus  t«  be  lent  to 
Prifon ;  and  whan  the  whole  BodJ  of  the  Senate 
offer  d  to  maKe  themfelves  Prifoners  with  him,  fla- 
vins plac'd  his  Tribunal  at  the  Prifon'-Door,  and  for- 
bad 'em  Entrance.  Upon  whidi  the  Father*  caos'd 
the  WalU  to  be  broken  ddwft  in  another  Place  ,•  and 
the  Conftancy  of  the  Senate  began  to  fliake  the 
Kefolution  of  the  People,  who  alwa^^  Jadg-d  of 
Things  by  their  Outward'  Appearances;  This  Pom- 
fey  quickly  perceivd  ,  and  defir'd  tha  Tribima 
to  Accommodate  the  Matter ,  pretending  Corn- 
million  from  MtteBut  for  his'  fo  dcung^now, 
too  late  Repenting  his  Inconfiderate  Icairing  his 
Army  ,  and,  expofmg  himfelf  to  his  Enemy's  H^ 
tied. 

At  the  fame  time  C^far  retum'd  from  Sfain^  the 
EleiHon  of  new  Confuls  being  at  Hand :  Cafar  had 
good  Intelligence  of  all  thefe  Difturbances,  and  die 
Realbns  of  Fomftfs  Diffatisfaiaion,  fo  that  he  now' 
refolv'd  cither  to  Improve  his  own  Authority  with 
the  Senate,  or  6nd  a  good  Opportunity  of  quitting 
their  Intereft:  His  Services  in  5twJ»  had  fufficientl^ 
deferv  d  »■  Triumph,  wherefore  ne  defur'd  it  of  the 
Senate,  dedating  at  the  fame  time  his  Delign  alfb-t^ 
standing  for  the  Confuljhip.  Now  thefe  Deiires  were 
inconfiltent  ;•  for  the  Law  forbad  Entrance  into  die 
Gty  to  any  one  who  defir  d  a  Triumph  j-  ahd  re- 
quir  d  dfo,  diat  whoever  fa  d  for  the  Cimfidjhip^oiid 
do  it  in  his  proper  Peribn.  C^ar  dierefore  Wrote  to  . 
the  Senite,  deliring  that  thefe  Formalides  might  be 
difpenc'd  withal  ^  but  Cato  iiood  up  for  the  Main- 
taining xht  Laws  to  their  utmoft  Rigour,  and  his  O- 
pinion  prev«tl'4(  ^o  that  Cafio'  dioK  to  decUne  hS 
.    ■    ~    ,  Tti- 
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Triumphj  and  went  to  Rome  and  ftopd  for  the  Cm- ' 
ful^tp,  whidi  Honour  he  vs*;  eagerly  puriu'd.  And 
well  underftanding  Piw^^Xipedit,  and  his  Quarrel 
10  the  Senate,  ttts  he  thought  a  fit  Conjuiaure  to  en- 
gage himfelf  into  his  Intereils.  Fomfey  on  the  other' 
fide  was  no  le£  pleasd  to  gain  a  Man  of  futh  ex- 
traordinary  Merit  j  efpedally  when  C^fir  promis"d 
him  K»  confirm  all  his  Afe,  if  he  cou'd  procure  him 
to  be  eledpd,  whereupon  a  clofe  Agreement  was 
made  baween  *em.    After  this,  Cafar  made  it  his  ^ 

Bufinds  to  bring  his  Friend  Crajfm  into  the  Teajjue , 
who  finding  his  own  Intereft  was  weak  feparat^ly , 
was  eafily  perfwaded  to  joyn  with  'em,  and  a  for- 
mer Breach  between  him  and  Tomfty  was  wholly  ac- 
COTnmodated.  Thefe  three  made  a  firm  Combina- 
tion ,  or  Conftiracy,  That  nothing  flwuJ  he  dont  in 
the  Common-wealth  agamii  any  ^ their  biterefis^  or  jif- 
prehatioHj,  which  they-moff  iblemrily  confirpi'd  with 
mutual  Oadis  and  Promiifes.  Tliis  was  the  firfl.Great 
Triumviratty  which  proved  the  Overthrow  of  the  Con- 
fitlar  and  Popular  State,  being  a  Combinarion  of  three 
of  the  Greateft  Men  in  Rome,  either  for  Valour,  Au- 
thority, or  Riches,  Pompey  bang  thfcn  about  47  Years 
<rf"  Age,  and  Cafar  4c, 

Thus  Rome  loft  her  liberty,  after  /he  had  flouriih'd 
many  Y<e&rs  in  a  wonderful  Grandeur  ,  occalioa'd 
wholly  by  the  numerolis  Abufcs,  and  notorious  Cor- 
ruptions in  her  Government  and  Inli^bitants,  which 
Aortiy  after  pkng'd  her  into  gieater  Mileries  than 
ever  ihe  felt  before.  This  Remarkable  Union  hap- 
pen'd  in  the  69/^tb  Year  of  die  City,  J.M-  J94>,  m 
the  Fh-fi  Year  of  ths  iHctb  Olympiaij  449  Years 
jfince  the  Beginning  of  the  Coj.fuUr  State,  3;°  fince 
the  Burning  of  Rome  by  the  G^Js,  270  fince  the  Be- 
ginning of  the  Macedonian  Empire  hy  ^Uxander  the 
Greatj  86  fince  the  DefVnuftion  ot  Carthage,  and 
y8  |>e§>re  our  Savipurt  Nadvicy,  the  Roman  Do- 
U  1  jninitm* 
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mimons  contaiiuhg  now  aH  Itmlj,  all  Cifslpm-Gatil, 
and  Fare  of  the  Odier,  all  Sf^m  and  ^ick,  ^GreeU 
and  JSyriaon,  sU  the  Kingdoms  in  /ifia  Aimr  ,  with

Gtory  aiul  Grandeur,  as  to  Domiiuons,  and  mudi 
more  of  that  Quiec  and  Seiwiencfi  as  to  Settlement, 
it  had  noc  lon^ after  in  Angiffiusi  Rdgn.  tor  now 
the  State  was  liill  of  Faiflsons  and  DtviHons,  Bribe- 
ries and  CorniptionSj  and  likewifb  Feuds  and  Jealour 
fies,  fince  die  joyning  of  three  fuch  potent  Men,  as 
Cafar,  Totnfty  and  Craffiis,  which  caus  d  many  to  fear 
the  Downfdl  of  thdr  Andent  Liberties ;  and  that 
'  their  Fpars  were  not  groundlefe,  faffidently  appea^-'d 

by  the  Event.  The  firft  Effed  of  this  Triuwviraie 
was'the  Promoting  cSCafar  to  the  C<mfi4pyip,  Tonytj 
and  Craffus  employing  all  their  Ihtereft  tlKrein :  Ife 
had  cwp  Compedtors,  Litctrm  and  Sihliu}  die  fo* 
mer,  a  CpvetouSj  tho  Rich  Man,  was  taken  off  by 
large  Promifes,  and  Brib  d  to  procure  what  Vraces  he 
cou  d  for  Cafar.  The  Senators,  refolving  to  harcBi- 
huluj  one  of  .the  Confuls,  made  Great  CoUec^ons  a- 
mong 'themselves,  and  gave  as  much  on  their  (ide.  £7 
-TenCjir0,as  rigid  as  he  was,was  perfwaded  thattheLaW 
^hich  forbad  all  manner  pf  Bribery  on  rficfe  Occafi- 
ons,ought,in  fudi  a  cafe,  to  be  di^enc  d  withaU,when 
the  In^efeft  of  the  Common-wealth^  much  reqiur'd 
it  i  fp  by  that  means  Bihlui  was  at  U|t  chpfoi  Con-. 
ful  wiA  C'iffar. 
V.  C.  Thc&rftthjngCrf/^didin  this  Office,was  his  Con- 

chy, firming  all  Vomftys  Aas,according  to  Agreementjand 
frMn  that  time  he  whdly  apply'dhimfelfto  Gain  the 
Favour  of  the  Commons:  And  the  better  to  efFeft  it, 
he  preferr  d  a  Law  for  dividing  certain  Lands  inC**^ 
fania,  among  fiich  of  the  poor  Citizens  as  had  three 
Children  or  more.  This  Propofal  much  pleas'd  the 
CommonSj  and  Cetfar  had  taken  the  moft  proper  Me- 
thods to  make  it  pafs  ,•  for  the  Law  was  dtawn  up 
in  Terms  ib  very  juft  and  reafonable*  that  no  Mah 
cou  d  find  fault  with  it.    He  tlcclar'd  to  the  SenatoK, 
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Tbgt  he  jwwV  A  mthmg  without  their  Jtaierltj,  nor  fn-; 
fofe  anj  of  his  Ftinds  fir  Cmtmi/Jioaersy  or  anji  Mm  wh& 
might  he  liable  to  Sufficim  j  iitf  that  theyjhoa'd  hi  sWPer- 

fens  dhtimm  Rgpitatim  and  Abilitiet.Tras  plaulWc  and 
eauuous  Way  of  proceeding  hardly  Idt  any  room  for 
Contraditftion  j  but  fliU  the  Senate,  riiat  they  mi|^ 

'hinder  the  law^andytt  not  ieemcooppie  it^djotirnd 
the  Jtffaii'  fnim  Day  to  Day :  till  at  laft  Cato  [d^jr 
and  publickly  declared.  That  theft  Changes  tn  State  ■atrt 
not  to  he  permitted  J  after  whwn  all  the  Senate  likewifi 
declared  themfelves  to  be  of  the  fame  C^^oa  Where? 
,  upon  Cafar  immediately  had  recourse  to  the  People, 
much  complaining  to  them  of  riie  Injnftice  and  Stub- 
bomneis  of  the  Senate^  caking  alio  Pdm^ev  and  Crafut 
along  viith  lum ,  whole  Opinions  he  puoUcidy  ask'i] 

'coijoeming  this  havr.  They  both  approv'd  of  it  j  ant) 
7omfey  foraier  declar'd.  That  iffuch  as  oppos'J  it  JkouJ 
come  with  their  Siiurds  in  their  Hands^  he  Weud  meet  their 
SwerdsjfmdhrJng  a  Buckler  with  him  hefides ;  Whereupon 

a  Day  was  appointed  for  the  Publication  of  tlus  Law. 
Ac  the  aj^inted  Day^he  People  gather'd  together 
in  great  Kumbert,andinfpightoralIOppondon,drove 
Cato  and  Bihulus  himlelf  with  Stones  and  Clubs  from, 
off  the  Place  j  the  Confuls  Axes  were  IxTiken  in  pieces, 
and  the  Peopleapproving  the  Ordinance,decWd  they 
wou'd  have  all  the  Senators  fwear  to  the  Obfervadon 
of  it.  Almoft  all  took  thisGath,  except  C<im,  MeteSw 
and  Favonius,  and  they  too,  at  laft,  after  much  Oppo- 
fition,^ook  it,  to  lave  thdr  Fines,  and  likewilc  thdr 
Lives:  for  O^ had  caus'd  thePeopleto  make  it  Car  . 
|atal  for  anyone  to  refiiie  it,  Cafar  made  little  u(e  of 
the  Senate  after  thax,  and  from  that  dme  hisColIegup 
BibtfUs  never  durft  appear  in  Pub]ick,but  kq>t  hitiuelf 
at  homefor  the  remaining  part  of  the  Year.Thisforcrf:; 
ablewayof  proceeding,  extremely  alarfn'd  the  Senate, 
ijvery  Body  laughing  at  their  Idlenels  and  Negligence ; 
and  at  the  Head  of  thofc  Ads,  where  the  Names  of 
thfiCpnfiUs  us  d  to  be  inCaib'd^me  unknown  Perfog, 
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blfletd  fACdtfar  2bA  BAtdus.  Wrote  Cahi  Cttfar  aAi| 
Juliui  Cjefsrfo  /hew  thtt  C<e>r  Govem'd  atone.  C<e^ 
having  Breed  himfelf  from  his  CoU^oe,  b^ancUe^ 
to  ^ly  him^  to  die  Efut*i  or  Xw/^/,  who  oiudi 
oouited  him;aid  baring  Fami'd  riie  Cuftotns, defir'ff 
an  Ahatemeitt  of  the  Rent  The  Senate  refiis'd  to  re* 
tnkany  dnng,bitt  he  fhordy  afto*  procur'd  the  Peo^e 
toshaK  a  minlPart,  Bythis  aad  o^r  W^s<pf 
gratifyiag  die  Common  ioit,  he  perfwaded  *em  td  dor 
ccee  the  Pforinceof  GWco  him  for  Fire  Years,  with 
foar  L^ioos,  for  he  defir'd  nothing  to  mudi  as  pefT 
formii^  Great  Expk^;  and  the  ranainingpart  of  the 
Year  he  ^lent  in  endeavouring  toeftafalifhtus  Imereft 
kr  the  tune  to  oomcTherdbre  knomng  how  cof^Nfe; 
rabis  a  Peticai  Pemftj  vras,  to  bind  mm  the  mont 
ftron^y^  gave  turn  his  Daughter  jFs/u  in  MairugCyi 
veiy  vemiotis  and  beautiful  Lady.  He  hkemSs  took 
"pare  tha  his  two  Friends,  Gaimmi  and  Pifij  Jhou'd  be

eternal  Itch  he  had  tobe  JelHng.  Tomfejr  nererthelefi 
afiur'd  him  of  his  ProteSitni,  ^av&C^fir  had  offer'd  to 
mate  Yaax  his  lieqcenant  in  his  G«/Acifc' Expedition,  ca 
whidi  Imfdoymenc  he  had  a  ftron^  IncUnadon  ,•  buc 
PM^iadvis'd  hiin  not  to  leave  Rame^A  Clod'm  foiuii) 
fixne  Artifice  to  delude  him  with  fufe  Ifopes  bf  R&> 
otndtiadon,  diac  he  mi^t  be  confounded  and  bom 
down,  b^re  he  was  lufficiendy  foifiUe  of  fais  Dao- 
^.In  fluMtj  aB  the  Wcu'ld  confiHr'd  to  fkcdve  him, 
ffld  that  iKerotn^  JFtx%tnent  aDdQ^ckne£  of  Appr&. 
faenfioe  fae  us'd  to  much  to  value  himUBf  upoajwhidi 
fiecame  akt^her  un&rviceabte  to  him  now,  and  he 
pp&*d  find  no  W^  to  avoid  the  Blow  when  it  came. 
C/h^ ,  by  Us  ^ftributtrais  of  Com  among  tho 
jPoor,  daily  grew  bigherintheFayour  of  the  People) 
lukl  afterwards-  pr^rr'd  a  Law  to  foihid  Water  and 
JFiieto  any  who  had  put  u> Death  any  JiotmnCitizen 
unheard,  which  amounted  to  as  mudt  as  BaniihmeRL 

Now  all  Perfbns  faw  the  Dai^er  which  direatned 
Cictroi  all  his  former  Conftancy  forfpok  him,  and  he 
wait  up  and  down  the  City,  folidiing  lus  Caufe,  in 
Momiung  Robes,  long  Beard,  and  unr^arded  Hair,' 
attended  By  20000  £^»(te/,fupplicating  iti  his  behalf  ^ 
bciides  many  young  Noblemen,  whom  he  had  taug^ 
the  Rules  of  Eloquence,  among  which  were  the  very. 
Sons  of  Craffus.  But  Chdiut  ftill  follow'd  wirii  a  Party 
pf  Solders,  infultingand  jsaring  him  with  the  Poor- 
'nt&  of  Ms  Spirit,  till  they  alniolf  came  to  throwingof 
Stones  at  each  other.  But  the  Refpeft  to  the  Sacro- 
/i»S-OfJice  hinder' d  C»«ro's  Side  from  returning  the; 
injuries;yet  neverrfielcG  rfie  Senators  defign  d  to  order! 
a  Gene^l  Moiiming,but  the  Confds  ftopp  d  diatDe^ 
bate,and  CloJm  fummon'd  'em  all  to  appear  before  the: 
Vopp\e,yfh^  Pifo  only  la^d^He  teckxo  dtUgbt  in  Cru' 
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eltj^  but  Gahhtiiu  immediat^  oondemn'd  wfiat  Cicmf 
had  done  as  to  Catilin^s  Con^aizcy.  Cicero  ^  laft  Retreat 
was  Pontfe/s  Faroor  who  was  iiAc  enough  to  have 
cbne  turn  Semccj  but  he  wou'd  have  oodiihg  to  do  in 
the  Matter;  and  when  CUenczmc  to  preferTld&  Cau& 
*otwn,hempt  oat  ata  Back-door  to  avoid  leeing  hitn. 
He  found  himfdf  now  redoc  d  to  the  laft  Ncceffi^ 
of  taking  up  Anns  for  Us  Defence,  wludi  he  might 
Iiave  done  lliocelsfitll y  enen^ ;  fcut  not  bdng  abte  V) 
bear  the  Bloodfhed  m  bis  Country-men,  he  relblv'd, 
upon  the  Adrke  icrf*  Cmo  and  the  reft  of  his  Friends, 
CO  wkhdnwr  bimfelf:  So  he  left  Rome  in  the  Night- 
dme,  and  went  to  Sicily.  After  his  Retreat,  Clodiui 
caus'd  him  to  be  banilh'd  by  the  Votes  of  the  People 
400  Miles  from  Italy,  demotiJhinghis  Villages  and  his 
Honfe,  cm  the  Plot  whereof  he  bmit  a  Teinpleto  Li- 
hirty.  and  let  his  Goods  to  Sal£.  00^0  was  Shortly  af- 
ter by  CioJiu/s  Means  fent  away,  under  Pretence  of 
^ding'hiih  Honour,  a^m&  Ptolemy,  King  cUCyfruii 
tucullus  had  retired  hiraieU"  from  the  Gty,  and  Craffui 
minded  only  his  private  Affairs,-  So  that  now  the

had  feiz'd  on  the  belt  Part  of  St^mma,^s]A  uled  the 
fohatnneits  with  intderable  Severiries  and  O^^rdf- 
fions.  The  Setfuanims  being  Rmum  Allies,  humbly 
.  beggdAffiftanceof  C.«/ir  as  aMan  of  undoubted  Re^ 

■  -nown  and  Valour,  who  firft  fent  to  Ar'un/lftm  with; 
Out  Succefi,  and  at  laft  came  to  a  peHonal  Enterview, 
where  Arievifiu/s  haughty  Language,  and  the  Trea- 
(dieiy  of  "fome  of  his  Trogs,  brouglit  both  Armies  to 
a  Battel  ftiortly  after.  Upon  the  nigh  Approach  of

But  at  laft  C^far  having  procured  a  Fleet,  attacked  the 
Pe?tefi  3C  Sea,  and  there  overthrew  'em;  Craffiu',  one 
of  his  Lieatenants,  the  mean  time  fubdu'd  the  Simtiar 
tei  with  the  greatdft  part  oi  Aijmtain^  as  Sabimu,  anO'-' 
therof 'em,  did  the  UnellifitnA  allthel^ri^me  Parts. 
Towardsthe  latter  End  of  die  Campaign,  C^ejar  march 'd 
Againft  the  Marini,  a  People  nigh  Cdats^  and  die  Mc- 
mfii  alfo  which  two  Nations  were  ftill  up  in  Arms. 
But  the  Seafon  being  too  fer  advancd,  die  Rains  and  • 
foul  Weather  fecur  d  'em  in  the  Forefts  and  Marflier, 
and  caus'd  Cafar  to  put  his  Men  all  iiuo  their  Winter- 
Qiarters,  which  eaded  his  third  V^tis  £xpediuon  in 

ew.  "  ffi  As- 
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^  HI.  As  Ce/^'jConqueftsdtablUb'd  his  Reputation  UC. 
ih  RotAt.  ft)  his  Humanity,  and  other  excellent  Qiialt.,698. 
ties,  ablolutely  gain 'd  him  the  Hearts  and  AfTedionsof 
his  Soldiers.  He  had  now  got  great  ftore  of  Wealth, ' 
by  which  he  n6t  only  ^ifcharg'd  his  DebtSj  but  like- 
wife  m^die  inanj'  great  Friends  by  his  Magnificent  Pre- 
lenfs,  e^fcdiflly  to  th^  Ladies,  corrupdng  alio  die  c^-  * 

idiles.  Priors  and  Conftds  thfimfelves.  In  this  Winter, 
he  paG'd  into  Italy  to  Luca,  where  he  took  up  his  Head. 
QiiarterSjWhere  there  was  fo  great  a  Cbncourfe  of  Pea-  . 

pie  to  pay  him  their  Refpafts,  that  200  Senators  were 
prefent  tc^ether,  and  fo  maiiy  Trators  and  Tro-confuti^ 
(hat  i2o  Bundles  of  Rods  were  fecn  there  at  a  time. 
Here  die  Triumvirate  took  new  Meafures,  and  C^far 
fearing  he  might  be  rccall'd  from  GW^procur'd  Pompe/ 

_  and  Crafia  to  endeavour  at  the  Cbnfulinip  the  follow- 
ing Year,  and  fo  continue  him  in  liis  Imployment  for- 
five  Years  longer.  This  Defign  was  fo  difpleafing  to" 
the  Senate  Jind  the  Diilemions  fo  violent  concerning^ 
it,  jhat  they  went  into  Monming  as  in  publick  Cala-- 
iniries;  faying,  That  the  Vrouidings  of  the  Triumvirate 
ivere  dtmgtroUs  to  the  Quiet  and  Liberty  of  Rome.  Cata' 
with  great  Eagemefi  fee  up  Domiitits  to  ftand  againff 
'em;  hatPompfy,  refolvjng  to  reriiove  all  Obftacles, 
fent  Icmie  Armed  Menagainft  Domitius  as  he  was  go^ 
ing  to  the  EletStion,  who  kiU'd  the  Slave  that  carry'd  ■ 
the  light  before  'era,  and  diiperS'd  all  their  Compa- 
ny, Cato  hunfelf  receiving  a  Wound  on  the  Arm,  and 
Domitiuj  hardly  efcaping;  And  thus  by  Fcfrce  and  Vi-f 
islence  bothPemp(y  and  CraJ/'ui  obtain d  the  Gonful- 
fliip.  The  People  (hordy  after  being  ready  to  give 
Cato  thfc  Prator-Jhif,  Pompey  pretended  ftrAnge  Prodi- 
gies in  Heaven,  and  dilimis'd  the  AiTemblyj  Then 
Corrupting  the  7r/^«  with  Money,  he  procur'd  'em  to 
chufe  Antiof  4nd  Vattnius,  Prater:.  Then  by  the  Affi- 
ftance  of  Trtblmius  the  Trihitin,  the  Cowjuls  procur  d 
Laws  Which  continu'd  Cttfar  in  his  Government  in:

Cafar  was  now  proceeding  in  Iiis  Fourth  Year's  Ex- 
J-,  fj  pedition,  which  was  employ  dagainft  feveral  Nations 
,'  '  ofGcrm«»j'jWhOjtotheNuaibcrof45oooobfallforts, 
•f*^'  being  driven  outof  their  own  Country,  by  the  Suevi, 
the  moft powerfuU  of  aE the  GCT-wftw^j  had  paGd  the. 
M^Tie  into  Gaul,  andforc'dtlie  Mmafn  from  their  JtS- 
bitations.  C^far  well  knowing  the  Levity  of  the  daiilsf 
and  tlieir  Readinefs  to  call  on  their  Yoke^  refdiy'd  to 
(ho'  heh  iiider  the  Germtmi  fettling  on  this  of  the  iJj'me. 
Andperctiv'd  thattl^e  GW^had  begun  fbtreat  witK 
'em,  he  diirtmbled  it,  and  antidparirig  theufual  Time 
of  taking  the  Field,  he  maicli'd  diredly  to  the  GnWwj, 
who  being  amaz'd  at  his  extraordinaiy  Difigencfe, 
&nt  AxnbaiTadors  to  him  concerninga'Xr?aty.\,J|e 
gave  'an  a  patient  Hearing,  and  favourable  AmWers, 
but  fiill  continu  d  his  Maidi  cowards  'em.  At  laft 
the  Articles  were  agreed  upon,  provided  Cafur  woii'd 
flay  tliree  Days,  but  He  woud  allow  'em  but'one; 
during  which  time  his  Cavalry  going  out  to' Forage, 
met  with  a  Party  of  G(rw.7»  Hone,  who  fell  furioiiny' 
upon 'em,  and  put  em  to  flight,  purfuing 'em  to  their 
very  Camp.  The  Girmam  faiding  their  principal  Of- 
ficers thenext  day  to  excufe  rhe  Fa£t.  C.efar  oaaind 
'em  Prilbners,  and  advandng  with  his  whole  Army 
towards  the  Enemy,  furprizd  emj'  andcut  ematlin 
pieces  j  after  iffhlch,  with  great  Skill  and  Induftry  he 
laid  aiiridge  ovevthe Rhine,  march  d  into  QtrmanjjTe- 
liev  d  the  Ui>ii^  granted  a  Peace  to  fuch  as  w^re  ^- 
ling  to  depofe  Hottages,  burnt  and  deftroy'd  the  reft,  - 
aiid  at  the  end  of  lii  £)ays  retum'd  into  Gaulj  brew- 
ing down  the  Bridge  behind  him.  , 

C^/fr  finding  he  had  time  this  Year  to  ufldertakea 

■    new  Expedition,  and  led  on  by  the  Greatnefs  of  his- 

Ccurage,  and  his  Defire  of  Glory,  relblv'd  to  cro& 

beas  into  liriiaiii ;  an  F-Uterprizslb  ver^  hazardouSj  thae

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fe\v  but  C*yir  wou'd  have  renoir'd  upon  it.  fiGsPre- 
^stiot  was  the  Britalns  fending  contmiial  Supj>Iies  into 
Caul  againft  the  Komans-  and  in  order  to  tm  Delign, 
fie  made  &xi^  Enquiriesof  die  Merchants  that  TraoM  ,  , 
thither,  what  kind  of  People  they  were,,  how  they 
made  War,  I  under  what  LaWs  they  liv'd,  and  whic^ 
>were  their  belt  Ports.  After  which  he  fent  Volufeus  to 
view  the  Codfts,  in  the  mean  time  fencEng  for  the 
Ships'  he  had  employ'd  againft  the  Veneti,  aha  rnakinr 
(Jl  other  neceflary  Preparations.  Upon  the  News  m 
which,  fevef  al  of  the  Brki^  Pfcople  fent  their  Ambaffa- 
dors.  with.Tokens  of  Submiffion,  whom  he  fent  back 
widi  good  Words,  and  with  them  Cornio,  the  better  to 
difcoTer  the  Country  under  that  Pretence.  But  Comia^ 
hot  daring  to  truft'the  Inhabitants,  continii'd  but  five 
.  Days  upon  the  Coalh,  and  th.en  retum'd  to  make  Re- 
tort of  what  he  had  dilcover'd.  C^efar  leaving  all  thing* 
m  Gaul  in  a  peaceable  Polture,  and  Suipkim  Rufiti  to 
fcuard  the  Ports,  put  to  Sea  with  two  Legions  and  part 
6f  his  Cavalry  after  Mid-night,  and  made  the  Briii^ 
"Coafts'  the  next  Morning,  where  he  found  the  Shores 
.  tover'd  with  Men  to  cppofe  his  Landing,-  and  finding 
it  imprat^cable  there,  he  faH'd  eight  Mites  further. 
TheretheJiowiWi/met  withgreat  Oppofirionjandwere 
mdangerof  being  driven  back,  till  the  Sts^ndard-Bea-' 
rer  of  the  tenth  Legion  boldly  Ici^j'da-Jhore  ;  and 
bdng  well  fiipported  by  C^far's  Diligence,  all  thtf 
Army  laftdedj ,  and  the  £nM»w  fled. 

The  l^itains  were  fo  terrify'd  at  the  Romam  Suc^ 
tefc,  that  they  fentto  defire  a  pfcaee,'  whidi  was  grant- 
ed*fim,  and  fome  Hoftages  deliver'd;  Bot  a  great 
Storm  arifihg  at  that  time,  miferably  fliatter'd  the  ' 
Tran^rt-Ships  lying  at  Andior/and  this,  with  Cafar's 
want  of  Provifions,  lo  incourag  d  the  firitains,  that  in- 
fte^d  of  folding  him  the  reft  of  their  Hoftages,  they 
march'd  with  a  powerftill  Army  againft  him;  who 
frrepting  with  one  of  the  Legions  abroad,  had  almoft 
fi^tfterf  'em,  bbt  Cafar  tfame  in  with  timely  Affi- 
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fiaiice,  and  brou^  ^em  off  fifely.  In  riiefe  Extras 
mities  Cafar  loft  no  dme  in  refitting  his  Ships,  procu- 
ring of  Proviiions,  and  lecurine  his  Camp  ,■  and  being 
afrefti  arcadc'd  by  the  flr(V«ji»,  ne  overthrew  'em,  ana 
burnt  many  of  their  Towns,  whicli  oblig'd  'em  again 
to  delire  aPeace.  Upon  which  he  requir'd  a  double 
number  of  Hoftagesj  and  findii^  the  Seafon  &r  ad- 
vanc'd)  faeasain  put  to  Sea,  and  retum'd 'to  (7W, 
■where  he  fcfely  landed,  only  two  Slnp^that  had  on! 
board  ?oo  Men  landing  a  little  lower,  were  fet  up<Hi 
by  the  Morini^  who  not  long  before  had  been  reccai- 
al'd  to  Caf'sr.  They  were  Toon  reliev'd,  and  Lakiet'^ 
Bw  wasfenttodiamfe  thc'Revoltersj  who  being  fe- 
i  ducd,  he  and  Cotta  harrafs'd  the  Country  of  the  .AftJ 

aapianj,  wlpo  had  hid  themfelves  in  the  Wobtfe.  After  " 
which  the  Rsm/m  Army   was  fent  to  didr  Winter- 
Quarters  in  BilgiMmf   which  liniih'd  C^/ars  fouttfa 
Years  Expedrion. 

'  Cie^rbeing  very  amblciocisofenlai^ii^the  iJoMMnt 
tominions  as  well  as  encreafing  bis  own  Reputation, 
rcfolvdupon  a  fecwnd  Expedition  into  5ir»(«»riiQ^next 
Spring,  and  made  all  necdiraryPrq>anitions  for  a^tho 
Natives  having  given  him  a  fiir  Pretence  by  breaking 
tildr  Articles  with  liim.  At  the  appointed  Time  he'ei^ 
bark  d  with  five  legions  and  ?  ooo  Horfe  ac  'kcius  St 
Calais,  andlanded  in  Briiain  without  Oppolition,  where 
he  fliortly  after  forc'd  one  of  their  Camps  with  good 
iuccels.  About  which  time  News  was  brought  him 
that  liis  whole  Navy  was  extreamly  indamag'd.with  a 
Storm,  andfomeofliis' Ships  loft;  which  made  him 
retire  bade  towards  the  Sea -coaft^wherewithvaft  La-' 
bour  and  Induftry  he  repair  d  moft  of  'em  in  ten  Days 
-  time,  and  wrote  to  Labitnui  to  build  more.  After  that  • 
he  march'd  againft  Cajjhvdaun  the  General  of  all.the  . 
Brii!Jh  Forces,  and  after  feveralMotions,and  abloody 
E^tei,  defeated  him,  which  fo  terrify "d  theEnemy,tha:

Ca0velam,  n<H-  ' 
withftanding  his  reputed  Valour  kej*  hJmieSf  to  the 
Woods  and  Foreftsi  and  finding  that  feveral  Towns 
were  furrender'd  to  Cafar,  and  particulaiiy  his  own; 
healfo  fenttohirafor  a  Tr^ty^ho  recdv'dhis  Sub- 
miffionj  took  Hoftages,  and  impos  d  a  certain  Tribute 
■  Vipon Britain:  Then iinding  the  Seafon  fer  adyancd, 
'  anrf«pprehending  thp  Danger  of  fome  Tumults  in 
G«(/,  he  crofi'd  theSea again,  bringing  backHs Army 
.  wirhmpdi  Gtory  and  Renown  ;  whtre  with  appea- 
iingiwiie  Diihirbances  in  tfaofe  Parts,  and  relieving 
fij-CATwoj  Brother  to  the  Orator  arid  one  of  his  Lienter  ' 
nShtSiwho  was  befiegd  by"the.£iimw«/,he,finift'd  his 
ftfeh'Year's  Expedition.      ' 

■  Tlie  nett' Year  Cafar  perceiv'd  that'  many .  of  the 
States  ofGWjtferedi^^'d  to  a  general  fofurreftion, 
in  a  great  meafure  upon  the  accouju  of  ahiaqjeife^ 
Settleihent  of  A&irs  Ae  kft  Year ;  whereupon  he  re- 
inforc'd  his  Army  with  diree  Rsmaa  L^ons,  and  as  > 
many  Auxiliariesai  hecou'dwell  procureJie.purfa'd 
his  Biifinefi  with  great  Vigour,'  and  operidthe  CaniT 
baign  focmer  than  ordinair,  tiiereby  to  bresJcj  or^  at 
leau  to  weaken,  thdr.  Umcffl.  He  fooft  fubda'd  and 
Feduc'd  feveral  Nations  ofthe  Gauh,  as  the  Nirvii  firft, 
and  Ihortly  after  the  Sencnet^  Canrntes,  and  the  Mena- 
piatu}  while  his  Lieutenant  £«£«»(«  reduc'd  all  die 
PeopJe^ibout  Triers.  Afiw  this  he  built  a' Bridge  and 
p^sd  the  SiwM  a  fecond  rimej  by  reafon  that  feveral 
of  the  Qtrmam  hati  enter'd  into  a  Confederacy  with 
the  Ci!*/j  j '"wrhere  after  he.  had  made  fome  Attempts. 
Upon  the  Smui  with  httlo.Succefs,  upon  the  account 
01  thar  flying  into . Woodsand  ihipalTable Places,  he 
turnM  his  Arms  againft  the  Ehmmes.  But  wlule  he  was 
raraging  their  Territories,  the  Sigamhri  croffiflg  the  ^,<  i- 
Rh'mt  fuddenly,  fet' upon  -Ckw/s  Camp,  kilL'd  many, 
andcaos'dagreatConftemariDn  among  his  Men,  but 
at  laft  wer9.&ircd  CO  lecireat  the ]^ews of  O/^r's 
.X  ;  Approach, 
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Al^injidi,  who  after  that  fell  a-frdh  upon  dia 
Country  of  the  Ehurtmes;  then  call'd  a  Coundl'iii 
GmI  for  the  Punifhment  of  all  RevoUers,  and  Jirovi- 
ding  hb  Anny  with  all  Ncceffaries,  drew  it  i^to  their- 
Winter-Quarters,-  and  fo  ended  Carfar&  iixth  Year's 
Expedition,  in  the  701ft  Year  (rf"  the  City.  *  -    ■  -  ■    > 

17.  c.  IV.  During  thefc  great  A^onsinGaul  Tomfty  and 

700,  Cri7j?(M,  upon  the  expiring  of  lileTiIneofthd^Cow/«/- 
_/fer^JJ  h^ui.to  take  care  about  thdr  feveral  Govcati- 
mems  that  were  allotted  'em.  Craffui  was  e^emely 
elevated  with  the  Tlioughts  ofhisExpedirion  mtoSy^ 
.  rw  and  PrfrfAw,  promifing  himfelf  greater  Sugcefs  a^ 
Glory  that  even  Pompey  himfelf:  TTierefore  he  was  ve- 
ry forward  and  diligent  in  his  Preparations.  The  Trt 
iwffe/  Bi^er'dtheraifing  of  Men  as  niuch  as  they  cou'dj 
and  laboured  to  repeal  the  Law^  raade;  for  t[](eir  £xr 
peditions.  Vemm-,  was  well  enough  fatisfy'd  (ending 
his  Lieutenants  into  his  Provinces,  being  unwilling  tq 
leave  the  City,  as  he  pretended,  becaufcoif  the  gene, 
ral  Charge  of  Pjovifions  committed  to  him ;  an 
Honour  which  Cictre,  .in  Recompence  for  his  Reftii 
tution,  had  procurd  him  ftom  the  Senate,  that  fo  hq 
might^  h^e  Authority  all  over  the  RemaH  Empira! 
But  CMjfijhetoek  himfelf  to  Force  J  which  whenthd 
jViiiwMfaw  themfelvesut^Ieto  withftand,  they  de- 
fifted,  but  leaded  him  witH  horrible  and  unheard^f 
Curies  and  imprecations,-  and  m^ny  exclaimed  againft 
it  as  an  unworthy  Thing  to  injure  the  P^Mmjm  wImj  , 
deferv'd  no  III  at  the  Komam  Handsj  but  w^e  now' 
in  Peace  with  'em.  But  Crejfuf  heeding  no  R^oa--

■  VoniDty  the  mean  rime  kept  himfelf  wholly  to  die 
City,ftill  pontrivinghowtp  make  himfelf  more  great 
snd  pQwerfuUin  his  Country:  But  the  Fame  pfC(«i 
]ar\  Cpnqupfts,  whis;h  dgily  fiil'd  the  City,  began  td 
■l-ivv  e  vpry  ongratefuU  to  ma,  who  feired  ©ottoig  fo' 
.  ■  •     --        "  '*-        ■    much 
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much  as  a  Rival  in  Jjoint  of  Glory  j  aiid  therefbi-fl  ht 
fe  himfelf  to  do  all  that  was  in  his  power  to  dtminilh 
^he  Reputattbn  oiCafar,  obliging  the  Magiftrates  not 
to  publifh  any  Letters  they  receiv'd,  till  he  had  for&. 
ftaU'd  the  Craiit  of  'tm,  by  fpreading  falfe  and  diC- 
advantageous  Reports.  This  gave  great  caufe  of  Trou- 
ble to  many  difcreet  and  wile  Penons,  who  forefav^ 
the  Miferies  that  wou  d  follow  from  a  Rupture  be- 
tween 1*0  fudi  Extraordinary  Perfonsfand  what  ftill 
anniented  thdr  Fears  was  the  Dearth  ctPompty'i  Wife 
Julia,  Daughter  to  Cafmr,  which  haprted  at  tnc  fam# 
timaPow^^moftpaffionacely  lov'd  her,  and  her  Wit 
and  Vertue  had  always  a  great  Afcendant  over  the 
tJilpofifions  both  of  Cafar  and  Pompey :  The  people  <tf 
Rome  gave  fuffidCnt  Teftimony  of  the  Rdlpea  they 
bore  her  by  puhlickDemonftrations  of  their  Sqrrowj 
(ind  when  Pontfey  wou'd  have  cirry'd  her  Body  to  one 
trf'hisHoufes  nigh  jAUra,  the  people  wou'd  not  ftflfer 
fe^  bur  hott  it  Jnto  the  Field  of  Mars,  where  they  bu- 
ry d  it  with  the '  greateft  Magnificence  imaginablei. 
Ffom  dus  Moment  Vemfey  refoiv'd  to  purfue  nothing 
but  hiS'OWn  particular  Advancement;  and,  for  the 
reftormg  himfelf  cothe  Favour  of  thePeople,  hecaus'd 
a  itately  Theatre  to  be  built  whidi  he  dedicated  by 
Plays  and  other  magnificent  Shews,  which  we/e'no 
ways  pleafing  to  Ck'tro,  as  appears  from  dne  of  his  B- 
biitles. 

Wiiile  Pempty  was  managing  his  Affairs  at  hohid, 
jmd  C</Jr  in  themidit  oiGaul,  Cra£in  was  purfuin^ 
bis  Ex[«(Stioii  with  all  Vigour.  In  his  JournW  lie 
march  d  through  Jtrufalem^  where  he  rifled  the  Tem- 
ple of  a  great  Treafure,  to  the  value  of  loooo  Ta- 
lents, which  Tompey  to  his  great  R^utarionhad  Ipar'A 
He4pent  many  JOays  in  weighing  the  Tredlire  of  the 
Idol  Goddefi  in  j^ienpolis  or  Ed.fia,  in  Syria  ^  and  in 
his  whole  Paflage  he  ftiew'd  more  of  CovetouCids 
than  Valouf,  liftmg  many  Men,  and  then  ditcharging 
^m  again  for  Money.  He  ykewifencgletSled  hisOp- 
X  4  portunidcs 
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Oj^pjtanitiesrf^llingnpondwPartiAwjtmprovided^   ' 
deipifs  d  the  FriendJliip  of  che  Anntnim  Kmg,  who 
gave  him  le«ve  to  pais  through  His  Country  to  Farhia, 
andtooknocareabout  the  rorefliingof  hisMenfome   | 
City  till  he  had  certain  News  of  the  JEnemy,  and  n^    ' 
le&ed  to  pals  down  the  River  Sthcia,  as  he  Was  ^    ' 
vis'd,  where  he  might  have  beai  %)ply  d  with  Pro- 
Tifionsby  Water.  This  latter  CpunicI  he  rejeded  by 
means  of  the  cuomrtg  Infinuations  oi  ^bgarus  theC^  \ 
fotniaa,  whp  having  forajerly  been  a  Friend  and  A!-   . 
ky  pf  the  Rommi,  was  now  in  the  Interefts  of  tiieP^r- 
thiani,  and  feeding  CraJJ'us  with  Money  to  rild  over 
Iiis  Treachery,  gave  "em  Noticeof  allthat^it'dinatbe 
JRoman  Camp.    -He  likewife  perfuaded. Ci-^/iu  toflay 
4 fide  all  Thoughts  of  Sekqias  and  Ctffipbm,  and  march    ! 
dire<9iy  againlt  Surmm,  the  P^rtA/^  General.    Thb 
iAdi'icc  hefollpw'd,  and  thereby  fijcftlofing  bis  Son,  a  J 
very  hopefijU  Youth,  he  himfelt  was  circumvented  by 
Sttratasy  under  Pretence  of  a  Treaty,  and  either  11^ 
hy  his  Enemia,  or  kill  d  by  Ibtlje  of  his  own  Mai,  to 
prevent  his  falling  into  their  Hands.

gain'd  by  Swords  andCIubs.  The  ConfuJs,  finding 
thendHves  debarr'd  by  the  Power  of  the  Triutmiwatt 
friOTi  waging  War  and  leading  Annies  as  fontiaf  ly, 
^ade  it  meir  fole  Bufine^  to  ennch  dien^elvei  out  dl 
the  PuMick  Revenues,  c^  from  the  Bribes  as  well  as 
die  Sallaries  depending  upon  their  Offices.  Pow^ 
cflnniv'd  at  all  this,  hoping  that  the  Intirmtdes  of  the 
State  wou'd  oceafion  nim  to  be  created  DiSatm-i  and 
fpr  that  reaibn  he  retir'dhimfetf  fora  while,  thathis 
Friends  might  have  a  far  Opportunity  o!  infihuadng 
rfie  Neceflity  of  hk  Prefence,  as  well  as  Authority, 
for  the  prderving  of  the  Peace  of  the  City.

After  this  the  Mutineers  diipersd  themfelves  alt 
over  the  Qty,  where,  under  pretence  of  fearchingfor 
Milas  Friends,  they  ajmmitted  the  moft  inlupporta- 
ble  Violen«s  imaginable  ^  fo  that  thewhole  Qty  was 
ifill  d  with  Murthers  and  Q:arrels,  rill  no  Body  durft 
walk  die  Streets  unarm'd.  '    ' 

Thefe  fetal  Mift^icfs  tum'd  all  Mens  £v^  npon 
Pamp^j  as  the  fhteft  Perfbn  to  redrels  all  j  but  Miile

.  by  many  Pcrfwafions,  procur'd  die  Senate  to  iiiAs 
him  Cm/ifl  atone,  that  fb,  if  occaflon  were,  he  mi^t 
be  afterwards  accountable  for  any  Male  Adtniniftra- 
don.

Ids  AccotnpUihmencs  diiln  Beauty.  This  coofMerably  , 
itxengchen'd  Pwtpey's  Interefts,  who  there&re  now  - 
thou^t  }t  no  ways  difficult  to  oreiriirow  the  For- 
tunes of  Cjff/tfr,.  waiting  only  till  Affair9.were  ibme* 
what  more  ripe  for  Execnticai:  Ekit  Cafar^  by  bis 
iareat  Policy  and  Induftiy,  by  his  noble  Exploits  st- 
broad,  and  his  bountiiiil  Prefents  at  home,  fHll  fja- 
cur'd  himself  a  fuSi<;iait  Party  in  tiie  City.  He  caus'd 
a  New  Ferum  to  be  (ct  up  at  Romti  the  Flooe  whetet^ 
coft  him  looaoo  Selterces :  He  gave  aUb  to  die  Peo- 
ple cQrtun  Plays,  and  a  Publick  Feaft ,  in  Adoiow- 
ledgment  of  the  Honours  done  to  his  Daughter  Julia, 
bfljo^likew^a  particular  Incdiirager  of  Learning.  At 
thij  Qme^in^ngniany  odier  Leam'd  Kfen  fkmrifli'd  5«* 
hififi  mpft  exc^eht  Hifimanf  both  for  matttr  aadfiile, 

C«y<9- had  now  almoflcotnpleated  hisConquefh  in  ^  ^' 
GMl,when  the  TroiUiles  in  Ri>mi,aad  hisAblence,oc-  *  * 
cafion'd  many  of  the  Katicms  to  endeavour  once  more  '  ' 
the  Kecovery  of  didr  Liberty,  purfuing  thdr  Dcfignt 
w^  Greater  Vigour  than  ever,chufing  VeniKieterix , 
for  their  GeneraLCis/^r  revolving  to  lofenotim^irc'd 
hii  way  over  the  Mountains,  thi^gji  vatt  deep  Sno  ws, 
^d  a^F:  fome  various  SuQce£  againft  the  Enemies  nii- 
meroBS  Armies,he  overthrew  Ftrcffigetmx,v/ho,  upon 
that,  redr'd  to  yJ/y£»,  a  Oty  of  die  MaadkhH,  fliuning 
himfelf  up  with  no  leG  than  80000  Men,  and  made 
tilL/ieceifary  Provifions  for  a  Siege.  Cafar,  notwith-  ' 
jading  the  Hazzard  of  fuch  an  Attempt,  Ihortly  af- 
ter iijyefted  the  Place,  and  here  he  fliewd  an  admirji.

Geacrc^ty,  and  his  ^k)bIe  At^ns^  had  entirely  en- 
gag  d  the  Affe^ons  of  his  Soldiers  to  him,  who  ill 
lov'd'hiih  alnfoft  to  Adoration.  Again,  a  great  many 
of  the  Senators  fiood  oblig'd  to  mm  for  cohfiderabltf 
Sumffls  of  Money,  whidthehad  lent^on  without  In^ 
terdt',*  he  entertain  d^  with  Magnificence^  alt  fuc^  ts. 
femr'd  under  him^  even-to  the  verySlaves  j  andhis  Ap* 
my  wss  4  Reftige  to  all  manner  of  Criminals^and  fudi 
to  were  mudi  in  Debt,  a  great  many  ofwlschhe  dif> 
chargdat  hisown£xpence;buEforfi)niewht^Debts 
were  iargsr  than  ordinary,  he  us'd  to&y,  Itat  mt  CU 
V'd  War  wmldmakt  ail  even.  All  this  was  done  stGauft 
-£xpence,which  might  occafion  diis  OMervation,  That 
C^Ar  Corner  d  th€  Gtuls  with  the  Kcumm Stal/mdtbi 
Romans  wah  the  Gallick  Gold^  Pomfey  had  obferv'd^ae 
Citfar'miasConfuljhif  had  rendred  himfcif  veiy diftaft- 
ful  to  the  Senate,  therefore  he  made  it  his  Bufmels  b^ 
his  outward  Carnage  and  £ur  Demeanor  to  gain  tbeir 
Favour,  which  he  iSdwith  good  fucceis.  Cajarwas  z-

Confl^jWho  were  t/£tmUits  Padut  zaaCalidiiu  Mar-  , 
eillujy,z  Kinihian  aS  Marcus.  Now  every  one  wkh 
gfcac  In^>adence  emeded  to  find  how  the  Conllils 
wou'd  dedare  dienuelvie^j  the  firft  had  been  weUie- 
Cur'dbyalaigePR&ntffl  ifooTalents{iron>  C^far^ 
but  Cdidms  was  dt^s  Enemy,  dnd  bong  caf ry 'd  oa 
kiy  the  &me  SgHik  with  his  Kinunan  Matcus,  foildw  a 
jlub  his  Me^ods.  Curio  was  Ukewife  one  of  the  Tri- 
bunes^ Perlbn  of  the  hi^eft  Fame  for  his  Eloquence 
iiod  Pleading,  and  of  great  Pans  and  Refoludon.  but 
now  mudi  bumien'd  with  Debts  both  for  himfelf  and 
odiers,  and  pardcularly  for  Marcus  jlntonius^oasx^bis 
CoU^ues.  Ctirio  had  been  one  of  the  moft  violent  a- 
gainft  Char's  Iniercft  ,•  but  Cafar,  Who  wdl  kneto  all 
his  unhappy  Circumftances,  quickly  found '£  Way  ,t^ 
bring  him  over,by  fumiihing  him  with  Means  wqtiit, 
himldf  of  thofe  Incumbrances.  Curio,  ^fter  this,  made 
life  of  PraiStices  very  refin'd,  forbearing  \o  dedire  him- 
felf of  Cafar  s  Party,  the  b^er  to  pento^te  the  Ele- 
$gns  of  the  other  Party,  and  after  that,  fought  an  Op-' 
portunity  to  break  with  Tomfey.

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taWd  from  their  GovemnKttts  togttber.  All  aMwrflCOdcd 
the  McjtaingofthispropofiJjaiidPow^'s  Friends  be- 
gan to  be  vexy  troableiome  to  Cwno,  pamcuiarly  j4f~ 
ftHSjonc  of  the  Ctnfon^v/ho  thream'd  to  expel  him  tfie  ^  ■ 
Seijate,and  propos'd  it  in  one  of  the  AJTembUes.  Cmh  ■ 
fiibmitted  to  any  Thingdecreed  againft  hJmfelf  in  par- 
ticular, but  wou  d  yield  to  notiiing  where  C«ef<ir%  In- 
tereft'  lyas  ftracls  ut,  and  die  CoiSd  t^mlm  Sxtu'd 
him  from  the  Ai&ont  .offer'd  hini  by  ^p^/K/. 

Curio  reiblving  not  to  b^  difoourag'djiiade  the  fame: 
Propolal  to  the  People  as  he  had  &i\e  to  the  Seiute, 
Which  was  receivd  with  the  ^^eft^pLuiIe  imagi- 
nafcle;  andasafiiitherTeftimony  of  their  Satisfin^on, 
tl^ey  gave  Power '(oC,«/ar  todeinand  the  Cenfu^if 
withc»memqving  out  of  his  PfovincfrThis  caus'd  P»»- 
fey  to  leave.  tl}e  City,  under  pretence  of  going  to  his 
Govei??meric ,  bia  ',lw  reaUy  went  no  further  than  a 
Country jSpi^e  of  hls^  where  felling  fickjtie  Wrote  ta 
the  St^^^hat  be  ■mat  rea^  te  ttfi^  all  bis  Emfhymtnti 
■  ^ben, Cadlar  2id  tbe  liktf  whiqb be  iitoud  cetifirm  upon hm 

^pfftffB^e.Rome.  Curia  immediately  took  this  Advan- 
tage,and'toId  him.  It  was  bisDuty.io  iegin  what  btgro^ 
Pos'd^  ^d  he  wi)u4  engage  tha(  hiiEtaimfie  Jhaii'd  hefoU 
/ojyy^^ppfar.The  N^ter  was  then  publickly  debated, 
^ut  ended  only  i"  •'O  Qrder,  that  two  Legions  ihou  a 
pe  drawn  outcf  C«e/4r'sand_Pcff»ff/s  Army  to  befcnt 
3g^ft  the  Tarthlans}  and  this.was  only  to  weaken  C^- 
pr's:  Ajmya  for  Pompej  liitewile  demanded,  the  Le^on 
which  he  had  formerly  lent  him.

.  ivhtntver  they  recover'd  this  fide  of  tbt  Aip^-TlmKela.tion 
gave  Pemfey  great  Confidence/o  that  Cicero  c6u'd  not 
behbard:  And  wlien,heafcerft'ardsask'dF0mp9'whac 
Forces  he  had  tbpppofe  Citfar,  his  Anfrt'qr  was,  Tlat 
he  Tieed  kut  fiamp  vitB  Eh  Foot,  and  an  Ar^nf  ivtrndfiari 
Mttftbi  Eafik  Many  of  the  Senators  began  to  talk 
very  meanly  of  Cafar^cl  Cato  himfelf  fcornfuUy  de-

Cefar  often  Writ  to  the  Senate,  to  defirc  to  be  con- 
tidii'd  in  his  Govemmeat  as  Tom^  had  been,or  be  re- 
call'd  both  at  the  iame  time,  or  elfe  be  permitted  to 
ftand  for  the  Confulihip  by  Proxy.  Thefe  Propofals' 
being  rejefted,  he  re^pafrd  the  Al^s  with  his  third  Le- 
gionjand  March'd  to  Raveima,  from  whence  he  Writ 
A  Letter  to  the  New  ConfuIs,ComefiiM  Lrtitulus  and  Clo^ 
dius  Marcellus,  *herein,  after  an  horiour^e  Mention  , 

'  made  of  his  own  Exploits,he  fignify'djJJ&iif  be  iuama- 
dy  to  tejipt  aSbis  FoVftrJncafePonipey  diitbe  like;  otber~ 
•mlfe  tbey  might  rtafenably  expeif,tbat  be  cbtt'dnot  be  wbd- 
ly  infenjible  ^  the  Injury  that  would  be  done  bifhy  as  well  as 
bis  CoantryGrcat  Debates  and  violent  Diffentions  were' 
Tffls'd  about  tlus  Letter  ^  but  after  a  long  time  ipent,  a 
Decree  was  at  laft  iffu'd  out.  That  Grfar  (hmi'd  disband 
bit  Forces  within  fucb  a  time,  and  if  be  refund  Obedience, 
bejhoi^d  be  declar'd  anEntmy  to  the  Common-wealtb.  And

diredly  to  Arimmum,  and  poHels'd  himlelf  of  it  with* 
out  Rcfiftaxice:  lb,with6oodMen  onlyhe  b^an  that 
iamousWar,  fending  orders  to  the  relt<^  his  Troops 
to  follow  with  all  poffible  Diligwice. 
.  This  unexpefftedEmerpriK;  gave  moftdrcadfiillAp^ 
preheniions  to  the  City  of  Rome,,  every  ops  ima^ning 
Cafitr  at  the  Gates  with  all  his  Army  j  and  it  was  aa 
odd  Confufion  to  fee  the  Country  Pojple  runhing  to ' 
the  City  for  Safety,  and  the  Citizens  flying  into  the 
•Countiy  for  Security.  T&mpty  himfelf  w  as  amaz  d,  and 
Ckero  under  great  Difficulties,  asapp^'d  by  his^j^ftls 
apou  this  Occafion ;  but  what  was  the  greateft  Trouble 
to  Powfty,  was  the  biting  and  reflecling  Words  of  many 
of  his  own  Party  ^me  laying  Indifcretion  to  hischarge^ 
Others  In  juilice  ^  and  Favtmius, .  a  ta-ack-brain  d  Philo^ 
fopbcF,  and  a  pretended  Imkator  of  C<io,  bad  luia 
ftamp  with  his  Foot  and  produce  his  Armies  as  ha  kvi 
'promisd.  Ac  laft  frnpej  told  'em,  Thn4h«^  S"^d  mt, 
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■ivmt  Ml  Aynvf  i^^Mf-wcudfoSffsv  Umi  That  if  v«  »e/- 
'  ther  their  .Houfts  nor  their  "Protlincrs  tbat.coud  infpire  'em 
hfiththe  Ijyve  of  Vertm  and  of  Liha^y,  hut  Men  of  Ho- 
iictirmightjind  it  in  all  Retreats^  and  that  their foUowinr 
iiim  woud  he  the  onh  Way  to  put  'em  in  a  Condition  ofre- 
itfmirtg  io  their  Houjes  with  Glory.  Thz  conilderadon  of 
die  prefeit  Dinger,  made  'era  refolve  tb  quit  rhe  Ci- 
ty,* lb  the  Coniiils,  and  atmoft  all  the  Senate  with'  , 
^reat  Precipitation  foUow'd  him  to  Ca^ua^  where  were 
the  twb  Legions,  which  Cafar  had  fent  from  Gaul. 
Fmtvey  .with  all  Diligence  puthis  Affairs  in  order,  and 
itiblv  d  to  rttire  towards  Brundufiam.  He  Idft  £.,  D(r 
tmtiui  in  Ca^nium,  and  Ckero  to  Command  in  Capita.' 
Whttreceiv'd  his  iajmrnidioh  wirh  Ibme  Rdtidancyy 
Pompey's  Affjurs  feem'd  to  be  iii  a  better  Pofture  by 
.  C^iienui's  leaving  Cafar,  and  coming  over  tb  him, 
iiWiich  he  did  ypcm  iome  Difcontent,  expefSing  to . 
t&vc  berai  made  equal  with  Cafar.  Cafar  fcem'd  Kt- 
ile  to  v^lue  that,  but  either  through  Policy  or  Gene-" 
rofityy  fent  all  his  Monfey  and  Equipage  after  him. 
Still  P6mpey  thought  it  molt  convenient  to  feridxo  Ca-< 
far  with  Propofals  of  Accommodation,  which  ht  diS 
by  Luoiui  Cafar  his  KinfmSn,  and  Rofcius  the  Pr/etor.  . 
But  tht  Demands  on  both  fides  cou'd  not  be  am-eed 
upon,  fi)r Pempey's  Bufmefs  was  only  to  gain  'Iime> 
having  his  chief  Reliance  Hpon  the  Forces  ofthe  Eafi^ 
Wlrich  were  abfolutely  in  his  Intereft.  Cafar  too,  de- 
bending  upon  the  Valour  and  AffeiSions  of  his  Soldi- 
ers,.had  no  Defign  of  fitting  his  Arms,,  but  only 
to  make  it  appear  as  f^rty  as  he  cou'd,  that  he  hsut 
taken  "em  up  with  Juflice. 

Cafar  how,  wttoutlolinganyfiirther  Time,  feiz'd 
bpon  the  Towns  oi^icenHm,  which  lay  in  his  Way,  and 
in  a  very  fliort  time  became  Mafler  of  all  that  Pro- 
VinCR  Ttjis  Progrefs  redoubled  the  Fears  at  Rame^ 
itod  Lttttulusy  who  was  come  back  tofeizethe  publick 
Treafure,  was  crf>iig  d  to  betake  himfetf  to  Flight.  In 
the  mem  time  the  twdftti  Le^on  came  to  joyn  Ca- 
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far.  who  mardied  to  Jfculvm,  wfadi  Lent  this  had  pofi 
fefi'd  himfelf  c^  widi  ten  O^om ,'  bvt  upon  C*e/ir*s 
Approach,  retreated  in  Confufion,  a  great  part  oihis 
Soldiers  deferring  him,  as  they  had  done  Cwto  not 
long  brfore.  C^efiir  m&rdi'd  diredly  after  Vempey^  not . 
offering  to  attadi  tiomty  as  knowing  it  wou  d  Sill  of  , 
Courie  to  the  Conqueror  j  jand  the  firft  Place  that 
made  any  Refiftance  was  Carjimumj  the  MetKffiolis 

,  of  the  Country  of  the  Pe/(^,  which  was  pt^efs'd  by" 
Dtmnlut^viho  had  lacdy  rais  d  2  o  Cohorts  out  of  dicM 
Parts.    Now  as  this  was  the  firft  Town  that  durit 
make  head  againll  C^tfgr,  all  Paibns  with  great  inn   '■ 
patience  expedcd  the  Succcfs  of  the  Enterpriza     Ca^ 

■  jar  made  his  A|^roadies  with  two  Legions,  and  was 
engag'd  by  five  Cohorts,  who  defended  a  Bn^e  a- , 
bout  three  Miles  from  the  City^  but  were  fbon  drt-   , 
Ten  back  to  the  Gat^  of  Cerfimum,  which  thereupon 
■  was  immecUately  invefted.    Domitius  prepar  d  himfdf 
for  a  vigorous  Defence,  and  wrote  to'  ftmpey^  That  , 
WW  be  had  a  fair  OppBrtimity  to  htm  in  Cirfar^  « iMCu'd 
come  uf  i  That  it  wou'd  mt  be  for  bit  Repktfitim  to  Jeaiit 
ft  many  Smafori  and  Knights  which  ivere  Jisw  bfjieg'd,  m 
veil   Of  fo  many  Soldiers,  to  the   Mtrcy  of  the  Emmi 
Vomfey's  Anfwer  was.  That  he  ivas  not  then  in  fi  Cm£^ 
tion  to  batiard  all  in  a  Battle;  avhat  Domitius  had  etvag'J   i 
himfelf  in  Corfinium  cofitrary  to  his  Opinion,  and  thertfort 
he  ought  te  think  tf  makivg  as  fak  and  fpedy  a  Retreat    - 
es  vas 'po0le. .  Upon  this.Refufal  it  was  that  Ckot,  * 
became  fo  angry  .with  Ti-ompey^  as  appears  from  one 
of  his  Epiftles  to  jitticus. 

Domitius  conceal'd  Ftmpe/s  AnfweTj  giving  pot ,  J 
that  Fomfey  wouM  bring  ipeedy  Relief:  out  at  d« 
fame  time  confult^  with  his  Friends  how  to  make  a 
private  Retreat  j  which  brafig  at  laft  difcover'd,  hjs  j 
Men  feiz'd  on  him,  and  fent  to  Cjefary  offaing  to  de-  ■ 
liver  him  up-,'  and  furrender  die  Plaqe*  Caf»r  conclu-  I 
ded  the  Ofier  ought  not  to  be  rejeded,  but  however  j 
kept  his  Men  from  entering  tMt  Nighr,  to  preveit 

all 
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all  Violences.  Lmtulm  being  in  the  Tpwn,  came 
out  to  him,  and  humbly  begg  d  Pardon^  putting  him' 
io  niind  of  thdr  Anicicnt  FriendUiip^d  acknowledg- 
ing the  many  Favours  he  had  formerly  receiv'd  at  Ws 
Hands.  Cfefar  interrupting  hinij  told  himjT^irf  he  came 
ijot  from  bif  Province  to  'mjurt  omMan^  kttfar  bit  own 
Seatrityj  and  the  Rejtorattm  of  rAeTribunes  Office,  and  the  • 
LthrtycfKoim.  Z,e»{«/«/fiifficieritlyingourag'd  by' this 
Ajifwer,  defir'd  leave  to r^um  into  the  Town  to  give 

■    the  Ukp  Encouragement  to  others  who  w^rc  now  de- 
foerate  as  to  thdr  Fortunes  j  and  the  next  day  C^far    . 
lent  to  the  Seoatari  and  Knights  who  were  in  Town,, 
wirfi  their  Childi-en,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Garrifon 
to  come  forth.    AU  thefe  he  protefted  from  the  Info 

-  lence  of  the  Soldiers,,  and  having  a  litde  infifted  upon 
?ii$  Point  bflngrarittide,  he  gave  'email  their  Liberty 
-  to  go  where  they  pleas'd  J  and  to  ftiew  that  he  as  little 

'■    fought  after  Money  as  the  Lives  of  his  Enemies,  he  re- 

■■  fiat  d.  to  Vomiftus  ««Doo  SefterceSj  which  he  had  d»T, 
pofited  in  the  Bank  at  Cerfiniumy  tho'  he  was  fatisfy  d 
that  it  was  publick  MonCT,  and  ^ven  out  by  Pompej  to, 
pay  Soldiers.  He  caus'd  Domitius  s  Men  ^o  take  the  Mir 

,  litary  Oathtohimfelf,  and  after  feven  Daysrelpiteat 
Corfiniumjas,  niarch'd  through  the  Confines  of  the  Msr- 
fucini,  Tarmfini,  and  Larinatu^  and  tt^n  enter "d  Afuliff. 
Temejf  having  Intelligence  of  what  pafs'd  at  Cerfi- 
nittntf  immediately  retreated  to  Brtindufium,  where  (h^ 
Confuls  ftrait  embark 'd  for  Dj(>raihtam  in  Efiruj  with 
thirty  Cohorts^Poffiye/  continuing  in  the  Town  with 
tw«ity  others. '  Ca(ar  iKonly  after  arriv'd  before  the 
PlacCj  and  having  taken  Mdgim  an  Engineer  o(Pom- 
fe/s/redy  fet  him  at  Liberty,  with  Orders  to  tell  his 
Crcneralj  That  it  might  be  for  the  Common  Inter  (fi  of'en^ 
hotby  at  weS  ostbeGoodefiBe  ReftfbUck,  far  thefti  two  have 
an  EntervieWy  and  vet  to  truft  Matters .  to  a  third  Pcfjon, 
Magiui  brought  him  no.  Aiifwer  hack,  which  caus'd 
Cajar  tqendeavpur  the  Blocking  up  die  Entry  of  the 

■  PiMt.    Tp  diis  pmppfe  be  ord«°tl  9  Bajik  or  Dam  ta 
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ber^'doneac^iSidetheHavenj  whereitwasn^rrow- 
e&,ind  the  Water  ihallow  ^ough;  but  where  k  was  too 
deep,hecaus"dieverai  V^elstobefaftnd  tog«her  tliir- 
ey  Footfquare,raoor*d  with  Anchoiis  at  each  dbmerjand 
p!acedtheni,overagainft  the  Entry  of  the  Havenj  withi 
DefigntoFormalortof  aStaca^e  or  Chain:  Hie  firft. 
Bridge  of  thefe  Veffels  was  cover  d  with  Earth  and 
green  Turf,  that  the  pefendents  might  have  6nn  Foot- 
ing to  fight  upon,  and  the  two  Sides  were  f  umiih'd  with 
•  Hurdles  in  the  nature  of  Parapets,  and  every  fourdi 

■  tloatcarry'd  a  Tower  two  Stories  high,  to  defend  th<i 
Works  from  Attacks  and  from  Fire.  It  w^s  eaitie  tq 
judge  for  what  £)engn  all  this  great  Labdur and. Pains 
was  underrakcn,  therefore  Pwwwy  endeavour  d  to  niiq 
the  Works  and  to  that  purpole  made  -ufe  of  feverstf 

■  Merchant-Ships  that  were  then  in  the  Haven  j  upQ^ 
whidi  he  rais  d  Towersof  three  Stories  high,  fiirmJh'<| 
jvith  Engines  and  all  forts  of  Darts.  Thfle  hefent  a.- 
gainft  Gafar's  Veflels, hoping  to  feparate  em,  aridhin- 
der  the  Cxjntinuarion  frfthe  Work,whidi  occalion'4 
daily  fome  little  Skirmiiha  with  Darts  and  Arrows. 

Ctffar  was  fUll  fotwajd  enougji  to  come  to  an  A<>  . 
commodadon,and  Ibntto  have  an  interview  wtth  Fom- 
fty,butAni\vei  was  retain  d,T7Mt  the  GmfuisheMgaifeni 
'"  no  Trovtfiiicns  (f  that  kindcoudhf  receiv'd.    Frofn  tfaij 

time  he  fet  his  Thoughts  wholly  upott  th?  Wit,  half 
Ill's  Eufineis  being  already  complcated,  by  "reafons  the 
Veliels  which  tranfported  die  Confuls  >vere  renira'd 
from  Vyrracbium,  which  Opportunity  Tempey  thoug[tt  ■ 
fit  to  make  uC;  of  for  withdrawing-himfelfjand  to^ 
cure  his  Retreat,  hecaus'd  all  the  Gates  of  the  City  to 
be  wall  d  up,  and  fcveral  Houies  to  bede^nolifli'd  in 
,  the  crofsStreets.  TheAvenuesof  thePprt  were  cutoff 
by  certain  Pits,  fill  d  with  Staiies,  and  cpverd  with 
■Hiirdles  and  Earth,  two  only  being  iefr  free,  and  thpfij 
ftrongly  defended  with  Paliiado  s  and  JoyltSj  plantet^ 
after  the  manner  of  Fraize.  After  thefcPrecai;tioils,hc 
ca^d  his  Spldiers  to  embarfe  with  sll  imagiiabl?  S|{ 
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knoe,  leaving  only  fome  Archers  and  SHngers  upon  the 
Walls,  who  were  order'd  to  make  their  Retreat  in  finaU 
Boats  on  puroofe,  as  Soon  as  his  Soldiers  were  got  on 
Board.  The  Inhabitants  (rf  the Town^ provok  dby  the 
Kuin  of  their  Houfes,  sdvis'd  C*^  m  their  Retreat, 
V(ho  immediately  pirt  his  Trbc^  into  Order,  and  or- 
der'd Ladders  co  be  planted  at  rfie  fame  Moment  thaC 
Powm^fhou'd  avethe  Si^al  to  his  Archers,  who,  not- 
withltanding,  fec«r'd  their  Retreat  by  certain  private 
,i*a^s  which  they  were  acquainted  wjth:  SothatPew- 
fy  got  all  hisTroopsonBoardj&imirtediately  weigh  d 
Aji^or:  Cic/ir'sMengotoverthe  Walls,  and  had  fal- 
len into  the  Pitsprepard  fpr  'an,  had  notrimdy  War- 
ning froni  the  Iiihabitants  prevented  it.  This  was  aeon* 
•  fi^rable  flop  to  'era,  but  not  fo  great  but  they  had  time 
enough,  with  fomp  jGnall  VeiTeh,  to  feizeupon  two  of 
Tompef^  Ships,  which  through  haft,  had  run  themfelves 
fr^xMind,  while  the  reft  made  what  Sail  they  cou'djand 
j&vd  thanfeJves.

C(f/<w.fin(Mng  hecou'dnot  follow  Pom^^forwant  ■ 
pf  Shipping,  refclv'd  to  pafi  oyer  into  Stain,  to  "drive . . 
Out  Tempty  s  Troops,  all, old  Soldiers,  under  the  Com- 
mand of  ^»»((«  and  P«fr«tfJi  but  firft  he  defign'd  for  ' 
Xflww,  to  fettle  there  fcme  Sort  of  CjQvernment.  He  Uke^ 
wifefent  a  confiderable  Foree  into  Sicily  and  Sardivia. 
^e  one  kept  by  Cato,  and  tht  other  by  Awdim  Cotta^yit 
both  were  abandon  d  by  them  ufwn  the  Arrival  of  C<e- 
-  fars  Troops.  Cafar  in  his  Journey  to  Rome,  gave  Cicero 
aVilit  but  COL 'd  not  perfwade  hini to  go  thither  with 
hJm,tho*  much  Civility  pa£'d  between  -em.  Upon  his ' 
arrival  at  Rome,  he  compos'd  a  Body  of  fuch  Senators 
as  he  found  there,  and  call'd  diem  tbs  Simte ;  and  when 
they  were  ^flanbled,  made  'em  a  plaufible  Speecli  in 
juitificarionof  allhis  Adions;  then  he  proposdthe 
j^nding  of  Amb^adours  to  -Pompsy,  but  Aading  noue

tf^ar.  To  which  C^efar  r^ly'd.  That  Jrmt  and  Lamsfel* 
iom  agreed.  v/eS  together ^  and  that  be  bad  rtnurv^  the  for", 
mer  Reafms  by  reducing  aU  Gaul  to  the  Roman  Obe~ 
Settcf;  and  immediately  went  to  the  Doors  crf"theTrea. 
fiuy  ^ut  the  Kcyscou'd  not  be  found,  whereupon  C^m 
ientto  the  People  tohreak  open  the  Locks^  snd^vhen 
Afoei'iwhadftititheBoIdnefstodi^teicwith  hiin,ina 
great  Ragehelaidhis'Hand  upon  his  Swordjthreatning  ' 
to  kill  him,  with  thefe  words;  Knmv,yoimg-  Man f  bat  tt  i 
harder  fur  vte>to  fay  this  tbap  to  do  it:  Which  fc  terrify'd 
MeteUm,  thu  he  retir*d  C^far  tocAi  out  ^ooo  pound 
^wdghtofGoldoutoftheTreafury,andeverafia*tbat,, 
hadthe  Treafury  at  his  Command  in  all  his  Wars. 

After  tlus  Cajar  departod  from  KoMe  upon  InS'  Sfo- 
nijh  Expedidon,  and  knowing  all  Peitpe/s  Orcumibn- 
ces,  laid  with  his  ufual  Confidence,  Tt»n  he  vient  tofini 
■  an  Army  'witbout  a  Gintraly  and  tbtvie  wou'd  corue  hack  to 
fnd  a'  General  without  an  Army.  He  recpv'd  News  in 
Provence,  that  the  People  of  Maefeiltes  had-refolT*d  toi 
refufehun  Entrance,  tim-t>omttimshkA  got  thither  widi 
ieven  Gallies  fill  d  with  Slaves,  libemoes,  andPea- 
(ants  that  belonged  to  his  Lands,  and  that  the  Marfe-^ 
iUiam  had  call'd  down  all  ths  Inhabitants  pf  the  nei^i^ 
bouring  Mountains  to  thdr  Affiftanca  When  Cafar  . 
Jent  to  em  to  fubmit,  they  retum'd  for  Aufwer,  That 
they  refeh*d  to  take  fartmth  tu'nber  Ctfar  no-  Ppmpey, ' 
to  both  v'bam  they,  bad  e^ual  Obligations.  Cafav'  tncchfed  . 
at  their  Proceedings,  immediately  bdi^'d  the  Town  " 
with  three  Legions,  and  order^  twelve  Ships  of  War 
tobebuilt  atj^/e;,wiuchwerecornpIeatedin  aMondi, 
and  brought  b^ore  MarfeiSet,  C^fir  fiadiogt^e  Si^. 
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like  to  be  very  tedious ,  left  D.  Brvtus  to  0(»nnuiid 
rfie  Ships,  and  C.  Trehcnhu  to  carry  on  the  ^ege,  and  fb 
departed  for  Spain  with  all  j^seed, where  Fahiui^vrhom 
he  had  fent  before  ,  joyn'd  him  with  three  Lepons  , 
which,  together  vrith  his  own  Foroos,  made  a  noble 
Army.  Upon  a  Report  in  diat  Country^That  Fem«nr 
was  coming  by  Way  of  Mam-'aama  to  Command  ms 
Troops  in  Perfbn,  Cjtfar  us'd  extream  KUgence  j  aa^ 
to  afliire  himfelf  of  his  Men^  be  Borrow'd  Money  of 
fill  his  OfHcers,  which  he  Diftributed  among  his  Solv 
idiers,  by  that  means  engaging  his  Officers  by  thdr 
own  Interefts,  and  his  Soldiers  by  hb  liberality.  A-  - 
franim  and  Petrtiut  were  then  pofted  nigh  the  City /- 
ier^ia  in  CttaknUy  with  fufiident  Forces.  Cafar  ad- 
vanc'd  tQwards'em,"andEncamp'd  along  the  River 
.J^^^over  which  Fabius  had  la^d  two  Bribes  j  but  en- 
deavouring to  g^  between  the  River  iifo-Jt  and  die  £- 
demies  C^op,  a  Bloody  Conteft  enfu'd,  wHch  con- 
tinu'd  fiar  many  Hours,  in  which  C^e/i^-'s  Men  wert 
jnuch  furorizd  with  the  Enemies  irrt^ular  Way  of 
KghtJng,  fearing  tobe  hemm'd  in ;  till  by  Cafsrs  Irt,^ 
couraging  'an,  they  prefi'd  forward  into  a  dange- 
n»s  Place,whidi  they  IHll  Maintain'd  for  FiveHours, 
and  then  rettcated  in  Good  Order.  Both  Parties  at- 
tributed tqrfiemfelves  the  Honour^f  theVidoryiC*^  . 
_/ir  for  driving  the  Enemy  before  him,  and  jifraa'tut 
fpr  keeping  die  Poft  for  which  they  Fought 

Jfraniut  had  Greater  Appearance  of  Advantage 
fliordy  after ;  for  the  continual  Rains  cany'd  away 
-  Cafar.%  two  Bridges,  and  hindefd  the  River  Erom  be-  - 
ing  fordable  any  where :  Whidi  rcducd  him  to  Great  • 
■  Streights,  not  Ijang  able  to  get  Provifions,  nor  to  joyn 
a  Supply  of  Forces  that  came  to  him  from  Gaw/,  nor 
yet  to  rebuild  his  Bridges,  by  realbn  of  the  Violence 
.of  the  Streanijand  the  Oppolirion  he  met  with  from 
die  Enemy,,  who  lay  on  the  other  fide  of  the  River. 
The  Newsof  tiiis  gave  fuch. great  Hopes  to  Femftfi 
Patty  9C  Rmti  that  they  went  in  Great  Numbers  to 
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Jfraaius's  Wife,  to  Congratulate  her  Husbailds  Good 
fortune  ,•  and  feveral  orthe  Senators, who  were  Neu-: 
ten  before,  went  over  to  Tomfey,  and,  among  them, 
Cktro  hitnfelfjtfeough  he  took  an  Opportunity  of  leav-, 
ing  him  again  fhoixly  after;  Bat  all  thefe  Great  Hopes 
v»iinidby  mesnsof  Cafar'i  extraordinary  Diligence, 
who  caus  d  Hi^i  Boats,  cover'd  with  Leather,  to  be 
pade,  and  while  the  Enemy  were  diverted,  by  «i- 
deavouring  to  Intercept  Ibme  Gault  who  were  cotiit 
ing  to  joyn  him,he  c^nied  the  Boats  in  Wagons  twenr 
ty  Miles  diftant  from  his  Camp,put  'em  upon  the  Ri~ 
ver,  and  with  a  wonderful  Quicknefs  and  Dexterity 
causd  his  Legions  to  pafs  die  River  ,•  by  whidi means 
he  re-builc  the  Bridgss.  Thus  he  re-eftabliJh'd  his  Pa£ 
fege,  got  Provifions,  joyn'd  the  Forces  whidi  came  zb

Em  the  Iherks,  where  they  had  fent  a  Party  before  tp 
ay  a  Bridge  over.  In  order  to  thisDefign  they  De^ 
pmped  at  Midnight ,-  but  Cafar  fent  his  Cavalry  after 
em,  .and  oblig'd  'em  to  Ford  the  River,  before- they 
cou'd  come  at  their  Bridge  ;  then  leaving  his  Baggage 
in  his  Camp,  he  fuddenly  crofs  d  the  River  with  his 
Infantry,and  purfu'd  em  fo  clofe,that  they  cou  dna-,

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fefiesjRich  as  were  never  pradisM  elfewere  tourards  E- 
nemies.  And  in  a  fhort  rime  after  he  b«:ame  Mafter 
of  alt  Spain,  lending  back  his  Enemies  loaden  with 
Shame  and  Obligations  to  pufalifti-  his  extraordinary 
■  tlemency  and  Valour,  while  he  himfelf  departed  for 
'  JI4arfeiUes,w\adiwas  thai  juft  upon  the pointof  yield- 
ing.   Upon  Ciffar'i  arrival  they  capitulated :  During  . . 
which  niiiQ  D'omitiuj  made  tiis  efcape  by  Sea,'  Cafar

iiu  with  5erwi/«i  J/iw-iciw.  His  Defigi  was  now  H)  pior 
taire  himfelf  as  many  Frfcnds  as  pollible ;  in  purfuance 
pf  whieh  Purpofe  he  preferr'd  feyeral  favourable  Laws  j 
ti>e  firft  was  concerning  the  BorroMringof  Money  for 
\  ihe  Wv,  which,  as  it  ufiially  happens,  haViM  ruin'd

Soldiera  to  Swear,  TilMt  thty  woud  neoer  abandon  their 
General ^^lltwinm  thraigb  all  his  Fortimes-w\n<iAiOat}i 
was  likevrae  taken  by  all  the  OffiGers.

Vras  chiefly  dsftnided  by  Bibulut  flt  Sea  j  and  Bihiua 
himlelf  was  in  as  Ul  i  Condition,  by  being  hindear'd 
bf  rfifc  QHiVftoiencies  of  Land  by  Cafat^s'tioops.  At 
laft  Bihtlus  dying  of  a  Sidmets  at  Sea,  and  teav^g  nd 
Omimander  in  Chief  to  £icceed  him,  tntich  lefs  Card 
Was  cakoi  than  before,  defar  was  feilible  of  this  &- 
Vourable  Opporttinity,  but  was  dlmoft  ddpairing  tiiat 
his  Troops  Were  not  aniv'd  as  foon  as  he  expe^ed'emi 
for  he  had  wiitten  feveral  times.

iheirCokragesJiygeing  tofeekoutNfivFaratfWbm  they  wtn 
fi/re  te  Caupur  ■u>iihout,whilfibt  -wot  fleas  dt»  head 'an. 
In  a  ftiort  time  after,C^r  receiv'd  the  good  News 
of  the  fafe  Arrival  of  moft  of  his  Troops  under  dia 
Command  oi  Mark  Aphony  ^nA  C^Unuty  at  AfeSmia, 
*phidi  confifted  of  9  Veteran  Lcgions,Qne  new-ras'c% 
«nd  8c  0  Horf&They  were  clofely  puiiu'd  by  Ct^omutj

Tamfy  fearing  to  be  hemm'd  in  between  the  two  hX' 
&]ie%  retreated  to  A fptragus  ni^  Dyrrachiunty  leaving 
Anthem  die  Ubeity  of  joyning  Cx[aT,  which  he  did  the

dt  diet7eact  of  all  chdr  Troops^  were  in  b  Rea^e^ 
to  di^nue  the  Empire  of  the  World^and,  what;  was  ffill 
hiorc  viluable  to  them,  this  Pris-erainence  of  all  that 
Qory  and  Renown  which  they  had  gain's  by  dieir 
Jj^ms,  pne  in  the  ffefi,  and  the  bther  in  di6  Eaff  : 
jAd  as  thefe  Anions  were  perhaps  more  Ri»h^kable 
dlan  any  befoce  'cm  in  the  RotHm  Sroiy,  .eQ)edalIy  ^ 
to  mma  c€Coad\i£tj  &  it  may  be  convenioit  to  bo 
tomewtiit  more  pArticuhlr  in  r^adng  of  'em. 

VL  Odt Skill dndetc^ent  K^inagcmiait was  iisM 
by  both  Generals;  and  Cafar  refolving  not  to  be  out- 
tnay'd  by  die  Rival  (^  his  Honour,  March'd  dire43iy 
towards  Pompry  at  Afparanii'i  and  after  three  Da]^ 
Mardi  became  in  fight  of  the  Enemy's  Cdn^^d  for- 
6SfA  his  own,from  whence  the  next  Day  he  drew  ouc 
)us  Troops  to  offer  him  Battel  FoiffM  mrr'd  nix^and 
fixnt  tlutt  A^Dment,  Cafar.  perceived  he  niuft  tdke  ochef 
^tofiires.  And  the  next  day  he  decamp'd  to  go  eo^ 
wards  £yn(ri6»m,mth  defigndtherc^  reducing  Pew^ 
■  ^jytoAuthimiyfupintheTownjOrtDaitoffhisPat 
S^  coliidi  a  very  ufeful  Place,  which  lafi  in  pin  fiic^ 
ceeded.  Pimv^  at  fiiil  bdier'd  diat  Cafat  wAs  obl^*d 
to  draw  offfor  Mrant  of  Prorifrans,  but  underfianduig. 
hisDefign  by  Spies  and  others,  the  next  Day  b^an  to 
Mard]^c^ng  to  prevent  Cie/^r  by  a  Aiorter  Way  than 
^  was  fors'd  to  take.  Which  Ciefar  bebg  aware  ofjin- 
eouragd.  his  Soldiers  what  he  cou'd, and  1^ *«n  but  a 
£nall  Part  of  the  Night  &r  Reft,  and  arriv'd  the  nfcd 
Momine  imda-  the  Walls  oiDytrachiim,  when  they  hes 

fantoduGovertheVan  ofPaw^'s  Army,  who  immi&i 
lately  fecur'd  a  Hill  ciall'd  Ptira,  wtuch  commanded 
the  Sea  ,  ^mder  wljidi  was  a  Imall  Aielcer  for  Shlps^ 
where  few  Winds  cou'd  annoy  'wniBoth  Parties  intren- 
ched themfelves  in  the  Pofts  they  had  taken ,' and  Pw»J 
pey  caus'd  part  of  his  Ships  to  cqme  iliider  his  Campj 
andimmemately  fent  into  Jfia  and  other  ParaforPro^ 
Virions  and  Acoinuiutioxi.  Ciefar  fHsrcaVin^  tbda  &^ 
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die  War  was  Kke  to  continue  long,  and  finding  the 
Want  df  Gam,  caus'd  Magaziniss  to  be  made  in  aU 
Parts  not  in  the  Enemy's  Hands ;  and  notwithftand- 
JM  all  his  DiJ^enceand  Care,  the  DUadvantageshe 

.  laDOur'd  under  caus'd  his  Afmy  to  be  bot  ill  fur- 
niffa'd  at  1^. 

The  IncDiWeniendes  that  were  lilceto  follow  from  *  * 
heaice,  put  Cafar  upon  a  new  Defign ;  AH  round  Pom- 
pey's  Camp  were  certain  litde  Hills  high  and  fteep,  d 
wWch  Cafar  poffels'd  himfelf,  and  built  Towers  up- 
otl  *em  In  the  nature  of  Redoubc ;  then  cauTmg 
linei  <^  Communication  to  be  drawn  from  Hill  to 
Hill,  and  (Jdier  Works,  he  endeavour'd  to  block  up 
"Pempey  by  that  CircumvaHation.  "ITiis  was  done 
diiefly  todimiriilh  die  migjity  Reputation  that  Pow- 
per  had  gain'd  among  Foreign  Nations,  when  all  die 
World  mou'd  know  that  he  was  invefted  by  Cafar, 
and  dared  not  hazard  a  Battel    But  Fompgr  relblv'a 

.  to  run  die  hazard  of  any  Scandal  rather  ttian  a  Bat'* 
td  at  tlus  time,  or  to  quit  either  pyrracUum  or  the 
Sea;  fb  diat.both  Parties  at  prefent  were  employ'd 
in  Pefigns  and  Stratagems.  C^fa-'%  Men  daily  car-  , 
rV*d  on  their  Works  to  ftraighten  the  Enemy,  and 
tnofe  of  Tompef  did  the  Cune  to  enlarge  themfelves,. 
they  having  die  Advantage  as  to  Numl)ers  j  beiides, 
theirs  being  die  innermoft  Circumvalladon,  was  not 
extended  io  far  as  Cafar's.  Tho'  Pempey  decUn'd  co- 
ming to  a  Battel,  yet  he  feverely  gali'd  Cafar's  Meft 

■  with  his  Archers  and  Slingers,  which  oblig'd  'em  to 
make  certain  Blinds  with  Clothes  and  Skins  for  their 
Defence  againft  the  Arrows ;  and  no  Day  pais  d 
widiout  fome  Encounter  or  other,  particularly  when 
Crf/«r's  ninth  LegicMi  was  too  far  advanc'd,  Cafa^ 
iMWight  it  oiF  lately  when  Pompey  before  believ'd  it 
^impoffible.  It  was  very  remarkable  to  find  Cafar  be- 
fieging  an  Enemy  ftronger  than  himfelf,  and  fup-* 
ply'd  with  all  Proviiions  by  Sea,  while  he  himfdf 
was  redUc'd  to  extream  Neceffity  for  want  of  Cwn. 

z  yet     ; 
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Yet  his  Soldiers  bore  all  with  admirable  Conftancy, 
remembring'  what  great  Honours  they  had  often 
gain'd  after  fuch  MHeries  as  thefe.  They  made  ufe 
of  Beans  and  Barley,  and  a  Rootcall'dCArfr^j  which 
they  mingled  with  Milk,  fome  of  which  they  often 
threw  among  Tomfty*s  Soldiers,  telling  'em,  Tbtn  thgr 
,  iveu'd  rather  eat  rbe  Barks  of  Trees,  than  let  Pompey  e- 
fcape,  mnv  tbty  bad  got  bim  in  their  Vtnver.  Tompejr  waj 
extreamly  furpriz'd  at  this^  and  faid.  That  he  did  riot 
exjieii  to  have  bad  Wild  Beafis  to  deal  withal. 

But  afterwards  when  ^mmer  came  on,  there  was 
3  great  Change;  for  PomCe/s  Army  cou'd  hardly  be 
kept  alive,  being  moft  diftrefs'd  for  want.Qf"  Water, 
which  Cafar  by  Dams  and  other  Methods  hadtum'a 
another  Way.  On  the  contrary,  Cafar  s  Army  was 
in  very  good  Health,  well  fumifh'd  with  Water  and 
all  Provifions,  except  Wheat  j  of  which  alfo  they 
had  fair  hopes,  Harveft  being  fo  nigh.  After  this, 
fbllow'd  feveral  Skirmifties,  and  one  Night  Pomm, 
underftanding  Cafar  was  abfent  a  little  way,  attadrd 
his  Works,  but  was  beaten  off  withconfiderablelofe, 
and  forc'd  to  retreat  into  his  old  Trenches.  In 
-  this  Encounter  one  Sceva  a  Centurion  behav'd  him- 
felf  with  a  wonderful  Bravery,  killing  two  CMficcfi 
after  he  had  been  wounded  in  the  Eye,  Shoulder  and 
Thigh,  as  Jppian  relates  it,  and  receiving  2;o  Shots 
upon  his  Buckler.  Cafar  greatly  rewards  him  and 
many  others,  and  encourag'd  by  this  good  Succei^ 
drew  out  his  Men  every  day  and  ofiei'd  Battel  to 
"Pompey  within  view  of  his  lanes ;  and  th^'  Pompey 
drew  out  alfo  in  Battalia,  yet  he  always  kept  tiK 
Troops  'under  Defence  of  his  Ramparts,  where  Ca- 
far did  -not  think  fit  to  attack  kim.  Cafar  had  now 
by  means  of  his  Officers  drawn  feveral  Provinces  of 
Greece  to  his  Party,  and/  underftanding  that  Scipio 
was  come  into  Macedonia,  he  fent  to  him  to  procure 
an  Accommodation  between  him  and  Pompey,  which 
he  might  eafily  bring  about,  ai  having  the  command 

of 
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'  of  an  Army.  But  Cafar  finding  this  not  to  lucceed^i 
apply'd  himfelf  more  clofdy  to  block  up  Tomfeyji 
and  with  the  utmoft  Art  and  Diligence ,  which ' 
brought  him  to  a  more  dangerous  Condition  than 
everj  for  his  Horfes  had  conham'd  all  their  Barley, 
and  likewife  all  the  Leaves  of  the  Tress,  fo  that 
there  remaln'd  no  more  Subfiftence  for  'em,  and 
they  were  now  fcarce  able  to  go  on' their  Legs  for 
want  of  Forage ;  all  which  gave  very  great  Hopes  to 
Caj'ar  and  his  Soldiers. 

Thefe  Troubles  and  Inconveniencies  which  incora- 
pa£'d  PompMy  made  him  refolve  to  break  through, 
Specially  after  hehad  been  inform'd  of  the  Conditi-  ■ 
Onof  C<«/«-'s  Fortification?  by  RefiiSfa  and  c^w, 
two  Brothers  of  confiderable  Note,  who  deferted  Ca- 
far,  and  came  over  to  him.  To  carry  on  this  De- 
fign^  he  gave  Orders  to  his  light  ftarnafs'd  Men  and 
Archers  to  defend  themfelves  with  Bavins  and  Fag- 
gots of  Ofiers  J  then  drawing  out-  60  Cohorts,  he 
put  'em  >  on  Board  his  Ships ,  and  attack'd  Cafar.s 
Works  by  the  Sea,  which  had  been  too  little  regard- 
ed, and  not  well  compleated.  This  was  done  widi 
luch  Efl^,  that  all  the  Centurions  of  the  firft  Co- 
hort were  cut  off  except  one  ;  and  tho'Cafarand  his 
Officers  us'd  die  utmoft .  Endeavcnir  to  hinder  Pmi- 
fefi  Defigns,  yet  by  means  of  his  great  Condud 
and  Foiecaft,  he  gdt  out  of  his  Fortifications,  and 
■  incamp'd  in  another  Place  by  the  Sea,  where  he 
had  bc^h  the  ConVeniency  of  all  Forage,  and  of  his 
Shipping  befides.  Cafar  perseiving  the  Lofs  he  had 
iuftain'dUnd  that  the  Courfe  of  the  War  had  not  fuc- 
ceeded  according  to  his  Expe^ation,  reiblv'd  to 
change  it,  and  fit  down  dole  by  Vom^ey.  ■  In  that  . 
Enterprize  hedefign'd  to  cut  off  a  L^on  of  the  E- 
nemy  which  was  pdled  by  a  Wood  j  but  this  Adion 
brought  on  3  general  Battel,  where  his  Men  were 
all  entangled  within  the  Intrenchments  of  the  old 
Camps  lately  abandon'd ;  and  likewife  fo  furpriz'd'

and  oucr-power'd  by  Pomm's  Forces^  that  m  fpigbt  | 
of  all  C/fi/;jr's  Endeavours,  they  fled  vridi  great  Pr©- 
cipitation  and  Lofs.    The  greateft  part  perilh'd  in 
the  Trenches,  and  on  the  Riva-  Banks,  preG'd  to 
Death  by  tlidr  Fellows.     Pompejr  paiHiA  hjs  Vitftcffy  ! 
.  to  the  very  Camp  of  Cafar,  but  durft  not  attack  it, 
being  both  furpriz'd  with  the  Suddenneis  of  die  Vi-  ■ 
ftory,  and  the  Fear  of  Ambufcades :  And  this  was 
his  great  Error  in  this  Cafe ;    for   Cafar    himfyf 
contefs'dj  That  he  bad  hem  lofi  without  Redrefi^  am'd 
Pompey  iave   kmaim   bmv  to  make  ufe  tf  the  VU 
ttorj. 

This  Advantage  gain'd  by  Tompey,  caus'd  him  to 
be  faluted  Imnrator  ;  Lahlmtu  begging  the  Prifoncrs, 
causd  'em  all  to  be  flain;  and  Tomfeyi  Party  had 
fuch  AiTurance,  that  not  thinking  any  more  ot  fur- 
ther Engagements  and  Dangers,  they  cany'd  them- 
felves  as  undoubted  Conquerors,  whidi  they  report- 
ed in  all  Places,  not  considering  the  many  Circum-  : 
ftances  that  ocafion'd  this  Succefi.    But  Cafar  being 
driven  from  his  former  Purpofes,  rdblv'd  to  chan^  : 
rfie  whole  Courfe  of  the  War;  and  affemblinghis  ■ 
Men  tc^ether,  with  a  fearlefs  Mind  Ipake  to  'era  at 
ter  this  manner :  tVi  have  no  reafon  to  he^tBed  or  Mf-   I 
courag'd  at  mir  late  Infuccefi,  but  baruc  muw  mare   to  Bt  j 
thankful  to  Forttme  fer  the  long  and  utmiterrupted  Courfe  \ 
of  ha- Favours,  in  tbofe  many  andgleriotu  Cortijuefii 'in 
Caul  and 'Bdta.in,  oiidthofehapjy  and  more  fucc^tfidVi- 
f lories  in  Italy  and  Spain.     If  t^er  aU  thefe  renewn'J 
Exploits  and  noble  ABs,  one  little  Difarder,  onf  Error  e{ 
Inadvertency,  or  indeed  of  Deftinj  it  fetf,  hat  dtfrinid  m    ■ 
tf  the  Saccejs  ivt  might  reafinablj  have  txfeSed,  we  oueht 
to  correB  aU  by  the  (Jreaineft  of  eur  Seuls^  arid  the  Mag-    : 
naniTttity  of  our  Courses.    After  his  Speech  he  cafliier'S  , 
feme  Enfigni^  but  he  ijeeded  to  make  no  odier  En-   ; 
amples,  for  his  Soldiers  oiFer'd  to  punifli  themielves 
by  any  labour  or  Danger,  crying  out  with  great 
toipatience,  Td  Arnit^  let  »s  bt  revtng'dj  or  die .'  But 
Cafar 
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Crf/dtr  thought  it  not  convenient  to  put  'em  to  the 
Tryal,  till  rfieir  Minds  were  fetled,  therefore  lefol- 
yed.  to,  ^^ke  a  fair  Retreat  to  AfoUcnia,  which  he 
did  Wfitt  that  Diligence,  that  Vomfey.  coii'd  not  over- 
take him,  only ,  fome  of  his  Cavalry  came  up-wich 
Cafar\  Reetj  but  were  repuls'd  with  Lofs.  Ciejar 
Cans'd  his  Baggage  to  march  before^  and  his  Advan- 
tage of  being  eight  Hours  before  Pempey,  daligd 
Tgmfey  m  fpyr  Days  to  give  over  his  Purfuitj  and  be- 
take himlelf  to  other  Refolutions. 

Cafar  was  conftrain'd  to  go  to  Aft^nia  to  difpoie 
of  his  fick  and  wounded  Men,  and  to  mufter  liis  Ar- 
my J  but  fcaj-ing  left  ?ompy  Jhou'd  furprlze  Domitius, 
one  of  his  Lieutenants  now  in  Macedonia,  with  three 
Lemons,  he  haftned  with  his  utmoft  Diligence  to 
joyn  bim.  Pompeyj  perceiving  which  way  he  dire- 
(fted  his  March,  was  in  as  great  a  Fear  ?oi:  Scipio,  now 
iaJtiJJi^y  with  the  5)rii)»  Legions,  and  immsdiately 
let  forward!!  So  each  General  march'd  with  all  the 
Diligence  imaginable,  both  to  fecure  their  Friends 
and  lurprize  their  Enemies.  Pempey  had  the  Advan-  ■ 
tags  of  the  Shortness  of  the  Way,  and  DomUfus  ve- 
ry narrowly  efcap'd  him,  who  coming  to  ^y^imum 
upon  the  Frontiers  of  Thcjj'aly,  there  happily  joyn'd 
Cafar. .  Cafar  feeing  all  his  Forces  together,  march'd 
diraftly  to  Gemphif  the  firft  Town  in  the  Way  from  : 
Epirus  to  Thefaty.  The  Inhabitants,  who  before  had 
promis'd  Cafar  Obedience,  now  chang'd  their  Minds, 
as  many  others  had  done,  upon  the  Report  of  his 
being  Heaten,  being  perfwaded  to  it  by  th.e  Vratan  of 
Tbefjaly.  then  in  the  City ;  and  after  having  fent  to 
Sclfio  and  Pompey  for  Succbur,  caus'd  the  Gates  to  be 
ftut  againft  Cajar.  Sc'tpk  was  now  gt  Larijfa  m  Thef- 
faly,  and  Pompey  Was  not  arriv'd  in  this  Province, 
which  caus'd  Cafar  to  Atnck  Gcmphi  J  he  order'd 
Ladders,  great  Baskets  fill'd  with  Earth,  and  Hur- 
dles to  be  got  ready  with  all  Speed  ;  and  after  ha- 
.  Tiflg  reprefcnted  to  his  Soldiers  the  great  Advantages 
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of  forcing  a  Place  fo  very  rich  and  well  fumiJli'd, 
he  caus'd  an  AlTault  to  be  made,  whidi  was  carry'd 
on  and  fupported  with  fuch  Fury  and  Brave^,  that 
notwithftanding  the  extraordinary  Height  of  the 
Walls,  the  Town  was  taken  in  few  Hours  time. 
Cafar  left  it  to  be  plunder'd,  and,  without  flopping, 
marcb'd  his  Army  to  Metroplu,  which  yielded  to 
him  apon  the  light  of  the  Prifoners  of  Goififbi :  This 
Condu<a  of  his  brouglit  over  all  the  Towns  in  Tbef- 
faly  to  his  Subjedion,  except  Ltn-ljJ'a,  which  Scl^o 
had  poffefs'd  hiinfelf  o£ 

Tom^eyzxvWAaxThejfalj  within  a  few  Days  after 
the  Taking  of  Gomfhi,  and  advanc'd  near  Pharfaiiaj 
whither  Scipio  went  and  joyn'd  him  with  his  Troops. 
He  was  receiv'd  by  his  Son-in-Law  Pompeyvfith  great 
Magnificence,  making  him  Partaker  both  of  his  Ho- 
nour and  Authority,  atid  ordering  the  Trumpets  to 
found  eveiy  Morning  at  Snpws  Tent  as  well  as  his 
own.  Cajfir  was  all  the  time  giving  Orders  for  the 
Subfiftence  of  his  Army,  and  with  great  Skill  making 
Remarks  upon  the  Inclinations  of  his  Soldiers ; '  and 
finding  them  hearty  and  vieorouSj  caus'd  'em  to  ad- 
vance as  far  as  the  Plains  ot  Tharfdia  where  Pomfg 
was  now  encunp'd.  The  Approach  of  thefe  two 
nobl&  Armies,  in  which  were  all  the  chofen  Rmtm 
Legions,  whofe  Valour  was  to  decide  the  Fate  of 
that  great  Empire  J  the  Hatred  and  Anibition  of 
the  Generals,  animated  by  the  Prize  as  well  as  the 
Gloiy  of  fuch  a  Conqueftj  together  with  the fmall 
Appearance  of  an  Accommodation,  made  it  out  of 
doubt  that  nothing  but  a  general  Battel  cou'd  de- 
termine this  famous  Quarrel.  Fompey  being  the  ftipng- 
er  of  the  two,  his  Party  did  not  queltion  the  Vifto- " 
ry,  and  fell  into  great  Conti-overfies  who  ihou'd  be 
fucceffively  Conluls,  who  fhou'd  liave  Cafar's  Prieft- 
hood,  and  who  /Iiou'd  have  liis  Lands,  Goods,  and 
Moneys,  and  likewife  how  all  Bi^ities  and  Ma- 
...  gittracies  ihou'd  be  diipos'd  of,  wtS  a  great  many 
'  ■  Tilings 
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Things  of  die  like  Nature :  In  fliortj  every  one  fee 
his  Thoughts  upon  fliaring  the  Fniits  of  the  Viftory, 
without  confidering  how  to  gain  it.  But  Cafar  was 
ikr  otherwife  employ'd,  ufing  aU  the  Care  and  Skill 
imaginable  to  encourage  and  perfe<9:  his  Men :  He 
every  day  fent  out  Parties,  and  exerds'd  the  lufty 
young  Men  of  his  Legions  to  mir^Ie  themfelves  a- 
mong  the  Cavalry,  and  contend  even  with  the  Hor- 
leS  for  Swiftnefs  ;  fo  tho'  Pompe^  much  furpafi'd  in 
the  Number  of  HorfCj  yet  dejars  being  fo  well  and 
skilfully  affitted  by  thefe  light-arm'd  foot,  were  not 
at  all  afraid  of  'em,  and  in  one  .Rencounter  they 
defeated  a  great  Number  of  'em. 

Cafar,  now  finding  his  Soldiers  vigorous  and  defi- 
rous  of  Action,  drew  out  of  his  Camp,  and  ofFer'd  , 
Pom^ey  Battel.  But  that  General  hadno  fuch  Defign 
at  prdent,  either  fufpet^ing  hU  Troops,  or  dreading 
the  Lofs  of  his  Reputation  j  and  therCT)re  endeavour- 
ed to  wafte  Cafar's  Army  with  Fatigue  aiid  want  of 
Provifions.  He  drew  indeed  fometimes  out  of  his 
Caftip,  but  always  kept  himfelf  under  his  Trenches, 
attheFoot  of  the  advanc'dGround  where  he  was 
pofted.  Cafar  cou'd .  not  attack  him  in  that  Place 
without  great  Difadvantage*,  fo  that  he  refolv'd 
to  decamp  the  next  Day,  that  by  frequent  Motions 
He  might  weary  out  Vomfeys  Men,  who  were  not 
fo  hardned  to  Toil  and  Labour  as  his.-  Upon  the  . 
taking  down  of  the  Tents,  Advice  came  that  Pow- 
pfs  Army  Was  in  Battalia,  and  far  enough  from  his 
Trenches ;  whereupon  C^far  caus'd  all  his  Troops  to 
halt ,  and  with  extream  Joy  told  'em.  That  ncnv  was 
the  bap^  and  long-wiffi'd-for  2\ioment,  in -which  they  might 
gain  themfelves  immortat  Heruur.  After  whidi  he 
drew  up  his  Troops  in  order,  and  advanc'd  widi 
'eni towards  the  Mace  of  Battel.  Tomf^  onthe  o- 
ther  fide  was  extreanily  troubled  with  melancholy  ^ 
diou^ts  and  prefagingdreams,but  now  was  no  longer 
Aki  to  hold  out  agatnft  die  Importunities  and  Mur- 
Z  4  mu- 
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al£>,  ui  the  &tne  Ckder  with  Panpey ;  the  unth  L&- 
g^oa.  was  tq)m  tbe  Right,  and  the  niach  upon  the 
Lcfej  ahnoft  joyn'd  to  the  eighth.  The  rerf  of  the 
Cohorts  being  drawn  up  between  thele  L^ions^ 
were  on  the  Cemtre,  where  Dtmit'm  Cakihms  cotn- 
iBonded^  Sjilla  having  the  Right  Wing,  and  Antbonjf 
the  Left.  Caf^  put  himfelf  at  the  Head  of  the 
tenth  Le^n,  whofe  Valour  he  had  c^ten  ex^eri- 
enc'd,-  and  with  defign  to  be  oppofite  to  Vomf^^ 
who  intended  to  fell  fudcfenly  upon  the  Flanks  of  * 
C*/<jr's  Trtwps ;  but  he  fiaon  perceiv'd  it  by  the  Or- 
-djer  of- his  Battel,  and  thereupon  he  drew  fix  Cohorts 
out  of  all  his  Troops,  of  which  he  composM  a  Bo- 
dy of  Referve.  He  exaftly  inftruded  them  in  their 
Duty ;  and  above  all,  gave  them  to  underftand,  "ibat 
o^  the  Hopes  of  VtBory  defended  ufon  their  Vakm  and 
Cgit^ttQ  dene,  Laftly,  he  plac'd  his  Cavalry  fo  as  to 
cover  the  Right  of  the  tentii. Legion,  ordering  over 
4nd-  above  his  third  Une  not  to  march,  till  they  re- 
cdv'd  a  ^naJ  from  him. 

Now  it  was  that  the  Fate  of  the  v^ft  EmjMre  of 
Kane  was  Co  be  decided  by  the  greatefl  Generals,  die 
braveft  Officers ,  and  the  ftouteft  Soldiers  in  the 
World,  each  Man  almoft  being  infpk'd  with  the 
Jpwfire  of  conquering  Glorioufly  or  dying  Honoura- 
bly.  As  the  Annies  approach'd,  the  two  Generals 
went  ftom  Rank  to  Rank  encour^ng  their  Soldiers : 
Tomftj  rej>refented  to  his  Men,  The  Jvfike  and  Ms-  , 
rit  of  his  Confer  the  Advantage  of  tneir  Numbers, 
firtr^theiid  hy.  the  AJjifiance  of  fi  mofiy  iBufirieus  Senators ; 
and- the  Glory  lattly  obtaiiid  at  the.  Battel  if  Dyrrachi- 
um.  C<s/tfr  was cMitented only todemonftrate.  That 
hi  had  er^a-vBurd  by  allpojjihle  Meant  to  obtain  an  boncw 
table  Fiace  ;  and  if  hk  ■  Enemies  had  pleaidj  tb^  might 
ba-ve  ffar'd  tbe  Bliood  of  fo  maty  hrame  Men.  So  feeing 
tiie  impatience  of  his  Soldiers  to  fell  on,  he  gave 
thc^gaalof  Battel;  the  Word  on  Fcwpey's  fide  Was, 
Htficmt  thi  Imintfhie  J  djat  on  Ctefar's,  Vetiia  tbe  Vi&or   . 
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rimi.    There  was  now  only  fti  much  Space  between 
the  two  Annies  as  was  juft  fuflicient  for  die  Place  of 
Battel  J  but  Pomjuji  order'd  his  Men  to  receive  the 
firft  Shock  widiout  moving  from  thdr  PUtxs.   C^Jars 
Soldiers  feeing  that,  like  Men  of  Skill,  of  dieirown 
accord  made  a  Halt  in  the  midft  of  their  Carrier; 
and  after  taking  a  little  Breath,  ran  fiirioufly  upon 
the  Enemy  ,   firft  difchaigirK  their  Javdins,    dien 
-    drawing  their  Swords,  as  C/efar  had  given  'em  Or- 
ders.   Vompefs  Men  receiv'd  the  Oiarge  without  the 
teaftDiforder,  and  filing  on  with  their  Javelins  and 
Swords,-  a  cruel  and  bloody  Battel  enfu'd,  which  for 
fome  time  feem'd  equal.    Then  Pomfeji  order'd  his 
Cavalry  to  charge,  which  with  the  multitude  (rf  Ar- 
chers and  Slingers,  foon  obl^d  Cafar's  Men  to  ^ve' 
ground,and  got  themfelves  upon  the  Flank  of  his  Ar- 
my, as  they  firft  defign'd.    Whereupon  Cafar  imme-^- 
diitely  order'd  the  fix  Cohorts  to  advance,  whidi 
were  his  Body  of  Referve,  to  charge  upon  the  Fa- 
ces of  the  Enemy  with  their  Pikes  ported.    This 
Contrivance,  diforderd  thofe  nice  and  effeminate 
■    Knights  J  and  the  fear  of  fpoiling  their  Faces,  put  *em 
into  fuch  Cor;fufion,  that  ufXMi  the  Rallying  of  C*-     , 
Jar's  Cavalry,^  they  were  all  broke  in  a  Moment,     ! 
and  the  Slinge'rs  and  Archers  being  rfius  abandon'd, 
were  all  cut  to  pieces.    Caf<jr  induftrioufly  follow-     ; 
ing  that  Advantage,  advanc'd  and  chai^'d  Tomftj'i     i 
■     Troops  upon  the  Flank,  which  Charge  they  ftood      ! 
with  great  Refolution,  and  the  Allies  bravely  defend- 
ed themfelves,  when  Cafar  gave  the  Signal  for  his 
third  Line  to  advance,  which  frefli  Troops  pouring 
in  upon  Z'(i»j;'ej''5,  v^eary'd  out,  and  attack'don  all 
Sides,  eafily  broke  'em.    The  Flight  began  among 
the,  Strangei-s,  tho'  Pompefs  Right  Wing  ftillvali- 
aiitly  mainrain'd  their  Ground;   but  Cafar  cauling 
his  Men  to  cry  out,   KiS  the  Stravgersj  but  fa-u«  the      I 
Roma'ns ,   the  Romans  laid  down  their  Arms,  and 
receiv'd  Quarter,    but  a  miferablc  Slaughter  was      | 

made 
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made  among  the  Strangers ,   who  -fled  with    all 
Ipeed. 

Cajar,  now  finding  the  Viftory  certain,  and  Pom- 
fey  retreated  to  his  Trenches,  cry'd  put  to  his  Men, 
7%^  they  ought  toptrfue  the  ViBory,  and  take  the  Enemies 
Camp.  It  was  now  Noon-day,  and  cho*  they  were 
wearied  out  with  the  Extremity  of  the  Heat,  yet 
Upon  fedng  their  General  march  a-foot  at  the  Head 
of  'em,  they  follow'd  him  with  great  Refolurion, 
and  falling  on  with  fre/li  Courage,  the  Enemy  all 
fled  to  the  Mountains  not  far  off  Vomfej  himfelf 
was  fo  extreamly  dilliearten'd  and  confounded,  that 
here  hecou'd  perform  nothing  worthy  of  his  great 
Courage,  or  Reputation,  but  getting  on  Horfe-back, 
he  fled  to  Larifa,  and  fixjm  fhence  to  the  Sea.  Ca- 
far  Sound  throughout  the  Camp  much  rich  Furni- 
ture in  the  Tents,  T^Ies  fpread  \yirh  fine  Linen, 
and  CuWwrds  caver'd  with  Plate,  which  fuffidently 
fliew'd  the  Lu3n:ry  and  AiTurance  of  the  tnemy.  ^ 
Ctefar  earneftly  defir'd  his  Soldiers,  Not  to  amufe  them- 
fehes -with  Plunder,  bat  to  comfkat  thu  glorious  Vi9cayi 
and  by  means  of  the  great  Refped  they  bore  him, 
he  prevail'd..  So  a  Trench  was  irnmediately  thrown 
up  about  the  Mountain  where  the  Enemy  was  re- 
tfeated,  who,  wanting  Water,  were  forcd  to  quit 
it,  and  retire  to  Larijfa.  Cafar  Immediately  follow'd 
'em  with  four  Legions,  and  after  fix  Miles  Mardi, 
drew  up  in  Battalia,  which  caus'd  the  Enemy  to  be- 
(^e  diemfelves  to  a  high  Hill,  at  the  Foot  of  which 
rfin  a  River.  Now,  Night  approacliing,  Cafar's 
Men  were  almoft  (pent,  and  ready  to  faint  with  the 
inceflant  Toil  of  the  whole  Day  j  yet  ftill  by  his 
obliging  Perfuafions,  he  prevail'd  with  *em  to  cut 
off  the  Conveniency  of  Water  from  die  Enemy  by 
a  Trench.  This  immediately  forc'd  *em  to  a  Capi- 
tiilation,  only  fome  Senators  made  their  Efcape  in 
the  Dark.  The  next  Morning  Cafar  order'd  all  the 
Enemy  to  come  down  into  the  Plain  and  lay  down 

their 
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their  AnoSj  whi<^  they  abey'd,  and  falfing  upon 
their  Knees  before  him,  in  the  moft  fuppliant  Pa- 
Itere,  b^g'dforMwT^j  which  he  granrea 'em  with  ! 
sSt  die  Clemency  and  Kindnefs  inuginable,  and  cxhu- 
manded  his  Soldiers  not  to  offer  'em  the  "l«ft  ticivi- 
liry,  nor  plunder  rfieir  Baggage.  Thus  C'afar,  by 
his  wonderftl  Skill  and  CouragCj  and  by  the  inde- 
£itigafalc  Induffry  of  his  Soldieis,  cbtatn'd  the  tnofi 
compleat,  dio'not  the  moft  bloody,  Viftory  diat  e- 
TCC  General  in  the  World  did,  i  yooo  of  die  £nemy 
being  fiaiii  in  Battel,  and  24000  llirrender'd,hehiin* 
^f  Toling  a:  very  inconnderabfe  Numbo:. 

Tn-  the  mean  tinje,  the  great  Pmp^,  who  juft  be- 
fore had  been  the  glorious  Commander  of  King;;, 
and'  all'  the  Greattiels  and  Magnificence  c^  RamCf 
now  found'  himfelf  reduc'd  to  leek  Retreat  wirfi 
feme  few  of  his  Friends  in  a  poor  Fiflierman's  Cab- 
bki :  From  whence  he  went  aboard  another  Veffel, 
and  made  forward  every  Day  as  much  as  he  cou'd  i 
but  the  ungrateful  Sound  erf"  his  Defeat  flill  fiew  be- 
fore him,  which  fo  de)e<fted  and  confounded  him, 
that  he  cou"d  not  think  of  any  thing  that  migjit  be 
ftrviceable  ro  him.  His  AfTuranc'e  of  V»itory  made 
his  Defeat  moft  intoterable,  leaving  him  nalred  and 
difamt'd  ofalilteliefi  Andhis  Misfortunes  had  (b  in- 
fatuated his  Mind,  that  he  could  not  fo  muchasufe 
thoia  Advantages  he  had'ftill  by  Sea,  'where  he  had 
a  powerfiil  and'  viftorious  Fleet.  He  faiTd  firil  to 
Awphifola,  then  to  Lesbos,  where  he  took  his  Wife, 
who  biicerly  complhin'd;  of  the  ill  Defi'mj  which  tdU'i 
her  ro  Cnffhi  fiy^,  and  afia-iV/irdi  td  Pompey^  only  tt 
xsufe  the  RUine  tf  twofucb  lUup-'wus  Families.  Tomfej 
from  thence  diretled  his  Courfe  to  <y^ptf  where 
King  Ptt/em/,  a  Minor,  was- in  War  with  his  Sifter 
Cteopatra,  whofe  Father  Thmpey  had  feded  in  his  King- 
dom. Phmpey  lent  to  him,  T^at  in  regard,  of  the  and- 
era  Hoffitalicy  and  Amity  between  him  and  his  Pother, 
he  dejir'da  Retreat  efb'im  »«  Alexandria,  and  that  ^ 
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iisWedtb  tmd  Paiuerhewm'd  fiijfort  Um,  wrmfaS^ 
into  tl(  utmofi  Mifery  andCahmity.  The  Mefiage  w«  ' 
well  enough  receiv'd,  but  fitch  as  were  Procaa«s  rf 
43ie  King,  and  Guardiaw  of  the  Kin^ra  now  an  his 
"iAmonty,  either  induc'd  by  the  Pear  cf  the  Arnica 
beir^  gain'd  by  Fomm,  many  ef  '«m  havii^  b«ii 
hisSoldiafs^or  elfedeipUingthelowncfiof  hisFormne, 

fave^a  civil  Anfwer  openly  tp  the  Mcflengers,  and 
efir'd  him  to  come  to  the  King :  But  fecredy  plot- 
ting among  themfelvesj  fent  Achillas,  a  principal 
Commander  and  of  great  Boldnefs,  together  with 
Sepimita  a  Roman  Tribune,  to  kill  him.  They 
met  him  with  ;nuch  Oviliiy,  and  Pempej  knowing 
Septimitttto  have  led  a  Company  under  him  in  his* 
War  againft  the  Piratest,  went  ^ward  a  Kttle  Bark, 
with  a  few  of  his  Soldiers ,  and  there  was  bar- 
baKMifly  and  treacheroufly  murther'd  by  AehiUatuni 
Septimius^  his  Wife  and  Friends  flying  with  what  fail 
they  cou'dmake.  His  Head  beir^  cut  off,  they  left 
the  Body  on  the  Shoar,  which  was  cardully  taken 
up  by  Pbilip  his  Freed-Man,  who  gatherine  up  fome 
Pieces  of  a  Broken  Boat  for  a  pile,  was  mrpiz'd  by 
an  old  Roman  Soldier  of  'Pomfej'i,  refiding  in  e/f- 
£7JW :  Tfio  an  tbouj.  (aid  he,  that  art  making  theft  fad 
Freparatims  fir  the  ff-eat  Ponwey's  Reaeral  ?  Philip  zn.- 
fwer'd  hitn,  Qw  ^  i«  Freea-Mm.  Jih,  reply  d  he, 
phoitjh^t  vet  hgve  ill  tbit  Honour  to  thy  felf,  hutji^ir  m9 
to  partake  jn  an  4^im  fo  Jufi  and  Sasred  ;  that  amoi^ 
all  the  Mifmei  cf  my  Exile,  I  may  pleafe  myft^  in  ha- 
ving the  Uommr  to  touch  the  Sody,  and  ^^  at  the  Fujifftd 
ff  toe  ff'eatefl' and  TUilrU^  Soldier  that  Kome  e-v^  prtdac'tL 
AiRer  which  t^y  gave  him  the  laft  K.iies,  the  Sad< 
nefi  of  which  tienemony  was  very  peculiar. 

Soidi  was  the  End,  and  fuch  the  Funer^  of  Pom- 
J>ey  fhe  Great,  who  after  his  elcaping  fi>  mapy  me- 
morafate  and  eminent  Dangers,  where  he -might  have 
fyin  with  die Honom- agreeable  to  the Greatoefe  cf  ^^ 

his  Chara^erj  came  at  laft  to  loie  lus  L^e  frnfen- 
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biy  by  die  Hands  of  three  or  four  ViUuns ;  he  be- 
ing now  in  the  ^8ib  Year  of  his  Age.  This  hapned 
near  two  Years  after  his  Brcachwith  Cafar,  and  this 
cut  off  the  fecond  Head  of  the  Triwirviratet  and 
made  way  Bx  C^efars  Ahlblute  Powct  loon  after; 
and  diis  hapned  in  ^e  yo6tb  Year  of  che  Oty, 
A.  M.  59J7j  about  12  Years  after  the  beanning  ot 
die  Triumvirate ,  and  46  before  our  Saviour's  Na-  ■ 
rivity.

From  the  Death  of  Pompcy,  to  the  Ikath  of 
Ofari  which  fimp'dthe^oarer  of  the  firft 
Triumvirate,  but  fiill  hpt  doom  the  Con- 
fular  State. 

Cotttaining  thejpace  of  nig&jpitr  Te«r/. 

V.C.       I.T*HUS  Succefifulwas  C-f/^- in  all  his  Adiora^ 
706.  -I-    efpecialiy  in  the  taft,  wluch  Advantage  her&-' 

Ibtv'd  to  purfue  to  the  utmofl ;  and  knowing  that  ail 
his  Enemies  Hopes  were  lodg'd  in  die  Iferfon  of 
Tompey,  he  follow'd  him  with  his  ufual  Diligence : 
And  as  tho'  Fortune  was  relblv'd  never  to  fixfake 
him,  Cajfius  rareating  into  AJU  with  a  Fleet  of  60 
Sail,  felt  in  among  Cafarh  little  fiarks  he  had  pro- 
vided for  his  Troops ;  ahd  tho'  he  might  eafily  hare 
ruin'd  Cafar,  yet  Cafaii  Prefencfi  and  Behaviour  ib 
over-aw'd  him,  that  he  immediately  furrender'd 
himfelf  with  all  his  Navy.  Cafar  Oiortly  after  ar- 
riv'd  at  Akxandria  with  two  Legions  and  800  HOTit^ 
'  in  ten  Galleys  of  R6o</ei,  and  a  few  Ships  of  Afii, 
ordering  the  reft  of  his  Men  to  follow. .  Tho'  diele 

For- 
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Forces  were  very  inconfiderablej  the  Legions  being 
reduc'd  to  3200  Men,  yet  the  Confidence  he  had  ^ 
in  his  Vi<9nriesj  and  the  high  Reputation  they  had  ' 
gain'd  him,  made  him  believe  tl»t  he  fiiou'd  meet    . 
with  Obedience  where-ever  he  cou'd  find  Men. 
Upon  his  landing  at  AUxandrla,  he  was  enteitain'ij 
with  the  News  of  the  Death  of  Pompej,  whofe 
Head  was  prefetited  to  him,  and  his  Rin^  whjch  , 
he  us'd  for  his  Signet.    This  moumfiil  Spedacle  im- 
mediately reviv'd  the  Thoughts  of  his  former  Friend- 
-  flup,  which  with  the  fad  Imagination  of  the  fatal 
Mi^orcunes  that  attend  the  greateft  Men ,   drew    ' 
Tears  from  his  Eyes,  and  made  him  mm  away  his 
Face  with  Horrouf,  keeping  the  Ring,  and  fend- 
ing away  the  Meflenger  in  -  a  Moment.    He  after- 
wards to  fiiew  his  Relped  to  this  great  Man,  caus'd 
a.  niagnificent  Sqjulchre  to  be  built  by   the  Place 
where  he  was  mm'der'd,  widi  a  Temple  which  he 
CsWd  Tie  Temple  effVratb.  _        • 

Cafta-  upon  his  entry  into  Alexandria^  having  his. 
Axes  and  Falces  carry'd  befor&him-  as  Conful,  the 
Multitude  were  much  offended,  ■  as  they  were  at 
his  La/lding,  crying  out.  That  the  Kings  Authority  was 
dimirujh'd^  which  occafion'd  C^far  to  give  Orders 
for  other  Legions,  whk:h  were  enroll'd  for  Fompey's 
Service,  to  be  brought  to  him  out  of  Afia.  In  the 
mean  time,  as  an  Aigumenc  of  his  Confidence,  he 
made  great  Entertainments,  and  affifted  at  the  Con- 
ferences of  Philofophers,  who  were  in  great  Num- 
bers widiin  that  City.  But  Pi&f)f;n»j  the  Eunudi,  who 
came  to  Mtxandria  mth  the  young  Kii^  daily  gave 
him  k^^  Marks  of  his  Diflatisfadion  and  Intenti- 
on of  making  ulerff  Arms ;  till  at  length  the  Info- 
lence  of  this  Perfon,  and  probably  the  Reputation 
of  the  admirable  Beauty  of  Cleopatra,  caus'd  him  to 
declare  publickly  ,  That  the  Ctmtrovirfie  between  tU 
Kim  and  his  Sijier  helon^d  to  the  Cmtifance  of  the  Pieo^e 
of  Rome,  and  confe^tuentlj  to  himfelf'as  Conful,  andfbt 
rather 
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rather,  hecaufi  old  PtoJemy  fy  lit  WiU  had  ieft  Bar  eldefi 
,  Son  and  Daughter  Htirtj  and  the  People  of  Rome  Exeah 
■    tors.    Upon  this  Account  he  intended-  to  make  up 

all  Differences  between  'em,  and  fent  to  *em  to  have 

'cm  rather  to  plead  their  Caufei  before  him  than  to  JeaJi 

the  Controvert  hy  the  Sward. 

At  this  time  Phot'mas  had  the  Adnriiriftiation  of 
,  the  Kingdom,  and  he  difdain'd  to  oome  to  defat^s 
Propolis,  but  tliereupon  procur  d  AdtiUtn  to  mardi 
diredly  to  Alexandria  at  the  Head  of  12000  ftont 
Men,  many  of  'em  being  Romans.  This  forc'd  Ge- 
'  far  to  take  great  Care,  after  he  had  fecur'd  the  King's 
Perfon,  to  fecure  himfelf  in  the  Town,  not  bdn^ 
ftrong  enough  to  ftand  'em  in  thePldd,  and  to  cauK 
his  own  Quarters  to  be  firongly  fortify'd,  wherp, 
nevcrthekfs,  he  was  fhortly  after  attack'd  by  Adit' 
las.  Cafar's  Soldiers  bravely  repuH'd  the  Enemy, 
whofe  chief  Defign  was  to  get  Poffefiion  of  the  yo 
Ships  and  22  Galleys  which  were  in  the  Hayen,  > 
which  oblig'd  C^/ir,  after  a  long  and  doubtful  Fi^t, 
to  poiTefi  himfetf  of  the  Pharos,  3  Tower  of  won- 
derful Stm<fture  in  an  Iflet  juft  by,  and  to  let  Fire 
to  thofe  VeiTds ;  the  Flames  whereof  being  dnven 
by  the  Wind  upon  fome  Houfes  nigh  die  Pert,  buim 
'em  down,  and  among  'em  uiihappily  confum'd  one 
of  the  beft  Libraries  in  the  World,  belonging  to  die 
Kings  of  t/f^pty  and  eonfifting,  as  fome  Authors 
report,. of  700000  Volumes.  The  Port  made  Crf/ir 
Mafter  by  Sea,  tho'  he  was  clofe  fliut  up  by  Land, 
and  the  Peoj^e  of  the  Town  were  generally  againft 
liim.  In  the  niean  time  the  young  Princtfi  Cleopa- 
/racametoC^yir  with  much  Dai;^ and  Difficultyj 
flie  embark'd  in  a  Shallop  with  only  ApUodcrms,  ona 
of  her  Domefticks ,  with  whom  flic  arriv'd  that 
Night  under  the  Giftle  of  Alexandria,  and  there  Ap- 
foliodcrus  binding  her  up  in  a  Packet  of  thofc  Ne- 
ceiTaries  which  he  brought  along  with  him ,  took 
hsc  upon  his  Back,   and  by  diat  means  decdving 

the 
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the  tyfgjipitm  Guards,  cany'd  her  to  Cafar.  .  Cafar 
was  too  fenfible  of  die  Charms  of  Beauty,  not  to 
be  touch'd  with  thofe  of  Cleopatra,  who  was  now  in 
the  Prime  of  her  Youth  ,  and  one  of  thofe. 
Iprightly  Beauties  whereof  every  Feature  had  its  par- 
titolar  Grace  :  All  which,  join'd  with  an  admiiable 
Wit,  and  a_  Voice  (b  ibft  and  bewitching,  that  even 
diat  Perfedion  alone,  without  the  help  of  her  Eyes, 
which  were  the  fineft  in  the  World ,  inflav'd  [he 
Hearts  of  all  who  heard  her  j  nor  cou'd  C^far  refufe 
her  his,  but  at  firft  fight  fiiewd  himfelf  of  her  In- 
terefi.  Ttelemr/her  Brother  quickly  found  it,  and 
Ctefar's  Uneafinefs  in^  his  Love,  made  the  Inhabi- 
tants more  Turbulent ;  but  he  foon  .quell'd  all,  and 
as  Cmful  and  Tutor  to  the  young  Princefsj  in  a  ge- 
neral AiTembly  he  read  the  Will  of  Ptolemj  their  Fa- 
ther, and  promis'd  to  put  it  in  Execution. 

In  the  mean  time  Vbotmm  was  llain  in  the  City  by 
a  Tumult,  and  Ganymedes  the  Eunucli,  under  pre- 
tence of  affifting  Ar^ti  King  Ftokniys  yoangelt  Si- 
fter-, and  by  declaring  her  Quetn,  had  caus'd  A- 
cBUat  to  be  llain,  and  procur"d  himfelf  to  be  made 
General  of  the  Army,  who  afliiming  the  laid  Au- 
thcwity,  continu'd  the  Siege  with  much  Vigour,  re- 
duc'd  Cafar  to  great  Extremities  by  Qjoiling  all  his 
frefti  Water,  which  he  foon  remedyd  by  his  extra- 
ordinary Diligence,  and  digging  abundance  of  Wells. 
Cajar  htgan  now  to  expeit  his  Succours  with  Impa- 
tience, and  being  inform 'd  that  the  i/^sb  Legion  was 
arriv'd  on  the  Confines  of  Afrkh,  but  cou'd  not 
coirie-up  by  reafon  of  the  Winds,  he  erobarkd  witij 
•his  whole  Fleet,  but  with  only  his  Mariners,  and  fee 
forward  to  meet  jt. The  Enemy  knowing  that  he  was 
without  Soldiers,  attack 'd  him:  but  he  foonworft- 
ed  "em,  join'd  his  Legion,  and  return "d  to  Akxanr 
dria.  This  .firft  Fight  allonifii'd  the  AltxanMamy 
neverthelefi  they  tehtted,  and  came  againft  Cajar 
with  a  ftronger  Fleet  than  before,  but  were  again 
A  a  routed.

routed,  and  forc'd  to  fly  Under  the  Peer  of  Vharos. 
Cafar  was  only  Mafter  of  the  Tower,  and  making 
an  Attack  upon  the  Pea-  with  fome  little  SuccdE 
was  neverthelefs  at  laft  repuls'd  with  fo  much  Dit 
order,  that  not  being  able  to  hinder  his  SoldiCTS  from 
throwing  therafelves  on  Board  his  Ship,  he  lav'd 
himfelf  by  fwimming,  but  with  fo  much  Prefence 
of  Mind,  that  he  lolt  none  of  his  Papers,  which  he 
held  out  of  the  Water  with  one  Hand,  to  preferve 
'em  from  wetting,  nor  yet  his  Coat  Armour,  whidi 
he  carried  in  his  Teeth. 

The  Alexandrians,  finding  they  were  not  able  by 
Force  to  drive  out  Cafar,  had  recoarft  to  their  old 
Arts  of  Diflimulation,  demanding  their  King  from 
him,  pretending,  Tibat  they  -were  iveary  of  the  Cemmani 
if  Ganymedes  and  a  Girl,  and  that  were  defirous  of  nfa- 
king  Peace  with  the  Romans  under  the  Authoritj  ef  their  i 
laiiful  Prince.  Cafar  was  fenfible  of  their  perfidious  ' 
Temper,  but  finding  the  War  might  be  more  ho- 
nourable, andnotjnuch  more  dangerous,  preftntly 
deliver d. him,  who,  as  he  expefted,  employ d  afl 
his  Forces  againft  hinr.  But  at  this  time  Mitbridates 
of  Virgamui,  a  Man  of  noble  Birth,  of  brave  Spirit, 
and  great  Fidelity  to  Ciefar,  came  with  an  Army  to  . 
Cafar's  Affiftance.  He  firft  took  Telajium  by  the 
"^^y,  and  went  to  pafs  die  River  M/e  at  a  Place 
call  d  Delta.  Which  PtoUmy  beinginform'd  ofi  went 
in  Perfon  toogpofe  him,  and  C^yir  did  thefetneto 
afEft  Mithridatesy  who  before  the  Arrival  of  either, 
had  already  beaten  Ttolemy%  Men  in  one  Rencoun- 
ter. Cajar  alfo  defeated  others  before  he  cou'd  join 
Mithridatesy  after  which  he  attack 'd  a  fmall  Fort 
between  his  Camp  and  that  of  Ptolmj,  which  he 
took>  and  the  next  day  attack  d  their  very  Camp, 
whidi  he  forcd,  and  the  King  endeavouring  to 
fave  himfelf  by  Water,  was  dr^wn'd.  After  this 
Vitftory,  Cafar  met  with  no  Oppofitionin  allfc-^rt',  " 
and  the  Cty  of  JlixunMa  was  the  firft  that  Tud- 

mit- 
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mitted  •  fo  he  ihade  his  Entry  as  Conqueror,  sihd 

pardon'd  the  Gtizens  in  favour  of  cUofatra,  idibih 

he  eftablifli'd  Queen  with  her  younger  Brotiier  Vta- 

iimy,  accoj-ding  to  the  Intent  of  their  Father's  Will, 

driving  out  Arfiaae  and  Gaajmedes.    The  reft  of  die 

Days  he  ftaidin^^^f,  I^dedicatedto  the  Lova 

he  had  for  this  beautifiil  Princ^,  and  the  B-cjoy-  J 

dn^  for  hisViiftory.    He  fpent  much  of  his  dme 

in  her  Company,  and  Came  Audiors  report  that  he. 

wait  up  die  Nile  with  her  in  a  magnificent  Gal- 

1^,  and  chat  he  had  gone  as  &r  as  tAiihiopia,  if  his 

Army  had  not  refus'd  to  follow  him  ;  hut  however, 

he  Mterwards  save  fuch  puUick  ^s  well  as  private 

Teftimonies  oThis  AfFetaion,  that  he  left  her  with 

Child  of  a  Son,  whom  he  call  d  Cafario. 

■  .     IL  About  the  beginning  of  the  Alexandrian  War, 
defar  had  great  Honours  voted  him  by  the  Senate  at  ' 
Amk,  who  were  now  moft  of  "em  gathered  toge- 
rfier  :  He  was  made  Ccmful  for  five  Years- together; 
I>iBaterioT  a  Whole  Year,  and  had  the  Power  of 
Trihme  for  his  jLife ;  and  tho'  he  was  out  of  Italy, 
he  took  the  Ditiatorfijip,  and  ma^de  Marc  Atithsny  ^iDic\x%i]i 
Mafier  if  the  Horfi,  who  as  yet  Iiad  not  been  fratof.  Annual 
j^batp/  at  iiis  ixx  Mcmths  end,  was  forc'd  to  lay  V.  C. 
down  his  Office,  and  wasjnadeConfuljtlie  j^a^f  707. 
crying  it  was  unlawful  for  any  Mafier  «/  the  iiorje  to 
hold  tnat  Office  above  fix  Months. .  But  the  prinr,i- 
pal  Caufe  was  his  eiercifing  too  great  an  Autho:icy 
in  that  Place;  which  widi  die  outrageous  Carnage 
of  Trebelliffs  and  DdabtUa,  both  Triliums,  rais  d  great 
CcMnmotions  and  Difturbances  in  the  CiLy.

1  ing  Csfar'j  fardming  of  Deiotarus,  inbo  bad  htm  a  I 

greater  Entmy  to  bim  than  be,  not  doubting,  but  eartjf  ■ 
to  renew  the  War  after  hfa  Departure.,   Cafar,  fiif- 

ficiently  apprehenfive  of  his  Defigns,    gave  good  j 

Words  to  the  Meffengers,  the  firft  and  fecond  time,  ■ 

but  at  the  third  time,  he  objeded,  among"  other  J 

Crimes,  Hu  Ingratitude  to  Pompey  ba  BenefaHor  j  ad-  f 

ding.  That  be  receiv'd  no  left  Sati^aHiott  in  fardorting  (f  j 
allpri'Vfite  Injuries,  than  in  re'vengingfuch  ai  had  been  if- 

ftr,  d  to  the  Rtfublick.    And  thereupon  ufing  all  Expe-  j 
dition,  on  one  and  the  fame  Day  he  went  and  fought 
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the  Enemy,  who  at  firft  diftrefi'd  him  wirfi  their 
Horfes  aha  Chariots  that  bore  Scythes,  but  the  Ve- 
teran Troops  obtaiir'd  the  ViAory  in  a  few  Hours  j  - 
and  Pbamacfis  himfelf  flying,  and  endearouring  to 
break  into  Boffhenti,  was  repuls'd  and  flain  by  Afan- 
Jerj  the  juft  End  of  a  Perkih  fo  rebellious  to  his  tV 
ther,  and  fo  ungratefiil  to  his  Friends,  This  Vi- 
dory  being  fo  fudden  and  effectual,  made  Cafar  fay. 
That  Fom^y  wafverj  bafpy  in  gaining  Jo  much  Glory 
againfi  this  Enemy  at  jo  et^  a  Rate.  And  i;i  writing 
to  Amcius  a(  Ramet  he  expreis'd  the  Celerity  of  this 
Expedition  in  diree  Words,  Vem,  Vidi^  Vlei:  Icamty 
Iviejv'Jy  I  vajKjHiJh'J.  Cafar  fettled  Affairs  in  thefe 
Parts  as  well  as  his  Hme  wou'd  p^mit  him;  and  after 
his  beftowing  the  Government  of  Armmia  upon  Ario- 
harXiOtusy  that  of  Juiaa  upon  Hyrcanoi  and  Antipatery 
and  that  of  Bofphorus  upon  Mithridatet,  he  embark'd  '  ■ 

and  went  into  Italy  with  a  Diligence  which  put  all 
the  World  into  Admiration. 

UI.  Upon  Cafar'^kmyA  in  Italy y  Cicero^  and  a  ^-  C. 
great  many  others  of  Pwwwjr's  Party  went  <mt  to  meet  708. 
him,  and  were  receiv'd  oy  him  with  the  fame  Ci- 
vility as  if  they  had  always  been  of  his  Intereft. , 
This  courteous  and  obliging  Behaviour  fo  far  gainld 
him  the  Favour  of  the  People  of  Rome ,  fo  that  he 
eafily  appeas'd  the  DilTentions  there,  and  thetime  of  ^ 

his  Diilatorjhip  being  expir'd,  he  was  chofen  Conful 
with  ty£milius  Lspidui.    He  cou'd  not  find  time  to  ' 

make  any  long  ftay  at  JRonw,  for  the  Remains  of  ■ 
Fempeys  Party  had  rally'd  themfelves  in  Africk  un-  ' 

der  Scipio  and  Cato,  and  7«^  ^"S  of  Mawitama,  •: 

which  made  him  haften  thither,  after  he  had  ap- 
peas'd  fome  Mutinies  among  his  own  Soldiers,  who 
infolendy  demanded  their  Rewards  and  their  Dif-  '■ 

charge  j  but  upon  Cafar's  Prefence,  and  his  telling 
'em,  Th^pvm'/i  not  partake  of  the  Hamur  of  the  Affi- 
can  Expedidetfy  t'.iey  fiibmicted,  (b  as  to  offer  them- 
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felves  to  be  decimated.    Cafar,  a&cr  his  ufual  DUi-  | 

gencc,  landed  in  ^frlck  with  a  finali  Party,  but  the 
rett  foon  after  follow  d  j  he  was  in  fome  Diftrds  tos 
want  of  Necefiaries  for  a  little  time,  but  that  he 
'    conquer'd  with  gredt  Conftancy.  After  many  Move- 
ments, and  feveral  Skirmiflies  and  finaller  Battels  be- 
tween both  Parties,  in  which  Cafar  was  fometimes 
in  great  Danger,  Cafar  refolv'd  to  come  to  3  ded- 
five  fiattel  if  it  were  poflSble.    In  ordw  to  this  De- 
jlgn,  heinvefted  the  City  Tapfus,  fuppofing  that  5c;- 
po  wou'd  attempt  to  relieve  it,  in  which  he  was  not 
miftaken;  for  Scipio  joyniM  with  King  y**tf,- and 
encnmping  neatC47/«>',theyftiortly  after  came  to  age-   '

T^pjusf    Adrumetum  and  Zama  immediately  hureH- 
derd,  Cato  fled  to  Uiietf,  znA'Juba  and  Petreiut  kffl'd    | 
one  another  in  Delpair,  and  all  j^w^a'sKiAgdom  fob-    ! 
mitted  to  the  Government  of  Rome.     Sitiui,  one  of  | 
C^/«t 's  Lieutenants,  ftiortly  af^  encountety  ^««-  \ 
us  and  SyUa,  as  they  were  going  for  S^»,  ^3eat-  i 
ed  their  Forces  and  took  'em  Prifoners,  after  whidi 
they  were  both  kill'd  in  a  Mutiny.    Scipio  Irinlfdf  ; 
and  feveral  Senators  being  embailt  d  for  Spain,  were  1 
driven  upon  Siilusi  Fleet,  where  they  all  were  fliin   ' 
by  their  Enemies,  or  By  themfelves.-^  | 

Of  the  Generals  of  Pompey's  Partj',  Cato  was  Mily  j 
remaining,  who  had  retreated  to  Utica,  where  he  ■ 
had  eftablifliM  a  kind  of  Senate,   compos'd  erf"  300 
-Rcfi^itns.     He  was  at  firft  refolv'd  to  hold  out  the  ^ 
Tawn,  but  finding  the  Minds  of  the  InhaKtanis  ! 
much  divided,  })c  quitted  that  Defignfor  another  j 
more  agreeable  to  his  Charafter  and  Philofophical  | 
Opinions.    Hedefird  his  Friends,   fbme    to  feve  { 
themfelves  by  Sea,  and  others  to  relie  upon  Cafar'i 
Goodnefsj  aiid  embracing  them  with  a  moce  rfian 
ordinary  Tenderneis  that  Night,  his  Dilcourfes  to   ' 
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'era  being  ^ut  Morality,  where  he  defended  that 
^Ia:dm,  That  the  VertHoui  were  cnh  bt^py  andfree^  I'M 
vkhd  *Men  were  always  mferabte  -  and  Sla'uss.  His 
Sons,  fufpeittng  his  Intentions,  at  Supper  took  his 
Sivord-from  him,  which  he  rnifi'd  not  when  he  a- 
rofe,  but  lying  down  in  his  Bed  read  Vlato's  Dia- 

■  logue  caU'd  Pi^-i),  concerning  the  Immorrality  of 
the  SouL  Then  miffing  his.  Sword,  he  was  very 
angry  and  diffatisfy'dtilUtwas'brought  him;  then 
feeling  the  Point,  he  laid  it  by  him,  faying,  I  am 
Ma^et  if  my  felf.  He  then  took,'  his  Book  again, 
which  he  had  read  twice  over,  and  fell  into  a  fpand 
Steep;  butjuft  as  Day  began  to  appear;  he  t6ak 
his  Sword,  and  thruft  himielf  tlirough  ftie  Breaft^  - 
which  not  defpatching  him,  he  (layering  fell  upon 

'  his  Bed,  and  at  the  ume  time  threw  down  a  Ta-  i 
ble  upon  which  he  had  drawn  fome  Geometrical  Fi-  ,  ■■■\:, 
gures.  At  the  Noile  of  this  his  Slaves  came  in, 
and  with  their  Cries  alfo  brought  his  Sons  and  Friends, 
who  found  him  weltring  in  his  Blood,  jnd  his  Bow- 
elsoutof  his  Body:.  His  Eyes  were  yet  open,  which 
causM  his  phyfician  to^  eafe  him  upon  his  Bed  j  then 
putting  up  his  Bowels,  which  were  yet  i\n!iurt,  he 
clos'd  up  the  Wound.  ■  Upon  this,  Cato  recover  d 
his  Spirits,  and  being  tranfporred  with  Furyj  thruit, 
.back  the  Phyfician,  rent  open  his  Wound  again, 
and  tearing  his  Bowels,  expir'd  before  their  Lyes. 
Thus  dy'd  Cato,  a  Perfon  of  fingiilair  JulHce,  Seve-' 
rity,  and  Magnanimity ;  upon  the  hearing  of  whofe 
Death,  Ce/ir  did,  Cito  has  enziy'd  me  the  Glary  of  Ja- 
iring  ha  Life,  and  therefore  do  I  envy  ha  Denfh  j  dcfign- 
,ing,  as  was  thought,  to  have  conquer  d  hlin  by  his 
Kindnefs  and  Generofity ;  His  Death  complcatly  fi- 
nifli'd  Cafar's  War  in  AfricL 

-  Africk  being  entirely  reduc'd  to  Subjeiiion,  de- 
far  return 'd  to  Kome  to  triumph  for  all  his  Viciorics  j 
and  firll  to  obtain  the  Favour  of  the  People,  he  gave 
'«m  to  underltand.  That  his  lr.fi  FiHuTy  had  ^aind 
■  Aa  4  thi

'the  Ccmmomveakb  of  Rome  a  Country  fo  Targe  tmd  rid, 
that  it  ecu  J  yearly  furnijh  the  City  with  200000  Bi^eh  (f 
Ccrn^  and  ■^oooooo  PounJj  <f  Oil.  After  this,  heOT- 
der'd  the  Preparations  fcM-  his  Triumph  upon  fijur 
■fucceffive  Days ;  the  firil  defign'd  for  the  Triumph 
over  Gaul,  ihew'd  in  a  great  many  Tables  the  Names 
ot"  ;co  Nations  and  800  Cities,  conquer 'd  by  die 
Death  trf"  a  Million  of  Foes,  whom  he  had  d^eaxei 
in  fevcral  Battels.  The  fecond  Triumph  was  ova 
tA^gyft.  The  .third  ihew'd  the  Defeat  of  Pharmai 
in  ^ifn.  And  the  fourth  that  cf  King  Jaha  in  J- 
fi-ick ;  which  Triumphs  were  over  ForeJ^ers,  not 

-Rvmam.  Here  was  the  utmoft  Shew  of  Magnifi- 
cence, and  all  die  Roman  Soldiers  foUow'd  their  great ; 
General  crown'd  with  Laurels,  and  in  that  Equi- 1 
page  he  went  to  the  Capitol,  the  Steps  whereof  he 
iiiountcd  upon  his  Knees,  forty  Elephants  tfcing 
rang'd  on  each  Side,  carrying  great  CandlefticlU) 
fil'i'd  witli  Flambeaus.  The  Silver  VefTels,  and  Sta- 
tce;  of-  GoldCnith's  Worli,  which  were  us'd  in  thde 
Triui^iphs,  amounted  to  6yooo  Talents,  which  is 
abo'.e  twelve  Millions  of  our  Money,  befides  1821 
Oouns  of  Gold,  weighing  lyo;^ /.  which  were 
Prefcnts  that  the  Princes  and  Ciries  had  made  him 
af^cr  liisVifioiies';  according  to  the  Cuftoms  of  thofe 
Times.  Out  of  thefe  Summs  he  paid  hiiSoldias, 
helldcs  wliat  he  had  promisd  them  in  the  beginmng^ 
cf  tlie  Civil  Wars.  To  every  one  i  j-o  Pounds  ot 
our  Money,  as  much  more  to  the  Centurions,  and 
twice  as  much  as  that  to  the  Tribunes  and  Com- 
manders of  the  Cavalry  ;  and  for  their  Retreat  ^er 
the  Wars,    he  gave  them  Inheritances  in  fevcral 

'  Places  feparatcd  from  Ite:h.  The  People  alfo  were 
fenfibie  of  his  Bounty,  for  he  diftributed  to  each 
mrticular  Perfon  ten  Eufliels  of  Corn ,  and  ten 
Pounds  of  Oil,  and  added  100  Vevmi  to  the  ;oo 
he  had  prcmis'd  'em  before.  Atfer  this  lie  nobiy 
eniertain'd  the  whole  peopleat  22000  fcveral  Tables, 

and 
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and  that  nothing  might  be  wanting  to  the  Pomp 
and  Magnificence  of  thefe  Feafts,  he  caus'd  2000 
Gladiators  to  feht  before  the  People,  and  made  Re- 
prelentatiofis  of  Sea  and  Land-Fights  of  four  or  five 
Thouland  Men  of  a  fide,  befides  all  forw  of  Plays 
and  Shows.  Thele  Entertainments  drew  lb  many 
People  to  Rome ,  that  the  greateft  part  of  'em 
were  forc'd  to  He  in  the  open  Air,  and  a  great  ma- 
ny were  fiified  in  the  Prefs ;  among  the  reft,  two 
Senators. 

Many  great  Honours  were  after  this  confor'd 
upon  Crf/^,  among  which,  was  that  of  Mafitrtf  . 
Manners  j  as  if  rfie  Name  of  Cmfar  was  t6o  mean, 
for  three  Yearsj  all  joyning  to  ftew  their  great  For- 
wardnefs  in  preferring  him,  (bme  out  of  Love  and 
Refped:,  others  out  <w  Fear  and  Flattpry :  And  in- 
deed many  began  to  dread  the  Severiries  of  yW^r/wr 
and  SjfOa  J  but  C^far's  extraordinary  Gvility  to  berth 
Parties,  and  the  Greatnels  of  his  Namre,  in  a  great 
meafure  freed  'em  firom  any  fuch  Fears.  He  b^an 
now  to  fettle  the  Commion-wealthj  and  make  ma- 
ny new  Laws :  He  committed  the  Power  of  Judi- 
cature to  ths  Senators  and  Bftutes  alone;  and  both 
'  by  Laws,  and  his  own  Care,  he  reftrain"d  the  pro- 
fufe  Way  of  Living  of  rich  Peifons.  And  becaufe ' 
the  City  was  manifeftly  exhaufted,  by  reafon  qf 
Multitudes  quitting  it,  he  propos'd  Rewards  to  all 
fuch  as  had  many  Children.  Then  confidering  that 
by  his  long  Command  in  Gaul,  he  himfelf  had  Op- 
portunity of  eftabliftiing  an  extraordinary  Power, 
py  a  Law  he  wdain  d.  That  no  Prater  Jhou'd  Com- 
mand above  a  Year  in  his  Province,  nor  a  Cenful  a- 
,boYe  two  Years  after  the  Expiring  of  his  Office. 
Moreover,  to  fliew  that  nothing-  ihou'd  efcape  his 
Care,  he  undertook  to  regulate  the  Reman  Year, 
which  was  at  this  time  very  much  confounded  ;  and" 
iho'  Ntima,  the  fecond  King  of  Rcme,  had  bellow "d 
much  Pains  about  it,  yet  flill  the  Reckoning  accordr 
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ing  to  Lunar  Months,  and  the  odd  eleven  Days  and 
a  quarter,  caus'd  a  great  many  Inconveniencies. 
Whereupon  Cafar^  after  his  ctMifulring  the  moft  able 
Aftronomers,  being  aUb  himlelf  very  well  inftru^d 
in  that  Science,  whereof  he  had  written,  r^pilated 
V  the  Year  according  to  the  Courfe  of-  the  Sun,  allot- 
ting  to  each  Year  gfij  Days,  and  adding  one  Day 
more  evety  fourth  Year,  which  was  call  d  the  Bif- 
Jtxtilei  arid  this  is  the  Method  which  we  to  tWs 
Day  follow,  and  goes  ftill  by  the  Name  of  the  jFi»- 
lian  Account  and  the  Old  Sfi/e,  whereas  the  Nov  Stik 
is  call'd  the  Gregorian  Account.  In  liiis  lame  Year 
fiourilh  d  Catullus  the  Poet,  one  of  the  prindpal  E^ 
ff-ammati^s  of  all  the  RomatiJ. 

TV.  While  C^yir  was  thus  employ'd  in  the  AfTaiis 
of  the  Common-wealth,  the  two  Sons  of  Pomm 
had  f(Htify'd  themfekes  in  Spain  •  and  as  the  Peo^ 
ftiU  paffionately  a&ded  the  Memory  of  their  Fa- 
ther, they  foon  gathor'd  together  a  powerful  Army; 
,  they  alfo  had  very  good  Officers,  and  among  tiie 
•  reft  Lahiemuj  which  obUg'd  Cafar  to  go  in   Peifcn 

to  oppoie  their  Proceedii^s  j  tho'  not  without  fome 
:Unwil!ingnefs,  by  reafon  that  (lis  beloved  Miftrefs 
Cleopatra  was  now  at  Rome.    He  was  now  juft  made 
D/V.'Tcxiv  CoM^ again,  and  likewife /?^i«or for  another  Year; 
Annual,  and  Lef'tim,   who  was  Confd  with  him,   he  chole 
U.  C.       for  his  Mafitr  of  the  Horfe.    Caf<er  proceeded  jn  his 
709.       Expedition  with  his  wonted  Vigour  arid  Cderity, 
and  arriv'd  in  Sfain  before  the  Enemy  fo  much  as 
imagin'd  it.    Cnfim,  the  eldeft  of  the  two  Vompty\ 
had  laid  Siege  to  the  City  of  CTiZa,    and  Sextm  the 
younger  Brodier  was  in  Corduha  with  a  ftrong  Gani- 
fon.    Cafar^  to  nufe  the  Siege,  and  to  give  fome 
Jealoufie  to  Cwi*/,  advanc'd  towards  Cw<4i«,  which 
occafion'd  him  to  raife  the  Siege  before  CTSi,  and 
come  and  oppole  Cafar ;  but  Cajar  findin ;  he  cou'd 
not  draw  him  to  a  Battel,  went  and  iavell^d  ^tttg- 
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_  JM,  a  Pkce  of  great  Impoitaoce,  and  full  of  Pfovi- 
ftotu.  This  Siesp  lafted  fome  confiderable  dme,  and  ' 
rfw  Psmfeys  endeavomr'd  to  throw  in  Succoure  into 
the  Town,  but  in  vain,  tillat  Ufl  it  was  contttiio'd 
to  eapttulate.  C^y^  bdng  Mailer  of  this,  feveralo- 
ther  Places  fubmicted  to  lum  ;  and  the  ?«mM^jmarch- 
ing  up  and  down,  and  feeing  the  reft  Jaou'd  re- 
TTOlt,  wererefolv'd  to  come  to  a  general  Battel,  thftir 
Army  being  now  encamp'd  in  the  PUins  of  Mitttd^i^ 
aod  Cafar'i  not  far  diltant 

Both  Generals  were  equally  impBtient  to  come  to 
an  Ii^aJgement ,  fo  that  Cneius  drew  up  his  Men  by 
Break  of  Day,  well  polting  hitnielf  upon  a  HUl, 
find  die  Esa^efs  cS  their  Order  fliew'd  his  Troops 
W  great  Advantage,  eigedally  his  Cavalry,  who 
Were  very- well  arm'd*  C^sr  with  great  Art  drew 
ap  his  Troc^  likewife,  andafier  he  had  advanc'd 
a  little  DillaiK:e  from  his  IVenches,  made  a  H^, 
expediiig  the  Enemy  to  come  down  from  the  HiH. 
Tiifc.  Delay  niade.Crf/«-'s  Soldiers  begin  to  murmur, 
.  and  fo  SKourag'd  th^e  of  iDneius,  that  they  advanced 
upon  the  decliRiflg  part  <lS  the  Hill;  io  bmh 
f^es.gavet  Shout,  and  the  Battel  began.  This  was 
extraordinary  Sharp  and  Dreadful  on  both  fides, 
d»fe  on  ■Cajar's  fide  were  extreamly  incited  by  the 
Hopes  of  putting  an  End  to  all  their  Labours  by 
this  Battd,  and  thc^  on  Tomfty's  fide  fought  out  of 
Neeeffity  and  Defperation,  mott  of  'em  expefting 
Bo  Pardon,  as  having  their  Lives  formerly  given  'em, 
when  they  had  been  overthrown  with  Afrati'ius  and 
Tttreia!.  The  firil.  Shock  was  manag'd  on  both  fides 
with  ■fi>nHicli  Courage,  that-C^/Ws  Men,  wholiad 
been  almoft  always  us'dto  Conqura-,  found  .here  a 
Stop  put  (o  dieir Fiercencfs ;  the  Battel continud  for 
■many  Hours  very  obftinate,  and  ■C^efar  -was  never 
in  fo  great  Danger  as  now  ;■  he  threw  himfetf"  fevc- 
ral  times  with  great  Rage  and  Fury  amon^ft  the 
■midft  of  the  Enfemy,  crying  cmt  to  his  Men,  and 
'  askiJMS 
,_.     CooqIc  - 
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askii^  *«!»,  If  thgf  were  net  t^avid  u  deliver  blm  into  \ 
the  Hands  of  Bojs  ?  So  well  did  he  encourage  them 
by  his  Speeches,  but  much  more  by  a  thouiand  brave 
and  noble  Asians  which  he  perform'd  himfelf ;  that 
at  laft  with  much  Difficulty  and  a.Iong  Time,  be 
overduew  the  Enemy,  and  kUl'd  ;oooo  upon  the 
Spot.  This  Battel  was  fo  fierce  and  dangerous,  diat 
OjW  often  laid,  Tlat  aU  other  places  he  fia^btfer  bit 
Gkrjy  but  at  Mundifor  hit  Life. 

All  his  Enfigns  were  taken,  and  Faros  and  Labitnm 
flain  in  the  BatteL  Cntius  with  i  fo  H<x&  efcap'd  to 
Carttia,  from  whence,  thinking  to  lave  himfidf  by 
Sea,  he  was  forc'd  by  Didius,  Cafar'%  lieutenant,  to 
return  to  Land,  and  being  belTeg'd  within  a  Tower, 
was  attack'd  fo  vigorouQy,  that  he  was  fbdaken  by 
his  People,  and  &in  in  a  Cave  where  he  had  tiid 
himfelf.  But  his  Brother  Sextits  efcaping  irom  O- 
did^a,  fo  welt  conceal'd  himfelf,  chat  C/ejar  cou*d  not 
£nd  him.  AH  Spmn  immediately  fubmitted  to  de- 
far  ^  and  he  exaded  great  Contributions  from  all  the 

,  Enemies  Cities,  uni^  Pretence  of.  puniihing  their 
Rebellion.  ■  After  which  he  return 'd  to  Rome  with 
great  Joy  and  Satisfa^on,  that'  hehadat  laft  brought 

'  under  Submiffion  that  Commtm-wealth  which  gave 
Laws  to  the^greateft  part  of  the  World.  He  cnter'd 
Rome  in  Tniimpl^,  but  this  Triuftiph  was  by  no 
means  attended  widi  any  joyful  Acclamations  <£ 
the  People,  who  were  much  concern'd  to  fee  the 
Memory  of  their  belov'd  Vomtey  infutted  over,  and 
the  Race  almoft  extirpated  of  one  of  the  greateft 
Menini^Mw.  ButC<«/tfrdid  it  the  rather  upon  the 
Accdunt  of  bringing  the  Reman  Dominions  into 
Peace  and  Subjetftion,  and  the  perfed  finifliiog 
the  Civil  War;  which,  the' it  contiiiu'd not  much 
^»ve  four  Years ,  had  been  fo  deftnuftive  to 
the  Roman  People,  that  at  a  Cenfus  jult  b^>re 
Cafar%^  laft  Expolition,  there  were  found  but  one 
htmdred  and  fifty  thoufand  Heads  oS  Families  in 

Reme^ 
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Xtme,  whereas  in  that  Lt^um  before^  there  were  . 
three  hundred  and  twenty  diouiand. 

V.  Cafar  had  now  raisld  himfelf  far  above  all  Rs*    ' 
mam,  and  above  all  Mortals  in  that  Age,  by  his 
•wonderfiil  Afts;  having  fubdu'd  and  conquer'd.the 
beft  Parts  of  the  Worlds  in  almoft  as  fliort  a  time 
as  others  cou'd  reafonably  travel  thofe  Countries. 
And  now  the  Senate  aeain  began  to  conferr  new 
Honours  upon  him,  and  thc&  greater  dian  ever: 
They  made  him  DiSam  in  ferfawan,  Cmfui  for  Ten  J'c-'3«^- 
.  Years,  fubjeacd  all  Ma^ftrates,  even  P/ei««»,  tohisf^'^"«* 
•  Power;  and  ordain'd  that  he  alone  ihou'd  command    '    ' 
the  Armies,   andraife  Money,  whidi  made  him'7''9*  _ 
Sovweign  Prince  or  King  in  effe*^    Among  other 
Tides  he  had  that  of  Deliverer  given  him,  and  fo 
was  entcr'd  in  the  Fafii,  and  a  Temple  erefted  lo 
Liherty ;  but  above  all,  that  of  Imperator,  not  in  that  i/nperatw. 
fenfe  as  Generals' were  wont  to  have  it  givem  'era 
by  their  Soldiers  after  fome  worthy  Exploit,  but  as 
it  fignify'd  the  greateft  Authority  in  the  Common- 
we;3th.    From  this  Jaliuj  was  deriv'd  the  I'ftrae  of 
bnferator  or  Emferour,  as  likewife  that  o£Cafar  to  his 
Succeffours  f  and  this  was  the  firft  beginning  of  the 
bnverial  State  of  Rome,  tho'  it  was  not  perfeftly  fet- 
led  till  fome  Years  after.    Cafar  was  likew^e  made 
Cenfor  fijr  his  life  time,  fo  that  now  moft  of  the 
Magifirades  feem'd  to  centre  in  him.    As  for  the 
Confulilup,  he  divefted  himfelf  of  that  for  a  certain 
time,  and  created  Fablus  and  Treimi«s  ConfulS  for  the 
reft  of  the  Year,  of  whom  it  happen'd  that  Fahim 
dy'd  the  laft  Day  of  his  Magiiiracy,  and  Cafar  fub- 
ftimted  Canivms  for  the  remaining  Hours ;  where- 
uponCJttJ-o  jeftingly  writ  in  one  of  his  EpilHes,  liat 
dwivg  the  Cetijuljhip  of  Canivius,  net  a  Man  din'd  j  yet 
ne  Harm  was  cemmitted  in  that  lime,  ftr  he  waj  wen-  - 
dtrfuUy  vigildttt,  and  w(r  Jltp  threughout  his  whole  Cin- 

ftilfiip.    From  this  time  forward  the  Confulfliip  grew 
ciicaper,    ■ 
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dieaper,  and  few  hdd  it  a  whole  Year,  efpedally, 

when  ^  its  Authority  and  andenc  D^oicy,  was, 

in  a  manner,  fwaUow'd  up  by  the  Imperial  Power 

*    ibon  after. 

Ttius  C<^  had  order'd  the  Oxifulflup,  but  £» 
odier  Magiftrates  he  pretended  he  wou'd  noc  con- 
cern himlof  with  'em,  but  leave  'em  to  the  Pe(xde 
to  be  nam'd,  according  to  the  ancient  Cuftom ;  but 
it  OTOv'd  only  a  Pretence,  for  he  made  diem  him-  " 
fdi,  and  &nt  'em  iiuo  the  Provinces  without  the 
andent  Way  of  Sartitim.    In  other  Ma^ftrates  the 
fame  Number  was  obferv'd;  only  the  Vratan  uprai 
'   the  account  of  the  Largeneis  of  the  'Bamum  Domini- 
\6TttMt-os&  were  encreas'd  to  fixteen,  and  the  Quafiars  to 
vHs^'  forty.    Befides  he  had  no  other  Way  to  gratifie  thc^e 
to  whom  he  had  made  large  Promifes,  and  this 
caus'd  him  to  admit  many  into  die  Saute  with- 
out Dffinftionj  whether  the  Perfon  was  2.  Soldier  as 
a  Ubertme  by  Original ;  fo  that  the  Numberof  the 
900  Sou-  Senate,  by  this  means,  an^e  to  nine  hundred.    Ma- 
•'•        ny  he  alio  brought  into  die  Ranks  of  P«r/w«»/, 
Conjfda^,  and  irf  thofe  who  had  bom  other  Offices ; 
whidi  became  a  Cuftom  to  thofe  who  were  after- 
wards Empereurs.    To  lus  Friends  he  gave  much  a- 
way  both  in  Money  and  Lands,  which  was  very 
plealii^to  them  who  made  their  Defigns;  but  o- 
thers  toolt  S<  very  hainpully,  and  teftify'd  their  Re- 
fentinents,  eiaier  by  Words  or  libels.    The  Ma- 
nagement of  pii^Uck  Money  was   now  tranflated 
from  the  Quafiors  to  the  t/EJilts,  and  afterwards  re- 
turn'd  no  more  td  'em,  but  at  length  was  a>mmit- 
6JEJiJet.    ted  to  Perfons  of  Pratertan  Dignity.     Six  t^iles 
were  alfo  made;  of  which  .two  were  Tatritiam, 
call'd  Curuks,  and  fair  Tlebtians. 
U.  C.  For  the  following  Year  Cafar  cnter'd  upon  die 

710.        Confulftiip  agdn  with  Anthony,   who  was  likewiie 
his  Mafier  of  the  Horfc  j  and  now  he  more  clc^y 
apply*d  himfelf  to  the  Bufinefi  of  the  Common- 
wealth 
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wealth  than.tvef.  He  firft  took  care  to  pati3<m  all 
fuch  as  had  been  in  Arms  againft  him,  and  greariy 
tax'd  the  Cruelty  of  SySa,  and  thereby  obtained  as 
great  a  Name  for  Clemency,  as  before  he  had  for 
Valour.  Then,'  to  ftew  his  generous  Temper,  ha 
caus'd  Pompe/s  Statues  to  be  let  up  again,'  to  fliew 
that  he  efteem'd  a  great  Soul  and  a  magnanimous 
Spirit  even  in  his  greateft  Enemy ;  which  occafi- 
on'd  Cieero  to  obferve  in  his  Writing,  That  Ociar  iy 
refioring  PompeyV  Statues  featrd  his  own.  In  ihis  fe- 
cond  j«/i(W  Year,  hisCoUegue^Bfj&wyprocur'd  t^a  . 
Law,  that  the  Month  Quintila  flioa'-d  m  honour  of 
his  Name,  be  afterwards  called  July  j  and  many  o- 
ther  Laws  were  made.  In  the  mean  time,  as  he  was 
no  waysbelov'd  by  thofe  who  were  greateft  in  the 
Senate ;  tho'  his  Ordinances  had  no  other  Delign 
than  the  publick  Good^  they  forbore  not  to  viKfie 
him  by  their  Raileries.  Now,  tho'  C^/ar  had  Infor- 
mation of  their  feveral  Difcoanes,  he  bore  it  all  with 
fo  great  a  Moderation,  that  when  fome  other  Peo-, 
ple'had  yet  the  Boldnefi  to  violate  his  Reputation 
by  Libels,  he  never  fo  much  as  enquird  after  them. 
All  his  (Defigns  Ihew'd  the  GreatnCfs  of  his  Soul  j  he 
made  a^ropofirion  foF  adorning  of  the  City  of  Rome 
with  a  magnificent  Temple  confecrated  to  Marj^ 
and  with  a  Theatre,"  and  likewife  the  building  (tf  a 
new  Cwia  or  'Pari^  to  be  call'd  'Joliii.  He  reburlt 
Carthage  and  Cmnth^  fending  Colonies  to  both  Ci- 
ties :  He  undertook  to  level  feveral  Mountaihs  in  Italy, 
to  diein  the  Tontine  \ftr/hes  near  Rami,  and  to 
empty  the  Lakes,  Works  of  prodigious  Chai^; 
and  iikewife  dellgn'd  to  dig  through  the  IfibmHs  of 
Pelopotifjefuj  by  Corikh.  After  thefe,  he  dellgn'd  an 
Expedition  againft  the  Parthianif  to  revenge  the  death 
of  CrajJ'usi  and  they  being  conquered,  to  enter  thro' 
Hircania,  along,  the  Banks  of  the  Cajpan  Sea  into 
Scythia,  to  open  himielf  a  Way  through  Germany  iii- 
to  Gaul,  and  fo  return  to  Reme  •  Butall  thefe  vaft 
.  JOefigns

Defigns  ibon  came  to  an  End,  eajoying  his  Sove- 
reign Authorin'  but  five  Months. 

Cafar's  good  Fortune^  which  had  appeared  bv  ib 
many  Viftories,  his  Merit  and  grea^  AbiUdes,  iup- 
portcd  by  die  AiFaaion  of  the  People,  and  the  Love 
•of  his  Soldiers,  had  now  raised  him  to  a  D^ree  a- 
bove  all  other  Romaui.  But  as  it  ufuallv  happens  in 
Common-wealths,  where  overy  one  valuing  himfelf 
opon  his  own  Merit,  looks  upon  abiblute  Command 
as  a  Right  which  he  one  Day  in  hJs  Turn  may  pre- 
tend, to ;  fo  it  was  now,  for  that  his  extraordinary 
Advancement  daily  brought  upon  him  the  JealouTio 
of  the  Senators..  In  the  mean  time,  in  an  extrava- 
gant manner  they  continually  flatter'd  his  Vanity 
with  new  Honours ,  preferring  him  in  his  Life  time 
in  fome  fort  among  the  .Gods,  and  declaring  his 
Perfon  Sacred  and  Inviolable.  They  gave  him  the 
Title  of  Father  <f  his  Country ,  ftampd  Money  with  ! 
his  Image,  order'd  publidc  Sacrifices  on  his  Birth- 
day, and  his  Statue  to  be  fet  up  in  all  Cides.and  in 
'.  all  the  Temples  at  Rome^  Some  Authors  have 
reported ,  that  he  procur'd  thefe  Honours  by  his 
Authority,  others,  that  they  were  freely  bdtow'd 
'  upon  him.  However  his  accepting  of  all  that  was 
ofler'd  him,  caus'd  him  much  Hatred  from  many, 
which  was  difcover'd  more  plainly  one  Day  when 
fhe  Senate  had  decreed  him  fcune  new  Honours, 
and  came  all  in  a  fiody  to  the  Temple  of  VcmUf 
where  he  was,  to  acquaint  him  with  Uieir  Decree; 
and  he,  whether  out  of  a  Miftake  or  Defign,  role 
not  up,  but  receiv'd  'em  fitting ;  which  Negled 
much  offended  the  Senators,  and  caus'd  'em  to  taljt 
very  freely  and  publickly  about  it,  particularly  lay- 
ing. That  he  plainly  afeSed  the  Title  of  King:  He  had 
indeed  the  Power  in  effed;,  tuc  only  wanted  the 
Naoje,  which  was  odious  tq  the  Romans.  Cafar, 
who  wdl  knew  the  EfFeds  of  that  AverHon,  very 
cautioufiy  defended  himfelf  from  that  Odium ;  and 

one 
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one  Day,  when  fome  People  call'd  him  Lard  and 
KlnZi  he  made  Anlwer,  That  he  was  Gefar.  Never- 
theuiSj  he  often  lefiome  Difcourfes  fell,  which 
much  promoted  the  Belief  People  had  of  his  Ambi- 
-tion  ;  particularly.  That  a^e^ublkk  ■was  nothing  ^ut 
a  meer  Name  and  Notion,  and  that  Sylla  had  difcovered 
great  Jgnoramt  in  laying  down  the  Office  o/^Diiitator. 

Ceejar  Jhortly  after  gave  a  &em  Occafjpn  of  Suipi- 
<aon  to  the  People,  by  his  difplacing  the  Tribunes  for 
imprifoning  fome  Perfons  who  had  put  Diadems  up- 
on his  Statues.  And  by  another  Inltance  foon  after 
he  ftill  more  plainly  perceived  the  Affedions  of  the 
People,  at  the  Celebration  of  the  Feafts  call'd  La- 
fercdia,  where  he  himielf  affifted  at  tiie  Show,  feat- 
ed  u.poa  a  Tribunal  in  a  Chair  of  Gold,  and  his 
Triumphal  Ornaments.  ^^B/j&ow/paffing  through  the 
People,  who  open'd  to  make  him  way,  went  up  to 
the  Tribunal,  and  prefented  a  Crown  toCiefar;  lorae 
clapp'd  their  Hands  as  if  they  approv'd  of  it,'  but 
when  Cafar  put  the  Crown  back,  there  was  a  general 
Applaule:  ^bMobj' ofFer'd  ir  a  fecond  rime,  butflill 
with  as  little  Marks'of  Satisfaftion from  the  People; 
Cafar  again  refus'd  it,  which  was  followd  with  loud 
Acclamations  on  all  fides.  Cafar,  who  had  laid  this 
ttefign  before,  now  plainly  underftood  their  Senti- 
ments, and  thereupon  riling,  commanded  the  Crown 
to  be  carry'd  to  .the  Capiiol  j  neverthelefs  he  .was  fb 
concem'd,  and  fo  little  Mafter  of  his  Diforder,  that 
he  laid  ■  that  Night  to  his  Friends,  That  he  woud  freely 
offer  ha  Throat  to  any  Man  that  wou'd  cut  it.  And  tho*  ■ 
he  had  a  thoufand  Teftimonies  of  the  Hatred  he 
lay  under,  he  fo  abandon'd  himfelf  to  his  Defigns^^t".;  ,  - 
that  from  this  Moment  he  negleded  all  mariner  of 
Means  of  fecuring  himfelf  againil  his  Enemies. 
When  he  was  advis'd  by  fome  not  to  tmR.  BratHi 
toofer,  he  open'd  his  Breart,  faying,  Do  you  believe 
that  Brutus  cares  for  fuch  poor  Pillage  as  this  ?  He  was 
fometimos  heard  to  Ciy,  That  he  bad  rather  4ie  mceby 
B.b  Trta- 
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Treafefij  than  to  be  fo  mifaahk  ai  ^-wajt  to  live  m  jfe* 
cf  it.  And  at  another  time,  Hat  the  RefgUki  M 
mere  laterefi  in  ha  Preferuatien  than  himfelfi  tbaitid 
gaind  Glory  and  Vffwtr  ema^bt  hut  ^er  his  Dittb, « 
Common-wealtb  woiidhe  ffore  barafsdvntb  Civil  Wti 
then  ever  it  bad  been.  And  one  Day  bdng  at  Snpje 
with  Lepidus,  as  his  Friends  difputed  among  ttai 
felves  what  Death  was  eafkft,  he  reply'd  to  m. 
That  Tvbicb  is  mofifuddeti  end  U4  forefeen.  He  disbaj 
ed  his  Company  of  Sfanij^  Guards,  and  oxam 
himfelf  with  the  Proteaion  of  his  Friends,  whw 
■Proceedii^  rfhis  much  £idUtated  aU  Biterpnai?; 
on  his  lire  iboa  after.  ^, 

The  Defign  upon  Crf/«-'s  life  was  cairy'a  on™ 
cttraOTdinary  Caution  and  Secrecy,  tho*  abote  lii* 
fcore  Senators  enter'd  into  this  Confpiracy,  ™ 
Principal  whereof  was  Brutus ,  whofe  IJK  ^ 
had  fav'd  after  the  Battel  of  Vbarfatia^  and  m 
bodi  Tratars  at  this  time:  The  Name  of  ^j"  *7 
been  fcmous  in  Rome  ever  fince  Brutus  the  ni"^ 
ful ,  under  the  Foot  of  whofe  Statue  w«  fe^ 
WrittOJ,  Woud  to  Heaven  thou  wert  alive,  and  COf^ 
Billets  were  thrown  into  die  Frrf/or's  Tribuml,^ 
thefe  Words,  Brutus,  theu  art  ajkep^  w"' "f  j."? 
Erutus.  C^^  was  Author  of  moll  of  thefetfuij 
and  he  hated  Cafar  upon  ieveral  Accounts,  pa«j* 
larly  ft)r  his  naming  Brutus  the  eldeft  Pratsr)  vm 
he  was  above  him  in  Age,,  and  for  his  hindiing  ^ 
ftom  giving  a  Publick  Show  to  the  People-  ^ 
Behaviour  towards  Cafar  gave  him  fuffident  Waji^ 
to  fufpcA  him  j  and  when  his  Friends  advisd  o^ 
to  beware  of  ^bon^  and  DolabeSa,  he  told  «J 
That  it  was  net  tbofe  ferfunid  andfltmp  ^P^^vLi. 
difiri^edf  but  tbofe  fale  and  met^e  Gentlemen-  ^Va 
thelefc  he  ftill  prepar'd  for  his  Expedition  ^ 
the  Tartbians,  and  caus'd  fixteen  Legions  to  ^r 
and  loooo  Horfe  for  his  Paflage  into  Af*-  ^^ 
fign'd  to  depart  fcur  Days  after,  when  the  CJJ 
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rators  fpread  a  Report',  That  according  to  th6  ^ 
tiB's  Oracles,  the  Partbims  eoa'*d  not  Be  overcome 
but  by  a  King.j  and  upon  this  Pretence  Cottav/as  to 
propofe  the  giving  him  that  Title  to  the  Senate.  Caf^ 
Jim  took  this  OccafiOn  -to  go  and  vifit  Brutus,  da- 
manding  of  him.  If  he  wou  d  he  at  the  Senate-Hoife 
Oi'bm  CsCil's  Friends  were  to  propofe  the  declaring  of  him 
King  ?  Brtaus  told  him,  that  he  woud  he  ahfent  at  that 
time.  But 3  reply'd  Cajfmy  fuppfeyoa  art  caTd  thither  ? 
"Then,  anfwer'd  Brutus,  I  fiiou'd  think  it.  mj  Duty  to 
ffeak,  opfofe,  yea  and  die  too,  rather  than  part  -with  the 
lahmy  of  Rome.  M,  reply'd  Cafms,  what  generous 
Roman  Woud  fafferyoa  to  die  for  bit  Liberty  ?  Tou  are 
inoranti  Brutus,  wboyou  are,  if  you  imagitie  that  tbofe  Bil- 
lett  thrown  ipto  the  Trihund  came  from  iefs  than  the  «w/? 
ISt^ieus  artd  Bravefi  Men  6f  Rome.  From  other  Pr^-^ 
tors  thty "  demand  Games,  Shcnvs,  and  Tl^s,  hut  from 
ym,  WDofevety  Name  u  a  Terror  to  Tyraott,  they  cry  far  ' 
the  Ruine  tmd  Dowtfal  of  Arbitrary  Tower,  being  ready 
to  expofe  tbemfel'ves  to  the  utmofi  Hazards,  in  expeHation 
of  your  aufpicious  Aid.  After  this  Converfation  they 
parted ;  and  Brutus  ft)r  fome  time  after  appear'd 
much  difdompos'd-in  his  Thoughts,  which  occafion'd 
his  Wife  Toraa,  being  in  Bed  with  him,  earneftly 
"to  enquire  the  Reafon  of  his  Trouble.  Brutus  fear- 
ir^  ftie  wou'd  difclcrfe  the  Secret  if  urg'd  to  it  by 
Torture,  Tercia  immediately  wounded  her  felf  on 
the  Thigh,  and  with  a  Mafculine  Courage  let  him 
fee,  Thatjhe  feard  no  Torments,  nor  cou'd  ati  any  Thing 
helmv  CatoV  Daughter ;  by  which  means  ftie  learn'd 
the  whole  Defign,  and  became  one  of  the  Confpi- 
racy.  The  Name  of  Brutus,  whofe  Perfon  was 
much  efteem'd,  ingag'd  a  great  many  in  the  Con- 
spiracy i  fo  tliey  refolv'd  to  put  their  DelJgn  in  Exe- 
cudon  upon  the  very  Ides  ot  March,  arid  in  the  Hall 
of  the  Senate. 

A  great  many  Prodigies  and  Dreams  foretold  this 

Mistortune  to  Cafar,  and  Spurinay   a  famous  Augw, 

Bb  z  told 
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told  him,  That  greM  Dangers  tbrtMm'd  Mm  upon  tie| 
Ides  0/ March.  He  dreamt  the  £me  Night,  that  he 
was  carry'd  above  the  Clouds,  and  that  he  fliook 
Hands  wi A  Jove;  and  hJs  Wife  Cdfamia  alfi) 
dreamt,  that  her  Husband  was  afiaffinated  in  her 
Arms,  the  Doors  of  the  Chamber  opening  at  the , 
Tame  time  of  their  own  Accord  with  mudi  Noife. 
This  laft  Accident  fomewhat  cortfounded  him,  and 
his  Wife  by  her  Prayers  and  Tears,  prevail'd  fo, 
that  he  wou'd  not  go  abroad  that  Day.  But  ano- 
ther Brutus  J  call'd  Decimus,  who  was  one  of  the 
CJonfpirators,  tho'  of  the  Number  of  his  intimate 
Friends,  caus'd  him  to  change  his  Refolution,  tel- , 
ling  him.  He  v/at  much  exfeiied  at  the  Senate,  and  it 
■iweu'd  be  a  great  Shame  for  him  not  to  iientwe  out  ^ 
Doors,  hut -when  it  jhoud  fleafe  Calpumia  to  dream  fa- 
veurahh  '■  So  Decimu  carry'd  him,  almoft  l^  Force 
out  of  his  Lodging,  and  as  if  every  rfiing  feem'd 
to  contribute  to  his  DeftruifHon,  a  Slave,  who  came 
to  give  him  Advice  of  the  Confpiracy,  cou'd  nM 
get  up  to  him  by  reafon  of  the  Croixd  of  People 
that  liuTounded  him,  Animedorus  his  Hoft  am 
Friend,  having  ^ven  him  a  Letter  to  the  lame  pur- 
{>ole,  he  mingl'd  it  without  reading  of  it,among  c*her 
Papers  that  w«^  given  him:  And  Lena,  who  was 
one  of  the  Cbnfpirators,  entertaining  him  a.  confr 
.derable  time  in  private  as  he  came  out  of  his  lit- ; 
ter ;  the  others,  who  believ'd  themfelves  difcover'd, 
thought  already  of  killing  themfelves  with  the  Dag- 
gen  which  they  had  under  their  Rdjes,  when  icM 
quitting  Cafar^  and  luffing  his  Hand,  gave  them  to 
uhderftand,  that  he  thanJi'd  him.  for  Tome  Favour 
which  he  came  to  obtain. 

The  AiTembly  of  the  Senate  was  at  this  timehdd 
in  a  Place  which  Vomfey  had  built  for  that  Purpofe, 
and  from  thence  was  call'd  the  Court  or  Hall  of  Vm- 
jej,  where  was  to  be  feen  his  Statue  in  Marble,  rau'd 
upon  a  Fed^lal.    Qafgr^  as  he  was  entring,  met  Spt- 

■■■■■■■  .     Coo^lc™" 
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rma^  and  fmiling  told  him.  Tie  Hes  of  March  itfir» 
'COme  J  Tet,  reply'd  the  Augur,  but  they  are  rtot  faft^ 
As  foon  as  he  had  taken  his  Place,  the  Confptratore 
mov'd  towards  him  under  Pretence  of  faluting  Wm, 
and  TuBiui  Cpnber  dpproach'd  to  ask  Pardon  for  his 
Brother  who  was  then  in  Exile  :  Cafar  deferr'd  the 
.Matter,  and  put  hack  C^m^tr,  who  prds'd  upon  him 
£)  &r  as  to  take  hold  on  both  fides  of  his  .Robe;  and 
when  Cafar  cry'd  out,  that  this,  was  Fiolence,  C^i'^i 
who  flood  bemnd  him,  gave  him  the  firft  Sub  wirh 
a  Pcmiard  nigh  the  Shoulder,  biit  the  Weapon  glan-. 
cii^,  die  Wound  was  not  Mortal  C^ar  ftrack 
Cafia  through  the  Arm  with  his  Dagger,  crying  out, 
VtU  Traitor y  what  do  you  mean  ?  Cajca,  on  the  othS! 
fide,  caird  his  Brodier,  and  C^far  wou'd  have  rais'd  , 
hinJel^  but  he  received  a  mortal  Wound  in  his 
Breaft ;  and  all  the  Confpirators  charg'd  upon  him 
Whether  with  fo  raufih  Fury,  that  many  of 'em  were 
Wounded  themfelves.  He  neverthelefs  made  great 
Refiftance,  nifhing  and  leaping  among  'em  like  4 
lion,  rill  perceiving  Bruius  with  .his  Dagger  in  his 
Hand,  he  ftruggled  no  more,  butcry'd.  What,  my 
Sen  Brutus,  and  thou  too  ?  Then  covering  his  Face 
with  his  Robe,  and  drawing  his  Skirts  dowri  to  hi? 
Knees,  that  he  might  fall  decently,  he  funk  down  at 
the  Foot  of  Pempyi's  Statue,  having  receiVd  three 
and  twenty  Wounds,  and  the  reft  of  the  Senate 
looiting  on  with  Wonder  and  Amazement,  not  be- 
ing able  to  aflift  him. 

Thus  fell  the  great  JuUui  Cafur  in  the  j6ri  Year 
of  his  Age,  in  the  Court  of.  Pompgf,  and  at  the  Feet  -  ( 

oi  Pompeys  Statuej  a  Perfon  of  the greateft Soul,  V, 
the  moll  magnanimous  Spirit,  and  of  the  moft  won- 
derful Accomplifhments  and  Abilities,  that  Reme,  or 
perhaps,  the  World  ever  law ;  whether  weconfider 
hun  in  his  Care  and  Vigilance,in  his  Valour  and  Con* 
du<^,  or  in  his  Knowledge  and  Learning ;  all  which  ' 
noble  Qualities  nude  him  bdov'd  and  reverenc'd  by 

■Bb  3  the  , 
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dwPende,  hooDiir'daiidador'dbyhis  Fri6nds,aiid 
efteem'd  and  Adniir'd  even  by  his  Enemies.  And  fo- 
ling  afide  his  Ambition,  which  was  die  Fault  of  die 
Times  as  wdl  as  his  Temper,  be  was  never  much  or 
jaftly  tax'd  widi  any  great  Vice  but  diac  of  Womea 
His  Deadi  put  an  uMto  the  firfi  Trimm'irmte,  or  ra- 
dier  the  Power  occalkm'd  by  the  fitft  Tnum-vrr^ttt 
but  did  not  le-eftablifli  die  Confiilar  Authtnicy,  nor 
refo>]rc  the  Liberty  of  die  Common-wealth,  but  oc- 
calion'd  its  Ruine  Sionly  after,  widi  as  great  Miierict 
as  Rome  everfu&r'd.  It  hapnied  in  the7iof6  Year 
of  the  City,  ^.  M.  ^961,  about  16  Years  after  Ae 
beginning  of  iheTrimtvirmey  aad^hcStxc  oorSa- 
tiobr's  Nativity.

From  the  Death  of  Oefar,  to  the  Defers 
and  Deaths  of  Brutus  and  Caflius,  ^  tht 
/f£-on(^Triumviratc,0£fcavius,  Anthony, 
andLcpidus  ,*  ufhich  rumd  all  the  ^mms 
of  the  Common-wealth. 

Cotttaining  thejpace  cf  above  two  Tears, 

U^C.       ^  T  T  ^°^  *^  'OesLt)\  of  CxfuTj  fo  great  a  Confufion 
- 1 0.  VJ.   a'wi  Diibrder  hapnaJ  among  the  Senate  and 

People  of  Rome)  that  the  Confpirators  foon  perceiv'd 
that  their  Fai*  was  not  like  to  meet  with  the  general 
Approbation  which  fome  expedcd.  All  the  Sena- 
torsjwhowere  not  Accomplices,  fled  with  fuchHafte 
and  Precipitation  from  the  Affembly,  that  fome  of 
'cm  were  in  Danger  d  their  Lives  as  diey  prefi'd 
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\  out  of  Doors ;  and  the  Pefajde,  alarm'd  at  the  News, 
left  all  their  feveral  Employinaits,  rah  tumulniou%- 
about  all  parts  of  the'  City,  Tome  for  Infoi-mation,  ' 
ifbme  for  Safety,  and  others  for  Plunder.  Which 
Piffmbances  catis'd  the  Confpirators  all  to  retire  to 
the  Capitol,  to'  which  they  were  guarded  byacon- 
'  liderable  Number  of  Gladiators  belonging  to  Deci- 
mus  Bratttx :  What  they  gave  out  to  juftifie  tbemfelves 
to  the  Pcoplewasiiierty;  butthatPretencewasnot 
much  regarded  by  them,  for  they  had  been  lb  us'd 
to  fbbmit  dE  tate,  and  were  fo  chang'd  from  thek 
ancient  jealous  and  porous  Teraperj  that  they  much 
more  dreaded  theEffofts  of  Poverty  than  Siibjedion. 
Antbot^  now  Conful,  and  Lepidus,  were  extreamly 
enrag'd  at  Cafar's  Drath,  and  were  refolv'd  to"  re- 
venge it  to  the  utmoft ;  rfierafore  the  latter  immedi- 
ately got  to  a  L^on  of  his  juft  byj  and  led  'em  in- 
to die  Campus  Martins,  where  Antbrny,  as  Conful, 
commanded  'em.  This  much  furpriz'd  the  Conipi- 
ratofi,  and  put  'em  upon  fending  Deputies  to  Anthe- 
B7  and  LepiJuf,  defiring  'em.  To  cmfider  the  fad  Cenji- 
ijuottes  {f  a  Divijim  at  this  time  \  that  no  Hatrtd  to  Cx- 
lar'j  Terfon  had  fut  them  upon  that  DeJ^^  but  only  their 
hearty  Loves  to  their  Country,  which  had  already  been  fh 
drain  d  by  Civil  Wars,  that  any  -nan  Diftmien  muff  carry 
iff  the  mijirable  Remainder  ;  that  they  believ'd  them  alja 
too  generous  tolet  at^  particdar  Hatred  ttanfport  them  to 
the  Prejudice  of  the  PuUick.  Anthony  began  to  confider,  - 
that  Decimus,  who  was  now  Governour  of  the  Wtbir 
Caul,  might  fall  upoq  him  with  a  powerfiil  Army, 
therefore  he  refolv'd  to  gain  what  Time  he  cou'd, 
and  endeavour  to  get  over  i)«i»M«'s  Soldiers ;  and 
for  that  reafon  retum'd  Arfwer,  That  tho'  their  Ho^ 
murs  and  tbetrOaths  had  engug^'d  *em  to  revenue  Caeiar  i 
Veatb,  and  tho' tbty  thou^i '  it  more  honourable  to  live 
witbeat  Reproach  among  a  few  good  Men  ,  than  to 
draw  upon  4bemfehes  the  Miferies  dke  to  Falfhood  ^  yet 
the}'  were  act  ob^inate,  but  w^e  etntent  to  have  the  Se~ 
B  b  4  nate 
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natt  affembVi,  that'tbg  mi^t  he  goven^d  hy  fo  mair;  iU 
liifiTious  and  d'tfcfminr  Vt^'ens :  Which  AlUwa:  WIS 
tcceiv  d  with  much  Sacisfat^on. 

The  Senate  was  immediately  call'd,  where  a  great 
many  Debates  arofe,  and  feveral  Opinions  woe 
urgd,  whidi  at  laft  terminated  in  riiis,  Tbatthgibai 
ha  nvB  things  to  chafe,  either  to  declare  Caiar  a  Tjram, 
a-  that  bt)  Murdtrers  flood  in  need  tf  Tarden.  -Antbarj 
induftrioufly  oppos"^  the  former,  ui^g,  That  if  the 
MinKfj  of  La^x  •were  cmdenm^dy  all  htt  Orders  ou^ht  to 
he  canceli  d ;  andthat  ivoud  he  in  Effe9  to  proclaim  Jo  ma- 
ty  lUufiriout  Men  at  he  bad  raiid,  wrwortby  of  their  Ha- 
■  nours  J  wbith,  befides  dravft^  upon  themftlvei  the  Contempt 
if  other  Nations,  woiid  i^allthlj  turn  to  the  CoiffTtJioa  if . 
the  Ccmmon-wealth.  After  many  violent  Heats  aiw 
Diftmbances  in  the  Houfe,  and  great  Tumults  at  the 
Doore,  the  Senate  at  laft  pafe'd  an  Aift  of  Oblivion 
for  all  what  was  paft,  and  ratify'd  Cafar'i  Or^dinan- 
Ces  j  with  this  Reafon  enter'd,  Becoi^e  it  -ipot  re<^mjat 
for  the  Coed  of  the  Commea-wealth.  This  A<3:  of  Obli- 
vion .bro4ght  Matters  to  a  more  peaceable  Pofture ; 
but  Amhonji  finding  the  People  much  difcontented, 
refolv'd  to  purfue  his  Revenge  upon  the  Gonfpiratois, 
tho'  he  was  feemingly  recohcil'd  to  'em.  The  next 
Day  therefore  he  order  d  Cafari  Will  to  be  publick- 
ly  read  before  the  Body  of  the  People,  which  he 
linew  wou'd  have  a  confiderable  Influence  upon  'em; 
which  Danger  the  Confpirators  had  been  fo  fenfible 
ofj  that  they  us"d  their  uimoft  Endeavours  to  hinda- 
,  its  being  read.  In  the  Will  it  appear'd  that  Otiavius 
the  Grandfon  of  Julia,  Cafa/s  Siftia-,  was  adopted 
to  take  upon  him  his  Name,  and  conllicuted  Heir 
of  three  parts  in  four  of  all  his  Eftate,  and  Pinarius 
and  VediuscX  the  other  fisurth  Part.  To  the  Reman 
People  he  left  the  Gardens  which  he  had  on  the  o- 
ther  fide  of  the  Tiber,  and  to  every  Otizen,  in  par- 
ticular, a  certain  Summ  of  Moneyi  AiQong  his  fe^ 
cond  Hein,  who  wore  to  inherit  in  cafe  of  Morta- 
V  liry. 
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Jity  he  fubftituted  Decimut  Brutui,onsi  of  die  Conipira-  • . 
tors.  Several  others  alfo  who  had  dipp'd  their  hands 
in  his  Blood,  were  nam'd  for  Guardians  for  his  Son, 
in  cafe  he  had  left  ojie.  Thefe  Tokens  of  Cafar*i 
Goodnefs,  and  his  great  Affeiftion  for  the  People, 
b^an  to  move  the  Multitude  extreamly ;  but  Brutm's 
being  an  Heir  provok"d  the  Indignation.of  the  whoI& 
Affembly. 

Immediately  after  this,  C<efar'%  Body  was  brought 
forth  with  extraordinary  Pomp  and  Solemnity,  be- 
ing born  by  Ibme  of  the  moft  lUuflrious  of  the  Se- 
nate: It  was  fet  down  in  the  middle  of  the  Fontm^ 
with  a  Guard  of  Soldiers ;  in  which  Place  was  ere- 
(fted  a  little  Temple  of  gilded  Wood  according  to 
the  Model  of  that  of  Vmns  j  and  in  this  Temple 
was  a  Bed  of  Ivory,  magnificently  adorn'd  with 
Curtains  of  Gcdd  and  Purple  Tropliies,  and  the 
Robe  thaj  he  wore  when  he  was  affaffinated.  AH 
the  People  ranhaftily  to  fee  this  Sight,  weepingand 
lamenting  afrefli,  and  thofe  who  bore  Arms  made 
deep  Complaints,  as  if  they  demanded  Vengeance. 
jintbmj  afcending  the  Place,  began  Cafar's  Funeral 
Oration  in  this  manner  j  Romans,  tbo  I  alope  prefim 
fttyftlf  to  celeh-ate  the  Memory  (f  thit  great  Man,  whoje  ' 
Body  jou  fee  thus  mangled  here  keforeje,  yet  I  can  read  in 
each  j\dim's  Look  the  AffeSions  of  bis  Mind,  and  the 
Thcugbti  of  btf  Heart,  wbicb  gi've  nobler  Praifes  than 
my  Tongue  can  expre]i :  So  that  vben  I  paS  recount  to 
you  the  Extent  of  bit  glarioui  jiBions,  the  l^ariety  of  bit  ■ 
tiobk  Vertues,  and  the  Number  cf  the  Jejer'vd  Homurs 
'  ifbieh  the  Senate  mtdyou  hwye  corf  err*  d  upcn  bim,  I  Jhall 
luabefo  much  the  Publijiier  of  my  own  Sentiment t,  astht 
Interpreter  of  Tourj.  Then  he  mention'd  all  his  Tides 
of  Honour,  his  Didatorfiiip,  his  feveral  Confulfliips, 
with  the  moft  deferving  Name  of  Father  of  his  Ceim- 
tryi  from  whence  he  proceeded  to  his  Vermes, 
praifing  his  generous  Courage,  his  exquifite  Learn- 
ing, his  free  Spirit,  and  ?bove  all,  his  unbound^ 
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Clemenqr.  After  which  he  repeated  theOath  whldi 
die  People  of  Ram  had  made  to  C<e/>,  by  which 
they  fwore.  That  bis  Perfm  Jhou'd  btfacred  tmd  Irrvielif- 
ble,  md  caWd  the  Gods  to  v/itnefi  that  tbiy  Wiiid  i^eiiA 
it  with  the  bax^dof  their  Lives.  But  (rfjfaring  fome 
Alteration  in  feveral  of  Ae  SenatorSj  he  concluded 
with  iaying,  -  That  what  bad  been  done  oi^ht  r other  to  'he 
forgotten^  fince  it  was  the  Crime  if  feme  hfemal  Spiritit 
Enemies  to  Rrane,  rather  then  Men  j  and  nothing  ought 
further  to  he  though^  cf,  than  the  honouring  the  Memerj  tf 
this  iUu^ricus  Hero,  a»d  placing  htm  among  the  Jmmartd 
Gods. 

At  the  End  of  this  Oration,  one  of  the  principal 
Attendants,  as  if  fame  Fury  had  poflefc'd  Wm,  tare 
off  Cafar'i  Robe  ftom  the  Trophy,  and  (lrcw*d  it  to 
the  Peoplej  aying  out.  That  it  wot  the  Spoil  of  a  Ter- 
fm  bclovd  (ff  the  Gods,  and  reverencd  by  the  World  (ve» 
to  Adoration.  This  and  feveral  other  things  he  fpoke 
in  a  moft  moving  Tone,  ufing  many  great  Outoies 
and  ftrange  Poftures  of  Sorrow,  which  eittreamly 
ftirr'd  up  the  People's  Compaffion.  At  the  lame 
time  was  expos'd  Cafar'i  Image  in  Wax,  which 
mov'd  it  felf  by  Springs,  and  Jhew'd  the  feveral 
Wounds  which  he  had  receiv'd  upon  his  Face  and  in 
his  Body,  and  this  Sight  tranfported  the  People  even 
to  Madnefi,  and  made  'em  cry  out.  That  they  wou'd 
infieSl  the  moft  e^utl  Funijhments,  and  exeaste  the  moft 
dreadful  Revenges  upon  the  Heads  of  alt  his  Murtherers. 
Upon  the  Hghdng  of  the  Pile,  all  the  old  Soldiers 
who  had  lerv'd  under  him,  with  an  unexpreffible 
Grief,  tircw  into  the  Fire  all  their  Coronets,  Pikes, 
Bracelets,  and  otho-  Tokens  of  Honours  which  -he 
■  had  ^y^en  'em.  A  p«at  many  Ladies  of  Quality 
alfo  threw  in  their  Children's  Robes  and  Ornamehts, 
with  every  thing  they  had  of  Value  ffl8li».'em.  The 
People  ran  and  tore  up  the  Benches  and  Seats  of  the 
Magiftrates  juft  by,  and-  after  that  with  flaming 
Brands  from  the  Pile,  ran  defperately  to  fet  Fire  to 
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the  CooQnrators  Houfes;  and  meeting  with  one 
CiwMy  whom  they  millook  for  another  of  that  Name, 
^^  imm^iately  twe  him  in  a  thouland  Pieces. 
The  Con^irators  diemfelves  bang  of  the  greateft 
Families,  and  well  guarded^  with  no  rarest  Traable     '^ 
repals'd  the  People ;  but  nererthelefi  k>  giezt  was  ' 
the  Rage  and  Thraats  of  the  Peo^e,   that  they 
thought  it  much  more  £tfe  to  retire  team  the  Oty. 
All  the  Strangers  in  Rome  moum'd.  a&er  dieir  Co* 
fiomsy  and  more  particularly  the  Je)vsy  who  watdi'd 
ieveral  Nights  at  Cafar%  Pile.    At  lafl  Divine  Ho* 
nours  were  given  him,  and  an  Altar  ereAed  in  the 
Place  of  his  Burning,  where  OBav'm  Cafar^  afrcr- 
wards  cah'd  AuguliuS)  caus'd  a  Temple  to  be  built, 
and  a  Pillar  of  Jafper^  twenty  Foot  high,  with  this 
Infcription,  To  the  Father  of  his  Ceuatry. 
•    •    At  the  iame  time  that  Cafar  was  kiQ'd,  his  Heir 
and  Adopted  Son  O^tvau,  afterwards  call'd  Jtt^u- 
^fruf,  was  at  AfeUmla  in  Greece,  who  upon  the  hrft 
News  cf  the  Murt^,  notwithftandin^  the  eanieft 
Advice  of  his  Friends  to  fecure  tumielf  tb»«,  re- 
'   turn'd  to  Rome  with  all  ipeed,  with  a  full  Refoluti- 
on  to  revenge  his  Death ;    not  quefHoning  but  to 
find  Ambmj  both  a  Friend  and  AiQftant  in  this  De- 
^n.    But  Aiaboty  novf  was  fo  much  chang'd,  and 
io  bufily  employed  in  his  Proje^  of  raiTing  and  ad- 
vandng  himfelf,  that  he  cou'd  hearken  but  little  to 
foch  a  Propo&l  j  and  when  OSavius  publickly  de- 
dar'd  himfelf  C^y^rr's  Heir,  and  demanded  tiis  Mo- 
ney of  Atttbmy,  or  at  leaft  Ibme  part  of  it,  he  re- 
ceiv'd  him  with  great  Coldnefs,  and  Contempt  of 
Ws  Youth,  refufing  to  give  him  any  upon  feveral 
pretences.    Yet  neither  Anthony  i  RepulfeSj   nor  his 
Friends  Advices  to  the  contrary,  cou'd  Itop  0£la~ 
vius  from  puifuing    his  Defigns ,   who  was  now 
about ei^teen  Years  old,  of  a  great  Wit,  a  lofty 
Mind,  and  of  a  moft  infinuating  Converfation,  and 
had  a  Face  lb  CcHnely  and  Graceful^  that  it  acquird 

him 
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iatfi  a  VetKradon  from  all  Men.  That  be  nu^t 
be  ceitun  to  gain  the  People's  Hearts,  he  fold  all  his 
Inheritance  to  pay  off  the  L^ades  ^ven  *emj>y 
his  Uncle  Cajar's  Will,  which  procor'd  him  mudi 
Love,  and  cJfars  oU  Soldiers  flock'd  to  him  in  ccm.- 
fiderable  Numbers,  whwn  he  accepted  of  out  cS 
Fear  »  Artbony,  who  daily  became,  more  SuTpidoos 
both  to  the  Senate  and  Pec^le.  OBavius  manag'd. 
his  Affairs  with  lb  mudi  Skill  and  Dexterity,  that 
thofe  who  before  admir'd  at  his  Boldnefs  of  oppo- 
fing  Ambmy,  were  now  as  much  furpriz'd  at  his  ex- 
traordinary Addrefi  and  Authority.  Antbimjj  on 
the  other  fide,  being  fenfible  of  the  paffiooateA^. 
^n  die  Pe^le  had  feff  Tomfe^,  to  tuny  Favour, 
propos'd  the  promoting  Sextm  hb  only  furviviiu 
Son  J  that  in  requital  of  hb  Father's  Eftate  ctmfil- 
cated,  he  might  have  an  Allowance  out  of  the  Pub- 
lidi,  and  the  lame  Commantl  of  the  Seas  and  Na- 
vy that  his  Father  formerly  had.  This  was  receiv'd 
widi  great  Applaufe,  and  ftrait  enaS^d  j  Co  Vomftj 
Was  call'd  back  into  Sicily,  where  he  afterwards  ma-f 
nag'd  a  fliarp  War  againft  O&aniiuu 

Anthony  was  ftiU  Reftlefi,  and  refolv'd,  if  it  were 
poflible,  to  procure  feme  Province  to  be  affign'd  him, 
that  he  might  get  the  greater  Authority ;.  and  .the 
'  Difference  daily  increafing  between  him  and  Off** 
vUtsy  he  delir'd  to  command  the  fix  Legions  which 
lay  in  Macedoniay  and  obtaiu'd  them  by  deceiving 
the  Senate  with  a  falle  Rumour,  that  the  Getee  hear, 
ing  of  Cafar's  Death,  had  invaded  that  Province : 
.  And  becaufe  the  Senate  (hew'd  great  Unwillingnefi 
to  this  Demand,  and  more  JealouTie  of  his  Powa*, 
he  endeavour 'd  to  larisfie'em,  by  preferring  a  Law 
agginft  any  Man's  being  Dilator  for  the  future,  and 
making  it  Death  for  any  to  offer  at  it.  Thefe  Ler 
gions  he  defign'd  to  bring  over  into  Italy  to  awe 
and  command  all ;  and  the  better  to  etFeta  this,  he 
pr^xr'd  another  Law  for  changing  of  Provinos,    ' 

and 
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■  and  by  that  procur'd  Mactdoma  fiir  his  BrodierC.  /«- 

-  tetUiu,  which  had  been  affign'd  to  M.  Brutus^  and 

-  the  HifAfl- Gd«(/ for  himfelf,  which  had  been  allotted  , 
to  Decithus  Brutus.     The  Senate  wou'd  by  no  means 
admit  of  this  Demand  >    but  fent  to  D.  Brutui  tv 

•  firmgthm  himfelf  againfi  the  Vretmfms  of  Anthony  j 

■  which  caus'd  AntUny  to  betake  hunfeli  to  the  Peo- 
plCj  where  partly  by  Force,  and  partly  by  Bribes, 
he  obtain'd  it.  But  ftill  he  was  not  altogether  fo 
Succelsful  as  he  expeded;  for  his  daily  Quarrels 
with  OUavius,  and  his  little  Care  of  revenging  Cff- 
far's  Death,  gain'd  him  the  Hatred  of  his  Soldiers; 
ib  that  when  he  had  brought  over  his  Legions,  two 
of  'em  went  over  to  Oiiatiius,  who  now  was  very 
bufie  in  going  through  all  Italy,  and  gathering  toge- 
ther Soldiere  out  of  "the  Colonies  which  his  Uncle 
had  planted.  At  length  Anthmy  with  a  confiderable 
Army  march'd  into  Gaul,  from  whence  he  ccwn- 
manded  Dedmui  Brutus  to  At^Yt,  who  gave  Way  to 

,  him  for  fome  time ;  but  at  laft  retreated  to  Mut'ma^ 
where  Ambony  foon  after  ftreiglitly  befieg'd  himc 
And  thus  a  new  War  broke  out  in  about  three  quar- 
.ters  of  a  Year  after  Cafar's  Death. 

II.  About  rtiis  time  new  Confuls  were  made,  which    ' 
were  Hirtius  aoA  Panfa,  both  great  Friends  of  Julita'^  ' 
Cafar,  as  well  as  Inriniates  oi  Cicero,  the  former  of 
which  lerv'd  under  Cafar,  and  gave  the  Relation  of 
the  Wars  of  t/^yp  and  ^/rii;;fe,*which  is  annex'd  to 
his  Commentaries.    Upon  their  AfTembling  the  Se- 
nate, y4»riiiwy  was  declar'd  Enemy  to  the  State,  but 
efpecially  by  Ckero's  Means,  who  now  had  made 
many  ingenious  and  {evere  Inveftives  againft  him, 
which,  in  Imitation  of  Demofihmts,  he  publirti'd  un- 
der the  Name  of  PhiUppicks.    This  prov'd  of  great 
Advantage  towards  the  Bringing  in,  and  Preferring    ■ 
young  Ottavius ;  for  tho'  the  Senate,  as  being  gene- 
rally of  fomptyi  Fajftion,  had  little  or  no  Efteem  for 

himj 
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hinij  yec  dxy  rdblr'd  to  make  Ufb  (£  him  for  his 
Army's  fake,  and  upon  due  Account  ereded  him 
a  Statue,  made  him  a  Senator,  tho'  at  this  AgCj  de- 
creed that  he  fitou'd  be  confider'd  as  ten  Years  old- 
er in  refpeA  of  Publick  Prefement,  and  Ukemfe 
gave  him  equal  Power  and  Auth(»ity .  with  the  Coo- 
Cils  themfelveSj  wh<Hn  they  fent  with  all  fpeed  to 
relieve  Decimus  now  befi^a  by  Jntboi^.  Tho*  the 
Senate  had  oblig'd  OBmtius  by  thefe  Honours,  yet 
didr  promoctog  and  ^ving  Provinces  to  all  the 
Conspirators,  much  more  difpleas'd  him ;  and  a 
Letter  from  Antbarff  n|^raiding  him  wUb  advaacir^ 
and  00ing  Ca&^s  Mttrderers,  gave  him  great  Scm- 
.  ^ ;  but  concealing  his  Defigns  with  a  Prudence 
iurpiifling  his  Age,  he  march 'd  with  the  Confuls. 
The  Confuls  in  a  Aioct  time  took  Bonmia,  and  ./^ 
f^M^^lhordy' after  meedng  Paitfaj  overthrew  him; 
but  retumitig  carelefly  to  lus  Camp,  was  worfted  by 
Hirtius.  Not  many  Days  after,  a  genwal  Battd 
was  fought  nigh  Mut'ma,  wherein  A^bory  with  much 
Difficulty,  and  great  Sloodihed,  was  defeated,  and 
fled  to  Ltfidtttf  who  then  commanded  in  the  further 
Gad.  Both  the  Confuls  dy'd  of  their  Wounds, 
Pdiw/i.firft  advifmg  OSavius  to  join  with  Antbmy  ; 
'  and  Dtchmus  being  at  this  time  fpar'd,  tho'  not  par- 
dwi'd,  byO^iTOia/,  thought  of  getting  to  Br«fn/ and 
Ca§ms,  now  in  Greece ;  but  his  Soldiers,  not  pleas'd 
with  the  Journey,  went  over  part  to  OBaviAs,  and 
p^rt  to  Anthony  j  and  hindelf,  endeavouring  with  a 
few  Attendants  to  pafs  through  Gatd^  was  taken  and 
'  betray'd  at  Aqmltia  by  Sttjuanus  Governour  of  the 

Country,  who  lent  his  Head  to  Antbor^.  This  was 
the  End  of  one  of  the  chief  Confpirators,  which 
was  attended  with  the  Deaths  of  Trebmlm  and  Bafdius 
much  about  the  fame  time;  the  former,  excluding 
Dolaklla  from  Vergamits  and  Smp'na,  by  reafon  the 
Senate  had  declar'd  him  an  Enemy,  was  taken  by 
him,  and  after  grievous  Torments,  iiad  his  Head  cut 

off. 
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f)fF,  which  the  Soldiers  klck'4  about  after  a  moft 
contemptuous  manner ;  and  the  latter  was  miirder'd 
by  his  own  Slave?,  whom  before  he  had  us'd  very 
ieverely. 

OBavius  gain'd  much  reputation  in  thefe,Wars,but 
the  Senate  now  findingUttle  or  no  Occafion  for  him, 
flighted  him  extreamly,  and  deaeed  all  the  Honour 
diat  he  had  gain'd,  to  Decimus,  whom  he  had  reliev'd ; 
befides,  they  gave  hipi  many  detra^ing  and  re- 
proacMhl  Words,  anddeny'd  him  a  Triumph  when 
he  demanded  it.  From  tills  Moment  he  rtablv'd  to 
jmn  with  Anthony  and  lepUus,  fending  back  all  the 
Prifoners  taken  at  the  Battel  of  M»una  without  Ran- 
Ibm  J  for  fince  the  Senators  were  moft  agiinft  his 
Uncle,  he  cou'd  not  rev6nge  his  Death  without  forae 
new  Afliftance  j  and  at  the  fame  time  that  he  wrote 
to  thefe  two,  he  lent  400  of  his  Soldiers  into  the 
Gty,  in  the  Name  of  his  Army,  to  demand  the 
Confullhip  for  him-  The  ^nate  was  as  ready  to 
deny  hjm  as  the  odier  two  *ae  to  joyn  with  him. 
which  caus'd  OSavius  to  fend  for  Anthony  and  Lefi- 
dus  into  lidy.  The  News  of  their  Approach,  and 
at  the  Head  of  feventeen  Legiops,  fo  terrify'd  and 
ftartl'd  the  Senate,  that  they  immediately  declar'd 
OSlavius  Conful  with  Ftdiui  ;  but  upon  the  fudden 
Arrival  of  fome  new  Troops,  they  as  foon  repeal'd  . 
their  Decree  again ;  and  never  was  the  Senate  of 
Rome  fo  diftraiited  between  different  Interells,  and 
lb  guilty '  of  Irrefolution  as  at  this  time.  Theie  new 
Troops  not  anfwering  their  ExpeAajions,  the  Senate 
again  decreed  him  cSmfulj  and  moreover  advancd 
him  above  all  Example :  They  decreed  that  after  his 
Confullhip  he  Ihou'd  take  Place  of  all  Confuls,  and 
tho'  formerly  they  were  difpleas'd  with  liis  levying 
Forces,  as  being  a  private  Man,  now  they  defir  d  ^ 
him  to  encreafe  his  Army,  and  order'd  him  the  I^ 
gions  of  Decimus.  The  City  was  Ukewife  commit- 
ted to  his  Care,  and  Povver  given  him  to  id  what 

■".  -  .    '  he  , 
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he  plqas'd,  tho*  without  die  Prcfcript  of  die  Laws, 
which  he  retain'd  to  hb  Death.  So  Aat  Oifaviuj  now 
with  no  great  Difficulty  procur'd  Laws  to  condemn 
Brutus  mi  Cajjius,  with  their  fevo-al  AccompHceSj 
and  Ukswife  to  cancel  thofe  Decrees  made  againft 
DolahBa,  and  other  of  his  Friends. 

In  a  fnort  dme  after  OSovIm's  Confulfhip,  .^4mho- 
'  wf  and  Lefidut  arriv'd  in  haly^  where  OSavius  met 
'cm  nigh  Mutina,  and  after  three  Day  Conference,  ^ 
entered  into  a  ftria  Combination  with  them;  in 
which  it  was  agreed.  That  Odavius  jhadd  quit  hi 
Cmfulpjip,  and  leave  the  Title  to  Venddius,  Anthony'i 
great  Friend :  That  the  Supreme  Authority  jhould  be  divi- 
ded henvien  thefe  thrte,  which  thef  jhoald  keeffer  the  fpace 
of  fi-ve  Tears  tmder  the  Name  of  Triumviri,  and  in  Qm- 
lity  of  the  Reformers  of  the  Common-wealth :  Hat 
they^otdd  caufe  that  Attheritj  to  be  aa^md  hy  the  Ro- 
man'PwW<;  That  Anthony  finidd  have  aU  Gaul,  tx- 
etft  Naition,  which  Lepidus  ivar  to  have  pvitb  Spain ; 
Mid  O^iy'tui  Jhould  have  ASnckwitb  Sicily  <z»^  Sar- 
dinia: Italy  and  the 'EaRsm  Provinces  were  for  a  while 
to  remain  in  Common.  In  this  manner  did  thele  Men 
divide  the  World  between  'em,  as  if  it  had  been 
theif  Inheritance.  "Hiey  further  agreed^  That  oM 
^  their  Enemies  pjould  he  defiroy'd -J  and  in  this  the  Cafe 
of  Cicero  caus'd  the  grttteft  Controveriie :  for  Atitho- 
m,  his  implacable  Enemy,  wou'd  confent  to  no- 
thing rill  his  Death  was  determin'd :  Lefidsis  was  con- 
tent with  iCj  but  OBavitts  would  willingly  have  pre- 
ferv'd  him,  upon  the  Account  of  former  Friendfliip; 
yet  at  laft  he  confented,  and  for  that  Reafon  Ltpi- 
dtts  permitted  his  Brother  Paidus,  and  Anthony  his 
Unde  Lucius,  to  be  likewife  pn^crib'd.  Laftly,  it 
was  agreed,  That  Lspidusjhouid  he  made  Conful fir  the 
foSewing  Tear^  and  guard  Rome  and  Italy,  white  the 
other  two  managd  the  War  againjt  Brutus  and  CaflGus, 
who  now  were  ftrongly  poffefi'd  of  Greece  and  Sy- 
ria, and  had  lately  t^en  Dolaliella  in  LaoMcea,  and 
belieaded 
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peheaded  him.  In  this  manner  was  concluded  tfae 
yccxyndTriumvirate,  the  Confequenccs  whereof  were 
[b  dreadful,  and  which  in  efFeta;  gave  the  iaft  Blow 
CO  the  Libraty  of  the  Reman  Cominon-wealth,  It 
was  concluded  on  above  a  Year  and  a  half  after  Jw 
Uffs  C/efar's  Death,  and  was  introduc'd,  as  Tome  Au- 
thors report,  with  manyftrangePrelages  and  fri^t- 
Ful  Prodigies. 

III.  Now  was  the  City  cf  Rmt  in  a  very  mife-  The  &. 
rable  and  Tfeplorable  Condition,  for  the  firft  Thine  ^°^  '"''- 
done  by  the  Triumviri,  after  cftabmhrnent  of  their  '"™»'*"* 
Authority,  was  a  dreadful  Profcripiion  of  300  of  the 
SenaterioTty  and  about  2000  of  the  E^uejlriaa  Rank  ; 
and  nothing  but  Gles  and  Lamentations  were  heard 
dirough  all  the  Cityj  and  Murders  comm'irted  in  all 
Places  by  the  Soldiers.    No  Man  dared  refiife  En- 
trance to  any  of  'em,  who  fearch'd  the  moft  fecret 
Places;  and  ilwwf  at  this  timeappear'd  Ijke  a  City 
wholly  expos'd  to  Wafte  and  Pillage.    Great  Nura-^ 
beirs  of  uncondemn'd  Perfons  perifH'd  in  this  Confii- 
fion;  ibme  by  Malice  or  Miftake,  and  ethers  for 
concealing  or  defending  their  Friends :  In  ihort,  all 
the  mcfft  Tragick  Fury  that  either  Revenge  or  Jfate-- 
reft  could  produce,  and  all  the'moft  generous  Kind- 
nels  that  Love  or  fidelity  cou'd  infpire,  were  to  be  . 
leen  in  divers  Accidents  relating  to  this  Profcriprion. 
Though  the  Pretence  was  the  revenging  of  Cafar's 
■  Death,  vat  many  fuffer'd  upon  the  Account  of  their 
great  Eftates,  others  out  of  Malice  and  old  Refent-  . 
ments,  and  fome  for  their  convenient  Houfes  and 
Gardens.     Among  thofe  of  greateft  Note  was  thefii- 
mous  i^airo,  who  now  living  to  fee  and  feel  a  fecond 
TriciPitina,  as  he  calls  it  in  his  Wricines,    yet  with 
mudi  Difficulty  efcapd  with  his  Lire.     But  Cicero 
was  the  Man  moft  aim'd  at  by  Anthony,    which 
caus'd  him  to  gee  on  board  a  Ship  with  all  fpesd  ; 
but  not  being  able  to  endure  the  Sea,  heretum'd  to 
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Land,  faying.  That  be  would  Me  oi  i«r  cum  Cotmtrj 
winch  be  badfe  ^w  ju-e/eroV.  Being  weary  both  {£^ 
Bight  and  his  Life,  he  came  to  a  fmall  Village  a 
littfe  above  a  Mile  from  the  Sea.  Here  his  Servams 
terrify'd  by  feveral  Prodigies,  pardy  by  P&Giaftoa, 
and  pardy  by  Force,  put  him  again  into  his  Litter, 
and  were  carrying  him  back  to  the  Sea-  But  Ckoii 
perceiving  thofe  that  came  to  apprehend  him,  ordo'd 
his  Litter  to  be  fet  down,  and  quiedy  laid  out  be 
Neck  to  PopiliuJ  Lena,  the  Trihune,  whom  formCTty 
by  his  Eloquence  he  had  lav'd  from  Condemnati- 
on. Ltna  cut  off  his  Head  and  Hands,  which  be 
prefented  to  Anthony,  who  cou'd  not  forbear  infiilt- 
ing  over  thofe  poor  Members,  and  cr)'ing  out,  Tbd 
his  Revenue  was  compIeateJ,  and  he  had  no  further  Occsjim  \ 
fur  the  VrofcriflioK.  But  his  Wife  Fdiiias  Hatred 
■  cou'd  not  be  confin'd  to  Words,  for  fhe  pierc'd  hi 
Tongue  feveral  times  with  a  golden  Bodkin  after  a 
nioftfpiteful  Manner;  and  ^nri&onj' order'd  his  Head 
(  and'  Hands  to  be  fet  up  upon  the  Rofirum,  whae , 
the  People  cou'd  not  without  Honor  behold  thdc 
lad  Remains  of  a  Man  who  had  fo  often  Triumph'd 
there  by  the  Force  and  Charms  of  his  Eloquence. 
Thus  fell  the  great  Cicero  in  the  fixty  third  Year  d 
his  Age,  A  Man,  as  Julius  Cafar  obferves,  that  A- 
tain'd  a  Laurel  as  much  above  all  Trtamphs,  at  the  £»• 
largement  of  the  Bounds  of  the  Roman  Wtt,  was  abem 
that  of  the  Bounds  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

About  the  fame  rime,  i^ntus,  Cicero's  Brother, 
was  (lain,  together  with  all  his  Sons;  but  Cicen'i 
Sons  efcap'd,  for  he  had  fome  time  before  fent  *em 
to  Athens  to  be  there  educated.  Still  the  City  was 
fill'd  with  Slaughters,  and  the  ordinary  Price  of  die 
Head  of  a  Trojcrih'd  Peribn  brought  to  the  Trjwwiwi, 
was  looooo  Sefterces,  if  done  by  a  Free  man,  and 
half  as  much  if  done  by  a  Slave,  with  the  Freedon 
of  the  City.  This  corrupted  a  great  many,  who 
forgetting  both  Duty  and  Natural  Affe(aion,  be- 
tray'd

tray'd  thofe  whofe  Prefervation  they  ought  princi- 
pally to  have  endeavour'd.  Tho'  many  rare  and 
.  admirable  Examples  of  the  Love  of  Wives  to  their 
Husbands,  and  of  Slaves  to  their  Mailers,  appear'd, 
yet  thofe  of  Children  to  their  Parents  were  left  com- 
mon. However,  Oppitij^s  AA  may  ftand  for  many, 
■who,  e,-©«<w-like,  carry'd  out  his  old  and  decrepid 
Fadier  upon  his  Back,  and  convey 'd  him  to  the  Sea, 
Ibmetimes  leading,  and  other  times  carrying  him, 
tUl  they  both  efcap'd  into  Sicily  j  from  whence  after- 
■wards  upon  his  Return,  the  People  out  of  a  juft  fenfe 
of  his  Piety,  made  him  i^fdiie,  in  which  Office 
■wanting  Money  to  fet  out  the  ufual  Games,  the 
"Work-men  did  all  without  Wages,  and  the  Spedla- 
tors  inrich'd  him  by  their  Voluntary  Contributions. 
As  many  as  cou'd  ^fcape  the  Cruelty  of  the  Profcri- 
ption,  fled  either  into  Macedonia  to  Sratiij,  or  into 
Afrkk  to  ComificiuSf  but  the  greateft  Number  went  to 
young  Pemm  in  Siciljj  who  was  now  veryPower- 
'  ill  V  specially  by  Sea.  His  Generoiity  was  at  this 
rime  a  veiy  great  Succour  to  many  Illuftrious  Per- 
fbnsj  he  {ent  Brigantines  and  other  (mall  Velfels  to 
all  the  Coafts  of  Italj,  to  receive  fuch  as  made  their 
Efcape,  and  created  them  with  much  Kindneis  and 
Civility. 

The  Tnujtrviri  having  almoft  lalisfy'd  their  Re- 
venge, Eiegan  now  to  think  of  Money,  which  they 
very  much  wanted  to  carry  on  the  War  againft 
Bnaus  and  Cajfius  ;  For  this  reafon  they  drew  up  a 
Lift  of  1400  of  thcricheft  Ladies  oiReme,  Mothers,  "^ 
Daughters,  or  any  Relations  of  their  Enemies ; 
thefe  Alliances  were  far  enough  fetch'd,  for  Riches 
dlone  was  fufficient  to  rriake  'em  guilty  in  this  Cafe. 
Thefe  Ladies  affembling  themfelv^,  firft  went  to  the 
Female  Relations  of  the  Triumviri,  and  after  that  to 
the  Palace  of  thefe  Magiftrates,  where,  after  feveral 
Repulfes,  one  of  'em  was  permitted  to  fpeak.  Upon 
Condition  that  the  reft  wou'd  he  filent :  This  w^s 
C  c  2  Har~ 
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Horttnfa,    the  Daughter  of  Harttr^Ks,    whp  alAl 
had  been  able  to  difputc  with  OVero  for  Eloquent}^ 
My  LorJi,  faid  flie,  thefe  utihapfy  LaJiij,  -ivbiclj  yoti ^

Sex,  "ivhicb  we  have  hitherto rmfip-ilflyohferv' J ^  >«* 
Lofs  of  ciir  Fathers,  cf  our  Children,  if  oar  Brofbers^Mi 
ef  cur  Husbands,  is  juffdent  to  excise  <«;    fwy,   <W  tt\ 
vindicate  U4  tto,  ivhen  their  unhappy  Deaths  are   Modt  t  i 
Trettncefir  cur  farther  Misfortunes.     Ton  pretend  fe  bUtj 
bein  ^6ked,  hut  ivhat  have  the  Women  done  that  thai 
mujt  he  im^verifiiV?  if  they  are  as  hlameahle  as  the  reft  1 
■iiiy  do  pu   net  jrefcribe  'em  too?  In  the  mean  time  iOm  i 
of  our  Sex  have  tver  declard  you  your  Country's  EitiMits:  i 
IVe  have  -neither  plundtr'd  your  Goods,  nor  fub6m*d  Jttf  . 
Soldiers :  We  have  raised  no  Troops  againfl  you,   nor  ijfi^ 
thofe  HcKCurs  and.  Offices  to  -which  ycu  pretend.     Wefr^ni  , 
not  to  govern  theRepublick,  ner  ait  our  Ambition  wbicbbM  \ 
draii'n  the  prejertt  Miferies  and  Misfortunes  an'our  Heads'j  ^ 
Empire,    Dignities  and  Honours  were  never  defied  fir 
our  Sex.     We,  alas,  have  dene  nothing  to  affront  joH,  M- 
thing  to  offend  you,   or  Jo  much   as  move  you  to  this  f&aert 
Treatment ;  a  Treatment  which  neither  Ocfar  nOr  Poni- 
pey  ever  propcs'd  in  their  Wars,  nor  Marius  nor   CJilfla 
tvtr  thcu^ht  cf  in  their  Cruelties^  no,  not  Sylla  hijHje^t 
whofrJt]et  up  Tyrimny  ;»Romej  yet,  after  all,  yokt- 
dcrnycur  J  elves  with  the  glorious  Title  rf  Refomieft  rf 
die  State.     This  Difcourfe  appear  d  fo  Bold  afld 
Dangerous  to  the  Triumviri,  that  they  immediatdy 
fent  their  t7fhers  to  caufe  the  Ladies  to  retire;  bilt 
perceiving  the  Multitude  began  to  cry  out  agaiiift 
luch  Vio'cnce,  they  adjourn'd  the  Affair  till  the  next 
Day,  and  for  tlie  Satisfaction  of  the  People,  re- 
trench d  the  Number  of  the  Ladies  to  400,  but  at 
the  fame  time  tax'd  above  looooo  Menj  as  well  G- 
tizeos 
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tizens  4£  Strangere.  At  laft  the  Triumviri  went  into 
the  Senate  to  declare  that  the  Profcription  was  at  an 
end.  Lefidui  excus'd  himfelf  for  what  had  pais'd, 
affiiring  the  Senators  of  a  more  moderate  Coiidui^:: 
&it  OitaviH!  more  politickly  laid.  He  wotid  ftiU  re- 
fervt  to  himfelf  the  Liberty  of  Punipiin^ fttih  ai  ■wire^it;l~ 
ij.  After  thJSj  Anthony  and  OUa-vius  with  all  Dili- 
gence march 'd  againft  Briaus  and  Cajfms. 

IV.  The  Confpirators  had  now  made  a  coiifidera-  U.  C,  . 
bleProgre£in  the  £.1^,  and  Caffius  having  got  all  712- 
Syria  into  his  Power,  thought  of  making  an  Expe- 
dition intoe^^-jw  againft  Cleopatra,  who  had  made 
©Tear  Preparations  to  aflift  Cajar  and  his  Party.  Bi\C 
C*l/iits  was  immediately  recali'd  by  Brutus,  upon  the 
Kews  that  Anthony  and  Cafar  were  now  upon  their 
M»rch  with  forty  Legions  ;  of  which  eight  had  al- 
ready pafi'd  the  Ionian  Sea.  Brutus  in.  his  Letter  told 
hitUj  That  their  fffwerful  Armies  were  not  dtfignd  for 
their  particular  Advancement ,  hut  the  Liberty  of  their 
Co/fjntry  ;  ib'trefore  they  ought  not  fo  much  to  aim  at  the 
Glory  if  new  Con^uefis,  at  the  Deftroying  thofe  who  fought 
the  Ruin  of  that  Liherty.CaJ/ius  thcTCiore  leaving  iSjrirt  to 
his  Brother's  Son  with  one  fingle  Legion,  he  Cent  a 
confiderable  Party  tntoCappaJocia^v/hidi  flew  Ariobar- 
Kams  as  oi^e  who  had  conlpir'd  againft  him,  and 
there  raisd  vaft  Sutnms  of  Money.  After  many  fe- 
ywe  Exadions,  he  came  himfelf  into  the  LeJJir  Afia^ 
and-meeting^/rfwat  Smyrna,  they  there  confuked 
J^Mit  the  prefent  War.  Brutus  movd  to  have  the 
Annies  pafi  over  into  Greece  and  Macedonia,  and 
rf)ltt«  meet  Oilavius  and  Anthony ;  but  CaJJiut  fo  far 
pisyaij'd,  as  to  have  the  Rhodians  and  Lycians  firft  re- 
flyc'd,  who  had  refiis'd  to  pay  any  Contributions, 
and  were  very  powerfiil  at  Sea.  Both  were  fenfible 
how  Dangerous  it  was  to  have  any  Enemies  behind 
[<tn,  therefore  this  £:^editjon  was  immediately,  put 
in  Executijonj  4nd  in  a  ihorc  time  compleated,  and 
Cc  3  extra- 
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extraordinary  Contributions  were  rais'd  by  that 
Means.  The  Rhodiam  were  feverely  plunder  d,  *and 
fcarce  any  thing  but  their  Lives  left  'em ;  but  the 
Inhabitants  cf  Xantbm  made  fuch  an  (Aftinate  R^ 
fiance,  thatfcarceany  wereleftalive,  fix  they  burnt 
their  City  and  deftroy'd  themfelves  with  it.  Aiter 
the  rcdudng  of  thefe  Places,  Brutus  and  Cajfm 
met  at  Seirdis  ,  from  whence,  after  feverat  Con- 
fultations,  they  rcfolv'd  to  march  againft  Amborvf  and 

Flere  it  was  that  Brutus  is  reported  to  have  fera 
a  Ghoft  in  his  Tent  after  Midnight.  He  ever  em- 
ploy "d  the  greatelt  pan  of  the  Night  in  difpatdiing 
of  AiFairs,  and  in  Reading  j  and  one  Night  being 
thus  employ'd  acc;ording  to  his  Cuftom,  there  was 
a  general  Silence  through  all  the  Camp,  efpedally 
about  his  Tent,  when  of  a  fudden  he  heard  an  un- 
iifual  Noife  at  the  Door,  which  open'd  of  it  fel£ 
at  the  lame  time.  Brutus  cafting  his  Eye  towards 
the  Place,  perceiv'd  the  frightful  Figure  of  a  hide- 
ous Spe*^,  df  a  fffoportion  much  more  than  Na- 
tural, which  prefented  it  lelf  before  him  :  He  had 
notwithftariding  the  Courage  to  fpeak  to  it,  de- 
manding, '  Jrt  thou  a  God,  or>an  thou  Man,  and  for 
■)i>bat  Rcafin  cameft  thou  hither?  lam,  reply'd  the  SlM- 
rit,  thy  Evil  Ginius,  Brutus,  ^nd  thou  jhahfie  me  again 
near  Philippi.  Brmus  very  boldly  anfwer'd,  ff^  I 
!  W/  fie  thee  ;  and  immediately  it  dilappear'd.  He 
prefently  call'd  up  his  Slaves,  who  all  told  him, 
77}ra  thcj  b/id  neither  fien  nor  heard  aw}  thing.  He  CMH 
tinud  walking  all  the  reit  of  the  Night,  and  early 
in  the  Morning  went  to  give  an  Account  of  what 
hapned  to  Cajj^m,  who,  being  an  Epicurean,  oM 
him.  That  all  this  proceeded  from  the  tVeakm/s  if  bis 
Senjes,  and  the  Strength  if  his  Imagination  at  that  time. 
As  for  ike-trfi,  continu'd  he.  Lei  us  not  belieae  that 
there  are  any  juch  Sfirits  here,  that  have  either  Voice,  bit- 
"inane  Shape,  «■  fmver  over  m\   tho'  I  could  wifi  there 

were, 
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fawo-e,  that  we  might  net  only  riUe  upon  the  Greatntfi  of  our 
\ForctSj  but  Ukewije  ufm  the  JJJifiance  ef  thofe  Immortal 
\]3eingi,  who  cBi^d  not  but  btfa'votirahleto  a  Caufefojtifi 
'^and  Sacred  ai  ouri  is.  This  Difcourfe  fatisfy'<3  Brwrirj, 
and  foon  after  they  pals'd  over  into  Thrace^  and  ii 
to  Fbilippi,  a  City  between  that  Country  and  Ma- 
eedtmia,  nigh  which  the  FotCcs  of  the  Triumviri  were 
pofted. 

It  was  with  extraordinary  Fear  and  Terrour  that 
all  Perfons  flood  waiting  the  Succefs  oi  thefe  two 
powerful  Armies,  whidi  were  to  decide  ihi:  Fate 
and  Fortune  of  the  Roman  Empire.  The  Confpi- 
rators  Forces  confifted  of  19  Legions,  and  20000 
Horfe,  and  the  Triumviri  .of  the  fame  Number  of 
L^onSj  but  much  better  compleatedj  and  of  1 5000 
Horfe.     Brutus  and  CaJJiut  encamp "d  on  a  high  and 

■  convenient  Ground  nigh  the  Sea,  where  they  were 
fupply'd  with  Provifions  in  abundance.  The  oriier 
Party  was  much  ftreightned  for  want  of  Neceffa- 
rieSj  having  only  Macedonia  and  Thejfaljr  open  to  era, 
for  Pompey  had  cut  off  all  Communication  fiom  A- 
frick,  and  Marcus  and  t/^obarbia  from  Italy,  by  their 
feveral  Navies.  This  made  Anthony  e\tre^r);i\y  defi- 
rous  of  coming  to  a  Battel)  which  CaJJhis  being  fen-  . 
fkis  of,  refus'd  to  engage,  tho'  Bnaur  was  very  for- 
ward, faying.  That  he  was  impatient  to  put  an  End  to  , 
the  Miferiei.  ^  Mankind  by  a  ilarieta  Vtitory,  or  a  noble 
Death.  At  kit  Anthony  with  great  Labour  and  In- 
duftry,  made  a  Way  through  a  large  Fen,  and  Caf- 

■  /ms  threw  up  Works  againlr  hirti,  which  with  the 
Soldiers  Forwardnefi,  caus'd  a-  general  Battel,  tho' 
much  againft  Cactus's  Will,  who  declared.  That  be 
Was  fore  dy  in  the  fame  manner  at  Pwnpey  was,  to  tx- 
fofe  the  Liberty  of  the  Roman  People  to  the  Hax,ard  of  a 
Battel.  In  die  Morning  juft  before  the  Battel,  Caf 
fius  ask'd  Brutuss  Opinion  of  what  they  ought  to  do 
if  they  were  unfuccefifiil,  and  Brutus  reply'd,  That 
he  bad  formerly  in  bis  Writings  condemn  d  the  Death  of 
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CatO,  and  Malvtaintl  tkat  /tub  a  maimer  (f  avoidit^ 
DiJ^acti,  was  an  injoknt  Attempt  agiunft  Utavcn  that  j 
fent  'em  j  hut  he  bad  ncrw  alter  i  hu  Oflnwn,  firut  be 
was  not  Miifitr  of  hit  Life,  ha-ving  already  faartficd  it  \ 
to  ha  Country^  he  was  rejol'v'd  to  change  it  for  a  Haffiir,  \ 
if  Fortune  frovd  bis  Enemy.  Cajfius  imbracing  him,  j 
told  hilii,  Nov:  Tie  may  •venture  againjt  the  Enemy  ^  fa  j 
ather  we  wilt  he  CoJi^aerers  cur  Jel-veSf  or  will  have  m  i 
Caufe  to  fear  tbofe  that  are  Jo. 

The  forces  ol  the  Triumviri  were  commanded 
by  /luthcr.y  alone,  OSavim  being  now  fickj  and  bodi 
Armies  being  drawn  up,  Bruiuis  Party  in  a  Jk)rt 
time  attack'd  that  of  OSlavius  with  little  Ofder, 
but  with  fo  mnch  Fuiy,  iliat  at  die  firft  Onfet  they 
overthrew  all  that  oppos'd,  and  preffing  forward 
with  great  Slaughter,  they  enter  d  the  very  Camp 
of  Oitavius,  who  had  juft  retreated  to  Antimony's.  Antho- 
nf  was  very  hotly  engaged  with  Cafftus,  but  in  a  ilwct 
time  found  means  to  open ,  a  Paflage  through  the 
Lines,  and  charging  C<#«j's  Troops  upon  the  Flank, 
overthrew  'em  with  great  daughter ;  then  purfuing 
the  Vitlory,  he  foon  became  Mafter  d£  his  Camp, 
which  Skill  and  Diligence  he  had  learnt  &om  Jidim 
Cafar.  C/iJ/ius  retird  rp  a  Hill  not  far  offj  e^jeiftuig 
the  Event  of  the  Battel  on  his  Partner's  fide;,  aod 
by  reaibn  of  the  greatnefs  trf"  die  Dull  be  cou'd  oot 
difcern  wliofe  Cavalry  it  was  that  made  towaids 
him  at  a  diliance  :  He  riiCTefore  fent  Jitinimi  to  make 
the  Diltoveiy.  7/rJw/Hj  was  r eceiv'd  with  great  Joj^ 
by  'cm,  who  were  biinging  Tidifffis  of  VwSory, 
but  ihy'd  fo  long,  that  CaJJtus  feafing  Srutta  had 
been  routed,  and  liis  Friend  taken  RMoner,  ayd 
pai,  Al.js,  tofreferve  the  Remainders  of.  a  mijerahle  L^, 
I  have  rrnnd  my  hep  Friend :  JU  thefe  Words  he  retir'd 
"into  his  Tent,  and  kill'd  himfelf,  er-OHis'd  his  freed 
Man  to  do  it.  Titrnius  arriv'd  iranicdiately  afisr 
with  the  Cavalry,  all  rejoycing,  but  th«r  Joy  was 
fuddaily  da'ih'd,  and  TitintMs  &ru  accufffig  )^a£fX  of 
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Fcilly  and  Lazinefi,  in  a  great  Rage,  flew  himfelf 
upon  the  Body  of  his  Friend. 

Brutus  was  extreatnfy  forrowfnl  for  the  Death  of 
his  Compamon,  whom  he  call'd  the  lafi  of  the  Ro- 
mans, caufing  his  Body  privately  to  be  remov'd  and 
buiy'd  out  of  Sight,  left  his  Army  fiiou'd  be  too 
much  dejet^sd. .  In  the  mean  time  he  told  his 
Friends,  That  he  thought  CaHius  "very  haffy  In  being  he~ 
yottd  the  reach  ofthofe  Mistimes  which  remain  d for  them 
tojujfer.  He  for  fome  little  time  kept  from  Fight- 
ixig,  epxedangtoftarvehisEnemieSj  who  were  now 
in  extream  want  of  Provifions,  their  Fleet  bdng 
lately  defeated ;  but  at  laft,  being  forc'd  to  it  by  the 
Fear  of  a  genera!  Defertion,  and  the  Eagemefs  of 
his  Soldiers,  he  drew  'em  up  in  Battalia.  It  is  re- 
ported, that  the  SpeAre  which  he  had  feen  before, 
appear'd  to  him  again  the  Night  before  this  great 
Battel,  but  now  faid  nothing.  Whatever  melan- 
choly Apprehenfions  he  had  upon  him,  he  encou- 
rag'd  his  Men  as  much  as  poffible,  promifing  'em  the 
ijfierty  if  Flundering  the  two  Cities  of  Lacedemon  and 
Theffalonica  j  and  when  the  Battel  began,  the  Ea- 
:  gernels  of  both  Parties,  made  'em  throw  afide  their 
miffive  Weapons,  and  betake  themfelves  immediate-  , 

ly  to  their  Swords,  fightii^  with  great  Fury,  till  after 
much  rime,  and  more  BloodHied,  Brutuis  Party  was 
bcH-adown  by  main  Force,  and  intirely  defeated. 
Braftw  .himfelf  fled  to  a  Hill  hard  by,  and  there  re- 
mained all  Night,  and  when  in  the  Morning  he  faw 
no  Way  of  dcaping,  he  began  to  cry  out,  O  imhappy 
Vertue,  IfoUew  thee  its  a  foUd  Good,  hut  thou  art  only  a 
ffter  Notion,  a  vain  empty  Name,  or  at  befi  a  Slave  of 
Fortune.  Yet  ftiortly  after  he  told  fome  of  his  Friends, 
That  be  look'd  upen  himfelf  much  Happier  than  any  of  hii 
Cen^uerorSf  fince  he^sotid  enjcy  that  Reputation  which  al- 
ways follows  fertue,  and  which  Tyranny  oTid  Jnjufiice  coiid 
»tver  difirve.  Then  going  afide  with  a  particular. 
Friend  call'd  Strata,  he  with  all  Farnef^ds  b^g'd 
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of  him,  Tcfiav  him  tbe  tafi  O0ce  tf  his  Frien^faif  • 
and  feeing  him  very  unwilling  to  perform  fo  h;Uxt 
a  Duty,  he  call'd  for  a  Slave.  Ab :  then  cry'd  StrMo, 
It  ^alt  never -ht  faid^  that  rie  ^*or  BnitUS,  in  his  lafi 
Extremity y  (tood  in  need  ef  a  Slave  far  want  ef^a  Frietid  ; 
fo  turning  away  his  Headj  he  prefented  the  Sword's 
Point  to  Brutusy  who  threw  himfeU  Upon  ic,  aad 
immediately  expir'd. 

,  This  was  the  End  of  thefe  two  memorable  Per- 
fons,  Brtitus  and  Ca^,  and  as  feme  writCj  they 
themfelves  died  by  the  fame  Weapons  with  which 
they  kiU'd  Cafar,  who  had  given  'em  thdr  Lives  af- 
ter the  Battel  oiPharfalia,  and  after  that,  had  loaden 
'em  with  his  greateft  Favours ;  which  Favours  ibme 
make  ufe  of  to  aggravate  the  Ingratitude,  and  odiers 
to  magnifie  thejuftice  of  the  Aft.  All  fuch  as  knew 
themlelves  guilty  oS  Julius  Cafar's  Deaths  flew  them- 
felves with  their  6wn  Hands ;  but  the  reft  rallying 
themfelves,  fent  Deputies  to  Ctefar  and  Avthmy  for 
an  honourable  Compofition,  which  the  two  Gene- 
rals frankly  allow'd  of.  By  this  femous  Ovaxhrow 
the  Trium-viri  eftabUlh'd  their  Authority  fo  far  as  to 
■  give  the  laft  Blow  to  the  Liberty  of  the  Commcrfi- 
wealth  J  for  the  Oppofition  riiey  met  from  Pompe^ 
was  inconfiderable  in  refpcA  of  this,  in  which  they 
were  to  difpute  for  one  Half  of  the  Roman  Domini- 
,  ons.  This  hapned  above  two  Years  after  Julius  Ca- 
far's  Death,  and  about  half  a  Year  after  the  fecond 
Triumvirate,  in  the  jiitb  Year  of  the  City,  and  40 
before  oiu-  Saviour's  Nativity.

From  the  'Deaths  of  Brutus  and  Caflius,  to 
the  ^mijhment  of  Lepidusj  which  Va- 
ry d  the  Courfe  of  thefecond  Triumvirate':! 
fower. 

Containing  the /pace  of  fix  Tears. 

I.  AS  the  laft  Efforts  and  Scruples  of  a  dying  U.  C. 
m\.  Commonwealth  are  generally  the  moft  vio-  712. 
lent.  So  were  thefe  of  P^ome  the  greateft  that  ever 
ftie  had  for  the  maintaining  her  Liberty.  For  in  , 
the  Sedition  of  the  Gracchi,  and  in  the  Wars  of  Ma~ 
riui  and  Sylla,  Rome  and  Italy  were  only  Sufferers  j 
and  tho'  in  the  Diffentions  of  Cafar  and  Pompey  the 
Troubles  were  more  General,  yet  feveral  of  the  Se- 
nators and  People  thought  they  might  well  enough 
ftand  Neuters  out  of  their  R  J^ft  to  the  £omnion- 
wealthj  which  Name  in  Appearance  was  ftill  reve- 
^  renc'd :  Whereas  in  thefe  laft  Wars  the  Mask  was  *" 
wholly  laid  afide,  and  all  things  were  carry'd  on  in 
fuch  an  open  Manner,  that  there  was  an  abfolute' 
Neceffity  of  Declaring  for  Liberty  or  agaiftft  it. 
But  now  all  Pretence  of  Liberty  was  utterly  ruin'd 
by  the  Defeats  of  Brutus  and  Caj^us ;  and  from  that 
Moment  the  Triumviri  began  to  ad:  as  Sovereigns, 
and  to  divide  the  Romtm  Dominions  between  'em  as 
dieir  own  by  Right  of  'Conqueft,  though  LepiJas 
was  not  mudi  conJider'd  by  the  other  two,  as  either 
having  no  Share  in  this  laft  Battel,  or  little  Int6-eft 
among  the  Soldiers.  The  following  Days  after  the 
Vidory, 
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ViAory,  were  employ'd  by  the  Trlmtivtri'm  puniniing 
thdr  ^cmiesj  Anthony  iacrific'd  Hartenjiui  to  the 
Memory  of  his  Brother  C<wio  j  Liviui  Brutus j  the  Fa- 
dier  of  that  li-via  who  was  afterwards  nUrryed  to 
OBaviuSf  kill'd  hunfelf  in  his  Tent:  and  Qmntilita 
Varus,  adom'd  with  all  the  Marks  of  thofe  Honours 
he  had  born,  catis'd  himfelf  to  be  flain  by  hi^  &ecd 
Man.  OBavius  upon  this  Occalion,  appeared  more 
Cruel  than  was  agreeable  to  his  natural  Temper  j 
he  fent  the  Head  ^  Brutm  to  Rome  to  be  thrown  at 
the  Feet  of  his  Uncle's  Statue  ;  hb  Arties  were  fent 
to  his  Wife  Torcia,  Cato's  Daughter,  who  according 
to  her  Father's  and  Husband's  Example^  it  is  laid, 
kill'd  her  felf,  by  fwallowing  down  hot  Coals  and 
Arties.,  OSaviui  forc'd  a  Senator  and  his  Son  to 
draw  Ix)ts  for  thdr  Lives,  but  diey  both  reflis'd  itj 
the  Father  voluntarily  gave  up  hiinielf  to  Executi- 
on, and  the  Son  ftabb  d  himfelf  b^re  his  Facc. 
To  another  that  b^'d  cf  him  to  have  the  Ritts  dF 
Burial  J  )\cik\&i'T%atthatwoud  faenhttit  thf  Di/ft^al 
ef  the  Ravens.  Thefe  bitter  Words  and  rigcttous 
Punirtiments  render'd  him  bodi  odious  aA  wvllas 
terrible  to  all  the  Prifbners  who  were  broii^t  bp- 
fivehim. 

After  the  TrJuma^  had  (atirfy'd  their  RevcngCj 
they  thought  upon  eUablilhing  their  Authority,  .dn- 
thimy  undertook  to  go  into  j^ato  raiis  Motley  for 
the  Soldiej-s  Rewards  in  thofe  Provinces  thu  were 
Tributary  to  die  Remans ;  and  OSavius  caok  upgp 
him  to  lead  the  old  Troops  into  ^aly,  to  put  u^p 
in  Pofleflion  of  the  Lands  that  were  promU'd  'ei». 
Anthony  firtt  yirited  Greece,  as  fcdijg  the  CoujMry 
where  Flattery  was  manag'd  with  the  greaoefl:  peli- 
cacy  in  tlie  Wcwldj  was  faroiliarly  prefent  3X.  .tiK 
Conferences  of  Ae  Philofc^ers  at  Athms,  and  oaadie 
great  Prelentfi  to  that  City.  Then  leaving  M»ms 
iXtftrius  CO  coflimanid  in  Gruce,  Jie  pafs'd  over  i^to 
Afia  with  ali  his  Troops.    laiere  aA  the  Pdogss  of 

die 
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the  £s/?  Who  acknowkdg'4  the  Roman  Power,  cams 
to  maketheir Court  to  him,  and  rfie  faireft  Princefles 
ftrove  to  gain  his  Favofir,  either  by  die  Charms  of 
fiheir  Beauty,  or  the  Magnificence  ot'  their  Prefents. 
This  Crowd  of  Soveraigns  that  daily  waited  in  his 
Anti-ChambeTj  with  their  Praifes  and  Submiffions, 
did  rtioft  agreeably  footh  his  voluptuous  and  ambi- 
tious Temper,  He  pardoned  all  thofe  of  Srutui's 
Party  that  furrender'd  themfdves  to  him  ,  except 
Tetromus  and  Qu'mfUs  j  the  firft  was  charg'd  with  be- 
ing one  erf"  the  Compirators,  and  the  other  with 
betraying  t}olahslla  in  Laodicea.  But  theq  he  took 
away  tbe  Eftates  of  feveral  wealthy  Citizens  to  in- 
rich  his  Flatterers  and  Buffoons  j  and  affembling 
the  Deputies  of  all  the  Subjefeand  Allies  of  the  Ro- 
iaims  in  thofe  Parts,  in  a  fet  Speech  he  infifted  upon 
his  NeceJ^ies  and  their  Duties^  and  fo  fqueez'd  out  of 
the  Inhabitants  almoft  all  that  Money  which  had 
been  left  'em  by  Brutus  and  Cajjms.  After  which  he 
went  a  Progrdfi  all  6ver  rfie  Couony,  where  he 
frequently  gave  extraordinary  Deraorflrations  of 
Qenerofi^  and  Good-nature.  He  pardon'd  Luciai, 
Brother  to  Cajfius,  and  Teveral  other  of  his  Enemies 
In  thofe  Parts  j  but  he  fpar'd  none  that  had  a  Hand 
in  CiefOTi  Dearfi,  or  were  of  the  Number  of  the 
Confpiratoft,  fo  that  never  any  Man's  Death  was 
more  feverely  reveng'd  than  his.  Antbmy  then  made 
himfelf  Soreraign  Judge  of  the  DifFetences  between 
the  Kings  of  thofe  Countries,  as  in  Caffadocia  be- 
t*een  Ari'anshis  and  Syfems,  for  whom  the  Beauty 
<tf  4iis  Mother  Ghpir/ra  was  fo  powerful  as  to  cany 
the  Crown  from  his  Competitor. 

But  among  all  thofe  Soveraigns  in  the  Eaji  which 
depended  upon  the  Rowans,  none  were  of  fuch  Note 
as  Cleopatra  Queen  of  t^gyft^  whole  Conduct  in 
thefe,lalt  Wars  had  given  her  good  Reafon  to  fear 
Amhony :  For  tho'  fte  had  afiitted  Dolahelia,,  yet  at 
.  the  faffic  time  Serifpon  her   Lieutenant  in  Cyprus^ 
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fought  for  Cajfrns.    This  flte  knew  had  not  at  all 

been  pleafmg  to  the  Triipm/iriy  confidering  what  Am 
ow'd  to  the  Memory  of  Juliia  Ciefar ;  efyex\331y 
Unce  the  Love  of  that  great  Man  had  been  fuffifdent- 
Iv  known  to  all  die  Wwld.  Upon  which  fhe  re- 
iblv'd  to  meet  Afalmyy  and  try  how  much  her  Wit 
and  Beaoty  cou'd  plead  for  her,  fmce  Reaiba 
cou'ddolblictlej  as  i£' the  had  been  relblVti  to  c»n- 
quer  and  triumph  over  the  Romans  in  the  Perfbns  cS 
thdr  GenCTals.  Forbefides  theAddreffes  cS  yidiiu 
Cafar,  (be  had  received  ihofe  oS  Pempe/s  eldeft  ScMi; 
fo  that  never  Beauty  was  ever  fignaliz  d  with  more 
iltuftrious  Conquefh.  She  had  mch  a  high  Opinion 
of  her  Charms,  that  fhe  queftion'd  not  but  to  revive 
that  Flame  in  Anthonf%  Heart,  oi  which  formrarly 
he  had  given  her  a  Teftimony  in  fd^J*,  when. 
he  had  fome  Command  thoe.  But  above  all^  it 
washer  Wit  that  moft  fupported  this  Aifurance; 
ioT  tho'  her  Perfon  was  admirable,  and  the  Bris^t- 
nefs  of  her  Eyes  not  to  be.wiihftood,  yet  mere 
were  fome  at  Rome  that  did  not  yield  to  her  in  the 
leaft  for  Beauty  j  but  none  cou'd  compare  with  her 
for  her  agreeable  Wit  and  her  channing  Converlati- 
on,  which  never  fcil'd  both  to  pleafeand  to  perfuade. 
Thefe  Perfedions,  befides  her  wonderful  Accom- 
pliJhnients  in  Tongues  and  Learning,  made  her  re- 
folve  to  go  in  Penon  to  Attthmy  in  Cilicia^  who 
had  fent  Delilus  to  cite  her  to  give  an  Accoum  of 
her  late  CondutJl:. 

Never  did  any  Princefi  appear  in  a  more  fingular 
and  magnificent  Manner  than  Cleopatra}  arriving  at 
the  Mouth  of  the  River  C^drms,  me  embark'd  in  a 
Veffel  whofe  Stern  was  of  Gold,  the  Sails  of  pur- 
ple Silk,  the  Ojrs  of  Silver,  which  gently  kept  time 
to  a  Confort  of  excellent  Mufick.  The  Queen  was 
laid  under  a  Cahopy  of  rich  Cloth  of  Gold, 
adorn'd  like  Venui  rifing  out  of  the  Sea,  with  lovely 
Children  about  her  like  Cupldsj  fenhing  her,  and 

her 
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her  Women  haUted  like  NereUf  and  Graces,  leaoing 
negligendy  on  die  Sides  and  Shrouds  of  the 
Veffel :  The  Sweets  that  were  burning  perfum'd  the 
Banks  of  the  River,  which  were  cover  d  with  an  in- 
finite Number  of  Pec^le,  who  ran  thither  with  fudi 
Eagern^,  that  Antlnmy,  who  was  mounted  on  a 
Tlirone  to  make  a  Shew  of  Majefty,  was  left  alone, 
while  the  Multitude  flock'd  to  the  River  with  cxtra- 
,  ordinary  Delight  and  Wonder.  Anthony  in  civility 
defir'd  her  to  Land  and  fup  with  him,  but  flie  im- 
mediately defir'd  his  Company  firft,  which  he  wou'd 
not  deny  for  fear -of  appearing"  ill  bred.  He' was 
extreamly  furpriz'd  at  the  Neatnefi  and  Magnificence 
of  the  Entertainment,  and  with  the  ingenious  71a- 
dng  of  the  Lights,  and  many  other  peculiar  Con- 
trivances. The  next  Day  he  in  his  Turn  wou'd 
Treat  her,  and  endeavour'd  to  out-go  her  in  Sumptu- 
oufiieG,  but  he  foon  percdv'd  he  was  far  Jhop  of 
it.;  wh««upon  he  turnd  all  into  Mirth  and  Railer)', 
which  ihe  joyn'd  with,  and  carry'd  on  with  all  the 
Delicacy  and  Dexterity  imaginable ;  rill  at  laft,  ta- 
king a  more  ferious  Air  in  her  Difcourfes,  Ihe  told 
him, ,  Thatjhe  came  not  thither  to  clear  her  felfy  hut  to  be 
'  recomfenc'd  for  the  great  Servicer  Jhe  had  done  to  blm  and 
Cxfar  in  a^fiing  Dolabella,  in  Commanding  a  Fleet  in 
Verfon  infftti  of  Cafltus  and  hk  Comrnanderj,  with  ma- 
ny other  things,  which  flie  related  with  that  Arti- 
fice and  Cunning,  and  that  Wit  and  Plealantry, 
that  Anthony  cou'd  no  longer  defend  his  Heart;  bot 
from  that  Moment  entertain'd  a  Paffion  for  her, 
which  was  the  Caufe  of  all  the  future  Misfortunes 
of  his  Life.  He  was  fo  ftmcken  with  her,  that  he 
Irft  all  his  former  Bufinefs  and  Honourable  Em- 
ployments, and  prefendy  follow'd  her  into  t/£- 
gyp,  where,  firft  facrifidng  to  her  her  Sifter  Arpne, 
he  liv'd  with  her  all  the  following  Year  in  all  the 
Eafe  and  Softnefs  to  which  his  vicious  Temper 
cou'd  prompt  him,  and  all  the  Delights  and  Plea- 

furcs 
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fures  with  which  that  luxurious  Nation  cou'd  fiir- 
nifhhim. 

U.  C.  n.  While  Anthony  rcmain'd  thus  idle  in  t^^yp^ 

715.  OtlaTjius  vfas  extreamly  bufie  about  fettling  the  Af- 
fairs of  Italy,  and  dividing  the  Lands  for  latisfying 
the  old  Sofeers.  "Riis  he  found  very  difficult,  and 
not  a  little  dangerous^  by  reafon  it  cxaiperated  £> 
many  againft  him  j  for  it  was  abfolutely  neceflary 
for  him  to  give  up  die  feveral  Towns  allotted  fiic 
their  Recompence ,  or  elle  to  fatisfie  his  Soldiers 
with  a  propoitionable Quantity  of  Money,  but  rfiat 
cou'd  notberais'd  fincffthe  Treafury  was  fo  much 
exhaufted.  Almoft  all  the  Inhabitants  erf"  the  Towns 
concem'd  in  this  Matter,  came  in  great  Multitudes 
to  Rome  i  and  vaft  Numbers  of  Women  with  Chil- 
dren in  their  ArmSj  whofe  tender  Years  and  Inno- 
cence drew  every  one's  Compaffion,  daily  fill'd  dw 
Temples  and  Publick  Places  with  their  Lamentati- 
ons. The  People  of  Rome  talk'd  very  freely  and 
boldly  upon  this  Account,  whofe  Complaints  and 
Murmurings  OBavim  bore  with  all  the  Difcrerim 
and  Cunning  imaginable;  firft  borrowing  what 
Money  he  cou'd,  but  finding  not  that  fufficient,  heat 
laft  broke  throuj^h  all  Difficulties,  and  gave  his  Sol- 
diers Places  and  Lands  for  their  Inheritance,  as  he 
firit  defign'd  The  Gty  of  Cremona  was  one  that 
fufFer'd  nioft  in  this  Dillribution,  for  being  fo  mudi 
of  Brutu/s  Party,  and  Mantm  by  reafon  of  her 
Neighbourhood  had  more  than  her  Share  in  thele 
Misfortunes,  in  which  the  Mufet  Darling,  the  great- 
eft  Wit  and  beft  Poet  that  ever  Italy  produc'd,  had 
like  to  have  perifli'd.  This  was  the  great  hri'il, 
who  was  a  Party  concem'd  in  this  publick  Calami- 
ty, fordefendmg  the  Pofieffion  of  his  finall  Eftate 
from  Arrius  the  Centurion,  and  very  narrowly  e- 
fcap'd  Death  by  fwimming  crofs  a  River.  And  'tis 
probable  tliac  this  Adventure  moft  of  all  contribu- 
ted 
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ced  to  his  fiirther  Reputation  and  Advancement, 
fince  tiiefe  Troubles  were  the  Subjeft  of  that  excel-    ,    , 
lent  Ecl<^e  which  was  the  firft  of  his  Bucolkks,  he 
being  now  about  28  Yedrs  of  Age. 

The  many  Diforders  rais'd  upon  thefe  Occafions, 

and  die  frequent  Dangers  in  which  OSiaviut  was  in- 

volv'dj  gave  Antben/s  Wife  Ful'via  a  fair  Occafion 

of  endeavouring  to  bring  about  her  Defigns.    Her 

principal  Concern  was  the  bringing  back  of  her 

Husband ,   which  flie  believ'd  nothing  but  a  Wat 

cou'd  efieAj  and  therefore  flie  refolv'd  to  profc- 

cute  thofc  Methods  to  which  her  Rage  and  Jeateu-     ' 

iie  did  then  pronipt  her.  iwiar  the  Brother  of  Jmho- 

fiy  wasthen  Coniul^nd  to  him  /he principally  apply'd 

heir  felf,  who  out  of  Refpeft  to  her  who  had  been 

fo  great  a  Friend  to  him,  and  out  of  a  Diftafte  to 

many  of  OBaviu/s  Proceedings,  readily  comply'd 

with  her.    Many  plaufible  Pretences  were  made  ufe 

of  to  make  a  Breach  v/'ith  Oilavius^  and  fuchcou'd 

nevet  be  wanting  in  fuch  unfettl'd  and  troublefome 

Times  as  thofe.    Seme  was  now  in  great  Mifery,' 

and  Italj  no  lefi ;  Provifions  were  extream  Dear  by 

reafon  of  Fompeyi  flopping  all  the  Paffages  by  Sea 

from  Abroad,  and  at  Home  the  Troops  comum'd 

all  the  Increaie  of  the  Land,  and  befidcs  committed  j 

a  thoufand  Diforders  in  the  Cities,  fo  that  ail  Tra- 

cUng  was  ruin'd,  and  the  Shops  of  moft  People  fhut 

up.    iKcidj  made  great  ufe  of  thefe  Mifchieis,  and 

OSofuius  us'd  all  means  to  quiet  the  Soldiers,  and  ,        ■ 

pacific  the  Country-People,  who  were  driven  from, 

their  Poffeffions ;  He  heard  their  Complaints,  and 

promis'd  to  do  'em  J'jftice,    which  much  incens'd/ 

Anthenyi  Soldiers ,    who  were  alfo  ftiU  more  and 

rnore  ftirr'd  up  by  the  Artifices  of  Fuhia.     Cafar 

c^>enlycomplain'd  of  her,  declaring,  She  ivhoUy  aci' 

edagaift/^  the  true  Interefl  and  Sentiments  of  her  Hushand^ 

butihe  he^rkqn'd  to  none  but  her  Friend  Maniusy 

who  perfuaded  her,  Hat  nothing  hut  a  War  cou'd  force 

Dd  Anthony^        j^. 
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Anthony  from  ClK)patra'r  Armi,  etid  hrivg  him  im 
Italy ;  and  for  Luclm,  he  had  no  odier  ^ntimeai 
but  whai  were  infiuenc'd  by  thefe  twa 

Thefe  Diftutbances  began  in  Words,  Declarao 
ons,  Manifefto'sj  and  fuch  like ;  but  foon  came  s 
an  opeo  Breachj  notwithftanding  all  the  Care  an 
Caution  of  the  moft  Prudent  of  both  Parties.  Mj 
ny  eminent  Perfons  were  engag'd  in  this  War  j  an 
in  regard  tRat  iMciut  had  declar'd  ^dnft  the  Tn 
umi'lrate,  moft  of  the  ancient  Owners  of  the  Lanl 
repair 'd  to  him,  and  the  new  Pofleffors  to  OBofok 
and  to  Sahitlienus,  then  comyig  out  of  Gaul  with 
a  great  Power.  Lucius  marcWd.  to  oppofe  him,  bol 
was  diveircd  by  jigripfa,  one  of  OBavius's  greal 
Friendsj  and  a  valiant  Soldier.  Notwithftandinj 
the  great  Caution  of  Vmtidius  and  Afinius,  two  d 
Anihbufs  Commanders,  Luciui  was  (o  hemm'd  iiv 
and  reduc'd  to  fuch  Straits  between  Cafar  and  A- 
grippa,  that  he  .was  conftrain'd  to  retreat  to  PeruSt^ 
a  llrong  City  of  ffetraria,  where  he  was  dofely  »■ 
(Icg'd  by  Otia-vius  and  his  Party.  Vattidius  and  A^ 
n':us  attempted  to  relieve  the  Town,  but  OSaviiit 
was  fo  well  pofted  that  they  cou'd  not  effeA  it,  fo 
that  Lucius  was  in  a  ihort  time  reduc'd  to  great  Ex- 
tremities for  want  of  Provifions  for  fo  numerous  a 
Garifon.  He  made  feveral  bold  and  defperate  Sal- 
lies, but  with  no  proportionable  Succefs;  till  find- ^ 
ing  his  Soldiers  reduc  d  to  the  utmoft  Miferies  of 
Famine,  he  at  laft  came  out  in  Perfon^  and  giving 
himfelf  up  into  Oilavius's  Hands,  with  great  Eam- 
eftnefs  interceded  for  his  poor  Soldiers,  andb^d, 
TTjat  his  FuKtjhment  might  atom  for  their  Crimes.  Octa- 
vius  receiv'd  him  very  Honourably  and  with  much 
Generolity,  and  all  iwdw/s' Soldiers  were  pardon'd 
at  the  Defire  of  OHtmius's  own  Men,  who  cou'd 
but  pity  the  Miferies  of  their  old  Comparaons  and 
Country-men.  The  ^wn  was  defign'd  to  be  plun- 
d$r'd,  but  one  of  die  diief  Inhabitants  call'd  JW*- 

adt'  ' 
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cedomcusj  in  a  gteat  Rage  let   Fire  to  his  Houfej  ■ 
which  confum'd  bothhimfelf  and  the  whole  Gty. 
Ventidius  and  the  reft  made  no  Refiftance;  fo  that 
this  dangerous  War  was  ended  in  a  few  Months    * 
;.timej  Tomfey  making  but  fraall  Advantage  trf'  it ;  . 
and  OSiavius  return  a  to  Rome,  where  he  enter'd  ia 
.Triumphant  Robes,  and  crown'd  with  Laurel.  Pub, 
lidc  Feafts  were  alfo  celebrated,  and  ic  was  ordain'd,      .    - 
Tiflf  whenever  any  Genera^  bereafierjhou'd  merit  the  Ho- 
pour  of  Trinrhph,  and  h  crowaJ,  Oefar(feo«V  h^fve  «      ,       '• 
Share  in  hit  Honow.  „' 

III.-  During  this  laft  War,  and  wJiile  OSinJius  was 

fetding  his  own  AiFairs  with  all  the  Skill  and  Wit- 

dom  oT  a  moft  able  Politician,  Mthory  was  inglori- 

OuQy  paffing  away  his  Time  at  jiUxandria  i^i' *J 

bewitching  Company  of  Cleopatra,  and  there  nxd 

by  the  Charms  of  that  Queen ;  regirdiog  nothing   - 

.  but  the  Enjoyment'  of  thofe  PleaTures  ihe'  every 

Day  prefentedhim  Wkh,  in  frfme  new  and  delights 

fill  Shape.    Never  had  Woman  that  exquifite  Art  of 

refining  and  heightningof  Pleafuresby  the  Charms 

of  Novelty,  that  flie  had  j  fte  introdiic'd  'em  in  tjie 

moft  ferious  BuJinefs,  and  even  the  moft  inconfid&- 

rable  Trifles  when  manag'd  by  her  Skill,  receiv  _d 

fuch  an  Air  as  made  *em  (he  moft  agreeable  Di- 

verfidns :  So  tlut  whether  they  pla/d,  or  treaty, 

or  hunted,  thg  Queen  ftil!  made  one^  and  was  tha 

Soul  of  all,   by  her  ingenious  intermingling  fome 

'  lively  Piece  of  Wit,  or  by  her  unparall'd  Grace  in 

.  relating  fomepleafanc  Adventure.     Among  the  le^ 

veral  forts  ofDiverfions,  Clefatra  had  invented  a, 

Sodety,    which  Ihe  call'd,  Tli  ivimitahU  L^e^  and 

duofe  who  made   the  moft  fumptuons  Ejitertain- 

mcnts,  carry'd  away  the  Prize ;  which  Treats  were 

prod^oufly  Expeniive,  ^s  appears  by  feveral  Exam- 

■  pies  out  of  Plutarch  and  others.    By  all  this  Variety 

of  Pleafures  and  Delights  did  Cleopatra  charnv-this 

Dda  :''«rGtt 
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great  Man,  inlenfiHy  canying  him  from  one  I^Wer- 
fKMi  to  another,  and  intirely  gaining  the  AfteSiCMB 
of  his  Soul  i  fo  that  jimbimj  had  almoft  folgot  the 
*  great  Reputation  and  Glory  he  had  foimcrly  gain'J 
By  his  Arms,  n^le^d  the  Toils  and  Fatigues  d 
War,  and  was  ji2ft  ready  to  let  his  fMiner  Giacu 
be  fwadlow'd  and  I(^  in  the  mote  fofter  Delights  a! 
Love, 

In  thefe  Grcumftances  was  Anthotfj  when  he  «: 
ceiv'd  News  that  his  Brodier  had  been  overthrowa 
hyOcfaviusi  that  his  Wife  and  all  his  Friends  had 
quitted  Italy  ;  that  OBaviui  had  made  himfelf  Adaltet 
of  Gadf  which  belong'd  to  him,   and  had  got  A 
the  legions  into  his  Hands  which  quarter'd    dien^ 
From   anoth«  Part  he  receiv'd  Advice,  That  the 
Tarthians,  under-  Command  of  Pacortu  their  King's 
Son ,    affifted  by  Lahienm  and  Barxjafhames ,    had 
made  themfelves  Mafters  of  Syria  .'That  they  had 
likewife  march'd  as  far  as  Jeruftdem,    which  they 
iack'dj  and  carr.y'd  away  Hircemui  the  High-Priett 
and  Here^i  Brother  ,  Prifoners,  Herod  himfelf  ha- 
ving fled  to  the  Mountains  of  Judaa.    Thefe  Suc- 
ceffes,  fo  highly  difadvantageous  to  Ambmj'%  Affaire, 
now  began  to  rouze  him  from  the  Lethargy  of  his 
Softnels,  and  to  make  him  conlider  how  much  his 
-  Aiftions  were  like  to  dii^race  the  glorious  Name  rf 
Con^uerbtir ;    whereupon  he   gather'd   together  200 
Ships,  and  a  confiderable  Army,  which  he  had  rea- 
dy in  thofe  Parts.     His  Defign  was  immediately  to  ' 
marcli  againft  the  Vmhians,  but  the  eamell  Inltan- 
ccs  of  his  Wife  Fulvia,  arid  his. Friends,  obJig'd  him 
to  turn  towards  Itdy.    He  ftent  from  Alexandria  to 
,  Tyrty  from  whence  palling  by  the  Ifles  of  Cyprus  and 
Rhodes,  he  arriv'd  at  Athens,    where  he  ra^t  Fuhia. 
He  much  blam'd  her  and  his  Brother  Luc-.ut  for  dc- 
cafioning  the  late  Diforders,  and  here  he  underitood 
thatOHaviUs  had  lately  n>arry'd  5o-/^cw/^  die  Sifter 
of  Liho,  Tomfeyh  Fadier-in-Law.  .This  O^avimM 
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to  ^ain  an  Alliance  with  Pompey,  for  the*  Sake  of  his 
Shipping,  not  foi^etting  the  leaft  thing  that  might 
make  for  his  Advantage ;  and  he  manag'd  all  thin^  ~ 
with  that  Secreiie,  Skill,  and  Induftry,  that  the 
molt  piercing  Judgments  oju'd  by  no  me^ns  pene- 
trate into  the  Bottom  of  this  exquifite  Politician's 
Defigns. 

.^tbony  fufpeding  QB<wittss  ConduiS;,  advanc'd 
towards  Italy,  without  Ihewing  the  l^ft  Concern  for  / 

Fuivia,  whom  he  left  Sick  at  ^j'cmm;  whidi  laft  Ne-. 
gle«a  and  Scorn  finifli'd  what  his  Infidelity  had  be- 
gun, file  dying  foon  after.     Anthony  crofltng  the  lo-       ' 
'nian  Sea,  was  ttiei;e  met  by  Domitm,  who  deliver'd 
,  up  all  his  Fleet  and  Forces  to  him ;  from  whence 
tney  fail'd  to  Brmdufntm,  where  they  were  forbidden 
,:.;Entrance  by  a  Carifon  plac'd   there  by  OBavius. 
This  made  fuch  a  Breach  between  'era',  that  Anthony 
imntediately  block'd  up  the  Place,  and  likewife  pro- 
Cur'd  Pompey  from   Sicily  to  invade  Italy.     Oilavius 
;  march 'd  dire^Iy  to  Brimdujium,  where  the  old  Soldi- 
ers being  unwilling  to  fight  againft  Anthony,  the  Ar- 
L  my  endeavour'd  all  Ways  to  reconcile  thefe  two 
>  ■  great  Men,  which  Cecceim,  Friend  to  both,  at  length 
with  much  Labour  efibSed ;  and  foUio  .on  Anthony's    *. 
fide,  and  Mecanas  on  Oilavtus's,  both  eminent  Per- 
fbns,  as  Delegates,  made  up  this  dangerous  Breach. 
All  Offences  and  Ai&onts  were  mutually  to  be  for- 
given, and  a  Marriage  was  propos'd  between  Astho- 
wy  and  OSiavius's  hali-Sifter  Oila-via,  and  Widow  of 
MarceUiiSi  a  Lady  of  moft  extraordinary  Beauty,  and 
as  extraordinary  Venues  and  Accompliflimerits.  Tho' 
■  CUepatra  had  fo  large  a  Share  in  Anthony's  Heart,  yet 
he  cou'd  not  without  Bafenefirefufe  a  Lady  of  OUa- 
vi^'s  admirable  Qualities;  and  to  avoid  il  prefent 
faconvenienciesj  he  marry'd  h^.    Then  a  new  Di- 
vifion  of  the  Ronton  Empire  was  made  between  thefe 
Commanda^,  die  Bounds  of  their  Dominions  being 
Cokmlit,  a  Towa  of  lOyriam^  all  from  that  Place 
D  a  3  WetV 
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Weftward  being  to  obey  O&a^'m,  and  all  Eafhvard, 
Antbmy.  Jfrick  was  left  to  Lefidus,  whofe  Autho- 
rity declin'd  daily,  and  who  having  ofiended  Oitavh 
us,  had  been  confin'd  by  him  to  that  Province. 

According  to  ihis  Divifion,  Antimj  fent  f^entidim 
into  /i?^  againft  the  ?mhians  j  but  the  Troubles  at 
Home  feem'd  much  greater  to  both  Anthmy  aniOHt- 
vim,  who  were  now  entertain'd  with  the  iad  and  la- 
mentable Complaints  of  poorPeoplej  ready  to  ftarre 
for  want  of  ProvifionSj  which  Tomf^  hinder'd  from 
coming  either  from  the  Eaft  or  Welt,  by  means  of 
■Sicily,  Sardinia,  and  Corfica,  which  he  had  in  his 
Power,  and  from  Africk  by  his  Navy  alfo,  which 
was  then  moft  powerful  at  Sea.  Oilavius,  by  rea- 
(bn  of  fome  former  Aifronts,  wou'd  not  be  brought 
to  any  Accoi^modation  with  Fompiy,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  contjAual  Cries  and  Prayers  of  the  Multi- 
tude whofe  Rage  and  Fury  at  laft  came  to  that 
heightj  that  he  was  nigh  being  fton'd  by  'em^  and 
Axtbony  too,  by  coming  in  to  his  Affiltance.  At 
laft  both  he  and  ?empy  were  fb  far  perfuaded  as  to  ! 
cometb  an  Enterview;  but  the  latter  demanding  . 
krge  Privileges  for  the  profcFib'd  P?rfons,  and  to  be  I 
.  admitted  into  die  Power  and  Place  of  LefUus,  the 
.  Treaty  was  ineifedual.  Yet  the  prefEng  Neceffides 
and  frequent  Mutinies  of  the  People  brought  'em 
together  a  fecond  Time,  where,  among  feme  other 
Articles  it  was  concluded,  that  Pompey  jio«'*/  rttmn 
ail  the  IJlands  he  had  already,  ain/ Peloponnefus  owr  awi 
above  i  thathe^u'dbavt  the  Tri'uilege  of  demanding  the 
Conjuljhij?  in  his  Ahfence,  and  of  dijcbargisg  that  Office 
h  «»/  0}  hit  Friends :  That  he  jhou'd  league  the  Sea  open, 
and  fay  the  People  -what  Corn  ^a^  due  out  of  ^dly  ;  And 
'*^  'j  Profcrib'd  Perfms,  except  fucb  as  JVeregidlrY  if 
Ca:6r;j  Death,  Jbou'd  have  all  their  Uberty  to  return. 
And  to  a  Peace  was  concluded  to  the  great  Joy  ind 
Satistatftion  of  all  People,  which  they  t^^'d  by 
many  publick  Games  and  Paftimes.

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JV.  All  Civil  Wars  were  now  for  a  while  at  an  17.  c.  - 
£nd,  and  06lavtus  und  Anthony  were  about  taking  •^j^.. 
tiie  Field  againft  Foreigners;  but  before  that  time 
th^   namd    the  Confulslfor   tiK  four  following 
Years,  Antbory  and  Ubo  for  the  firft,  Ociaviuf  and 
Tompey  for  the  fecond,  Domltlus  and  Sofms  for  the 
third,,  and  Anthony  and  OHavius  for  the  fourth,  by 
•which  time  it  was  hop'd  and  difcours'd  that  they 
■wou'd  reftorethe  Dberty  of  the  Common-wealth.   ^ 
OBaviuff  to  keep  his  Soldiers  in  Military  Difcipline,: 
lent  one  Part  of  his  Forces  into  Illyricum,  and  led 
the  reft  into  Gaid,  wheie  there  were,  feme  Diftur- 
bances.     Anthony  departed  for  the  Eaft  againft  the 
Tartbiant,    whidl  V/ArVe«tidius  had   manag'd  with 
"good  Succefs,  having  got  feveral  Vidories,  kill'd  fe- 
veral  of  their  principal  Commanders,  and  repell'd 
^  'em  in  Me^a  And  Mefipetama,  being  the  only  Gene- 
ral that  cou'd  revenge  Crajfu/i  Death,  or  thit  trir 
utimh'd  oyer  that  Nation.     Anthony  ^here  fetled  the 
'  Affeirs  of  Syria^  and  made  Peace  with  Antiochut  King 
i  erf"  Comogma^  who  had  aflifted  the  Vartbimi ;  and  he 
got  the  feveral  Kings  which  he  had  eftablirti'd  in 
thoie  Parts,  to  be  confirni'd  by  Ordinance  of  the  Se- 
nate, which  were  Darius  in  Pontui,  Thamaces  in  Ida- 
man,  Herod  in  Judaa,  Amintas  m  Vifidia,  and  ?ok- 
mm  in  Eilieia:    TTie  City  of  Athens  he  chofe  to  pafs 
the  Winterin  with  0^4Wi»,  in  which  place  he  in- 
tu^y  gave  himfelf  over  to  his  Pleafures  and  Diverfi- 
ons,  quitting  all  tfie  Tokens  and  Marks  of  his  Au- 
thority to  live  like  a  private  Perfon ;    and  in.  his 
"Courrthere  was  no  BufineCi  difcours'd  of  but  only 
'  laming  «nd  Philofophy.  >      ■ 

As  for  Pdjwpe;,  he  feem'dfor  awhile  to  be  latif-        * 

fy'd;  but  as  the  Treaty  between  him  and  OSlaviui 

^  only  rffiulated  their  PretpnfionSj  not  their  Amlati- 

;    ons,  a  Breach  was  foon  made  again ;  the  Pretence 

:    rf  which  was.  That  Anthmjt  who  was  ofalig'd  by 

Dd  4  V  Ar-   , 
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Articles  to  quit  Tthfotmefm,  wou'd  not  do  it  till  Tm-  \ 
fvf  had  iatisfy'd  him  for  (uch  Moneys  as  were  diie , 
to  him  from  die  Inhabitants.  Pomp^  wou'd  by  so  I 
Means  hearken  to  this,  but  immediately  fitted  out  a  I 
new  Fleet,  and  provided  himfelf  of  Forces,  perhaps 
giving  Credit  to  MmoJorm,  who  told  him.  That  A 
frefent  Settlcmtnt  of  Affair t  was  no  true  Peace,  tut  rathe  ^ 
a  Cejj'atim  <f  Arms,  He  then  renew'd  his  Criiifii^ 
and  Pyrades,  which  likewife  renew'd  the  fcHma 
Miferies  and  Grievances,  and  made  the  Pe6ple  cry 
outj  That  toe  Matter  was  only  changd  from  three  7"]- 
rams  to  four.  But  Metro'darui  in  a  fiiort  time  revolted 
to  Cafar,  bringirig  in  with  him  Carjica,  Sardinia,  and 
three  Legions-;  and  foon  after  Oitavius  put  to  Sea 
to  invade  Sicily,  but  was  beaten  back  by  Pompejy  and 
was  in  great  Danger  of  his  Life ;  and  afterwards 
his  Ships  lying  at  Anchor,  were  extreamly  ihatta^'dj 
and  moft  of  fus  Men  caft  away.  Thefe  Misfortunes 
pblig'd  Oila-vlus  to  fortify  the  Coafts  of  Itafy,  left 
Pempey  fhou'd  attempt  an  Invafion,  and  fent  to  Af- 
thony  for  his  Affiftance :  The'  he  feem'd  intirely  ta- 
ken up  with  fuch  important  Affairs,  he  found  iome 
more  agreeable  in  another  place  j  and  Lii/ta  tJw 
Wife  of  Tiberius  was  the  Subjed  of  'em.  The  Beau- 
ty of  this  Woman,  join'd  with  her  refin'd  and  dex- 
trous Wit,  made  a  great  Impreffion  upon  his  Heart, 
which  was  much  alienated  from  ^CT-i^owa,  whom  he 
diyorc'd  for  her  infupportable  Temper ;  and  either 
by  his  Entreaties  or  Authority,  he  oblig'd  Ttbtriui  to 
yield  him  Li'via,  whom  he  marry'd,  tho'  then  big 
with  Child,  the  Priefts  all  allowing  of  it. 
V.  C.  ^thsyrji  was  now  arriv'd,  at  Brundi^ium  with  500 

716," .  Sail^  giyii^  out.  He  came  to  affift  oaavifis  in  diis 
.'  ■  War.  OBa-vtus  having  not  Jong  before,  receiv'd  the 
News  of  Jgrifpa\  quelling  the  Gauls,  and  having  ga- 
ther'd  together  a  noble  Fleet,  cou'd  willingly  have 
difpenc'd  with  Ajtthonys  Civility.  He  thought  he 
^as  already  too  powerful,  and  therefore  foupit  all 
■   Arts 
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Arts  and  Pretences  to  excufe  his  going  to  meet  jin- 
thofffj  wljich  Proceedings  did  not  a  little  difpleafe 
him_,  as  having  been  jealous  of  Ofl<jfj«j  for  a  long 
time.     Antboiy  had  then  particular  need  of  Soldiers 
to  employ  againft  the  Varihlam ;    and  willing  to 
foare  the  Qiarge  of  a  Fleets  he  defign'd  OBavius 
rfiou'd  take  that,  and  fijrniih  him  with  Latid-Forces.       ^ 
Whereupon  Oilavla  generouHy  ofFer'd  to  go  to  her 
Brothet,  and  clear  all  Mifunderltandings,    and  re- 
concile all  Differences  that  were  like  to  arife,  which 
-  Anthony  willingly  agreed  to.     Cafar  receiv'd  her  with 
a  Courtefie  fuitable  to  the  great  Affeftion  he  ,had 
for  her,  but  yet  was  fo  backward  in  anfwering  her 
RequeftSj  that  ftie  publickly  addrefs'd  her  felf  to  his 
two  great  Friends  Agrippa_a.ad  Mecanas,  who  had  a 
profound  Relpeft  for  her,  both  for  her  great  Me- 
rits and  high  Birth.  ■   My  Lords,  faid  Ihe,  yau  fee  here 
Odavia,  a  Woman  of  tbe^eatefi  Quality  of  the  World, 
now  ready  to  be  made   the  mcfi  m'lferahle  of  all  her  Sex, 
-    if  ygur  ^eat  Care  and  Wtfdom  prevent  not  thefe  Misfor- 
tunes.    The'-ivhple  Roman  Tesple  ha'uefixd  their  Eyes  on 
■   me^  me  the  Sifier  of  Oefar  md  Wife  of  Anthony ;  if 
my  ill  Defiiny^oiid  bring  thefe  two  to  Arms,  jou  ha'uethe 
Chance  of  Fortaae  on  your  fide,  but  I  mufi  faU  whoever  . 
gains,  and  be   reduc'd  to  the  fatal  Necejftty  of  lefing   a  ■    ■ 

Husband  or  a  Brother.     This  moving  Areumentj  join'd 
with  the    AfFeiftion  OBavias  had    for   his  Sifter, 
brought  him  to  an  Enterview  with  Anthony,  where 
extraordinary  Civility  was  Oiewn  to  each  other,  all 
liide  Differences  were  accommodated,  ■  dnd  an  Ex- 
change made  as  Anthony  defir'dj  and  becaufe  the 
time  of  the  Trium-virate  let  by  the  Senate  was  almoft     5 
expir'd,   they  prolong'd  their  Power  for  five  Years 
more,  without  ever  regarding  the  Suffrages  of  the  " 
Senate  or  People.    After  this,  ^j«j6o»j'  departed  once 
more  for  Syria^   leaving  OSiavia  in  Italy,  OSavius 
deferring  his  Expedition  into  Sicily  till  the  following  ■ 
Year.  ■     ^  ' 

'     '   -  OSiaviut 
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■  OBav'iHi  determin'd  to  invade  Sicily  fiom  threefr 
veral  Quarters ;  Ltpidus,  who  had  now  join'd  )m, 
,was  to  make  a  Defcent  from  Afrkk,  7'aunti  &om  3i- 
rentr-m,  and  he  himfelf  from  Puseoli.  PomfeyV/3&a- 
folv'd  to  oppofe  each  of  thefe  Commanders,  bur  at 
this  time  thqre  needed  not  that  Care ;  for  OSavm'i 
Fleet  was  a  fecond  time  ftitter'd  and  dilabl'd  by  a 
Storm,  which  fo  fwell'd  Pomfey  with  Vaniiy,  that 
he  ftyl'd  himfelf  Neptune  s  So?s.  However  OSavw 
woy'd  not  give  over  his  Enterprize  j  for  tli£ 
fame  Summer'  having  recruited  hts  Forces,  and 
-refitted  his  Navy ,  he  fent  it  out  under  the  con- 
mand  of  .Agrippaj  who  firft  overchreiv  Pompe/s  Fleet, 
then  was  again  worfted  himfelf ;  yet  after  that  Jand- 
ed  21  LegionSj  and  zocoHorfejbefidessoooIJgli^' 
arm'dMen.  No  great  or  memorable  ASioa  hap^ 
ned  on  Land  j  but  Pomftji  fent  to  his  Enemy  to 
know  if  he  wou'd  fight  by  Sea,  much  fearii^  rhe 
Land-Forces.  Ofi!#p;»jac;cejted  ^hisOifer,aDdini 
general  Battel,  in  whicli  Agrippa  perform'd  ^ 
Aifts,  finally  defeated  him,  having  funk  28  01  Jus 
Vdfels;  The  reft  wereeither  taken  or  broken,  f^ 
venteen  only  efcap'd;  and  at  the  fight  of  ^f"^] 
Overthrow ,  all  P«wpe/s  tand-Forces  furrenaecJ 
themfelves  to  OBa^ius,  fo  that  with  his  feventeen 
VeiTels,  he  fled  to  A?ttbmy  in  Syria^  from  whom  be 
cxpeaed  Prote^on,  in  requital  of  whit  he  had  ^' 
merly  given  to  his  Mother  Julia.  Meffima  (KU  had 
■  cut  for  Pcmpey,  but  the  Garifon  at  laftyielded  ro  i*- 
fidus,  and  that  brought  all  Sicily  into  (ubjedion' 

■  This  Vidory,  tho'  fo  advantageous  to  oBaviu, 
prov'd  the  Ruine  of  LepiJuj,  who  nSw  having  go' 
.22  Legions  under  his  Command,  and  a  ftron^  Bo- . 
dy  of  Cavalry,  pleas'd  himfelf  with  the  ambinoia 
Thoughts  of  getting  all  Sicily  into  his  Hands,  » 
which  he  pretended  a  Right,  as  firft  invaded  by  "^ 
Whereupon  OBavius  fent  to  him  to  complain  of  h^ 
Proceedings  j  to  whom  Lepidus  fiercely  repl/d,  ^ 


fi 
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Ocfcr  had  taken  ufon  him  all  the  Authority  of  the  Trium- 
virate, Tvhcn  he  had  as  much  Right  to  it  as  himfelf.  At 
this  Ociavius  with  great  Eoldneis  went  alone  to  Le~ 
•idus's  Camp,  witli  no  other  Affiftance  than  tliat  of 
lis  own  Merit,  and  the  Authority  he  had  gairt'd  by 
his  Viftories.  The  Soldiers  of  I'ompey  look'd  upon 
him  with  great  Refped,  and  drew  .round  atxjut 
him ;  which  Lepidus  perceiving,  he  haftned  thither 
and  made  fome  of  his  Men  charge  Oilavioj,  who 
prelently  receiv'd  a  Hurt  by  a  Dart.  Yet  Oilavim  .  . 
with  a  great  Prefence  of  Mind,  went  direiftly  to  the 
Place  where  the  Eagles  of  the  Legions  were  plant- 
ed, and  taking  one  of  *em,  .he  advanc'd  it  in  the 
Air ;  whereupon  all  the  Legionary  Soldiers  ran  in 
OoudSj  and  faluted  him  as  their  General.  Lepidus 
being  thus  abandbn'd  by  his  Soldiers,  quitted  all  the 
Marks  of  his  Authority  which  he  cou'd  no  longer 
keep,  took  deep  Mourning  and  came  and  threw 
himfelf  at  OStaviu/s  Feet.  Oiia-vius  was  much 
mov'd  at  this  -mortifying  Spedlacle,  to  fee  a  Trimn-. 
vir,  who  had  dilpos'd  of  the  Lives  of  many  nob!? 
PerfonSj  redac'd  to  beg  his  own  ;  but  he  defpis'd  iiim 
too  much  to  take  his  Life ;  and  tho'  his  Soldiers 
wou'd  have  kill'd  him,  he  lav^d  him,  but  tum'd  him 
out  of  all  his  Authority  and  Powerj  except  thatof 
Toutiftx  MaximKt^  and  banifli'd  him  to  Cyrcaum. 

Thus  fell  one  Head  of  the  Triumvirate,  and  thar 
Authority  without  any  Compt  .or,  came  wholly 
into  the  Handsof  OBavim  and  Antbmy  j  which  Au- ' 
thprity  became  almoft  indifputable  by  the  Deadi  of 
Pompo,  who  was  fliortly  after  flain  by  Anthonys  Or- 
der inPhrygia,  having ftrft  madefeveral  Commoti- 
ons in  thoie  Parts.  So  that  all  Civil  Wars  were  for 
a  while  ended  in  the  Reman  State,  which  fell  out  in 
the  jiith  Year  of  the  City,  and  the  yth  of  the  Se- 
cond Triumvirate,  about  8  Years  after  Julius  Cafat^s 
Death,  and  34  before  our  Saviour's  Nativity. 
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from  the  ^anijhmnt  of  Lepidus,  to  the 
^Deathof  Anthony  ;  vhkh  made  Way  for 
Oftavius'j  Ahjokte  Authority^  and  was 
the  lajl  Step  to  the  Imperial  Stace.

^•^-      I.  "D    OME  now  began  to  take  Breath  after  ib 
718.  xV  many  Domeftick  Broilsj  and  OBavuts  was 

rec6iv<J  at  the  Gty  with  a  general  Joy,  the  Senators ' 
,inet  him  at  the  Gates,  and  condutSied  him  to  the 
Gjfifo/,  follow'd  by  all  the  People,  crown'd  with 
Garlands  of  Flowers';  where  aftw  he  had  given 
Thanks  to  the  Gods,  they  waited  on  him  to  his 
Palace.  OS«a««f  now  thought  of  nothing  fo  much" 
as  the  gaining  the  Hearts  and  Inclinations  of  thie 
People,  and  he  much  endeavonr'd  to  reftore  the 
publick  Peace  of  the  City,  which  had  of  late  been 
much  difturb'd  by  Thieves  and  Robbers.  For  that 
End  he  order'd  Sabims,  with  his  Troops,  to  pmfue 
and  bring  to  Punishment  all  fuch  as  mi^t  be  found 
in  Italy  and  Sicily,  and  Hkewife  eftablifh'd  at  Rome 
fome  Companies  for  the  Guard  of  the  City.  ^  This 
and  many  other  things  he  executed  with  iucli  great 
Diligence  and  D^terity,  that,  the  Remms  b^an  to 
have  an  extraordinary  Veneration  for  a  Man  who 
bad  fuch  a  furpnzing  Underlknding  at  fo  finall 
.  an  Age.  Soihe  Cities  of  Italy  proceeded  even  to  the 
,  ereding  Altars  to  him,  elpecially  after  one  generous 
A<a  he  did.  He  had  among  Fowl's  Papers  a  great 
Number 
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Number  of  Letters  and  Memoirs  of  the  chief  Sena- 
rors,  enough  to  occafion  many  new  Difturbances. 
Thefe  he  brought  into  the  FeruM,  and  before  all  the 
People  threw  'em  into  the  Fire,  protelting.  That  be 
there  facrijicd  ail  bis  private  Refenttttents  to  tbe  Good  of 
the  Commomvealtby  and  defied  to  pve  up  hit  Autbmty 
ai  foon  Of  Anthony  jho/d  retitrw  from  the  P3.T^in  Ex- 
peditioH.  The  People  applauded  him  beyond  Ex- 
amplcj  and  to  fliew  that  they  ever  defir'd  to  obey 
him,  they  chofe  him  Iribme  for  his  Life ;  and  by 
this  they  likewife  thought  to  oblige  him  to  quit  the' 
odious  Dignity  cS  Triumvir.  O^diww  willihgly  ac- 
cepted ofthe  perpetual  Triimejhip ,  but  deferred  the 
Suppreffion  oi  the  Triumvirate  till  Anthotr/s  Return, 
and  fent  Bihulus  to  communicate  his  Defign  to  him ; 
and  after  he  had  difpos'd  of  the  Government  of  the 
Provinces,  he  march'd  againft  the  lUwiam. 

It  was  believ'd,  that  the  Death  of  Vompy  wou'd  f.  c. 
have  eftabliih'd  a  Peace  through  all  the  World  j  efpe-  71^. 
ciaily  fince  Anthony  and  OUavius  might  in  the  Ex-  * 
tCDt  and  Riches  of  the  Riman  Empire,  have  found 
all  that  cou'd  be  defir'd  for  the  farisfying  their  Am- 
otion; But  thefeaet  Hatred  between  thefe  two, 
which  broke  out  upon  all  publick  Occafions,  now 
began  to  raiie  new  Commotions  in  the  Roman  State. 
The  Paffion  cS  Anthony  for  Cleopairay  and  the  extra- 
vagant Prefents  of  whole  Provinces  which  he  made 
her,  ferv'd  OBavim  for  a  plaufible  Pretence  to  re- 
new the  War,  and  fiee  himfelf  from  a  Competitor 
fo  formidable  both  for  his  Valour,  and  his  Reputa-  " 
tion  among  the  Soldiers.  Anthony  had  now  calVd 
Cleopatra  into  Syria,  and  there  gave  her  all  Vhienicia, 
CxloSyria^  and  Cyprus,  with  a  great  part  of  Cilicia, 
Arabia,  and  Judaa  j  which  much  diVpleas'd  the  Re- 
«*an  People,  who  daily  publifli'd  fcurrilous  Difcour- 
fes  of  Anthony's  Prodigality.  ■  Anthony  being  inform'd 
of  dide  Libels  by  his  Friends  from  Romey  immedi- 
ately publiJh'd  an  Apology ,  wherein  he  affirm'd> 

that 
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7%at  the  Grandeur  of  the  Roman  Empire  Wat  hever  fa 
coffpicitous  for  the  Comjuefis  made,  as  far  the  Liberalitj 
fraUisd  in  bejiffwing  the  comiaer'd  Province! :  That  true 
NoyUity  was  intargd  and multipljdby  the  numerous  Vofit~ 
rity  that  S<yuera'ign  Princes  left'  in  feveral  Parts  of  the 
World -J  a^  that  was  the  Motive  ibat  (!*/»cV  Hercules, 
from  whom  he  dtri-vd  his  Birth,  net  to  fuhjeS  himfelf  to 
the  fingle  Tye  if  we  Wife,  but  to  teave  the  Foundation  «f 
feiieral  iUufirious  Races  in  all  Parts,  where  he  extended  bit 
gkrioHs  Conquefls.  Thefs  falfe  Reafonings  which  were 
defign'd  to  juftifie  his  paflion,  prov'd  more  injuri- 
ous to  him,  and  made  him  appear  odious  to  the 
Romans,  who  made  Profeflion  of  a  much  ftri(ftcr 
Morality. 

Antbimy  befides  had  march'd  againft*  the  Parthiaxs 
with  a  mighty  Ppwer,  which  made  the  Eaft  trtm- 
ble,  but  with  very  ill  Succefs ;  for  at  the  Beginning 
the  Enemy  flew  one  of  his  Lieutenants,  and  en- 
tirely defeated  two  Legions,  and  even  he  himlelf 

•  wasrcduc'd  to  fuch  Extremities,  that  he  often  de- 
fpair'd  of  his  own  Safety.  At  laft  after  die  Loft  of 
the  fourth  Part  of  his  Troops,  and  alt  his  Baggage, 
he  (av'd  himfelf  in  Armenia,  by  die  Advice  of  a 
Roman  who  had  been  Prjfoner  among  the  Partbians 
ever  fmce  the  Death  of  Crajfus.  Tho'  ^hony  in 
this  War  behav'd  himfelf  with  his  ufual  Bravery, 
ye't'the'  great  Lofs  and  fliameful  Retreat  of  fuch  a 
General  as  he,  who  in  all  probability  was  once-able, 
ro  have  conquer'd  iilsEnemies,  extreamly  diminifli'd 

.his  former  Reputation  :  And  what  was  ftill  more 
difadvantageous  to  him,  was  the  general  Bdief  that 
thefe  Misfortunes  were  owing  to  his  Paffion  for 
Cleopatra,  which  had  caus'd  him  to  take  no  Meafures 
aright,  but  fuch  as  fhou'd  haften  Ills  Return  to  her. 
But  what  principally  enrag'd  the  Rojnans  .was^  die 
taking  ^rtabazui,  King  of  Armenia,  whom  Anthony 
led  in  Triumph  into  Alexandria.  Tills  Rome  coa'd 
by  no  means  bear,  that  a  Rman  General  fiiou*d 
impaic 
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impart  fuch  apeculi^rHonour  to  a  Foreign  Nation, 
and  that  fiie  Jheu'd  be  d^epriv'd  of  the  Glory  of 
infulting  over  V'anquiJh'd  Kings,  which  for  fo  many  '  ' 
Years  fliehad  enjo/d. .  All  thefe  Faults  of  Antbotr/y 
Cafar  made  Advantage  of,  and  above  all  exaggera- 
ted the  litde  Vaji^  he  had  for  his  Country  :  And 
when  he  found  the  People  fiiffidently  exgfperated 
'  againft  him,  he  refolr'd  co  fetid  OUavia  to  her  Huf- 
.  band,  that  he  might  have  a  plaufible  Pretence  to 
declare  War  againlt  him,  if  he  ftiou'd  Oifer  her  the 
Affront  of  fending  her  back  without  feeing  her. 

uintbom  was  now  at  LmcofeliSj  between  Tyre  and 
S/(i»»,  where  heftay'dwlth  an  Impatience  he  was 
not  able  tto  conceal,  frequently  leaving  the  Table  to 
run  to  the  Sea-fide  himfdf,  to  fee  if  the  Queen  were 
com^ji^.  At  laft  fte  came  with  great  Quantity  of 
Cloathmg  for  her  Soldiers,  and  a  vail  Summ  of 
Money ;  at  leaft  Anthony  gave  her  the  Honour  of 
it  when  he  diihibuted  it  Almoft  at  the  lame  time 
i^tgtr  arriv'd  from  OBavia,  who  ftaid  at  Athenty 
from  whence  fhe  lent  her  Husband  word  that  flie  ' 
had  brought  him  Clothes  and  Arms,  Horfes  and 
Prcfents  for  his  Officere,  and  200a  chofen  Soldiers 
well  arm'd.  This  was  very  utiwelcom  News  to 
Cleofaira,  who  fearing  flie  cou'd  not  prevail  againft 
fo  powaful  a  Rival  when  fte  awiear'd,  immediate- 
ly feign'd  a  deep  Melancholy,  abftaining  from  Food 
to  make  her  feu  lean;  and  when  fhe  was  near  An- 
tboay,  fhe  beheld  him  with  languifhingEyes,  and  a 
desiring  Countenance  like  one  befides  her  felf 
with  Love  i  She  let  fall  Tears  in  his  Prefence,  and 
tum'd  away  her  Face,  as  if  Jhe  defir'd  to  hide  from 
him  thofe  Marks  of  her  Grief.  Thefe  Artifices,  to- 
gether with  the  finooth  and  cumiing  Flatteries  of 
C/n>p<»ft-a's  Friends,  prevail'd  fo  much  upon  ^wiow/s 
Weaknefs^  that  they  quite  turn'd  his  Thoughts  in 
fcvour  of  his  Miffrefi.  He  broke  ofiF  his  honoura- 
ble enterprise  agaioft  the  Pmbiaiu,  aocwithltand- 

ing 
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ing  all  the  Inftances  of  the  King  'of  Media,  wbo 
ofler'd  to  join  with  him,  and  oppofe  that  Peqfe 
with  his  Cavalry  accuftom'd  to  their  Way  of  Fil- 
ing. He  only  contented  himfelf  to  make  a  Matd 
between  one  of  his  Sons  he  had  by  Cleopatra  audi 
Daughter  of  that  King  j  and  after  he  had  feottt 
OBavia\o  return  to  fiowe,  he  watted  on  G/m/an-tf  to 

Here  Anthony  began  to  fliow  himfelf  more  luxun- 
ous  and  extravagant  tliaii  evcFj  eveS&n%  a  flatcly 
Throne  of  Silver  in  the  moil  publick  Place  in  i- 
lexanMa,  upon  which  were  two  Seats  of  Gold,  one 
for  himfelf  and  the  other  for  Cleopatra.  There  A^ 
tbmy  drefs'd  like  Bacchus,  and  Cleopatra  like  IJis,  were 
featedj  and  in  the  prefence  of  all  the  People  he  dc- 
clar'd  lier  Queen .  of  t^fgypt,  Cyprus,  LyMa',  and 
Lower  Syria,  affociating  with  her  Cafaria,  die  Scffl 
fhe  had  by  Julius  Cajar.  To  the  Children  he  hid 
by  her  he  gave  the  Title  of  King  of  Kings ;  and  fe 
their  Dominions,  to  ^i;j:Wer  the  eldeft  he  allotted 
Armenia,  Media,  and  Varthia,  which  he  pretended 
he  woa'd  conquer  in  a  little  time ;  and  to  ?t<ki} 
the  younger,  Phznida,  Upper  Syria,  and  Cilida;  ana 
all  things  were  performd  with  the  greateft  Pomp 
and  Solemnity  imaginable.  Anthory  was  ftill'  carry'd 
away  with  new  Pleafures  and  Delights  hyCkq^h 
and  the  Delicacy  and  Profufenefs  oftheir  Treats  B 
daily  encreas'd,  till  at  laft  the  Queen  promis'd  Bin 
upon  a  Wager  to  give  him  a  Treatof  6aooo  Pound 
value  of  our  Money.  In  this  Treat  was  ferv'd  up 
a  golden  Cup  with  a  very  ftrong  diffolving  Vine- 
gar, in  wliich  Clecpnira  p^^  one  of  her  Pendants, 
which  was  a  Pearl  of  an  ineftimable  value,  andj™"  | 
mediately  drank  it  off  PUjkus,  who  was  to  jao^ 
of  the  Wager,  iramediatcly  fecur'd  the  other  Pen- 
dant which  Jhe  was  then  taking  off,  and  gave  judg- 
ment tliat  /he  had  ah-eady  won  the  Wagerj  aiid  ^ 
Anthony  himfelf  was  extremely  troubl'd  for  the  Lo'* 
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oS  fueh  a  Jevi^eL  The  rcnuining  Peart,  after  chs 
Death  of  Ck^atra,  came  into  the  Hands  of  Cafar,  ' 
Birfao  caus'd  it  to  be  cut  afunder,  and  mad&it  into  two 
Pendants  for  the  Jmagc  dE  Venus,  which  he  thought 
riorioufly  adom'd  wiu  half  of  this  prodigal  (^een's 
Supper. 

.  li.  dSaviat  was  noW  much  provok'd  by  Jntbott/s  U.  C. 
AAionfl,  e^Mecially  at  his  af&ondng  tus  Sifter,  and  .720; 
made  Report  of  all  his  PraAices  to  the  Senate,  who 
fac^an  to  hare  a  far  lefi  Efteeoi  for  Anthony  than  e- 
Ver.  Gcrauij  us'd  her  utmoft  Endeavours  to  recon- 
Ole  dicfe  two,  alledging,  That  her  Intsrefi  ought  n»t 
t»  M^  Czlar  to  JtcUre  bimJUf  Anthony'/  Enemjff 
fina  it  woiid  be  s  jbikmefH  tl^  tv'have  it  nferted  im 
fiitm  Agei,  thitt  tbn  Lvvt  <f  oae  WamaTi^  md  tba  Je»- 
iOttfit  of  mother,  had  tiot^i  the  two  Govtrruurt  ^  the 
grtM^  Stnfvt  of  the.

,BehaTi<nir,  tc^ther  wi^  the  Love  and  reipe<%  to

,  i^honjfj  fiv  his  ill  Ulage  of  a  Lady  of  chat  extra- 
ordinaiy  Merit.  O&muiu  at  laft  retolv^d  to  declare 
Wdr^ainft  Jxthimji,  bat  Aeferr*dfor  a  while,  be-; 
ing  employ'd  all  t^s  Year  agalnft  fcveral  People  <£ 
lUyricum^  at;  which  ianle  time  Anthony  iXioXzit  */£- 
gift  and  went  iiito  Jld^dia,  where  he  enter'd  into  i 
League  with  dut  King. 

The  fi^wtn^  Year  OSUviut  chiefly  employ'd  in 
Preparadom  agatnft  Anthoiiy,  who  was  now  fo  fen- 
liUe  of  O^^vMu'sDefigns,  t^t  hefent  to  Rsme  to 
oomplain  of  O^Mmu's  Condu^ ;  alledging.  That  be 
i>*d]ih,'d  utm  Sidly,  wtthekt  t^grding  him  a  Share  ^ 
ihmhebaddifp^ifi'dLe^a^,makeptmhitGiyvernmeini 
■  to  bimfilf;  ttadthat  hi  bad  divided  aU  Xxzij  among  bit 
cam  Soldiers,  mid  refers d  stathit^for  bit  in  Afe.  Oeta^ 
.  't/iiis  made  Aofwer  to  -^efe  Accofations^  ^'*f.  Le^-. . 
dus'j  Cmdmt  bad  Mi£d  bim  to  rtmcvt  kim  }  that  as  fir 
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tke  Con^tttfis  be  bad  maJe,  Andiony  Jbog'd  have  t  SU 
tfbm  be  bad  divided  Artneilia  ■which  be  had  ceii^Ki 
and  at  far  Anthonv'j  Soldiers,  that  itwas  wttikdj^ 
ibiy  -ivou'd  value  afriv  fitifid  Lands  in  Italy,  ^tr  i 
bad  amquer'd  all  Media  atid  the  Empire  <f  the  Pant 
ansj^  the  Tnighty  Exploits  thef  had dme  infollowit^ii 
Gmeral.  Anthonj  was  fo  inrag'd  at  this  Jeer,  ^1 
ortler'd  Canidius,  who  cximmanded  his  Anny,! 
march  without  intermifiibn  with  i6  Lotom  toff 
over  into  £««»(,  and  he  himfelf  wirfi  cXopjo-acffli 
toEph^us,  where  his  lieutenants  had  gather'dll 
gedie^  800  Veffels,  of  whidi  C/«ip^/»fmTiilii'd» 
with  20000  Talents,  and  Provilions  for  allhiift 
ces,  Antbetij,  by  the  Advice  of  Domitius,  refoW 
to  fend  bick  Cleopatra  into  tJ^ft  till  the  War  m 
ended  ;  but  fte  fearing  left  OSavia  fliou'd  taie  ^ 
Advantage  of  her  Abfence,  and  make  her  Peace,  Ij 
large  Prefents  gam'd  Canidius  to  reprefent  to  -w 
»7  a  great  Number  of  Inconveniencies  tfur  i« 
Departure  wou'd  occafion ;  particularly,  tbeitp'^ 
him  if  the AJf^ance  of  the  JEg^ptians,  whov>eretiitH 
Part  of  his  Navy.  Thefe  Counfels,  and  her  era 
cunning  Infinuations ,  fo  &r  prevail'd  upoc  ^ 
thonfi  deprav'd  Temper,  that  he  confented  to  ba 
Stay. 

Anthony  and  Cleopatra  went  both  to  Samoh  wh«J 
for  Preparation  for  fo  great  an  Enterprize,  dwf  ** 
ganwirh  all  the  Diverlionsand  Pfealiiresitiatcouil 
be  invented.  Never  were  any  Man's  CaresfopI* 
iantly  divided  as  Amhon/s ;  on  one  fideall  die^ 
Princes  and  Potentates  from  *^pt  to  die  ^<*°* 
Sea,- and  from  Armenia  to  lUjrieumfbad  Ord^  " 
fend  Arms,  Provifions  and  Soldiers  to  Smet}  "" 
.^  the  other,  all  the  Comedians,- Dancers,  Muiioag 
dftd  Buffoons  were  ob!ig*d  to  repair  to  fhisJfc-'  ^ 
that  frequently  when  a  Ship  was  thought  tocon« 
laden  wjdi  Soldiers,  Arms  and  Aramiminon)  '' 
.  provd  to  be  full  of  Players,  Scenes  and  Mach«*^i 
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and  while  all  the  reft  of  die  World  was  in  extream 
Mifery  and  Defolarion,  Joy  and  all  kind  of  Pleafura 
reign'd  here,  as  if  they  had  all  made  choice  of  this 
Place  to  retire  to.  But  how  Magnificent  foever  their 
Entertaiiiments  were,  Anthonys  Fear  and  Jealoufie 
had  fo  fcwr'd  his  Temper,  that  he  began  to  fafpeifl 
Ckopalra  her  helf,  and  wou'd  eat  nothing  without  a 
Tafter.  But  Cleopatra  by  her  dextrous  Management,  . 
by  feveral  Inftances  foon  let  him  fee.  That  he  cotia 
have  no  Guard  ^ga'mfi  her  Addrefs,  v/ere  not  her  Heart 
imerefsd  in  his  Frefervatlon  ^  wlijch*  made  Anthony 
leave  off  his  troublefome  Precautions,  which  he 
found  ufelels  againft  the  Arts  of  a  .Woman,  who 
Cou'd  fo  skilfully  mingle  inevitiible  Snares  of  Death 
among  her  Pleafures.  Every  City  of  Anthony's  Em- 
pire had  a  Share  in  his  SacrificK,  and  fent  an  Ox 
thither  tobeoffer'dj  and  the  Kings  who  accompa- 
ny'd  him,  contended  who  fiiou'd  make  the  nobleft 
i^tertainments,  fo  that  it  gave  Occafion  to  one 
to  ask.  What  Rejoycings  they  would  make  for  a  ViBo- 
r/j  who  made  fucb  magnificent  Treats  before  a  dange^ 
reus  War?' 

The  Stay  Anthony  made  at  Samos  was  very  fiivou- 
rable  to  OB^fius,  who  (xw'd  make  but  fmall  Provi- 
sion for  War,  by  realbn.of  the  Difcontents  of  al! 
tfie  Italian  Qties,  occafion'd  by  the  fevere  Impofiti- 
ons  laid  upon  'em,  and  augmented  by  the  NeWs  of 
Anthon/$  Approach  with  fuch  fcHmidable  Forces. 
But  when  they  law  that  Anthonfs  Preparations  ferv'd 
chiefly  to  fill  the  Publick  Places  and  Theatres  of  Sor 
rpoi,  OBavius  found  Means  tb  appeafe  'em,  and  to  put 
hinifelf  in  a  Pofture  of  Diiputing  the  Empire  with 
Forces  equal  to  his  Enemies.  Still  ^wrj6o»y  b^an  to 
grow  more  odious  to  the  RetDan  People ;  for  having 
brought  Cleopatra  to  Athens,  and  there  honouring  het 
beyond  any  Mortal  before  her,  he  fgnt  to  Romt 
with  Orders  to  OSavia  to  leave  his  Houfe,  with  all 
her  Children.    OBavia  i-eadily  obey'd  thefe  linjuft 

'    E  e  2  Orders^^ooglf 
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Orders,  without  Murmuring,  only  lamenting  ha 
hard  Fate,  hecaufe  (he'ivas  mads  toferve  far  a  Trtttm  a 
a  WtTf  wbofe  dnfc-juences  muji  mtds  be  fatal  to  htr.  Se- 
veral of  Jnthmys  Friends  not  being  able  any  longtr 
to  bwr  with  his  Diforders,  abandon'd  him,  and  Ort*- 
•v'ms  having  got  Antbmy\W\\\  intoliis  Hands,  fod 
new  Matter  to  complain  of  to  the  Senate  and  Pa> 
pic,  which  was  ^«riij«/s  ordering,  Tiat  if  ht  dj'ik 
Rome,  hit  Body  JfKud.  be  carrfi  mfmerd  Vmf  mvi^ 
the  p-'wdpd  Tlates  if  the  City,  and  then  fait  into  S^ 
to  Cleopatra.  To  this  a  Report  was  added,  7m 
Anthony  Je^'d  to  give  Rome  to  Cleopatraj  '(H 
Argil  tTirt  frofptrcus,  and  to  trmsferr  the  Stat  q  '^ 
Empire  into,  -^igypt ;  fo  that  notWJthftaiiding  M  tfet 
.  Care  of  the  mere  prudent  Sort,  and  all  their  Endei- 
vonrs  to  reconcile  thefe  two  great  Men,  It  pM" 
appear'd,  that  nodiing  but  the  Sword  could  deoif 
the  prefcnt  Controverfie. 

t''.  C.  III.  As  foon  as  OBavitu  found  himfelf  in  a  gooJ 

,722.  Condition  to  carry  on' the  War,  he  publiddyp"^ 
claim'd  itagainft  Cleopatra,  rfnd  divefted  Jntb'^'* 
his  Authority,  which  he  had  in  a  manner  airewj 
parted  wirfi  m  favour  of  that  Princefi.  The  De- 
cree imply'd  befides,  That  Anthony  was  war  w  i«F 
M^fef  of  hit  cmm  iViUJme  Cleopatra,  with  btr'pm^ 
had  taken  avay  the  uje  of  bis  Reajen  j  fo  that  he  was  ml  tt 
he  efieem'das  a  Verfmtngag'din  this  War,  which  S'iii»} 
matfag'd  hy  Mardion  her  Eumteh,  and  IrasrfWChaniW 
her  IViTricn,  -who  wtre-aU  his  Goveriteurs.  AH  ^^i 
Followere  wer&  inyited  over  with  great  Pronrifot* 
Rewards,,  but  not  declar'd  Enemies,  partly  to  ^ 
vent  their  growing  Defperate,  and  partly  to  rendj 
Jtithor^  more  inexcufable  in  making  War  agaioB 
his  Oiintry,  only  for  the  fake  of  an  t^ftit»  ^^ 
man.  The  Forces  of  thde  two  Generals  were  an* 
fwerable  to  the  Empire  they  contended  foTj  one 
drawing  all  die  Ea,ft,  and  the  other  the  Weft  «>  ""^ 
Party. 
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Party.  All  the  fereral  Kings  of  JJia  that  were  Al-  . 
lies  of  the  R^itatts,  follow'd  the  Fortune  of  Jf^thct- 
wy;  ibme'by  their  Perfons,  and  others  by  riieir 
Troops  alone  j  all  which,  with  Anrhmtys  Forces,  - 
cotnpos'd  an  Army  of  looooo  Foot  and  12000 
Horle,  and  his  Fleet  confifted  of  f  00  Ships  of  War, 
whereof  many  "were  of  the  laretJt  Bulk.  Oil^vJta 
in  his  Party  had  no  Foreign  Princes^  and  liis  Army 
amounted  to  no  more  than  Scooo  Foot^  but  was  as 
ftrong  iB  Cavalry  as  his  Enemy's;  In  his  Fleet, were 
2fo  VeflelSj  but  all  Ught,  better  Mann 'd,  and 
mcH^  convenient  than  MtUwf%.  This  Year,  by 
reafon  of  Amhmys  recalling  his  Troops  our  of  Mc 
rlia  from  the  Prote^aion  or  that  Coontry,  the  Tar- 
tbiam  became  Matters  of  it,  and  Armtma  wasljke- 
wifeloft. 

The  two  great  Men  being  now  in  readinefs  fw  U.  C. 
Adion,  they  firft  b^an  to  ihew  their  Hatred  by  re-  723. 
fleeing  Letters  ;  and  when  Octaajius  Teproach'd  Ayj* 
thotrji  with  his  Love  to  Chofatra,  and  the  Prodigality 
of  his  Feaftsj  he,  on  <he  other  fide,  put  him  in 
mind  of  the  famous  Ftafis  of  the  tv/elvt  Gods,  where  be 
and  his  ether  Guefisrep-efented  tbeDetties  they  adard.'  To 
Whicll  he  added.  His p-epo{h'ons  Maicb^,with.L\vii,  and 
bij  irfamoHt  Divorce  ^  Scribonia,  for  hot  bearing  the 
Ittfolence  of  that  new  Mifirefs ;  and  all  the  Raman  La- 
dies that  OcttwiH!  had  any  great  Familiarity  with. 
Were  brought  upon  the  Stage.  He  proceeded  like- 
wife  to  tax  Octavius  with  Cowar^ee  at  the  Battels  tf 
Mutina  and  Sicily ;  whweupon  Octavius  wrote  to  , 
him.  That  it  was  childifh  to  fght  any  longer  with  iBi 
Teitf  hut  if  he  wou'd  approach  at  the  Head  ^  his  Am^^ 
hejhoud  htrve  Verts  in  Italy  to  lattdwitbout  Mclt^atii^l 
that  hi  wou'd  draw  bis  Troops  fo  far  from  the  Sea,  that 
Anthony  finu'd  want  no  roemfor  Encamping,  and  pin- 
ting  his  Men  in  Battalia.  To  make  return  to  this 
Bravade,  Anthony,  rfio'  he  were  much  the  older,. 
chaUeng'd  Octavius  to  fight  a  Jhgle  Comh^,  er  if  be 
Ee  3  fleas' df 
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^eJi'Jy.  hewotid give  hint  Battel  in  tin  Tlaim  if  Phai- 
iaiis,  ivbere  the  great  Oefar  and  pompey  had  fvmtAj 
decided  theirfamoui  Differences.  [Anthony  was  now  a 
^ctium,  a  Town  on  the  Coafts  of  Epims,  attheEfr 
trance  of  die  Gulf  of  Jmbrada  J  and  while  hel^ 
there  without  Aftion ,  Octainui  pafs'd  over  fim 
BrimdtijiHm,  and  fnrpriz'd  Toryne,  a  City  nigh  M- 
urn.  This  Exploit  aniaz'd  Anthony\  Soldiers,  becadi 
his  Legions  were  not  yet  arriv'd  ;  but  Ckofatn,  a 
re-aHurc  'cm^  made  fligRt  of  it,  and  in  a  jeffinj 
Way'  Ciid,  what  Pamnge  is  it  for  OtSavius  to  takt  (i« 
Scummer?  alluding  to  the  Word  Tvryne,  whidilig- 
nifies  a  Scummer  j  as  if  the  Danger  had  been  no 
.       greater  than  the  taking  of  a  Dinner. 

Anthcny  had  brought  all  his  Ships  into  the  GiJf, 
wliither  Octavins  the  next  Day  after  the  taking  of 
7(tr;ffe  ciime  forward,  and  ofFer'd  him  Battel.  > 
thmy's  Vefiels  were  very  ill  Mann'd,  however  be 
drew  'em  into  a  fighting  Fofture,  with  their  OiH 
p-peek,  as  if  he  intended  to  beqr  down  upon  the  £• 
nemy ;  but  Ocsavius  diirft  not  engage  him  in  thai 
narrow  PafTage,  and  therefore  Itood  off  to  Sea; 
the  o;her  refus'd  to  follow,  but  as  he  perfe^ly  kne" 
the  Country  thereafaoutSi  he  cut  off  the  Waterfiorp 
Oct/1'vitis's  Camp  on  every  fide,  which  much  diftrdso 
his  Army.  But  the  Succefs  otj^ippa  in  taking^* 
dia.  Varus,  and  Curiwh,  about  this  time,  miichreviv'd 
thcSoIdiers^an'd  lik'ewile  occnC\orid  AmintasjDeiot^i"! 
and  DcmltiHs  to  go  over  to  Octa-uias.  Tq  the  latter 
of  tbefe,  AtithoTiy,  according  to  his  natural  Genffo- 
fity,  fent  liis  People  and  all  his  Equipage,  wluai 
fo  fenfibly  touch'd  Domitius,  who  was  Sick  alreaoj, 
Xh:^  he  was  not  able  to  outlive'  the  Griff  of  aban- 
doning a  Man  who  thus'  by  Kindnefs  only  bi^^  \ 
veng'd  his  Pcrfidioufnels.

mi/d  him  a  powerful  A0ance :  He  farther  told  An- 
thony j  "That  it  would  be  a  renqumivg  both  Sence  and  Re.i~  ' 
fiat  to  put  a  Vi6iory  to  the  Haz,ard  of  the  Seas  and  Winds,. ' 
which  they  were  certain  of  ai  Land,   by  the  Valour  and  '  > 

Experience  tf  their  General,  who,  to  this  Day,  had  hp 
op  the  Tttle  of  Invincible  ;  and  by  the  Hearts  and-Ccu- 
raget  of  rheir  Soldiers,  who  had  been  tryd  in  fo  many : 
^reai  Dangers.  Anthony  was  much  inclin'd  to  follow 
liiis  Advice,  but  Cleopatra,  whofe  Words  were  Ora-  "     ■ 

cles,'  byafs'd  him  the  other  Way,  and  oblig'd  him 
againft  his  Willto  hazard  both  his  Empire  and  Life 
in  a  Sea-Figbtj  and  this,  only  that  ihe  might  e-  • 
fcape  withiniore  eafe,  H Anthony  fhould  lofe  the  Day. 
Anthot^  iiad  nsw  refolv'd  to  fight  by  Sea,  and 
while  he  was  putting  his  -Fleet  in  Order  of  Battel, 
a.  brave  old  Soldier,  all  cover'd  with  Scars,  fpoke 
thus  to  him  aloudj    My  mbh  General,  ^  do  you.  defpije  ^ 

tbit  good  Sward,  and  this  old  Arm,  which  aU  my  JVounds ' 
cou  a  ne'er  yet  weaken,  that  you  jhou'd  put  your  Confidence  in  ^ 

brittle  Boats  and  rotten   Wood  ?  Lea-ve  the  Water  to  the  .       .     ' 

.^Egyptians  and  Phoenicians,  Veo'ple  horn  and  nurfi  up  in 
that  Elementy  but  lem/e  m  Romans  to  the  frm  Land, 
where  we  may  boldly  meet  Death,  and  fall  like  Men.  An- 
tboy  anfwer'd  notiiing,  only  by  the  Motion  of  tiis 
Head  feem'd  to  incourage  him,  tho'  he  himfelf ■  was  ■ 
not  well  latisfy'd ;  for  when  his  Officers  propos'd 
taking  away  the  Sails,  "he  oppos'd  it,  alledging,  That  ^ 
he  wou'd  have  none  of  the  Enemy  efcape.

It  WAS  both  a  noble  and  3  terrible  Sight,  to  fie 
the  Shore  on  one  fide  o'crfpread ,  with  200000  fight- 
ing Men,  and  the  Sea  cover'd  on  the  other  with  an 
incredible  Number  of  VefTetsfiii'dwithSoldia^  Nor  j 
was  the  Battel  IcGrefflarliatde,  whtdi  tiegaarai  bodi  { 
Sides  with  great  Courage  and  Bravny,  and  fo  con- 
tinu'd  for  a    confiderable  Time ;    when  CJafatrt, 
weary'd  with  'Expei^ation,  or  overcome  wirfi  Fear,  ( 
unexpeiftedly  tack'd  about^  and  fled  toward  TtUfeih 
nefm  with  fixty  SaiL    And  what  was  ftiU  morefiir- 
pri^ing,  Antbeny  hitnfelf,  who  had  fbrmo'Iy  fhewnfi) 
many  eminent  MarJis  of  his  Valour,   now  fixgot 
the  Care  of  his  Honour  and  Safety,  and  fled  antt 
her,  playing  the  Part  of  a  cowardly  Soldier^  whik  j 
each  of  his  SoMien  perferm'd  tis  Office  of  a  coa-  ; 
rageous  G^crat.    tW  Avthoi^  abandon'd  his  Mca 
that  fo  geheroufly  expos'd  thdr  Lives  for  ha&  Iht^ 
reft  ;  and  getting  into  Citofatr*s  Galky,  he  iac  ibt 
along  Tin-e  by  himfelf  in  a  omfiis'd  Mdangirolly  ' 
Pofture,  without  fo  mudi  as  feeing  the  Queen,  dw' 
he  had  follow'dher  without,  any  ^iparent  ReaioQ  i 
but  the  Thoughts  cf  her  Atfcnce.     The  Band,  | 
hotwidiltanding,    cofltinu'd  with  great  Obftinacy  I 
till  live  in  tlic  Evening,  when.  Anthmy's  Forces  wwe  , 
partly  conihain'd  by  the  great  Condud  of  ^rrijfa,  ; 
and  parth'  f erfuadcd  by  die  obliging  Pronmes  of-

wratt.  The  Confequence  of  this  ViAofy  was  very 
advaiu^^Bous  tti  OBaviiUy  &r  all  Anthm^%  Land- 
"ForceSj  the' very  finn  and  refdute  for  focne  time» 
<were  in  a  litde  time  after  very  willing  to  accept 
cff  iuch  Conditions  as  OSavim  oifer'd,  and  upon 
that  aU  yielded  to  him,'  OBavius  generoufly  Iparing 
all  but  a.  very  finall  Number^  who  In  a  more  parti- 
cular Manner  were  his  decUr'd  Enemies. 

Amhmy  now  was  carry'd  away  with  melanchbly 

Refle^ons  and  difpairing  Thoughts,  and  through 

Shame  or  Anger  retus'd  to  fee  utopatra  for  feverd 

Days  tt^ether ;  till  arriving  at  Tmarus,  her  Women 

fo  beftirr'd  cbemfelves,  that  they  brought  'em  to  fee 

one  another^  and  to  eat  toother.    Here  News  was 

brought  him  by  feveral  of  his  Friends  of  the  Defeat 

<rf"  his  Fleet  j  but  not  fuipetSing  the  Revolt  of  his 

Army,  he  wrote  to  C/midim  to  retreat  through  Ma' 

eedoniJfy  and  return  to  AJU,  and  took  what  Care  he 

'.   cou'dfordie&fetyofhisFriendsthatwereabouthimj 

ofl^wg  'em  what  Money  he  had,  and  co^imanding 

'<sxk  to  leave  him. .  Afbr  diis  he  retii^d  to  Africk^ 

§KUH  whence  he  ^mCltufmrM  mto  t^gypt,  and  re- 

niuQ*d  ahntrfl  alone,  widiout  any  other  Company 

dun  Arifiwrafes  and  LMcilim ;  one  a  Grtek,and  the  other 

a  Rmtanf  both  excellent  Orators.  Here  Anthony  heard 

of  the  K&idix.  of  his  Land-Forces,  whid)  pat  him  in- 

toibiiia  violent  Rageand£>efpair,  tlilatheanempted  - 

to  JutI  hiinfelf ;  but  was  hinder  d  froni  diat  fatal  Re- 

'  fiction  by  die  Prayere  and  Remonl^ances  ^  his 

Fmnds,  who  perluadcd  hun  to  return  to  Alexandria^ 

where  he  &uuid  CUefatra  atiout  an  Entcrprize  that 

weU  fliew'd  the  Greatne£  of  her  Spirit.  This  Queen 

had  drawn  her  Gidleysupcm  Carnages  ibr  ico  Mile, 

■    ORT  that  Node  <£  Land  which  joins  AJia  to  Afy'tca, 

:       «)^Rtd~St»i  w4iere  ilKdeiign'd  to  oxrisark  her 

/  felf         _ 
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fc!f  with  all  her  Treafure,  and  her  chmccft  Friends, 
and  plant  her  felf  in  fome.  remote  part  c&  the 
World.  But  the  Arahians  foon  ioic^A  her  to  abandon 
that  Defign,  and  thereupon  fhe  apply'd  her  felf  to 
•  fortifie  the  Avenues  of  hei;  Kingdom,  whidi  were 
of  very  difficult  Accefs.  jimhonfi  Behaviour  was  ve- 
ry different,  fliewing  nothing  but  a  fliam^l  WeaJc- 
ncfs :  He  fliunn'd  all  Company,  and  built  a  Houfe 
near  the  Vkarosy  where  he  fliut  himfelf  up  without 
either  Friends  or  Domefticks,  to  imitate  Timon,  as 
he  laid,  Jince  he  bad  no  Itfs  Reafon  to  bate  Mankind  thorn 
that  Athenian,  being  betra/d  by  thefe  wbom  he  bad 
moji  obligd.  But  he  cou'd  not  long  force  his  natural 
Temper,  and  therefore, ,  as  Ddiauching  is  a  great 
Relief  to  People  of  his  Humour,  he  quitted  his 
Cell  in  a  little  Time,  and  apply'd  himfelf  whol- 
ly to  Feafting  and  Luxury,  and  many  forts  of  Ex- 
travagancies. 

V.  C.  IV.  Octavim  was  now  in  Italy,  whither  he  was  re- 

724.  call'd  by  Jgrippa's  Letters,  after  he  had  pals'd  one 
part  of  the  Winter  in  Athens,  and  the  other  at  S«- 
moi.  TlwOccafion  of  his  Return  into  Italy  wasthe 
Mutiny  of  his  Soldiers  which  he  had  fent  to  JBrmh 
dufium  after  the  Vidory,  who,  after  their  ufua)  Cu- 
l^om,  had  demanded  their  Rewards  and  their  Dif 
charge.  Octarulus  ftay'd  at  Brundufium  but  a  flwit 
Time,  only  while  he  appeas'd  his  Strfdiers,  and  gave 
all  neceflary  Orders ;  after  which  with  his  Fleet  he 
.  fiil'd  into  Syria,  while  his  Army  march'd  along  the 
Coalb  of  Africk  to  attack  -i^gyft  on  the  other  lide. 
Ail  the  Kings  of  Afia,  Allies  to  the  RumanSf  came 
to  aiTure  him  of  their  Obedience  j  and  none  ap- 
pear'd  more  forward  than  Herod  King  of  Jadaa, 
who  went  as  far  as  Rhodis  to  lay  his  Crown  at  Octa- 
v:its\  Ffet,  and  offer  d  him  both  his  Perfon  and  his 
Troops.  This  Prince  was  one  of  Antbpnf%  greateft 
Ffiendij  and  for  th^t  Reafon  he  had  fo  Uttle  Hopci

of  thp  Succels  of  his  Voyage,- that  in  purfuance  of 
liis  Natural  Berit  to  Cruelty,  lie  left  Order  with  two 
of  his  Confidents  to  put  liis  Wife  Mariamne  to 
Death,  whom  he  pafiionately  lov'd,  in  cafe  he  ■ 
ihou'd  mifcarry.  Tiiis  Secret  \yas  leveal'd  to  Atari-' 
arnne  by  one  of  his  Inftruments ;  and  Herod  being 
reproach'd  with  it  at  his  Return,  caus'd  the  Death" 
or  this  unfortunate  Princcis,  who  for  her  admirable 
Beauty^  and  her  noble  Race  from  that  of  the  Mac- ' 
c^hees,  deferv'd  a  better  Fate.  Octavlui,  to  give  *■ 
,  femous  ■  Inftance  of  his  Clemency^  panSon'd  Haod, 
,  gave  him  his  Oown,  and  re  ceiv'd  him  into  Fa- 
vour; but  vvou'd  not  Ipare  ^/«^  the  S^/«M,.who 
had  beeri  Anthonfi  greateft  Flatterer,  and  afterwards 
a  moft  perfidious  Traytor  to  him. 

Anthony  and  Ckopatra  feeing  themfelves  abandon'd" 
by  all  their  Allies,  reibly'd  at  laft  to  fend  Eafbrm'my 
thetr  Children's  Tutor,  to  make  fome  Propofals  to 
OBa-vius.  •  C/eo/>«rr«  privately  fent  a  Golden  Crown 
■and  Sceptre,  with  a  Royal  Seat,  to  OBavius,  ask-* 
ing  the  Kingdom  of  ^/igyp  for  her  Children  ;  and  ■ 
Anthopy  only  defir'd  he  might  live  as  a  Private  Man 
at  Achensi  if  OSa'viui  was  not  willing  he  fiiou'd  tar- 
ry ftill  in  t^gyp.  He  abfolutely  rejeded  Amhonj\ 
PrOpoiitionSj  out  feat  to  Cleopatra^  That  there  was  m 
manner  of  Favour  which  ^e  might  not  reafonably  expeSf,- 
if  pe  woud  either  fat  Anthony  to  Death,  or  Bani^- 
him.  With  this  Anfwer  'Euphronius  return'd,  jmd 
with  himlhyretV)  a  Freed-Man  of  OEtav'im\  a  Per- 
fon  very  Cunning,  and  fit  to  manage  any  Intrigue; 
who  coming  with  a  Meifage  from  a  young  Emperor, 
to  an  ambiticfui  Princefs,-  poiTefs'd  with  a  mighty 
.  Opinion  of  her  own  Charms,  had  no  difficult  Ac- 
cefs  to  her.  But  thefe  fecret  Conferences  b&-. 
tween  Cleopatra  and  him ,  and  the  Honours  fte 
did  him,  threw  Anthony  into  fuch  a  furious  Paffion 
of  Jealoufie,  that  he  immediately  order'd  him  to  be 
cruelly  Scourg'd,  and  in  that  Condition  fent  himto  . 
^  ■  oHa^ 
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03aviuJ  with  Letters,  that  be  bad  cbaJHi'il  Thyrcus 
for  infult'mg  over  bim  at  a  "Time  when  bit  iadFartttne  had 
fat  bim  mo  an  ill  Humour  j  hut  if  this  Trocetding  ffffitided 
bittif  he  bad  his  Freed^Mait  Hipparclius  by  bim,  whom  be 
might  life  after  the  fame  ■  maimer,  and  fa  he  upon  e^ut 
Terms :  Which  was  a  pleafant  Way  of  being  revei^d 
upon  Hipparcbus,  the  firil  of  Jnthtmy^  I^ed-\tel 
that  went  over  to  Ocfar.  Cleofatra  omitted  nothing 
to  clear  jintbeny's  Mind  of  Jealoufie  and  Sulpicion ; 
iks  redoubl'd  her  Fondnels  and  CarefTeSj  and  when 
her  Birth-day  came,  fiie  kept  it  as  was  fuitable  to 
their  deplorable  Condition  j  \xt  Antbtm/s  was  ob- 
ferv'd  with  great  Splendor  and  Magnificence,  fo  that 
all  the  Guefts  were  enrich'd  by  the  nobk  PrcCents  fiie 
made  nponhis-AiCCount. 

In  the  mean  time  Oitavius,  having  gathered  all  his 
Forces  together,  furpriz'd  die  City  oi  Pelufiumf  which 
was  fiirrender'd  to  htm  by  Seleucus ;  and  it  was  imme- 
^tely  reported.  That  this  Govemour  had  done  it 
by  Ckepatra'i  Order ;  but  ihe ,  to  clear  her 
felf,  deliver'd  up  his  Wife  and  Children  into 
^mhon/s  Hands.  Near  the  Temple  of  I^i  flie 
had  built  a  ftatcly  Building  ,  defign  d  fiw  a  Se^- 
chre.  Into  tjiis  Place  ilie  remov'd  all  her  Trealar^ 
lisGold,  Silver,  Jewels  and  other  fuch  valuable  things, 
and  fill'd  it  befides  with  Torches,  Faggots,  Tow, 
and  other  combuftible  Matta ;  fb  that  O&mius  was 
much  afraid  left  out  of  Delpair  (he  ftiou'd  bum  her 
felf  in  it  with  all  thofe  vaft  Riches.  Therefore 
'  while  he  was  marching  tavjurds  Akxaadriahs  omt- 
icA  no  Ocpafion  of  giving  her  Afliirance  d£  his  Re- 
fcea  and  kind  Ufage.  The  njgh  Approach  of  fi> 
formidable  a  Rival,  began  once  more  to  roufe  up 
Arahmy^  and  reyiv'd  all  thofe  Sparks  of  Greatiie£ 
and  Generofity  in  his  Breaft  that  fcem'd  to  have  been 
wholly  extin(5t.  Ambi,ny  now  knew  that  he  had  no 
Hopes  but  of  dying  like  a  Rima»y  and  this  he  fully 
rcfolv'd  upon :  So  he  ralty'd  all  the  Troops'  he  had, 

made 
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made  a  bravfe  Sally  upon  OSavius's  Horfe,  and  beat 
*em  into  dieirCamp,  which  he  put  intoDiforderj 
nor  did  Anthony  ever  mew  more  Courage  and  Con- 
duft  than. now.  Upon  thisVuftory,  Anthony  cnxs.x'A 
Alexandria  ai  in  Triumph,  and  went  all  Arm'd  to 

;  Cleofatra^  to  bring  her  the  good,  Jj'ews  of  his  Suc- 
cels,  prdfenting  one  of  his  Knights  to  her,  who  had 
behav'd  himfelf  bravely  in  the  Fight.  The  Queen 
rewarded  his  Valour  with  an  Armour  of  Gold,  hat 

I     diat  very  Night,  this  ungrateful  Wretch  went  over 

1  to  OBavitts,  which  dangerous  Example  much  trou- 
bled Amhmy.  He  try'd  to  provoke  OBavius'i  Tem- 
per, arid  challeng'd  Hm  to  a  fingle  Combat  j    hat 

1     was  coldly  anfwer'd.  That  Anthony  had  Ways  auugb 

to  Me  Wfthotft  jetting  that. 

AnthsKjf  now  (mding  his  Affairs  in  a  dangerous

I     Sea  and  Land,  with  a  full  Defign  to  conquer  ho- 

1  nourably-^or  die  bravely.  He  order'd  his  People  to 
iSreat  him  ihearfiilly,  ,and  fill  him  his  Wine  plenti- 
fUly;  Fcrbapi,  faid  he,  this  may  bethelafi  Service  you 
can  Jof    for   to  Morrow  you  may  have  amther  Mafi^^ 

;  ivhik  I  lie  extended  upon  the  Ground,  defph'd^  all  Man- 
kind. Finding  his  Friends  much  mov'd  at  this  for- 
rowful  Difcourle,  he  added,  Hcnvever  I  will  mt  di 
ymufo  great  an  Injury  at  to  lead  ye  whire  Death  it  nnri 

I.      certain  than  ViSiory.     At  the'  dead  of  Night,  when 
the  whole  City  was  in  a  deep  Silence,  on  a  fod- 
dea  was  heard  a  dreadful  Ncafe  of  Voices,  Inftru- 
ments  and  Cries,   like  thofe  of  Bacchanalty   which     ■ 
patfed  through  Alexandria,  and  went  out  of  the'Xaate 

■'  .  that  looked  towards  the  Enemies  Camp,  as  Tlutarcb 
relates  it.  At  breait  of  Day,  .^i»/io»j' pofted  diofe 
few  Troops   he  had  remaining,    upon   the  rifing

Orders  to  his  Gallies  to  engage  the  Enemy.  They 
advanc'd  in  Order  of  Battel ;  but  as  forai  as  Antho-   . 

\      r^%  Ships  approach'd  the  other,  the  Soldiers  all  held 

■  down 
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down  their  Arms  and  fainted  Oclavm  s -^^  who  re- 
turning the  Salute,  both  Fleets  joyn'd  and  ftodd 
over-againft  the  City.  All  his  Cavalry  feeing  thi^ 
left  him,  and  went  over  to  Oiia-vm's  Camp,  his 
Infcntry  being  /orc'd  preffinrly  to  yield 

Thii  unfortunate  General,  abandon'd  thus  byhis 
Men,  and  finding  He  cou'd  not  die  with  Glory  in 
the  Field,  return'd  back  *  to  Altxandria^  overcome 
with  a  dreadful-  Rage  and  Fury,  running  and  cry- 
ing out.  That  Cleopatra  had  heirafd  him,  -u^hm  he 
bad  rulnd  all  his  Fortimes  for  her  Sake  alorx  !  The 
Queen  hearing  of  this,  in  a  great  Fright  retir'd  to 
her  Monument,  fecur'd  the  Doors,  and  let  down 
the  Vort'CuUh 'y  and  then  made  a  Report  be  fpread, 
that  flie  w.as  dead,  which  was  foon  brourfit  to  Aa- 
•thony :  Thb  fad  and  fudden  News  recall'd  all  tba£ 
Love  and  Tendemefs  he  had  for  this  Princefs  j  0 
wretched  Anthony^  cry'd  he,  ffhat  hafi  jhmt  here  in 
this  WMd,  when  Fate  bai  f7tatch'd_  the  t>^b  T'^ifg  f"^ 
which  thou  cotidji  endure  to  live  ?  ITien  retiring  to  his 
■Cabinet,  he  laid  afide '  his  Armour,  and  renew'dhis 
Complaints  J  O  Cleopatra,  faidhe,  ow  Separatiai'is 
'.not  my  greatep- Grief,  for  weJhaH -meet  again  ^  hut  what 
■affli^fs  memofi,  is,  that  I,  who  have  commanded  fimaiij 
gallant  Men,  poud  be  out-done  by  a  Woman  in  Cotiralt. 
■Immediately  he  call'd  Eros,  the  moft  feithfiil  of  nil 
Freed-Men,  whom  he  had  engag'd  by  Oath  to 
kill  him  when  he  fhou'd  think  it  neceflary,  and 
now  bad  him  perform  his  Promife.  Eros  drew  out 
his  Sword,  as  if  he  defign'd  to  perform  that  fctal 
Duty  J  and  turning  afide,  gave  himfelf  a  Woundj 
which  threw  him  dead  at  his  Matter's  Feet.  Dear 
■Eros,  cry'd  he,  I  thank  thee  for  teaching  me  to  do  ■uibat 
I  ought  myfelf-j  and  upon  that  he  thruft  himfelf  in- 
to tlie  Relly,  and  fell  backwards  upon  his  Bed.  Tho' 
the  Wound  was  Mo^-tal,  yet  the  Blood  flopping, 
he  came  to  himfelf,  and  moft  earneftly  b^d  of 
his  Friends  to  diipatch  him  j  but  they  all  flea  from 

liiin. 
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him,  leaving  him  in  a  mifemble  Condition^  toffing 
and  ftruggling  with  the  Anguifh  of  his  Pain,  whillt 
Hkonedei  CAu\e  to  carry  Jiim  to  Cleopatra. 

Anthony  underftanding  Cleopatra  yet  liv'dj  begg'd 
and  entreated  in  the  moft  moving  Manner  in  riie 
World  to  becarry'd  to  her;  and  with mudi  diffi- 
culty and  pain  they  lifted  him  up  to  the  Door  of 
the  Monument.  '  Cleopatra,  having  only  her  two 
Women,  durft  not  open  the  Door,  but  let  dowa 
Cords  from  the  Window.  All  the  People  of  Alex- 
anJria  were  prefent  at  diis  lad  SpeAacIe,  and  np- 
thing  appear  dfo  lamentable  as  tolee  this  great  Man, 
renown'd  for  fo  many  Gonquefts  and  Vi(ftories,bath'd 
in  his  Blood,  and  juft  expiring,  holding  out  his' 
Hands  to  Cleopatra,  and  faintly  endeavouring  to  raife 
himfelf ;  and  to  fee  this  famous  Queen  ftriving,  with 
her  Body  juft  out  of  the  Window,  with  the  feeble 
Afliftance  of  her  Women,  to  pull  him  up,  the  Peo- 
ple all  the  time  feemingto  affift  her  with  their  Cries 
and  Tears.  When  after  much  Pain  (he  had  drawn 
him  up,  flie'embrac'd  him,  and  laid  him  gently  up- 
on her  Bed ,  tearing  all  her  Cloathes  in  a  moft  vio- 
lent Paflibn,  beating  her  Face  and  Breaft,  and  cal- 
ling Anthony  her  Lord,  her  Hushand,  her  Empercw !  and 
the'  her  own  Misfortunes  were  very  great' and  a- 
ftonifiiing,  yet  fhe  forgot  them  all  at  the  fight  of 
this  deplorable  Obje<5t.  Anthony  begg'd  of  her  to 
■  moderate  her  Grief  and  Tranfpi/rU,  and  ask'd  for  ibme 
Wine,  dther  hecaufe  he  was  thirfty,  or  becaufe  he 
thought  it  wou'dfoon  end  him.  After  he  had  drank> 
he  exhorted  Cleopatra  to  endea'vosirio  favt  her  Life  if  fie 
couddo  it  with  Honour,  and  for  that  End  Proculus  v;otid 
hherl'efi  Friend  in  Csizx  stamp  ^  thatjhe  wditdnot  ico 
deeply  refeil  upon  the  cruel  Turn  of  Fcrtune  which  he  felt 
in  his  lafi  Days,  but  rather  ihitik  what  Glory  and  Renown  •   ' 

be  had  liv  a  in,  famous  fur  fo  many  nohhyi^f  cries,  Tr'i- 
utfipbt   and  Dignities  j  and  that  after  U  had  been  tbefir^ 
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Man  tf  the  WerU^  aifdtbemfi  iUi^um  tf  sS  the  Vitf- 
manSj  bt  was  at  lafi  wercomt  by  a  Roman. 

At  the  finilhing  of  this  DifcouHe,  Jntbon^  ccqK^ 
red,  in  the  yjJ.  Year  of  iiis  Age;  a  Perfbn  of  as 
great  Spirit  and  Valour  as  any  among  the  Remtatt^ 
litice  the  Death  dt.  Julius  C^sr ;  yet  Toftn'd,  over- 
comes and  entirely  niin'd  by  a  WcMnan.  His  IDeadi  ' 
put  an  End  to  all  the  Ciril  Wais,  and  gave  OSmvim 
Opportunity  to  make  his  Fortunes  as  he  f^eas'd;  ancl 
from  this  Period  many  HUbrians  date  his  Re^ ; 
others  three  Years  a&er ;  an4  rotnefrom  JmliitiC^ 
far^s  Death.  This  hapned  in  rfie  ji^h  Year  of  tte 
Gty,  the  ^dc£  the  i%-]tbOljmfi»dy  andthei;r^af 
the  Second  Triumvirmttf  aboat  14  Yeacs  fdter  y»- 
liusCafar'i  Death,  and  28  before  our  Saviour's  Nar 
tivity.

Letters  he  had  writ  to  him,  whidi  contained  nothing 
but  juft  and  reafonable  Propof^,  and  Anthonys  An- 
fwers  full  of  Pa^ion  and  Diidaio.  After  this  hs 
^nc  Precului  to  employ  his  utmoft  AddreG  to  feize 
'upon  det^atra,  extrcfnely  defiring  to  &ve  her  Trea- 
jRiFe,  hut  more  efpecially  to  gr^ce  his  Triumph  with 
this  Qpeen,  who  had  To  long  triumph'd  over  the  Ro- 
Wim  Commanders.  Cleefatra  refos'd  /^rMw^uEncrancd,  . 
but  dwot^h  the  Bqox  demanded  e^/?f  for  her  Chil- 
dren; which  caus'dP>w«^**j  after  obferving  the  Ave- 
nues of.  the  ^4onumen£y  to  return  to  Oifa%>iui^  who  '

^ter  which  he  maris  his  Entrance  tato  Ai^candria 

Ef  after 
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'after  a  folemn  and  pompous  Manner.  The  Maje- 
fty  <£  OStofvius  follow'd  by  fo  many  arm'd  Sol<Ha^ 
who  breath'd  nothing  but  Deftruiftion,  drove  tie 
'^^pians  into  great  Fears  and  Apprehenfions,  iffi- 
-ploring  his  Mercy  upon  their  Knees.  O&aviKsvM 
'em.  He  farJon'd  'em  fgr  the  fake  of  their  iOiifirm 
Feimder  Afexand*,  for  the  extraordinary  Beauty  of  A 
Citr,  and  for  hi)  great'Efteer»  he  bad  fgr  Arrius  rW 
■Fe^' Citizen  and  VhikftyphfT,  Serottl  Kin^^  Pr»-* 
c€s,  and  ^»ww  Senators  begg'd  of  him  the  Bodytf 
■^thmy,  to  pay  their  laft  Reipefts  to  hhn,  but  k 
wou'd  net  deprive  Cko^aira  of  a  Satisfeftion  fo  dec 
to  her ;  and  more  than  that,  he  rook  Care  tofi», 
nifli  her  with  what  was*  needful  for  the  Pomp  rf 
the  Fiineral,  whicli  ftie  folemniz'd  wi^  extraqrft- 
nary  magnificence.  O^at/iaj  took  further  Care  tha 
nothii^  ftioii'd  occafion  the  Encreafe  of  CleoparA 
^  AffliiSions ;  but  the  Greatnefe  of  her  Soul,  and  it 
Noblenefs  of  her  Courage,  made  the  Lois  of  her 
Ifcerty  infim)Qrtabie  to  her.  Her  exceffive  MelaB- 
choly  ,  and  the  many  Blows  fhe  had  given  her 
Brealb,  put  her  into  a  flow  Fever,  which  gave  her 
great  Hopes  of  ending  her  Sorrows,  and  her  life 
in  a  ftiort  dme.  She  had  befides  rdblv'd  to  aWtiin  ! 
from  Eating,  if  her  Phyfician  had  -  not  difcove^d  ■ 
this  Secret  ihe  had  trufted  hitn  with  to  03avi«s,  1 
wjio  immediately  threatned'to  put  her  Children  »lli 
*o  Dcith,  if  ihe  perfiited  in  her  Obftinacy  :  Tivs  ' 
was  the  only  thing  flie  cou'd  be-fenfible  (£,  and  Ab 
Thoughts  m  riiis  caus'd  her-  to  comply,  and  recein 
whatever  they  prefcrib'd  her. 

After  this,  Oiiavius  reiblv'd  to  vifit  ■  C/Ay«rr*,  aid  j 
by  his  Gviiities  give  her  frelli  AiTurance  of  hisFa- 
vour.  H6  found  her  upon  a  plain  Bed,  and  as  foon  I 
as  Ihe  perceiv'd  him,  Jhe  rofe  injier  Shift  to  throw] 
her  felf  at  his  Feet,  with  her  Hair  in  difoider,  her ' 
Face  torn,  her  Breafts  bruis'd,  he*  Eyes  red  with  } 
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weeping,  and  hw  Voke  weak  and  tremblifig ;  all' 
which  Accidertts  cou'd  not  deface  the  Brightnefs  of  ^ 
her  Eyes,  nor  the  Channing  Air  of  her  Face.  03«-  i 
w«j  civilly  lifted  her  up,  and  fat  down  by  her;  and 
immediately  flie  enter'd  upon  thejuftiiyingher  Con-     ^ 
dti<5t  J  but  when  her  Art  arid  Skill  fail'd  her  againft 
manifeft  Proofs,  fhe  tum'd  her  Difcourfe  into  hum-    . 
We  Supplications,  and  delivered  him  an  Inventory 
of  all  her  Treafure  and  Jewels.    Seleacut  her  Trea- 
Turer  accufing  her  of  concealing  fcveral  things,  Cko^ 
fotra^  in  a  OTeat  Rage  threw  her  felf  out  of  ho- 
Bed,  dragg'd  him  by  the  Hair,  and  beat  him  fc- 
tdrelyj  which  fome  think- was  only  a  Pretence  oS 
ftewing   Oiiavius   her  beautiful -Shape  and  Body, 
which  /he  had  too  ^reat  a  Confidence  in.    Howe-       , 
VecOBaviHs  only  fmil'd  at  this  Atftion,  and  led  the 
Queen  to  ha-  Bed.    O  Orfar,  cry'd  -fliej  after  the 
Hemur  tf  Viftt'tng  me  in  this  mlferahle  Condition,  is  itmt 
'cruel  and  barbarous,  that  a  'vlle  Slave  jhcu'd  accitfe  me  of 
laying  afide  a  few  Trifles  ^  alas,  mt'to  adammyfelf,  but 
tofrefenl  'em  ro  Ijvia  and  Oiftavia,  that  their  generous 
inter ceffion  may  infomemiafure  froeureyc^  Fa-pour  ?  This 
Difcourfe  gave  great  Sitisfaftion  ta  OBaviui,  imagi- 
ning it  imply'd  a  Defii-e  fhe  had  6f  living;    and  , 
thereupon  he  affuPd  her,  She  mi^t  keep  her  Jewels, 
and  that   hewoUdufe  her  more  generoujly  than  pe  coud 
reafonably  hope  for  :    and  lb  rctir'dj  much  iatisfy'd 
mtMi  his  Succ^j  having,  as  he  fuppos'd,  over-reach'd

Cleopatra  being  foon  after  infwm'd  by  DolabeSa, 
one  or  OBavius's  Favourites,  and  her  Admirer,  that  - . 
OSlitwushid  refolVd  within  three  Dsys  to  fend  her 
and  her  Children  away,  earneftly  begg'd  of  OSfavi- 
m  to  fufier  her  firil  to  pay  her  laft  Oblations  to  the 
Memoiy  of  Anthony j  which  he  granted  her.  Where-  "

Extreamly  weU,  reply'd  Ihe, 
tmd  hecomng  tPrmeefi  defeended  from  fa  noble  a  Race  if 
Monarchs ;  at  which  flie  expird  at  her  MiftreiTes 
Feet.  Octaviui  was  extreanuy  tiouhrd  at  Cleopatn^s 
Death,  as  being  d^riT*d  of  the  nobleft  Ornament 
of  his  Triumph:  Howerer,  he  cou'd  not  but  admire      ' 

-the  Greamefs  (^  ho"  Courage,  who  notwithftanding 
the  Weaknefi'Of  her  S^  prefen-'d  Death  b^ore 
the  iLo6  {rf"  her  Liberty,  or  die  Appearing  below  her 
^Quality.  He  order'd  4ier  a  Magnificent  Funeral, 
iayingher  Body  I^  Jnthot^s,  aca«ding'to  her  D&- 
fire  ;  arid  her  Women  were  interr'd  with  confide- 
rable  Pomp  in  Memwy  rf  their  Hddity.  She  was 
then  thirty  eight  Years  of  Age,  having  reign'd 
twenty  two,  t*elve  whereof  ftie  paG'd'  with  Antho^ 
pf^  and  her  Death  put  an  End  to  the  v^S^ptian.  \ 
Kingdom,  which  had  fiourifh'd  for  many  Ages. 
Her  Spn  Cafariq  which  flie  had  by  jKllui  Cafar 
was  ftortly  afierflain  hy  Octavius's  Orders,  who  was 

■  told  by  Jrrius  the  Phrfofi^ier,  That'many_  Cjelar** 
were  of  dangerous  Cot^equence.  f-^ypt  Was  now  in- 
tireiy  reduc'd  into  a  Province,  and  Octavius  caus'd 
his  Sioldiers  to  cleanfe  the  Chanels  of  the  J^/s,  which 
much  improv'd  ■  the  Fertility  erf"  the  Sdl :  And  fince 
this  Kingdom  much  enlarg'd-the  Ror»an  Dominions, 

'e^daliy  as  to  Ridies,  and  his  entire  Viftories^ 
brought  Peace  to  the  Reman  State,  at  his  Return  he" 
was  received  at  Rome  widi  an  iiuiverfal  Joy  and  SatU"- 
■fedtiori,  as  a  Perfon  who  had  put  an  End  to -the 
Miferies  ■  and  Catamiries  in  the  greateft  Part  of  the 
World.  He  triumph'd  three  Days;  for  llijriuM, 
fiw  the  Battd  of  Aciium,  and  the  Conqueft  of  tA-. 
gjfoty  with  extraordinary  Splendor  and  Magnificence ; 
d!  w^ch  were  attended  with  a  happy  Ihutting  of 
Ff  3  the 
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the  Temple  dE.Jaim,  v^mH  h^  ftood  opeii  zoj 
Yean;  ;

without  reading  them  ;  well  knowing,  that  as  long 
as  any  thought   themfelves  fufpeiSed  Adreriaries, 
they  wou'd  never  fhew  themfelves  real  Friends.  To 
the  Senators  and  Magiih'ates  he -made  fumpcuous 
Feafts  and 'Treats;  to  the  TUheiatu  and  Conimon 
Sort  he  exhibited:  magnificent  Shows  and   Plays; 
and  both  he  entertain  a  with  fuch  Variety  of  .Hea- 
fures,  as  might  reafonably  banjlli  their  Sorrows  for 
the  old  Trofcription,  and  remove  thdr  Fears  of  A.  new- 
With  great  Wifdom  and  Dexrerity  he  regulated  ma- 
ny Abufeijjand  Corruptions  in  the  State ;  and  tho' 
he  wou'd  not  give  up  the-leaft  part  of  his  AutiiMi- 
ty,  yet  he  exer«is'd  it  with  that  Difcretion  and  Mo- 
deration, that  the  Common-wealth  was  more  hap- 
py under  his  Government  than  when  it  enjo/d  m1 
.    its  privileges.    He  allow'd  the  People  all  their  doe 
Liberties,  only  retrench'd  the -Liberty  of ■  makii^ 
Faiftions  and  Diflendons  in  the  State;  and  to  the  Se- 
nate hereftor'd  their  ancient  Splendour,  but  bani/h'd 
their  late  Coijupaon  :  He  contented  himfetf  with  a 
moderate  Power,  which  wou'd  not  afford  him  the.

-^  OBavius  having  eftablilh'd  fo  good  an  Older,  found 
himfelfextreamlyembarrafi'd  with  various  Thoughts 
and   Opinions,  and  long  confider'd  with  himfeif,  . 

whether  he  ought, to  retain  the  Government  of  the 
Empire,  orroltope  the  People  to  their  firft  Liberty, 
Xhe  eminent  Examples  of  Sylia  aiid  Juliui  dsfar, 
put  him  to  many  Doubts  and  Scruples,   %yhen  he 
confider'd  that  the  former ,    who   had  voluntarily 
quitted  his  Authoriry,  d/d  pe^ceaUy  in  the  midll 
-  of  his  .Enemies ;  and  the  latter,  for  retaining  of  it, 
was  aflaffinated  by.  his  moft  intimate  Friend's.   But 
then  he  confider'd.  on  the  other  fide,  that  the  Com- 
mon-wealth had  been  fo  extreamly  harrafi'd  and 
broken  by  violent  Eaflions  andGvil  Wars,   that 
die  Yoak  woij'd  prove  their  greateft  Relief,  efpeci-. 
ally  as  he  wou'd  manage  it.    He  found  likewife  that 
.the  People  of  iio»e,had  loft  much  of  their  ancient,. 
Vigour  and  Defire  of  Liberty,  and  the  Senate  as 
much  of  its  ancient  Firmnels  and  Refolutionj  and 
that  there  were  fuch  numerous  Corruptions  and  fucli 
-dangerous  diltempers  in  the  State,  that  nothing  but 
■  a  Change  cou'd  .cure  or  correft'era.    As  he  confi- 
def'd  that  both  Senate  and  Pe<^le  never  wanted  a 
Head  fo  much  as  at  prefeor,  the  Advantage  o£  which 
they  were  in  this  mort  time  fenfibleoi,   fo  th^fe 
QuiTiderations  gave  Jiim  great  Hopes,  anc}  almpft 
as  great  Refolutibns.     However,    diis  moft  wary 
Prince  thought  it  highly  neceflary  for  his  own  Se- 
curity to  corfult  his  two  intimate  Friends  ^£rjpp<i  vid 
I   Mtcmofy  the  form^  moft  famous  for  his  Courage 
\   and  Valour,  and  the  latter  for  his  great  natjiral  Ea- 
dowmoocs.    O^avivi  taking  th^e  two  intQ  his  Clo-

the  Roman  Difciflim  and  Morality,  and  the  Fears  if 
rival  Na^ms  heft  the  CommoH-wtilth  from  finkm :  Tef 
in  the^fmreTimet,  what  Cemmotioni  in  State,  what  Rt' 
•voiutioHf  in  Gwentment,  what  Divijions  and  JJi^aSi- 
mswereacea^'dly  the  TiibanssRage  and  Peoples  Mad- 
aefi  i  Camillns,  Rome's  fecond  Femsder,  and  Scipio,

.firangly, 
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pret^lji  which  ym  hmo»  hater  hiw  to  mtHu^e.  In  tht 
gaining  ^  an  Empire  ihtrt  it  no  Medium  boweem  the 
Death  of  an  Enemji  and  the  Ufe  <f  a  'Brime  ;  and/tmct 
you  have  already  gene  fo  far,  you  mufi.  either  refohve  A>  he 
Crtatefi  in  the  States  or  Leafi  at^mg-the  People,  to  he  Cjt- 
iar  or  Nothing, 

OSlavius  tnank'd  'eni  both  £r  their  friendly  Advice, 
and  after  fome  dubious  ExpreQions,  declar  d  himielf 
rather  inclin'd  to  Mtaxnas\  Opinion  j  withal  telliog 

'  them,  Hat  he  vat  hut  the  htftrumint  of  the  DefUniet, 
to  put  their  WiUsin  Exeaaion'y  and  fince  tbey  bad  alrea- 
dy jhavn  themfel-ves  jo  fa-Veurahk  to  him,  he  had  all  tbt 
Reajm  to  hofe  that  hu  Friends  ivoiid  not  he  backward  if 
their  Ceunceh,  er  arty  other  necejfary  j^ifiance.  Upon 
which  Meaenas  proceeded  to  give  him  many  wife  In- 
ftmiftions  and  Diretftions,  how  to  manage  his  Ailain 
to  the  beft  Advantage,  both  as  to  his  Countries  Hap- 
pinefi  and  his  own  Security,  as  may  be  fcea  at  large  i 
in  Dion  Cajfiui.  Among  a  great  many  other  things 
he  told  him.  That,  hit  'virtuous  Beha^vtour  woud  he  a 
greater  Security  to  him  than  all  ha  Forces :  That  if  tie 
People  fountl  him  modefi  and  mthlatnahle  ip  bit  Life, 
not  exailing  Money  from  others  "while  hi  abounded  in 
Riches,  not  pitching  others  while  he  -was  luxwiotfSf  •  tier 
punljiiing  others  while  he  was  looft  and  licentious,  thtf 
Weud  certainly  love  and  honowr  him  as  a  true  Father 
and  Treferi/er  of  his  Country.  But  this  he  told  him  as 
liis  principal  Rule  by  which  he  ought  to  guide 
himielf;  Always  to  prefervt  the  Jj/ue  d'  ha  Suhje3s, 

■    and  if  he  woud  do  exoBly  as  he  bimfelf  wotid  expeB 
I    from   his  Prince,  if  he  were  a  Subje5l,,  then  he  jhoud 

.  not  fail  of  being  profperom  in  his  Dtfgns,  hapfy  in  hii 
Ltfe,.andfamotM  in  Hilary.  He  conduded  all  with 
telling  him.  That  if  in  taking  ufen  Urn  the  Soveraign 
Power,  hefeari  the  Name  of  Kingdom  as  odious^  he 
might  omit  that,  and  manage  all  under  tht  Title  of 
CkCu"  :  If  he  thought  mt  that  fu^iem,  jthey  wottdgiwe 

-  him 
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bifn.  that. of  ImpeTztor 3  attdmou'd  adorn  himwtth-fome 
other  venerable  Note ,  of  Hoj/our  j  fo  that  he  might  enjoy 
fill  the  .Trivileges  of  a  Kingdom ■  wji/feoMf  the  ejw'tom 
Name  cf  King,  which  the  Romans  cou-d  not  endwe. 
Ail  thefe  Tilings  c^nfirm'd  Cafar'  in.  ihis  for- 
iner  Opinions ;  and  froin.  this .  tim§ '  he  began  to 
purfue  his  Defigns  with  more  Care  and  Diligence 
than  ever. 

in.  TlieJ?o«wwj  Were  now  arriv'd  to  their  utmoft  , 
Height  as  to  polite  Learning,  and  an  exquifite  Tafte 
of  Things,  as  appears  from  jheir  fevet;al  Writings ; 
For  belidcs  Virgil^  formerly  mention'd,  at  this  time 
fiourifli'd  the  two  greats  Wits,  0-vid  and  Horace,  the 
pleafanteft  and  pe'rfedeft  Poets  in  their  Kinds  j 
and.  likewile  l^vy,  the  Prince  of  all  the  Roman 
Hiftorians  J  ail  which  had  a  great  Share  in  0^«i;i«f'y 
pamiliarity,  as  well  as  Afecarw^/s,  OSa-oius  was  a 
great  Promoter  of  all  forts  of  Learning^  and  having 
broiight  a  General  Peace  to  the  Roman  Empire,  he 
.    hid  a  fairer  Opportunity  both  of  incouraging  d:at, 

-  jind  of  following  his  other  Defigns.  He  had  an 
^dmicable  Faculty  of  difcerning  and-  penetrating 

"    into  the  Humours  and  Ambitions  of  the  principal 

-  'Men  J  in  which  he  was  much  affifted  by  the  Let- 
ters found  in  Anthonys  CofFeis ,  which  he  care- 
fully preferv'd,  and  fecretly  made  ufe  of  as  he 
found  Occafion.  As  for  Words  and  Libels,  he  took  ' 
little  or  no  I  Notice  of,  ■  having  learnt  that  both 
fiom  his  Uncle  Jttlitts  and  Meaxnas,  Never  to  becotir 

,      cernd  at  what  wasfpoken  againfi  bir»'.     And   this  Max- 
[■     im  he  fcnmd  much  to  his  Advantage ;   for  by  this

"Coft  an,d  Charges,  ufing  all  pofEble  Methods  to 
divert  the  People  from  fixing  their  Minds  upon 
his  Adions,  and  their  ancient  Freedom.    He  .or- 

^der'd  that  twd  Perfons  of  'Pratarim  H-ank  ihou'd       .    '■ 
Yearly  over-fee  die  Treafury,  and  gave  to  the  Peo-    ■ 
pie  four  times  as  much  Corn  as  they  were  w^ont 
tt>  have  {  to  fome  Senators  he  gave  Money,-  fome 
of  this  Rank  being  fo  poor,  that  they  cou'd  not 
bear  Offices  belonging  to  thoir  Dignity.    All  In-   "^ 
gagements  andDebts  to  the  Exchequer  he  made 
void  that  ftood  good  before  the  Battel  auJctjum, 

.  exc^t  what  concem'd  Buildings.  He  fuffei^d  no 
SaCTuiCft*  to  be  offef'd  to .  t/%yftian  Gods  with- 
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in  the  Pomarium,  and  took  great  Care-  about  f«- 
HngReJJgion,  and  repairing  of  the  Temples.^  And 
be^ufe  many  unjuft  Things  had  been  ordain'd 
during  the  late  Seditions  and.  Ciril  Wars,  e^>ed- 
ally  in  the  lart  Triumvirate,  he  made  'em  all  vend 
by  one  Ediift,  and.caus'd  'em^  to  ceafe  from  fais 
lixth  Confulfhip.  Thus  Octavius  more  and  more 
fetled  the  Peace  o£  the  Gty,  and  gain'd  the  Hearts 
and  AfFeftioris  of  the  People. 

U.C.  IV,  05*u/kx  now  entringupoii  his  feventh   Con- 

7^7-  fulfliip,  and  finding  all  Matters  ripe  for  his  I^- 
'  -  pofe,  he  went  to  the  Sen?,te-Houie,  after  he  had 
prepat'd  all  the  Sanators  who  were  for  his  Inte- 
reftj  and  in  a  ftudiet^  Speech  fpoke  to  this  Eflfeft. 
When  I  cmjider  with  my  fi^  the  immenji  Greatnefs, 
and  hotmdlefs  extent  of  the-  Roman  EmpirCj  /  atif 
'firucken  with  Surfrix,e,  nay  and  Amazement,  to  i^rt^ne 
'that -any  Mortal  dare  undertake  the  fole  Adminiflratum 
of  fo  -vajt  a  State.  What  Nation  have  not  eitbfr  heg^d 
Peace  at  our  Gates^  or  felt  the  Fury  ef  our-  Arms  at  thar  ' 
evn  ?  And  what  Countries  have  not  ive  cen^uer'/i  aiU 
hrottgbt  to  SuhjeBion ;  making  the  Rifing  and  Setth^ 
•  of  the  Sun,  the'  Bounds  of  our  Dominions  ?  Therefore  it 
mufi  proceed  from  a  w'ttd  and  extravagant  Opinion  of 
their  own  Al>ilitiesj  -when'  atry  pretended  to  hare  that 
Burden  which  none  but  the  immortal  GodscOudfufi^n.

-  and  may    this    Action  frove    aftfpiciom  \  and  fortunate

oilaviHs  enlarged  much  upon  the  Particulars,  and 

upon  the  finilhing  his  Speedi,  die  M3nds  of  rfie 
'  Senators  were  varioufly  affected.:   Many  knew  his 

Defign,  and  therefore  agreed  Wirfi  his  Intentions  ;•' 
,  the  reft  either  fulpefted  his  Aim,   or  MieVd  his' 

■Words.    Of  thefe  feme  admir'd    his  Policy    in 

■  concealing  his'  Purpofes  j  others  wefO  concerned  ae 
his  Defim,  ibme  at  his  Gunning,  and  others  at 
his  Refiibl  of  the  Gevernment.  Many  hated  the  ■ 
popular  Form  of  Govo'nmenc  as  dangerous  in 
thefe  Times,  and;approv'd  of  the  Change,  being  ■ 
well  latisfy'd  with  Oiiavius's  Adminiftration.  Moll 
of  the  reft  being  worn  and  weary'd  out  with 
their'ihany  Vairi  Stragglings  for  their  Liberty,  arid 
very  defirous  of  Eafe  and  Raft,   chofe  rather  the 

VPrefent  Eftate  wirii  Security,  than  to  ftrive  tore- 
cover  the  Old  with  Danger.  So  that  the  Produft 
of  their  fe\'erar- Affetaions  were  the  fame  j  for  ' 
thofe  who  wiOi'd  he  was  reduc'd  to  a  private  Con- 
dition, were  very  fearful  of  what  might  follow ; 
afld  fuch  as  defir'd  he  might  retain  his  power, 
wert: 'asfcMTy  forthe  Lofs  of  their  Hopes..  Nei- 
ther'cou'd  they  who  did  not  believe  him,  repre- 
hend him;  for  fome  want«i  the  Will,  and  otliers 
the  Courage  to  db  it  No  Man,  whether  he  be- 
believ'd  his  Speech  or.  not,  durft  commeiid  it,  - 
;■:  -  be--      '    ., 
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be  vftdd  ^t  bis  Fewer.    After  this  he  fet  over '  thQ 
;   Rovinces  rf"  both  forts  Men  of  Patritian  Digni- 
ty, but  over  t^^  one  of  die  E^uejfrian  Rank 
;  only,  and  vrith  me  loweft  Htle  of  all  other  Go- 
',  yenmurs,  fearing  left  a  Perlbn  of  ^  the  faigheft  Ra^k 
I  prefiuning  upon  tt^  Wealth  and  Situation  of  that 
.  Country ,   mou'd  provoi  dajigerous  to  the  Roman 
'.  State.    He  alotted/i/9-Ki  and  Af»  to  Senators,   and 
i  tJie  reft  of  the  Provinces  to  Vratoriaas  j  but  forbid- 
1^  ^^  either  to  take  upon  'em   this  Employment' 
widbin  five  Years  after  they  had  born  Offices  iii 
the  City.     They,  held  their  Government  but  for 
a  Year  j  aqd  as  fbon  as  SuccelTors  were  fenc  'em, 
ihey  were  immediately   to  depart  the  Provinces, 
knd  not  to  fail  of  being    at  Rome  within  thre^

As  foon  as  OBaviiu  had  hiit  made  his  Oratioa 
About  religriing  his  Command,  and  diftributing  the 
Provinces,  many  Honours  were  conferr'd  on  him,, 
as  that  laurel  mou'd  be  planted  before  his  Gates 
in  the  Tdhtium,  and  upon  thofe  Trees  Oaken  Gar- 
lands to  be  hung,  as  ibr  one  who  was  a  perpetual 
Conqueror  of  Enemies,  and  Preserver  df  Citizens^ 
T^e  Houfe  of  the  Emperor  alio  was  for  the  fii-  .  . ,  ;, 
ture  call'd  the  Valatitan  or  Talace,  not  by  any  De^  paUt'aih 
cree,  but  becaufe  OBavius  Uv'd  on  the  Falatiftm  or. 
Palatine  HiU  y  and  there  was  his  Pratoritmt :  _  Uk 
Houfe  alfo  recdv'd  fome  Dignity  ^om  the  Mount 
it  felf,  becaufe  RomUui  Uv'd  there  j  therefore  after- 
wards, if  the  Emperors  ■  were  remov'd  elfe-where,' 
yet  the  Houfes  were  ftill  call'd  PaUtia  or  Palaces^ 
Immediately  after  the  Provinces  were  divided,  and 
aU  Publick  Affeirs  fettled,  it  was  d^ted  in  tha 
Senate,  Whedier  Octavlm  ought  to  have  the  Title; 
of  RomtdiUy  becaufe  he  "had  founded  the  Empire;  ^  '^ 
but  the  more  venerable  Name  of  A  VG  US  T^S^  Ai^iifim. « 
propounded  by  Mwmclus  Plancm,  at  length  leem'd
